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New  Computer  Center 
completed  by  next  Fall

To  help  alleviate  some  of  the  crowding  at 
the  college,  CD  is  building  an  Instructional 
Computing  Center  (ICC),  scheduled  for 
completion  in  the  early  fall  of  1990. 

When  completed  the  ICC  is  expected  to 
have  costed  the  college  roughly  $2  million. 

The  money  for  the  ICC  has  come  from  two 
different  sources,  $800,000  from  local  shares 
and  $1.2  million  from  state  funds. 

Building  the  ICC  began  in  the  spring  of 
1989  and  will  be  used  for  sure  in  the  Fall  of 
1990. 

"  It  (the  ICC)  is  running  on  schedule.  We 
would  like  to  start  using  it  in  the  summer  so 
we  can  solve  any  problems  that  might  come  up 
because  it  is  a  new  building,"  said  Dr.  Ron 
Lemme,  vice  president  of  planning  and 
information. 

The  ICC  will  have  many  purposes.  It  will 
not  be  used  exclusively  for  data  processing. 
Psychology  and  English  are  just  two  examples 
of  classes  that  will  be  taught  in  the  ICC. 

"The  use  of  personal  computers  has 
expanded.  Any  type  of  class  that  the  instructor 
teaches  using  a  computer  could  be  over  there," 
said  Lemme. 

According  to  Lemme,  the  ICC  will  have  a 
designated  area  for  CAD  (computer  aided 
drafting). 


There  are  six  classrooms/laboratories,  each 
of  which  are  1500  sq.  feet.  A  large  open 
documentation  center  located  in  the  center  of 
the  new  building,  will  be  used  by  lab  aides. 

"The  ICC  will  have  lab  assistants  for 
everybody,"  said  Lemme. 

According  to  Lemme,  the  college  built  the 
computer  center  for  two  reasons. 

"We  had  no  facilities  for  computing  because 
when  the  school  was  built  they(computers) 
were  somewhat  foreign,"  said  Lemme. 

Lemme  said  that  the  ICC  will  be  solely 
intended  for  computer  use,  whereas  the  IC  has 
no  real  designated  computer  area. 

"Right  now  we  have  miles  and  miles  and 
cable  stringing  through  the  building 
connecting  the  networks,"  said  Lejjjme. 

The  new  ICC  is  being  designed  so  two 
additional  floors  can  be  easily  added  in  the 
future,  which  would  make  the  ICC  as  tall  as 
the  IC. 

According  to  Lemme,  the  reason  the  college 
isn't  building  all  three  floors  at  one  time  is 
because  there  is  not  enough  funding  to  do  so. 

Lemme  said  that  more  space  will  come  to 
the  college  hopefully  by  next  year,  when 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  now  occupying 
Building  M,  moves  to  their  own  campus. 

That  area  was  leased  to  HIT  in  the  summer  of 
1986,  because  at  the  time  CD  just  didn't  need 
the  space. 


Lots  are  likely  to  be  filled  throughout  the  year  due  to  a  rise  in  enrollment. 


This  is  what  the  ICC  will  look  like  upon  its  projected  completion  in  1990. 


CD  out  of  English  101  classes

Parking  spots  aren't  the 
only  things  that  fill  up  fast  at 
CD.  There  is  no  more  room 
for  students  enrolling  in 
English  101. 

There's  more  of  a  demand 
for  English  101  classes  this 
year  than  from  last  year. 
According  to  Dan  Lindsey, 
Dean  of  Communications, 
there  are  7  percent  more 
English  101  classes  on 
campus  and  off-  campus 
classes  have  skyrocketed  by 
46  percent 

This  fall  there  are  97 
English  101  classes,  six  more 
than  last  year,  which 
translates  to  2,425  seats  of 
English  101  students,  said 
Lindsey. 

CD  is  not  alone  in  it's 
increase  of  composition 
classes. 

Moraine  Valley  College 
reports  that  it  has  added  two 
new  classes  since  last  year. 

Gil  Tierney,  co-chairman  of 
the  English  Department  at 
Harper  College  says  that  they 
"had  trouble  staffing  two  or 
three  classes."  Tierney  adds," 
It's  still  too  early  to  tell  if  this 
is  a  one  time  quirk  or  the 
beginning  of  a  shortage." 


There  are  a  number  of 
things  being  done  about  this 
problem,  said  Lindsey. 

Teachers  are  being  asked  to 
overload  their  classes. 
Overloading  is  when  a  teacher 
will  take  in  a  few  extra 
students  in  each  class  and 
receive  no  extra  pay.  Most 
classes  will  increase  to  27  or 
28  students  per  class,  at  the 
most  30. 

One  bad  thing  about  this  is 
that  it  makes  the  room 
slightly  crowded,  "but  most 
teachers  are  opting  to  do  this,” 
said  Lindsey. 

"Overloading  is  not  good, 
particularly  in  a  writing 
class,"  added  Lindsey. 

"I  don't  encourage  them 
[teachers]  to  do  it  because  it 
isn't  fair  to  the  students  who 
were  originally  in  it,"  said 
Lindsey. 

Eileen  Ward,  assistant 
professor  of  English,  opted  to 
overload  her  English  101 
classes,  because  the  children 
of  faculty  are  not  able  to 
enroll  until  open  registration, 
and  that  by  then  most  classes 
are  taken. 

"I  don't  overload  in 
outrageous  numbers,  and  it 
will  level  out  to  about-25 


people,'  said  Ward. 

Unfortunately  that  hasn't 
been  happening. 

According  to  Lindsey,  as 
soon  as  someone  drops  a  class 
there  is  another  to  fill  it, 
which  is  out  of  the  ordinary 
for  English  101  classes. 

Another  method  to  alleviate 
the  strain  has  been  to  hire  new 
teachers.  CD  has  hired  a 
replacement  and  two  new 
teachers  for  English  101. 
Each  teacher  can  handle  about 
four  classes  with  an  average 
of  25  students  per  class. 

According  to  Lindsey, 
English  101  classes  have  also 
been  added  in  the  afternoon  to 
relieve  strain.  Originally 
there  were  21  classes  starting 
at  1  p.m.  and  now  there  are 
two  new  additions. 

"That  is  about  the  only  time 
that  we  can  add  classes,"  said 
Lindsey. 

As  for  the  future,  CD  is 
going  to  react  after  they  see 
how  English  101  goes. 

"We  need  to  look  for  more 
staff,''  said  Lindsey. 

"I  think  were  in  a  growth 
pattern  and  we've  been  in  it 
for  a  number  of  years,"  said 
Lindsey,"  overall  I  expect  that 
to  continue  into  the  '90s." 


Laziness  causes  parking  hassles

The  parking  interests  of  students  and  the  Public  Safety 
department  met  head-on  last  week  with  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
semester. 

As  parking  reached  full  capacity  daily  by  9  a.m.  during  the 
first  week  of  classes,  public  safety  officers  patrolled  the  lots, 
encouraging  students  to  park  west  of  Lambert  Road  in  lots  9- 
12. 

While  many  students  cooperated  the  first  day  of  class,  filling 
91  percent  of  lots  9-12  on  Thursday,  parking  on  the  west  side 
of  campus  decreased  to  48  percent  capacity  by  Monday. 

"The  first  week  is  critical,"  said  chief  of  Public  Safety 
Thomas  Usry.  "It's  a  good  time  to  get  people  in  tune  to  the  fact 
that  if  they  have  an  8  a.m.  class,  they  really  can't  come  at  five  to 
eight  and  expect  to  find  a  parking  spot  in  front  of  the  building." 

"We've  heard  in  the  past  where  people  have  driven  around  in 
the  parking  lots  for  thirty  minutes  to  an  hour.  Why?  There's 


parking  on  the  other  side  (of  Lambert  Road)." 

"They  can  park  their  cars,  save  a  lot  of  gasoline,  walk  across 
(Lambert  Road)  in  ten  minutes  and  not  be  late  for  class.  A  lot 
of  people  persist  in  the  idea  that  1  want  to  park  as  close  to  the 
building  as  I  can'." 

Over  1,600  warning  citations  were  issued  during  the  first 
three  days  of  the  semester  for  violations  ranging  from  parking 
in  fire  lanes  to  parking  on  the  grass  south  of  College  Drive. 

With  5,726  student  parking  stalls  available  on  campus,  Usry 
says  that  the  school  has  the  space  to  meet  student  parking 
needs.  The  problem  is  that  1,862  of  these  spaces  are  west  of 
Lambert  Road. 

"We've  (ticketed)  over  240  cars  parked  on  the  grass  south  of 
the  marsh  lot,  along  the  south  of  College  Drive,  and  out  in  front 
(south  of  22nd  Street)  in  lots  1-5.  So  it's  'I  don't  want  to  park 
that  far.'  Thai's  what  it  amounts  to.  But  if  you  see  how  far 
they've  been  walking  and  parking  illegally*  that's  a  $20  fine  to 
park  on  the  grass." 


Although  warning  citations  are  given  through  that  first  week 
of  class,  Usry  doesn't  encourage  students  to  continue  to  park 
illegally. 

"Go  ahead  and  park  there  three  or  four  limes  and  we're  going 
to  get  tired  and  tow  them  out  and  give  them  a  parking  ticket," 
Usry  said.  "We  know  that  we've  got  parking  on 

campus  so  we  have  to  take  a  tough  stance.  If  we  didn't  have 
any  parking  on  this  campus  we  would  have  a  different 
complexion.  But  we  know  that  there  is  parking,  and  we  know 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  laziness  involved, "he  said. 

It  takes  less  than  nine  minutes  to  walk  from  the  furthest  stall 
in  the  parking  lots  west  of  Lambert  Road. 

"If  you  get  here  any  later  than  9:00,  you  waste  twenty 
minutes  parking  over  there  when  you  can  park  right  away  over 
here  and  walk"  said  one  student  parked  in  lot  12.

The  recruitment  and  retention  of 
minority  and  rural  students  has  long  been 
a  concern  for  state  and  local  legislatures. 
Recently  two  Chicago  legislators  state 
senator  Miguel  del  Valle  and  state 
representative  Ellis  Levin  took  up  the 
fight  for  the  solutions  for  many  of  the 
problems  facing  minority  and  rural 
students. 

As  co-chairs  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Minority  Student  Access  del  Valle  and 
Levin  have  overseen  the  purposes  of  the 
committee  which  included  an  analysis  of 
the  Chicago  public  school  systems 
college  preparatory  program,  the  effect  of 
Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education's 
(IBHE)  increased  undergraduate 
admissions  standards, and  the  role  of 
community  colleges  with  regard  to  the 
attainment  of  a  four  year  degree. 

Most  parents,  academics,  and 
legislators  would  agree  that  higher 
expectations  should  be  placed  on 
entering  freshman  and  high  school 
graduates.  A  recent  Gallup  survey,  which 
found  Americans  to  be  the  worst  spellers 
of  the  English  language,  reinforces  the 
need  for  higher  expectations.  However, 
while  higher  expectations  are  important, 
so  is  providing  the  necessary  resources  to 
facilitate  education. 

When  the  IBHE  reaffirmed  its  1985 
decision  to  increase  public  university 
admission  in  March  7  of  this  year  it 
spelled  trouble  for  many  inner  city  and 
rural  schools  surprisingly  even  several 
suburban  districts.  In  fact,  according  to 
the  report  of  the  joint  committee  and  the 
IBHE  schools  such  as  Glenbard  East, 
Main  South,  and  Deerfield  are  deficient 
in  classes  offered  as  college  preparatory. 

The  classes  that  schools  are  most 
deficient  in  include  english,  mathematics, 
and  lab  sciences.  For  example  Chicago 
Vocational  is  short  29  mathematics 
courses  and  Rock  Island  High  School 
lacks  21  English  courses. 

As  a  remedy  the  joint  committee 
recommends  increased  funding  and  a 
slower  implementation  of  the  new  high 
standards  including  making  some 
requirements  advisory. 

Obviously,  in  some  cases,  bright 
students  with  the  potential  of  succeeding 
in  a  demanding  academic  environment 
are  in  eligible  for  regular  admission 
solely  because  the  resources  are 
unavailable  to  them. 

It  is  the  committees  contention  that 
community  colleges  are  not  fulfilling 
their  responsibility  to  preparing  minority 
students  for  transferring  to  a  four  year 
program. 

Professor  Gary  Oilfield  said  before  the 
joint  committee  "few  (minority  students) 
get  a  two  year  degree,  only  a  very  small 
fraction  of  those  with  transfer  problems 
even  transfer,  and  many  of  those  who 
transfer  never  got  their  degrees. 

Only  .5  percent  of  the  over  328,000 
students  who  transferred  from  community 
colleges  were  African-Americans.

The  board  did  not  vote  to  fund  the 
center  after  the  two-year,  $82,000 
federal  grant  expired  last  year  and  the 
center  was  closed  in  June. 

Last  fall,  the  center  submitted  a 
proposal  for  $70,000,  and  could  have 
settled  at  $40,000  with  severe 
cutbacks.  But,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
still  voted  against  it. 

The  center's  services  included  the 
following: 

#  Free  short  term  addictions 
counseling  and  referral  for  students 
experiencing  an  alcohol  or  other  drug 
related  concern  or  problem. 

#  Alcohol  and  other  drug  prevention 
education  programs  such  as 
awareness  weeks,  faculty/staff 
trainings,  workshops,  etc.

Some  other  forms  of  music  WDCB  have 
adopted  include;  blues,  bluegrass,  western, 
radio  classics  firm  the  40's  and  50  s,  oldies, 
and  opera. 

Mary  Patricia  LaRue,  programming 
coordinator,  is  responsible  for  juggling 
WDCB's  music  offerings  in  conjunction  with 
its  educational  and  informational  segments.

Wager  didn't  want  to  admit  that  the  station 
has  any  problems,  but  conceded  that  the 
criteria  for  becoming  categorized  as  a  full  time 
station  was  a  major  obstacle  to 
overcome. Studio  facility  requirements  and 
other  standards  needed  to  be  adhered  to. 

Wager  wants  the  public  to  be  more  in  tune  to 
the  station  and  its  self  proclaimed  "sound 
alternative."  Students  interested  in  becoming 
involved  with  the  station  can  participate  while 
earning  money  as  jobs  become  available. 

Although  working  at  WDCB  won't  earn 
students  any  credit  for  their  efforts,  duties  such 
as  transferring  programming  form  a  satellite 
for  later  use  to  actual  air  shifts  are  valuable 
experience  for  a  career  in  communications.

Seven  of  CD’s  top  teachers  were  honored  in 
June,  as  the  fourth  annual  "outstanding 
faculty”  awards  were  presented.  The  winners 
received  a  $500  award  from  the  College  of 
DuPage  Foundation,  the  college's  fund  raising 
organization,  and  a  plaque  for  their 
accomplishments. 

Marianne  Berger,  assistant  professor  and 
reference  librarian,  has  been  at  CD  for  nine 
years.

technologically. 

”1  feel  really  honored  about  receiving  the 
award.  It's  really  great  when  your  colleagues 
recognize  what  we  do,"  said  Berger. 

In  the  future  Berger  would  like  to  do  more 
with  library  instruction  and  work  more  with 
students. 

Starting  his  20th  year.  Dr.  Franklin  Hester, 
professor  of  English  and  Philosophy,  believes 
more  teaching  takes  place  on  the  community 
college  level. 

"I’m  mad  that  20  years  is  gone  and  I  won’t 
have  another  20,"  said  Hester. 

He  feels  that  the  open  door  policy  at  CD 
should  never  change,  but  that  it  should  be 
affiliated  with  a  major  university  in  the  area. 

"I  really  appreciate  the  award,  but  we  have 
so  many  outstanding  faculty  that  are  not 
named,  and  I  am  accepting  it  in  their  name," 
said  Hester.

"It  is  a  tremendous  honor  to  be  recognized 
by  my  peers  who  I  work  shoulder  to  shoulder 
with  every  day,  my  division  is  made  up  of  high 
quality  faculty,"  said  Macht. 

Tom  Richardson,  professor  and  coordinator 
of  human  resources,  has  been  at  the  college 


smce  1972. 

Richardson  enjoys  the  variety  in  students, 
and  the  enthusiasm  in  the  classes. 

The  growth  of  the  college  is  of  some 
concern  to  Richardson. 

"Because  of  the  growth,  we  are  going  to 
have  to  develop  new  patterns  of  instruction  to 
deal  with  all  the  people,"  said  Richardson. 

"I’m  extremely  pleased  to  get  the 
recognition  because  I've  done  a  lot  of  work.  I 
work  with  a  lot  of  good  people.  The  College  of 
DuPage  Foundation  is  not  required  to  give  that 
award,  they  choose  to.

The  women's  athletic  program  at  CD  is 
rebounding  from  two  coaching  resignations 
that  left  the  program  without  an  athletic 
coordinator  or  coaches  for  volleyball, 
basketball  and  track. 

Athletic  Director  Herb  Salberg  has  hired 
three  replacements,  but  the  question  is  whether 
Salberg 's  pieces  fit. 

To  fill  the  vacancies,  Salberg  hired  two  new 
CD  faculty  members  and  another  from  the 
current  athletic  department  staff. 

Erich  Hauenstein,  a  full-time  CD  math 
instructor,  will  coach  women's  basketball. 
LuAnn  Zimmick,  a  full-time  physical 
education  instructor  with  a  number  of  duties, 
will  coach  both  volleyball  and  women’s  track. 

Six-year  assistant  building  maintenance 
manager  Kim  Jarvi  has  been  assigned  as 
women's  sports  coordinator  position.  She  also 
is  assistant  to  Don  Klaas  in  the  fitness  lab. 

"By  getting  these  positions  filled,  we  hope 
to  make  our  program  more  visible  and  get  the 
numbers  up,"  Salberg  said. 

While  the  changes  apparently  fit  the  needs 
of  Salberg,  each  newcomer  lacks  specific 
college  coaching  experience  in  their  respective 
positions,  and  much  of  the  time  needed  to 
develop  their  programs. 

"This  job  (as  women's  sports  coordinator)  is 
just  an  addition  to  my  other  responsibilities," 
said  Jarvi,  who  replaces  the  two-year 
coordinator  and  volleyball  coach  Karen 
Ledford.  "There  will  be  times  when  each  of 
my  jobs  takes  priority,"  Jarvi  said. 

Hauenstein  was  hired  as  women's 
basketball  coach  after  obtaining  a  full-time 
position  in  the  math  department.  He  replaces 
last  year's  interim  coach  Jane  Benson,  who 
took  over  the  women's  basketball  program 
after  the  mid-season  resignation  of  two-year 
coach  Don  Sullivan.  Benson  was  also  the 
women's  track  coach  last  year. 

While  the  replacement  of  Benson  with  a 
qualified  coach  was  expected,  the  choice  of 
Hauenstein  as  her  successor  was  a  suiprise. 


"When  I  first  came  here  it  was  just  to  fill  the 
math  position,"  Hauenstein  said.  It  was  only 
after  I'd  been  here,  been  interviewed,  and 
accepted  the  (math)  position  that  I  heard  they 
were  looking  to  see  i-f  there  was  anyone  that 
would  be  interested  in  women's  basketball.  It 
was  only  then  that  they  started  asking  me 
questions." ., 

Hauenstein  comes  from  Central  Michigan 
University  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Mich.,  where  he 
obtained  his  master's  degree  in  1988.  He 
coached  a  high  school  freshman  women's 
basketball  team  for  one  year.  His  one  year's 
experience  as  a  high  school  varsity  golf  coach 
also  landed  him  a  job  as  golf  coach  at  CD. 

The  volleyball  and  women's  track  coaching 
positions  were  filled  with  the  hiring  of  LuAnn 
Zimmick,  former  assistant  women's  basketball 
coach  at  Oral  Roberts  University. 

Although  she  has  never  coached  volleyball 
or  track,  Zimmick  chose  these  positions 
because  "It  was  between  volleyball,  basketball, 
and  track.  Track  and  volleyball  were  the  two 
best  to  workout  as  far  as  not  overlapping 
seasons,"  Zimmick  said. 

One  of  Salberg's  biggest  concerns  in  hiring 
new  coaches  was  the  lack  of  women  involved 
in  some  sports.  Last  year's  track  team  featured 
only  one  runner,  while  the  basketball  team 
played  with  only  eight  women  on  the  team. 
The  answer  to  the  problem  is  in  recruiting, 
according  to  Salberg. 

"If  you  have  full-time  coaches,  you  can 
develop  the  recruiting  for  teams  and  really 
market  the  program,"  Salberg  said.  "It's 
difficult  to  get  part-time  coaches  to  recruit  on 
their  own  time  when  they're  only  getting  a 
certain  amount  of  money." 

While  Salberg  is  counting  on  Jarvi  to  visit 
high  schools  and  promote  CD  athletics,  Jarvi 
says  recruiting  will  not  be  part  of  her  job. 

"I'm  not  going  to  be  recruiting,"  Jarvi  said. 
"That's  the  coach's  job." 

Despite  her  feelings  on  recruiting,  Jarvi  is 
not  concerned  for  the  future  of  women's 
athletics. 


"I  think  we're  in  a  turnover,  I  really  do.  I 
think  that  the  school  pretty  much  speaks  for 
itself  in  men's  and  women's  athletics,"  Jarvi 
said.  "I  would  like  to  see  women's  sports 
develop  so  that  we  don't  have  (only)  one 
person  out  for  women's  track." 

Although  the  development  of  women's 
basketball  lies  in  his  hands,  Hauenstein  is 
unsure  of  the  permanency  of  his  coaching 
position. 

"(My  job  in  recruiting  will)  depend  on 
whether  I  turn  out  to  be  a  temporary  person  for 
girl's  basketball  or  full-time,"  Hauenstein  said. 
"Obviously  there's  a  need  at  this  level  for  there 
to  be  someone  to  recruit  girls." 

Hauenstein  may  fmd  it  difficult  to  find  the 
time  to  recruit  with  a  full  teaching  load. 

While  Hauenstein's  ability  to  build  the 
women's  basketball  program  from  scratch  will 
be  seen  within  the  coming  weeks,  Zimmick’s 
recruiting  skills  may  go  unnoticed  until  next 
fall  with  the  start  of  the  1990  volleyball 
season. 

"Things  worked  out  real  well  for  me 
because  I  didn't  get  here  until  August,  and  I 
didn't  have  to  worry  about  recruiting  or 
anything,"  Zimmick  said.  "Coach  Ledford  did 
a  great  job.  The  girls  are  here  and  the  schedule 
is  all  set." 

Recruiting  for  women's  track,  however,  is  of 
greater  concern  to  Zimmick. 

"I  think  we  need  to  get  the  word  out," 
Zimmick  said. 

"I  don't  know  how  it  was  in  the  past  but  I 
don't  think  they  really  promoted  the  program 
that  much  because  certainly  with  a  student 
body  as  big  as  it  is  here,  there's  got  to  be  girls 
that  are  willing  to  run.  They  don't  have  to  be 
superb  athletes  and  I  don't  want  them  to  think 
that  they  have  to  be  some  big  star  to  come  and 
try  out  for  the  team." 

Like  Hauenstein,  Zimmick  may  not  have  the 
time  to  develop  her  teams  with  the  added 
responsibility  of  teaching.  "The  majority  of 
my  workload  will  be  teaching,"  said  Zimmick, 
"even  though  coaching  takes  more  time." 


for  flawless  play

Keeping  his  players  mentally  in 
games  has  been  the  key  for  coach 
Jim  Kelly  this  year. 

With  a  4-1  win  over  Lake 
County  last  weekend,  followed  by 
a  scoreless  tie  against  Rockford, 
the  Chaps  kept  pace  with  Triton 
in  N4C  play.  CD  has  an  overall 
record  of  5-2-1. 

"We  have  better  players  this 
year  than  we  had  in  the  past," 
coach  Jim  Kelly  said.  "They 
seem  to  be  willing  to  listen. 
They’re  hard  workers  and  have 
good  attitudes." 

Four  shutouts  recorded  by  the 
Chaps  and  a  low  shots-on-goal 
percentage  have  resulted  in  the 
teams  success  thus  far. 

"Our  mid-field  has  dominated 
the  games  and  prevents  the  other 
team  from  getting  shots  on  goal," 
Kelly  said. 

Competition  like  Triton, 
however,  throws  almost  any  game 
plan  out  the  door. 

"Against  Triton,  you  slip  up 
once  and  they  score  a  goal,"  Kelly 
said. 

"When  we  play  good  teams,  we 
match-up  well  at  mid-field  and  at 
forward  positions,  but  they're  just 
as  good  at  those  positions  so 
they're  gonna  get  the  chances  (to 
score).  Our  defense  then  comes 
into  play  and  we  start  to  struggle." 

Freshman  Brian  Mokry  scored 
the  only  goal  in  the  Chaps 
opening  game  victory  against 
Wheaton  College’s  junior  varsity 


squad.  CD  went  on  to  beat 
Lincoln  Land  3-1,  before 
dropping  a  2-1  game  to  Belleville 
Area  College  the  following  day. 

The  team  followed  that  loss 
with  back-to-back,  3-0  wins  over 
Kishwaukee  and  Lake  County. 
Pete  Friguletto  scored  twice 
against  Kishwaukee  and  Chris 
Byrne  did  the  same  against  Lake 
County. 

The  winning  streak  was 
short-lived,  however,  as  the 
Chaps  met  head-on  with  national 
powerhouse  Triton.  Two  second 
half  goals  by  Triton  and  a  stiff 
Trojan  defense  resulted  in  a  2-0 
loss. 

"We'll  have  to  work  on  keeping 
the  guys  mentally  in  the  game  the 
whole  time,"  Kelly  said.  "Making 
sure  they  know  their  assignments 
and  that  they  don't  just  turn  off 
mentally." 

The  Chaps  hope  to  avenge  that 
loss  this  weekend  as  they  again 
meet  with  Triton.  Kelly  plans  to 
use  this  game  as  a  tool  in 
measuring  up  his  teams'  chances 
should  the  Chaps  meet  Triton  in 
the  N4C  play-offs. 

"What  I  hope  to  do  is  stop  them 
from  scoring  and  hope  that  we 
can  score  on  a  break-away  or 
even  a  free  kick  or  a  penalty  kick 
and  hold  them  the  rest  of  the 
game,"  Kelly  said.

Conference  rivalries  exist  in  all  levels  of 
sports.  But  it’s  difficult  to  find  any  football 
rivalry  that  determines  a  state  championship 
more  often  than  CD  and  Harper  College. 

While  the  state  championship  game  is  more 
than  five  weeks  away,  the  Chaps  answered  two 
heartbreaking  losses  to  Harper  from  a  year  ago 
with  a  14-7  triumph  last  Saturday  in  Palatine. 

Back-up  quarterback  Myron  Nichols  came 


off  of  the  bench  in  the  fourth  quarter  and  threw

Considering  all  factors,  coach  Bob 


MacDougall  was  pleased  more  with  the  win 
than  with  avenging  losses. 

"(When)  you're  playing  at  somebody  else's 
ball  park,  and  you’re  playing  a  team  that  hasn't 
lost  in  21  league  games,"  MacDougall  said. 
"You’re  playing  with  kids  that  are  banged  up, 
hurt.  You're  playing  with  14  freshman  that  are 
starting.  Yea,  you're  pleased  with  the  win." 

Despite  runaway  victories  against  Moraine 
Valley  (37-7),  St.  Francis  (34-7),  and  Triton 
(21-6)  earlier  this  season,  along  with  a  forfeit 
win  from  North  Park,  MacDougall  took 
nothing  for  granted  in  his  game  plan  against 
Harper. 

"Three  things  had  to  take  place  for  us  to 
win,"  said  MacDougall.  "One  is  that  we  had  to 
play  hard  for  60  minutes.  If  we  hung  tough 
together  for  60  minutes,  we  would  find  a  way 
to  win." 

"Number  two,  specialty  teams  are  going  to 
make  a  big  difference.  And  three,  kids  coming 
off  the  bench  have  to  come  in  and  perform  like 
they're  champions." 

Between  the  Chaps  winning  score  with  3:17 
left  in  the  game,  a  blocked  field  goal  attempt, 
and  Nichols'  pass,  MacDougall  covered  the 
game  plan  to  a  tee. 

"What  we  said  had  to  take  place  did," 
MacDougall  said. 

The  Chaps  survived  three  first  quarter 


turnovers  by  holding  the  Hawks  to  just  one 
score. 

After  the  CD  runningback  Lelhaniel  Nash 
fumbled  on  the  first  play  from  scrimmage. 
Harper  took  over  and  scored.  1988  All- 
American  runningback  James  Haywood  (26 
rushes  for  110  yards)  ran  for  a  15-yard 
touchdown  and  put  Harper  ahead  7-0  less  than 
three  minutes  into  the  game. 

Two  more  CD  turnovers  led  to  a  pair  of 
consecutive  field  goal  attempts  by  Harper,  The 
Chaps  blocked  the  first  one,  and  watched  as  a 
second  attempt  hit  the  left  upright  and  bounce 
back  onto  the  field. 

The  Chaps  tied  the  game  in  the  second 
quarter  on  a  one-yard  plunge  by  quarterback 
Curt  Miller. 

The  game  remained  tied  through  the  rest  of 
the  first  half  and  a  scoreless  third  quarter 
before  the  Chaps  made  good  on  another 
scoring  opportunity. 

After  driving  the  ball  down  to  the  Harper  37 
yard  line,  MacDougall  entered  back-up 
quarterback  Nichols- at  wide  receiver.  The 
entry  seemed  harmless  until  Nichols  took  a 
reverse  hand-off  after  the  snap  and  fired  the 
ball  35  yards  to  receiver  Ken  Pandolfi  at  the 
two  yard  line. 

Two  plays  later  Miller  dove  in-for  a  14-7 
lead  that  held  for  a  win.

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Four  CD  students  charged 
in  'joke'  against  SG  directors

Four  students  face  disciplinary  action  after 
being  charged  with  violating  the  Student  Code 
of  Conduct  for  allegedly  conspiring  and 
committing  a  burglary  in  the  Student 
Government  (SG)  office. 

Two  SG  employees  and  two  students 
reportedly  were  involved  with  the  theft  of 
$383  worth  of  personal  belongings  as  well  as 
college  materials. 

SG  Director  John  Adams  and  SG  President 
Jeff  Russell,  as  well  as  two  students  Scott 
Schultz  and  SG  Director  candidate  Alan  Holtz 
have  been  charged  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  at  CD. 

Adams  admitted  in  a  signed  confession  that 
he  "discussed  the  possibility  of  entering  SG 
office  and  emptying  his  desk  as  a  way  to  make 
him  look  like  a  victim,  a  'psychological 
warfare'  tactic  which  he  felt  may  be  necessary 
for  political  reasons." 

Also  in  a  signed  confession,  Holtz  said  he 
stole  $383  worth  of  personal  items  in  what  he 
thought  was  a  joke  on  Adams'  deskmates. 

The  items  were  found  missing  after  the 
Sept.  27  SG  Board  meeting.  Holtz  thought  the 
joke  should  have  been  called  off,  but  Adams 
played  along  with  it  and  he  (Holtz)  followed 
Adams  lead,  according  to  the  confession. 

On  Sept.  28,  Schultz  approached  Russell  to 
talk  to  him.  According  to  Russell,  Schultz  said 
that  he  might  have  information  on  the  stolen 
items, but  did  not  want  to  get  personally 
involved. 

Schultz  then  asked  Russell  how  he  was  to 
go  about  returning  the  items  stolen.  According 
to  Schultz,  both  he  and  Russell  agreed  that  the 
items  should,  "just  show  up." 

While  Schultz  stated  that  he  would  not 
comment  on  Russell's  involvement  in  the 
crime,  he  said  that,  "I  didn't  bring  the  items 
directly  to  Public  Safety  because  there  were 
scores  of  rumors  that  went  running  rampant 


motivation  for  returning  the  stuff  was  that  I 
wanted  SG  to  get  it  back." 

After  the  discussion  with  Russell,  according 
to  Schultz,  he  went  up  to  the  second  floor  of 
the  IC  building  to  retrieve  SG's  items  from 
five  lockers.  He  then  placed  the  items  in  a  box, 
wrote  on  the  box,  "If  Found  Return  To  Student 
Government",  andTeft  the  box  in  the  men's 
bathroom  across  from  the  SG  office. 

Russell,  upon  entering  the  men's  bathroom, 
discovered  the  box  and  contacted  Public 
Safety  to  notify  them  that  the  items  were 
returned. 

In  an  interview  Russell  said,  he  did  not 
notify  Public  Safety  of  his  conversation  with 
Schultz  because  all  he  was  concerned  about 
was  getting  the  items  back. 

"We  got  the  stuff  back  and  I  considered  it 
over,"  Russell  said. 

However,  Russell  overlooked  the  theft 
report  he  made  the  day  before  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  which  was 
investigating  the  issue. 

Public  Safety  officers  became  suspicious 
after  they  questioned  various  SG  members 
who  said  Adams  was  having  impeachment 
proceedings  brought  against  him. 

The  four  students  with  knowledge  of  the 
theft  were  questioned  on  Oct.  5  by  Public 
Safety  officers,  who  later  filed  internal  charges 
against  them. 

"We  didn't  see  a  need  for  the  students  to  get 
a  criminal  record  over  this  incident,"  said  Tom 
Usry,  chief  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety. 

Robert  Regner,  assistant  dean  of  students, 
will  review  the  charges  and  make  a  decision 
on  disciplinary  action. 

Lucile  Friedli,  director  of  student  activities 
and  SG  adviser,  also  will  receive  a  copy  of  the 
report.

Computer  thief  caught

A  former  custodian  for  CD  has  been  charged  with  the  theft  of  two  computers  stolen  from 
the  college  earlier  this  year. 

According  to  Tom  Usry,  Chief  of  Public  Safety,  the  perpetrator  was  finally  caught  through 
an  investigation,"a  lot  of  man  hours,  were  involved." 

Thomas  L.  Early,  35,  was  charged  with  two  counts  of  felony  theft,  and  was  found  guilty  of 

one. 

"The  difference  in  the  charges  is  basically  the  way  they  are  worded,"  said  Usry,"  we  overlap 
the  charges  so  we  can  be  sure  to  at  least  get  him  on  one  count." 

Early  will  serve  24  months  of  felony  probation,  which  means  he  will  have  to  report  to  a 
probation  officer  about  once  a  month. 

He  will  also  pay  $  3,335  in  restitution  to  the  college  and  was  forced  to  return  a  VCR  that 
was  in  his  possession. 

In  addition.  Early  will  have  to  pay  court  cost,  which  according  to  Usry,  "ranges  anywhere 
from  $35  and  up." 

Usry  defines  felony  theft  as  the  theft  of  property  above  $250. 

Property  started  disappearing  when  Early  was  on  the  east  side  of  the  campus,  and  picked 
up  again  when  he  transferred  to  the  west  side,  so  Usry  said  they  knew  it  had  to  be  Early. 

The  two  personal  computers  were  valued  at  $4,936,  however,  the  school  will  only  receive 
$3,335because  purchase  price,  not  replacement  price,  is  what  is  accepted,  said  Usry. 

Early  gave  a  $909.54  payment  to  the  college  in  September  and  Usry  feels  that  the  college 
will  probably  receive  the  payments  in  $900  increments. 

To  help  prevent  any  further  theft,  computers  are  being  locked  down  to  tables,  so  in  order  for 
the  equipment  to  be  removed,  the  furniture  will  have  to  go  too,  said  Usry. 


Increase  in  enrollment  forces  classes  to  OCC

CD’s  rapid  increase  in  enrollment  has  forced 
college  officials  to  relocate  some  general 
education  courses  to  Open  Campus. 

According  to  Carol  Viola,  Open  Campus 
Provost,  "students  may  get  various  general 
education  courses  out  of  the  way  across 
campus." 

Viola  pointed  out  that  last  year,  course 
offerings  in  Open  Campus  focused  on 
specialized  studies. 

"BPI  (Business  &  Professional  Institute), 
non-credit  courses,  horticulture,  computer, 
field  and  coordinated  science  courses  were 
offered  at  Open  Campus.  In  the  past  no 
student  could  get  all  classes  here  (Open 
Campus),  but  now  they  can,"  said  Viola 


A  majority  of  English  classes  have  been 
moved  to  Open  Campus  which  Viola  believes 
is  due  to  the  availability  of  computer 
classrooms  for  this  move. 

She  said,  "Until  the  new  Instructional 
Computing  Center  (ICC)  is  built,  we  (Open 
Campus)  are  the  only  facility  capable  of 
allowing  English  classes  to  be  held  in 
computer  labs." 

Enrollment  is  full  for  most  classes  said 
Viola.  A  full-time  counselor  is  located  in 
Building  K  of  Open  Campus,  who  is  available 
to  those  students  who  have  decided  to  center 
their  schedules  in  the  Open  Campus  facilities, 
she  added. 

"In  the  near  future  a  serving  bar  will  be 
made  into  a  mini-cafeteria  for  students  to  use. 


It  will  be  much  like  the  one  in  the  Art  Center 
and  it  will  be  a  nice  service  available  to 
students,"  said  Viola. 

While  a  rise  of  classes  being  offered  at  Open 
Campus  is  expected  by  Viola,  she  does  not 
foresee  any  need  to  construct  any  more 
facilities. 

She  said,  "The  Westmont  and  Naperville 
centers,  which  are  currently  being  built,  are 
meant  to  augment  what  we  (Open  Campus)  are 
doing  here.  Both  facilities  will  house  five 
classrooms  a  computer  lab  and  a  Learning 
Lab." 

Building  M  of  Open  campus  is  presently 
occupied  by  a  branch  of  the  Blinois  Institute  of 
Technology  which  will  be  leaving  in  1991  said 
Viola. 


"We  (Open  Campus)  will  take  over  that 
building  (Building  M)  which  will  make  28 
new  classrooms  available  for  instruction  of  CD 
students,"  added  Viola. 

Sarah  Hadley,  Associate  Dean  of 
Communications  said,  "There  was  a  need  for 
more  classroom  spaces,  fortunately,  there  were 
some  available  across  campus." 

Hadley  added,  "Moving  classes  across 
campus  will  acquaint  students  with  a  whole 
new  area  of  the  college  which  I  think  is  a  good 
idea.  However,  it  has  been  a  little  frustrating 
for  students  who  registered  for  classes  across 
campus  without  knowing  it." 

Viola  concluded,  "We  (Open  Campus)  are 
trying  to  maximize  the  space  available  and  it 
seems  to  be  a  wise  idea"

Shanghai  and  B  yamagatao. 

The  elderly  and  persons  with  chronic  lung  or 
heart  disease  or  frequent  respiratory  infections 
are  advised  to  receive  the  shot,  offered  through 
the  schools  health  service. 

Those  with  cold  symptoms  or  mild 
infections  of  any  type  should  not  be  vaccinated 
until  well.  No  one  should  receive  the  injection 
if  allergic  to  eggs,  chicken  feathers  or  dander 
(scales  from  hair  feathers  or  skin). 

No  appointment  necessary.  Injections  will 
be  given  in  IC  3H.

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Cadets  shake  stigma  with

After  five  years  of  operation,  CD  cadets  receive  a  new  job 
title  and  with  it  "more  esteem"  according  to  a  Public  Safety 
officer. 

At  the  start  of  summer  quarter  the  title  of  cadet  in  CD's 
Public  Safety  department  was  changed  to  Community  Service 
Officer  (CSO). 


According  to  Mike  Alsup,  Public  Safety  officer  and 
supervisor  of  the  CSO  program,  the  change  in  job  title  may

also  change  public  opinion  of  the  cadets. 

"The  CSO  title  provides  them  (CSOs)  a  little  bit  more 
esteem.  I  felt  that  there  was  some  kind  of  stigma  attached  to 
the  title  of  a  cadet.  Its  got  a  connotation  of  a  boy  or  girl  scout," 
said  Alsup. 

The  change  in  the  job  title  does  not  include  any  new  duties 
for  CSOs. 

"CSOs  are  used  to  free  up  swom  Public  Safety  officers  that 
would  otherwise  be  tied  up  with  jobs  that  are  not  necessary  to 
have  an  officer  doing.  For  example,  a  CSO  is  able  to  deal  with 
traffic  control,  animal  control,  door  openings,  parking  lot 
enforcement  and  things  of  that  nature,"  he  said.  "However,  they 
(CSOs)  primarily  handle  the  communication  center  from 
dispatching  to  the  monitoring  of  all  cameras." 

The  duties  of  a  CSO  are  restricted  by  a  policy  that  allows 
them  to  only  be  used  "for  tasks  that  are  non-criminal  and  which 
we  (Public  Safety  department)  feel  that  it  won't  put  them  in  a 
hazardous  position." 

He  added,  "Unlike  a  Public  Safety  officer,  a  CSO  does  not 
have  the  power  of  arrest  and  we  don't  want  people  to  think  that 
they  do  and  proceed  to  punch  them  in  the  nose  because  after  all 
they  are  just  fellow  students." 

A  CSO  is  a  student-aide  position.  Along  with  meeting  CD's 
requirements  of  being  enrolled  for  at  least  six  credit  hours, 
maintain  a  2.0  G.P.A.  and  prove  that  he  or  she  is  eligible  to 
work. 

Alsup  said,  "We  (Public  Safety  department)  take  it  farther 
than  that  because  of  the  sensitive  matters  that  we  deal  with.  We 
do  significant  background  checks  which  include  talking  to  their 
neighbors  employers  and  parents  as  well  as  evaluating  their 
applications  and  interviews." 

All  of  CD  student  aides  are  paid  $4.50  an  hour  except  for 
those  employed  by  the  departments  of  Public  Safety  and 
Custodial  which  get  paid  $5.25. 

"CSOs  get  paid  more  because  they  work  on  a  24  hour-a-day, 
seven  day-a-week  schedule.  It  may  be  30  degrees  below  zero 
and  they  are  standing  in  a  parking  lot  versus  somebody  who  is 
sitting  at  the  information  desk.  They  deserve  a  little  more  than 
a  person  who  gets  to  go  home  at  nine  o'clock  at  night.  I  would 
like  to  see  them  get  paid  even  more,"  added  Alsup. 

He  also  pointed  out  the  importance  of  having  CSOs  on 
campus.  "Two  Public  Safety  officers  work  on  campus  every 
shift.  Without  the  CSOs  we  would  have  a  tough  time  surviving. 


new  job  title 

They  do  a  fantastic  job  for  a  bunch  of  college  students.  1 
wouldn't  want  to  get  out  of  bed -at  two  in  the  morning  and  come 
here  to  work  for  four  hours  before  class  day-in  and  day-out.  I 
just  can't  say  enough  about  them  because  if  we're  short  on  man¬ 
power  they  usually  volunteer  to  come  in." 

He  added  that  without  the  CSO  program,  Public  Safety 
would  need  to  hire  eleven  new  officers.  The  increase  in  staff 
would  be  costly  to  the  college  as  far  as  salaries  and  benefits. 

Most  CSOs  major  in  criminal  justice,  however,  the  CSO 
program  also  has  other  students  which  are  social  science  majors 
who  intend  on  becoming  firemen,  social  workers  and  nurses. 

"The  program  gives  them  the  opportunity  to  observe  from  a 
hands-on  position  the  things  they  are  learning.  It  gives  the 
students  a  chance  to  see  if  law  enforcement  is  really  the  type  of 
thing  thaL  they  want  to  pursue.  Television  glamorizes  it  so 
much.  In  an  hour  you  may  see  officers  kill  ten  people  and  beat 
up  three  others  which  in  real  life  does  not  happen,"  said  Alsup. 

According  to  Alsup  there  are  presently  eleven  Public  Safety 
officers  including  a  locksmith  and  the  Chief  of  Public  Safety. 

"In  some  instances  these  criminal  justice  majors  are  being 
taught  by  people  who  have  never  been  officers.  We  offer  them 
our  experience  as  well  as  actual  field  experiences,"  said  Alsup. 

He  believes  that  the  students  who  have  been  CSOs  have  an 
advantage  over  the  rest  of  the  public  because  of  their 
experiences  in  the  program. 

"The  students  who  have  been  CSOs  have  a  big  advantage 
over  the  general  public  who  is  trying  to  get  into  law 
enforcement.  They  do  better  on  the  entrance  exams  for  all  of 
the  related  fields.  Right  now,  other  institutions  are  contacting 
us  because  we're  on  the  leading  edge  of  the  college  CSO 
program,"  he  added. 

Currently  four  out  of  fifteen  CSO  positions  are  open.  Alsup 
has  already  received  about  30  applications  from  interested 
students. 

"In  the  past  the  cadet  program  has  not  been  up  to  full 
strength,  but  now  we  have  a  lot  of  students  competing  for  those 
four  positions,"  said  Alsup. 

According  to  Dave  Dinelli,  Public  Safety  CSO,  "After  the 
change  from  cadet  to  CSO  there  has  been  a  definite  boost  in 
morale." 

Dinelli  said,  "The  job  that  we  do  is  very  important  and  before 
when  we  were  referred  to  as  cadets,  I  don't  think  that  people 
realized  it  The  duties  of  Public  Safety  officers  and  CSOs  are  a 
pretty  big  undertaking  and  we  do  a  great  job."

Students  of  CD: 

Hi,  I'm  the  Student  Body  President,  Jeff 
Russell  and  I'd  like  to  take  a  few  minutes  of 
your  time  to  inform  you  o  f  the  Student 
Govemment(SG)  Elections,  other  things  that 
the  SG  has  been  doing  over  the  summer  as 
well  as  the  things  that  we  have  planned  for  the 
year. 

SG's  Fall  elections  are  upon  us  again. 
October  17,  18,  and  19  will  be  the  days  when 
you  can  make  your  voice  heard  and  set  the 
tone  of  our  entire  year  of  representing  you. 

We  have  seven  Student  Board  of  Directors 
seats  to  fill  and  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years,  we  are  going  to  run  several  referenda. 
There  are  three  questions  on  the  fall  ballot. 

The  first  is  parking.  There  will  be  a  question 
which  will  determine  student's  preference  as  to 
whether  students  would  prefer  to  pay  for 
parking  in  a  parking  garage.  We  feel  that 
although  a  parking  garage  is  not  very  pleasing 
to  look  at,  as  well  as  very  expensive  to  build 
and  maintain,  it  is  preferable  to  becoming  the 
"asphalt  city"  that  we  are  currently  heading 
toward. 


The  students  who  want  the  convenience  of 
not  having  to  hunt  for  a  space  and  "up  close" 
parking  would  have  to  pay  for  a  quarterly  fee. 
It  could  help  alleviate  parking  problems  for 
many  years,  but  will  very  probably  be  the  most 
expensive  solution. 

Second  on  the  referenda  is  the  proposed  SG 
Constitution.  Our  current  constitution  is 
riddled  with  inconsistencies  and  contradictions 
as  it  has  been  amended  many  times.  We  have 
tried  to  improve  the  constitution  and  make  it 
better  for  the  student  body. 

Here  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  more  drastic 
changes: 

1.  The  name  has  changed  from  the  Student 
Government  to  the  Student  Government 
Association.  We  have  done  this  so  each 
member  of  the  Student  body  is  an  Association 
member. 

2.  The  Board  of  Directors  will  become  a 
Senate  and  stipend  eligibility  will  be 
contingent  on  productivity  rather  then  simply 
being  elected. 

3.  Staff  will  be  hired  so  Senate  projects  will 
be  completed  in  a  timely  manner  so  there  will 


be  better  accountability. 

4.  The  Student  Trustee  will  be  appointed  by 
the  SG  President  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 
The  Student  Trustee  should  be  bound  to 
represent  the  student's  opinions  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  but  currently  is  not.  If  he's  doing  a 
poor  job  of  representing  student  views  to  the 
Board,  there  is  no  way  for  the  students  to 
remove  him  from  office.  The  proposed 
Constitution  would  change  that. 

The  final  item  on  the  ballot  will  be  the 
Illinois  Student  Association  (ISA)  Fee.  The  fee 
is  $2  and  is  fully  refundable.  The  $2  would  go 
to  a  state-wide  effort  to  represent  students  at 
the  capitol.  Frequently,  student  opinion  is 
overlooked  by  legislators  because  we  are  not 
organized  well  enough  to  present  a  united 
front  on  issues  like  tuition  levels,  financial  aid 
funding,  minority  access  to  higher  education 
and  the  authority  of  the  student  voice  in  the 
administrative  decisions  making  process. 

ISA  acts  as  a  informational  provider.  If  there 
is  an  issue  on  campus  that  the  students  feel 
strongly  about,  the  student  can  contact  the  ISA 
and  ask  for  research  that  has  already  been 


done.  ISA  is  a  research  data-bank  and  all  that's 
needed  is  a  phone  call  or  a  note  and  that 
research  is  yours.  ISA's  efforts  have  and 
hopefully  will  continue  to  be  instrumental  in 
our  SG  efforts  to  represent  you  to  the 
administration. 

I  hope  you  see  ISA's  importance  and  support 
the  organization  by  voting  yes  on  election  dqy. 
Remember,  it's  a  one  time  $2  fee  that 
refundable  upon  request. 

There  are  11  people  running  for  the  seven 
open  Board  seats.  Please  take  the  time  to  vote 
for  the  people  you  feel  are  best  qualified  to 
represent  you  and  your  views. 

We  are  the  students  of  the  College  of 
DuPage.  It  is  for  us  that  the  college  exists.  Our 
voice  should  be  the  one  that  is  authoritative, 
the  voice  that  is  sought  out  on  issues,  you  have 
the  chance  to  make  your  voice  heard.  Don't  be 
another  apathetic  face  in  the  crowd...  any  one 
can  complain-only  you  can  insure  that  those 
complaints  are  solved.  Make  the  difference.

Editorial 


Joke  on  Student  Government 
not  found  to  be  very  humorous 


Everyone  can  appreciate  a  good  prank.  A  whoopie 
cushion  on  someone's  chair,  covering  someone's  trees 
with  toilet  paper  on  Halloween,  these  are  the  classic 
cranks  which  are  funny  and  harmless. 

Then  there  are  the  pranks  that  aren't  funny.  Like  for 
instance,  the  "joke"  that  Alan  Holtz  decided  to  play 
on  Student  Government  Director  John  Adams' 
deskmates.  We  fail  to  see  the  humor  in  this  prank. 

Both  Adams  and  Holtz  admitted  to  discussing  a 
plan  to  make  Adams  look  like  a  victim  to  evoke 
sympathy  from  his  fellow  workers  so  that  maybe  he 
would  not  face  the  humiliation  of  being  impeached. 

Well,  it  didn't  exactly  work  out  that  way.  All  of  SG 
was  "on"  to  the  incident,  according  to  Jeff  Russell, SG 
President. 


We  feel  that  exceptionally  poor  judgement 
on  the  part  of  Russell  and  Schultz  made  them 
seem  dishonest. 


And,  instead  of  SG  members  feeling  sorry  for 
Adams,  they  had  more  of  a  case  against  him. 

What  is  most  unfortunate  about  this  incident  is  that 
two  totally  innocent  people  became  embroiled  in  the 
"crime"  without  even  doing  anything  until  they  were 
pulled  under. 

Scott  Schultz  wanted  the  items  to  be  returned  to  SG 
so  that  perhaps  he  would  no  longer  be  a  suspect  in 
actually  removing  the  articles  from  the  desk. 

So,  Schultz  approached  Russell  and  asked  him  if  he 
(Russell)  were  in  the  position  to  return  the  items. 
How  would  he  do  it  without  getting  personally 
involved?  Russell  said,  if  he  were  in  that  position,  he 
would  place  the  articles  somewhere  to  be  found. 

The  articles  taken  were  returned,  and  maybe  that  is 
what  is  most  important,  but  two  of  the  people 
involved  in  this  whole  "scheme"  were  elected  by  the 
students  and  are  paid  by  the  students  to  represent  the 
students. 

We  feel  that  exceptionally  poor  judgment  on  the 
part  of  Russell  and  Schultz  made  them  seem 


dishonest. 

All  Russell  wanted  to  do  was  to  get  the  items 
returned,  and  all  Schultz  wanted  to  do  was  clear  his 
name. 

All  four  of  these  students  apparently  violated  the 
Student  Code  of  Conduct  Board  Policy  5715  which 
basically  states  "that  people  that  interfere  with  college 
purposes  are  not  acceptable"  and  that  "the  student  will 
assume  accountability  for  his  or  her  own  conduct." 

What  will  actually  happen  to  these  individuals? 

Will  they  be  expelled? 

Will  they  be  put  on  probation? 

Or  will  they  at  the  most  receive  a  slap  on  the  wrist? 

Nothing  in  the  Board  Policy  states  any  type  of 
punishment  that  will  be  issued  to  students  for  any 
crime.  Instead,  it  just  implies  that  they  will  be  dealt 
with  accordingly,  and  fairly. 

The  Courier  editorial  staff  feels  without  a  doubt 
that,  if  Adams  and  Holtz  are  found  guilty,  they  should 
be  expelled. 

Because  of  their  "prank",  the  college  wasted  money 
having  to  pay  Public  Safety  officers  to  investigate  a 
crime  that  was  bogus.  SG's  name  was  literally  rakec 
over  the  coals,  and  two  innocent  people  were 
involved  in  a  incident  that  should  never  have 
happened. 

Schultz  and  Russell  should  somehow  have  to  "pay 
back"  the  college  for  their  involvement,  perhaps  some 
type  of  community  service. 

Their  involvement  may  have  been  miniscule,  but 
perhaps  they  should  have,  since  an  original  Public 
Safety  burglary  report  was  already  filed,  been  totally 
honest. 

Why  didn't  they  fill  in  Public  Safety?  If  they 
would  have,  maybe  their  involvement  and  honesty 
would  not  be  quite  so  questionable. 

Not  as  much  time  and  money  would  have  been 
wasted,  the  items  would  have  been  returned,  and  both 
Schultz'  and  Russell's  name  would  have  been  cleared, 
and  the  people  who  are  really  guilty  would  be  on  trial.

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New  professor  brings  spice  to  CD

Wemer  Krieglstein  has  joined  CD's  full-time 
faculty  as  a  professor  of  philosophy  -  namely 
the  philosophy  of  art,  of  logic  and  science. 

This  professor  brings  with  him  a  wealth  of 
personal  and  academic  experience.  Not  only 
has  he  spent  ten  years  involved  in 
experimental  and  children's  theater  in  a 
multitude  of  roles  (including  actor  and 
director),  but  has  written  a  book,  "Post- 
Modernism,  Critical  Theory,  and  The  New 
Theater/  a  Philosophy  of  Life. 

Krieglstein  describes  his  book  as  'a  very 
broad  discussion  of  the  most  recent 
philosophical  developments',  it  'proposes  to 
save  some  of  the  values  of  western  society  -  at 
the  same  time,  critically  analyzing  it's 
dangers. "This  man  of  diverse  talents  has  two 
lives,  'one  academic,  one  artistic."  His 
extensive  academic  history  includes  having 
been  a  foreign  exchange  student  at  the 
University  of  Frankfurt,  Germany;  and  having 
earned  a  Fullbright  scholarship  and  has  been 
involved  in  many  theatrical  plays. 

His  theatrical  endeavors  include  a  lead  role 
in  Franz  Kafka's  "Metamorphosis  as  Gregor 
Samsa-  the  young  man  who  turned  into  a 
cockroach,  in  "Hansel  and  Gretel  as  the  witch; 
He  played  Dr.  -Faustus  in  "Faust,  (in  the 
Kingston  Mines  Theater,  Chicago_  when  he 
wasn't  involved  in  two  Frankfurt  Neue  Buehne 
productions. 

This  cultured  man  has  no  problem  in  foreign 
productions  on  stage,  on  television  or  radio  - 
he  is  fluent  in  German,  English  Swedish,  Latin 
and  Greek.  He's  had  private  acting  and  voice 
lessons,  completed  the  German  Actors  Union 
actor’s  test  and  had  mime  training  with  a 
Marcel  Marceau  student. 

In  his  book  on  page  63  Krieglstein  said, 
"Einstein  was  the  first  to  stare  the  dice-rolling 
God  in  the  eyes."  He  uses  his  book  as  a 
teaching  tool  for  interested  students.  His 
personal  philosophy  leaves  us  free  "to  dialogue 
with  the  world,  instead  of  impressing  our  order 
on  the  world  in  a  monologue”  This  professor 
credits  the  world  with  unpredictability,  self- 
sustaining  qualities  and  recognizes  that  it  is 
non-logical  in  the  traditional  sense-  but  he 
believes  an  order  does  exist. 

He  said,  "We  conflict  with  nature,  we 
dominate  with  incredible  male  dominance,' 
that  is  typical  of  our  western  thought" 

He  and  his  family  have  been  to  the  beaches 


of  Morroco  "hanging  out  like  hippies"  which 
was  great  fun,  travelled  across  the  Sahara, 
traded  German  leather  while  writing  for  a 
German  newspaper  about  these  travels,  and 
has  sat  with  native  Arabs  in  their  tents,  sipping 
tea  until  the  tourists  in  Egypt  arrived-  then  the 
locals  guided  the  tourists  off  their  air 
conditioned  buses  and  threw  them  on  camels 
in  the  hot  sun. 

Offhandedly  Krieglstein  mentioned,  "I  made 
a  movie."  The  film  was  made  "as  an  after¬ 
thought"  to  his  production  of  'American 
Woyzeck  (in  which  a  soldier  reacts  to  negative 
experiences  like  his  wife's  infidelity  and 
depraves  medical  experiments,  then  becomes 
insane). 

Krieglstein  has  not  made  other  academic 
plans  than  teaching  at  CD,  but  will  be  acting  in 
his  role  as  Kafka's  ape  in  "Report  to  the 
Academy",  attending  conferences  and 
accepting  invitations  for  plays  and  lectures. 

Among  his  diverse  accomplishments, 
Krieglstein  has  had  rave  reviews  in  numerous 
newspapers.  The  "Maroon"  found  his 
adaptation  of  Schiller's  "Don  Carlos  "easily 
one  of  the  most  imaginative,  exciting  and  well- 
executed  theater  events  on  campus." 

The  1970  "Maroon"  article  described  this 
professor  as  a  "young  man  of  considerable 
talent.  His  initial  conception  is  ingenious, 
daring  and,  to  some,  inexcusable;  his  sense  of 
theater  is  bold,  contemporary,  and  shocking; 
his  use  of  dramatic  forms. ..is 
powerful,. ..dazzling,  and  for  those  who  walked 
out,  apparently  outrageous." 

The  Michigan  newspaper,  the  "Kalamazoo 
Gazette"  quoted  Krieglstein  after  two  plays 
examining  death;  he  said  that  the  plays  explore 
the  meaning  of  life  and  the  message  is  that  life 
is  becoming  more  mechanical  and  so  are  we, 
"If  we  continue  to  live  in  a  society  that  makes 
everything  into  objects  and  makes  everybody 
into  objects...  then  the  only  thing  that's  left  is 
death." 

Allendale,  Michigan's  Grand  Valley  State 
College's  presidential  assistant  wrote 
Krieglstein  a  congratulatory  letter  after 
"Report  to  the  Academy",  "Congratulations  on 
your  excellent  work.  We  have  had  many  fine 
theater  artist  perform...  None  have  done  as 
well  as  you..  We  must  have  you  back  for  an 
encore  performance." 

After  leaving  the  academic  world,  which  he 
had  found  'ineffective',  he  returned  to  find  the 


role  of  teacher  allows  him  to  get  ideas  across. 

He  explains  that  in  the  classroom,  "When  I 
say,  'Do  you  understand?'  to  students  I  don't 
want  them  to  repeat  it."  He  asks  himself  if  the 
knowledge  makes  a  difference?  Did  it  relate  to 
something  in  their  lives?  Krieglstein  is 
definitely  not  into  role  learning  as  a  teaching 
style,  because  he  views  repetition  as  burnout,  it 
"is  the  end  of  humanity...  then  you  become  a 
machine,"  something  this  soft-spoken  but 
intense  man  refuses  to  do. 

In  the  1989-90  school  year  he  plans  on 
analyzing  philosophy  through  movies.  This 
teacher  Fmds  it  'very  important  to  involve  and

include  emotion"  in  teaching,  in  part  to  be 
'connected  to  the  artistic  experience." 

He  is  currently  writing  an  introductory  level, 
philosophy  text  using  films  like  Umberto 
Echo's  "The  Name  of  the  Rose"  and  others  like 
"The  Mission",  "Brazil',  "Extremities",  and 
"the  gods  Must  Be  Crazy".  He  has  a  desire  to 
teach  students  to  view  films  "not  as 
consumers"  but  with  an  inquiring  and  alerted 
mind. 

It  is  evident,  CD  has  gained  itself  a  bright, 
energetic  and  multi-talented  professor;  it 
would  be  an  academic  and  artistic  mistake  not 
to  register  for  one  of  his  classes.

CD's  speech  team  is 
looking  forward  to  an 
exciting  year  after  last 
year's  great  season/ 

The  team  has  placed 
consistently  high  since 
1980,  winning  the  national 
competition  for  the 
community  college 
division  four  times  and 
winning  the  state 
competition  for  the  past 
two  years.  The  team  also 
competed  at  the  nationals 
for  four-year  schools  held 
at  Arizona  State 
University  last  year, 
ranking  eighth  out  of  350 
other  colleges  and 
universities. 

Forensics  coach  Dr. 
Frank  Tourangeau  said, 
'We  were  one  of  the  few 
community  colleges  that 
even  competed  and  we 
were  the  only  community 
college  to  ever  place  in  the 
top  ten." 

"We  have  a  wonderful 
coaching  staff,"  said 
Tourangeau  about 
assistant  coaches  Tim 
Clue  and  Marco  Benassi, 
"They  all  have  been 
extremely  dedicated  to 
what  they're  doing." 

Not  only  is  the  forensics 
team's  success  due  to  the 
great  coaching  it  has,  but 
also  to  the  students  and 
facilities  at  CD. 

Tourangeau  attributed 
the  high  quality  of  the 


students  to  strong  high 
school  programs  in  the 
DuPage  area  as  well  as  to 
hard  working  individuals. 

"Most  people  want  to 
work,"  Tourangeau  said,

they  want  to  do  it,  but  they 
also  want  to  have  a  good 
time." 

Tourangeau  also  added 
that  the  supportiveness  of 
the  college  for  the 
forensics  team  has  also 
been  instrumental  in  its 


success. 

Member  of  the  forensics 
team  compete  on  a  variety 
of  categories.  There  are 
four  public  address 
speeches  of  which  a 
member  speaks  on  a 
current  topic  or  issue.

'AH'  for  fun,  one  for  'AH'

Imagine,  if  you  will,  popstar  Tiffany  getting  really  crocked  at  a  Metallica  post-gig  backstage 
bash.  By  some  strange  twisting  turn  of  events,  she  winds  up  on  Melallica’s  tour  bus. 

Nine  months  later  the  illegitimate  Tiff  Jr.  arrives. 

Question:  What  is  the  kid's  fave  band? 

If  everything  went  right  in  the  gene-blender,  the  kid’s  favorite  would  have  to  be  Cali's  own 
'AH' I'm  thinking  maybe  Olivia  Newton-John  got  really  crocked  backstage  at  an  early  Zepplin 
show  and  ...Nah.  That  could  never  happen. 

"All"  fuses  together  some  major  thud  emissions,  throws  in  some  bubblegum  pop  sentiments, 
and  lets  it  crank  ftom  there.  These  guys  got  more  crunch  than  98  percent  of  your  metalheads. 
and  catchier  melodies  that  the  copy  of  K-Tel's  Starhits  rotting  under  your  mommies  turntable. 

The  best  evidence  of  this  was  the  "Allroy  for  Prcz..."  EP  (or  mini-album,  take  your  pick) 
released  earlier  this  year. 

The  thing  runs  well  under  20  minutes,  but  is  more  worth  your  while  than  most  of  the  full- 
length  albums  release  this  year. 

Aside  from  the  vomit-worthy  instrumental,  the  CD  and  cassette  have  seven  swift  tunes  with 
unforgettable  melodies  and  technical  brilliance.  "All"  always  plays  hard,  fast  and  loud,  but  arc 
tighter  than  most  of  the  compedtion. 

Most  of  the  songs  here  starts  with  a  rock  bottom  early-Ramones-type  chord  progressions  with 
memorable  metal  riffs  along  the  top. 

'T  Hate  to  Love"  arid  "Skin  Deep"  cover  a  lot  of  ground  and  still  manages  to  clock  under  two 
minutes.The  lyrics  aren’t  your  run-of-the-mill  boy-meels-beautiful-girl  stuff  either. 

In  "Just  Perfect",  Dave  Smalley  sings,  "I  could  replace  all  the  drugs  you  take  with  the  smile  on 
my  face.”  Now  ain’t  that  neat? 

Oh,  by  the  way,  Smalley  is  now  all  history.  For  the  new  one,  "Allroys  revenge”,  he's  been 
replaced  by  sound-alike  Scott  Reynolds.  The  only  difference  is  that  Reynolds  has  a  little  more 
teenage  beUyache  to  his  voice. 

Drummer  Bill  Stevenson  and  bassist  Karl  Alvarez  give  their  usual  excellent  performances. 
Guitar-whiz  Stephan  Egerton  keeps  his  Van  Halenisms  to  himself  this  lime  out,  and  is 
developing  a  wickedly  original  style  all  his  own  When  the  band  is  this  good,  Rick  Aslley  could 
be  the  vocalist  for  all  I  care. 

"allroys  Revenge”  is  great,  but  it  lacks  consistency.  "AH"  totally  dissects  their  sound,  so  you 
get  47  second  hardcore  ("Check  One"),  thunder-metal  (Chopping  Z"),  punk  ("Man-O-Steel"), 
and  a  great  romance-gone-bust  pop  song  ("She’s  my  ex",  a  current  WXRT  playlist  favorite). 

When  they  mix  all  these  elements  together  and  throw  in  some  good  lyrics  the  results  are  some 
of  "All's”  best  songs  yet. 

“Fool"  takes  apart  some  heroic  hardrock-loverboy  cliches  to  a  juvenile  melody. 

One  verse  comes  off  as  a  parody  of  Foreigner’s  “Feels  Like  The  First  Tune":  Td  fall  off  the 
highest  mountain/Drown  in  the  deepest  river  too/Catch  cold  in  the  hottest  desert/You  know  I’m  a 
fool  for  you." 

Reynolds  earns  his  keep  on  a  teen  suicide  song  entitled  "Scary  Sad"  and  throws  in  this  keen 
observation  as  well"  “Every  girl  I  ever  hated  was  just  a  monster  that  I  created."  Jeepers! 

The  album’s  best  moment  is  on  “Net",  which  is  a  great  example  of  "AH"  at  their  opposing 
impulses. 

The  band  plods  along  at  Sub-Black  Sabbath  pace,  leaving  big  chunks  of  metal  in  their  path 
and  then  that  Reynolds  guy  whimpers  to  his  sweet  little  teeny-bopper  in  his  adolescent  warble  "I 
could  be  the  romantic  type  of  guy  with  you".  Where  do  they  get  this  guy? 

I'm  thinking  maybe  Olivia  Newton-John  got  really  crocked  backstage  at  an  early  Zepplin 
show  and  ...Nah.

The  future  holds  a  lot  for  many 
students,  whether  they  are 
undecided  about  it  or  not. 

In  most  instances  a  junior 
college  is  designed  for  just  that, 
the  undecided  student.  Carole 
Dobbie,  Director  of  Central 
Campus  Counseling  stated,"  We 
welcome  them  and  help  the 
undecided  student  explore."

or  counseling  office  is  the  next 
step.  Those  offices  are  located  in 
the  Instructional  Center  2012.  A 
counselor  is  designed  for  the 
undecided  student,  but  will  give 


guidance  and  referrals  to  an 
advisor  in  the  student's  specific 
area  of  study. 

According  to  Dobbie,  every 
staff  member,  full  or  part-time,  is 
potentially  an  advisor,  because 
most  of  them  work  elsewhere,  and 
have  hands-on  experience  in  a  job 
in  that  field. 

The  four  year  college  that  the 
student  decides  on  must  be 
contacted  to  receive  requirements 
and  deadlines  regarding 
applications  which  can  be 
obtained  through  the  advising 
office. 


By  the  second  year  the 
application  should  be  sent  out  to 
the  college  in  which  the  student 
wants  to  attend.  Dobbie  also 
suggested  that  students  talk  to  an 
advisor  early  on  to  go  over 
schedule  of  courses  that  are  to 
students  best  advantage. 

Advisors  also  suggest  other 
fields  to  consider  under  students' 
major,  to  find  the  right  one  for 
each  individual.  They  also 
provide  information  on  outside  of 
college  experiences  that  could 
help  them  in  getting  started.

Adams  stated  that  he  did  not  return  the 
items  immediately  after  he  knew  they  were 
taken  because  he  had  other  committments  at 
that  time.

Galligan,  Haug,  Lough  and  Frain  All-League

The  CD  golf  team  finished  the  regular 
season  last  week  taking  2nd  place  at  the  last 
conference  meet  in  Rock  Valley  and  at  the 
Harper  Invitational. 

The  Chaps  were  hoping  to  catch  Rock 
Valley  for  the  N4C  title,  but  fell  short.  Rock 
Valley  finished  with  a  conference  record  of  14- 
1,  followed  by  CD  at  9-6,  Harper  at  6-9,  and 
Moraine  Valley  at  1-14.  Coach  Erich 
Hauenstein  is  happy  to  finish  2nd  in  the  N4C. 

"I'm  happy  with  the  final  standings  for  two 
reasons,"  Hauenstein  said. 

"First  of  all.  Harper  played  us  close  this 
whole  season.  We  probably  struggled  more  to 
keep  in  2nd  against  Harper  than  challenging 
Rock  Valley  for  the  title." 

"The  second  reason  I'm  happy,"  said 
Hauenstein,  "is  because  four  of  our  players 
made  the  all-league  team.  Rock  Valley  only 
had  three  players  and  Harper  only  had  two." 

All  together,  ten  players  from  the 
conference. 

Matt  Haug  had  the  thrid  best  averaged  in 
the  leauge,  Dan  Lough  had  the  seventh  best 
average,  Bill  Frain  had  the  ninth  best  average 
and  Sean  Galligan  had  the  10th  best  average. 

The  last  conference  meet  at  Rock  Valley 
finished  in  the  same  order  as  the  final 
standings.  Rock  Valley  was  first  with  a  shot 
total  of  307,  CD  was  second  at  313  followed 
by  Harper  at  319  and  Moraine  Valley  at  328. 

"We  had  a  good  showing  at  Rock  Valley," 
Hauenstein  said.  "All  the  scores  were  good 
with  no  one  specifically  doing  much  better 
than  anyone  else.  Basically,  it's  been  that  way 
all  season  with  everyone  shooting  about  the 


same  and  no  one  great  player." 

The  Chaps  shot  total  of  313  was  produced 
by  Matt  Haug  and  Dan  Lough,  who  each 
carded  a  77.  Sean  Galligan  shot  a  78  and  Bill 
Frain  fired  an  81. 

The  Harper  Invitational  was  also  a  success, 
with  the  Chaps  finishing  in  second  place  out  of 
12  teams.  Rock  Valley  took  first  place  with  a 
team  total  of  330,  followed  by  CD  at  335  and 
Waubonsee  at  338.  Lough  led  the  Chaps  with 
a  76,  which  was  the  second  lowest  total  in  the 
tournament.  Galligan  shot  an  83,  Frain  had  an 
86,  and  Haug  struggled  with  a  90. 

"I  was  happy  with  taking  second,"  said 
Hauenstein.  "Luckily,  Dan  shot  well  enough  to 
counter  what  Matt  did.  I  think  they  were 
looking  beyond  this  and  looking  forward  to 
regionals,"  said  Hauenstein. 

"Winning  this  tournament  was  not  on  their 
minds.  On  their  minds  is  regionals  and  that's 
fine.  They  never  won  any  major  invitationals 
this  year,  but  placed  high.  The  only  one  real 
important  tournament  that  matters  is  regionals. 
Even  if  you  lose  every  tournament  but  win 
regionals,  you  still  go  to  nationals,  so  were 
looking  forward  to  regionals."

Defensively,  CD  held  Joliet  to  232 
yards,  including  a  miserable  day  for 
the  Wolves  running  game.  Joliet 
was  held  to  90  rushing  yards  over  41 
attempts. 

"The  key  to  it  was  that  their 
quarterbacks  completed  10  of  33 
passes,  and  that's  not  a  great  day,"

The  offense  didn't  get  much  rest 
as  Joliet  quarterback  Bob  Dylik  (7- 
19,  75  yards)  threw  an  interception 
on  the  Wolves  next  play  from 
scrimmage.  Linebacker  Dave 
Patterson  caught  the  first  of  his  two 
interceptions  and  returned  the  ball  to 
the  34-yard  line  of  Joliet.  A  12-yard 
pass  from  Miller  to  Ken  Pandolfi  (2 
rec.-16  yards)  led  to  a  one-yard  run 
by  Rodrigues  Carter  (10-28  yards). 

The  Chap's  special  teams  played  a 
hand  early  as  well,  blocking  a  field 
goal  for  the  second  straight  game. 
But  after  the  ball  was  deflected  and 
sent  bouncing  onto  the  field, 
defensive  back  Tim  Mitchell  picked

Lady  Chaparral  netters 
short  on  rotating  players

A  tough  week  was  endured  for  the  women's  volleyball  team, 
taking  losses  left  and  right. 

With  only  eight  players  available  (because  of  injuries)  the 
momentum  of  play  put  out  by  the  team  was  similar  to  their  win-loss 
column,  up  and  down. 

On  the  road  all  week,  the  Lady  Chaps  travelled  to  take  on  Sauk 
Valley  and  Kishwaukee,  to  which  they  were  victorious.  The  Lady 
Chaps  defeated  Sauk  Valley  (15-8),  (9-15),  (15-7),  then  diminished 
Kishwaukee  in  two  straight  games  with  scores  of  (15-8),  (15-11). 

It  was  then  on  to  set  up  against  Rock  Valley,  a  conference  match 
in  which  the  team  was  defeated  in  three  straight  by  scores  of  (14-16), 
(10-15),  (14-16). 

The  night  held  a  double-header,  with  a  non-N4C  match  against 
Madison  Area  Tech,  following  the  Rock  Valley  contest.  The  Chap 
spikers  won  it  in  two  games. 

Ready  for  the  Illinois  Valley  tournament,  the  team  was  entering 
with  an  overall  record  of  12-11-2,  a  2-2  conference  record,  and  a 
little  bit  of  optimism. 

With  only  two  players  to  help  out  from  the  sidelines,  the  Lady 
Chaps  were  about  to  play  seven  matches  in  only  two  days. 

"We  had  a  tough  weekend,"  said  coach  LuAnn  Zimmick.  "Not 
giving  excuses,  but  with  that  many  games  in  two  days,  having  a 
limited  rotation  took  its  toll." 

The  Chaparrals  lost  five  of  7  matches,  won  one,  and  tied  another. 
Victorious  versus  Illinois  Valley  and  splitting  against  Parkland,  the 
Lady  spikers  lost  against  Wabash  Valley,  Belleville,  Sauk  Valley, 
Lincoln,  and  Kankakee.  The  tournament  defeats  dropped  their 
record  below  .500  to  a  (13-16-3)  mark. 

Although  they  lost  a  majority  of  the  weeks  matches,  the  women's 
volleyball  team  defeats  were  not  only  of  reasons  caused  by  mistakes, 
but  by  more  ability  shown  by  opponents. 

"We  were  over-matched  against  some  of  the  teams  that  ranked 
high  in  the  nation.  Wabash  Valley  is  18the,  with  Sauk  Valley  up 
there  too.  But  we  had  our  best  game  against  the  number  nine  ranked 
in  the  nation,  Kankakee,  where  we  worked  together  as  a  team  while 
we  communicated  well,  also,"  said  Zimmick. 

For  the  better  performances  exhibited  by  the  team  during  the 
Illinois  Valley  tournament,  while  the  offense  and  defense  remained 
average,  great  serving  was  credited  to  Nancy  DeFalco  and  Jennifer 
Jackson.  DeFalco  went  64  for  64,  and  is  maintaining  a  99  percent 
serving  rate,  while  Jackson  served  a  great  38-40  in  the  seven  game 
stretch.

Faculty  negotiates  new  contract

There  seems  to  be  no  end  in  sight  as  the  faculty  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  continue  to  negotiate  for  the  new 
teacher's  contract.  According  to  Beverly  Bilshausen, 
Faculty  Association  President,  the  teachers  have  asked 
for  a  one-year  contract. 

One  reason  that  Bilshausen  says  that  the  teachers  want  a 
one  year  contract  is  so  that  they  may  have  contact  with  the 
Board  on  a  yearly  basis. 

Bilshausen  feels  that  last  year's  three-year  contract  did 
not  provide  the  kind  of  communication  opportunities  that 
the  faculty  should  have  to  be  an  interactive  part  in  the 
college's  activities. 

"We  took  the  existing  contract  and  modified  any  of  the 
places  where  we  wanted  to  see  a  change,"  said  Bilshausen. 

The  contract  was  then  presented  to  the  Board 
representative,  their  attorney,  on  July  12. 

On  Sept.  12,  the  Board  returned  to  the  faculty,  the  last 
of  the  pieces  of  the  contract  that  made. up  the  initial  offer 


from  them. 

A  main  part  of  the  contract  that  the  teachers  want  deals 
with  recognition. 

"We  want  the  faculty  to  participate  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process,  that's  not  making  the  decisions,  that's 
participating,  giving  input  and  getting  feedback  so  that  the 
best  decision  for  the  students  and  the  institutions  can  be 
made,"  Bilshausen  said. 

According  to  Bilshausen  neither  faculty  rights  nor  due 
process  is  guaranteed  in  the  Board’s  contract. 

Bilshausen  also  states  that  there  are  currently  no 
coordinators  for  transfer  and  occupational  programs,  and 
the  teachers  feel  they  need  to  have  someone  in  the 
coordinator  position  to  deal  with  articulation  to  four-year 
schools,  and  from  the  high  schools,  proper  maintenance  of 
content  in  programs,  both  in  the  transfer  area  as  well  as 
vocational. 

Salary  seems  to  be  the  main  problem.

ISA  referenda  to  be  placed  on  ballot

Student  Government  is  scheduled  to  bring  to  CD 
students  a  referenda  on  the  Illinois  Student 
Association(IS  A). 

The  question  is  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot  for  lire  fall 
election  and  it  basically  asks  if  students  would  like  to  be 
members  of  ISA  that  they  simply  vole  "yes". 

However,  there  is  a  catch,  to  make  CD  an  official 
member  of  ISA,  there  will  be  a  $2  fee,  which  is 
refundable  upon  request.  The  fee  is  to  be  collected  and 
tacked  on  to  the  initial  registration  fee  of  $10. 

All  students,  to  be  members  of  ISA  have  to  pay  a  SI 
fee.  CD,  technically  a  two  year  institution,  would  be 
paying  the  $2  fee  with  the  assumption  that  some  students 
may  go  here  for  more  than  two  years,  but  will  only  have 
to  pay  the  fee  once. 

While  students  this  year  will  be  voting  on  an  issue  that 
will  not  affect  them  personally,  Student  Government 
President  and  Chairman  of  ISA,  Jeff  Russell,  points  out, 
"The  students  will  be  making  a  decision  that  affects  the 
school  not  just  the  students  this  year." 


ISA  offers  services  that  can  be  described  as: 

•  Services:  Voter  registration,  as  well  as  assistance  on 
rallies. 

•  Information:  An  ISA  member  can  call  the 
organization  and  collect  information  on  issues  that  arc 
involving  other  community  colleges  in  the  stale,  as  well  as 
other  subjects  that  are  topical. 

•  The  organization  also  acts  as  a  legislative  influencing 
group.  It  coordinates  lobbying  as  well  as  providing 
information  to  state  legislators. 

"ISA  helped  to  insure  that  65  percent  of  the  lax  payer's 
increases  went  to  state  education,"  Russell  said.  "We  also 
want  to  insure  that  financial  aid  is  fully  funded." 

According  to  Russell,  the  state  often  sets  up  many 
financial  aid  programs,  but  when  the  money  comes  in, 
there  is  not  enough  of  it  allotted  for  those  programs. 

ISA  has  a  three  pronged  membership;  provisional,  full 
and  affiliate. 

A  provisional  member  is  one  that  the  school  is  just

Procurement  center  receives  $1  million  award

CD's  Procurement  Center  was  awarded  a 
million  dollar  baby  trophy  this  July  by  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Community  Affairs.  The  award  was  presented 
to  Jon  Grigalunas,  procurement  director  at  the 
college,  for  helping  DuPage  area  businesses 
obtain  over  $1  million  in  federal  and  state 
contracts. 

"The  million  dollar  baby  award  is  given  the 
first  time  a  center  goes  over  a  million  dollars 
in  contracts  assisted,"  Mr.  Grigalunas  stated. 

"We  went  from  $80,000  the  first  year  to  $3.6 
million  and  that's  quite  a  jump,"  Grigalunas 
added. 

According  to  Grigalunas  the  center  ranked 
fourteenth  in  the  state  among  the  procurement 
centers  in  June,  1988,  but  has  since  risen  to 


fourth  ranking. 

The  procurement  center  is  affiliated  with  the 
college's  Business  and  Professional  Institute 
and  is  part  of  a  network  of  seventeen 
procurement  centers  in  the  state  whose 
services  are  available  to  local  businesses. 

"The  procurement  center  is  a  state  funded 
organization,  that  assists  smaller  businesses  in 
gamering  contracts  let  by  the  federal  and  state 
government,"  said  Grigalunas. 

According  to  Grigalunas  half  of  the 
procurement  center  is  funded  by  the  college. 

The  procurement  center  at  CD  is  a  free 
service  available  to  most  small  businesses  in 
the  DuPage  area.  The  center  helps  these 
businesses  locate  and  find  information  on 
government  contracts. 

The  center  works  with  individual  businesses 
on  a  personal  level. 


Grigalunas  stated,  "We  go  out  there  and  we 
meet  with  them  and  we  interview  the  client, 
we  take  a  walk  through  the  plant  and  we  asses 
their  ability,  whether  or  not  they  can  actually 
successfully  compete  in  the  government 
contract,  and  many  people  come  in  here  and 
they  can." 

"We  get  their  foot  in  the  door,"  said 
Grigalunas,  "We  teach  them  where  to  look  and 
how  to  look.  That  way  when  the  mystery  is 
taken  away  it  is  really  a  simple  process." 

The  center  is  most  successful  in  helping  area 
businesses  acquire  these  contracts  if  the 
company  has  a  strong  track  record,  a  stable 
base,  and  an  in-place  quality  control  program. 

"The  government  is  very  quality  conscious," 
Grigalunas  added. 

According  to  Grigalunas,  the  center  is 
currently  dealing  with  75  to  100  companies  on 


the  average. 

The  service  that  CD's  procurement  center 
provides  has  resulted  to  $3.6  million  to  area 
businesses,"  said  Grigalunas,  "there  were  25 
new  jobs  created  because  of  it." 

Grigalunas  added  that  close  to  40  jobs  were 
retained  because  of  the  center  also. 

The  center  has  only  been  operating  for  two- 
and-a-half  years,  and  is  hoping  to  acquire  $5 
million  this  year  in  contracts  for  area 
businesses.  The  average  center  in  the  state 
system  is  $10  million  a  year. 

"The  difference  in  this  center  is  that  we  are 
still  coming  up  to  speed,"  Grigalunas  said,"I 
think  in  the  next  couple  of  years  you're  going 
to  see  us  to  $10  to  $20  million." 

"Most  people  are  surprised  to  know  that  this 
service  exists,"  Grigalunas  added,  "  so  it's  hard 
to  get  the  word  out."

Right  now,  according  to  the  faculty  salary 
schedule,  a  person  coming  right  out  of 
college,  with  a  master's  degree  and  no 
experience  will  enter  CD  and  make 
$20,090  a  year. 

Each  year  an  approximate  $1,000  is 
added  to  the  salary  upon  return. 

The  faculty  can  also  receive  additional 
salary  by  continuing  their  education. 

A  master's  degree  plus  20  additional 
hours,  raises  the  salary  another  $1,200. 

"We  are  asking  for  a  salary  that  is 
competitive  with  Triton  and  Oakton  and 
we  want  one  that  is  competitive  with  the 
high  schools  in  the  district,"  Bilshausen 
said. 

Triton  College's  salary  schedule,  starts 
at  $23,  759,  while  Oakton  College's  base 
is  $23,427.  Harper  College  starts  at 
S22.824.  Two  area  high  schools,  Glenbard 
High  School  and  Downers  Grove  High 
School  pay  $24,  310  and  $26,962, 
respectively. 

The  Board  is  willing  to  raise  the  base 
salary  to  $20,  500  a  $410  raise,  but  the 
faculty  wants  the  base  salary  to  be  raised 
to  $25,000. 

"We  are  not  being  told  that  they  (the 
Board)  don't  have  any  money,"  said 
Bilshausen"I  would  like  the  Board  to  state 
what  their  reason  is,"  said  Bilshausen. 

According  to  James  Rowoldt,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  there  are  many 
other  places  that  the  college  could  spend 
the  $8-10  million  in  surplus  funds  that  CD 
has. 

Rowoldt  says  that  there  is  a  need  for 
more  buildings  as  the  college  continues  to 
expand. 

"Taxpayers  are  asking  for  lower  taxes. 


students  are  asking  for  lower  tuition,  our 
job  on  the  Board  is  to  balance  those  things 
to  arrive  at  an  equitable  solution," 
Rowoldt  said. 

As  of  yet  the  Board  and  the  faculty 
have  not  come  to  a  mutual  agreement. 

The  faculty  wants  the  Board  to  show  up 
at  the  negotiating  table  to  hear  first-hand 
their  goals  for  the  contract. 

"They  (the  Board)  have  refused  to 
come  to  the  bargaining  table,"  said 
Bilshausen,"  and  they  have  only  sent  their 
hired  attorney  to  negotiate  for  them  at  the 
negotiating  sessions." 

"The  rest  of  DuPage  County  is  paying 
it’s  faculty  at  a  rate  anywhere  from  25-30 
percent  higher  than  what  we  are  offering 


belong  at  the  negotiation  table. 

"The  bulk  of  books  on  the  subject 
(negotiating)  imply  that  it  should  never  be 
done  by  Trustees,  and  the  Board  decided 
that  it  would  be  more  efficient  to  have  it 
handled  by  someone  who  really  knows 
what  is  going  on,"  said  Rowoldt. 

Bilshausen  feels  that  the  attorney  used 
to  represent  the  Board  does  not  have  the 
same  vested  interest  in  the  school  as  the 
faculty  do. 

"We've  got  faculty  with  a  lot  of  years 
invested  in  education,  a  lot  of  years 
invested  in  the  quality  of  the  College  of 
DuPage  and  for  them  to  send  a 
representative,  it  doesn’t  fit,"  said 
Bilshausen,”  I  don’t  want  a  member  on  the

here  at  the  College  of  DuPage,"  said 

Bilshausen. 

"We  also  know  that  starting  salaries  are 
$4,000-$5,000  less  than  other  community 
colleges  that  are  considered  comparable," 
said  Bilshausen. 

According  to  Bilshausen,  this  is  not  the 
first  time  that  the  teachers  have  had 
problems  getting  a  contract. 

"Three  years  ago,  the  faculty  waited 
five  months  for  a  contract,"  said 
Bilshausen,  "however  at  that  time  there 
were  several  Board  members  at  the  table 
negotiating." 

"Why  aren’t  they  (Board  Members) 
there  (at  the  negotiating  table)  they  are 
elected  members  of  the  community? 
said  Bilshausen., 

Rowoldt  feels  that  the  Board  does  not 


Board  who  won't  come  to  the  table." 

"As  chairman,  Jim  Rowoldt  ought  to  be 
giving  leadership  direction  to  the 
members  of  the  Board,  if  he  can  not  come 
to  the  negotiations  he  certainly  ought  to 
encourage  Marge  Bardeen,  (Board  of 
Trustees,  Program  Director)"  said 
Bilshausen, "it’s  up  to  Rowoldt  to  call  the 
shots." 

Bilshausen  is  not  optimistic  about  the 
future  if  the  salary  at  CD  continues  to 
deteriorate. 

"I  think  eventually  the  college  will  have 
difficulty  hiring  faculty  to  work  here 
when  there  is  no  reason  to  be  coming  to 
this  institution  if  they  pay  you  more 
someplace  else,"  said  Bilshausen. 

According  to  the  tenth  day  enrollment 
report  there  are  over  32,000  students 


attending  CD  this  quarter. 

"We  have  263  full  time  faculty,  and 
what  we  are  asking  full  lime  faculty  to 
become  is  a  unit  of  master  teachers,"  said 
Bilshausen. 

"There  is  no  reason  for  the  professional 
educators  who  are  here  as  faculty  to  be 
paid  25-30  percent  less  than  others  in 
competitive  situations,"  said  Bilshausen. 

"Members  of  this  faculty  already  have 
40,  60,  70  or  even  90  hours  beyond  a 
masters  degree  in  which  they  continue  to 
go  to  school,  to  stay  state  of  the  art,  so 
that  they  can  be  the  best  faculty  member 
for  the  student,"  said  Bilshausen. 

"If  we  were  asking  for  more  than  what 
is  competitive,  that  would  be  a  different 
story,"  said  Bilshausen,"what  we  want  is  a 
competitive  salary  for  the  nine  month 
contract. 

Phyllis  Goodman,  Chairperson  of 
Salary  and  Fringe  Benefits  Committee, 
said  the  Board  wants  to  delete  most  of  the 
rights  sections,  such  as  the  right  of 
citizenship,  due  process  rights,  the  anti 
discrimination  clause. 

"Most  of  the  people  that  teach  here  love 
the  college  and  love  the  students,  and  it 
would  take  a  lot  to  make  them  want  to 
leave,  but  they  are  leaving.  You  tend  to 
get  locked  in,”  Goodman  said,  "so  the 
belief  that  everyone  must  be  happy  here 
because,  nobody's  left  doesn't  reflect 
reality,"  adds  Goodman. 

According  to  Rowoldt  the  Board  is 
committed  to  paying  it's  faculty  a  fair  and 
equitable  salary. 

"I  understand  their  (the  faculty)  position 
but  I  don’t  know  that  I  agree  with  it.' 
Rowoldt  said,  "We  look  favorable  upon 
faculty  and  what  they  do.  We  never  try  to 
imply  that  we  are  minimizing  their 
capabilities."

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Financial  aid  grant 
tied  to  US  service

What  Pell  Grant  as  well  as  other  grant 
programs  attempt  to  do  is  give  disadvantaged 
students  a  chance  to  gain  a  quality  education 
without  heavy  debt  burdens;  to  level  the 
playing  field  if  you  will,  which  in  the  end 
benefits  society  as  well  as  the  individual. 

While  national  service  programs  attempt, 
like  existing  funding  programs,  to  give 
students  a  chance  to  attain  an  education,  they 
fail  to  provide  a  level  playing  field. 
Requiring  students  who  are  in  need  of  aid  to 
volunteer"  a  year  or  two  to  a  military  or 
civilian  program  would  put  that  student  at 
disadvantage  when  compared  to  a  student 
who  is  able  to  afford  college  without  having 
to  sacrifice  a  year  of  school  time  lo  do  it. 

That  most  basic  philosophical  point  is 
defeated.  According  to  a  United  States 
Student  Association  figure,  more  then  50 
percent  of  Pell  Grants  go  to  students  whose 
families  make  under  $6,000  per  year. 

National  Service  in  any  of  its  proposed 
forms  would  effect  anyone  who  is  dependent 
on  federal  financial  aid.  Some  bills 
establishing  a  national  service  program 
would  eliminate  all  other  forms  of  aid. 

Depending  on  which  national  service  bill 
is  adopted,  anyone  seeking  federal  aid  would 
be  required  to  serve  an  amount  of  time  and 
would  be  eligible  to  receive  $10,000-520,000 
in  aid. 

The  "Citizenship  and  National  Service  Act 
of  1989."  is  one  such  act. 

Sponsored  by  Senator  Sam  Nunn  (D. 
Georgia)  this  bill  would  replace  need-based 
aid  and  phase  in  a  program  of  national 
service.  This  program  would  consist  of  two 
possible  avenues  of  service:  a  military  one 
and  a  civilian  one. 

Students  who  are  dependent  on  grants  and 
loans  would  have  their  awards  be  directly 
contingent  upon  their  participation  in  the 
program. 

Many  other  programs  are  drawn  along  the 
same  lines  with  very  simular  results. 

While  it  is  unlikely  that  any  bill  as  radical 
as  the  "Citizenship  and  National  Service  Act 
will  remove  need-based  aid  as  we  know  it. 
Other  measured  linking  national  service  and 
financial  aid  are  sure  to  surface  and  should  be 
closely  scrutinized. 

National  Service  is  not  so  much  the  issue 
as  is  providing  fair  and  well  throughout  aid 
packages. 

Personally,  I  am  in  favor  of  some  sort  of 
mandatory,  across  the  board,  national  service 
upon  graduation  from  high  school  that  is  not 
connected  to  financial  aid.  In  fact  a  1988 
Gallup  Poll  shows  that  the  public  favors 
some  sort  of  national  service  by  a  ratio  of 
seven  to  one. 

"Volunteerism"  should  be  encouraged. 
However,  voluntary  service  should  not  be 
contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  financial  aid, 
nor  should  it  serve  as  a  replacement  for  the 
already  under-funded  federal  financial  aid 
programs. 


Editorial: 


Faculty  working  under  old  contract, 
Board  of  Trustees  not  concerned? 


There  seems  to  be  no  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel  for 
the  faculty  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  they  negotiate  the 
new  faculty  contract. 

Right  now  the  faculty  are  working  under  last  year's 
contract  and  last  year's  pay.  When  a  new  contract  is  put 
into  effect,  will  the  teachers  receive  back  pay  for  the 
months  they  taught  under  last  years  contract? 

The  Editorial  Staff  at  the  Courier  believes  that  the 
teachers  should  receive  the  increase  in  salary  that  the 
faculty  is  requesting. 

Here  is  what  CD  is  competing  against: 

•  Triton  College-  $23,759 

•  Oakton  Community  College-  $23,427 

•  Harper  College-  $22,824 

•  College  of  DuPage-  $20,090 

The  faculty  is  not  requesting  more  than  what  other  area 
community  colleges  are  being  paid,  they  are  asking  for  a 
competitive  rate. 

We  feel  that  the  number  one  ranking  junior  college  in  the 
state  of  Illinois,  should  be  able  to  pay  their  faculty  a 
competitive  salary. 

James  Rowoldt,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  said 
that  the  CD's  money  is  needed  in  other  areas: 

Taxpayers  want  lower  taxes  in  DuPage  County. 

More  buildings  are  needed  as  CD  expands  and 
enrollment  increases. 

Students  are  requesting  lower  tuition  fees. 

We  feel  that  the  latter  is  not  a  viable  excuse.  What 
college  can  a  student  go  to  and  pay  less  than  $20  for  a 
credit  hour? 

Where  can  a  student  go  to  school  and  gain  the 


specialized  quality  of  instruction  that  we  feel  is  received  at 
CD? 

Average  class  size  is  somewhere  around  25  students, 
so  they  receive  the  teacher-student,  one  on  one  contact 
that  is  needed. 

Even  though  CD  has  grown  to  32,000  students,  it 
continues  to  remain  a  highly  personable  school. 

Right  now,  faculty  are  required  to  have  at  least  10  office 
hours  per  week. 

The  teachers,  who  are  involved  in  a  committee,  want  the 
time  that  they  spend  in  the  committee's  meetings,  to  be 
included  the  time  to  be  included  in  the  10  hour 
requirement. 

We  believe  that  10  hours  per  week  isn't  that  much  time 
for  a  teacher  to  spend  in  his  office,  considering  that  time 
can  be  spent  grading  papers  etc.,  but  at  least  they  will  be 
there  at  the  student's  disposal. 

Faculty  recognition  is  another  main  part  of  the 
negotiations. 

The  faculty  want  to  be  included  in  the  decision  making 
process  involving  the  students  and  the  college. 

Who  is  more  qualified  to  deal  with  the  personal  needs  of 
the  students  than  those  who  meet  with  them  on  a  day  to 
day  basis? 

One  faculty  concern  that  we  feel  is  irrelevent  is  the  need 
for  the  Board  to  be  present  at  the  negotiating  table. 

It  is  general  practice  for  Board  members  to  have  a 
lawyer  present  as  a  representative. 

Unless  the  college  can  find  a  way  to  pay  competitive 
salaries,  how  can  we  expeet  to  attain  the  respect  that  CD 
has  worked  so  hard  to  obtain?

Camper  Van  Beethoven  reeks  of  optimism

And  life  is  grand/  Though  I  say  this  at  the 
risk  of  falling  from  favor/With  those  of  you 
who  make  a  point/  Teach  yourselves  to  expect/ 
Us  to  say  something  darker. 

"And  love  is  real/  Though  I  know  this  is  not 
a  deep  observation/  With  those  of  you  who 
find  it  necessary/  To  conceal  love/  Or  obscure 
it  as  is  the  fashion."  —  "Life  Is  Grand"  from 
Our  Beloved  Revolutionary  Sweetheart, 
Camper  Van  Beethoven,  1988. 

The  above  lyrics  sum  up  a  lot  about  the  late 
eighties.  Think  about  how  unhip  and  uncool  it 
is  to  have  any  optimism  these  days.  Robert 
Smith  lookalikes  wander  around  in  somber 
clothing  waiting  for  Armageddon.  Everyone 
slags  poor  Debbie  Gibson  for  believing  in  "the 
future  electric  youth."  Just  by  putting  a  song 
on  your  album  called  "Life  is  Grand"  makes 


you  sound  naive  and  ignorant. 

This  song  isn't  about  how  wonderful  life  is. 
Camper  Van  Beethoven  simply  state  that  life  is 
grand,  and  then  spend  the  rest  of  the  verse 
apologizing  for  it.  These  days,  no  one, 
especially  Camper  Van  Beethoven,  can  get 
away  with  optimism.  Knowing  that  the  band 
is  a  bunch  of  smartass  hippies,  it  is  impossible 
to  ignore  the  brilliant  irony  behind  those 
particular  words. 

CVB  have  spent  most  of  their  career  defying 
expectations  and  thus  avoiding  being  labeled. 
They  started  out  as  an  underground  band 
playing  a  massive  joke  on  the  underground. 
Telephone  Free  Landslide  Victory  featured 
not  only  a  slew  of  phony  ethnic  instrumentals, 
but  also  "Where  the  Hell  Is  Bill?"  and  a 
hoedown  version  of  Black  Flag's  "Wasted", 
both  being  sarcastic  slaps  in  the  face  to 
hardcore  punks  everywhere.  "Take  The 


Skinheads  Bowling"  has  the  classic  line  "Last 
night  I  dreamt  I  wanted  to  lick  your  knees." 

From  then  on,  CVB  became  known  as  the 
Grateful  Dead  for  the  David  Letterman 
generation.  Their  sound  became  a  virtual 
melting  pot  of  sounds  and  influences,  from 
folk  and  country  to  ska  and  reggae  (not  to 
mention  waltzes  in  4/4  time.)  For  folks  who 
like  to  smoke  zoobie,  they  recorded  a  lot  of 
backward  playbacks  and  spaced-out 
instrumentals,  including  a  killer  version  of 
Pink  Floyd's  "Interstellar  Overdrive",  which 
sucks  up  the  original  in  a  sonic  vacuum. 

So  what  the  hell  happened?  The  recently 
released  Key  Lime  Pie  finds  them  becoming 
the  "college  radio/post  modern"  band  they 
once  would  have  poked  fun  at.  The  album 
bites  just  for  the  fact  that  it  succumbs  to 
expectations  of  people  who  label  Camper  Van 
Beethoven  as  "alternative  artists":  murky, 


tuneless  songs  with  little  trace  of  the  stoned 
humor  that  make  this  band  special. 

There  are  a  few  bright  moments. 
"Sweethearts"  is  a  fine  laid  back  song  that 
would  have  been  at  home  on  the  first  Dire 
Straits  album.  "All  Her  Favorite  Fruit"  is  a 
lengthy  ballad  with  swirls  of  haunting  violin. 
Both  are  examples  of  David  Lowery's  new 
lyrical  process.  Zeppelinesque  drumming 
propels  the  cover  of  "Pictures  of  Matchstick 
Men."  Other  than  that.  Key  Lime  Pie_is  a 
batch  of  sounds  as  opposed  to  a  batch  of  songs, 
just  like  your  average  "progressive  "band. 

I  still  have  hope.  There  is  no  reason  why 
Camper  Van  Beethoven  can't  turn  out  another 
record  as  great  as  last  year's_Our  Beloved 
Revolutionary  Sweetheart.  So  call  me 
optimistic.  I  was  never  one  to  follow  trends. 


McCaffrey  brings  forth  beautiful  images

The  name  Anne  McCaffrey,  author  of  the 
New  York  Times  Best  Selling  series 
Dragonriders  of  Pem,  brings  to  the  mind  of 
millions  of  readers  the  image  of  a  worlds  of 
beautiful  dragons  and  lands. 

In  her  latest  book.  The  Lady,  the  dragons 
are  missing,  but  the  beautiful  lands  are  still 
there. 

The  Lady  is  set  in  scenic  Ireland  and 
McCaffrey's  home  town  of  Wicklow 
County.  The  story  centers  around  the 
centuries  old,  world  renowned,  horse 
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Experienced  Line  Cooks 
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good  working  conditions 
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Naperville  &.  Butterfield  Rd. 
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665-8000 
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breeding  family,  the  Carradynes. 

The  Carradynes  are  headed  by  Michael 
Carradyne  and  wife,  Isabel.  Michael  is 
completely  engrossed  in  his  work  and  has 
been  known  to  apply  horse  terms  to  people. 
His  wife  is  overzealous  and  as  devote  to  her 
religion  as  her  husband  is  to  horses.  Isabel 
can  not  only  not  stand  the  touch  of  her 
husband,  but  does  not  even  want  to  know  or 
have  anything  to  do  with  horses.  This  and 
the  fact  that  she  feels  that  her  youngest 
child,  Catriona  (who  is  coming  into  her  own 
as  a  world  class  horsewoman,  as  soon  as  she 


grows  a  few  more  inches)  should  also  not 
have  any  thing  to  do  with  horses  and  goes  to 
absurd  lengths  to  make  sure  her  baby  girl 
doesn't  ride  when  she  gets  older.  She  goes 
so  far  to  claim  that  the  Virgin  Mary  tells 
Isabel  that  her  daughter  isn't  to  ride  horses. 
When  that  doesn't,  work,  she  goes  on  long 
fasts  that  leave  her  extremely  weak. 

Just  as  the  family  seems  to  be  breaking  up 
over  Catriona,  the  Lady,  Selina  Healy, 
becomes  more  active  at  the  Carradyne 
ranch,  Comanagh.  Selina,  herself  a  good 
horsewoman,  finds  what  she  is  missing  in 


her  own  miserable  marriage,  the  feeling  of 
family  with  Catriona  as  the  daughter  she 
never  had  and  Michael  the  man  she  can 
have  only  in  secret. 

As  always  with  McCaffrey's  works,  the 
writing  seems  to  flow  from  one  thing  to 
another  and  the  461  pages  fly  by  without 
notice.  At  the  end,  the  reader  is  left  with 
the  feeling  of  a  real  and  total  family  that 
they  have  been  a  part  of  and  want  to  read 
more  about  Comanagh,  Carradyne,  and 
Catriona.  But  McCaffrey  doesn't  stop  the 
divergence  from  her  other  works  with  the 
lack  of  dragons,  she  also  gives  no  clue  as  to 
whether  she  is  going  to  continue  from  there 
or  not.  In  all  her  other  books,  there  was  a 
need  to  read  more  and  some  reason  to 
believe  there  was  going  to  be  more  which  is 
lacking  in  this  book. 

As  always,  she  uses  some  terms  that  seem 
strange  to  the  reader  at  first,  but  without 
them  the  story  would  be  lacking  something. 
The  use  of  these  works  are  just  a  part  of  the 
charm  of  Anne  McCaffrey,  they  help  to 
bring  the  reader  into  the  story,  which  makes 
it  that  much  more  real  for  the  reader,  instead 
of  bringing  the  story  to  the  reader  and 
therefore  making  it  just  words  on  paper. 
When  a  story  of  McCaffrey's  is  read  a 
picture  opens  up  before  them  and  they  are 
able  to  step  in  and  experience  what  goes  on, 
not  just  a  couch  potato  watching  TV. 

Overall,  this  is  a  thoroughly  and  typically 
enjoyable  book  from  Anne  McCaffrey.

Billed  as  a  romantic  comedy,  "Look  Who's 
Talking"  is  a  movie  with  a  fresh  outlook  on  the 
subjects  of  motherhood  and  infancy. 

The  film  was  written  and  directed  by  Amy 
Heckerling,  who  also  was  responsible  for 
directing  the  high  school  classic  "Fast  Times  at

The  story  revolves  around  Mollie,  played  by 
Kirstie  Alley,  and  her  baby  Mikey,  whose 
thoughts  are  vocalized  through  the  voice  of 
Bruce  Willis. 

Mollie  is  an  unmarried  accountant  who  gets 
pregnant  by  Albert;  one  of  her  clients  played 


by  George  Segal.  Albert  balks  on  marrying 
her,  claiming  it  would  devastate  his  bulimic 
wife.  Mollie  decides  to  have  the  baby,  and 
search  for  a  father  later. 

Enter  John  Travolta,  who  portrays  an 
easygoing  New  York  cab  driver  named  James. 

James  and  Mollie  first  meet  when  James 


feverishly  drives  a  bursting  Mollie  to  the 
hospital.

James  and  Mollie  are  reunited  when  James 
calls  on  Mollie  to  return  a  purse  she  has  left  in 
his  cab. 

Mollie  later  catches  James  using  her  mailing 
address  as  ^.geographic  means  for  securing  a 
better  senior  citizen’s  home  for  his  grandfather.

From  this  point  on,  Mickey  becomes  very 
vocal  about  who  he  thinks  should  be  daddy.

Russell  saitl  that  a  student  should  vote 
for  ISA  because, "If  a  student  wants  to 
keep  his  tuition  down  and  pay  a  $2  fee 
now  rather  than  a  $150  fee  next  year  at  a 
four  year  institution,  due  to  inflation 
costs,  then  he  should  vote  for  it."

The  Chaparrals  know  how  to  show 
appreciation  for  their  coach. 

With  a  6-0  season  record,  and  coach  Bob 
MacDo  tgall's  99-43  career  coaching  record  at 
CD  bordering  on  100  victories,  the  Chaps  were 
looking  to  do  more  than  keep  their  record 
unblemished  when  they  took  on  Rock  Valley 
College  last  weekend. 

CD  celebrated  MacDougall's  coaching  career 
with  a  28-0  pounding  of  Rock  Valley  as 
quarterback  Curt  Miller  had  his  best  day  as  a 
Chaparral., 

Miller  threw  a  school  record  21  receptions  on 
28  attempts,  collected  257  passing  yards,  and 
three  touchdowns. 

"He  made  good  decisions  most  of  the  time, 
and  he  was  putting  the  ball  where  it  was  supposed 
to  be  put,"  praised  MacDougall.  "He  made  good 
reads  and  seemed  to  be  focused  into  the  game  real 
well,  and  that's  important.  When  you're  21-28, 
that’s  not  a  bad  day." 

As  to  his  100th  victory  at  CD,  MacDougall 
chose  to  share  that  accomplishment  with 
everyone  involved  in  the  Chap's  football  program. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  people  who  deserve  credit 
for  building  this  program,"  MacDougall  said. 
"Former  coaches  that  have  coached  here,  all  of

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"He  was  going  to  come  out  and  play  (at  the 
beginning  of  the  season)  and  then  he  decided 
for  some  reason  not  to,"  Kelly  said.  "Finally, 
when  the  goal  keeper  (Ferguson)  was  made 
ineligible,  we  called  him  and  he  said  he 
wanted  to  play." 

Despite  what  seems  to  be  a  drastic  change 
in  his  starting  line-up,  Kelly  doesn't  feel  the 
loss  has  changed  the  mind-frame  of  his  team.

Despite  the  change  in  the  team's  record, 
Kelly  says  that  the  players  have  not  reacted 
indifferently  to  the  change, 

"Basically  the  guys  feel  that  the  teams  they 
beat  know  that  we've  beaten  them,"  Kelly  said. 
"Mentally  I  don't  think  that  it  has  effected  the 
guys.  They  just  feel  that  it  is  unfortunate  that 
the  games  are  taken  away,  but  we  did  win 
them.  We  played  on  the  field  and  won  the 
games." 

Eelnurme  made  is  first  appearance  in  the 
goal  for  the  Chaps  against  the  Wheaton 
College  junior  varsity  team  as  the  two  teams 
played  to  a  one-all  tie. 

"They  scored  right  near  the  end  of  the 
game,"  Kelly  said.  "Pat  (Eelnurme)  basically 
had  no  chance  on  the  goal.  The  defense  let 
him  down.  But  that's  happened  before,  a  kind 
of  mental  breakdown  that  lets  the  other  team 
back  into  the  game."

Before  that  game,  the  Chaps  played 
conference  leader  Triton,  and  lost  5-0.  It  was 
the  second  loss  of  the  season  for  the  Chaps  to 
the  Trojans,  but  it  may  not  be  the  last  time  the 
two  teams  play  each  other. 

After  knocking  off  Kishwaukee  in  the 
opening  round  of  the  Regional  play-offs, 
Triton  awaits  the  winner  of  the  Chaps-Lake 
County  play-off  game. 

"That  game  (against  Triton)  is  kind  of 
wiped  out  in  their  memories,  because  we 
didn’t  have  our  regular  team  in  there,"  Kelly 
said.  "That  wasn't  any  indication  of  how  we're 
going  to  play  them  in  the  play-offs.  If  they 
think  that's  our  team,  then  good,  I  forgot  about 
that  game  a  couple  of  minutes  after  in  ended."

A  balanced  offense  and  a  stingy  defense  by 
CD  provided  a  lopsided  game,  with  the  Chaps 
out-gaining  Rock  Valley  in  total  yardage,  502 
yards  to  160. 

The  Chaps  first  touchdown  came  on  an  87- 
yard  drive  highlighted  by  two  third  down 
passes  by  Miller.  The  first  was  a  10-yard  pass 
to  Lance  Lewis  (7  receptions-91  yards).  The 
second  came  after  a  12-yard  loss  when  Miller 
was  sacked.  Miller  followed  with  a  nine  yard 
rush,  then  threw  a  19-yard  touchdown  on  the 
next  play  to  Rodrigues  Carter  for  a  7-0  lead 
early  in  the  second  quarter. 

Although  the  Chap's  defense  kept  Rock 
Valley's  punting  team  busy,  CD  made  the  game 
uncomfortable  for  themselves  by  following 
with  three  turnovers  before  the  end  of  the  first 
half. 

'Turnovers  are  due  to  a  lack  of  discipline  on 
the  athletes  part,”  said  MacDougall,  who 
carried  a  slim  7-0  lead  into  the  locker  room  at 
halftime,  "There's  just  no  reason  for  it.  We 
tend  to  be  a  little  foolish  with  the  football  and 
there’s  just  no  reason  for  it." 

Miller's  second  touchdown  pass  was  one 
that  probably  shouldn't  have  been  thrown. 
After  throwing  the  football  into  the  hands  of  a 


defender  in  the  end  zone  in  the  first  half. 
Miller  came  close  to  making  the  same  mistake 
when  he  threw  a  20-yard  pass  that  deflected 
off  of  a  Rock  Valley  player's  hands,  and  into 
the  hands  of  CD  light  end  Greg  Bochenek. 

Miller  finished  his  aerial  show  with  a  16- 
yard  touchdown  throw  to  Paul  Ferguson  (5 
receptions-60  yards)  early  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

With  a  7-0  record,  and  the  N4C 
championship  within  their  grasp,  MacDougall 
and  his  team  now  focus  on  nationally  ranked 
Grand  Rapids,  Mi.,  who  will  play  host  to  the 
Chaps  this  weekend. 

"We're  expecting  a  great  football  team," 
MacDougall  said.  "The  only  losses  they've 
had  have  been  to  Ellsworth  College,  who  is 
number  two  in  the  nation,  and  to  North  East 
Oaklahoma,  who  is  number  three  in  the 
nation." 

Despite  the  hype  of  a  national  bid, 
MacDougall  is  keeping  the  regular  seasons' 
final  two  weeks  in  perspective. 

"We  will  not  think  beyond  Grand  Rapids, 
and  that  would  be  newspaper  talk  to  think 
beyond  that,"  MacDougall  said.  "Because  we 
got  such  a  young  football  team  we  just  have  to 
concentrate  on  that  Saturday  afternoon.  If  we 
don't  do  it  then,  we'll  never  win  a  national 
championship."

The  first  day  of  competition  turned  but  to  be 
a  good  one  for  Sean  Galligan,  who  fired  a  team 
low  71. 

Dan  Lough  followed  that  with  a  75.  Bill 
Frain  shot  a  79  and  Brien  Sheahan  posted  an 
82. 

CD's  one  day  team  total  of  307  was  very 
good,  but  coach  Erich  Hauenstein  knew  that 
Blackhawk  was  only  seven  shots  behind. 

~"We  knew  we  were  in  first  place  and  knew 
that  we  had  a  good  chance  to  hang  on  and 
win,"  Hauenstein  said.  "The  only  problem  is 
that  Blackhawk  had  a  bad  day  and  we  knew 
they  would  shoot  better  the  second  day." 

Blackhawk  did  perform  better  the  following 
day  shooting  a  team  total  of  307,  with  the 
Chaps  posting  a  312  score.  But  after 


combining  the  two-day  totals,  CD  ended  up 
with  a  two  stroke  victory.  CD's  second  day 
total  was  spearheaded  by  Lough,  who  carded  a 
76.  Haug,  who  was  bothered  by  a  blister,  shot 
a  77. 

'1  had  problems  with  my  blister  the  first  day 
so  I  had  to  adjust  my  thumb  the  2nd  day,"  said 
Haug.  "I  didn't  play  as  well  as  I  would  have 
liked  to." 

Galligan  ended  up  with  a  79,  and  Sheahan 
an  80. 

"I  feel  great,"  Hauenstein  said  after  the 
tournament.  "All  season  long  I've  been  saying 
to  them  that  we're  playing  for  regionals  and 
that's  the  one  that  only  really  matters.  They 
worked  hard  for  it  and  pulled  through  when  it 
really  mattered." 

Hauenstein  gives  a  lot  of  the  credit  to 
Galligan. 

"His  good  shooting  the  first  day  sparked  the 
guys  on,"  Hauenstein  said.  "We  know 
someone  had  to  catch  fire  for  us  to  have  a 
realistic  chance  at  it,  and  Sean  caught  fire  the 
first  day  and  played  real  well.  Everyone 
realized  that  and  then  there  was  that  realization 
that  we  could  really  do  it." 

"It’s  one  of  the  best  rounds  I've  played  under 
pressure  in  a  tournament  situation,"  said 
Galligan. 

"I  hoped  we  would  get  this  far  but, 
realistically,  I  didn't  think  we  would," 
Hauenstein  said.  "At  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  the  guys  were  shooting  well,  but  I  knew 
it  would  be  a  struggle  to  win  regionals.  There 
was  no  way  the  odds  were  on  us  to  do  this,  so  I 


had  no  idea  we  would  get  this  far." 

"Our  team  has  a  lot  of  character  and  I  didn't 
think  it  was  above  us  to  win  regionals,"  said 
Sheahan.  "But  I  wouldn't  have  bet  you  on  us." 

"We  had  the  talent,  but  we  were  known  for 
choking,"  said  Bill  Frain.  "But  now  that  we 
won  it's  just  a  relief  because  I  figured  we 
would  lose  and  it  would  be  the  same  old 
thing." 

Nationals  in  Scottsdale  will  bring  together 
between  50  and  75  of  the  nations  top  junior 
college  teams.  But  with  over  seven  months 
until  June,  what  will  the  team  do  to  prepare 
for  the  nationals? 

"We  will  be  competing  again  in  the  spring," 
Hauenstein  said.  "We're  hoping  to  play  in 
some  tournaments  then  that  will  prepare  us  for 
nationals." 

"Our  goal  was  definitely  accomplished," 
Hauenstein  said.  "If  we  do  terrible  at  nationals 
and  come  in  last  place  we  still  have 
accomplished  our  goal.  Just  to  make  it  to  the 
big  dance  is  what  matters.  But  they  do  have  a 
good  opportunity  at  placing  at  nationals. 
Maybe  not  first  or  second,  but  I  think  they  can 
place  in  the  top  20.  And  if  they  can,  that  will 
be  just  fantastic." 

Team  credits  Hauenstein 

By  all  measures  of  success,  teammates  all 
agree  that  first  year  golf  coach  Erich 
Hauenstein  has  been  the  key  factor  in  the 
teams'  regional  championship. 

His  confidence  and  the  environment  that  he 

provided  for  the  team  were  emphasized  in  the

players  feelings  on  their  coach. 

"I  think  he  did  a  real  good  job,"  said 
Sophomore  Sean  Galligan,  who  was  named  to 
the  all-region  team  foT  the  second  year.  "He's 
a  great  person  and  he’ll  help  the  program  a  lot. 
He  understands  us  and  the  game  real  well. 
He's  more  of  a  friend  than  a  coach.  " 

Sophomore  Brien  Sheahan  credited  the 
nature  of  Hauenstein's  motivation. 

“What  coach  Hauenstein  did  for  us  was 
provide  us  with  an  environment  which  enabled 
us  to  win  regional.  For  a  first  year  coach  to  do 
that,  it  says  something  about  his  character." 

After  finishing  second  to  conference  rival 
Rock  Valley  at  the  Harper  Invitational  October 
7,  Hauenstein  took  a  cool  perspective  on  his 
teams'  status. 

"Winning  this  tournament  was  not  on  their 
minds,"  Hauenstein  said.  "On  their  minds  is 
regionals  and  that's  fine.  The  only  one  real 
important  tournament 'that  matters  is 
regionals." 

Hauenstein's  confidence  in  his  team  and 
individual  players  was  also  a  key  to  the 
national  bid. 

"He  made  a  great  impact  on  the  whole 
team,"  said  sophomore  Bill  Frain.  "He  really 
helped  me  with  my  swing  and  confidence  and 
always  put  me  back  in  there  no  matter  what  I 
did." 

The  players  feelings  on  a  regional 
championship  reflect  the  attributes  of  coach 
Hauenstein,  and  have  given  him  and  the  CD 
program  all  of  the  respect  possible  from  a  first 
year  coach.

New  record  set  by  Co-op 

Program  enrolls  1 000th  student

A  new  record  has  been  sel  by  CD's 
Cooperative  Education  program  with 
approximately  70  students  enrolling-  this 
quarter. 

One  of  these  co-op  students  also 
represents  a  milestone  for  the  program  by 
being  the  1000th  student  to  enroll.

Coordinator  said,  "Internships  have 
always  existed  at  the  college,  but  under 
the  co-op  program  the  student  receives  a 
paid-work  experience  that  relates  to  his  or 
her  major  area  of  study.” 

According  to  Nilsson,  the  co-op 
program  offers  many  advantages  to 
students  besides  work  experience. 

"A  student  has  the  opportunity  to  make 
contacts,  references,  up  to  fifteen  credit 
hours  in  contemporary  life  skills  and  for 
some  co-op  can  even  lead  to  a  permanent 
position." 

A  scholarship  fund  has  also  been 
established  this  quarter  by  the  co-op 
program  said  Nilsson. 

"Various  companies  have  already 
donated  money  for  the  scholarships  which 
are  intended  to  help  students,  who  are  in 


financial  need,  pay  for  their  enrollment  in 
co-op,"  he  said. 

Under  the  program  the  student  works 
with  the  co-op  staff,  a  supervisor  and  a 
CD  advisor  to  maximize  his  or  her 
experience  said  Nilsson. 

He  added  that  the  Cooperative 
Education  program  has  a  variety  of 
listings  for  jobs  that  a  student  could  apply 
for. 

"We  (the  co-op  program)  help  obtain 
the  jobs.  We  have  contacts  with  over  560 
employers.  We  don't  place  people  in  the 
jobs,  we  give  them  the  opportunity  to 
apply  for  positions.  Students  sometimes 
competitively,  apply  for  the  same 
position,  which  I  think  is  a  tremendous 
piece  of  education  right  there,"  he  said. 

"We  welcome  all  students  to  inquire 
about  our  program,  but  we  only  enroll 
students  who  are  serious  about  their 
future,"  added  Nilsson.  "For  this  reason, 
an  interested  student  must  have  had  at 
least  twelve  credit  hours  in  his  or  her 
chosen  field." 

Nilsson  concluded,  ’’We  (the  co-op 
program)  don't  give  away  credits.  The 
faculty  advisors  are  our  quality  control. 
They  are  the  experts.  They  know  what  is 
worth  receiving  credit  and  what  is  not. 
We  are  not  perfect,  but  we  are  trying  to 
serve  students  the  best  we  can.  Co-op  is 
one  way  to  give  the  person  who  is  starting 
out  a  break.  It's  a  jungle  out  there  and  this 
experience  is  a  definite  advantage." 


New  constitution  to  be 
on  ballot  in  fall  election

CD's  students  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  vote  on  various  referenda  issues  in  the 
upcoming  Student  Government  election 
including  a  new  version  of  the  SG 
Constitution. 

The  new  SG  Constitution  that  is  being 
proposed  calls  for  a  variety  of  changes  in

SG  from  job  titles  to  election  procedures. 

The  three  most  important  changes  will 
include  a  name  change  for  SG,  a  new 
process  for  payment  to  SG  directors,  who 
will  also  receive  new  job  titles  and  a 
change  to  the  Student  Trustee  position 
from  an  elected  to  an  appointed  one. 

The  proposed  constitution  will  change 
the  organization's  name  from  Student 
Government  to  the  Student  Government 
Association. 

The  Board  of  Directors  will  be  changed 
to  the  Senate.  Therefore,  SG  directors  will 
then  be  referred  to  as  Senators. 

Currently,  the  Student  Trustee  is  elected 


by  students,  however,  this  will  change  if 
the  new  constitution  is  passed.  The  SG 
President  will  appoint  the  Student  Trustee 
and  the  Senate  will  confirm  him  or  her. 

If  the  Constitution  is  passed  in  the 
election,  the  Student  Trustee  clause  will 
not  take  affect  until  the  current  trustee's 
term  has  expired. 

"As  it  is  right  now,  I  see  that  the  Student 
Trustee  has  no  accountability  to  the 
students  that  he  ia  elected  to  represent," 
Jeff  Russell,  SG  President  said,  "We  have 
no  way  to  impeach  him,  or  to  insure  that 
his  views  expressed  to  the  Board  (of 
Trustees)  are  the  views  of  the  student  body 
as  a  whole." 

Russell  also  stated  that,  because  the 
trustee  election  timetable  is  different  from 
that  of  the  other  SG  members,  there  is  not 
an  adequate  turnout  of  voters. 

"I  think  that  by  making  the  Trustee's 
position  answerable  to  SG  and  appointed 
by  the  SG  President  will  only  make  that 
position  part  of  the  clique  that  SG  is 
notorious  for,”  Student  Trustee  Tom 
Fessler  said,  "I  think  that  instead  of 
representing  the  student's  views,  the 
trustee  will  be  expressing  the  views  of 
SG." 


SG  fall  elections  to  be 
held  Nov.  7,  8,  and  9th

13  candidates  are  running  for  the  eight 
open  Student  Government  (SG)  director's 
positions  for  the  fall  election. 

The  elections  were  originally  scheduled 
for  Oct.  17, 18,  and  19th,  but  were  called 
off  and  rescheduled  for  Nov.  7, 8,  and  9. 

H.D.  McAninch,  CD  President 
expressed  his  concern  to  Lucile  Friedli, 
Director  of  Student  Activities  and  SG 
adviser,  because  he  was  not  certain  that 
the  students  were  informed  of  the  issues 
to  be  placed  on  the  ballot. 

The  items  on  the  ballot  are  the  SG 
constitution,  the  ISA  referenda  and  a 
question  regarding  the  election  procedure 
of  the  Student  Trustee. 

At  the  student  government  meeting  on 
Oct.  12,  Friedli  expressed  her  concern  for 
the  way  that  things  were  being  "pushed 
through"  on  the  ballot. 


Some  confusion  came  about  when  the 
issue  was  brought  up  as  to  how  SG 
should  act  in  accordance  to  the 
constitution  which  is  currently  in  effect. 

The  constitution  specifically  states  that 
any  amendments  made  to  that  document 
must  allow  two  weeks  of  publicity  to  the 
students  prior  to  the  vote. 

The  document,  however,  does  not  state 
how  much  time  should  be  allowed  if  the 
document  is  actually  being  replaced. 

The  decision- of  when  to  hold  the 
elections  was  made  on  the  basis  of  time. 

SG  was  required  to  allow  two  issues  of 
the  Courier  to  be  published  before  they 
could  hold  elections.

Last  Friday  I  received  a  copy  of  the 
"Courier"  and  noticed  an  article  about 
Student  Government  (SG)  that  did  not 
surprise  me.  SG  has  a  complete  lack  of 
regard  for  the  students  which  they  are 
supposed  to  represent.

SG  candidate  agrees  with  President 


Dear  Editor: 

I  applaud  the  College  President's  decision  to 
question  whether  or  not  the  student  body  was 
properly  informed  on  the  very  important  issues  to 
be  decided  upon  in  this  election.  Those  issues  are: 
the  Illinois  Student  Association  (ISA)  refundable 
$2  fee,  whether  students  would  be  willing  to  pay  to 
use  a  proposed  parking  garage,  and  whether  to 
approve  the  new  student  constitution.  For 
everyone  who  has  not  yet  heard  of  these  issues,  I 
will  attempt  to  explain  the  referendum  questions  as 
well  as  explain  why  information  failed  to  reach  the 
student  body. 

The  first  question  that  SG  placed  on  the  ballot 
was  whether  to  approve  a  one-time  $2  refundable 
fee  that  would  be  assessed  against  each  student  and 
would  be  given  to  ISA.  ISA  is  a  lobbying 
organization  based  in  Springfield  that  monitors 
student  issues  in  the  Illinois  General  Assembly.  If 
the  question  is  approved,  the  ISA  would  receive 
$70,000  from  the  student  body  over  the  next  two 
years. 

The  second  question  asks  students  whether  they 
would  be  willing  to  pay  to  use  a  proposed  parking 
garage  is  probably  the  most  expensive  solution  and 
may  restrict  funds  for  other  projects,  such  as  the 
proposed  Student  Union  building. 

The  last  question  asks  students  to  approve  the 
proposed  new  student  constitution.  Major  changes 
in  the  proposed  constitution:  changing  the  way 
Directors  (who  would  be  called  Senators)  are  paid, 
hiring  staff,  and  selecting  the  Student  Trustee  by 
appointment  instead  of  direct  election  by  the 
student  body.  At  this  point,  I  feel  it's  necessary  to 
clear  up  some  misconceptions  about  the 
constitution  that  may  have  been  caused  by  SG 
President  Jeff  Russell's  Forum  article  that  was 
published  in  the  October  13  issue.  These 
misconceptions  include: 

1.  "Stipend  eligibility  (for  Senators)  will  be 
contingent  on  productivity  rather  than  simply  being 
elected."  This  is  not  entirely  trje.  The  proposed 
constitution  states:  "Senators  and  Club

2.  "Staff  will  be  hired  so  Senate  projects  will  be 
completed  in  a  timely  manner  so  there  will  be 
better  accountability."  The  proposed  constitution 
creates  two  staff  positions  that  may  not  be  filled  by 
a  Senator.  All  other  staff  positions  may  be  held  by 
a  Senator,  which  is  the  current  practice. 

3.  "The  Student  Trustee  should  be  bound  to 
represent  the  students'  opinions  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  but  currently  is  not."  When  Mr.  Russell 
talks  about  the  students'  opinions,  he  is  talking 
about  the  opinions  held  by  SG.  Mr.  Russell 
believes  that  the  opinions  held  by  SG  are  also  the 
ones  held  by  the  student  body. 

Why  did  information  on  the  election  issues  fail 
to  reach  the  student  body? 

According  to  Jeff  Russell,  it  is  the  candidates' 
and  the  media's  responsibility  to  inform  the  student 
body  about  election  issues.  It  is  true  that  the 
candidates  provided  little  to  no  information  about 
the  issues  while  the  Courier  wrote  no  articles 
covering  the  election.  But  SG  must  receive  a  large 
measure  of  responsibility  for  the  lack  of 
information  about  the  issues.  Two  of  the 
referendum,  parking  and  the  constitution,  were 
placed  on  the  ballot  October  12,  less  than  a  week 
before  the  election  and  after  the  deadline  to  be 
reported  in  the  October  13  issue  of  the  Courier. 

Although  the  third  question,  the  ISA  fee,  was 
placed  on  the  ballot  in  late  September,  the  only 
detailed  information  on  ISA  appeared  in  Mr. 
Russell's  Forum  article.  I  found  that  quite  strange, 
since  SG  President  Russell  is  also  the  chairman  of 
the  Illinois  Student  Association  and  should  have 
been  expected  to  have  mounted  a  large  campaign 
on  behalf  of  the  ISA.

Community  college's 
purposes  questioned 

We  can  advance  and  develop  democracy 
but  little  faster  than  we  can  advance  and 
develop  the  average  intelligence  and 
knowledge  within  the  democracy.  That  is 
the  problem  that  confronts  modern 
educators

The  American  promise  of  a  belter  life  is 
interconnected  with  the  promise  of  a 
comprehensive  education. 

Community  colleges  are  a  uniquely 
American  development  and  have  facilitated 
the  desire  of  many  people  to  attain  a  degree 
of  higher  education. 

However,  a  new  book  entitled  "The 
Diverted  Dream  :  Community  Colleges  and 
the  promise  of  Educational  Opportunity  in 
America  1900-1985"  questions  the 
evolution  of  the  two-year  college  as  well  as 
its  legitimacy  as  an  instrument  of  higher 
education. 

The  book  chronicles  the  history  and 
original  purpose  of  the  two-year  college 
and  its  divergence  from  that  purpose. 

Community  colleges  found  their 
beginnings  in  the  late  1800's.  William 
Rainey  Harper  of  the  University  of  Chicago 
was  one  of  the  first  who  felt  that  the  upper 
levels  of  education  should  be  maintained 
for  the  intellectual  elite. 

Saving  the  elite  universities  from,  in  the 
words  of  the  authors,  Steven  Brint  and 
Jerome  Karabel,  being  "overrun"  by  a  flood 
of  under-qualified  would-be-students  of 
higher  education  required  a  filter 
mechanism. 

The  original  purpose  of  the  two-year 
college  was  to  be  that  mechanism  and  filter 
out  students  whose  potential  would  not 
allow  acsention  into  the  senior  levels  of 
college. 

Harper  was  the  first  to  grant  advanced 
standing  to  transfer  candidates  at  the 
University  of  Chicago.  Thus  creating  the 
original  mission  of  the  two-year 
school.. .preparation  for  the  final  two  years 
and  the  attainment  of  a  four-year  degree. 

The  authors  contend  that  the  goals 
grounded  in  the  ideal  of  a  Liberal  Arts 
education  have  been  all  but  forgotten  and 
that  community  colleges  may  be  on  their 
way  to  becoming  "virtual  trade  schools". 

Brint  and  Karabel  assert  that  Community 
colleges  are  drifting  from  their  original 
mission  towards  a  more  vocational 
emphasis.  This  emphasis,  the  authors  feel 
threatens  the  legitimacy  of  the  two-year 
college  as  an  institution  of  higher 
education. 

While  the  public  perception  of 
community  colleges  has  not  changed  a 
great  deal,  Brint  and  Karabel  have  observed 
a  trend  in  total  transfer  rates  from  two  to 
four  year  colleges.  According  to  some 
estimates,  only  20  percent  of  the  students 
who  attend  community  colleges  move  on  to 
four  year  universities. 

The  potential  ramifications  of  the  studies 
findings  are  frightening,  for  over  half  of  all 
college  students  take  their  first  step  into  the 
classroom  of  a  community  college.  Most  of 
whom  do  it  with  the  intent  of  gaining  a 
bachelors  degree  not  just  a  collection  of 
college  credits. 

Brint  and  Karabel  predict  that  "If  present 
trends  continue,  the  community  college 
may  well  become. ..isolated  from  the  rest  of 
the  system  of  higher  education."  and 
further  that,  "barely  functioning  transfer 
programs  may  break  down  altogether." 

The  authors  conclude  that  strengthening 
ties  with  four-year  universities  is  the  solution 
to  the  legitimacy  gap  which  now  exists. 
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Editorial: 

Courier  explains  and  criticizes 
the  three  items  up  for  referenda 


There  are  three  important  questions  being 
brought  to  the  students  for  their  approval  in  the 
Student  Government  (SG)  fall  election. 

The  proposed  SG  constitution,  an  Illinois 
Student  Association  (ISA)  fee,  and  the  election  of 
the  Student  Trustee  are  all  up  as  referenda  items. 

Regarding  the  proposed  Student  Government 
Constitution: 

We  applaud  the  effort  that  went  into  this  long 
awaited  document.  Past  SG  administrations  have 
tried  to  create  a  new  structure  for  SG,  but  have 
failed  due  to  lack  of  cooperation,  and  the 
technicality  of  producing  such  a  document. 

The  changes  in  the  constitution  can  be  divided 
into  two  categories:  Semantic  and  structural. 


Instead  of  the  trustee  being  elected  on 
an  individual  basis,  he  or  she,  will  be 
appointed  by  the  SGA  president  and 
approved  by  the  Senate. 

Semantic  changes: 

SG  will  be  called  the  Student  Government 
Association  (SGA),  and  a  Student  Senate  will 
replace  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  structural  changes  are  a  bit  more  radical. 

Currently,  SG  Directors  are  paid  on  a  stipend 
basis,  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  hours  spent  on 
projects  within  the  organization. 

In  the  new  document,  Senators  will  still  receive  a 
stipend,  but  the  amount  is  reduced  in  the  new 
document  to  $50,  whereas  the  current  constitution 
gives  Directors  $200. 

Under  the  proposed  document,  Senators  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  earn  up  to  $100  more  for 
productivity  as  judged  by  the  committee  chair  and 
the  president. 

There  are  two  positions  created  by  the  new 
constitution  by  paying  20  hours  per  week  to  an 
office  manager  and  a  public  relation  coordinator. 

These  positions  are  considered  staff  positions 
which  are  appointed  by  the  president  and 
approved  by  the  Senate,  but  these  members  don't 
have  an  actual  vote  at  SGA  meetings. 


The  Courier  editorial  staff  feels  that  this  is  a  good 
idea.  By  creating  these  positions,  SGA  will  have  a 
constant  source  of  stability  that  it  so  desperately 
needs. 

Many  of  the  members  already  in  office  have  jobs 
outside  of  school  and  SG  and  are  "spread  thin" 
and  oftentimes  have  to  put  aside  their  SG 
responsibilities. 

The  Student  Trustee  is  by  far  the  most  radical 
change  from  the  past  constitution. 

Instead  of  the  trustee  being  elected  on  an 
individual  basis,  he  or  she,  will  be  appointed  by  the 
SGA  president  and  approved  by  the  Senate. 

By  appointing  the  trustee,  SGA  will  have  the 
power  to  impeach  the  trustee,  whereas  now  the 
student  trustee  has  no  accountability  to  the 
students. 

By  making  this  position  appointed,  we  feel  that  it 
takes  away  a  major  voting  right  of  the  students.  In 
past  elections  of  the  student  trustee,  there  was  not 
a  large  enough  voter  turnout  to  actually  judge  if  this 
position  is  a  fair  representation  of  the  students. 

The  Courier  feels  that  the  position  of  the  student 
trustee  is  a  powerful  one,  for  the  trustee  acts  as  a 
liaison  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
students. 

Maybe  it  would  be  a  better  solution  for  SG  and 
the  students  if  the  trustee  was  required  to  be  part 
of  student  government,  but  could  stand  as  a 
separate  entity  from  the  SG  organization.  Also, 
perhaps  the  trustee  election  could  be  held  at  the 
same  time  as  the  SG  elections  to  insure  a  better 
voter  participation. 

We  have  a  few  questions  regarding  ISA. 

Are  the  ISA's  abilities  to  represent  the  student 
body  sound  ones? 

Is  ISA  really  worth  approximately  $35,000  a 
year? 

Will  students  actually  be  able  to  see  that  they  are 
properly  represented  to  the  state  legislatures,  or 
will  ISA  been  seen  as  a  highly  paid  clique? 

What  will  students  actually  be  able  to  gain  from 
this  organization  that  they  can’t  gain  from  the  other 
organizations  already  representing  them? 

We  think  "no"  is  the  answer  to  these  questions.

Artinghelli  who  is  a  drum  musician 
turned  performer. 

"We  put  the  Lincoln  Boys  together 
because  we  were  tired  of  seeing 
these  acts  going  out  there,  grabbing 
themselves  and  being  something 
they  shouldn't  be.  We  didn't  see  any 
fun  in  them,"  Rodrigues  said. 

While  they  are  somewhat  humble 
in  talking  about  their  individual 
talents,  they  waste  no  time  spouting 
each  other's  talents. 

"Harold  (Tunstall)  is  the  best 
dancer  that  I've  ever  seen,"  Baldwin 
stated,"He  can  walk  onto  a  crowded 
dance  floor  and  everyone  will  start 
to  watch  him.  Then  they'll  start  to 
imitate  his  moves.  People  just  aren't 
used  to  seeing  his  type  of  dancing 
and  he's  great  to  watch." 

While  all  five  of  these  guys  have 
been  performing  for  years,  they  don't 
think  they  would  be  able  to  teach 
others  to  do  what  they  do. 

"I  can't  teach  someone  how  to  mix 
or  sing,  Harold  can't  teach  someone 
how  dance.

nation  today. 

"We  never  want  to  stop  producing. 
If  a  producer  asks  us  'what  have  you 


have  done?',  and  we  only  have  one 
thing  to  show  him  from  the  past 
years,  it  doesn't  look  good,"  Baldwin 
said. 

Artinghelli  was  a  studio  drummer 
and  came  into  the  group  to  make  a 
couple  of  tracks. 

"We  have  all  been  around  music 
for  10  to  12  years,  and  we've  seen  a 
lot  of  changes  We  know  the  basic 
concept  of  what  people  like  to  dance 
to,  but  I  never  expected  to  be 
performing  live,"  Artinghelli  said. 

While  the  group  is  happy  with 
what  they  are  doing  now,  Rodrigues 
did  state  some  discontent  with  the 
way  that  his  career  has  been  going. 

"I'm  not  happy  right  now.  I  want 
to  have  it  all.  All  of  my  albums  have 
flopped,  not  because  the  songs  wctc 
bad,  but  because  I  signed  with  the 
wrong  person,  or  my  manager  was 
bad,"  he  said. 

"People  are  very  naive  coming 
into  this  business  and  I'm  tired  of 
being  walked  on,"  Rodrigues  said. 

But,  for  right  now,  the  group 
seems  to  be  satisfied. 

"We  don't  want  to  lose  the 
spontaneity  of  the  show.  If  we  have 
one  member  of  the  audience  walk 
away  happy  with  the  show  than  I 
feel  like  I've  done  my  job," 
Rodrigues  said. 

He  said,  "We  like  to  got  out  there 
and  have  a  good  lime.  People  can 
look  at  us  and  say  'this  guy  can't 
sing'  or  'this  guy  can't  dance,  but, 
hey,  they  put  on  a  hell  of  a  show."'

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Company  B  aims  for  prestige

The  United  States  is  famous,  or  infamous, 
for  judging  achievement  in  terms  of  volume: 
the  biggest  ball  of  string,  the  tallest  building, 
the  most  money. 

In  an  age  of  the  mega-tour,  the  success  of 
groups  like  The  Rolling  Stones  and  The  Who 
is  often  equated  with  lucrative  soft  drink 
endorsements,  concert  T-shirt  sales  and  the 
number  of  sold-out  shows. 

Overlooked  are  the  origins,  personalities 
and  struggles  that  gained  these  bands  notoriety. 

Company  B  is  a  dance  band  working  to 
attain  such  prestige. 

"Lots  and  lots  of  auditions,"  according  to 
singer  Julie  Marie,  brought  the  Miami-based 
group  together. 

Ish,  the  group's  producer,  and  his  wife  Lorri 
L.,  who  is  one  of  the  bands  three  singers, 
promoted  the  auditions  via  national  try-outs. 

As  a  result,  Julie  Marie  and  Donna  Huntley 
succeeded  in  becoming  the  two  singers  to 
culminate  the  group's  identity. 

Although  this  may  seem  like  a  mechanical 
method  of  organizing  a  musical  group,  the 
character  of  Company  B  is  anything  but 
lifeless. 

"We  all  come  from  different  (musical) 
backgrounds,"  said  Lorri. 

"Before  I  started  my  singing  career,"  said 
Lorri,  "I  was  a  professional  make-up  artist  in 
Los  Angeles  where  I  was  raised." 

Julie  Marie  reflected  on  her  childhood  days 
of  singing  for  the  patrons  in  her  father’s  bar  as 
part  of  her  musical  beginnings. 

Likewise,  Donna  Huntley  credits  her 
present  status  as  a  performer  to  her  previous 
singing  and  dancing  days. 

Company  B,  in  contrast  to  many  performers, 
holds  a  refreshing,  unassuming  attitude  toward 
being  in  the  public  limelight  and  the  necessary 
lifestyle  that  accompanies  touring. 


"I'm  real  happy  right  now,"  said  Huntley.  "A 
few  weeks  ago,  we  did  a  couple  of  benefits-- 
one  for  abused  children  and  one  in  Charleston 
for  the  hurricane  victims.  And  then  you  turn 
around,  and  there's  an  earthquake  (in  San 
Francisco)." 

Huntley  described  reality  as  "being  able  to 
call  home,  having  friends  and  people  that  love 
you,  and  being  able  to  work  in  an  environment 
that  keeps  you  happy." 

The  group  referred  to  the  late  flights,  lost 
luggage,  and  unusual  travel  hours  involved 
with  gigging  as  "expected"  and  "minor 
inconveniences." 

As  for  Company  B's  success,  they  have 
released  two  albums. 

Their  self-titled,  initial  album  received 
national  recognition  with  "Fascinated"  and 
"Full  Circle". 

"It  took  us  by  surprise."  Lorri  said,  "We 
were  a  local  band  in  Miami  playing  Miami 
clubs,  and  'Fascinated'  took  off  all  by  itself." 

"Gotta  Dance,"  their  second,  effort,  strays 
from  the  Strictly  dance  format  of  "Company 
B". 

"This  album  (Gotta  Dance)  has  got 
everything,"  said  Julie  Marie,  "It's  got  ballads, 
remakes  (Boogie  Woogie  Bugle  Boy),  70's 
dance  style,  and  three  part  harmony." 

Company  B  generally  limits  touring  to  the 
weekends  and  considers  clubs  to  be  their 
venue  of  preference. 

"We  do  sing  live,  in  case  anyone  wants  to 
know,"  Lorri  mentioned.  Her  comment  being 
prompted  by  the  possibility  of 
misinterpretations  of  their  style.  The  group 
sings  over  musical  tracks  produced  by  Ish. 

Company  B  would  like  to  "do  more  college 
campuses,"  but  "college  crowds  usually  like  to 
see  a  band  (with  musicians),"  said  Lorri. 

"Wc  do  have  a  band"  Lorri  said,  "but  we 
can't  afford  to  travel  with  them  all  the  time."

Apparently,  Rubin-Vega  had  ordered  some 
shorts  for  their  costumes  to  be  made,  but  they 
were  not  fitted  correctly  due  to  a  shortage  of 
time. 

"The  whole  thing  was  poorly  planned,  and  I 
worked  so  hard  to  get  them  (the  shorts)" 
Rubin-Vega  said,  "And  Amanda  didn't  really 
want  to  say  that  she  hated  them.  Afterwards 
(after  the  disagreement)  I  called  her  and  said 
Tm  sorry'  and  everything  was  o.k.  again." 

The  music  business  has  for  years  been 
notorious  for  its  competitiveness  as  well  as  the 
"nice  guys  finish  last”  attitude.  But  these 
performers  have  a  different  view. 

"So  far,  everyone  that  I  have  come  across 
has  been  like  I  pictured  Hollywood  to  be  in  the 
old  days,"  Rubin-Vega  said. 

"This  business  is  just  like  any  other  business 
where  severe  competition  is  involved,"  Kritelli 
said,  "It  always  seems  to  turn  out  that  the 
people  who  earn  the  least  amount  of  money 
are  the  artists." 

"If  you  go  into  the  music  business  to  make 
iponey  or  be  famous,  it's  pointless.  You  have 
to  be  in  it  because  it’s  where  you  want  to  be 
and  it's  what  you  want  to  do,"  Homi  added.

The  group's  name,  "The  Pajama  Party" 
came  from  their  producer  Jim  Klein,  who 
wanted  to  think  of  a  name  was  associated  with 
fun. 

"We  reminded  him  of  a  pajama  party, 
because  were  always  up  really  late,"  Homi 
said,  "He  wanted  to  insinuate  fun,  he  wanted 
something  catchy." 

Like  so  many  of  the  other  new  bands  that 
seem  to  sell  the  idea  of  sex,  this  group  does 
not  feel  they  fit  into  that  cluster. 

"I  don't  feel  like  we  sell  sex,"  Rubin-Vega 
said,  "When  we  go  on  stage,  we  are  sexy,  but 
we're  more  on  the  fun  side." 

Pajama  Party  has  produced  a  dance  song 
entitled  "Yo  No  Se'  "  which  has  been  on  the 
top  40  list  for  the  past  few  months,  and  have  a 
new  album  called,  "Up  All  Night",  which  is 
scheduled  to  be  released  in  two  weeks. 

The  performers  are  very  thankful  that  their 
first  single  went  so  well. 

"We  were  very  surprised,  naturally,  because 
it  was  our  first  album  and  it  did  very  well," 
Homi  said,  "We  really  wanted  it  to  do  well, 
we  believed  it  possibly  would  be  successful 
but  it's  always  neat  when  it  actually  happens." 

This  group,  like  other  young  artists,  listens 
to  the  radio  to  hear  the  latest  hits. 

"Sometimes  I  listen  to  the  radio,  and  what's 
playing  isn’t  my  personal  preference,  but  I 
have  to  give  the  artist  credit  because  they  are 
playing  something  that  some  audiences  like," 
Homi  said. 

Pajama  Party  still  attests  that  they  get 
nervous  before  performances,  despite  the  fact 
that  they  have  grown  up  performing  in  front  of 
an  audience. 

"The  fear  has  never  been  paralyzing,  though 
I've  looked  at  a  crowd  of  people  and  thought 
'Oh  God',"  Rubin-Vega  said,  "But  I  start  to 
sing,  forget  that  I'm  nervous  and  I  concentrate 
on  having  fun.  I  can't  turn  back  now  that  I’m 
doing  what  I've  dreamed  of  my  whole  life."

On  October  28.  high-spirited  and 
dignified  jazz  comes  to  CD's  Arts 
Center.  The  Preservation  Hall  Jazz 
Band  will  perform  at  an  8  p.m.  concert. 

Preservation  Hall,  726  St.  Peter  Street 
in  New  Orleans,  stands  as  a  monument 
to  jazz.  Built  in  1861,  that  hall  started 
it's  life  as  a  dance  hall  where  the  famous 
names  of  the  time  played. 

During  the  early  1940's,  jazz  was 
slowing  down  as  a  viable  activity  in 
New  Orleans.  Art-dealer  Larry 
Borenstein  tried  keeping  the  music  alive 
by  asking  what  jazz  musicians  he  could 
find  to  play  in  his  gallery.  Such  noted 
jazz  artists  as  Punch  Miller  and  Johnny 
Wiggs  played  here. 

Preservation  Hall  kept  the  momentum 
going  under  the  influence  of  Allen  Jaffe. 

"It  becomes  sort  of  Clef  Club  for  New 
Orleans  musicians,  organizing  concerts 


and  tours  and  helping  the  dependents  of 
impoverished  ex-musicians,"  stated 
Peter  Clayton  and  Peter  Gammond, 
authors  of  the  Guiness  Jazz  A-Z. 

The  Hall,  founded  in  1961,  gives 
audiences  a  chance  to  rediscover  the 
charm  of  jazz  in  it’s  original  form. 

Preservation  Hall  still  stands  in  an 
image  of  the  old  days  of  jazz  as  a  point 
for  tourists  interested  in  the  music.  A 
valuable  collection  of  photos,  records 
and  other  documents  is  also  kept  on-site. 
Making  the  hall  an  important  keeper  of 
history. 

No  listing  of  the  numbers  that  the 
band  will  perform  is  available.  Keeping 
with  jazz  tradition,  the  band  itself  is 
never  sure  of  what  it  will  play  except 
perhaps  for  the  opening  number. 

Tickets  for  the  concert  are  $18,  $16 
for  students  and  seniors.  The  tickets  are 
available  at  the  Arts  Center  ticket  office.

CD's  TV  Services  awaits  a 
vote  from  Wheaton’s  city  council 
on  proposal  to  expand  cable- 
broadcast  hours. 

According  to  Sidney  Fryer, 
Associate  Director  of  Audio, 
Radio  &  TV  Services,  efforts  by 
CD  to  expand  cable-broadcast 
hours  are  underway  in  a  variety 
of  cities  within  the  district. 

"Overall  everyone  has  been 
very  anxious  to  have  the 
presence  of  CD  and  very 
interested  in  working  with  us 
(CD's  TV  Services),  if  not  on  a 
full-time  basis  then  at  least  on  a 
part-time,"  said  Fryer. 

Joseph  Barillari,  Director  of 
Instructional  Design  and 
Academic  Alternatives  said, 
"The  telecourse  programs  get  the 
most  solid  feedback  from  'place- 


bound'  and  or  handicapped 
students." 

Presently,  TV  Services  serves 
Wheaton  and  Glen  Ellyn  for

three  hours  a  day,  five  days  a 

week  on  the  institutional 
channel.  According  to  Fryer,  CD 
hopes  to  expand  these  hours  by 
having  access  to  their  own 
channel. 

Fryer  said  that  the  proposal 
was  presented  to  Wheaton's 
Institutional  Network  Committee 
in  July  which  approved  it.  The 
proposal  was  then  passed  to  the 


Wheaton  Cable  Commission  in 
September  which  also  approved 
it.  Fryer  expects  Wheaton's  city 
council  to  vote  on  the  proposal 
possibly  in  November  or 
December. 

•  According  to  Barillari  "The 
importance  of  cable  is  that  it 
opens  up  a  market  for  us  (CD) 
because  people  aren't  aware  that 
you  can  learn  through 
television." 

Fryer  said,  "At  this  time,  six  to 
eight  telecourses  are  being 
shown  on  cable  in  Wheaton  and 
Glen  Ellyn  each  quarter.  These 
programs  give  full  college  level 
courses  in  the  convenience  of  the 
student's  home.  I'd  hope  that 
someday  the  college  would  be 
able  to  have  telecourses  in  every 
city  in  the  district." 

If  the  hours  are  expanded. 


Barillari  expects  to  be  able  to 
carry  up  to  30  telecourses.

JC  basketball  topic  at  N4C  luncheon

The  level  of  basketball  competition  on  the 
junior  college  level  highlighted  the  pre-season 
N4C  conference  report  that  took  place  a  few 
weeks  ago.  Basketball  coaches  from  the  N4C 
reported  on  the  new  staff  members,  new 
players,  and  hopes  for  the  their  program  this 
season  during  a  luncheon  at  Nielson's  Banquet 
Hall  in  Forest  Park. 

The. luncheon  was  highlighted  by  guest 
speaker  Tommy  Struitts,  head  coach  at 
Chicago  State  University.  Struitts  spoke  about 
his  beliefs  in  junior  college  basketball  and  the 
importance  of  discipline. 

"I  am  a  big  believer  and  supporter  of  junior 
college  basketball,"  said  Struitts,  who  played 
junior  college  basketball  before  attending  the 
University  of  Alabama.  Struitts  went  on  to 
coach  high  school  basketball  in  Alabama 
starting  at  the  age  of  21 . 

"I  think  that  proposition  48  is  going  to  be  an 
advantage  to  JC's.  You're  going  to  have  more 
and  more  name  players  going  to  junior 
colleges.  I  believe  that  half  of  the  junior 
colleges  in  a  couple  of  years  will  be  better  (at 
basketball)  than  half  of  the  four-year  schools." 

"At  the  JC  level,"  continued  Struitts,  "you 
may  think  that  you're  a  good  player  or  a  good 
coach,  but  nobody,  knows  who  you  are.  Half 
of  these  (coaches)  up  here  are  better  coaches 
than  I  am." 

"At  a  four-year  school,  if  you  can  recruit 
and  schedule,  you're  a  good  coach.  At  the  JC 
level,  you  got  to  be  able  to  coach." 

CD  coach  Don  Klaas  also  spoke  on  the 
quality  of  athletes  on  the  junior  college  level. 

"I  don't  know  how  the  N4C  does  it  every 
year,"  Klaas  said.  "We  don't  have 
scholarships.  The  only  thing  I  can  think  of  is 


everyone  involved  works  hard.  And  I'm 
hoping  that  we  can  stay  right  where  we  are." 

"One  of  the  reasons  that  I  stay  at  a  two-year 
level  is  the  challenge  to  keep  that  program 
going." 

Struitts  also  spoke  on  the  discipline  of 
athletes. 

"My  mom  always  told  me,  Tommy,  things 
always  work  out  for  the  best',"  Struitts  said. 
"But  things  don't  work  out  by  themselves. 
You  have  to  make  it  work  out.  First  of  all, 
you've  got  to  be  mentally  tough.  Second, 
you've  got  to  be  able  to  take  direction.  We 
always  think  that  we're  right.  The  ones  who 
succeed  are  the  ones  who  are  able  to  take 
direction,  because  even  those  people  that  you 
have  trouble  working  with  are  trying  to  help 
you.  They  have  your  best  interest  at  heart." 

"And  three,  you  gotta  have  faith-  some  sort 
of  inner  strength.  If  you  have  these  things, 
things  will  work  out.  Everything  that  happens 
in  your  life  is  your  choice." 

Highlights  from  the  coaches  speeches 
included  Illinois  Valley  coach  Dean  Riley, 
who’s  nationally  ranked  team  ran  away  with 
the. conference  championship  last  season. 
Riley  lost  all  five  of  last  year's  starters, 
including  all -conference  point  guard  Adrian 
Hutt,  and  forwards  John  Freeman  and  Mark 
Cooper.  However,  Riley  returns  6'3"  Dennis 
Green,  who  led  the  nation  in  three-point  shot 
accuracy. 

Triton  coach  Clarence  Griffin  returns  all- 
American  Kevin  Footes  and  says  this  year's 
team  contains  "some  of  the  quickest  players 
that  I've  ever  had,"  said  Griffin. 

Moraine  Valley,  who  reached  the  regional 
semi-finals  before  losing  to  the  Chaps,  feature 
an  abundance  of  new  players  according  to 
coach  Bill  Flynn.

The  Pirates  continued  their  62-yard  drive  and 
concluded  it  with  a  one-yard  run  by  Rodney 
Hall  (20  Tushes  for  71  yards). 

"We  had  our  opportunities,"  said 
MacDougall.  "It's  not  like  we  were  out- 
muscled.  We  just  didn't  capitalize  off  of  our 
opportunities.  The  kids  were  excited  and  they 
were  very  emotional  and  they  played  hard.  We 
just  weren't  making  good  decisions  on  the 
grass." 

The  Chap’s  first  loss  of  the  season  has  taken 
them  out  of  contention  for  a  national  title  bid, 
but  still  leaves  the  team  in  the  position  to  reach 
the  goals  set  by  MacDougall. 

"Our  first  goal  as  a  team  was  to  win  the 
conference  title,  nothing  else,"  said 
MacDougall.  "Our  number  two  goal  is  to  win 
the  state  championship  and  our  third  is  to  go  to 
a  bowl-game.  I  don't  think  that  their’s  any 
other  way  were  going  to  (continue)  to 
approach  it." 

CD  currently  stands  a  full  game  ahead  of 
Harper  College  (4-1)  in  conference  records 
and  have  earned  home-field  advantage 
throughout  the  play-offs,  but  they  still  need  a 
win  next  week  against  Illinois  Valley  to  secure 
an  out-right  conference  title. 

"It's  up  to  the  team  if  they  want  to  win  the 
league  championship  out-right  and  not  share  it 
with  somebody  up  north  (Harper)," 
MacDougall  said.  "We  don't  want  to  tie  for 
the  conference  title  with  anybody."

"I  think  we  hurt  ourselves  more  than  they 
huTt  us,"  said  MacDougall.  They  capitalized 
off  of  our  mistakes  and  good  football  teams  do 
that.  We  played  hard  on  both  sides  of  the  ball, 
but  we  made  mistakes  that  we  haven't  made  all 
year.  And  I  think  good  football  teams  make 
you  make  mistakes." 

The  second  half  was  well  controlled  by 
Grand  Rapids  as  their  defense  held  the  Chaps 
to  three  first  downs.  But  the  Pirates  could  only

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College  looks  into  handicap  accessibifity

Accessibility  of  CD  is  being  focused  on  by  a  college 
committee  in  an  effort  to  make  it  easier  for  disabled  students  to 
receive  a  higher  education. 

"CD  is  one  of  the  more  accessible  colleges  because  we're 
new,  but  we  (CD  officials)  are  always  looking  for  things  that 
may  need  to  be  changed  or  improved  in  order  to  make  it  easier 
for  the  disabled  to  come  here,"  said  Val  Burke,  Coordinator  of 
Health  &  Special  Services  and  member  of  the  Accessibility  & 
Special  Needs  Committee. 

According  to  Burke,  a  law  was  passed  in  1973  which 
required  that  colleges  be  accessible  to  the  disabled. 

She  added,  "Even  before  the  law  was  passed  CD  was 
accessible  to  the  disabled.  In  1969,  I  can  remember  my  first 
contact  with  a  disabled  student  at  the  college  who  was  a  young 
lady  in  a  wheelchair." 

Disabled  students  often  use  handicapped  parking  which 
requires  them  to  have  a  special  permit  said  Burke. 

"Something  that  greatly  bothers  me  is  when  I  hear  someone 
say  that  a  disabled  student  does  not  look  disabled.  If  a  student 
has  a  heart  disease  you  can’t  tell,  but  he  or  she  may  be  more 


disabled  than  someone  who  is  in  a  wheelchair,"  she  said. 

Burke  cited  an  example  of  this  problem,  "Last  year  a  man 
who  needed  a  heart  transplant  had  a  handicapped  parking 
permit.  I  had  a  lot  of  people  (who  could  not  see  his  disability) 
complaining  about  that.  He,  recently,  died  from  his  condition." 

Presently,  Open  Campus  is  also  focusing  on  accessibility  for 
the  disabled  said  Carol  Viola,  Open  Campus  Provost. 

"Some  students  in  the  Older  Adult  Institute  have  mobility 
problems  which  may  be  because  of  an  operation  or  whatever," 
said  Viola.  "Due  to  the  increase  in  classes  over  here  (OCC  and 
Building  K),  the  number  of  students  parking  here  has  increased 
and  sometimes  forced  some  of  these  older  adults  to  park  farther 
out." 

Transportation  is  also  another  problem  that  disabled  students 
face  noted  Burke.  "Several  Pace  buses  drop  students  off  at  the 
college,  but  there  should  probably  be  more,"  Burke  said. 

Currently,  a  transportation  problem  that  Burke  is  dealing 
which  concerns  a  wheel-chair-  bound  student. 

Burke  noted,  "A  science  class  is  going  on  a  field  trip  and  one 
of  the  students  who  is  in  a  wheelchair  really  wants  to  go,  but 
the  bus  that  was  rented  does  not  have  a  wheelchair  lift.  We 


(Health  Services)  are  trying  to  work  out  something  to  allow  him 
to  go."

Ken  Harris,  Dean  of  Academic  Services  and  Chairman  of  the 
Accessibility  &  Special  Needs  Committee  said,  "The 
committee,  programatically  and  physically,  has  worked  hard  for 
about  eight  years.  We  work  hard  at  staying  proactive  to 
anticipate  any  problems  that  may  come  up." 

Harris  added  that  the  committee  tries  to  make  sure  that 
programs  for  the  visually  or  hearing  impaired  also  serve 
disabled  students  as  best  as  possible. 

Jamie  Perkins,  disabled-student  representative  to  the 
committee  concluded,  "I  think  that  accessibility  is  good  at  the 
college.  Not  only  that,  but  I've  also  made  a  lot  of  friends  here. 
People  are  more  willing  to  help  you  at  CD  than  they  were  for 
me  in  high  school." 


CD  takes  part  in  recognizing 
Eating  Disorder  Awareness  Week

Eating  Disorder  Awareness  Week  (EDAW)  made  it's  mark  at  CD 
as  approximately  40  people  attended  a  discussion  led  by  Dr.  Pat 
Santucci,  Director  of  the  Eating  Disorders  Unit  at  Mercy  Center. 

Santucci  said  that  during  the  last  10  years,  there  has  been  an 
epidemic  of  eating  disorders. 

"That  is  not  difficult  to  understand  with  Cher  and  Jenny  Craig," 
said  Santucci.  "The  media  tends  to  push  on  fitness." 

According  to  Cheri  Erdman,  Counselor  at  CD,  the  Eating 
Disorders  Unit  approached  CD  because,  "community  education  is 
one  of  their  roles." 

EDAW  is  an  educational  function  used  to  inform  the  public  on 
eating  disorders  because  there  has  been  a  rise  in  the  number  of  these 
cases. 

"It  is  important  that  we  send  out  a  message  about  eating  disorders 
to  counter  balance  the  media  message  that  'one  can  never  be  too  rich 
or  too  thin,'"  said  Erdman. 

Among  the  topics  discussed  were  anorexia  nervosa  and  bulimia 
nervosa. 

According  to  a  pamphlet,  provided  at  the  discussion,  anorexia 
nervosa  is  an  emotional  disorder  characterized  by  severe  weight  loss 
(or  failure  to  gain  weight  in  young  people).  Individuals  with 
anorexia  nervosa  have  an  iron  determination  to  become  thin  and  an 
intense,  irrational  fear  of  becoming  fat,  both  of  which  often  increase 
as  weight  is  lost.  In  lay  terms  anorexia  nervosa  involves  "dieting 
gone  wild.” 

Bulimia  Nervosa  is  an  emotional  disorder  which  consists  of 
episodes  of  binge-eating  followed  by  some  form  of  purging  and/or 
severe  dietary  restraint.  A  binge  is  the  secretive  consumption  of 
large  amounts  of  food  over  a  discrete  period  of  time.  Most  bulimics 
follow  the  binge  by  self-induced  vomiting,  but  "purging"  may  take 
the  form  of  laxative  or  diuretic  abuse,  fasting,  diet  pills  or  strenuous 
exercising. 

"People  tend  to  take  dieting  to  an  extreme,"  Santucci  said. 

According  to  Santucci  anybody  is  at  risk  from  age  eight  up  to  age 
55.

In 
addition,  trustees  may  not  be  employees  of  the  district 
in  which  they  are  elected. 

Rowoldt  and  Baird  were  supported  by  the  caucus, 
Baird  and  Connolly  are  supported  by  the  CD  Faculty 
Association  as  well  as  the  American  Association  of 
University  Women. 

Rowoldt  is  currently  employed  by  Illinois  Bell. 

Baird  is  employed  by  Stein  Roe  &  Frartham  as  an 
executive  vice  president. 

Pittroff  retired  from  CD  as  the  registration 
supervisor. 

Connolly  has  just  finished  her  doctorate  degree  in 
Community  College  Education. 

Liu  is  a  professor  of  Business  Management  as  well 
as  operation  research. 

Saimon  is  currently  the  principal  of  St.  James 
school,  Glen  Ellyn  and  served  on  CD’s  board  between 
1981-87. 

Anyone  who  is  a  member  of  district  502  can  vote  in 
the  election.

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Cafeteria  mess  blamed  on

'If  everybody  picked  up  after  themselves  , 
we  would  eliminate  75  percent  of  the  crash 
problem  (in  CD’s  cafeteria),"  said  David 
Gauger,  Manager  of  Food  Services. 

After  various  attempts  to  reduce  the  trash 
problem  in  the  cafeteria,  the  dilemma  that 
everyone  who  enters  it  faces  is  still  there. 

"We  (Food  Services)  have  tried  everything 
to  reduce  the  trash  problem.  We  have  put  up 
posters  reminding  students  to  clean-up  their 
mess  as  well  as  made  trash  receptacles  and 
Cray  holders  more  readily  available.  Nothing 
has  worked  so  far,"  Gauger  said. 

In  the  past,  employees  have  been  hired  to 
clean  the  cafeteria  continuously,  which  Gauger 
believes  to  have  increased  the  problem. 


"The  more  staff  I  hire  to  clean  the  cafeteria 
the  more  students  seem  to  leave  their  trash.  If

Another  habit  of  some  students  that  Gauger 
feels  to  be  a  problem  in  the  cafeteria  is  the 
joining  of  two  or  more  tables  together. 

"The  cafeteria  has  a  seating  capacity  of  576 
and  when  two  tables  are  put  together  there  is  a 
loss  of  two  seats.  Due  to  this  common  practice 
there  is  sometimes  a  loss  of  about  100  places 
where  students  may  sit,"  Gauger  said. 

He  added  that  the  problem  with  the  sealing 
is  common  with  many  of  the  night  students  as 
well  as  those  who  attend  during  the  day. 

Two  employees  of  CD  had  strong  opinions 
on  the  littering  in  the  cafeteria. 

According  to  Lee  Froehlke,  Accounts 
Receivable  Clerk,  students  who  leave  trash  in 
the  cafeteria  should  have  a  little  consideration 
for  everyone  else. 


patrons 

"When  a  student  spills  or  drops  something, 
he  or  she  should  tell  one  of  the  cashiers  and 
they  will  have  someone  clean  it  up  right, 
away,"  said  Froehlke,  “Sometimes  I  think  that 
the  cafeteria  staff  should  put  sawdust  on  the 
floor  and  put  wooden  troughs  and  let  them 
(students  who  litter)  eat  like  pigs. 

Olivia  Shapiro,  Accounts  Receivable 
Supervisor  agrees  with  Froehlke.  Shapiro 
questions  the  demands  of  students  for 
renovations  to  the  student  lounges  because  in 
her  opinion  some  students  appear  have  such 
little  regard  for  keeping  the  cafeteria  clean. 

Shapiro  added,  "Mommy  doesn't  work  here- 
-clean  up  your  mess."

"Approximately  five  million  women  suffer 
from  an  eating  disorder  and  one  million  men," 
Santucci  said. 

The  movie  "Dying  To  Be  Thin"  also  shown 
at  the  discussion,  is  a  documentary  showing 
the  effects  that  eating  disorders  have  on 
families,  friends  and  the  individuals  who  suffer 
from  anorexia  or  bulimia. 

"Eating  disorders  have  nothing  to  do  with 
food,  but  with  feelings,"  Santucci  said. 

Another  point  Santucci  made  was  that  eating 
disorders  must  be  treated  as  a  disease. 

"You  can’t  cure  an  alcoholic  by  telling  him 
not  to  drink,"  Santucci  said. 

Another  point  Santucci  made  was  that  an 
alcoholic  can  abstain  from  alcohol,  but 
someone  with  anorexia  or  bulimia  cannot 
abstain  from  food. 

According  to  Santucci,  15-20  percent  of  the 
people  that  suffer  from  anorexia  and  bulimia 
wind  up  dying,  which  gives  eating  disorder 
illnesses,  the  highest  mortality  rate  of  any 


mental  disease. 

Warning  signs  for  anorexia  include: 

•  Weighing  15  percent  less  than  your 
average  weight. 

•  Restriction  of  food  intake. 

•  Denial  of  hunger  and  problem. 

•  Abnormal  reproductive  functioning. 

•  Prolonged  exercising  despite  fatigue 
and  weakness. 

•  Distorted  perception  of  weight,  body 
size  and  shape. 

•  Social  withdrawal.  \ 

•  Lanugo;  fine  hair  on  the  body  surface. 

•  Symptoms  of  starvation. 

Warning  signs  for  Bulimia  include: 

•  Fear  of  weight  gain 

•  Secretive  episodes  of  binge  eating, 
consuming  anywhere  from  3,000-50,000 
calories  at  one  sitting,  followed  by 
purging  through  vomiting,  unhealthy 
dieting  and/or  use  of  laxatives,  diuretics 
or  diet  aids. 

•  Depression  and  mood  swings. 


•  Prolonged  exercise. 

•  Swelling  of  the  parotid  glands. 

•  Dental  problems. 

•Emotional  instability  and  impulsivity. 

•  Preoccupation  with  being  thin. 

•  Frequent  weight  fluctuations. 

Santucci  really  doesn't  recommend  any  of 

the  commercialized  diets  or  diet  centers,  but 
feels  that  Weight  Watchers  is  the  best. 

"If  I  had  to  choose  one  diet  I  would  say 
Weight  Watchers  because  they  provide  you 
with  a  balanced  diet  and  they  also  teach  you 
about  food,  which  is  very  important,"  Santucci 
said. 

According  to  Santucci  some  diet  programs 
can  really  be  harmful. 

'The  Beverly  Hills  Diet  advocates  starvation 
and  anorexia,"  Santucci  said. 

"Dieting  is  the  problem,  not  always  the 
solution,"  said  Erdman. 

Melinda  Soderstrom  also  spexe  about  her 
own  problems  at  the  discussion. 

Soderstrom,  a  recovering  anorexic/bulimic, 
said  that  those  who  are  suffering  need  to 
continue  to  receive  some  type  of  therapy. 


because  relapses  are  very  common. 

Psychiatric  help  is  not  the  only  way  to  cure  a 
mental  illness  Santucci  said. 

"You  can  consult  a  dietician,  look  at  the  kind 
of  thinking  behind  the  disease,  and  get 
involved  in  a  support  group, "Santucci  said. 

One  support  group  that  comes  highly 
recommended  by  Soderstrom  is  Anorexia 
Nervosa  and  Associated  Disorders(ANAD). 

"You  get  out  of  the  group,  what  you  put  into 
it,"  said  Soderstrom. "You  get  support  and 
feedback  from  parents  and  friends  of  those 
involved  with  eating  disorders." 

ANAD  is  a  non  profit  volunteer 
organization,  that  meets  on  Tuesday  evenings 
at  7  p.m.  on  the  second  floor  in  the  General 
Hospital  Building  at  Mercy  Center,  1325  N. 
Highland  Ave.in  Aurora.

Accurate  information  requested 


Dear  Editor: 

You  have  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  J. 
Rowoldt  that  must  receive  j  timely  response 
from  the  Faculty  Association. 

Let's  clarify  the  facts... 

1.  Why  is  the  board  candidate  (and  current 
board  chairman)  releasing  incomplete 
information  in  a  letter  to  the  editor?  Why  are 
not  all  the  facts  included? 

2.  Faculty  salary  (W2Teport)  includes  any 
overtime  work  and  two  and  one-half  months  of 
work  during  the  summer  in  addition  to  the 
normal  contract.  (Isolated  W2  information 
does  not  reflect  the  professional  and 
educational  level  of  the  faculty.. .20  years  as 
professional  educators  at  CD  with  an  earned 
Doctorate  and/or  more  than  95  semester  hours 
of  credit  beyond  the  Master's  Degree.) 

3.  This  information  is  not  available  to  the 
faculty  nor  has  it  ben  presented  to  the  Faculty 
Association.  I'm  told  that  no  mention  of  a 
figure  has  been  made  at  the  negotiating  table. 

4.  CD  faculty  do  not,  in  fact,  enjoy  the 
highest  W2  reported  salaries.  This  honor  goes 
to  Belleville  Area  Community  College  faculty 
in  the  heart  of  the  economically  depressed 
southern  Illinois  (not  DuPage  County.)  CD 
faculty  do  not  even  enjoy  competitive  salaries 


with  other  area  educational  institutions. 

5.  I  am  not  a  member  of  the  Faculty 
Association  negotiating  team  (chaired  by 
Phyllis  Goodman).  Don't  "credit"  me  with 
hampering  the  progress.  He  may  be  better 
informed  should  he  or  a  member  of  the  board 
be  present  at  the  negotiating  table. 

6.  The  statements  in  his  letter  reflect  his 
lack  of  interest  and  understanding  that  students 
and  faculty  have  a  strong  vested  interest  in  the 
decisions  and  direction  of  the  College  of 
DuPage.  His  disassociation  from  the  concerns 
of  faculty  and  students  and  his  disinterest  in 
educational  issues  throws  into  doubt  the 
desirability  of  his  continued  involvement  as  a 
member  of  the  CD  Board  of  Trustee. 

7.  It  is  the  CD  Faculty  Association  position 
that  Nolan  Baird  and  Peggy  Connolly  embody 
the  qualities  desirable  in  a  Trustee;  a  desire 
and  willingness  to  listen  to  all  constituents  and 
perform  their  duties  from  an  informed 
perspective.

SG  candidate  explains  CD's  needs 


Dear  Editor: 

It  looks  like  I  have  been  singled  out  as  the 
scapegoat  in  this  year's  salary  negotiations.  I 
have  heard  and  read  some  incredible  statistics 
that  would  illustrate  beyond  a  shadow  of  doubt 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  CD  is  an 
insensitive  group  who  puts  buildings  ahead  of 
people. 

As  the  current  chairman  of  the  Board,  I  have 
even  been  accused  of  single-handedly 
directing  this  Board  to  its  recent  decisions. 
Obviously,  other  Board  members  would  resent 
the  implications  that  they  were  mere  puppets. 
I  assume  these  accusations  have  been  made 
strictly  for  political  purposes,  rather  than 
attacking  me  personally,  since  I  am  the 
incumbent  running  in  this  year's  election  on 
November  7. 

I  do  not  intend  to  negotiate  in  public  and  am 
not  even  a  member  of  the  negotiating  team, 
but  will  share  several  facts  with  you  so  they 
can  understand  the  "other  side  of  the  story." 
First,  CD  ranks  first  in  the  state  with  gross  pay 
for  faculty.  The  top  instructor  in  1988  earned 
$68,700,  11  were  over  $65,000  and  42 
(roughly  20  percent)  were  over  $60,000. 
When  CD  advertises  a  fob  vacancy,  we  get 
applicants  from  all  over  the  country-  hardly 


indications  of  a  poor  paying  school. 

The  faculty  began  their  negotiations  by 
asking  for  a  26  percent  raise  this  year,  plus 
load  reductions,  which  means  the  top  faculty 
would  earn  $86,500  this  year.  Now  does  this 
sound  reasonable?  I'm  sure  there  are  faults 
with  the  present  salary  structure,  but  until  the 
Union  begins  to  seriously  bargain,  instead  of 
bargaining  through  the  newspaper,  these  issues 
will  not  be  resolve. 

As  for  the  issue  of  having  trustees  sit  at  the 
bargaining  table,  most  issues  discussed 
(judging  from  past  negotiations)  can  easily  be 
handled  through  the  normal  administrative 
channels  and  the  grievance  process.  The 
Board  is  very  confident  that  it's  chief 
negotiator  keeps  it  informed  and  vice  versa. 

I  am  sorry  that  the  faculty  feels  they  do  not 
want  to  support  me  in  this  election  because  I 
have  always  supported  CD's  faculty  during  my 
term.  I'm  not  sure  what  the  Union  is  telling  its 
members,  but  I  continue  to  ask  for  support 
from  those  faculty  members  who  know  me.  In 
short-Let's  get  moving  Beverly!  (Beverly 
Bilshausen,  Faculty  Senate  Chairperson)

Students  notified  on  CD  policy 


Be  Aware  of  the  Withdrawal  Policy! 

As  the  student  member  of  the  Academic 
Regulations  Committee,  I  feel  all  students 
should  be  made  aware  of  the  "Withdrawal 
Policy",  in  order  to  prevent  the  numerous 
appeals  regarding  "withdrawal"  that  the 
committee  has  been  receiving. 

Students  main  claim  of  ignorance,  confusion 
and  various  other  excuses  are  not  accepted,  and 
never  will  be.  Perhaps  it  should  be  mandatory 
that  all  teachers  are  required  to  either  discuss 
the  "Withdrawal  Policy"  or  include  it  in  their 
syllabus  at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  a  student  is  not 
always  automatically  dropped  then  they  cease 
to  attend  their  class.  In  order  to  be  officially 
removed  from  t  he  class  list,  one  must  file  a 
withdrawal  request  through  registration  in  SRC 
2048,  or  call  registration  at  858-7148  prior  to 
the  last  two  weeks  of  the  quarter.  Then,  a  "W" 
grade  will  be  recorded  and  any  grade 
pertaining  to  the  class  dropped  will  be 
disregarded. 

For  your  information  the  Fall  Quarter  1989 
cut-off  date  to  file  for  "Withdrawal”  is 
Saturday,  December  2nd,  between  8  a.m.  and 
12  noon.  The  "Withdrawal  from  Class”  policy 
is  further  explained  on  page  49  of  the  1989- 


1991  catalog  of  course  descriptions. 

Although  Administrative  Withdrawal  is  also 
described,  do  not  depend  on  it  or  you  may  be 
sorry.  Take  responsibility  for  yourself  now  so 
that  you  don’t  have  to  pay  the  consequences  on 
your  transcript.  Be  aware  of  the  ’’  Withdrawal 
Policy"  and  make  the  system  work  for  you,  not 
against  you. 

I  hope  this  additional  information  helps 
make  CD  students  more  aware  of  the 
"Withdrawal  Policy,"  however,  I  do  think  a 
possible  solution  to  this  constant  confusion  lies 
in  the  faculty/administrations  hands. 

A  mandatory  oral  presentation  by  every 
teacher  should  be  required.  Also,  the  class 
syllabus  should  contain  a  section  thoroughly 
explaining  the  "Withdrawal  Policy"  and 
consequences  if  a  student  fails  to  adhere. 

I  hope  the  faculty/administration  addresses 
this  problem  immediately  so  that  students  will 
be  better  advised  in  the  future.

Former  SG  member  questions 
faculty  salary  negotiations

I  received  a  copy  of  the  Courier  and  read 
the  article  concerning  contract  negotiations 
with  the  faculty.  1  am  really  not  too  surprised 
at  the  statements  made  by  both  the  faculty  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  as  the  Board  really  has 
not  changed  its  mind  since  negotiations  were 
talked  about  last  year.  Also,  most  of  the  Board 
members  were  asked  not  to  talk  to  faculty 
about  it.  As  I  stated  at  that  time  it  may  be  fine 
for  most  of  the  Board  members  not  to  talk  to 
the  faculty,  however,  for  the  student  trustee  it  is 
another  matter. 

Most  instructors  at  CD  have  at  least  a 
Masters  Degree  and  some  their  Doctorate.  I 
would  like  to  know  Mr.  Rowoldt,  how  many 
degrees  do  you  and  the  rest  of  the  Board  have?

Would 
you  be  willing  to  continue  your  education  for 
the  little  salary  increase  which  you  expect  your 
instructors  to  work  for?  At  the  job  which  you 
and  the  members  of  the  Board  work  at,  would 
you  like  as  little  input  into  the  running  of 
things  as  you  want  from  the  instructors?  How 
many  of  the  Board  members  hold  down  two 
jobs  to  make  ends  meet?  And  then  this  most 


important  question,  do  you  really  care  about 
the  quality  of  education  at  CD? 

I  am  asking  these  questions  as  I  have  asked 
these  questions  of  other  school  boards  where 
my  children  have  been  in  school.  I  will  state 
that  I  never  received  an  answer.  However, 
maybe  it  is  time  that  these  questions  be  asked 
and  answered  before  you  are  elected  to  another 
term  in  office.  Before  many  of  the 
administrators  have  another  pay  increase, 
which  is  more  important  the  students,  the 
faculty,  the  administration  or  the  elected 
Boards?

Director  candidate  voices 
opinion  on  ISA  referenda 


Dear  Editor: 

I  feel  I  must  respond  to  some  of  the  points 
made  in  the  Pro-ISA  article  published  in  the 
Courier. 

The  $2  fee  asked  for  by  ISA  is  refundable 
upon  request,  but  will  new  students  be  aware 
of  that  fact? 

I  doubt  that  Student  Government,  which 
failed  to  adequately  promote  the  fall  elections, 
will  make  a  strong  effort  to  tell  new  students 
they  can  get  their  money  back. 

A  second  point  I  question  is  the  amount  of 
money  that  ISA  will  receive  from  the  fee.  The 
Courier  article  states  that  the  college  will 
receive  10  percent  of  the  money  collected 
through  the  fee.  But  at  the  Sept.  28  SG 
meeting,  SG  President  Jeff  Russell  told  the 
Board  of  Directors  that  only  five  percent  of  the 
fee  would  go  toward  paying  CD  s 
administrative  costs. 

What  I  would  like  to  know  is  if  ISA  still 
expects  to  collect  $35,000  per  year,  as  Russell 
reported  at  the  Sept.  28  meeting. 

I  also  question  ISA's  effectiveness. 
According  to  Russell,  ISA  helped  to  ensure  65 
percent  of  the  recent  state  income  tax  hike 


went  toward  education.  But  how  much  of  the 
increase  did  colleges  receive? 

All  I  know  is  that  despite  the  tax  increase 
that  went  into  effect  July  1,  tuition  at  CD  went 
up  $2  per  credit  hour  over  the  summer. 

Russell's  strongest  argument  is:  "If  a  student 
wants  to  keep  his  tuition  down  and  pay  a  $2 
fee  now  rather  than  a  $150  fee  next  year  at  a 
four  year  institution,  due  to  inflation  costs,  the 
he  should  vote  for  it." 

After  talking  to  David  Starred,  Executive 
Director  of  ISA,  I  was  left  with  the  impression 
that  the  General  Assembly  will  vote  to  approve 
a  tuition  freeze  next  year,  with  or  without 
ISA's  input. 

Starred  told  me  that  his  friends  in  the  state 
legislature  have  jokingly  told  him  to  lobby  for 
a  tuition  freeze  so  that  ISA  could  take  some 
credit  for  it  before  it  was  too  late.  If  ISA  is  not 
at  the  forefront  of  issues  such  as  the  tuition 
freeze,  should  students  vote  to  give  it  $70,000 
over  the  next  two  years? 

The  choice  is  yours.  Vote  on  it  Nov.  7,  8  and 

9.

After  the  headlines  fade  from  the  public 
memory  the  problems  still  exist  with,  the 
environment.  Throughout  history  man  has 
gone  up  against  huge  odds.  Most  of  his 
notable  achievements  have  begun  with  a 
definite  goal,  such  as  winning  a  war  or  putting 
a  man  on  the  moon. 

The  great  mobilization  of  men  and 
machines  by  the  United  Stales  during  World 
War  II  surprised  even  the  most  visionary. 

During  the  1950's  John  F.  Kennedy 
challenged  the  nation  to  "land  a  man  on  the 
moon..."  ...and  we  did. 

On  nights  the  sky  is  clear  I  think  of  the 
effort  that  it  must  have  taken  and  the 
sacrifices  that  must  have  been  made. 

The  effort  that  is  required  to  save  our 
environment  dwarves  that  which  it  took  to 
land  a  man  on  the  moon  or  to  win  a  world 
war. 

To  save  our  environment  will  require  a 
change  in  psychology  not  technology 
Whether  or  not  we  will  overcome  our  own 
humanity  to  solve  our  environmental 
quandary  is  a  question  of  politics  and 
economics  rather  than  of  will. 

Will  we  re-elect  representatives  who  make 
decisions,  which  are  necessary  but 
unfavorable  or  inconvenient?  Or  will  we  force 
our  leaders  to  make  potentially  disastrous 
illogical  decisions  to  remain  elected. 

There  are  solutions,  biodegradable  plastics 
and  recycling  for  example.  But  are  those 
solutions  economic?  The  better  question:  Is  it 
economic  to  use  valuable  real  estate  for  land 
fills?  Is  it  economic  to  slash  and  burn  the 
Amazon  rain  forest?  For  impoverished  South 
Americans  it  is.  But  what  about  the  greater 
good? 

At  what  point  does  preservation  of  the 
global  climate  override  the  needs  of  a  few 
fanners  in  South  America  who  can  not  farm 
the  same  ground  more  than  a  couple  of  years 
in  a  row  anyway? 

What  these  questions  leave  us  with  is  a 
Catch  22”  between  progress  and  its  cost  in 
terms  of  the  environment,  however  some 
scientists  disagree  as  to  the  validity  of  such 
dooms-saying. 

Kenneth  E.F.  Watt  professor  of 
environmental  studies  at  the  University  of 
California  Davis  regards  the  "Greenhouse 
Effect  as  "the  laugh  of  the  century",  however 
opponents  of  the  theory  remain  few  and  far 
between. 

Weather  or  not  the  recent  attention  focused 
on  the  environment  is  really  justified  only 
time  will  tell,  but  is  it  worth  the  risk  to  ignore 
the  signs? 

When  everything  is  said  and  done,  will  we 
be  able  to  say  we  overcame  the  largest 
obstacle  to  the  preservation  of  our 
environment -ourselves.

I  am  using  this  space  that  would  usually  be  an 
actual  editorial  to  explain  what  the  Courier 
editorials  are  all  about. 

Our  paper  consists  of  five  editors;  Sports 
Editor,  Managing  Editor,  Associate  Editor,  Copy 
Editor  and  the  Editor-in-Chief. 

All  editorials,  as  well  as 
endorsements,  or,  in  the  case  of  last 
week,  counter  endorsements,  are  a 
representation  of  the  opinions  of  a 
majority  of  the  editorial  staff.

In  a  weekly  meeting  all  of  the  editors  sit  down 
and  discuss  a  particular  issue  already  being 
presented  in  the  paper,  or  an  issue  that  is  a 
prevalent  topic  around  CD. 

In  last  week's  paper  we  chose  to  endorse  eight 
candidates  for  the  position  of  Student 
Government  (SG)  director.  Our  decision  was 
based  solely  on  the  interviews  with  12  of  the  13 
candidates  running  for  office. 

Maren  Egge,  the  managing  editor  of  the 
Courier,  did  all  of  the  interviews  and  she  fed  the 
information  to  the  rest  of  the  editorial  board. 

It  was  a  rough  decision  on  who  to  endorse. 
Most  of  the  candidates  had  similar  ideas,  some 
of  them  sound  and  some  of  the  incumbents  had 
different  track  records.  However,  some  of  the 
candidates  focused  on  issues  that  we  did  not  feel 
were  relevant. 

The  candidates  that  we  counter  endorsed  were 
those  that  we  felt  would  not  serve  the  students 
as  their  position  would  require. 

For  instance,  we  were  unanimously  and 
emphatically  against  Alan  Holtz  being  elected 


because  of  his  involvement  with  the  theft  of 
materials  from  ex-director  John  Adams'  desk. 

Our  counter  endorsement  of  Greg  Mele  was 
placed  in  the  paper  because  we  felt  that  as 
Public  Relations  Chairperson,  Mele  should  have 
had  contact  with  the  Courier  on  certain  issues 
involving  SG,  he  has  not  once  contacted  us. 
Therefore,  as  Public  Relations  Chairperson,  he 
was  not  doing  his  job. 

One  counter  endorsement  that  I  wrongly  pulled 
from  print  was  regarding  Amy  Frank. 

Frank  was  notified  by  myself,  as  well  as  by 
Egge,  that  Egge  needed  to  interview  her  for  her 
statements  as  a  candidate  for  director. 

She  was  first  notified  at  the  SG  meeting  of 
Thursday,  October  19.  Then  on  three  other 
occasions  over  a  four  day  period  she  spoke  to 
Egge  regarding  the  interview,  but  stated  on  all  of 
those  occasions  that  she  did  not  have  time. 
Frank  knew  that  the  interview  would  only  take 
five  minutes. 

We  did  not  counter  endorse  Frank  on 
the  basis  of  what  she  had  or  hadn't 
done  in  SG,  ....she  never  took  the  time 
to  give  us  the  chance  to  endorse  her. 

We  did  not  counter  endorse  Frank  on  the  basis 
of  what  she  had  or  hadn't  done  in  SG,  in  fact  I 
found  out  after  the  deadline  that  Frank's 
contributions  to  SG  were  substantial. 
Unfortunately,  she  never  took  the  time  to  give  us 
the  chance  to  endorse  her. 

After  the  paper  was  sent  out  for  print,  the 
editorial  board  felt  that  my  pulling  this  statement 
regarding  Frank  was  wrong  for  they  as  a  majority 
felt  that  it  should  have  been  stated.

OAI  opens  new  doors 

Older  Adult  Institute  not  to  be  overlooked

There  was  a  very  special  class  listed  Under 
Humanities  that  I  thought  would  be  the  key  to 
my  summer. 

The  name  of  the  class  was  "The  Culture  of 
Chicago"  and  it  could  almost  be  overlooked 
due  to  it's  placement  in  the  back  of  the 
Quarterly. 

What  could  be  more  enjoyable  than 
spending  a  summer  in  downtown  Chicago? 
Nothing,  and  what's  more,  the  college  was 
giving  credit  for  it.  Boy,  what  luck. 

Upon  arriving  in  the  classroom  (two  classes 
late)  my  initial  reaction  was  shock. 

I  walked  back  into  the  corridor  to  stare  at 
the  room  number.  Nope,  right  room  number, 
this  must  be  the  place.  I  sat  down  in  an  empty 
seat  and  smiled  weakly.  Around  the  room  sat  a 
class  full  of  senior  citizens,  and  they  smiled 
back. 

What  had  happened  to  all  of  those  cute  co¬ 
eds  and  party  animals  that  I  pictured  when  I 
read  the  summary?  The  instructor  assured  me 
that  this  was  the  place,  and  I  felt  like  I  was 
trapped  in  a  room  with  everyone's 
grandmother  and  grandfather. 

Now  that  the  class  is  over,  I  am  ashamed  of 
myself  for  having  those  thoughts. 

I  found  that  these  classes,  a.  combination  of 
main  campus  and  Older  Adult  Institute  (OAI), 
are  far  more  interesting  than  one  might  expect. 
And  although  the  OAI  is  geared  more  toward 
the  senior  citizens,  students  of  all  ages  are 
encouraged  to  take  the  classes. 

"It's  always  challenging,"  Ernie  Le  Due, 
one  of  the  instructors  of  OAI  said. 

While  talking  to  Margaret  Hamilton,  head 
of  OAI,  I  was  allowed  to  sit  in  on  one  of  the 
mixed  classes.  The  class  was  Anthropology 
198B  "The  Culture  of  the  American  Cowboy", 
taught  by  Tom  Ellzey. 

Ellzey  is  an  anthropology  instructor  on  the 
main  campus.  He  is  also  (as  the  class 
description  states)  "a  genuine  cowboy,"  for  he 
grew  up  on  a  Texas  ranch  owned  by  his  father. 


Ellzey  played  a  video  tape  on  the  changes 
on  the  life  of  the  cowboy.  He  stopped  the  film 
to  explain  styles  of  roping,  just  how  much 
branding  hurts  a  calf,  "it  looks  worse  than  it 
is,"  and  the  retirement  of  a  cowboy,  "they 
usually  just  crawl  into  a  bottle  and  die." 

Ellzey  described  the  mixed  classes  as  more 
informal  with  more  class  participation. 

"They  ask  you  questions  you  might  never 
have  thought  of.  They  really  get  a  flow 
going,"  Ellzey  said. 

He  also  stated,  "It’s  more  challenging.  I'd 
like  to  have  a  big  mixed  class,  I  think  it'd  be 
interesting." 

OAI  classes  are  open  to  everyone  and  are 
worth  credit  in  such  subjects  as  Political 
Science  and  English. 

General  reaction  from  the  main  campus 
(mainly  under  23  year  old  day  students)  is 
they  know  that  the  college  has  "some  sort  of 
program  for  seniors." 

Most  do  know  where  the  OAI  is  located  on 
campus.  It  seems  that  the  OAI  is  treated  as  a 
totally  separate  entity  by  the  students. 

But,  in  talking  with  the  students  that  have 
participated  in  the  classes  I  found  a  different 
reaction  than  those  who  haven't  participated. 

"Oh  sure,  at  first  you're  a  little 
uncomfortable,  but  it  passes.  The  seniors  are 
great!  In  most  of  my  main  campus  classes  no 
one  asks  questions  or  answers  them.  Over  at 
the  OAI,  the  classes  are  more  open.  You  can 
ask  a  question  and  not  feel  stupid.  You  get  a 
lot  more  out  of  these  classes  than  the  usual  ho- 
hum  lecture/quiz  type  class,"  one  student  said. 

"Plus,  you  can  always  get  a  parking  spot 
over  by  Building  K,"  another  added. 

The  OAI  also  offers  a  fall  lecture  series 
with  topics  such  as  World  politics  and  ethics 
in  the  real  world. 

Whether  it  be  the  odd  feeling  you  get  sitting 
in  a  room  full  of  seniors,  or  the  fact  that  the 
OAI  is  rather  secluded  on  the  K  building,  the 
fact  is  many  students  are  missing  out  on  a 
great  learning  opportunity.

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Eating  disorder  victim  speaks  out 


Ten  years  ago,  I  was  a  victim  of 
an  eating  disorder. 

I  had  been  living  in  California 
with  my  boyfriend,  separated  from 
all  other  friends  and  family  by  2000 
miles.  Our  relationship  had  been  on 
the  rocks  for  some  time,  and  seemed 
to  worsen  daily. 

I  wasn't  eating  much,  and  when  I 
tried  to  eat,  I  almost  always  ended 
up  vomiting  it  back  again.  I  didn't 
think  much  of  it  at  the  time,  I  just 
figured  that  the  stress  I  was  under 
was  killing  my  appetite. 

We  finally  broke  up,  and  I  packed 
my  things  in  my  car  and  started  the 
drive  back  to  Illinois. 

During  the  three-day  drive  home, 
I  stopped  to  eat  in  a  variety  of 
greasy-spoon"  restaurants,  even 
though  I  could  rarely  keep  the  food 
down. 

The  day  I  arrived  at  my  mother's 
house  in  Illinois,  I  started  suffering 
from  extremely  painful  stomach 
cramps  and  diarrhea.  By  that  night, 
the  pain  was  so  bad  that  my  mother 
took  me  to  the  emergency  room  at 
the  hospital. 

Although  they  could  find  nothing 
obviously  wrong  at  the  time,  I  was 

admitted  for  nhcpryaMnn  anrl  tucfc 

The  next  day,  the  tests  began. 
Samples  of  blood  and  every  other 
conceivable  body  fluid,  were  taken 
from  me. 


The  doctors  ran  an  upper  GI 
(gastro  intestinal)  test  in  which  I  had 
to  swallow  a  barium  "milk-shake" 
and  keep  it  down  long  enough  for  X- 
Rays  to  be  taken  of  my  stomach  and 
intestinal  system,  which  was  agony. 

...I  started  my  weekly  visits 
to  the  psychologist,  which 
were  hard  at  first,  as  I  felt 
self-conscious  and  more 
than  a  little  stupid. 

I  still  couldn't  keep  any  sort  of 
food  down,  although  the  stomach 
cramps  had  been  somewhat  relieved 
by  regular  injections  of  Demerol. 

Two  days  of  constant  testing  came 
up  with  nothing  more  than  a 
salmonella  infection.  Although  it 
was  serious,  it  did  not  account  for 
the  severity  of  my  symptoms.  I  was 
rapidly  loosing  weight  and  had  to  be 
hooked  up  to  an  IV  to  keep  me  from 
dehydrating. 

After  running  all  the  tests  to  find  a 
cause,  my  doctor  came  to  me  and 
explained  that  there  seemed  to  be  no 
physical  reason  for  my  illness,  and 
asked  if  perhaps  there  were 
emotional  reasons.  Maybe  I  had 
been  under  a  lot  of  stress  or  suffered 
a  great  emotional  upset?  When 
he  said  that,  it  was  like  a  burden  had 
been  taken  off  me. 


I  told  him  a  little  about  my 
breakup,  and  how  upset  I  had  been 
lately.  He  then  arranged  an 
examination  by  the  staff  psychiatrist 
at  the  hospital,  which  revealed  that 
my  problems  were  emotionally 
based,  and  had  a  name. 

My  doctor  told  me  I  was  suffering 
from  Anorexia  Nervosa,  which 
literally  means  "nervous  stomach." 
He  went  on  to  explain  what  sort  of 
treatment  I  would  be  going  through. 

First,  he  said  we  had  to  get  me 
into  a  better  shape  physically.  I  was 
put  on  a  drug  regimen  combining  a 
mood  elevator  drug  and  a 
tranquilizer,  to  try  and  get  me  eating 
again.  And  as  soon  as  I  was 
stronger,  I  would  be  in  weekly 
therapy  with  a  psychologist. 

It  was  a  long  slow  recovery.  I 
was  in  the  hospital  for  two  weeks, 
because  I  couldn't  be  released  until  I 
could  eat. 

When  I  finally  did  go  home,  I  had 
lost  forty  pounds,  and  could  barely 
stand  up  or  walk  by  myself.  I 
continued  on  the  drug  therapy, 
which  made  me  feel  like  a  zombie, 
and  I  started  my  weekly  visits  to  the 
the  psychologist,  which  were  hard  at 
first,  as  I  felt  self-conscious  and 
more  that  a  little  stupid. 

As  time  went  on,  I  learned  more 
about  myself,  and  about  loss,  and 
slowly  began  to  realize  that  I  had 


been  trying  to  kill  myself  out  of 
grief  for  my  lost  relationship. 

This  was  a  real  turning  point  for 
me,  because  I  realized  that  I  didn't 
want  to  die,  especially  for  a  man 
who  had  dumped  me. 

As  I  continued  to  recover,  I  was 
gradually  weaned  from  the  drugs  I 
had  been  taking,  and  slowly  started 
to  regain  a  few  pounds.  But,  more 
importantly,  I  began  to  regain  my 
self-respect,  and  to  see  all  the  things 
I  had  to  live  for. 

I  still  look  back  on  this 
recovery  period  as  one  of 
the  best  in  my  life.  I  truly 
felt  happy(and  lucky)  to  be 
alive,  and  I  enjoyed  life 
much  more  that  I  had 
previously. 

I  still  look  back  on  this  recovery 
period  as  one  of  the  best  in  my  life.

After  two  months,  I  was  able  to 
start' working  again,  and  I  even 
enjoyed  that.  There  were  relapses 
along  the  way,  but  I  was  fortunate  to 
have  caring  and  supportive  friends, 
family,  and  medical  help  to  pull  me 
through. 

After  five  months,  I  was 


completely  off  the  drugs,  and 
released  from  therapy.  I  know  I 
am  more  fortunate  than  some 
victims  of  eating  disorders,  because 
my  case  was  caught  early  and  given 
good  treatment  from  the  start. 

There  were  several  long-term 
repercussions  from  my  illness. 

The  first  was  financial.  I  had 
been  hospitalized  for  two  weeks 
with  no  insurance,  and  bills  had 
piled  up  from  my  time  in  California 
that  I  had  no  way  of  paying  because 
I  couldn't  work  for  so  long.  I  had  to 
file  for  bankruptcy,  and  that  has 
been  on  my  credit  record  ever  since. 

I  have  also  had  problems  with  my 
weight  fluctuating  like  a  yo-yo. 

I've  been  told  this  is  partly  due  to 
changes  in  my  metabolism  caused 
by  my  long  fast.  But  it  also  taught 
me  a  lot  about  myself,  and  how  to 
deal  with  my  problems 

Life  has  not  been  perfect  since 
then,  but -I’ve  learned  not  to  let  sub¬ 
conscious  feelings  control  my  life, 
but  instead  to  bring  them  out  and 
deal  with  them. 

It  was  a  hard  lesson  to  learn.  One 
that,  as  I  look  back,  almost  cost  me 
my  life.

The  band  opened  the  night  with  "She's  My 
Baby"  and  what  followed  was  totally 
improvisation.  Sheik  called  the  tunes  out,  on 
whim,  with  no  particular  order.  This  is  not 


common  at  jazz  concerts. 

For  most  of  the  numbers,  each  member  of 
the  band  took  a  turn  with  a  solo.  Each 


instrument  was  heard  from,  they  would  all 
come  together  for  the  finale. 

At  one  point,  clarinetist  Manuel  "Manny" 
Crusto  convinced  Sheik  to  get  up  to  the 
microphone  and  belt  out  Louis  Armstrong’s 
"What  a  Wonderful  World".  The  song  itself  has 
become  familiar  to  today's  audiences  due  to  it's 
use  in  the  "Hitchhiker's  Guide  the  Galaxy" 


television  series  and  the  movie  "Good 
Morning  Vietnam". 

It  was  Crusto's  laugh  that  got  the  audience 


going.  He  would  sit  back  on  his  chair, 
comment  on  something  that  was  going  on,  and 
then  break  into  his  infectious  laughter  that  had 
the  audience  cracking  up. 

The  work-out  did  not  stop  with  the  laughter. 
With  the  song  "The  Gang's  All  Here",  a  round 
of  clapping  started  which  almost  drowned  out 
some  of  the  music.  Foot  tapping  became  an 


automatic  response  to  the  beat  and  many  heads 
could  be  seen  bobbing  back  and  forth. 

The  band  included  Sheik  on  trumpet,  Crusto 
on  clarinet,  Jeanette  Kimball  on  piano,  Chester 
Zardis  on  bass,  Louis  Nelson  on  trombone, 
Freddie  Cohlman  on  drums  and  Neil  Gilbert 
Unterseher  on  banjo. 

Kimball,  a  member  of  Papa  Celestin's 
Original  Tuxedo  Orchestra  and  frequent 
performer  at  the  Dew  Drop  Inn,  joked  with 
reporters. 

"Playing  for  Papa  Celestin  was  really 
wonderful.  It  had  14  pieces,"  she  said. 

Before  the  performance  ended,  a  group  of 
Russian  exchange  students  were  brought  up  on 
stage  and  clapped  out  the  beat  to  the  last  song 
by  Crusto  and  Unterseher.

Here  community  involvement  is  stated 
as:  American  Association  of  University 
Women  (AAUW),  she  a  member  of  the 
fund  raising,  scholarships  as  well  as  a 
facilities  coordinator  and  issue 
chairperson. 

Connolly  feels  that  CD  is  faced  with 
two  critical  issues,  accessibility  and 
accountability. 

She  feels  that  some  solution  to  CD’s 
most  recent  as  well  as  recurring  problems 
are: 

CD  must  start  to  keep  record  of  how 
many  people  are  turned  away  from 
classes  because  of  over-fill  so  that  they 
can  plan  for  the  future.  Those  students 
that  are  turned  away  should  be  notified  of 
the  next  registration  time,  and  given  first 
priority  at  registration  time. 

CD  must  hire  enough  teachers  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  core  curriculum. 

Connolly  feels  that  there  should  be 
more  counseling  available  for  students. 
As  it  stand  now  there  are  almost  400 
students  to  a  counselor. 

She  feels  that  good  counseling  and 
advising  is  essential,  particularly  for 
students  who  have  been  unsuccessful  in 
other  educational  or  vocational  training 
programs. 

"The  mission  of  a  community  college  is 
to  provide  an  education  and  job  training 
with  open  access  so  that  everybody  who 
wants  to  take  advantage  of  it  can,”  she 
said. 

She  continued  to  say  that  the  trustee 
position  has  to  be  able  to  balance  the  need 
for  unlimited  programs,  yet  remain  within 
the  limits  of  the  budget. 

"You  have  to  be  able  to  know  what's 
important  to  fulfill  the  educational  goals 
of  the  school,"  Connolly  said,  "that  has  to 


"It’s  not  something  that  I  have  to  of,  it's 
something  that  I  want  to  do,"  Pittroff  said. 
"  I  don't  have  anything  that  is  pressing  on 
my  time,  no  committments." 

She  sees  that  personal  contact  with  the 
college  as  equally  important  and  the 
business  contact  and  also  feels  that  the 
communication  lines  leave  much  for 
improvement 

Accessibility  is  important,  she  feels,  so 
that  more  of  the  community  can 
participate.  For  instance,  she  thinks  that 
there  should  be  another  building  built  for 
CD  at  the  northern  part  of  DuPage  County 
(Addison). 

She  also  felt  that  any  of  the  candidates 
running  could  do  a  good  job.

be  a  primary  consideration.  If  building  a 
building  doesn't  interfere  with  the  basic 
mission  of  providing  education  then  that's 
really  good.

She  feels  that  the  major  issue  of  parking 
concerns  those  that  have  been  overlooked. 
In  her  opinion  there  is  not  sufficient 
handicapped  parking  at  the  open  campus 
center  for  the  older  adult  institute 
students. 

She  is  concerned  for  the  female 
students  who  will  be  walking  across  the 
parking  lot  late  at  night.  As  far  as  walking 
for  10  minutes  from  a  far  away  spot 
during  the  day,  the  is  not  a  concern,  and 
convenience  is  not  part  of  the  issue  to  her. 

With  a  background  in  both  education 
and  business,  Connolly  is  concerned 
about  the  educational  needs  for  CD  as 
well  as  the  business  needs. 

"The  college  has  community  college 
programs  that  the  community  has  the 
right  to  participate  in,"  she  said.

the  students  and  they  have  the  right  to 
expect  to  come  here  for  events." 

There  are  variances  in  education 
offerings  at  CD  that  Connolly  feels  are  all 
of  equal  importance.  Upgrading  business 
skills,  first  time  college  students,  as  well 
as  students  who  are  going  to  college  just 
for  the  fun  of  the  classes  are  all  to  be 
taken  into  consideration  by  the  board. 

"The  community  and  businesses  in  the 
area  a  a  part  of  the  college  and  should 
remain  so,"  she  said.  "The  greatest  thing 
about  a  community  college  is  that  it  offers 
things  here  that  aren't  offered  anywhere 
else." 

She  feels  that  teachers  contribute  a 
great  amount  to  the  community.  Their 
paybacks  from  what  they  do,  is  not  what 
they  put  into  education,  they  are 
extremely  dedicated  to  their  profession. 

"1  feel  that  a  good  decision  for  business 
is  not  always  the  best  decision  for 
education,"  Connolly  said.  "CD  hires 
teachers  only  for  full  classes.  This  is  a 
good  business  decision,  but  it  is  not  a 
good  educational  decision.  The  essence  of 
good  instruction  is  on  the  needs  of  both 
the  curriculum  and  the  students." 


Jim  Rowoldt: 

Rowoldt  is  the  only  incumbent  of  the 
race  for  the  trustee  position.  He  has  served 
Cd  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  six  years 
and  for  the  last  two  he  has  been  chairman 
of  the  board. 

He  is  currently  working  for  Illinois  Bell 
telephone,  and  claims  that  he  is  in  the 
position  to  come  into  contact  with  many 
of  the  people  of  DuPage  County  and 
beyond. 

As  a  member  of  the  board  he  has  served 
on  most  of  the  committees.  Primarily  he 
served  on  the  Board  Policy  Committee, 
which  sets  the  guidelines  for  the 
administration,  faculty  and  students  to 
follow. 

He  served  on  the  Ad  Hoc  building 
committee  what  has  taking  part  in  erecting 
the  Arts  Center,  the  two  satellite  center, 
the  greenhouse,  paring  lot  expansions  and 
most  recently  the  computing  center. 

When  he  first  gained  office  six  years 
ago,  he  was  on  the  negotiations 
committee.  He  helped  with  the 
documentation  of  the  contract  which  was 
the  first  contract  ever  made  for  CD's 
faculty.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
finance  committee,  as  well  as  chairman, 
before  he  gained  his  rein  of  chairman  of 
the  board. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  currently  is 
devising  a  telecommunications  project  in 
which  Rowoldt  has  been  a  major 
contributor. 

He  said  that  he  has  really  enjoyed  his 
position  on  the  board.  He  enjoys 
interfacing  with  with  the  people  of  CD 
and  taking  part  in  the  day-to-day  activities 
of  the  school. 

He  feels  that  the  situation  that  he  is 
placed  in  at  his  job  for  Illinois  Bell  help 
him  to  deal  effectively  with  the  situations 
here  at  CD. 

Rowoldt  describes  his  job  as 
representing  the  school  and  commented 
that  at  conferences,  many  people  come  up 
to  hi,m  as  well  as  other  board  members,  to 
find  out  what  CD  is  doing. 

"We've  been  know  as  the  innovators. 
People  come  up  and  ask  the  members 
what  we  are  doing  so  that  they  can  get 
ideas  on  what  to  do  at  their  school,” 
Rowoldt  said. 

Recently  he  has  received  much  criticism 
by  the  faculty  regarding  his  participation, 


or  lack  of,  in  the  faculty  negotiations. 

"I  think  that  publically  negotiating  the 
contract  is  creating  dissension,"  Rowoldt 
said.  "When  a  trustee  member  sees  things 
in  the  paper  that  faculty  has  said  that  he 
doesn't  feel  is  true,  they,  not  me 
personally,  get  the  urge  to  start  to  fight 
back." 

Right  now  the  contracts  for  faculty  is 
still  being  worded  which  Rowoldt  feels  is 
ridiculous  at  this  point.  He  claims  that 
they  haven't  even  gotten  to  the  point  to 
discuss  salary.  He  also  feels  that  the 
negotiations  have  gone  on  for  two  long. 

"I  don't  take  personally  what  is  being 
said  about  me.  I  am  more  or  less  that 
scapegoat  because  they  lack  someone  else 
to  blame,"  he  said.

Rowoldt  claims  that  he  has  always,  until 
now,  gotten  along  with  the  other  faculty 
senate  chairpersons,  and  thinks  that  any  of 
them  would  support  him. 

In  his  opinion,  the  faculty  union  wants 
to  infiltrate  the  board  to  get  more  leverage 
on  salaries.  He  also  feels  that  the  union 
advocates  a  turnover  in  the  board  so  that 
hopefully  the  board  could  support  the 
faculty  in  their  cause. 

He  thinks  that  the  faculty  was  resentful 
that  he  could  not  promise  to  keep  them  as 
the  top  paid  faculty.  He  couldn't  promise 
this  because  he  cannot  prevent,  say  Harper 
from  giving  a  20  percent  salary  increase, 
which  would  make  the  school  put  a  lot  of 
money  out  to  keep  the  CD  faculty  even 
with  them. 

"I  would  like  to  think  that  in  my  six 
years  here  I  have  worked  hard,"  Rowoldt 
said.  "In  some  cases  I've  worked  harder 
than  any  of  the  other  members  of  the 
board.  It's  almost  an  embarrassment  to 
think  that  someone  wants  me  out  for 
political  reasons,  rather  than  the  efforts 
that  I  have  made  for  the  behalf  of  the 
school.  I'm  running  on  my  record.  Based 
on  that  I  ought  to  be  elected."

Baird  is  currently  working  as  an 
executive  vice-president  of  an  investment 
counseling  firm.  He  handles  investment 
portfolios  for  individuals,  churches,  as 
well  as  colleges.  He  stands  as  the 
chairman  of  the  finance  committee.

He  was  the  president  of  the  Glen  Ellyn 
school  board  15  years  ago  and  has  had 
experience  in  handling  negotiations  of 
salary  and  in  his  first  year  as  president  of 
the  board  he  had  to  hire  a  new 
superintendent. 

Baird  has  been  attending  CD’s  board 
meetings  regularly  and  has  also  has  taken 
a  good  close  look  at  CD's  financial 
records  and  he  feels  that  "the  school  has 
been  managed  very  well  over  the  years." 

"Most  of  the  people  that  endorsed  me 
were  impressed  that  I  had  done  my 
homework.  I  was  complimented  that  1  was 
being  supported,  but  I  was  a  little 
frightened  by  the  fact  that  people  would 
go  into  this  without  doing  their 
homework,"  Baird  said. 


Baird  would  like  to  propose  a  two  year 
program  that  offers  a  full  range  of  classes 
offered  in  the  afternoon. 

He  feels  that  this  would  solve  three 
problems;  parking  because  there  are  more 
spaces  available  in  the  afternoon, 
enrollment,  because  more  classes  would 
be  available  and  utilization  would  go  up 
because  there  are  many  classroom  open  in 
the  afternoon. 

"I  think  that  if  we  offer  classes  in  the 
morning  and  they  all  fill  up,  then  when 
someone  goes  to  register  for  an  afternoon 
class,  but  it  gets  dropped  because  the 
enrollment  is  too  low  people  will  start  to 
question  the  college's  credibility,"  Baird 
said. 

He  feels  his  job  as  a  trustee  for  CD 
would  be  to  keep, the  communication  lines 
open  between  the  faculty  and  the 
administration  and  the  board. 

"I  think  there  is  misunderstanding  on 
both  parts  (board  and  faculty),"  Baird 
said.  "There  is  dearly  an  element  of 
distrust  between  the  faculty  and  the  board. 
It’s  not  healthy,  you  can  disaggree  with 
each  other,  but  that’s  different  from 
distrusting  each  other." 

Jerry  Saimon: 

Saimon  is  currently  the  principal  of  St. 
James  school  in  Glen  Ellyn,  He  has 
already  served  a  term  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  CD  in  the  years  between 
1981-87.  He  has  taught  graduate  level 
courses  at  Northern  Illinois  University 
and  was  a  trainer  of  the  teacher  education 


program  at  St.  Francis  college. 

As  a  member  of  CD’s  board,  Saimon 
served  on  the  finance  committee  as  well 
as  policy  committee. 

During  his  term  the  Arts  Center,  the 
Physical  Education  building  as  well  as  the 
Students  Resource  Center  was  erected. 

Saimon  said,  "I’m  interested  in  running 
because  I  think  that  the  college  is  going  to 
play  a  major  role  in  the  future  of 
education." 

He  concerned  with  the  problem  of 
growing  so  rapidly  and  feels  that  he  can 
contribute  in  the  way  of  programs  and 
experience. 

"The  responsibilities  of  the  trustee 
position  is  to  develop  policies  in 
collaboration  with  the  faculty,  as  well  as 
serving  the  entire  district,"  Saimon  said.

Saimon  thinks  that  there  should  be  a 
higher  evaluation  of  programs  here  so  that 
they  could  be  changes  made  to  save 
money. 

He  feels  that  the  negotiation  issue  need 
to  be  settled.  He  thinks  that  there  is  never 
a  problem  that  can’t  be  solved  through 
negotiations. 

"I  think  that  I  would  be  a  good  balance 
for  the  board,  I  being  an  educator  with  a 
long  track  record  of  success.  I  represent 


the  entire  community  yet  I  am  concerned 
with  the  18  year  olds  as  well  as  the  40  and 
50  year  old  people,"  Saimon  said.  "1 
understand  school  finance,  I  have  been 
exposed  to  college  growth  and  what  affect 
it  has  had  on  the  students.  I  am 
experienced  with  negotiations  and  I’m 
dedicated  to  service.  I’d  like  to 
contribute." 

Ben-chieh  Liu: 

Liu  is  currently  employed  by  Chicago 
State  University  as  a  professor  of 
Business  Management  and  operations 
research.  He  also  the  president  of  Liu  and 
Associates,  a  consulting  business. 

He  is  also  the  president  of  Chinese 
Academic  and  Professional  Association 
and  sits  on  Governor  Jim  Thompson’s 
advisory  committee  for  export  businesses, 
he  is  the  president  of  the  Chinese 
Economics  Association  in  North  America. 

Liu’s  motivations  for  running  are  quite 
different  than  those  of  the  other 
candidates. 

He  is  running  so  that  he  may  set 
precedent  for  other  people  of  his  race  to 
get  involved  with  the  community. 

"I  am  entering  the  race  knowing  that  I 
will  not  win,"  Liu  said.  "I  am  entering  this 
race  so  that  I  can  demonstrate  how  other 
people  should  be  concerned  about  the 
quality  of  life.  I  think  that  a  lot  of  people 
need  to  be  involved  and  my  motivation  is 
to  generate  the  interest  of  the  public  to 
realize  and  recognize  the  importance  of 
education."

It  is  easy  to  question  the  direction  of  a  team 
heading  to  the  state  play-offs  after  losing  their 
final  two  games  of  the  regular  season. 

After  an  inspiring  comeback  and  a 
heartbreaking  loss  to  the  Illinois  Valley  (IV) 
Apaches  last  Saturday,  the  Chaparrals  will 
direct  their  motivation  towards  revenge.  CD 
will  host  the  Apaches  tomorrow  in  the  opening 


round  of  the  state  play-offs. 

While  the  Chaps'  first  defeat  of  the  season 
to  Grand  Rapids  two  weeks  ago  was 
convincing,  an  incredible  comeback  victory 
against  the  Illinois  Valley  Apaches  last 
Saturday  just  slipped  away. 

Quarterback  Curt  Miller  failed  to  return 
after  straining  muscles  in  his  neck  against 
Grand  Rapids,  leaving  the  game  in  the  hands 


of  back-up  quarterback  Myron  Nichols. 

The  Chaps  overcame  a  21-7  halftime  deficit 
behind  the  play  of  Nichols  (112  yards  passing, 
60  yards  rushing)  and  trailed  28-24  late  in  the 
game  before  failing  to  score  on  several 
opportunities. 

Wide  receiver  Lance  Lewis  dropped  two 
passes  in  the  end  zone,  then  slipped  on  the 
final  play  of  the  game  as  the  intended  pass

landed  untouched. 

The  Apaches  walloping  rushing  game  (225 
yards  in  the  game)  was  spearheaded  by  the 
running  of  backs  Anthony  Perry  (14  rushes  for 
73  yards)  and  Jimmie  Roberts  (13  rushes  for 
69  yards).  Both  terrorized  the  Chaparral's 
defense  as  Roberts  scored  two  first  half 
touchdowns  to  spot  the  Apaches  a  14-0  lead. 

"We  knew  they  could  run  the  ball,"  coach 
Bob  MacDougall  said.  "We  didn't  think  they'd 
run  it  as  effectively  against  us  as  they  did." 

CD  dug  into  the  Apaches'  lead  before  the 
first  half  as  running  back  Rodrigues  Carter 
scored  after  the  Chaps  blocked  a  punt  to  cut 
the  deficit  to  14-7. 

CD  again  showed  aggressiveness  on  IV's 
next  punt  as  they  attempted  to  block  it  for  the 
second  time.  This  time  the  effort  was  too 
forceful  as  the  Apaches  drew  a  roughing-the- 
kicker  penalty  from  CD  and  continued  their 
drive  that  led  to  another  score  and  a  21-7 
halftime  lead. 

"We  just  didn't  have  a  very  good  first  half," 
MacDougall  said.  "I  think  the  second  half  we 
played  very  well.  Offensively,  we  finally 
moved  the  football  and  scored  17  points, 
Defensively,  they  shut  them  down-did  a  great 
job." 

The  Chaps  began  to  come  back  in  the  third 
quarter  as  Nichols  directed  a  74-yard  drive  that 
ended  with  him  plunging  into  the  end  zone 
from  the  one-yard  line  to  cut  the  deficit  to  21- 
14. 

The  Chaps  began  their  second  drive  of  the 
third  quarter  from  the  Apaches'  49-yard  line 
and  ended  it  with  a  5-yard  run  by  Chuck 
Biggins  to  tie  the  game  at  21-21  late  in  the 
third  quarter.

Dynasties  in  athletics  are  difficult  to  build,  but  the  tradition  of  regional 
championships  built  by  the  CD  cross-country  team  gives  new  meaning  to  the  word. 

After  capturing  their  ninth  straight  regional  crown  last  Saturday,  the  Chaparral 
harriers  advanced  to  the  national  finals  and  continued  to  up-scale  the  landmark  by 
which  all  future  regional  winners  will  be  measured  against.

The  Chaps'  top  five  finishers  placed  among  the  15  best  in  the  race,  compiling  a 
team  point  total  of  37.  Waubonsee  finished  with  46  points,  while  Lake  County 
finished  a  distant  third  with  74  points. 

"We've  never  worried  about  anybody  else,"  Considine  said.  "I  just  tell  them  to 
concentrate  on  running  their  own  race  and  not  worry  about  anyone  else  there." 

After  running  on  one  of  the  toughest  courses  on  the  schedule  in  the  University  of 
Wisconsin-Parkside  Invitational  a  week  earlier,  Considine  was  concerned  with  the 
flatness  of  the  Region  IV  finals  course  at  Niles  West  High  School. 

"We  have  the  kind  of  guys  who  respond  better  to  tougher  courses,"  Considine  said. 
"The  flat  courses  are  more  conducive  to  the  half-mile  or  mile  types,  the  guys  with 
more  speed.  Our  team  is  more  endurance  oriented.  The  tougher  the  course,  the 
better  we  do." 

The  Chaps  finished  with  a  top-five  time  spread  of  2:17  in  the  regional  finals,  21 
seconds  behind  their  finish  a  week  earlier. 

"One  thing  a  cross-country  coach  does  is  to  try  to  get  their  guys  packed  together  as 
much  as  they  can,"  Considine  said.  "If  you  have  a  spread  over  two  minutes,  that's 
way  too  much." 

"It's  best  to  get  in  with  other  (runners)  so  they  can  pull  you  along.  That's  one  thing 
I  teach  them:  do  try  to  concentrate  on  your  teammates  as  much  as  you  can." 

The  NJCAA  finals  take  place  Saturday,  Nov.  11  in  Kansas  City,  Kan.  Last  year 
the  Chaps  placed  20th  out  of  23  teams.  CD  has  placed  as  high  as  fourth  (1985). 

With  a  two  week  lay-off  between  .regionals  and  national  finals,  Considine  will 
prepare  his  runners  mentally,  and  ease  up  on  the  physical  preparations. 

"The  work  has  all  been  done,"  Considine  said.  "So  it's  just  a  matter  of  fine-tuning 
now.  We  won't  do  any  real  strenuous  type  of  workouts  from  here  on  in.  It's  just 
more-less  just  kind  of  resting  up  for  that  one  key  performance."

Fot  five  weeks  CD  will  bp  hosting  the 
United  Way  campaign  and  after  only  three 
weeks  the  college  has  raised  $5,570. 

'The  United  Way  has  become  the  biggest, 
most  efficient  fund  raising  organization  in  the 
nation,"  said  Frances  Rutkus,  DuPage 
Regional  Office  for  United  Way, 

“It  is  comprised  of  volunteers  or  people  on 
loan  from  other  businesses  which  allows  the 
organization  to  put  forth  90  cents  out  of  every 
dollar  given,"  Rutkus  said. 

"This  money  will  help  one  out  of  every 
three  people  in  the  160  communities  in  the 
participating  Chicago  area,"  Rutkus  added. 

The  United  Way/Crusade  for  Mercy  is 
asking  CD  to  help  them  achieve  their  goal  of 
raising  $100  million  dollars  this  year. 

According  to  Elise  Benassi,  co-chairman  of 
the  United  Way  Campaign  Committee  at  CD, 
the  college  has  been  an  active  member  in 
raising  funds  for  United  Way  for  five  years  . 

"After  week  three  of  the  five-week  drive, 
CD  has  raised  $5,570,"  Benassi  said.  "This 
figure  is  just  $500  short  of  last  year's 
$6,055.49,  with  two  weeks  left  to  go.”  The 
United  Way,  like  other  charities,  depends 
greatly  on  those  who  are  willing  to  help. 

"One  of  the  reasons  for  high  return  of 
donated  dollars  is  that  the  parent  company 
pays  for  the  time  they  work  at  United  Way," 
Rutkas  said. 

This  years  campaign  seems  to  be  going  even 
better  than  last  year's. 

"It  looks  encouraging,"  said  Rutkas,  "It 
looks  like  we  should  meet  and  exceed  last 
year's  contributions." 


According  to  Benassi  there  are  many 
people  at  CD  who  are  willing  to  help. 

"Each  year  the  results  have  doubled,"  said 
Benassi,  "The  committee  at  CD  is  comprised 
of  faculty  members  from  all  areas  of  the 
college." 

According  to  Benassi,  there  are  donation 
cans  in  12  places  throughout  the  campus, 
including  the  cafeteria,  gymnasium,  library 
and  the  cashier's  office. 

According  to  Rutkus,  the  United  Way  helps 
a  lot  of  children. 

"Children  can  get  help  finding  a  home  when 
they  are  adopted  or  protection  if  they  are 
abused,"  Rutkus  said. 

Through  the  United  Way,  about  22,000 
children  with  lo-w-income  parents  will  receive 
day  care. 

Several  thousands  will  receive  therapy  for 
physical  or  mental  disabilities,  drug  or  alcohol 
abuse  or  family  and  school  problems. 

According  to  Rutkus,  the  funds  raised  will 
help  the  elderly,  give  job  training  to  the 
unemployed,  emergency  relief  for  victims  of 
floods  or  fires  and  it  will  also  aid  those  who 
are  suffering  from  abuse  as  well  as  offer 
classes  for  expectant  parents. 

Although  the  campaign  will  be  over  on  Nov. 
9,  Benassi  encourages  people  to  continue  to 
make  donations  through  the  Cashier’s  Office 
because  she  will  have  one  week  after  the  end 
of  the  campaign  to  calculate  all  of  the 
contributions. 

Rutkus  added,  "The  United  Way  is  a 
combination  of  people  who  care,  people  who 
need  care,  and  people  who  give  care." 


Health  Center 
provides  special 
services  for  CD

CD's  Health  and  Special  Serivices  center  is 
geared  to  help  students  needs. 

"We  are  here  to  help  everyone  lead  a 
healthier  life,"  Val  Burke  coordinator  of  Health 
and  Special  Services  said. 

With  good  health  in  mind,  there  are  many 
services  provided  at  CD,  not  only  for  students, 
but  employees  as  well. 

Through  an  agency  in  Wheaton,  health 
insurance  may  be  obtained  through  the  health 
office.  Health  monitoring  such  as  blood 
pressure,  blood  glucose,  hemoglobin  and 
weight  may  be  maintained  with  the  help  of  one 
of  the  five  nurses. 

Medications. for  minor  illnesses;  headaches, 
coughs,  flus  are  treated  with  over-the-counter 
drugs. 

"We  provide  good  advice  in  getting  well," 
Burke  said. 

For  more  serious  illnesses  every  Wednesday 
Dr.  M.M.Sharif  is  available,  by  appointment, 
to  answer  questions,  give  a  diagnosis,  and  if 
necessary  give  a  referral  to  a  physician. 

Another  big  part  of  the  health  services  is 
special  services  for  the  handicapped. 

"We  try  to  make  sure  they  have  the  same 
accessable  rights  as  the  other  students  do," 
Burke  said.

Night  Care  program  in  danger  of  closing

After  eight  years  of  caring  for  children  and  enabling  parents 
to  continue  their  education,  the  Child  Developement  Center's 
Night  Care  program  may  have  to  temporaritly  close  it's  doors. 

According  to  Diane  Smith,  Director  for  the  Child 
Development  Center(CDC),  the  Night  Care  Program  is  active 
during  the  regular  quarters  except  summer,  and  is  held  from 
5:30-10  p.m.,  Monday-Thursday.  Children  three  to  11  may 
attend. 

Tuition  is  $2.50  per  hour  for  one  child,  and  $1.25  per  hour 
for  each  additional  sibling. 

"This  fall  our  enrollment  was  down  considerably  from 
previous  falls,"  said  Smith.  "I  don't  understand  why  because  I 
thought  I  did  a  fair  amount  of  publicity." 

Smith  said  that  Fall  Quarter  is  usually  their  best  quarter. 

"Right  now  we  are  looking  at  the  possibility  or  even  the 
probability  of  closing  Night  Care  for  the  Winter  Quarter  unless 
we  get  more  enrollment,"  Smith  said. 

According  to  Smith,  for  the  students  attending  CD,  the  Night 
Care  program  is  crucial. 

"I  had  many  students  say  to  me.Tm  so  glad  this  program  is 
here,  I  couldn't  go  to  school  if  Night  Care  wasn’t  available  to 
watch  my  children,'"  Smith  said. 

Smith  said  that  it  would  be  a  real  hardship  if  CDC  has  to 
close  the  program. 

Right  now  the  Night  Care  program  has  been  averaging  five 


to  eight  children  a  night  and  according  to  Smith,  that  is  not 
enough  to  cover  the  cost. 

"I  would  like  to  see  the  program  have  12-15  children  a 
night,"  said  Smith,"  That  could  cover  our  costs  a  little  better." 

Night  Care  requires  pre-registration.  Smith  will  have  to 
know  how  many  children  will  be  attending. 

CDC  is  a  revenue  producing  department  of  the  college, 
which  means  they  have  a  budget  that  they  have  to  balance  every 
year. 

"We  don't  make  money  for  the  college,  but  we  can't  lose 
money  for  the  college  either,"  Smith  said,  "And  right  now  Night 
Care  is  losing  money." 

According  to  Smith  all  the  teachers  in  Night  Care  are  four 
year  degree  early  childhood  or  child  development  teachers. 

"These  are  highly  qualified  staff,  who  develop  a  very 
interesting  and  enjoyable  program  for  the  children. 

Smith  encourages  people  to  come  and  observe  the  CDC's 
programs. 

"It's  a  low  key  program,  the  kids  have  a  good  time,"  said 
Smith,  "It  is  not  an  academic  push  program  nor  is  it  just 
custodial  care." 

The  teachers  carefully  plan  what  goes  on  each  night  Smith 
said. 

"I  have  got  nothing  but  positive  feedback  about  this 
program,"  Smith  said. 

Smith  has  been  forced  to  send  a  letter  to  the  parents  of  those 
children  already  enrolled  in  Night  Care  asking  them  what  their 


plans  are  for  next  quarter. 

Smith  cannot  depend  on  the  current  enrollments.  She  has  to 
have  new  enrollments  for  the  Winter  Quarter  for  the  program  to 
remain  open. 

Smith  is  making  many  attempts  to  spread  the  word  about  the 
Night  Care  Program. 

"I'm  going  to  start  more  publicity  and  also  ask  instructors(to) 
inform  their  classes  of  the  program,"  Smith  said. 

According  to  Smith,  the  Night  Care  Program  is  not  only 
open  to  CD  students,  but  to  the  faculty  and  also  the  community 
at  large. 

If  closed,  the  program  will  affect  many  different  people 
involved  in  all  areas  of  the  college. 

"The  programs  here  in  the  CDC  are  also  used  as  a 
demonstration  sight,  for  the  child  care  and  development 
program,"  said  Smith,"  Most  of  our  classes  here  require 
observation  lab  hours,  so  Night  Care  is  beneficial  to  those  who 
can  only  observe  at  night." 

The  CDC  also  offers  Nursery  School ,  Day  Care  and  a  Parent 
Toddler  Program,  which  still  has  some  openings.  For  more 
information  contact  Diane  Smith  858-2800  ext.2026. 

"Night  Care  is  a  place  where  you  can  bring  your  children  and 
feel  safe  that  they  are  safe  and  not  left  with  someone  that  you 
are  unsure  of,"  Smith  said. 

I  don't  want  to  close  Night  Care,"Smith  said,  "I  know  how 
important  it  is  to  the  families  who  use  it."  J

One  issue  he  hopes  to  raise  consciousness  about  is 
the  world's  environment. 

"We  shouldn't  be  concerned  about  breaking  through 


the  ozone  layer  because  this  condition  will  potentially 
harm  us,  but  because  it  is  the  world's  ozone  layer  and 
we  are  destroying  it.. ..nature  belongs  to  man,  not  vice- 
versa,"  Barquero  said. 

Barquero  noticed  that  Americans  seem  to  be  less  in 
touch  with  their  feelings  than  Costa  Ricans. 

'There  is  also  only  right  or  wrong  here,  no  grey," 
Barquero  said. 

He  also  noticed  that  time  is  more  important  to 
Americans. 

"Everyone  needs  to  be  punctual,"  Barquero  said. 

Barquero  will  be  at  CD  until  June  of  1990.  Next 
quarter,  he  will  be  teaching  political  science,  history 
and  Central  American  contemporary  politics. 

Since  his  arrival  in  America  in  late  September,  he 
has  been  lecturing  and  interacting  with  people  from 
local  high  schools,  CD,  and  the  community. 

Originally,  Barquero  had  planned  to  be  a  Fulbright 
scholar  next  year,  but  the  opportunity  was  offered  to 
him  to  come  to  CD  earlier  this  year,  and  Barquero 
decided  to  take  it. 

Here,  he  hopes  to  "re-educate  people  as  far  as  the 
positive  aspects  of  life  go." 

In  Costa  Rica,  Barquero  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Liberation  Party.  He  works  with  the  president,  who 
has  been  a  close  personal  friend  to  Barquero  for 
several  years,  on  issues  such  as  housing,  culture,  labor, 
health,  and  education. 

Barquero  tries  to  enjoy  the  sense  of  living. 

"I  just  try  to  learn,"  said  Barquero,  "I  find  that  the 
effort  is  worthwhile."

Parking  problem  should  be  solved 


Are  you  tired  of  fighting  the  constant 
parking  battle? 

With  all  the  difficulty  and  struggle  it  takes 
to  complete  a  college  education,  no  one  should 
be  subjected  to  the  current  parking  nightmare 
at  CD. 

How  many  times  have  you  found  yourself 
ten  minutes  late  to  class  due  to  the  inability  to 
find  a  legal  parking  space.  It  is  often  pointed 
out  that  students  at  other  universities  must 
often  park  great  distances  from  their  classes 
and  walk.  However,  CD  is  a  commuter  college 
with  students  on  tight  time  schedules. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  present  93  percent  utilization 
of  our  parking  facilities  is  adequate.  To  the 
credit  of  some  members  of  the  administration 
there  has  been  recognition  that  more  parking 
facilities  are  needed. 

As  a  matter  of  policy,  each  year  the  Board  of 
Trustees  estimates  an  annual  increase  in 
enrollment  of  three  to  four  percent.  This  year  it 
was  26  percent. 

Every  year  since  the  middle  of  the  decade 
the  estimates  have  been  exceeded  by  actual 
enrollment.  The  present  parking  spaces 
available  is  5,  726  stalls  (out  of  a  grand  total  of 


6,433). 

It  is  obvious  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
needs  to  focus  more  on  the  priorities  of  the 
students. 

While  clearly  we  need  more  parking 
facilities,  there  is  an  overwhelming  lack  of 
enthusiasm  for  any  permanent  solution. 

At  the  same  time  money  is  being  spent  on 
such  important  projects  as,  a  new  fence  for  the 
softball  field  ($10,000),  new  gates  for  the 
faculty  and  staff  parking  lots  ($4,000).  a  tile 
floor  for  the  print  shop  ($3,500),  and  new 
carpeting  for  various  offices  ($  10,000/year 
through  1992  equaling  $40,000). 

CD  offers  us  the  "Challenge  to  Change". 

We  are  what  makes  this  institution  great. 
What  is  the  college  without  it's  students? 

CD  must  realize  that  like  anything  else  it  is 
a  product  for  consumption  and  some 
consideration  must  be  made  for  the  consumers, 
we  the  students. 

Parking  is  a  must!!

Some  of  CD's  Veterans  of  foreign

The  following  are  reflections  and  comments  from  several  CD 
war  veterans,  they  shared  with  me  their  experiences  in  war  and 
what  Veterans  Day  means  to  them.  I  would  like  to  thank  those 
who  were  willing  to  talk  about  it,  for  I  am  beginning  to 
understand  to  a  small  degree  how  hard  it  was.  War  is  hard  for 
everyone,  but  it  is  hardest  on  those  who  fought  in  it. 

In  commemoration  of  Veterans  Day,  the  following  statements 
will  hopefully  increase  the  level  of  respect  that  is  due  to  veterans 
and  place  a  greater  value  to  this  national  holiday. 

Thomas  Usry,  Chief  of  Public  Safety, 
Korean  War  Veteran 

"I  served  in  the  Korean  War  from  1952  to  1953.  I  was  a  Rifle 
Platoon  Sergeant  in  the  187th  Regimental  Combat  Team 
Airborne.  I  became  a  platoon  sergeant  within  a  short  time  by 
virtue  that  I  was  one  of  the  older  guys.  Not  year-wise,  but  I  had 
spent  about  three  to  four  months  with  the  platoon  and  I  was  still 
alive.  If  you  were  a  survivor  you  were  promoted.

1  learned  that  war  was  a  very  horrible  thing.  Sometimes  you 
wonder  if  there  are  any  winners.  The  Korean  War  was  described 
as  a  police  action  and  not  a  war.  However,  the  number  of 
casualties  in  that  war  were  extremely  excessive  for  such  a  short 
duration  conflict.  The  U.S.  lost  58,000  men  killed  in  action.  The 
Korean  War  has  become  known  as  the  forgotten  war. 

A  lot  of  things  happened  in  Korea  that  made  a  lot  of  people 
think.  We  had  to  ask  ourselves  if  the  Oriental  people  were  fit  to 
live  with  because  we  wound  up  fighting  the  Chinese,  the 
Mongolians  and  the  North  Koreans?  I  say  this  from  the  stand 
point  that  they  just  did  not  deem  life  as  a  essential  thing.  They’d 
throw  thousands  and  thousands  of  troops  at  us  knowing  fully 
well  that  we  had  air  superiority  and  fire  superiority  from  artillery. 
We  didn't  have  to  send  anybody  to  do  a  body  count  because  we 
could  do  that  from  our  positions.  A  whole  valley  full  of  dead 
people.  We  felt  bad  in  the  sense  that  the  enemy  sent  people  out 
at  night,  not  really  to  retrieve  their  dead  or  take  away  their 
wounded,  but  to  strip  their  uniforms  off  to  give  to  somebody  else, 
to  go  through  their  pockets  and  retrieve  rations,  and  to  retrieve 


arms  and  ammunition.  We,  who  served  in  Korea,  felt  badly 
about  an  armistice  because  nobody  won  this  conflict.  I  don't 
think  that  anybody  realized  that  we  had  lost  58,000  men  at  the 
time. 

We  had  several  thousand  men  captured.  Why  were  these  men 
who  were  captured  by  the  enemy,  tortured,  brain-washed, 
deprived  of  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  suddenly 
forced  to  decide  that  Communism  was  the  way  to  go  and  stayed 
with  the  enemy? 

I  have  been  invited,  like  so  many  other  G.I.s,  to  go  back  to 
Korea  to  receive  a  war  medal  from  the  Korean  government.  I 
have  no  desire  to  go  back  there.  I  don't  have  any  good  memories 
of  war.  I  lost  a  lot  of  good  friends.  I  buried  a  lot  of  good  friends 
and  soldiers.  I  know  what  I  did.  I  know  why  I  did  it.  I  don’t 
think  that  I  ever  want  to  go  back  there. 

Nov.  11  is  literally  the  second  time  of  the  year  when  the 
country  and  veterans  can  reflect  on  what  war  is.  What  it  means 
to  have  peace  and  freedom.  On  Nov.  11  at  11  o'clock  the  great 
war  as  it  has  been  put,  WWI,  stopped.  It  stopped  so  abruptly  that 
the  last  known  American  soldier  that  died  in  WWI,  died  at  10:59 
a.m..  At  11  o'clock,  one  minute  later,  all  was  quiet  and  nobody 
was  shooting  at  one  another.  It  was  as  if  it  never  had  happened. 
Yet,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  had  died  or  were  maimed, 
who  will  remain  in  hospitals  for  the  rest  of  their  lives,  due  to  the 
inhumanities  shown  by  warring  armies...the  inhumanity  of  man 
during  war  is  always  going  to  be  present.  It  is  rather  curious  to 
see  one  nation  have  so  little  regard  for  life  and  another  nation 
make  it  the  most  precious  thing  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

Veterans  Day  is  a  day  when  all  veterans  can  reflect  on  friends, 
comrades  in  arms,  places  they've  been  stationed  in,  units  they've 
been  in,  take  a  moment  in  the  day  to  remember  those  who  aren't 
with  us. ..On  Veterans  Day  I  seek  out  friends,  people  I  served 
with,  friends  in  general  and  say  isn't  it  nice  to  have  peace?" 

John  McCauley,  Psychology  Professor, 
World  War  II  Veteran 

"I  served  in  WWH  from  June  of  1943  to  Nov.  of  '45.  I  was  in 
the  infantry  in  combat  in  Europe  and  a  prisoner  of  war  in 
Germany. 

War  is  such  a  different  experience  that  you  never  forget  it.  I 
wouldn't  say  that  it  traumatizes,  but  it  is  a  memorab  e  thing.  It 
did  me  a  lot  of  good.  Although,  I  would  not  recommend  it  as  a 
way  to  have  something  do  you  a  lot  of  good,  but  in  my  case  it 
was  a  very  beneficial  experience. 

...Veterans  Day  has  always  been  a  special  day  for  me  and  other 
veterans  than  perhaps  to  other  people  who  have  not  had  that 
experience  (of  serving  in  a  war).  I  do  believe  that  the  veterans  of 
this  country  deserve  the  recognition  that  Veterans  Day  gives  them 
and  I  don't  mean  that  in  a  flag-waving  sort  of  way.  This  country 
is  great  and  it  is  worth  keeping  it  that  way. 

...WWn  was  a  popular  war.  Everyone  wanted  to  get  rid  of  the 
evil  forces  of  Hitler  and  Hirohito.  The  response  of  the  public 
once  we  got  back  was  very  positive.  It  was  more  positive  then 
that  of  the  Vietnam  veterans,  who  almost  had  to  sneak  back.  The 


aura  of  the  time  was  very  good  when  we  returned.  It  was  like 
everyone  was  saying— welcome  back!" 

Alan  Bergeson,  Reference  Librarian 
Professor,  Vietnam  War  Veteran 

"I  served  in  Vietnam  from  1968  to  1969  as  a  Company  Armor 
and  an  later  on  as  an  advisor.  We  served  a  one  year  term,  unless, 
you  had  the  misfortune  of  being  wounded.  It  was  really  the  big 
difference  in  our  service  because  we  knew  when  we  were  going 
home.  Veterans  from  WWII  and  the  Korean  War  went  for  the 
duration  and  they  did  not  know  when  the  war  was  going  to  end. 

Before  Vietnam,  I  had  never  faced  war.  People  got  killed. 
When  you  are  young  you  are  invincible  and  you  feel  that  you  are 
going  to  live  forever.  You  find  out  very  quickly  just  how  serious 
war  was. ...Vietnam  was  a  war  that  was  fought  by  young  people. 
Most  of  those  fighting  were  ohly  nineteen  years  old. 

...We  were  very  confused.  It  was  not  a  clear-cut  war.  In 
WWH,  the  enemy  was  clear  and  they  had  in  a  sense  attacked  us. 
In  Vietnam  you  didn't  know  who  the  good  or  bad  guys  were. 
You  never  knew  if  you  were  there  for  the  right  reasons  or  not. 
Historically  and  even  now,  it  is  still  hard  to  determine  if  there 
was  a  justification  for  our  participation  in  that.

...Most  of  what  being  in  a  war  to  me  was  getting  bit  by 
mosquitoes,  not  getting  sleep,  being  wet  all  the  time,  not  having 
good  food.  We  would  go  for  long  periods  of  time  without  seeing 
any  kind  of  combat  and  you  had  to  deal  with  those  sort  of 
problems.  All  armies  have  had  to  face  that.  It  is  where  the  drug 
or  alcohol  thing  comes  in.  Every  army  faces  that  and  they  go 
through  the  same  kind  of  things.  Nothing  is  really  new.  People 
like  to  think  that  the  Vietnam  experience  was  something  that  was 
new  or  unique,  but  it  wasn't  It  was  a  war  like  any  other  war, 
however,  it  had  its  unique  aspects. 

I  think  that  Veterans  Day  is  one  of  those  holidays  that 
everyone  gets  excited  because  we  get  a  day  off.  Like  so  many 
other  holidays,  we  sometimes  loose  perspective  about  it.  I  think, 
for  my  era,  of  the  Vietnam  Memorial  because  it  is  the  one  true 
memorial  that  looks  at  the  real  tragedy  of  what  happens  in  wars. 
There  is  almost  a  kind  of  reverence  related  to  it  as  people  have 
said.  I'm  looking  forward  to  going  to  it  and  I  am  going  to  do  like 
everyone  else  because  I  can  still  remember  names  of  friends  who 
were  killed.  This  was  the  great  sacrifice  that  they  made. 

...You  remember  the  people  who  made  sacrifices  for  the  things 
that  we  believe  in,  but  at  the  same  time  you  remember  the 
tragedies  of  lost  youth  and  other  people.  On  the  other  hand  you 
look  at  what  is,  currently,  going  on  in  the  news  about  the  East 
Germans  leaving  their  country  looking  for  this  thing  called 
freedom  which  we  in  this  country  take  for  granted  and  fought  for 
often.  It  is  always  a  good  question.  If  we  go  to  Vietnam  and 
ask  if  we  were  fighting  for  the  freedom  of  Americans  it  becomes 
a  good  question  which  I  can't  answer.  Our  willingness  to  fight 
for  this  notion  is  important. 

...I  hope  that  there  is  a  legacy  from  Vietnam  that  because  the 
war  was  so  controversial  no  President  has  really  been  able  to  gel 
us  involved  in  another  protracted  war.  We  had  Reagan  and  his 
Grenada  thing  and  a  few  other  incidents,  but  I  think  that 
Congress  and  the  American  people  are  still  weary.  If  we  learned 
something  from  Vietnam  it  was  that  there  are  unwinnable  wars. 
Wars  from  which  we  have  to  withdraw  and  that  is  an  important 
legacy  from  Vietnam. 

...It  would  be  wonderful  for  everyone  on  Veterans  Day  to  put 
out  a  hope  for  world  peace." 

Ted  Tilton,  Central  Campus  Provost, 
Korean  War  Veteran 

"I  served  in  the  Korean  War  in  the  Navy  from  1950  until  it 
ended  in  1953,  but  I  stayed  in  the  service  until  1954.  I  dropped 
out  of  school  on  my  seventeenth  birthday  and  joined  the  Navy. 
When  I  went  into  the  Korean  War  it  was  already  six-months 
old. 

Some  of  the  valuable  lessons  that  I  learned  was  teamwork.  It 
was  very  important  because  it  helps  all  the  way  through  life.  I 
also  learned  about  a  variety  of  people  by  working  and  living  with 
people  from  different  backgrounds,  lifestyles  and  values. 
Somehow,  under  stressful  conditions,  generally  speaking,  the  real 
person  emerges  and  you  get  to  observe  how  people  really  are. 

On  the  ship,  I  was  in  fire  controlment  which  dealt  with  guns 
and  radar.  There  was  a  big  difference  in  being  on  a  boat  then 
being  on  the  front  lines.  We  had  a  warm  bed  to  sleep  in  at  night. 
We  always  had  good  food  to  eat  and  we  could  sec  what  the  Army 
and  the  Marines  were  going  through  with  our  binoculars.. .we 
didn't  have  it  that  bad  in  the  Navy.  We  would  go  on  the  land  for 
30  days  to  do  our  thing  and  then  we'd  go  back  to  Japan  for  r&r. 
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wars  speak  of  theirexperiences 


...(In  returning  to  the  U.S.)  there  wasn't  any  negativism  on  the  part  of  the  American 
people.  There  was  no  controversy  I  guess.  We  had  just  recovered  from  WWII.  There  was 
still  that  feeling  of  patriotism.  I  guess  that  I  felt  sorry  for  the  Vietnam  veterans  who  had 
gotten  drafted,  by  no  fault  of  their  own,  and  had  come  back  to  a  very  unsympathetic  public. 
They  were  the  ones  that  had  paid  a  higher  emotional  price. 

...On  Veterans  Day,  I  feel  very  proud  and  grateful  for  those  soldiers  who  had  to  give  the 
supreme  sacrifice  so  that  we  can  live  the  life  that  we  live.  Those  soldiers  are  the  ones  that  I 
think  we  celebrate. 

I  always  get  chills  up  and  down  my  spine  when  I  see  our  flag  go  by  and  I  stand  with  my 
hand  over  my  heart  and  I  sing  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner."  It  concerns  me  a  little  bit  when 
sometimes  I  see  other  people  not  appreciating  what  all  that  means  or  at  least  expressing  it. 
But,  one  of  the  reasons  that  we  go  to  war  and  do  those  things  is  so  that  those  people  also  can 
exist  and  do  what  they  want  to  do.  They  don't  all  have  to  have  the  same  values  or  live  the 
same  way  that  you  do. 

Keep  in  mind  that  as  a  young  kid,  I  was  only  seventeen-years  old,  I  didn't  think  all  of 
those  things  were  dominant  in  my  mind  at  the  time.  All  of  this  seems  to  have  come  as  a 
reflection  from  looking  back  at  my  experience. 

You  learned  an  awful  lot  about  yourself  when  you  under  those  stressful  situations  besides 
learning  about  other  people  and  they  way  they  are.  You  learn  about  your  ability  to  deal  with 
fear,  if  you  can,  and  more  about  yourself  when  you  are  exposed  to  those  types  of  things 
which  I  think  is  positive,  for  those  that  can  handle  it.  For  those  who  can't,  it  is  obviously 
very  traumatic. 

I  still  would  recommend  military  service  to  young  people,  but  not  war. 

Bill  Fox,  Computer  Information  Systems  Professor, 
Korean  War  Veteran 

"I  was  a  platoon  leader  in  a  machine  gun  platoon  in  Korea  for  one  year,  but  I  served  from 
1950  to  1954.  I  started  as  a  platoon  sergeant.  The  platoon  leader  managed  to  step  on  a  land 
mine,  so  he  left  early  taking  a  few  of  my  men  who  were  wounded.  I  took  over  his  job. 

I  learned  that  you  have  to  keep  your  head  down  when  there's  incoming  artillery.  I  also 
learned  that  war  is  hours  and  hours  of  boredom  interspersed  with  moments  of  sheer  terror. 
That  is  how  I  would  characterize  war  in  general  at  least  for  people  in  the  combat  arms,  but  it 
may  be  different  for  the  service  troops. 

All  veterans,  at  least  those  who  served  after  WWII,  felt  that  their  efforts  to  defend  our 
country  probably  weren't  as  appreciated  by  the  civilian  public  as  they  should  have  been. 

After  WWn  there  is  always  a  certain  stigma  with  being  a  member  of  the  military  forces. 
It  was  not  true  during  WWII,  obviously,  because  those  people  were  treated  as  heroes.  That 
(positive  response  by  the  public)  was  not  characteristic  of  the  Korean  War  and,  obviously, 
not  characteristic  of  the  Vietnamese  conflict. 

So  there  is  always  that  reaction  to  that  so-called  lack  of  recognition  or  appreciation. 

I  There  is  also  a  reaction  by  most  soldiers,  that  sometimes  occurs  years  after  the  exposure, 
where  they  have  what  are  sometimes  called  flashbacks.. .there  is  no  way  that  your  mind  is 
simply  going  to  obliterate  those  experiences  and  sometimes  they  come  up  subconsciously. 
Virtually,  any  dramatic  experience  can  cause  that  kind  of  reaction  .  It  is  like  being  in  a  fire 
and  escaping  by  the  skin  of  your  teeth. 

On  a  whole,  it  is  an  experience  that  I  am  glad  to  have  had  because  it  helped  me  to  mature 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  something  that  most  people  want  to  repeat  over  and  over 
again. 

I  remember  when  I  went  combat  jumping  in  Korea.  The  thing  is  that  when  we  made  the 
jump  we  were  supposed  to  jump  behind  the  lines  and  we  thought  we  were,  but  the  lines 
were  sort  of  fluid  at  the  time  and  there  was  no  enemy  on  the  ground  when  we  got  there. 
Some  people  still  got  injured  on  the  jump,  but  there  was  very  minimal  amount  of  enemy 
resistance  on  the  ground.  You  never  know  that  when  you  are  a  paratrooper.  You  always 
expect  the  worst  and  hope  for  the  best. 

Marvin  Segal,  Business  Law  Professor,  World  War  II 
Veteran 

"I  was  in  the  Army  Air  Corp  from  1943-46  as  part  of  the  Air  Transport  Command. 

I  was  in  Hawaii  when  the  atom  bomb  was  dropped.  I  felt  terrible.  It  was  one  of  the 
greatest  mistakes  that  America  ever  made.  Truman  was  a  great  President,  but  he  made  one 
big  mistake  with  the  atom  bomb.  I  also  believe  that  the  atom  bomb  would  not  have  been 
thrown  if  it  was  against  4  Caucasian  country.  In  my  way,  I  detect  an  under-current  of  racism 
in  having  dropped  the  bomb.  It  was  a  terrible,  terrible  thing  to  do  to  anybody.

Veterans  Day  is  always  a  tragic  day  because  you  think  back  at  the  war.  I  had  a  number  of 
friends  and  classmates  that  were  killed.  When  I  think  of  Veterans  Day,  I  think  of  them. 

When  I  was  in  Manila,  I  went  to  a  large  cemetery.  One  of  my  friends  was  killed  on  the 
ship.  Five  Sullivan  Brothers,  which  was  missing  in  action.  I  found  his  name  on  the  plaque. 
It  was  a  very  moving  experience. 

War  is  always  a  bitter  and  sad  memory.  It  is  a  terrible  waste  of  man-power,  talent  and 
genius.  Who  knows  what  some  of  those  young  boys  could  have  done  or  contributed  to  the 
world  if  they  had  had  a  chance  to  live  and  mature? 

With  me  personally  being  Jewish,  I  think  of  the  six  million  Jews  who  were  killed  in  the 
Holocaust.  It  was  fifty  years  ago,  but  you  still  wrestle  with  those  numbers  and  try  to  think 
about  it.. .six  million  people  dying  is  beyond  your  imagination. 

I  hate  war,  but  I  think  that  I  would  agree  with  Studs  Terkei  who  said,  This  was  the  last 
good  war  or  the  last  just  war  because,  certainly,  the  free  world  had  to  take  a  stand  and  bring 
an  end  to  what  Hitler  and  Nazi  Germany  stood  for.' 

...There  were  sixteen  million  men  and  women  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  in  WWII.  I 
think  that  for  most  of  them  it  was  a  cultural  awakening.  They  found  out  how  people  in  other 


parts  of  the  U.S.  as  well  as  in  the  rest  of  the  world  lived.  Before  the  war,  most  of  the  people 
who  went  into  the  armed  forces  lived  a  very  narrow,  circumscribed  life..  If  you  lived  in  Illinois 
you  never  left;  the  state  California,  Florida  and  New  York  were  the  ends  of  the  world.  North 
Africa,  Europe  and  the  Pacific  were  places  on  the  map  and  nobody  ever  dreamed  of  visiting 
them.  Suddenly,  we  were  all  over  the  world. 

Veterans  Day  is  always  memories.  I  can’t  watch  a  parade  because  I  always  cry.  I  think  of 
kids  I  grew  up  with  and  friends  from  school  who  lost  their  lives.  It  is  too  tragic. 

I  have  no  regrets.  I  felt  then  and  I  feel  today  that  WWII  was  an  experience  that  my  generation 
had  to  share.  I  wanted  to  be  a  part  of  it  in  any  way  that  I  could.  In  1942, 1  couldn't  drive  a  car, 
but  I  volunteered  for  the  Aviation  Cadet  program.  Lucky  for  me  and  lucky  for  the  Army,  I  was 
turned  down  because  of  my  back.  I  doubt  that  I  ever  would  have  made  a  pilot. 

...Both  Vietnam  and  Korea  were  unpopular  wars.  The  veterans  weren't  treated  as  well  as  they 
might  have  been.  But  I  came  back  in  Oct.  of  1946,  by  that  time  the  bands  had  stopped  playing 
and  the  girls  weren't  throwing  kisses  so  I  really  can't  say  that  I  was  welcomed  as  some  kind  of 
hero.  I  guess  there  was  a  difference  and  from  what  I've  read  I  can  understand  the  Vietnam 
veterans'  feelings  of  rejection  and  frustration. 

...All  of  my  friends  and  I  believed  that  our  country  was  at  war,  therefore,  we  had  to  do 
whatever  was  necessary  to  help  in  the  war  effort.  If  that  meant  being  killed,  well  that  was  whal 
we  could  do  for  our  country."

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1989-90  Men's  Basketball  Preview 

Quickness  and  defence  to  pace  Chaparrals

The  1989-1990  Chaparral  basketball 
program  will  have  a  different  look  from  last 
year,  both  on  the  court  and  on  the  sidelines. 

With  only  one  returning  player,  and  a  new 
assistant  coach,  the  Chaps  will  also  feature  a 
new  style. 

"DuPage  is  going  to  have  a  different  game 
this  year,"  according  to  coach  Don  Klaas. 
"This  year  we'fe  going  to  try  and  go  after 
people,  because  I  have  some  quickness.  With 
17  freshman,  the  process  may  take  months  to 
determine  exactly  what  I  have." 

Julius  Burrell,  the  6’4”  forward  that  led  CD 
to  the  Regional  Tournament  championship 
game  last  year  with  a  last  second  shot  in  the 
semi-finals,  is  Klaas'  only  returning  player. 

Burrell  averaged  18  points  a  game  last  year 
and  was  named  to  the  all-conference  team. 
While  he  will  still  have  an  important  role  on 
the  team,  he  will  not  be  relied  upon  to  score 
as  much,  according  to  Klaas. 

"Last  year  Julius  was  one  of  the  guys  who 
could  score,"  Klaas  said.  "We  had  trouble 
scoring  last  year.  I  think  were  gonna  score  a 
little  easier  this  year.  "

Notably  missing  from  the  court  this  year  will 
be  Klaas'  brother  and  10-year  assistant  Steve 
Klaas.  Steve  Klaas  took  a  position  at 
Adams-Fricndship  High  School  in  Wisconsin, 
where  he  will  be  coaching  golf,  assisting  in 
football  and  basketball,  as  well  as  teaching. 

Bob  Hoppenstedt,  a  former  coach  at 
Wheaton  North  High  School  and  other  local 
schools,  will  have  the  same  role  as  the  former 
assistant,  according  to  Klaas. 

"I  think  the  role  will  be  pretty  much  that 
same,”  Klaas  said.  "I  like  to  give  my 
assistants  a  lot  of  responsibility." 

"I  really  lost  a  dandy  of  a  coach  in  my 
brother,  an  outstanding  basketball  mind.  But 
I’ve  gained  a  dandy.  He's  got  an  excellent 
basketball  mind.  He's  excellent  with  kids. 

"I'm  hoping,  by  mid-season,  that  this  team 
has  created  it's  own  identity,  has  created  it's 
own  style.  Right  now  I'm  giving  it  a  style. 
This  team  will  tell  me  what  style  it  has  to  go 
to  as  we  continue." 

This  year's  team  is  much  quicker  than  last 
year's,  according  to  Klaas,  who's  team  will 
play  an  open  court  game. 

'The  strength  of  this  team  is  the  quickness, 
the  ability  to  put  pressure  on  the  ball,  and 
people  who  have  ball  skills,"  Klaas  said. 
"And  that  means  you  can  run  with  it.  I  think 
we're  going  to  score  a  lot  more  points  because 
of  our  style  of  play,  unless  after  I've  been  with 
the  team  enough  that  it  tells  me  we  need 
something  else." 

"We're  going  to  extend  the  defense,  and  use 
full-court  pressure.  We'll  try  to  go  with  it 
every  opportunity  we  can.  The  basic  style  of 
getting  great  shots  will  not  change.  We've  got 
to  get  the  great  percentage  shots.  The 
emphasis  on  the  defense  will  not  change. 

With  a  dominating  number  of  new  faces, 
Klaas  is  concerned  with  the  team's  ability  to 


"And  I  try  to  impress  that  on  my  players.  We 
feel  we  have  some  talented  players.  Now  it 
depends  on  how  we  blend.  How  we  blend 
with  our  personalities,  my  coaching  style, 
their  workability.  "All  those  things  must 
blend.  Will  we  play  as  individuals  or  will  we 
have  that  chemistry  that  you  have  to  have  to 
be  a  winner?  There  are  so  many  unanswered 
questions." 

Much  of  the  blending  will  come  through  on 
defense,  which  is  emphasized  on  every  Klaas 
team. 

"The  biggest  difference  between  high 
school  and  college  basketball  is  the  defense 
that  is  played,"  Klaas  said.  "Kids  have  got  to 
be  able  to  stop  somebody.  The  secret  of 
winning  is  that  you  got  to  play  great  defense. 
You  have  to  play  outstanding  defense  if  you're 
going  to  be  a  consistent  winner." 

Despite  all  of  the  new  faces  on  the  Chap's 
team  this  year,  CD  is  not  the  only  team  to  lose 
key  players  from  last  year.  Many  of  the  other 
teams  in  the  conference  will  be  without 
returning  players,  including  defending 
conference  champions  Illinois  Valley,  who 
lost  all  five  of  last  year's  starters.  Moraine 
Valley,  Triton,  and  Joliet  each  lost  an  all¬ 
conference  player  from  last  year. 

The  Triton  Trojans,  however,  look  to  have 
done  an  especially  fine  job  of  recruiting, 
according  to  Klaas. 

"Boy,  ,doesn't  Triton  look  outstanding," 
Klaas  said.  "I  mean  their  roster,  they're  so 
huge." 

Triton  will  feature  6'11"  Raphael  Spencer  as 
well  as  two  players  listed  at  6'8". 

Klaas  sees  Triton,  Illinois  Valley,  and 
Moraine  Valley  as  the  top  competition  in  the 
N4C  conference  this  year,  and  is  not  quite 
sure  where  his  team  will  fit  in. 

"Those  three  programs  without  a  doubt 
would  have  to  be  at  the  top  of  my  list.  I  don’t 
know  how  we  could  be  (considered  as  good 
as  those  teams).  We  have  Julius  back,  who 
was  the  only  freshman  to  make  the  all¬ 
conference  team.  But  one  man  doesn't  make 
a  basketball  team." 

The  conference  Tace  should  be  close 
compared  to  last  year,  when  Illinois  Valley 
played  to  a  perfect  14-0. 

"There  will  not  be  someone  as  dominating 
as  IV  was,"  said  Klaas.  "I  can't  imagine 
someone  being  as  dominating  as  they  were  to 
win  as  much  as  they  did." 

Despite  all  of  the  new  players,  Klaas’  goals 
for  the  season  are  still  the  same  as  they  are 
every  year. 

"My  goals  are  exactly  the  same  every 
year,"  Klaas  said.  "They  don't  change  no 
matter  what  kind  of  team  we  have." 

Those  goals  include  winning  their  first 
game,  winning  all  tournaments  CD  is  in, 
finishing  the  season  with  at  least  20  wins,  and 
winning  the  regional  tournament. 

Before  the  season  starts,  however,  Klaas' 
team  will  focus  on  his  player’s  studies.  Last 
year  the  Chaps  lost  two  players  to  academic 
ineligibilities. 

"Our  goals  before  the  season  starts  are  to 
get  in  great  shape,  study  hard,  and  stay 
eligible,"  Klaas  said. 

"If  a  kid  doesn't  have  good  study  skills,  and 
I  get  kids  who  don't  have  good  study  skills, 
we  can  help  them  here.  I  want  them  to 
succeed."

The  Chaparrals  were  not  ready  for  a  test  of 
their  character  two  weeks  ago  when  they  met 
the  Illinois  Valley  Apaches  in  the  final  game  of 
the  regular  season. 

After  a  28-24  loss  to  the  Apaches  that 
allowed  conference  opponent  Harper  College 
to  share  the  N4C  title  with  CD,  the  Chaps 
entered  the  Region  IV  play-offs  against  the 
same  Apaches  last  weekend  posed  with  a  new 
test  of  character.  The  ability  to  seek  revenge. 

Quarterback  Curt  Miller  returned  on 
Saturday  after  suffering  a  neck  injury  two 
weeks  earlier  and  led  the  Chaps  to  a  33-15 
triumph  with  224  yards  of  passing  and  a 
touchdown. 

"Our  kids  passed  a  great  character  test  today," 
said  coach  Bob  MacDougall.

Pandolfi  (21  yards)  set  up  a  four-yard 
touchdown  ran  by  Carter. 

Following  another  defensive  halt  by  the 
Chaps,  Miller  again  went  to  work  on  the 
Apache  defense  with  37  seconds  left  in  the 
half.  A  14-yard  pass  reception  by  Lance 
Lewis  followed  by  a  19-yard  strike  to  Pandolfi 
and  a  26-yard  catch  by  Charlie  Davidson  set 
up  another  Simmons  field  goal  and  gave  CD  a 
24-3  halftime  lead. 

The  Chaps  put  the  game  away  for  good  in 
the  third  quarter  with  a  26-yard  touchdown 
pass  from  Miller  to  Pandolfi. 

Miller  also  broke  the  school  record  for 
career  passing  yards  in  the  game.  He  now  has 
2,371  career  yards. 


Chaps  advance  to  tournament  final;  lose  1-0

The  Midwest  District  Tournament 
championship,  an  unpredictable  season  for  the 
Chaparrals,  and  a  weekend  of  overtime  all 
came  down  to  a  referee's  whistle  and  disputed 
judgement  on  a  foul  by  the  Chaparrals. 

With  four  seconds  left  in  the  fourth  sudden 
death  period  last  Sunday,  Louis  Clark  College 
was  awarded  a  direct  kick  and  scored  to  beat 
the  Chaps  and  1-0  and  end  their  season. 

When  it  was  over,  coach  Jim  Kelly  was  the 


first  to  leave  the  field.  Before  any  spectators 
left  their  seats,  and  before  goalkepper  Pat 
Eelnurme  and  teammates  finished  their  dispute 
on  the  game  ending  goal,  Kelly  was  in  the 
locker  room,  realizing  that  arguing  would  not 
change  the  result. 

"We  were  the  better  team,"  said  Kelly  after 
the  game.  'We  should  have  won  the  game  in 
regulation  time." 

"I  told  them  to  just  keep  playing  they  way 
they  were,  and  the  chance  would  come." 


It  took  four  overtime  periods  for  the  kickers 
from  Louis  Clark  to  finally  crack  the  defense 
for  the  winning  score.  However,  the  final  goal 
didn't  come  without  controversy. 

A  whistle  against  the  Chaps  in  front  of  CD’s 
goal  allowed  Louis  Clark  a  direct  kick  from 
the  left  side  of  the  goal.  Goalkeeper  Pat 
Eelnurme  positioned  himself  against  the  left 
goal  post  and  watched  the  kick  deflect  to  the 
ground  and  roll  past  a  defending  Don  Emma 
into  the  goal. 


"He  wasn't  a  great  referee,  but  at  least  he 
was  consistent,"  said  Kelly.  "He  was  making 
bad  calls  against  both  teams."  Eelnurme 
agreed  that  the  referees  did  not  lose  the  game 
for  the  Chaps. 

"It  was  a  good  game,”  said  Eelnurme.  "You 
just  got  to  go  out  there  and  play.  You  can't  let 
the  referees  bother  you.  There  just  trying  to 
keep  the  game."

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Board  of  Trustee  election  ends 

Baird  and  Connolly  defeat  four  other  candidates

Nolan  Baird  and  Peggy  Connolly  emerged 
as  victors  in  the  race  for  the  two  open  spots  on 
CD's  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  six  candidates,  Connolly  (30,686 
votes),  Baird  (22,727),  Jim  Rowoldt 
(14,201),  Irma  Pitroff  (12,228),  Ben-chieh 
Liu  (9,974)  and  Jerrald  J.  Sainton  (7,630) 
received  a  combined  total  of  65,611  votes 
from  the  752  precincts. 

The  two  winners  were  officially  accepted 
as  such  at  the  canvas  board  meeting  Nov. 
13. 

"I  was  thrilled  that  I  won,"  Connolly  said, 
"Especially  when  you  look  at  the  background 
of  those  who  ran  against  me.  When  you 
look  at  them,  you  see  that  they  have  almost  a 
century  of  experience  between  them.  I 
think  it's  reassuring  to  think  that  these 
people  are  willing  to  dedicate  their  time." 

Connolly  attributes  her  win  to  her  strong 
background  in  community  college 
education  as  well  as  business,  and  the 
support  that  she  received  from  the  faculty 
and  others. 

"However,  I  was  surprised  by  the  margin  of 
which  I  won,”  she  commented. 

Baird  also  attributes  his  win  to  the  support 
that  he  received  from  the  caucus,  faculty,  as 
well  as  most  of  the  area  newspapers. 

"When  I  get  in  office  I  would  first  like  to 
get  the  contract  negotiations  settled,"  Baird 
said.  "Then  I  would  like  to  get  myself  up  to 
speed  on  the  other  issues,  as  well  as  the 
long  range  planning  and  financial 
management  of  the  college." 


Rowoldt,  the  incumbent  m  the  race,  was 
defeated  in  his  run  for  re-election. 

"I  was  disappointed  and  a  little 
embarrassed  that  I  lost,"  Rowoldt  said.  "I 
feel  that  I  have  done  a  fine  job  for  the 
school  and  to  think  that  a  group  within  the 
school  wants  me  out  really  gets  me  upset." 

In  the  election  six  years  ago,  Rowoldt  was 
not  supported  by  the  faculty,  but  at  the  time 
the  faculty  did  not  drum  up  negative  votes 
against  him. 

Six  years  ago,  he  won  the  race  over  the 
other  two  candidates  by  a  landslide  with 
approximately  40,000  votes,  said  Rowoldt. 

"Last  time  the  faculty  supported  the  two 
other  candidates  that  were  running,  (three 
were  running  at  the  time),"  Rowoldt  said,  "I 
thought  that  I  would  get  re-elected  by 
name  recognition  and  by  the  fact  that  the 
caucus  supported  me.” 

Rowoldt  went  on  to  say  that  he  was  sure 
the  two  new  electees  will  try  to  do  as  good  of 
a  job  on  the  board  as  he  tried  to  do. 

"I  was  disappointed  that  there  wasn't  a 
better  turnout  for  the  election,"  Baird  said. 
"I  thought  that  because  some  of  the  areas 
local  boards  were  having  some  heated 
elections,  the  turnout  would  have  been 
better.  I’m  sorry  that  this  was  not  the  case." 

Baird  went  on  to  say  that  the  election 
turnout  was  lower  this  year  than  it  was  in  the 
past  election  two  years  ago,  as  well  as  four 
years  ago. 

Connolly  and  Baird  are  to  be  sworn  in  as  the 
new  members  of  the  board  at  the  Dec.  4 
board  meeting.

CD's  Forensics  team  won  the  Community 
College  title  in  the  Southeastern  Illinois 
College  Tournament  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row  and  placed  fourth  in  competition  against 
four-year  schools  at  the  Bradley  University 
Speech  Tournament. 

Frank  Tourangeau,  one  of  the  three  coaches 
for  the  Forensics  team,  credits  two  factors  in 
helping  to  improve  the  team's  standing  from 
third  place  last  year  to  first  place  this  year  in 
the  Southeastern  Illinois  Tournament  and  from 
sixth  place  to  fourth  place  in  the  Bradley 
University  Speech  Tournament.

According  to  Tourangeau,  the  overall  team 
is  inexperienced,  with  only  one  team  member 
returning  from  last  year's  team.

Marco  Benassi,  also  a  coach  for  the 
Forensics  team  added,  "this  is  the  most 
inexperienced  Forensics  team  in  a  long  time 
and  yet  I'm  more  excited  about  its  potential 
because  of  their  (the  team's)  committment  and 
enthusiasm." 

Tim  Clue,  Forensics  team  coach  said,  "We 
(Forensics  coaches)  have  asked  people 
(Forensics  team  members)  to  commit  to  their 
'eakest  areas  and  they  have  come  true.  I'm 
excited  about  the  potential  of  the  team."

Eight  positions  filled  in  recent  SG  election 


Referenda  on  ISA,  parking  garage  and  proposed  constitution  passes

In  the  race  for  the  eight  open  Student  Government  (SG) 
director’s  positions,  355  students  voted  Nov.  7-9. 

Amy  Frank  finished  first  ahead  of  12  other  candidates  with 
171  votes,  followed  by  Samir  Guru  (113),  Brien  Sheahan  (110), 
Lance  Schart  (104),  Mike  Stajduhar  and  Greta  Mollsen  (98), 
Dan  Gusanders  (81),  and  Saima  Haqqani  (71),  make  up  the 
winners  of  the  eight  positions. 

Tom  Mason  came  in  a  close  ninth  place  below  Haqqani  with 
69  votes,  followed  by  Alan  Holtz  (65),  Matt  Moreno  (60),  Greg 
Mele  (56),  and  in  13th  place  was  Julio  Godinez  with  51  votes. 

The  new  members  will  officially  take  office  when  they  come 
into  the  SG  office  to  claim  their  position,  said  Jeff  Russell,  SG 
president.  A  director's  term  lasts  for  the  duration  of  the  school 
year. 

The  three  referenda  questions  involving  the  Illinois  Students 
Association  (ISA)  :  should  students  pay  a  refundable  $2  to 
participate  (143-120),  a  proposed  parking  garage  with  a  fee 
(167-107)  ,  and  the  proposed  Student  Government  Association 
Constitution  (145-111),  all  passed. 


"I  was  really  surprised  that  the  ISA  referenda  passed," 
Russell  said,  "When  we  were  counting  the  votes  I  wasn't  even 
paying  attention  to  ISA...  I  was  that  certain  that  it  would  not 
pass.  I  think  that  students  voted  for  it  because  they  saw  on  the 
ballot  that  the  fee  was  refundable." 

A  total  of  44  votes  were  unanimously  declared  invalid  by  the 
election  committee  due  to  a  voter  either  placing  a  check  in  the 
box  rather  than  an  "X",  or  scribbling  out  one  vote  to  replace  it 
with  another. 

Frank  attributed  her  number  one  place  finish  to  her  extra 
push  during  voting  days. 

"I  think  I  won  because  I  had  good  campaign  stategy,"  Frank 
said,"  I  don't  think  I  won  because  my  ideas  were  necessarily 
any  better  than  those  of  the  other  candidates.  I  think  I  came 
across  as  approachable  and  concerned.. I  think  I  have  a  positive 
drive." 

Frank  and  number  two  winner  Guru  were  seen  passing  out 
cookies  and  chocolate  kisses  in  the  Arts  Center  to  potential 
voters  as  an  extra  push  in  their  campaign. 

"I  only  baked  32  cookies,  and  SG  ate  12  of  those,  so  I  don't 
think  my  giving  out  the  cookies  gave  me  that  extra  lead,"  Frank 


said. 

She  continued  to  say  that  she  and  Guru  planned  to  get 
together  in  the  added  effort  for  their  campaigns. 

"I  think  that  we  did  what  all  of  student  government  should 
do-  that  is  work  together,"  Frank  said,  "  Samir  (Guru)  and  I 
were  very  successful  working  together,  just  think  of  how 
effective  SG  would  be  if  we  have  the  efforts  of  eight  people 
working  together,  rather  than  against  each  other." 

Some  controversy  entered  the  election,  after  the  second  day 
of  voting,  when  it  was  found  that  the  seal  was  broken  on  the 
ballot  box  so  that  the  ballots  could  be  moved  to  another  box. 

According  to  Russell,  the  ballots  were  placed  in  suggestion 
boxes  rather  than  in  the  election  boxes  of  last  year's  election. 
This  was  done  because  the  original  election  box  was  lent  out  to 
another  CD  organization,  and  was  not  returned. 

"The  first  day's  ballots  were  placed  in  one  box  that  was  being 
held  in  the  Public  Safety  office,"  Russell  said.  "The  second  box 
for  day  two  (of  the  elections)  was  being  held  in  the  SG  office 
after  the  polls  closed  (on  Nov.  6).  It  made  me  nervous  to  have

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Hospital  seeks  CD's  'young,  healthy  blood'

'There  is  no  substitute  for  human  blood," 
said  Val  Burke,  coordinator  for  Health  and 
Special  Services. 

On  Nov.  21,  CD  will  host  Rush- 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Medical  Center  as  they 
come  to  CD  to  collect  blood. 

According  to  Burke,  CD  continues  to 
combine  efforts  with  Rush-Presbyterian 
because  they  are  a  very  professional  group  of 
people. 

"The  hospital  usually  schedules  often  heart 
surgery  around  the  drives  at  CD,  because  it  is 
such  young,  healthy  blood,"  Burke  said. 

Burke  said  that  after  one  day  at  CD,  Rush 
Presbyterian  leaves  with  approximately  140 
pints  of  blood. 

"Donating  is  a  great  chance  for  people  to  see 
what  kind  of  blood  they  have,"  Burke  said. 

The  blood  drive  happens  four  times  a  year  at 
CD,  once  every  quarter  said  Burke,  and  during 
the  Winter  Quarter  CD  will  be  providing  an 
incentive  to  students,  encouraging  them  to 
donate  blood. 


"If  someone  donates  during  the  Winter 
Quarter,  they  will  be  able  to  get  a  parking 
ticket  (from  CD)  voided,"  Burke  said. 

Nutritious  food  and  drinks  are  also  provided 
to  those  who  donate. 

Burke  said  that  the  number  of  people 
donating  blood  is  down  nationally. 

"Part  of  the  reason  for  the  shortage  in  blood 
is  probably  because  they  (the  hospitals)  screen 
people  so  carefully,  and  some  people  are 
turned  down,"  Burke  said. 

"People  also  have  a  misconception  that  they 
can  pick  up  something  (diseases)  while 
donating  blood,  but  of  course  you  can't 
because  everything  is  sterile,"  Burke  noted. 
"So,  there  really  is  no  danger  in  donating,  but  I 
think  that  it  scares  some." 

The  screening  process  begins  with  a 
questionaire  which  provides  a  list  of  diseases. 
If  the  potential  donor  has  had  any  of  the  listed 
diseases,  that  declares  them  ineligible. 

According  to  Barbara  Goebel,  part-time 
R.N.,  when  Rush  Presbyterian  comes  to  draw 
blood  from  CD  they  have  anywhere  from  15- 


20  deferrals. 

Before  donating,  a  blood  sample  is  taken 
which  is  used  to  perform  some  preliminary 
tests. 

'They  take  a  blood  sample  and  if  for  some 
reason  the  person  is  anemic,  or  on  medication, 
that  makes  them  ineligible  to  donate,"  Goebel 
said. 

The  staff  that  comes  to  draw  blood  at  CD  is 
comprised  of  medical  students  or  Emergency 
Medical  Technicians,  who  call  themselves 
phlebotomists. 

"I  think  Rush  Presbyterian  has  the  by  far  the 
best  technicians  that  I  have  ever  seen,"  Burke 
said. 

According  to  Burke  the  type  of  blood  that  is 
in  demand  is  0+,  which  is  also  the  most 
common. 

"That  is  because  that  is  the  type  of  blood 
that  is  needed  the  most,"  Burke  said. 

When  the  blood  goes  back  to  the  lab  it  is 
again  tested  for  the  AIDS  antibody,  hepatitis, 
among  other  diseases,  but  even  if  some  of  the 
blood  is  unable  to  be  used,  it  does  not  go  to 


waste  noted  Burke. 

"The  blood  that  is  contaminated  by  disease 
can  still  be  used  for  research,"  Burke  said. 
"Although,  because  of  the  extensive  screening 
process  there  is  little  blood  that  cannot  be 
utilized." 

If  the  hospitals  that  collect  the  blood  get  it 
back  to  the  lab  and  find  the  AIDS  antibody 
present,  it  is  state  law  for  them  to  report  the 
findings  to  the  donor  Burke  said. 

As  to  whether  or  not  anyone  from  CD  has 
ever  been  informed  of  having  AIDS  through 
giving  blood  remains  to  be  seen,  because 
everything  between  Rush  Presbyterian  and  the 
donor  is  strictly  confidential. 

"I  think  Rush  Presbyterian  is  really  anxious 
to  come  to  CD  because  the  blood  here  is 
probably  more  healthy  than  the  average  area 
that  they  draw  from,"  Burke  said. 

The  blood  drive  will  be  held  on  Nov.  21, 
from  9  a.m.-2:30  p.m.  in  SRC  1024. 

"It  is  such  a  vital  thing  that  you  can  give 
blood,"  Burke  said.  "You  could  really  make  a 
difference."

New  survey  leads  to  conduct  policy  for  LRC

Approximately  two  years  ago,  a  survey  on  problems  in  the 
Learning  Resources  Center  (LRC)  was  taken.  This  survey  has 
led  to  the  new  written  behavioural  policy  for  the  LRC. 

The  survey  was  conducted  by  office  research.  Questionnaires 
were  handed  out  during  a  two  quarter  (fall  and  winter)  period. 
The  biggest  concern  was  that  of  noise,  stated  by  the  survey,  and 
explained  by  Robert  Veihman.  Associate  Dean  of  the  LRC. 

The  survey  also  showed  that  this  chaos  does  not  occur  at  all 
hours.  The  library  seems  to  be  swarming  between  the  hours  of 
nine  a.m.  until  one  p.m. 

The  new  policy,  posted  since  August  5,  1989,  states  basic, 
“common  sense"  rules,  Veihman  said. 

The  rules  fall  under  two  main  categories,  minor  and  major 
offenses. 

Minor  offenses  arc  making  noise  above  the  accepted  level. 


eating  or  drinking  in  the  LRC  (with  exception  to  Conference 
Room  S3028  and  Media  Classroom  S2017),  sleeping  or  laying 
in  a  prone  position,  putting  your  feel  up  on  the  furniture, 
moving  furniture  without  permission,  and  unattended  or 
inappropriate  supervision  of  children. 

Falling  under  the  major  offenses  are  harassing  others, 
Fighting  (real  or  mock),  smoking,  chewing  smokeless  tobacco 
and  possession  of  spitoons. 

Also  under  major  offenses  are  petition  signing,  passing  out 
leaflets  or  handout  without  consent  to  do  so,  using  photography, 
Film  or  television  equipment  without  permission.  Shoes  and 
shirts  are  required  at  all  times  and  no  animals  are  allowed  in 
the  LRC. 

No  one  is  permitted  to  stay  after  hours,  misuse  of  gToup 
rooms  is  not  permitted,  and  mutilating  or  vandalizing  LRC 
property  is  prohibited. 


The  LRC  also  reserves  the  right  to  inspect  (with  cause)  all 
bags,  purses,  briefcases,  packs,  etc.  for  LRC  property. 

To  assist  in  supervision  in  the  LRC,  the  positions  of  a  LRC 
monitor  has  been  created.  The  LRC  monitor  will  be  given  a 
picture  identiFication  which  identifies  he  or  she  as  a  monitor. 

The  monitor's  job  is  to  approach  violators  and  inform  them 
that  they  are  violating  the  LRC  policy,  i.e.  talking  too  loud. 

Other  retaliatory  measures  include  taking  away  a  student's 
library  card,  a  block  of  student  records,  and  denied  access  to  the 
LRC. 

A  copy  of  the  policy  is  available  at  the  LRC's  service  desk. 
It's  main  points  are  on  display  in  the  support  column  next  to  the 
children's  video  section. 

“We've  never  had  anything  in  writing,"  Veihman  said,  "until 
now." 
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English  and  business  to  be  combined 


Two  classes  combined  to  help  decrease  illiteracy  in  business  communities

CD  will  initiate  complimentary  courses  this 
winter,  in  English  and  Business  to  focus  on 
the  deficiency  in  writing  skills  present  in  the 
business  community. 

Mary  Lou  Lockerby,  Associate  Business 
Professor  said,  "When  I  talk  to  businessmen,  I 
find  that  the  writing  skills  are  lacking. ..and  the 
school  (CD)  is  encouraging  a  focus  on  writing 
across  the  curriculum." 

As  a  possible  solution  to  the  problem  of 
poor  writing  skills  in  the  business  world,  a 
Business  100  and  an  English  102  course  have 
been  designed  to  compliment  each  other  and 
are  being  offered  for  the  first  time  this  winter. 

According  to  Eileen  Ward,  Assistant  English 
Professor,  combining  the  two  courses  is  very 
convenient  to  students. 

"Since,  English  102  is  very  frequently 
focused  on  rhetorical  modes,  such  as  analysis, 
comparison  and  contrast,"  said  Ward, "it 
becomes  a  kind  of  ideal  curriculum  frame  to 
use  the  content  of  business  so  that  students  can 


learn  ways  of  expressing  themselves  for 
specific  purposes." 

Lockerby  points  out  a  benefit  from  taking 
the  two  complimentary  courses. 


"Generally,  there  is  a  concern  by 
business  people  about  the  literacy 
level  of  their  employees.

"It  is  important  that  they  (students  enrolled 
in  both  courses)  can  see  and  understand  at  the 
end  of  the  course  that  English  102  has  a  lot  of 
emphasis  in  a  lot  of  areas,"  Lockerby  said. 

According  to  Ward,  a  stronger  focus  has 
been  placed  on  literacy  by  employers. 

Ward  said,  "Generally,  there  is  a  concern  by 
business  people  about  the  literacy  level  of  their 


employees.  More  and  more  of  the  interviews 
for  beginning  business  slots  involve  samples  of 
writing." 

Lockerby  also  sees  a  need  for  students  to 
place  greater  emphasis  on  improving  their 
writing  skills. 

"Applications  for  colleges  have  background 
statements,"  said  Lockerby,  "You  have  to  write 
perfect.  You  can't  just  check  a  box  anymore." 

Word  processing  has  not  reduced  the  value 
of  literacy  skills  noted  Ward. 

"It  is  interesting  that  word  processing  has 
intensified  the  problem.  People  think  that  you 
don’t  have  to  do  anything  anymore.  They 
think  that  you  just  push  a  button  and  the 
machine  does  everything  for  you,"  said  Ward, 
"but,  you  can  really  look  foolish  because  the 
machine  is  not  going  to  check  the  format  for 
mistakes  and  correct  them.  You  really  have  to 
be  more  informed,  rather  than  less." 

The  Business  100  course  (1120-100-35)  will 
be  offered  Monday  through  Friday  from  nine 
to  ten  a.m.  and  will  be  taught  by  Lockerby. 


Ward  will  teach  the  English  102  course  (2230- 
102-35)  which  will  be  offered  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays.  Students  will  receive  eight  credits 
for  this  combined  course. 

Ward  noted  another  benefit  that  students  receive 
when  enrolling  in  the  two  complimentary  courses. 

"Because  of  the  nature  of  what  were  doing, 
both  courses  will  only  allow  25  students  to 
enroll  instead  of  the  usual  35,"  said  Ward, 
"there  will  be  a  better  chance  for 
individualized  attention  to  the  content  area.  It 
will  be  almost  like  a  focused,  honors 
experience,  but  the  content  will  still  remain  the 
same  in  the  two  courses  without  being  more 
demanding." 

Both,  Ward  and  Lockerby  agree  that  the  CD 
administration  has  been  supportive  about 
offering  the  complimentary  courses. 

Lockerby  said^'Allowing  the  reduction  of 
students  from  25,  shows  that  they  (CD 
administration)  support  this  combination. 
They  had  to  relinquish  ten  spaces  in  the 
process."

Traveller  talks  of  Korea

If  it  were  not  for  the  Olympics  that  were 
held  in  Korea  last  year,  would  Korea  be  as 
popular? 

The  Adventure  and  Travel  program, 
sponsored  by  CD's  Open  Campus  and 
Elmhurst  School  District  205,  took  an 
simulated  trip  to  Korea  Novembe  12  at  York 
High  School  in  Elmhurst. 

"Korea  is  an  area  most  people  don't  know 
much  about,"  said  commander  Karl  E.  Stein, 
President  of  KES  Production  Co.  and  host  of 
the  "A  Modem  Miracle". 

The  show  was  all  on  the  history  and  culture 
of  Korea. 

"Korea  is  no  longer  a  third  world  country," 
Stein  said. 

With  a  population  of  43  million  people, 
living  in  a  country  equal  in  size  to  the  state  of 
Indiana,  Korea  is  economically  on  the  rise. 

Everyone  has  seen  the  "Made  In  Korea”  tags 
on  several  items  in  any  department  store. 
There  are  numerous  items  made  in  Korea  and 
exported  out.  Computers,  steel,  textiles  and 
cars. 

"Korea  is  an  important  part  in  the  wheels  of 
trade,"  Stein  said. 

The  Korean  War  left  Korea  in  a  mass  of 
rubble.  A  post  office  is  one  of  the  very  few 
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buildings  left  standing  since  Korea  has  been 
rebuilt. 

A  big  item  in  Korea's  market  is  fish. 

Religion  is  very  open  and  ranges  from  early

Brazil,  Marocco,  Iran,  SreLanka,  the 
island  of  Silan,  Thailand  and  Siwan.  These  are 
included  by  Korea.

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New  labor  act  calls 

for  'training  wage' 

Next  April  workers  clinging  to  the  lowest 
rung  of  the  socioeconomic  ladder  will  receive 
a  long  overdue  increase  in  pay  from  the 
current  $3.35  to  $3.85.  In  fact  over  the  next 
two  years  the  minimum  wage  will  rise  to  a 
substantial  $4.25. 

In  an  amazing  show  of  cooperation,  both 
the  Democrats  and  Republicans  undermined 
the  conceptual  foundation  of  our  society 
which  is  fair  representation.  For  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  this  land  our  Federal 
lawmakers  created  by  law,  a  lower  class  of 
workers. 

One  of  the  provisions  of  the  Labor 
Standards  Act  calls  for  a  60  day  "training 
wage"  which  is  just  another  term  for  a  "stiff- 
the-teenagers-who-don't-vote-wage". 

This  "training  wage"  which  is  a  sub 
minimum  wage  equivalent  to  85  percent  of 
the  minimum  wage  affects  only  first  time 
employees  of  a  company  who  are  under  the 
age  of  20.  In  other  words,  this  provision  by 
law  enables  employers  to  abate  the  wage  of  a 
worker  solely  on  the  basis  of  age. 

It  is  not  an  accident  that  over  half  of  the 
young  people  this  legislation  affects  cannot 
even  vote. 

The  very  concept  of  a  "training  wage 
seems  idealistically  inconsistant.  How  can 
you  have  a  "sub"  minimum  wage  anyway, 
doesn't  that  defeat  the  whole  idea  of  having  a 
minimum  wage?  It's  like  "jumbo  shrimp",  talk 
about  an  oxymoron!  Can  you  imagine  the 
Federal  Government  legislating  a  "sub  salary" 
for  teachers,  or  doctors,  or  lawyers.. .of  course 
not!  But  for  teenagers.. .no  problem. 

Now  before  you  get  the  impression  that 
most  minimum  wagers  are  snotty  teens  saving 
for  bigger  and  better  stereos,  spring  break 
trips  to  the  Bahamas,  or  tie-dyed  t-shirts 
consider  this:  nearly  two-thirds  of  today’s 
minimum  wage  earners  are  women,  many  of 
whom  are  also  heads  of  households.  In  fact 
according  to  the  United  States  Student 
Association  69  percent  of  people  making 
$335  or  less  are  over  the  age  of  19. 

The  last  increase  in  the  minimum  wage 
occurred  in  1981  when  it  rose  from  $3.10  to 
S3. 35.  Had  it  kept  up  with  inflation  the 
minimum  wage  would  be  $4.79  today. 

To  put  these  figures  in  more  concrete  terms, 
it  takes  two  hours  working  at  minimum  wage 
to  purchase  one  movie  ticket  and  almost 
another  fifty  minutes  to  get  a  little  popcorn. 

But  this  question  runs  much  deeper  then 
popcorn  and  summer  jobs  for  teenagers. 

According  to  recent  figures  there  are  over 
five  million  workers  in  the  United  States  who 
earn  minimum  wage  or  less,  two  million  of 
whom  work  full  time  50  or  more  weeks  a  year. 

Annual  income  for  a  minimum  wage 
earner  working  all  year,  full-time  amounts  to  a 
staggering  $6,968,  $2900  less  then  the  1989 
poverty  threshold  for  a  family  of  three. 

Last  weekend  I  was  at  University  of  Illinois 
Champain/Urbana  where  I  heard  United 
Slates  Senator  Paul  Simon  speak. 

During  the  question  and  answer  period 
Simon  responded  to  a  question  regarding  the 
problem  of  minimum  wage  by  saying  that  he 
was  not  real  happy  about  the  "training  wage 
compromise,  but  that  it  was  better  that 
nothing,  a  sentiment  shared  by  many 
legislators. 

What  worries  me  about  this  recent 
legislation  is  that  it  is  not  as  if  we  were 
training  highly  qualified  career  employees 
After  all,  how  much  training  does  it  take  to 
flip  burgers  at  a  fast  food  restaurant?  Almost 
two  months?  I  don’t  think  so! 

What  that  leaves  us  with  is  the  usual 
political  “smoke  and  mirrors”  and  a  lot  of 
politicians  who  can  say  with  great  pride  that 
they  helped  out  the  working  poor  of  this 
country  come  re-election  time. 


Editorial: 

SG  electioneering  unprofessional: 
low  voter  turnout  a  disappointment 


It  is  typical  that  the  students  at  CD  didn't  take 
much  time  in  their  oh-so-busy  schedule  to  vote  in 
the  Student  Government  elections.  This  fact  we 
find  to  be  depressing. 

Out  of  32,619  students  only  355  showed  up  at 
the  polls  to  vote.  This  is  only  a  one  percent 
turnout. 

What  our  question  is:  Why  wouldn't  students 
vote  for  people  who  get  money  out  of  their 
tuition? 

Why  wouldn't  students  want  to  vote  for-people 
who  represent  them? 

Out  of  the  355  votes,  44  were  declared  invalid. 

We  can't  figure  out  why  college  level  students 
don’t  know  enough  to  read  the  directions  that  are 
clearly  stated  at  the  top  of  the  ballots.  Most  of  the 
ballots  that  were  unanimously  declared  invalid  by 
the  election  committee  were  cases  of  students 
making  a  "V  "  rather  than  an  "X"  in  the 
appropriate  box. 

The  44  votes  that  were  declared  invalid  could 
have  done  many  things. 

They  could  have  voted  down  the  decision  for 
ISA  fees  to  be  tacked  on  to  the  registration  fee. 

They  could  have  kept  the  right  that  enables 
students  to  vote  for  the  trustee  that  represents 
the  student  body.  Now  the  trustee  position  is 
appointed  by  the  President  of  SG. 


Another  issue  that  we  would  like  to  address  is 
one  that  we  find  unprofessional. 

A  motive  given  to  a  voter  should  not  be  brought 
on  by  a  gift  given  to  them  by  the  candidate. 

It  seems  that  Amy  Frank  and  Samir  Guru  were 
seen  passing  out  cookies  and  Hershey  Kisses  on 
the  last  voting  day  in  the  Arts  Center. 

It  just  so  happens  that  they  got  the  first  and 
second  highest  number  of  votes. 

Is  there  something  else  that  sets  these  two 
candidates  apart  from  the  others  running  for  the 
director  spots? 

Did  they  have  more  innovative  ideas  than  the 
others? 

We  don't  think  so. 

The  extra  campaign  push  by  Frank  and  Guru 
was  admirable,  but,  we  don't  think  it  was  right  to 
pass  out  "treats"  for  the  sole  purpose  of  gaining 
a  vote. 

Maybe  if  the  candidates,  not  only  Frank  and 
Guru,  would  have  campaigned  and  informed  the 
students  on  the  pertinent  issues,  a  larger  turnout 
would  have  taken  place. 

But  the  saddest  thing  is  that  Frank  and  Guru 
felt  the  need  to  get  votes  from  consistently 
lackadaisical  voters  at  CD,  in  this  manner. 

Hopefully  in  the  future,  CD  will  take  advantage 
of  the  right  to  vote  in  a  free  election.

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B96's  Solic  stands  in  a  class  of  his  own

In  today's  society,  where  it  seems  that  the  most  sensational 
gets  the  most  fame,  disc  jockey  Jose  Solic  seems  content  to 
stand  in  a  class  all  his  own. 

Solic 's  debut  in  the  entertainment  business  began  when  he 
was  12.  He  used  to  perform  with  his  brothers  and  sisters  in  a 
group  that  his  father  named  "The  Seven  Solic". 

Solic  use  to  sing  and  play  the  rhythm  guitar  while  the  rest  of 
his  brothers  and  sisters  would  sing  and  play  other  instruments. 
His  father  would  to  keep  the  money  that  the  group  made  to 
invest  in  better  equipment  and  better  costumes. 

The  group's  performances  ended  when  Solic  was  16,  but 
according  to  Solic,  they  were  relatively  successful  and 
performed  for  many  area  clubs  in  Chicago. 

Like  many  Latino-Americans,  Solic  started  work  at  a  very 
young  age  and  went  to  school  at  the  same  time. 

When  it  came  time  for  him  to  graduate  from  high  school, 
Solic  was  informed  that  he  would  not  graduate  with  the  rest  of 
his  class  because  he  had  not  passed  the  required  United  States 
Constitution  test. 

Upon  graduation  day,  despite  the  fact  that  he  had  not  passed 
the  constitution  test,  Solic  had  19  credits,  when  16  credits  were 
needed,  and  had  an  approximate  grade  point  average  of  3.0  on  a 
4.0  scale. 

"At  the  time  that  everyone  was  graduating,  I  remember 
everyone  from  my  class  getting  their  diploma,"  Solic  reflected, 
"There  I  sat  with  my  gown  on,  with  no  one  from  my  family 
there  to  see  me.  I  figured,  why  bother  to  get  my  diploma  when 
nobody  cares." 

However,  when  he  became  a  member  of  the  working  world, 
Solic  decided  to  change  his  tune  and  go  back  to  school  to  gain 
his  diploma  when  he  turned  23. 

"It  became  a  matter  of  pride,"  he  said,  "I  wanted  to  be  able  to 
put  on  my  job  application  that  I  had  my  diploma." 

For  10  years  of  his  life,  Solic  did  dock  work  for  Nabisco 


Corp.  in  Bedford  Park. 

In  1981,  he  decided  that  he  needed  a  change. 

A  friend  of  mine  used  to  have  some  recording  equipment  in 
his  basement  and  we  used  to  record  ourselves  and  pretend  that 
we  were  on  the  air  for  real,"  Solic  said. 

He  continued  to  say  that  he  didn't  take  anything  seriously 
until  about  four  years  after  that. 

"In  1985  I  put  something  together  and  sent  it  out  to  various 
radio  stations  in  the  area. 

Solic's  career  was  launched. 


"I  think  that  Latin  Americans  are  just  beginning 
to  be  realized  as  people  with  potential.

WORM  was  the  first  radio  station  to  hire  him  and  he  worked 
there  for  a  year  and  a  half  doing  the  weekend  shift  for  a 
Christian  Rock  station  based  in  Dundee. 

Solic  said  that  he  got  the  urge  to  pursue  this  career  some 
more,  but  was  warned  against  it  by  the  program  director  at 
WCRM. 

"I  remember  that  he  told  me  that  'if  you're  not  a  Larry  Lujack, 
you  shouldn't  pursue  it,'"  Solic  said,  but  he  didn’t  take  this 
advice  to  heart.  's 

From  WCRM,  Solic  moved  on  to  an  Adult  Contemporary 
station  whose  call  letters  at  the  time  were  WKKD. 

"I  really  liked  it  there.  There  was  a  program  director  that  felt 
that  he  saw  something  in  me  that  was  going  to  make  me  really 
big,"  Solic  said,  "He  use  to  come  in  and  coach  me  and  say 
things  like  ’make  room  for  me  at  the  top."’ 

From  WKKD  he  went  to  WBUS  in  Kankakee  to  announce 
Top  40  hits.  There  he  was  told  that  it  was  company  policy  for 
all  of  the  disc  jockeys  to  change  their  names,  although 


according  to  Solic,  not  everyone  did  it. 

He  was  forced  to  change  his  name  to  Corey  Paige. 

"I  really  resented  having  to  change  my  name,  "  Solic  said,  "I 
felt  stripped  of  my  individualism." 

After  four  months  of  working  for  WBUS,  the  station  decided 
to  let  him  go. 

"The  program  director  said  that  I  wasn't  as  good  as  he 
thought,"  Solic  said.  "The  rejection  was  hard  for  me  to  handle, 
but  I  don't  believe  in  someone  telling  me  that  I  can't  do 
something.  It  just  makes  me  want  to  try  harder." 

After  he  lost  his  job,  he  went  back  to  Nabisco  to  work  as  a 
dock  man  to  help  him  earn  some  money. 

He  remained  out  of  radio  work  for  three  months,  before  he 
was  forced  to  go  to  WBUS  and  ask  them  if  he  could  have  a 
part-time  job  back  and  maybe  work  on  the  weekends. 

"It  seemed  that  the  more  I  was  away  from  radio,  the  harder  it 
was  becoming  to  get  back  in,"  Solic  said. 

Six  weeks  later,  Solic  got  his  second  radio  job  working  for 
WAUR  in  Aurora.  He  was  told  he  had  to  change  his  first  name 
from  Jose  to  something  else  because  it  was  too  ethnic. 

"This  was  the  first  time  that  anyone  really  came  out  and  said 
that  my  name  change  was  because  of  my  nationality,"  Solic 
said,  "So  I  changed  my  first  name  to  my  son's  first  name,  Aronn." 

Solic  was  then  working  three  jobs,  and  he  didn't  mind  and 
simply  stated  that  "it's  the  price  you  have  to  pay  for  success." 

That  was  until  WAUR  found  out  that  he  was  working  for  two 
radio  stations.  The  company  gave  him  an  ultimatum,  "you  quit 
that  job,  or  you  can't  work  for  us."  So  he  quit  WAUR. 

One  day  Solic  was  listening  to  B96  (WBBM  FM  96.3)  when 
he  heard  another  disc  jockey  Joe  Boehannon,  on  the  radio. 

"I  thought  to  myself,  'could  I  ever  be  this  good?"'  Solic  said. 
"I  tried  for  months  to  get  a  hold  of  him  on  the  request  lines  and 
when  I  finally  did  I  asked  him  if  I  could  send  him  a  demo  tape 
for  him  to  listen  to  and  critique."

My  friends  and  I  always  peer  into  the 
courtyard  to  see  the  development  of  that-  that- 
wel 1 1  really  didn't  know  what  to  call  it. 

We  reasoned  that  it  had  to  be  a  bird 
sanctuary  or  a  big  ashtray. 

I  took  it  upon  myself  to  find  out  what  it 
really  was. 

Since  I  work  for  the  Courier,  I  asked  around 
and  discovered  that  it  was  a  sculpture. 

That  answer  was  not  good  enough  for  me  so 
I  decided  to  track  down  the  artist  and  ask  him 
some  questions. 

The  sculptor,  Pete  Farina,  spent  his  first  year 
in  college  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  but  the 
University  didn't  have  the  art  facilities  that  he 
wanted  so  he  came  to  CD. 

The  20  year  old  aTtist  decided  to  do  a 


sculpture  for  the  school  and  received  the 
inspiration  to  do  this  piece  from  the  building 
of  the  new  Rt.  53. 

In  turn,  the  sculpture  is  rightly  called 
"Interstate." 

"(The  name)  is  not  meant  to  represent 
anything  in  particular,"  Farina  said. 

He  based  his  art  form  on  the  Egyptian 
"Funerary  Temple  of  Queen  Hatshepsut", 
which  has  the  design  and  natural  surroundings 
that  he  thought  would  best  represent  what  he  is 
trying  to  say  in  his  sculpture. 

Farina  wants  people  to  discover  the  beauty 
and  design  of  buildings  and  structures,  not  for 
what  they  do  or  the  people  they  house,  but  for 
the  simple  shape  and  form. 

According  to  Farina,  "Interstate"  is  meant 
to  reflect  architecture  by  having  a  closed  space 
without  a  specific  purpose.  It  is  to  question 
the  nature  of  buildings  on  a  simple  level,  "to 
stimulate  the  mind." 


"I  want  people  to  think, What  the  hell  is 
that?"'  Farina  said. 

He  chose  the  courtyard  location  because  the 
size  would  "echo  the  space  inside  and  portray 
the  sculpture  as  being  bigger  than  it  actually 
is." 

Another  reason  for  designing  the  sculpture 
in  the  courtyard  was  because  he  wanted  people 
to  see  inside  the  sculpture  and  to  notice  that  it 
is  empty  and  has  no  doors. 

"Interstate"  is  made  of  a  fiber  drum  and 
wood  inside,  with  chicken  wire,  and  about  2-3 
inches  of  cement  covering  the  outside. 

According  to  Farina  the  materials  including 
the  cement  cost  him  roughly  $800,  which  he 
paid  for  himself. 

"Interstate"  took  six  months  to  plan  and  8 
weeks  to  construct. 

Farina  estimated  that  it  took  400  man  hours 
to  complete. 

Although  Farina  worked  mostly  on  his  own, 
he  had  some  outside  help. 

Among  those  who  helped  him  complete  the 
sculpture  were  Fred  Bruney,  Farina's  sculpture 
instructor,  Tom  Gary,  Line  Siebert,  Mike  Kesl 
and  Steve  Marvin. 

Bruney  is  happy  that  Farina  has  his 


sculpture  on  display  and  feels  that  there  should 
be  more  student  art  work  on  campus. 

"(Farina)  is  very  talented,"  Bruney  said. 
"He’s  in  the  advanced  sculpture  class  and  he 
knows  a  lot  about  ancient  architecture." 

According  to  Farina,  in  order  to  place  the 
sculpture  in  the  courtyard,  he  had  to  receive 
permission  from  the  faculty  administration. 

Jack  Weiseman,  Associate  Dean  of  the  Arts 
Center  and  Richard  Petrizzo,  Vice  President  of 
External  Affairs,  helped  Farina  receive  his 
request. 

As  of  now  the  sculpture  is  temporary,  and 
may  be  here  only  for  about  six  months  Farina 
said. 

“Structurally,  the  piece  will  last  over  a  year," 
Farina  said. 

Ultimately,  when  the  sculpture  is  removed, 
it  will  have  to  be  destroyed  because  of  its 
immense  proportion. 

Art  officials  have  told  Farina  that  the 
sculpture  would  last  15  years  if  Farina  would 
put  a  protective  coating  on  it 

"I  don't  mind  that  it's  temporary,"  said 
Bruney,  "because  the  image  will  last  in 
people's  minds  even  after  the  sculpture  is 
gone."

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Immediate  Family'  portrays  adoption  dilemmas

"Immediate  Family"  is  a  truly  sensitive  bit  of  work  that  demonstrates  both  the  love  and 
hardships  of  adoption. 

The  movie  is  about  two  couples  who  are  in  a  position  to  make  very  important  and  difficult 
decisions,  ones  that  they  will  have  to  deal  with  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

Linda  and  Michael  Spector  (played  by  Glenn  Close  and  James  Woods),  have  everything  that 
two  people  could  ask  for  in  a  marriage.  They  are  in  love,  they  have  a  large  house,  a  nice  car  and 
a  great  dog,  but  they  are  unable  to  have  the  one  thing  that  they  want  most,  a  child. 

Lucy  Moore  (Mary  Stuart  Masterson),  17,  is  unwed  and  pregnant,  and  although  very  much  in 
love  with  her  boyfriend  Sam  (Kevin  Dillon),  she  is  in  a  position  to  offer  some  hope  to  the 
Spectors  when  she  begins  to  think  that  putting  her  baby  up  for  adoption  may  be  the  answer  to  her 
untimely  problem. 

"Immediate  Family”  is  the  first  major  motion  picture  Kevin  Dillon  has  starred  in,  one  that  just 
might  be  good  enough  to  set  his  name  apart  from  his  brothers. 

Dillon  plays  a  character  that  has  difficulty  expressing  his  feelings,  but  the  audience  can't  help 
but  like  him  because  his  character  has  such  a  genuinely  good  heart.  Dillon  is  very  entertaining  in 
this  film,  because  he  is  so  naive  and  unaware  of  what  being  a  father  means. 

The  characters  come  together  at  a  very  low  point  in  all  of  their  lives. 

The  Spectors  seek  out  help  at  a  private  adoption  agency  and  Linda  finally  receives  a  phone  call 
from  Lucy,  who  has  finally  decided  to  put  her  baby  up  for  adoption.  The  two  talk  and  get  to 
know  each  other. 

Lucy  then  travels  to  Seattle  to  meet  the  happy  couple,  and,  after  spending  time  with  the  two, 

Lucy  seems  really  confident  in  her  choice  of  the  adopting  parents. 

Lucy  spends  the  last  month  of  her  pregnancy  in  Seatde  and  becomes  very  close  to  the  Spectors. 

The  hopeful  parents  add  a  nursery  to  their  house  and  continue  to  grow  excited  as  the  due  date 
approaches,  while  Lucy  continues  to  fight  with  her  own  feelings  of  whether  or  not  she  is  doing 
the  right  thing. 

Upon  the  birth  of  the  child,  Michael  and  Linda  are  in  the  delivery  room  right  along  with  Lucy. 

When  the  baby  finally  comes  the  doctors  ask  Michael  if  he  wants  to  cut  the  umbilical  cord  and 
Lucy  is  whisked  out  of  the  delivery  room  leaving  the  happy  couple  alone  to  celebrate  the  birth  of 
"their"  new  child. 

Masterson  does  a  tremendous  acting  job  after  the  birth  of  her  baby,  as  she  is  taken  to  another 
floor  to  recuperate.  She  tends  to  make  the  audience  feel  her  pain  as  she  lays  in  the  hospital  bed 
alone,  her  job  being  done. 

Although  Linda  and  Michael  supply  Lucy  with  ample  love  and  much  support,  she  is 
experiencing  many  feelings  that  she  is  ultimately  unable  to  deal  with. 

Although  the  movie  deals  extensively  with  the  adversities  of  adoption,  it  also  provides  scenes 
that  are  not  so  serious,  like  the  one  with  Masterson  and  Close  dancing  and  singing  to  the  tune, 

"Into  the  Mystic"  by  Van  Morrison. 

Close's  and  Woods'  parts  are  tamed  down  a  bit  in  this  movie  compared  to  the  powerful,  tense, 
and  psychotic  roles  that  they  have  played  in  the  past,  such  as  Close's  role  as  an  unbalanced 
woman  in  "Fatal  Attraction"  and  Woods'  role  as  a  crooked  lawyer  in  'True  Believer". 

I  highly  recommend  "Immediate  Family"*  it  is  a  positively  entertaining  film,  but  how  could  it  (I.  tO  f.)  Glenn  Close,  James  Woods,  Mary  Stuart  Masterson  and  Kevin  Dillon 
not  be  when  the  main  cast  is  composed  of  two  very  prominent  actors  and  another  two  who  are  star  in  Columbia  Pictures'  "Immediate  Family".  A  story  about  the  ins  and 
very  promising.  outs  Qf  adoption.

The  fact 
that  it  comes  from  Tepper  is  the  everything 
part.

The  world.  Grass,  was  founded  by  a  group 
of  12  families  that  were  disconcerted  with  the 
church  of  that  time.  Sanctity,  which  is  located 
on  Terra  (Earth). 

The  families  are  sort  of  like  the  Puritans 
when  they  left  the  Old  World  coming  to  the 
New  World  (pun  intended)  for  religious 
freedom  from  Sanctity. 

The  families  set  about  making  the  world 
their  home  and  an  aristocracy  that  is  based 
around  a  primordial  spectacle  called  the  Hunt. 
That  description  will  come  later. 

First  the  book's  description  of  the  planet. 
Grass,  "Millions  of  square  miles  of  prairie, 
with  village,  with  hunter  and  the  hunted,  where 
the  wind  walks  and  the  stars  shine  on  stalk  and 
seed  plume  and  where  the  slug-like  peepers  cry 
from  the  roots  all  day  and  all  night,  except 
when  certain  things  call  deep  in  the  star- 
specked  dark  to  make  a  stunning,  eerie  silence 


fall." 

This  paragraph  gives  an  air  of  mystery,  and 
the  reader  is  not  the  only  one  curious  about 
Grass. 

So  is  Earth  and  all  the  other  planets  who  are 
suffering  from  a  deadly,  universal  plague. 
Especially  when  the  only  world  left  untouched 
is  Grass  and  Sanctity  wants  to  know  why. 

Majorie  Westriding  Yrarier  has  been  sent  as 
a  diplomat  from  Earth  along  with  her  family  to 
find  some  answers. 

She  learns  of  the  Hunt,  a  deadly  race 
through  bush  and  hinterland  that  seems  to  kill 
the  same  number  of  their  own  as  they  do  of  the 
prey.  She  learns  new  customs  and  discovers 
truths  about  the  Grassian  society  as  she  tries  to 
find  the,  "final  and  perhaps  universally  fatal, 
secrets  of  Grass." 

Teppcr's  writing  is  clear  which  helps  the 
reader  imagine  and  understand  a  world  that  is 
so  totally  unique  that  it  has  grass  that  looks  and 
feels  like  water.  The  only  thing  different 
between  them  is,  "you  can’t  drown  in  grass." 

The  ideas  in  the  book  are  new,  totally  new, 
and  are  strange  to  fit  into  any  of  the  reader's 
experiences,  but  after  a  while  the  terms  and 
concepts  sink  in  and  the  reader  can  really  start 
to  enjoy  the  book.  This  is  a  very  compelling 
book,  a  real  page  turner,  especially  after  the 
first  couple  of  chapters. 

The  book  is  full  of  insights  into  the  inner 
truths  that  are  in  all  of  us.  The  book  reads 
slightly  slow  in  the  end  and  runs  around  426 
pages,  but  when  all  is  read  and  done  the  ending 
is  worth  it. 

Jeffrey  A.  Carver,  author  of  "From  a 
Changeling  Star"  wrote  about  the  book,  "You'll 
be  glad  you  read  it."

I  have  to  admit,  the  first  time  I  donated  blood  was  for  a  very 
selfish  reason. 

It  was  in  the  middle  of  winter  two  years  ago  and  I  had  parked 
in  15  minute  parking  for  about  five  hours  because  I  thought  it 
was  too  cold  to  walk  from  a  parking  spot  in  a  distant  lot. 

When  I  went  back  to  my  car  at  the  end  of  the  day,  I  saw  that 
a  parking  ticket  had  been  placed  on  my  windshield,  not  to  my 
surprise. 

As  I  walked  into  school  the  next  day,  I  saw  a  sign  that  said 
students  who  donated  blood  could  have  a  CD  parking  ticket 
voided. 

I  took  a  minute  to  think  about  it.  Although  needles  really 
didn't  have  the  frightening  affect  on  me  like  they  do  on  some 


people,  I  decided  that  I  should  donate.  After  all,  donating  would 
save  me,  a  struggling  student,  a  big  five  dollars. 

I  found  out  where  the  blood  drive  was  being  held.  I  got  in 
line  and  when  it  was  my  turn,  a  technician  sat  me  down  in  a 
chair  and  started  asking  me  some  questions. 

He  had  me  fill  out  this  questionaire  which  consisted  of  a  two 
page  list  of  diseases,  asking  me  to  check  yes  or  no,  depending 
on  whether  I  have  had  them  or  not. 

At  this  time  I  peered  around  the  comer  and  saw  a  line  of 
people  laying  on  cots  with  bags  of  drawn  blood  hanging  beside 
them. 

That  about  did  it  for  me.  The  technician  then  told  me  that  the 
procedure  takes  about  a  half  an  hour. 

I  began  to  have  second  thoughts  about  it.  After  all,  five 
dollars  really  isn't  that  much.  These  people  expected  me  to  lay 
on  a  chair  for  20  minutes  while  they  drain  me  of  a  pint  of  blood. 

I've  had  shots  before,  which  were  not  by  any  means 
comfortable,  but  the  thought  of  having  a  needle  in  my  arm  for 
30  minutes  was  a  little  more  than  I  could  bare. 

Well,  needless  to  say,  1  got  through  it  and  it  really  wasn't  that 
bad. 

That  marks  the  first  time  I  willingly  let  someone  stick  a 
needle  in  my  arm  and  relieve  me  of  a  pint  of  my  precious 
blood. 

By  this  time  I  realized  that  by  donating  blood  I  could  be 
helping  ill  and  wounded  people  and  maybe  even  saving  lives. 


Besides,  my  body  can  produce  more  blood  and  a  pint  is  not 
such  a  significant  amount  compared  to  what  somebody  might 
lose  in  a  tragic  accident. 

What  really  made  me  start  donating  blood  regularly  is  when 
the  phlebotomist  brought  out  three  tiny  bags  and  told  me  since 
my  blood  contained  certain  elements,  it  would  be  used  for 
babies. 

From  now  on  I  will  never  let  a  blood  drive  pass  by  that  I 
won't  donate. 

The  satisfaction  of  helping  out  someone  who  has  been  a 
victim  of  a  car  accident  or  other  disasters,  or  an  elderly  man  or 
woman  needing  open  heart  surgery,  or  even  a  tiny  baby  who 
was  brought  into  the  world  before  it  was  fully  developed,  far 
outweighs  a  half  an  hour  of  slight  discomfort. 

Although  many  people  are  now  opting  to  give  their  own 
blood  before  surgery,  there  are  still  others  who  haven't  had 
months  to  prepare. 

According  to  Val  Burke,  coordinator  for  Health  and  Special 
Services,  there  is  always  a  shortage  of  blood  around  the 
Christmas  holiday,  because  there  tends  to  be  more  accidents  at 
that  time. 

So,  on  Nov.  21,  when  Rush-Presbyterian  comes  to  CD  to 
collect  blood,  think  about  all  the  people  you  could  be  helping. 

By  taking  only  30  minutes  of  your  time  to  donate  blood,  you 
may  be  adding  years  to  someone  else's  life. 

So  it  hurts  a  little,  big  deal,  you  will  heal.

Apparently,  Boehannon  was  impressed  with 

Solic's  vocal  abilities  for  he  gave  the  tape  to 
B96's  program  director  Buddy  Scott. 

When  he  contacted  Boehannon  again,  he 
asked  him  how  Boehnnnon  liked  it.  When 
Boehannon  told  him  that  he  gave  the  tape  to 
his  program  director,  and  that  the  program 
director  wanted  to  interview  him  for  a  job, 
Solic's  reaction  was  that  of  disbelief. 

"When  he  told  me  that  this  guy  wanted  to 
interview  me  for  a  job,  I  couldn't  believe  it," 
Solic  said.  "I  called  Boehannon  back  and  he 
asked  me  if  I  had  made  an  appointment  for  an 
interview  yet. ..then  I  took  him  seriously.  I  got 
the  interview,  and  the  rest  is  history." 


Solic  feels  that  he  has  something  to  prove. 

"I  think  that  Latin- Americans  are  just 
beginning  to  be  realized  as  people  with 
potential.  We  have  been  constantly 
overlooked,"  Solic  said.  "I  think  I  represent 
something  that  people  of  my  race  are  capable 
of.  I’m  the  first  Latin-American  at  B96." 

While  Solic  is  thankful  that  he  is  working 
for  B96,  which  he  considers  to  be  a  top  major 
station,  he  still  has  regrets. 

"I  feel  that  I  have  paid  my  dues,"  he  said. 
"Maybe  I  haven't  paid  as  many  as  some  of  the 
other  people  in  my  profession,  but  I've  paid 
some.  I  just  wish  I  would  have  started  earlier. 
I  still  have  a  long  way  to  go  and  I'm  not 
getting  any  younger."

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1989-90  Wrestling  Preview 

Kaltofen  aims  team  towards  nationals

Wrestling  coach  A1  Kaltofen  isn't  going  to 
worry  about  a  lack  of  returning  wrestlers  to 
this  year’s  squad  or  complain  that  CD  isn't 
hosting  the  NJCAA  wrestling  tournament  as  it 
has  in  previous  years. 

He's  just  going  to  take  what  has  been  dealt 
to  him  and  do  what  he  does  every  year,  qualify 
wrestlers  for  the  national  tournament,  and  have 
fun. 

"Part  of  my  philosophy  is  to  let  everyone 
wrestle,"  Kaltofen  said.  "At  least  let  them  get 


into  the  open  tournaments  where  they  can 
wrestle  four  or  five  times.  Then  when  it  comes 
down  to  the  dual  meets,  at  least  they  can  say 
that  they  had  a  chance,  that  they  were  there." 

Kaltofen,  who  was  inducted  into  the 
National  Junior  College  Wrestling  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1985,  qualified  six  members  of  last 
year's  team  for  the  nationals,  including  John 
Duraski,  who  was  named  an  All-American. 

This  year  the  goals  are  the  same  as  the 
Chaparral  grapplers  wrestle  for  a  chance  to 
compete  in  the  NJCAA  Tournament  held  in 


Bismark,  South  Dakota. 

The  Chaps  will  begin  their  season  with  open 
tournaments,  where  no  team  scores  are  kept 
and  players  wrestle  for  individual  points. 

The  first  two  meets,  the  St.  Louis  Open  and 
the  University  of  Wisconsin-Madison  Northern 
Open,  will  include  schools  such  as  Oklahoma, 
Oklahoma  State,  Iowa,  and  Iowa  State. 

In  the  Iowa  Central  Open,  CD  will  face 
schools  such  as  Northeast  Oklahoma,  ranked 
nationally  every  year,  Iowa  Central,  and 
Rochester,  Minn.. 

"I  schedule  these  tournaments  at  different 
locations  because  then  we  get  to  see  a  flavor  of 
different  parts  of  the  country,"  Kaltofen  said. 
"It  just  enhances  our  program  because  kids 
know  that  when  they  come  here,  they  can  go 
away  after  their  two  years  because  other 
coaches  recognize  them." 

However,  Kaltofen  is  careful  not  to  get  the 
hopes  of  sophomore  wrestlers  too  high. 

"A  lot  of  kids  think  that  they  can  leave  here 
and  go  on  to  stardom,"  Kaltofen  said.  "But  we 
try  to  give  them  an  honest  appraisal  of  what 
they  really  can  do." 

At  the  DuPage  Duals,  hosted  by  CD  next 
month,  schools  from  Iowa,  Minnesota,  North 
Dakota,  New  York,  and  Missouri  will  be 
represented. 

The  rest  of  the  schedule  contains  mostly 
dual  meets  where  the  Chaps  will  compete 
against  individual  schools. 

Although  this  year's  team  will  feature  an 
abundance  of  freshman,  Kaltofen  is 
comfortable  with  their  high  school  experience 
and  attitudes. 

"This  year's  team  is  young  and 
inexperienced,"  Kaltofen  said.  "But  we've  got 
a  lot  of  tournament  experience.  We've  got  a  lot 
of  good  kids-  they've  got  a  character  all  their 


own." 

John  Pearson,  158  pounds,  is  one  of  only 
two  wrestlers  returning  for  Kaltofen. 

"He  was  just  a  few  seconds  and  one  point 
from  being  an  All-American,"  Kaltofen  said. 
"He  got  hot  in  the  tournament  and  came  close 
to  being  an  All-American  last  year.  He  set  a 
goal  to  go  to  the  nationals  and  exceeded  it."

Because  Pearson  dropped  out  of  school  last 
Spring,  he  will  miss  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  but  will  join  the  team  in  January. 

Kaltofen 's  other  returning  sophomore  is  Ted 
Glasor,  who  will  get  a  better  chance  to  prove 
himself  this  year,  according  to  Kaltofen. 

"Glasor  didn't  get  to  wrestle  much  last  year," 
Kaltofen  said.  "But  the  job  at  118  pounds  is 
his.  He's  a  good  competitor.  His  problem  is 
that  he's  still  small.  He  didn't  grow  much  over 
the  summer." 

Kaltofen  will  be  counting  on  many  of  the 
freshman  to  lead  his  team  to  the  national 
tournament  this  year,  including  Rich  Murray 
and  Chris  Bomamen,  who  each  finished  third 
in  the  state  as  senior  wrestlers  in  high  school. 

"I  think  we  can  qualify  several  kids  for  the 
nationals  if  they  stay  healthy  and  work  hard," 
Kaltofen  said.  "I  don't  know  if  we  can  win  it 
(a  national  championship)  or  not,  but  we  have 
the  ability  to  place  in  the  top  ten  in  the 
country."

Alumni  bring  physical  game 
to  Chaparral's  season  opener

Coach  Don  Klaas  didn't  find  it  difficult  to  be 
disappointed  in  his  team's  92-66  season 
opening  victory. 

Even  though  he  saw  one  of  his  top 
freshman  make  his  college  debut  with  22 
points  and  13  rebounds,  and  his  defense  hold

the  opponent  to  a  mere  34  percent  shooting 
from  the  field,  Klaas  wasn't  pleased  with  the 
win. 

But  when  considering  that  the  Chaparrals 
were  hosting  the  CD  basketball  alumni  last 
Saturday  night  to  open  the  1989-90  basketball 
campaign,  Klaas'  disappointed  is  more 
justified. 

"We  played  terrible,"  Klaas  said,  "even 
though  we  won  easily.  We  did  a  lot  of  things 
very  poorly.  We  didn't  execute  very  well." 

Rich  Mercer  led  all  scorers  in  the  game  with 
22  points.  Sherwin  Hodge  scored  12  points, 
while  Cliff  Williams  and  sophomore  Julius 
Burrell  each  scored  1 1 . 

Returning  alumnus  Sean  Galligan  joined 
players  from  the  past  dating  back  further  than 
Klaas'  CD  coaching  career.  The  oldest 
alumnus,  Willie  Flowers,  played  for  former 
coach  Dick  Walters. 

Klaas  pointed  out  things  such  as  free  throws, 
fouls,  and  his  new  offensive  scheme  as 
failures  in  the  game.  The  Chaps  were  eight  for 
14  from  the  free  throw  line  in  the  highly 
physical  game,  and  committed  21  fouls. 

"We  worked  pretty  hard  and  there  are  all 
kinds  of  little  things  they  did  that  I  liked," 
Klaas  said.  "But  as  a  team  there  weren't  that 
many  positive  things.  However,  we  did  show 
good  quickness  and  that  we  can  pressure  that 
ball." 

As  to  the  physical  play  that  caused  the 
Alumni  to  get  called  for  three  technical  fouls, 
Klaas  wasn't  surprised. 

"I  knew  the  alumni  would  be  physical," 
Klaas  said.  "Any  time  the  older,  more  mature 
players  play,  it'-s  physical." 

Earlier  in  the  week,  the  Chaps  had 
scrimmages  against  Kankakee  and  Morton 
Colleges.  Both  games  included  some  rough 
play,  according  to  Klaas,  especially  the  game 
against  Morton. 

'The  Morton  scrimmage  was  ridiculously 
tough,"  Klaas  said.  "So  our  guys  have  done 
that,  and  I'm  not  surprised  by  it." 

Klaas  isn't  sure  if  his  team  will  continue  to

play  physically,  and  says  that  it  will  depend  on 
the  officials  in  each  game  and  each  team. 

"Every  game  is  different,"  Klaas  said.  "It 
depends  on  how  the  officials  are  calling  it. 
Some  games  are  very  physical  and  you  have  to 
adjust  to  the  players,  and  then  in  other  games, 
fouls  are  called  a  lot  sooner  and  you  have  to 
adjust." 

Outside  of  the  game  itself,  Klaas  was 
pleased  with  his  second  annual  Alumni  Game. 


"My  goal  is  to  get  enough  alumni  back  so 
that  it  requires  two  games,"  Klaas  said.  "One 
where  the  alumni  play  each  other,  and  another 
where  the  younger,  more  conditioned  grads 
play  us." 

"It's  a  good  start  for  us  because  it's  a  home 
game  and  the  kids  get  to  put  their  uniforms 
on,"  Klaas  said.  "Especially  in  the  situation 
I'm  in,  with  all  the  freshman  I  have,  it's  really  a 
good  experience  for  them."

Quarterback  Curt  Miller  has  had  some  outstanding  performances  this 
season  for  the  Chaparrals.  But  he  saved  his  best  for  the  Region  IV  state 
championship  game  last  Saturday  afternoon  against  the  Harper  Hawks. 

CD  overcame  two  deficits  to  beat  the  Hawks  37-20  and  advance  to 
the  Royal  Crown  Cola  Bowl  this  Sunday  at  Northern  Iowa  University 
for  the  third  time  in  six  years.  The  Chaps  will  play  Iowa  state 
champions  Waldorf  College.

For  Miller,  Saturday's  game  was  the  second  week  in  a  row  that  he 
broke  a  school  passing  record.  After  establishing  a  new  CD  career 
passing  record  last  week  against  Illinois  Valley,  Miller  enchored  his 
previous  performance  by  throwing  for  a  school  record  307  yards  and 
three  touchdowns  against  the  Hawks. 

MacDougall  credited  his  quarterback  as  well  as  the  offensive  line. 

The  offensive  line  gave  him  a  lot  of  time,"  said  MacDougall  after  the 
game.  "But  (Miller)  had  great  poise,  and  he  played  within  himself  very 
well  today." 

Wide  receiver  Paul  Ferguson  (six  receptions  for  51  yards)  also 
credited  the  front  men. 

"A  lot  of  the  credit  goes  to  the  offensive  line,"  Ferguson  said.  "They 
played  tremendously.  " 

While  Miller  and  his  receivers  were  the  key  to  the  offense,  it  was  the 
defense  that  limited  the  roles  of  Harper  runningbacks  James  Haywood 
and  Lorenzo  Butler. 

Haywood  and  Butler  combined  for  118  yards,  but  only  Haywood 
could  score  against  the  Chap's  defense. 

"They've  got  two  dynamite  backs,"  MacDougall  said.  "Our  defense 
did  an  outstanding  job.  You  take  two  backs  like  that,  that  have  got 
1,700  yards  between  them.  Yea,  I  think  our  defense  was  brilliant." 

Miller  started  off  a  little  rusty  as  a  blocked  throwing  attempt  and 
another  errant  pass  landed  into  the  hands  of  Hawk  defenders. 

The  first  interception  led  to  a  66-yard  scoring  drive  that  ended  with 


Harper  quarterback  Jerry  Chaney  leaping  into  the  end  zone  from  one 
yard  out. 

Miller's  second  turnover  nearly  resulted  in  another  score.  But  a  stiff 
defense  and  a  blocked  field  goal  attempt  by  Darryl  Brown  returned  by 
Tom  Deegan  set  the  ball  on  Harper's  35-yard  line. 

"(The  defense)  went  out  and  contained  them  right  away,"  said 
MacDougall  of  Miller's  second  interception.  "And  that's  what  a  good 
defense  does.  Our  specialty  teams  were  great.  A  super  effort  by  the 
kids." 

Miller  threw  to  wide  receiver  Lance  Lewis  eight  plays  later  for  a 
nine-yard  touchdown  to  tie  the  game  at  7-7. 

After  an  Aaron  Simmons  field  goal  closed  out  the  first  half,  Harper 
took  the  lead  again  as  Haywood  (14  rushes  for  70  yards)  scored  on  a 
fourth  down  plunge  early  in  the  third  quarter. 

The  Chaps  answered  that  score  with  a  55 -yard  touchdown  pass  from 
Miller  to  Rodrigues  Carter  (4  receptions  for  127  yards).  Simmons 
missed  the  point-after  attempt,  but  CD  reclaimed  the  lead  16-14. 

The  Hawks  began  to  self-destruct  as  CD  linebacker  Dave  Patterson 
caught  the  first  of  Chaney's  four  interceptions  and  ran  the  ball  back  22 
yards  into  the  end  zone  for  a  touchdown. 

Miller  threw  a  66-yard  touchdown  pass  on  CD's  next  possession  to 
Ken  Pandolfi  (4  receptions  for  117  yards)  for  a  30-14  lead. 

The  Chaps'  16  point  lead  and  20  point  scoring  spree  over  three  and  a 
half  minutes  changed  the  game  plan  for  MacDougall  and  his  team. 

"We  wanted  to  take  some  time  off  of  the  clock,"  MacDougall  said. 
"We  had  to  change  our  whole  game,  and  that's  the  hard  part.  Now  if 
you  try  and  go  to  a  run,  and  you  know  you're  not  going  to  be  able  to  ran 
because  they've  got  an  eight-man  front  and  they’re  big  and  strong- 
they've  got  a  lot  of  talented  kids  there-  it  becomes  very  hard." 

The  Chaps  succeeded,  however,  allowing  one  Harper  touchdown 
before  defensive  back  Tim  Mitchell  scored  on  an  interception  return  for 
a  final  37-20  win. 

After  the  game,  MacDougall  was  named  the  Region  IV  Coach  of  the 
Year,  and  credited  the  entire  football  program  for  the  award. 

"It’s  a  tribute  to  the  entire  staff  and  the  program  more  than  anything 
else,"  MacDougall  said.  "I've  got  a  great  group  of  guys.  If  you  don't 
have  guys  like  that,  you're  not  going  to  do  anything.  You're  not  going  to 
win  the  state  title.  You're  not  even  going  to  be  in  contention  let  alone 
any  personal  honor.  All  of  that  is  attributed  to  the  assistant  coaches  and 
the  kids  themselves."

Over  25  percent,  of  those  who  hoped  to  donate  were  deferred  for  reasons  such  as  elevated 
temperatures,  low  weight  or  If  they  were  on  antibiotics,  and  Burke  added,  "  Many  didn't  wait 
because  the  delay  was  longer  than  normal  due  to  the  shortage  of  technicians." 


Unexpected  construction  fee 
forces  college  to  pay  $5000

CD  was  recently  informed  that  it  will 
have  to  pay  an  additional  $5000  in  costs 
for  the  building  of  the  new  off  campus 
center  in  Westmont. 

The  cost  is  to  raise  the  level  of  the 
access  road  for  water  retention  purposes. 
However,  the  $5000  that  the  school  will 
have  to  spend  will  end  up  saving  CD 
$24,000  in  the  long  run. 

The  architects  and  engineers  designing 
"the  new  center  in  Westmont  discovered 
that  raising  the  level  of  the  access  road  to 
the  center  by  18  inches  would  reduce  the 
amount  of  soil  that  would  have  to  be 
removed  for  water  retention  purposes, 
resulting  in  a  $24,000  savings. 

According  to  CD  president  Harold  D. 
McAninch,  "The  architect  and  engineer 
knew  about  raising  the  road  last  July,  but 
they  didn't  think  it  was  going  to  cost  us 


anything,  so  they  didn't  bring  it  to  our 
attention." 

College  authorities  are  upset  however, 
because  Clubhouse,  Inc.,  which  is 
contracting  the  grading  of  the  site,  failed 
to  inform  CD  that  it  would  be  responsible 
for  this  cost,  and  CD's  officials  did  not 
find  out  about  it  until  Nov.  8. 

Apparently,  Clubhouse,  Inc.  is  having  a 
contractual  dispute  with  the  contractor 
which  would  be  doing  the  grading  of  the 
land,  and  they  are  passing  the  cost  on  to 
the  college. 

"They're  passing  along  to  us  a  $5000 
charge  that  we  really  don't  think  we  have 
to  pay,"  McAninch  stated. 

If  we  refused  to  pay  it,  the  road  level 
would  have  been  graded  as  it  was 
originally  spaced,  which  was  lower,  and 
then  it  would  have  cost  us  another 
$24,000,"  McAninch  added. 


According  to  Ken  Kolbet,  vice  president 
of  Administrative  Affairs,  the  college  is 
requesting  documentation  from 
Clubhouse,  Inc.  proving  that  it  will 
actually  cost  $5000. 

"We  are  asking  them  to  show  us 
documentation  where  they  are  going  to  in 
fact  incur  additional  costs,"  Kolbet  said. 

Kolbet  attributed  most  of  the  problem  to 
a  lack  of  communication  among 
Clubhouse,  Inc.,  the  architectural  and 
engineering  firm  of  Lindley  and  Sons  and 
the  college. 

The  school  is  building  two  new  off- 
campus  centers;  one  in  Westmont  and  the 
other  in  Naperville. 

The  new  centers  will  compensate  for  the 
closing  of  the  off-  campus  center  in 
Hinsdale,  and  the  Naperville  center  in  the 


CD's  plans  aid 
recycling  efforts

The  future  of  recycling  at  CD  appears  to  be  full  of 
promise,  with  pilot  programs  already  in  place,  and  plans  for 
further  efforts  on  the  works. 

"We  want  to  show  leadership  in  the  community  in 
regards  to  recycling,"  said  Ernie  Gibson,  director  of 
auxiliary  enterprises  at  CD,  and  chairman  of  the  CD 
Recycling  committee. 

Since  being  appointed  to  the  committee  last  April  by 
college  president  Harold  D.  McAninch,  Gibson  has 
implemented  a  pilot  program  to  recycle  aluminum  cans 
which  he  said  is  "going  very  well." 

He  credits  Student  Government  and  the  entire  college  for 
the  success. 

"I've  never  seen  kids  so  enthused  over  a  project  like  this," 
he  said. 

CD  has  applied  for  a  grant  from  the  State  of  Illinois  to 
fund  a  paper  recycling  program,  but  in  the  meantime,  a 
pilot  program  has  been  started  in  selected  offices.  CD  has 
just  received  its  first  payment  for  paper  collected  under  this 
pilot  program  for  over  $250.

Gibson  was  not  sure  just  how  much  recyclable  paper  is 
disposed  of  at  CD,  but  said  that  the  college  copy  center 
alone  used  over  one  million  pieces  per  month. 

He  said  that  if  just  25  percent  of  this  was  disposed  of,  it 
would  be  a  very  considerable  amount.  Most  types  of  office 
paper  used  at  the  college  would  be  recyclable,  he  said. 

Another  step  taken  by  Gibson  was  to  ask  food  services 
manager  David  Gauger  how  to  eliminate  the  use  of 
styrofoam  products  in  the  cafeteria.  In  September,  Gauger 
reported  that,  although  it  would  double  the  cost,  the 
styrofoam  would  be  replaced  by  paper  products. 

ARA  services,  which  provides  vending  facilities  on 
campus,  was  also  asked  to  eliminate  styrofoam  products, 
and  according  to  Gibson,  is  complying  with  this  request. 

Plans  to  recycle  glass  are  being  considered,  but  Gibson 
said  that  the  college  just  doesn't  use  that  much  glass.  He 
said  that  they  are  also  investigating  the  possibilities  of 
recycling  plastic  products. 

Another  area  of  recycling  that  Gibson  finds  important  is 
the  use  of  recycled  products  by  the  college.  The  college  is 
now  asking  vendors  to  provide  prices  for  recycled  paper 
stock,  and  will  try  to  use  it,  if  it's  economically  feasible. 

The  CD  Recycling  Committee  is  also  working  on 
educational  and  publicity  activities  for  recycling  efforts. 

Eric  Keeley,  recycling  coordinator  for  DuPage  County 
Environmental  Concerns,  has  been  an  advisor  for  the 
committee,  as  has  Bill  Borden,  of  the  DuPage 
Environmental  Awareness  Center,  located  at  the  Morton 
Arboretum,  in  Lisle. 

Gibson  feels  strongly  that  recycling  is  important.

New  program  helps  to  provide  new  faculty  with  information

A  new  faculty  support  program  is  being 
implemented  to  aid  new  full-time  faculty. 

The  program  was  designed  to  provide  new 
faculty  with  information  and  experiences  that 
will  aid  them  to  serve  their  student's  needs 
better. 

"The  Faculty  Support  System  suggests  that 
they  (new  faculty)  should  strongly  get 
involved  with  the  college,"  Dr.  Robert  Seaton, 
Chairperson  of  the  Faculty  Support  System 
said. 

According  to  Walt  Packard,  Dean  of  Social 
and  Behavioral  Sciences,  the  program  for  the 
25  new  full-time  faculty  members  was  not 
ready  for  Fall  Quarter,  but  is  instead  geared  for 


Winter  Quarter. 

The  program  is  led  by  Seaton,  Packard, 
Nancy  Svoboda,  Counselor,  Phyllis  Goodman, 
Professor  of  Business,  Jane  Geesaman, 
Assistant  Professor  of  English,  and  Dr.  Vince 
Pelletier,  Dean  of  Business  and  Services. 

"The  size  of  the  new  faculty  this  year  makes 
it  hard  for  them  to  feel  a  part  of  the  CD 
family,"  Pelletier  said. 

"I  taught  at  Wheaton  College  and  feel  more 
apart  of  this  community  than  any  other  place;" 
said  Russ  Watson,  new  full-time  professor  of 
Psychology 

On  the  average  in  the  previous  years,  new 
full  time  faculty  consisted  of  about  five  to  six. 
This  year  due  to  many  retirements  and 
continued  student  growth  25  new  full-time 
faculty  have  been  hired. 

"Dr.  McAninch,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
recognized  the  need  for  development  for  the 
new  faculty,"  Pelletier  said. 

The  program  was  designed  with  the  intent  of 
maintaining  a  strong  faculty  and  continue  the 
commitment  of  excellence  to  the  college. 

"In  each  division  we  hoped  other  faculty 
would  take  them  under  their  wings  to  help," 
Packard  said. 

"We  want  them  not  only  to  do  what  is 
expected,  but  to  learn  how  to  bring  up  their 
own  ideas,"  Packard  said. 

There  are  two  workshops  and  new  faculty 
must  participate  in  both. 

The  first  program,  an  advising  workshop,  is 
designed  to  help  new  faculty  to  be  efficient 
advisors  for  students  and  the  second  workshop 
is  geared  for  information  access. 

"The  original  intent  was  to  help  new  faculty 
to  develop  a  better  understanding  of  all  or  most 
of  the  available  things  at  CD,"  said  Sally 
Hadley,  head  of  the  information  access 


workshop,  along  with  Sue  Erzen. 

Also  of  the  eight  activitiis  that  were 
developed,  six  must  be  completed  with  the 
faculty's  participation. 

"The  activities  are  set  up  like  a  classroom, 
and  in  most  cases  attendance  will  be  taken," 
Pelletier  said. 

"Perhaps  there  should  be  exemptions  from 
some  activiles  for  new  faculty  who  have  been 
teaching  at  other  places.  They  should  know

how  to  do  some  things  already,"  said  Watson. 

Arts  Center  performances  gives  new  faculty 
the  opportunity  to  attend  a  performance  at  the 
Arts  Center  to  better  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  happenings  at  CD.

Governance  experience  allows  new  faculty 
to  see  how  the  college  operates  by  attending  a 
Board  of  Trustee  meetings,  and  other 
workshops. 

Professional  growth  experience  provides  an 
opportunity  for  new  faculty  to  attend  an 
Illinois  Community  College  Faculty 
Association  meeting. 

Seminars  and  lectures  series  gives  the 
opportunity  of  really  knowing  what  is 
happening  and  about  things  sponsored  at  CD. 

Information  gathering  experience  allows 
new  faculty  to  interview  another  faculty 


member  or  committee  to  gather  information. 

•Part-time  faculty  support  sessions. 

Self  designed  projects  with  the  help  of  the 
new  faculty  members'  dean  is  a  project 
designed  to  further  their  goals  and  the  goals  of 
the  program. 

"We  took  a  few  programs  already  here  and 
upgraded  them  to  get  more  participation  and 
involvement  from  new  faculty,"  Pelletier  said. 

According  to  Hadley,  the  program  will  be 
continued  because  it  is  important  for  new  full¬ 
time  faculty  to  get  to  know  one  another. 

"My  response  is  very  favorable  it  is 
increasing  my  awareness  of  resources  to 
effectively  help  students  and  it  is  allowing  me 
to  network  with  others  and  share  ideas,"  said 
,  Watson. 

Hadley  also  feels  strongly  about  the 
programs  outcome  and  the  new  faculty  s 
feedback  will  better  the  development  of  the 
program  for  the  future. 

"  I  chose  to  be  here.  I  liked  it  looking  as  an 
outsider.  I  want  to  stay  because  I  like  it  even 
more  as  an  insider,"  said  Watson.

Reader  suggests  a  new 
method  of  donating 

Dear  Editor: 

I  finished  reading  your  article,"  What  is  your  excuse  for  not 
donating  blood?" 

This  has  been  a  battle  cry  of  mine  of  a  long  time.  I  was  a 
freshman  in  college  the  first  time  I  donated.  That  first  time  was 
so  fulfilling  that  I've  been  a  regular  donor  ever  since,  donating 
blood  seems  like  such  a  wonderful  way  to  count  t  he  blessing  of 
being  in  good  health.  Being  able  to  share  a  part  of  myself  to 
benefit  someone  else  helps  to  make  up  for  the  monetary 
donations  I  sometimes  skimp  on. 

About  two  or  three  years  ago  I  discovered  another  form  of 
blood  donating,  caljed  "apheresis."  It's  a  bit  more  involved, 
sometimes  it  means  being  stuck  with  two  needles  instead  of  one, 
and  it  takes  three  times  as  long  to  complete  the  process...  but  I 
believe  that  the  importance  of  the  donation  increases 
proportionally.  In  apheresis  donating,  blood  is  taken  from  the 
donor  and  run  through  a  machine  where  the  platelets  are  spun 
out  into  a  bag  and  the  blood  is  returned  to  the  donor's  body.  The 
nurses  who  handle  the  donating  process  take  excellent  care  of 
us. 

It  is  a  good  feeling  to  know  that  by  donating  platelets, 
someone  with  leukemia,  people  who  are  undergoing  chcmo 
therapy  or  a  bone  marrow  transplant  will  benefit  from  my 
coagulant. 

When  the  blood  drive  comes  to  CD,  I  will  instinctively  want 
to  respond  to  the  call  of  the  drive,  but  unfortunately  (maybe 
fortunately)  I  will  have  to  save  myself  for  apheresis. 

I  hope  the  other  people  who  choose  not  to  donate  have  as 
good  an  excuse.

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Do  tests  bug  you? 
Try  this  on  for  size 

Taking  tests  has  always  bothered  me.  From 
my  earliest  years  in  school  I  can  remember 
sweaty  palms  and  hot  flashes  at  the  eleventh 
hour.  But  taking  tests  does  not  always  have  to 
be  a  frightening  experience. 

The  other  day  I  was  talking  to  a  friend  of 
mine  who  told  me  a  story  about  a  guy  down  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  Urbana  who  had 
some  fun  with  a  teaching  assistant.

With  a  smile  our  friend  slipped  has  test  into 
the  middle  of  the  pile  on  the  desk  and  swiftly 
took  leave.  Some  days  I  really  believe  that 
there  is  justice  in  the  world. 

Test  phobia  is  a  normal  disorder  among  the 
nations  youngsters,  which  is  unfortunate.  A  lot 
of  tests  are  only  as  hard  as  the  PhD.  makes 
them.

Editorial: 


Courier  commends  recyclers; 
Donate  an  organ  to  the  needy 


As  of  Nov.  6,  18,729  people  are  waiting  on  a 
national  organ  transplant  list  for  organs  that  may 
never  be  available  to  them. 

We  think  that  it  is  sad  that  a  fellow  CD  student, 
who  was  waiting  for  a  heart,  died  this  past 
summer  when  he  might  have  had  a  chance  at 
living. 

If  only  more  of  those  who  had  died  before  him 
would  have  consented  to  donating  their  heart,  he 
might  still  be  alive  today. 

It  is  sad  that  so  many  of  us  take  risks  with  our 
lives. 

If  you  or  one  of  us  were  to  die  tomorrow,  what 
could  we  say  that  we  gave  to  our  fellow  man? 

We  really  feel  that  there  is  no  substantial 
reason  for  people  not  to  consent  to  donating 
their  organs. 

In  the  unfortunate  instance  of  death,  there  is  no 
valid  reason  to  be  buried  with  organs  that  will  no 
longer  serve  a  useful  purpose. 

Choosing  to  donate  will  make  use  of  an 
unfortunate  incident  by  giving  others  who  are 
waiting  for  a  second  chance  to  continue  living  or 
to  improve  their  life. 

So  for  this  New  Year's,  if  you  are  looking  for  an 
unselfish  resolution,  think  about  flipping  over 
your  driver's  license  and  consenting  to  donate 
one  or  more  of  your  organs. 

You  now  have  the  chance  to  grant,  upon  your 
death,  the  ability  to  give  others  a  second 
chance  at  life. 


Due  to  the  increasing  lack  of  trees  and 
excessive  waste  of  paper,  we  commend  the 
college  and  its  attempts  to  make  recycling  a 
common  practice  here  at  CD. 

In  the  Courier  office  alone,  we  receive  by  mail, 
many  newspapers  and  other  materials  which  if 
weighed  would  probably  come  out  to  more  than 
50  pounds  a  week. 

As  of  now,  we  know  of  no  working  program 


within  the  college  that  would  find  a  way  to  utilize 
our  wastes. 

We  commend  Ernie  Gibson,  Chairman  of  the 
recycling  committee  and  Harold  D.  McAninch, 
CD  President,  for  beginning  to  make  a  recycling 
program  a  workable  project. 

We  feel  that  such  individuals  within  the  college, 
who  are  implementing  ideas  on  recycling  are  to 
be  admired  by  the  college  and  the  community  at 
large. 

Student  Government  is  also  playing  a  major 
part  in  recycling.  They  placed  large  red  cans 
around  the  campus,  for  aluminum  cans  and  they 
are  encouraging  people  not  to  just  throw  them 
away,  but  to  take  an  active  part  in  recycling. 

We  think  it  is  great  that  the  college  has  applied 
for  a  grant  from  the  State  of  Illinois  which  will 
enable  us  initiate  a  paper  recycling  program. 

Between  the  Copy  Center  and  the  Courier,  a 
significant  amount  of  usable  paper  is  being 
discarded. 

By  educating  members  of  the  college  and  the 
community  about  both  the  benefits  and  the 
necessities  of  recycling,  we  at  CD  could  certainly 
make  a  difference. 

Although  recycling  glass  does  not  seem  as 
significant  at  CD  as  it  would  in  other  places, 
officials  have  looked  into  a  variety  of  other  types 
of  recycling. 

David  Gauger,  food  service  manager,  has 
chosen  to  discontinue  the  use  of  styrofoam  in  the 
cafeteria,  even  though  switching  to  plastic  will 
double  the  expenses. 

This  act  shows  genuine  consideration  in  the 
attempt  to  preserve  our  environment. 

Even  the  vending  machines  present  at  CD  are 
getting  involved  in  the  recycling  process. 

Such  a  collaborative  effort,  like  the  one  being 
demonstrated  at  CD  is  one  to  be  honored  and 
patterned  by  other  members  of  the  community.

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LSD  kills  student  who  'wouldn't  do  drugs' 


Statistics  show  that  2. 7 percent  of  CD's  students  have  used  LSD

This  isn't  going  to  be  easy. 

My  older  son,  Joe,  of  whom  I  was  very, 
very  proud  and  whose  growing  up  I've  been 
privileged  to  chronicle  occasionally  in  the 
newspaper,  died  last  month  in  a  fall  from  a 
window  of  his  seventh-floor  dorm  room  in 
Madison,  Wis. 

He  had  taken  LSD.  He  was  18. 

To  say  he  had  his  whole  life  ahead  of  him  is 
unforgivably  trite-  and  unbearably  sad. 

I  saw  him  a  week  before  he  died.  It  was  my 
birthday,  and  he  spent  the  weekend  with  his 
stepmother  and  me.  He  was  upbeat,  funny  and 
full  of  his  new  activities,  including  fencing. 
He  did  a  whole  bunch  of  very  impressive 
lunges  and  parries  for  us. 

The  next  time  I  was  with  him,  he  was  in  a 
coffin. 

He  must  not  have  known  how  treacherous 
LSD  can  be.  I  never  warned  him,  because, 
like  most  adults,  I  had  no  idea  it  was  popular 
again.  I  thought  it  had  stopped  killing  kids  20 
years  ago.  Besides,  Joe  was  bright  and 
responsible;  he  wouldn't  "do"  drugs.  It  didn't 
occur  to  me  that  he  might  dabble  in  them. 

His  mother  had  warned  him  about  LSD, 
though;  she  knew  it  was  back  because  he  had 
told  her  about  a  friend  who  had  taken  it. 
Obviously,  he  didn't  listen  to  her  advice.  At 
18,  kids  think  they're  invulnerable.  They're 
wrong. 

Joey  was  a  very  sweet,  very  funny  kid.  And 
even  before  he  had  anything  particularly 
funny  to  say,  he  had  great  timing.  When  he 
was  about  6,  I  asked  him  what  he  wanted  to 
be  when  he  grew  up.  He  paused,  just  long 
enough,  and  said,  "A  stand-up  physicist." 

I  went  to  the  mortuary  in 
Milwaukee  several  hours  before 
the  funeral  to  have  a  chance  to  be 
with  him.  I  spent  most  of  the  time . 
crying  and  saying  dumb  things 
like,  "I  would  have  caught  you," 
and,  "I  would  have  traded  with 
you." 

I  wish  I  could  say  that  I  sang  him  a  lullaby, 
but  I  didn't  think  of  it  until  several  days  later.  I 
went  ahead  and  did  it  then,  but  it  was  too  late. 
It  would  have  been  too  late  in  any  case. 

Joe  was  not  a  reckless  kid.  Last  summer  he 
turned  down  my  wife's  suggestion  that  the 
family  go  on  a  rafting  trip  through  the  Grand 
Canyon.  Although  he  loved  amusement  park 
rides,  he  thought  that  sounded  too  risky.  So 
we  went  sailing  and  miniature-golfing  instead. 
But  he  took  LSD.  Apparently  he  figured  that 
wasn't  as  dangerous. 

When  he  was  about  seven  or  eight,  Joey 
attended  a  camp  for  asthma  sufferers.  When 
asked,  "What  do  you  do  at  asthma  camp?"  he 
responded  cheerfully:  "Wheeze?" 

The  coffin  is  always  closed  in 
traditional  Jewish  funerals,  and  as 
I  sat  with  him  that  morning  before 
the  funeral,  I  minded  that.  I  felt  so 
far  from  him.  I  finally  decided  that  I 
had  the  right  to  open  it  briefly, 
even  if  it  was  against  some  rule.  In 
fact,  I  rationalized,  Joe  probably 
would  like  my  breaking  the  rule.  So 
I  raised  the  lid. 

He  was  in  a  body  bag. 

I'm  not  that  surprised  that  kids  don't  listen 
to  their  parents  about  drugs.  Adults'  standards 
of  risk  are  different  from  theirs,  and  they 
know  it.  They  discount  what  we  tell  them,  but 
we  must  tell  them  anyway.  Joe's  qunt,  a 
teacher,  says  that  when  you  warn  kids  about 
something  dangerous-something  that  kills 
people-they  always  say  "Name  one."  OK,  I 
will.  Joe  Sicherman.  You  may  name  him,  too. 
Please. 

Joe's  first  job  was  in  Manchester,  N.H., 
where  his  mother  had  moved  with  him  and  his 
younger  brother  nine  years  ago.  He  was  a 
carry-out  boy  in  a  supermarket.  One  day  he 
went  to  the  rescue  of  a  clerk  faced  with  a 
customer  who  spoke  only  French  and  who 


wanted  to  use  Canadian  money.  Armed  with 
his  two  years  of  high  school  french,  Joe 
stepped  forward  and  explained,  "Madame, 
non!"  She  seemed  not  to  understand.  That,  he 
said,  was  when  he  rose  to  the  very  pinnacle  of 
linguistic  and  supermarket  expertise; 
"Madame,"  he  said,  with  a  Gallic  shrug  of  his 
shoulders,  "augghhhhh!"  The  woman  nodded 
and  left. 

Because  the  coffin  is  always 
closed,  nobody  expected  anyone 
to  look  inside.  There  were  blood 
spatters  on  the  body  bag. 

It's  entirely  possible  that  warning  your  kids 
won't  scare  them  away  from  LSD.  But  maybe 
it  will.  I  wish  I  could  tell  you  how  to  wam 
them  so  it  would  work,  but  I  can't. 

This  is  the  generation  gap  reduced  to  its 
most  basic:  It  is  parents'  worst  fear  that 
something  terrible  will  happen  to  their  kids;  it 
is  kids'  constant  struggle  to  be  free  of  the 
protection  of  their  parents. 

Joe's  next  job  was  in  Shorewood,  N.H., 
where  his  family  moved  just  before  his  junior 
year  in  high  school.  It  was  a  summer  job  as  a 
soda  jerk.  He  confided  to  me  that  he  worked 
alongside  "a  soda  idiot"  and  that  his  boss  was 

"a  soda - ."  Actually,  I  think  he  enjoyed  it. 

He  told  me  one  day  that  he  was  "acquiring 
meaningful  insights  into  the  sundae  industry." 
Like:  If  you  say  "yes"  to  "Do  you  want  a  lid 
on  that?"  you're  going  to  get  less  whipped 
topping. 

Traditional  Jewish  funerals  leave 
no  room  for  the  stage  of  grief  that 
psychologists  call  "denial."  when 
you  leave  the  cemetery,  you  can 
have  no  doubt  that  the  person  is 
dead.  In  fact,  you  might  say  that 
these  funerals  are  brutal.  I  could 
avoid  telling  you  about  it,  and 
spare  us  both  some  pain,  but  I 
think  I  owe  it  to  Joe-and  to  every 
parent-to  let  this  be  as  forceful  as 
possible. 

When  the  graveside  prayers  were 
over,  workmen  lowered  Joe's 
coffin  into  the  ground  and  then 
eased  a  concrete  cover  down  into 
the  hole  until  it  covered  the  metal 
burial  vault.  The  cover  had  Joe's 
name  on  it.  They  pulled  the  green 
fake-grass  cloth  off  the  pile  of  dirt 
next  to  the  grave,  and  the  rabbi 
and  the  cantor  each  threw  a 
shovelful  of  earth  onto  the  vault. 

They  handed  the  shovel  to  Joe's 
15-year-old  brother,  David. 

It  occurs  to  me  now  that  what  I  might  have 
done  is  ask  Joe  what  kind  of  drugs  were 
around.  Maybe  my  genuine  alarm  at  the  re- 
emergence  of  LSD  would  have  registered  with 
him.  I'm  certainly  going  to  be  less  self-assured 
about  how  I  deal  with  this  subject  with  David. 
He's  a  wonderful  kid,  and  while  I  don't  want 
to  smother  him,  I  don't  want  to  assume 
anything,  either. 

I  didn't  take  Joe  for  granted;  I  think  I 
encouraged  him  and  delighted  in  him  and 
celebrated  with  him,  but  I  certainly  took  his 
life  for  granted.  Parents  must  not  do  that.  We 
must  be  scared  for  them.  They  don't  know 
when  to  be  scared  for  themselves. 

Although  his  humor  had  become  somewhat 
acerbic  recently,  Joe  remained  a  sweet 
thoughtful  kid.  When,  as  I  often  did,  I  wound 
up  apologizing  to  him  because  a  weekend  or  a 
vacation  hadn't  worked  out  the  way  I'd  hoped, 
he  always  patted  my  hand-literally  and 
figuratively-and  let  me  know  he  loved  me 
anyway. 

He  took  good  care  of  others,  too.  He  spent 
most  of  his  grandfather's  90lh  birthday  party 
making  sure  that  his  stepmother  had 
somebody  to  talk  to  besides  my  ex-wife's 
family. 

And  on  that  last  birthday  visit  with  me  early 
in  October,  he  talked  a  little  about  his 


concerns  and  hopes  for  his  brother.  One  of 
those  concerns  was  drugs. 

Then,  they  handed  the  shovel  to 
me. 

Later,  I  overheard  my  wife  say 
that  the  expression  on  my  face 
when  I  turned  away,  having 
shoveled  dirt  onto  my  son's  coffin, 
was  the  most  awful  thing  she'd  ever 
seen. 

Whenever  I  thought  about  Joe  recently,  it 
was  about  college  and  independence  and 
adulthood,  and  his  latest  involvements:  his 
attempt  to  produce  an  English  paper  that  was 
more  interesting  than  what  the  instructor  had 
asked  for,  the  raucous  rock  band  he  and  his 
friends  put  together  over  the  summer,  his  plans 
to  rent  a  cabin  with  a  bunch  of  kids  at  winter 
break. 

Now,  suddenly,  I'm  no  longer  looking  at  the 
moment  but  instead  at  the  whole  life.  And  in 
some  automatic  averaging  out,  in  my  mind  I'm 
sometimes  calling  him  "Joey,"  his  little-boy 
name. 

He  told  his  mother  a  year  ago  that  he  wanted 


his  senior  year  in  high  school  to  be  the  best 
year  ever,  and  on  the  drive  to  Madison  to  start 
college  this  fall,  he  told  her  that,  despite  lots  of 
typical  teenage  domestic  tension,  it  had  been. 
He  said  he'd  accomplished  everything  he’s  set 
out  to  do-except  to  have  a  mad,  passionate 
affair  with  a  woman  he  didn't  even  know. 

She  refrained  from  asking  the  obvious 
question. 

Then  they  handed  the  shovel  to 
his  mother. 

Even  though  it  is  only  three  weeks  since  his 
death,  I  find  that  the  reality  of  Joey  is 
beginning  to  turn  sepia.  He  will  be  forever  18. 
And  his  life  will  forever  stop  in  1989.  That 
saddens  me  so  much.  It's  not  just  that  he  won't 
have  a  career,  maybe  get  married,  have  kids,  all 
those  things  we  hope  might  happen  for  a 
promising  young  person.  He  won't  go  out  for 
pizza  anymore,  either,  or  come  into  a  warm 
house  on  a  cold  night,  or  imitate  Katharine 
Hepburn,  or  scuff  through  piles  of  leaves. 

And  I  won't  ever  see  him  again. 

Joe  had  been  very  involved  in  high  school 
journalism.  He  won  a  statewide  award  for

Since  the  first  successful  kidney  transplant 
in  1954,  organ  transplants  have  become 
common,  but  the  shortage  of  donated  organs  is 
still  present. 

Michael  Schroyer,  Administrative  Director 
of  the  Organ  &  Tissue  Bank  &  Transplantation 
at  Rush-Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Medical 
Center  said,  "There  is  a  great  need  for  organs 
to  be  donated." 

Schroyer  added  that  thousands  of  people 
across  the  U.S.  are  waiting  for  transplants.  In 
some  areas  of  the  country,  the  availability  of 
organs  has  decreased  and  Schroyer  believes 
that  it  is  due  to  the  enactment  of  seat  belt  laws 
and  stricter  punishments  on  drunk  drivers. 

"Presently,  a  decrease  in  automobile 
accidents,  that  lead  to  head  trauma,  has  meant 
a  reduction  in  potential  donors,"  Schroyer  said. 

As  of  Nov.  6,  the  national  waiting  list  for 
organ  transplants  of  the  United  Network  for 
Organ  Sharing  (UNOS)  contained  18,729 
names. 

UNOS  provides  information  and  organ 
donor  cards  as  well  as  the  waiting  list  for 
patients  waiting  for  organs  by  calling  their 
toll-free  number  (24- Donor). 

The  largest  number  of  patients  waiting  on 
the  list  is  for  kidney  transplants  with  16,044. 
Followed  by  those  waiting  for  a  heart  (1,282), 
for  a  liver  (756),  for  pancreas  (310),  for  a 
combination  of  heart/lung  (248)  and  for  a  lung 
(89). 

Schroyer  believes  that  everyone  should 
consider  filling  out  the  back  of  their  driver's 
license  or  an  organ  donor  card  this  Christmas. 

"By  signing  the  back  of  their  driver's  license 
or  by  filling  out  an  organ  donor  card,  it  is  a 
gift,"  said  Schroyer.  "A  gift  to  other  people  of 
the  second  chance  of  living." 

At  least  two  witnesses  are  necessary  to

validate  a  potential  donor's  consent.  Schroyer 
stresses  the  need  to  also  inform  family 
members  about  his  or  her  choice  to  become  an 
organ  donor. 

"What  has  happened  is  that  when  someone 
has  signed  the  card  without  notifying  his  or  her 
family,  there  have  been  cases  when  people 
have  actually  been  accused  of  forging  the 
name  of  the  expired  person,"  Schroyer  said. 
"We  (organ  banks)  have  lost  a  lot  of  donors 
due  to  that.  It  is  a  very  important  part  of  the 
whole  process." 

Laws  such  as  the  Required  Request  Law 
have  been  formulated  to  help  reduce  the  organ 
shortage. 

"It  requires  hospitals  to  ask  the  families  to 
donate  the  organs  or  tissues  for  anyone  who 
expires  or  is  determined  to  be  brain-dead," 
said  Schroyer.  "It  must  be  documented  that 
they  (hospitals)  asked  or  the  Federal 
government  will  withhold  federal  money." 

According  to  Val  Burke,  Coordinator  of 
Health  &  Special  Services,  a  CD  student  who 
was  waiting  for  a  heart  transplant  died  from 
his  condition  over  the  summer. 

"Not  that  I  want  anyone  to  die,  but  if  a 
person  is  killed  and  dies  from  another  incident 
and  the  heart  is  intact  it  is  wonderful  that  it  can 
be  used,"  said  Burke.  The  student  that  died 


had  attended  CD  for  quite  a  while  until  last 
year.  This  past  summer  he  died  due  to  his 
heart  condition." 

Burke  added,  "It  is  a  shame  that  for  one 
person  to  have  the  advantage  to  live  someone 
else  has  to  die,  but  it  is  also  a  shame  that 
someone  dies  when  there  is  a  way  for  them  to 
live.” 

On  Nov.  8,  a  CD  student  received  a  kidney 
transplant  at  Rush  Presbyterian  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  after  being  on  the  active  transplant 
waiting  list  for  three  years. 

In  an  interview  one  week  after  his  operation, 
23-year-old  John  Czechowicz  said,  "It  (the 
transplantation)  is  the  final  stage  to  start  a 
norma]  life." 

Czechowicz  first  learned  about  his  kidney 
problem  six  years  ago.  Since  then,  he  has 
experienced  a  poorer  quality  of  life. 

"I  have  to  follow  a  strict  diet.  There  are  a 
lot  of  things  that  are  involved  which  a  majority 
of  healthy  people  take  for  granted," 
Czechowicz  said. 

If  the  transplant  is  successful  and 
Czechowicz  does  not  reject  his  new  kidney,  he 
hopes  to  eventually  live  his  life  as  normally  as 
he  did  before  his  problem  with  his  own  two 
kidneys. 

Currently,  Czechowicz  is  taking  various 
immunosuppressant  drugs  to  break  down  his 
immune  system  and  reduce  the  chances  of  him 
rejecting  his  new  kidney. 

"With  my  immune  system  being  so  weak  I 
can  get  sick  very  easily,  but  the  important 
thing  is  that  I  learn  how  to  safeguard  the 
kidney,"  added  Czechowicz.  "I  want  to  know 
the  best  way  to  take  care  of  myself  and  my 
kidney." 

Hemodialysis  is  the  process  by  which  waste 
substances  are  removed  from  the  blood. 
Before  the  transplant,  Czechowicz  had  to  go 
three  times  a  week  for  this  process  which  is 
common  for  patients  with  kidney  problems. 

"Everyone  at  CD  was  very  understanding 
about  my  problem,  especially  when  I  had  to 
withdraw  from  classes,"  said  Czechowicz. 
"Because  I  had  to  go  for  hemodialysis  three 
times  a  week,  I  often  could  not  finish  a  course 
in  one  quarter.  The  faculty  and  the 
administrators  were  understanding  enough  to 
allow  me  to  take  an  incomplete  in  the  course." 

Even  though  there  are  no  guarantees  on 
Czechowicz's  new  kidney,  he  is  optimistic 
about  the  future  and  feels  fortunate  to  have 
received  a  kidney. 

"In  an  unfortunate  instance,  if  all  those  who 
die  would  have  their  organs  donated  there 
would  be  no  one  waiting  on  a  list," 
Czechowicz  said. 

Another  CD  student  who  has  received  a 
kidney  transplant  is  45-year-old  Rosemary 
Blair.  She  received  her  second  transplant  in 
1978  after  the  first  was  unsuccessful. 

After  the  first  transplant,  Blair  was 
discouraged  and  felt  that  she  would  never 
attempt  it  again. 

"Hemodialysis  was  a  sure  shot  of  improving 
my  health  and  with  the  transplants  you  don't 
know  what  to  expect,  but  my  family 
encouraged  me  to  try  again,"  Blair  said. 

"I  feel  almost  the  same  as  before.  I  don't  run 
or  walk  as  fast,"  said  Blair.  "Some  of  the 
medications  (which  she  is  taking)  have  a 
tendency  of  drawing  blood  away  from  the 
bones.  Eventually,  you  need  a  hip  replacement 
which  I've  already  gotten.  I  have  my 
limitations,  but  as  long  as  I  know  what  they 
are  I  can  work  around  them." 

If  Blair  had  not  received  the  second 
transplant  she  would  have  had  to  go  back  to 


hemodialysis. 

"I  was  fairly  lucky  with  hemodialysis 
because  there  were  people  on  that  machine  that 
would  always  throw-up.  It  would  only  happen 
to  me  once  in  a  while,"  said  Blair,  "I  could 
also  go  home  and  cook  for  my  family.  Some 
of  the  people  only  had  enough  energy  to  get 
into  bed." 

Blair  now  has  three  kidneys,  but  since  her

own  two  kidneys  work  only  at  a  quarter 
capacity  she  likes  to  say  that  she  has  one  and  a 
half. 

The  restrictive  nature  of  kidney 
transplantation  and  the  shortage  of  available 
kidneys  can  often  cause  a  long  wait  for  patients 
seeking  them.  A  kidney  donor  and  a  recipient 
have  to  not  only  match  in  blood  type,  but  also 
in  tissue. 


Blair  recalls  being  apprehensive  while 
waiting  on  the  list,  but  once  she  received  the 
call  that  notified  her  of  an  available  kidney  she 
decided  after  only  a  half  an  hour  to  go  through 
with  it. 

"Once  an  organ  is  available,  it  is  only  good 
for  72  hours. ..I  am  glad  that  I  decided  to  do  it. 
I  wish  that  I  could  see  the  person  who  donated 
their  kidney.  Especially  after  having  had  it  for 
nearly  twelve  years,"  Blair  said. 

Blair  recommends  getting  a  kidney 
transplant  for  those  who  may  need  it, 
especially  for  those  patients  that  are  still 
young. 

"Don't  even  think  about  it.  If  you  get  a 
transplant,  your  life  will  change  dramatically," 
said  Blair.  "You'll  feel  a  whole  lot  better  and 
you'll  be  ready  for  things."

said  Keith  Comille,  Assistant  to  the  Director 
of  Student  Activities.  "We  had  the  best  crowd 
ever  for  Thursday's  Alive'  and  that  is  why  we 
are  bringing  him  back." 

Wand  has  been  involved  in  the  clinical 
practice  aspect  of  hypnotism  for  the  past  16 
years  and  has  been  on  the  road  with  his  show 
for  the  past  seven  years. 

The  Master  Hypnotist  also  worked  as  a 
school  psychologist,  a  counselor  and  a  teacher, 
but  after  changing  his  career  to  a  hypnotist,  he 
has  altered  the  consciousness  of  well  over 
100,000  people,  some  of  which  are  famous.

Wand  realized  a  career  involving 
hypnotism  would  suit  his  interests  after  he  lost 
weight  with  the  help  of  hypnosis. 

"I  have  wanted  to  be  a  hypnotist  since  my 
Freshman  year  in  high  school,  when  I  took 
weight  off  through  hypnosis,"  Wand  said. 

He  majored  in  Psychology  and  received  his 
bachelor's,  master's  and  doctorate  degrees 
from  Iowa  State,  Wisconsin  and  Southern 
California  respectively. 

When  Ward  takes  his  act  out  on  the  road, 
strange  things  have  been  known  to  happen. 

"I  was  doing  a  show  in  Nebraska  and  during 
one  act  I  made  some  of  the  people  think  they 
were  dog  trainers  and  other  people,  their  dogs. 
One  of  the  people  was  a  pit  bull  and  he 
attacked  me  and  bit  me  in  the  butt,"  Wand 
said. 

Wand  feels  that  hypnosis  can  work  on  just 
about  anything  that  medicine  can,  such  as 


weight,  allergies,  and  high  blood  pressure. 

As  to  how  long  a  person  stays  hypnotized 
during  one  of  Wand's  presentations,  it  depends 
on  the  group. 

"The  participants  stay  hypnotized  anywhere 
from  one  to  two  hours,"  Wand  said. 

According  to  Wand,  he  has  never  had 
trouble  hypnotizing  people  or  bringing  people 
back  to  reality  after  they  have  been 
hypnotized. 

"Nobody  can  be  hypnotized  against  their 
will.  They  must  be  open  and  willing  to  be 
hypnotized  or  it  will  not  work,"  Wand  said. 

Both  Wand's  practice  and  his  show  are 
geared  to  all  ages.  He  has  helped  people  from 
ages  four  to  90,  male  and  female  alike. 

"The  best  part  of  my  job  is  that  I  am  able  to 
educate  and  at  the  same  time  entertain 
people,"  Wand  said. 

As  to  what  profession  he  likes  more,  Wand 
said  he  really  enjoys  both. 

"Entertaining  people  is  fun  but  the  clinical 
aspects  of  my  job  are  rewarding,  because  I  am 
helping  somebody,"  Wand  said. 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  an  average  show 
by  Jim  Wand,  since  every  one  of  his 
presentations  are  different. 

"All  my  shows  are  different,  it  really 
depends  on  the  crowd,"  Wand  said.  "I  usually 
start  out  talking  about  hypnosis  and  I  try  to 
incorporate  humor,  and  then  I  get  people  on 
stage  and  hypnotize  them." 

Wand  has  performed  in  all  50  states, 
Canada,  and  Mexico  and  has  even  had  offers 
from  foreign  countries.

The  youngest  is  in 
high  school,  so  they  are  older  and  my  wife 
travels  with  me  most  of  the  time,"  Wand  said. 

According  to  Wand,  when  people  realize 
that  he  is  a  hypnotist  he  often  gels  a  positive 
response. 

"It  is  usually  a  response  of  wonderment  or 
intrigue-  I  very  seldom  get  a  negative 
response,"  Wand  said. 

Jim  Wand  will  be  performing  again  at  CD 
by  popular  demand  on  Dec  1  and  2. 

On  Dec  1,  Wand  will  entertain  and 
hypnotize  a  crowd  of  people  at  8  p.m.  in

CD's  Horticulture  Club  focuses  on  Christmas

CD's  Horticulture  Club  will  be  focusing  on  more  than 
flowers  as  the  holiday  season  arrives. 

Elizabeth  Britt,  Manager  of  the  Horticulture  Department  said, 
'The  Horticulture  Club  has  a  holiday  display  in  the  atrium 
(second  floor  of  SRC).  On  Dec.  13  in  the  SRC,  we  will  also  be 
selling  poinsettias  and  showing  our  Christmas  gift  items." 

Britt  believes  that  the  network  of  CD's  Horticulture  Club,  the 
greenhouse  and  the  plant  shop  benefits  the  college  community. 

"I  would  like  to  stress  the  availability  of  the  plant  shop  to  the 
campus,"  said  Britt  "We  (the  horticulture  network)  can  fulfill  a 
lot  of  needs.” 

According  to  Britt,  the  Horticulture  Club  meets  the  second 
Sunday  of  the  month  and  is  composed  of  35  members  who  have 
a  variety  of  backgrounds.  Membership  is  not  limited  to  just  CD 
or  horticulture  students,  but  it's  open  to  the  entire  community. 

"About  half  of  the  members  are  either  former  CD  students, 
friends  of  current  CD  students  or  members  of  the  community," 


Britt  noted. 

Britt  added  that  the  Horticulture  Club's  primary  purpose  is  to 
sponsor  educational  activities.  It  also  holds  various  social 
events  and  is  responsible  for  the  Plant  Shop  which  is  located  in 
Building  K. 

'The  Plant  Shop  is  a  retail  business,  but  it  is  run  by  our 
(horticulture)  students.  The  (horticulture)  department  runs  and 
supervises  the  shop,  but  they  don't  pay  for  anything— the 
Horticulture  Club  pays  for  it  all,"  Britt  said. 

The  Plant  Shop  sells  flowers  year-round  and  has  a  variety  of 
seasonal  sales. 

"In  the  spring  we  plant  100,000  annuals  (flowers).  You 
(consumer)  really  are  not  going  to  find  a  better  deal  than  here," 
Britt  said. 

Flower  arrangement  can  also  be  made  by  the  Plant  Shop. 
Britt  noted,  "We  (Plant  Shop)  always  have  specials  going  on 
just  like  any  other  florist.  We  even  have  done  (flower 
arrangements  for)  weddings  and  funerals,  however,  since  we 
don't  deliver  they  had  to  pick  them  up." 


The  constant  need  of  the  Plant  Shop's  products  has  led  to 
increasing  the  length  of  time  that  it  is  open  to  be  year-round. 

'We  (Plant  Shop)  usually  close  over  the  summer,  but  we  will 
stay  open  this  summer  for  the  first  lime,"  said  Britt.  "We  found 
that  our  past  customers  missed  not  having  access  to  it  year- 
round." 

Britt  recommends  that  everyone  should  visit  the  Plant  Shop 
and  the  greenhouse  even  if  it  is  just  to  look. 

"Even  if  you  are  not  interested  in  buying  anything,  it  is 
interesting  to  come  to  see  this  fabulous  facility--the 
greenhouse,”  said  Britt.  "It  is  one  of  the  nicest  and  most 
technologically  advanced  greenhouses  that  you'll  find." 

Joe  Duseck,  Vice  President  of  the  Horticulture  Club,  received 
his  Greenhouse  Manager  Certificate  from  CD  last  year. 

"I  like  being  in  the  Horticulture  Club  because  I  meet  people 
who  are  at  different  stages  (of  horticulture  knowledge)," 
Duseck  said.  "I  am  able  to  help  some  of  them  and  some  of 
them  are  able  to  help  me."

feature  writing  in  New  Hampshire  and  was 
news  editor  of  the  school  paper  in  Shorewood. 
He  contributed  a  great  deal  to  that  paper's 
humor  edition  in  May,  including  a  large 
advertisement  that  read,  in  part: 

"Attention!  All  available  slightly  twisted 
females:  Marry  me!  I  am  a  nice  guy,  a 
National  Merit  semifinalist,  devastatingly 
handsome,  relatively  inexpensive, 
housebroken,  handy  with  tools,  easily 
entertained,  a  gentleman  in  the  truest  sense  of 
the  word,  and  I  think  I 'm  extremely  funny.  In 
fact,  I  think  I'm  the  funniest  guy  on 
Earth!. ..Please  call  immediately.  Operators  are 
standing  by.  (I  am  in  great  demand.)...  Kids- 
Please  get  permission  from  your  parents 
before  calling." 

Then  they  handed  the  shovel  to 
his  stepmother. 

In  his  sermon  at  David's  bar  mitzvah  last 
year,  the  rabbi  used  a  phrase  I'd  never  heard 
before.  It  caused  me  to  weep  at  the  time:  I 
wasn't  sure  why.  It  has  come  back  to  be  again 
recently.  1  wasn't  consoling  or  even  helpful. 
But  it  is  pretty,  and  in  an  odd  way  it  puts 
events  into  a  much  larger  perspective: 

"All  things  pass  into  mystery." 

At  one  point  during  that  last  visit,  we  went 
to  a  craft  fair  where  Joe  noticed  someone 
selling  hammered  dulcimers.  He  had  never 
played  one,  but  he'd  played  the  guitar  for  quite 
a  few  years,  which  must  have  helped.  He 
picked  up  the  hammers  and  began  to  fool 
around,  and  soon  he  drew  a  small  crowd  with 
something  that  sounded  like  sitar  music.  He 
asked  about  the  price;  they  were  expensive,  I 
kept  finding  myself  thinking  that  it  would  be 
neat  to  get  him  one.  I  should  have  done  it  then. 


Then  they  handed  the  shovel  to 

his  only  living  grandmother;  it  took 
her  two  tries  to  get  enough  dirt  on 
the  shovel.  Neither  of  his 
grandfathers  could  bring  himself  to 
do  it.  But  many  of  Joe's  friends, 
weeping,  took  a  turn. 

I  hope  someday  to  be  able  to  write  about  Joe 
again;  I  probably  won't  be  writing  a  humor 
column  for  awhile.  In  the  meantime,  I  want 
folks  to  know  how  I  think  he  would  have 
turned  out.  He  would  have  been  a  mensch-a 
decent  sincere  man,  the  kind  you're  proud  to 
know.  He  already  was.  Damn  drugs. 

A  year  or  so  ago,  the  four  of  us  played 
charades,  a  vacation  tradition.  Joe  drew  "The 
Sun  Also  Rises,"  which  he  did  on  one  clue. 
He  stretched  an  imaginary  horizon  line 
between  his  hands,  then  slowly  brought  his 
head  above  it  and  transversed  an  arc,  grinning 
from  ear  to  ear.  It  took  us  about  five  seconds 


to  get  it.  Body  bag  or  no,  that's  how  I  want  to 
remember  him. 

The  last  thing  I  wrote  about  him  appeared  in 
the  newspaper  the  morning  he  died.  He  told  me 
that  he  and  a  friend  decided  on  Saturday 
afternoon  to  hitchhike  to  a  rock  concert  near 
Milwaukee.  He  realized,  he  said,  that  now  that 
he  was  going.  He  just  decided  to  do  it,  and  he 
did.  I  wrote  about  what  a  heady  experience  that 
was,  to  be  independent  at  last. 

There's  a  fair  measure  of  irony  in  that 
column.  We're  told  that  the  rock  concert  is 
where  he  got  the  LSD,  and  where  he  took  his 
first  trip. 

That  trip  I  understand,  went  OK.  This  one 
killed  him. 

Although  Joe  apparently  was  with  friends 
most  of  the  evening,  the  police  said  he  was 
alone  when  he  went  out  the  window.  We'll 
probably  never  know  exactly  what  happened  in 
those  last  minutes,  but  judging  by  our  own 
reading  of  him  and  by  what  lots  of  others  have 


told  us,  we're  sure  he  wasn't  despondent.  Many 
of  his  friends,  including  one  who  spoke  at  the 
funeral,  said  he  was  very  happy  and  enjoying 
life  in  Madison. 

The  likeliest  explanation  we've  heard  is  that 
he  had  the  LSD  hallucination  that  makes  a 
person  think  he  can  fly.  In  any  case,  a  little  after 
one  o’clock  on  Sunday  morning,  Oct.  15, 
somebody  studying  across  the  courtyard  saw  a 
curtain  open  and  the  a  body  fall.  Joe  didn't  cry 
out. 

I  have  since,  many  times.

Team  in  transition  with  new  coach,  players

The  lady  Chaparral's  basketball  program 
will  be  receiving  a  major  face  lift  this  season. 
Not  only  will  there  be  a  new  head  coach  but 
also  an  almost  revamped  team  with  eight 
freshmen  and  only  three  sophomores. 

Last  year's  squad  not  only  went  through  a 
disappointing  10-17  season  with  a  shortage  of 
players,  but  went  through  a  coaching  change  as 
former  coach  Don  Sullivan  resigned  in  the 
middle  of  the  season.  Jane  Benson  took  over 
for  Sullivan  and  stepped  down  at  the  end  of  the 
season. 

New  head  coach  Erich  Hauenstein  will  be 
coaching  women's  basketball  for  the  first  time, 
but  he  does  have  some  experience  coaching 
boys  at  the  high  school  and  junior  high  school 
level. 

In  1986,  Hauenstein  coached  the  freshman 
boys'  basketball  team  at  Croswell  Lexington 
High  School  in  Michigan  after  coaching  at  the 
sixth  and  eighth  grade  levels. 

Hauenstein's  assistant  coach,  Chris  Nelson, 
daughter  of  NBA  coach  Don  Nelson,  is  also 
new  to  the  CD  program. 

Although  the  returning  sophomores  did  not 


play  major  roles  on  last  year's  team, 
Hauenstein  will  look  to  Kim  Brown,  Danielle 
Cline,  and  Tracy  Sapit  to  add  experience  and 
depth  to  this  year's  squad. 

Even  with  an  abundance  of  first  year 
players,  Hauenstein  likes  what  he  sees. 

"I  think  they  all  had  good  experience  in  high 
school,"  Hauenstein  said.  "I  looked  at  the  girls 
closely  during  try-outs  and  if  I  didn't  think 
they  would  contribute  to  the  team  I  would  have 
cut  them.  But  they  all  have  good  skills  and 
backgrounds." 

Making  the  most  impact  right  away  will 
probably  be  captain  Kori  Konopka  and  Jessica 
Boyle.  Konopka,  a  5'11"  forward  from 
Westmont,  is  the  team's  tallest  player. 

"She's  looked  very  strong  in  practice," 
Hauenstein  said.  "She  has  some  good 
fundamentals  and  a  good  shot." 

Boyle  is  a  5'6"  guard  from  Glenbard  West. 

"She's  been  running  the  point  during  the  first 
two  weeks  and  doing  a  good  job,"  Hauenstein 
said. 

The  rest  of  the  team  includes  Kim  Lancsak, 
Stacy  Sheridan,  Kelley  Siler,  Tracy  Bleers, 
Amy  Janacek  and  Keeley  King. 


"We're  basically  a  short  team,"  Hauenstein 
said.  "So  I  think  we're  going  to  have  to  make 
up  for  that  by  being  quick  and  aggressive 
because  we  don't  have  the  height  to  match  up 
with  most  of  the  schools  we  play." 

"We  have  a  good  balance  of  talent  but  not 
an  overabundance.  We’ve  got  some  good  ball 
handlers,  some  people  who  can  shoot,  and 
some  people  who  are  strong  inside," 

Hauenstein's  goals  for  the  season  are  to  be 
competitive,  work  hard,  and  improve  each 
week. 

"Being  the  fact  that  this  is  my  first  year  here. 


and  last  year's  team  is  not  coming  off  of  a  solid 
season,  were  just  looking  to  get  the  program 
back  on  it's  feet,"  Hauenstein  said.  "I  think  the 
girls  I  have  this  year  will  enable  us  to  do  that." 

Hauenstein  hopes  to  repeat  the  great  success 
he  had  earlier  this  year  as  a  first  year  golf 
coach,  leading  CD  to  the  regional 
championship.

CD  wrestlers  defeated  by 
All-American  competition

A  strong  field  of  competitors  and  a  lack  of 
experience  prevented  the  Chaparrals  from 
getting  off  to  a  flying  start  this  season  when 
CD  traveled  to  the  St.  Louis  Open  and  the 
Northern  Open  two  weeks  ago. 

"We  didn’t  wrestle  real  well,  but  the 
competition  was  stiff,"  said  coach  A1  Kallofen. 
’The  thing  about  these  two  tournaments  is  that 
there's  Olympians,  All-American's,  and 
national  champions  there." 

Although  none  of  his  wrestlers  placed  in  the 
tournaments,  Kaltofen  felt  that  wrestling 
against  Division  I  and  Division  II  competition 
would  help  his  team  in  later  matches. 

"I  told  them  that  they  may  wrestle  the  best 
match  they  could  probably  wrestle  and  still  get 
beat,"  Kaltofen  said. 

The  heavyweight  division  in  the  St.  Louis 
Open  featured  three  All-Americans  including 
last  year's  national  champion  and  runner-up, 
and  two  other  All-Americans.  / 

"We  approach  it  with  the  idea  of  'Where  else 
are  you  going  to  get  to  wrestle  this  kind  of 
competition?"'  Kaltofen  said.  "Where  arc  you 
going  to  get  a  chance  to  wrestle  Barry 
Davidson,  an  Olympic  silver  medalist?" 


At  the  Northern  Open,  20  CD  wrestlers  won 
a  total  of  12  matches.  Each  grappler  got  to 
wrestle  two  matches,  and  some  were  lost 
because  of  mental  mistakes,  according  to 
Kaltofen. 

"That  was  the  difference  in  a  lot  of  our  kids 
winning  or  losing,"  Kaltofen  said.  "They 
cough  up  that  one  point  or  make  that  one  little 
mistake.  And  that  really  puts  them  behind  the 
eight-ball." 

John  Hennesey  lost  two  close  matches,  but 
found  out  afterwards  that  his  competitors  were 
two  excellent  wrestlers. 

"He  was  really  disappointed.  But  then  he 
found  out -one  kid  was  an  All-American," 
Kaltofen  said.  "He  wrestled  him  2-2  and  lost 
to  him  in  overtime." 

Pete  Goldberg  and  Kaltofen's  son,  Steve, 
were  the  only  two  CD  wrestlers  to  win  two 
matches  at  the  Northern  Open. 

Because  of  ineligible  players,  only  ten 
grapplers  will  travel  with  Kaltofen  to  the 
University  Of  Wisconsin-Whitewater 
Invitational  this  weekend,  three  in  the 
heavyweight  division. 

"This  week  will  be  a  good  test  for  us  and 
will  show  that  we're  able  to  do  pretty  well,"

game  of  their  own  tournament  by  knocking  off 
Wheaton  College's  JV  team  110-73.  Cliff 
Williams  led  all  scorers  with  16  points.  Center 
Mark  D'Angelo,  who  has  started  behind  Rich 
Mercer  in  all  four  games,  came  off  the  bench 
to  score  13  points  and  collect  10  rebounds. 

Sourtheastem,  who  won  the  tournament  last 
year,  advanced  to  the  championship  game 
against  CD  by  scoring  117  points  Friday  night 
against  the  St.  Francis  JV  team. 

"I  was  real  concerned  about  (their  high 
score),"  Klaas  said.  "So  instead  of  playing  our 


regular  press  game,  we  decided  to  have  one 
man  pressing  them  and  then  drop  other  people 
to  midcourt  so  that  they  weren't  getting  the 
break.  (Southeastern)  slowed  it  down.  They 
didn't  want  to  run  with  us.  And  that  makes  me 
feel  good  because  that  means  that  they  really 
respect  what  we  have  here." 

The  Chaps  used  a  15-2  run  midway  through 
the  first  half  in  the  championship  game  against 
Southeastern  to  gain  a  19-7  lead.  Southeastern 
forward  Greg  Capps  came  off  of  the  bench  and 
scored  eight  of  his  12  first  half  points  in 
succession  to  bring  the  Falcons  to  within  one 
before  the  Chaps  took  a  38-34  into  the  locker 
room  at  halftime. 

The  Chaps  pulled  away  again  as  guard  Keon 
Parsons  nailed  a  three-point  field  goal  with  12 
minutes  left  in  the  game  to  give  CD  their 
biggest  lead  of  the  game  59-44.  The  Falcons 
held  the  Chaps  to  one  field  goal  over  the  next 
five  minutes  and  crawled  back  to  a  61-55 
deficit 

"That's  the  one  thing  about  this  game,"  said 
Klaas  of  Southeastern's  repeated  comebacks. 

"You  can't  quit-  you  can't  let  up.  You  have 
to  continue  to  stay  at  it  because  in  this  game, 
15  points  is  not  very  much." 

The  Falcons  came  within  two,  but  a  basket 
by  Tyrone  Parker  and  two  free  throws  by  Cliff 
Williams  sealed  the  victory  for  the  Chaps. 


Team  adjusting  to  Klaas'  rotations

While  it  is  too  early  in  the  basketball  season  to  make  predictions  or  hand  over  the  N4C  crown 
to  the  Chaparrals,  coach  Don  Klaas  is  justifiably  elated  with  his  team's  successful  4-0  start  and 
Thanksgiving  Tournament  Championship. 

Despite  only  one  returning  player  from  last  season,  and  a  switch  from  a  half-court  to  a  fast- 
break  offense,  Klaas  is  beginning  to  see  the  roles  of  his  players  as  his  team  rolls  through  their 
non-conference  schedule. 

"I'm  working  in  an  area  I  haven't  worked  in  before,"  said  Klaas,  who  is  using  more  than  10 
players  per  game. 

"You  can't  play  like  were  playing  with  seven  or  eight  guys.  If  you  play  the  game  we're  trying 
to  play,  you  can't  go  more  than  five  or  six  minutes  (without  a  rest).  It's  a  very,  very  difficult  game 
to  play,"  Klaas  said. 

The  rotation  of  Rich  Mercer  and  Mark  D'Angelo  at  the  center  position  has  been  successful  for 
Klaas  thus  far,  as  the  two  have  combined  for  15  rebounds  and  16  points  per  game.  Mercer  was 
named  to  the  All-Tournament  team. 

Julius  Burrell,  who  was  an  All-Conference  player  last  year  as  the  man  in  the  middle,  has 
adjusted  well  to  his  new  role  as  a  forward.  Burrell  is  averaging  over  11  points  and  six  rebounds 
over  the  first  four  games,  and  leads  the  team  with  14  steals. 

"It's  a  little  bit  harder  for  him  because  he's  used  to  scoring  more,"  Klaas  said,  "but  it's  a 
different  role  for  him  this  year.  He's  going  to  score,  but  he  won't  have  to  score  as  much." 

Ricky  Ulmer,  starting  at  the  other  forward  position,  is  averaging  over  nine  points  and  six 
rebounds  per  game. 

Guards  Cliff  Williams,  Tyrone  Parker,  Harold  Caffey,  and  Keon  Parsons  are  doing  well  in  the 
backcourt.  Starters  Williams  and  Parker  are  each  averaging  11  points  per  game,  while  Caffey  has 
contributed  by  coming  off  of  the  bench,  scoring  nearly  eight  points  in  each  game.  Parker  was 
also  named  to  the  all-toumament  team  while  Williams  walked  away  as  the  tournament  MVP. 

"This  is  the  best  guard  crew  that  we've  had  since  I've  been  here,"  Klaas  said.  "Individually, 
we've  perhaps  had  better  guards.  But  as  a  group,  we  have  not  had  four  good  guards  like  we  have 
now."

The  final  piece  to  the  Chaparral's  season 
was  completed  two  weeks  ago  as  CD  won 
their  third  Royal  Crown  Cola  Bowl  in  four 
appearances,  defeating  the  Waldorf  Vikings 
20-6  at  the  University  of  Northern  Iowa's  UNI- 
dome. 

The  Viking's  quick-snap  offense  aided 
fullback  Lloyd  Abbington  to  run  at  will  in  the 
first  half,  as  the  All-Region  XI  player  gained 
125  yards  of  rushing  in  the  first  two  quarters 
of  the  game. 

"They  keep  you  off-balance,"  said  coach 
Bob  MacDougall  of  Waldorf s  offense.  "If 
your  not  in  your  stance  right  away  and  ready 
to  go,  your  going  to  be  driven  back.” 

CD  stopped  Waldorf  when  it  counted, 
however,  as  the  Vikings  crossed  the  Chap's  30- 
yard  line  four  times  without  scoring. 


"I  think  we  had  a  very  successful 
season.  I  think  the  growth  of  the 
players,  the  maturity  of  the  football 
team  and  the  leadership  of  the 
sophomores  was  especially 
rewarding  to  me  because  they 
listened,  they  were  very  attentive  at 
practice,  and  they  did  the  things 
that  were  asked  of  them."

"I  thought  the  kids  buckled  it  up  and  did  a 
nice  job,"  MacDougall  said. 

The  Chaps  scored  first  as  quarterback  Curt 
Miller  threw  a  screen  pass  to  runningback 
Rodrigues  Carter,  who  exploded  down  the 
sidelines  for  a  58-yard  touchdown  to  give  the 
CD  a  7-0  lead. 

"It's  a  play  to  get  medium  range  yards  and  to 
get  your  tailback  in  an  open  field  situation 
where  he  can  make  a  move  on  somebody," 
MacDougall  said.  "It's  been  a  good  play  for  us 
all  year." 

The  Vikings  answered  that  score  with  a  57- 
yard  drive  that  led  to  a  first  and  goal  situation 
for  Waldorf  at  the  Chap's  9-yard  line.  After 
Abbington  and  quarterback  Eric  Sukup  each 
rushed  without  a  gain,  followed  by  an 
incomplete  pass  by  Sukup,  the  Vikings  settled 
for  a  26-yard  field  goal  by  kicker  Rich 
McCardle. 

McCardle  brought  Waldorf  three  points 
closer  with  another  field  goal  to  close  the  first 


half  out  with  a  7-6  Chap  lead. 

Although  his  team's  defense  stopped  the 
Vikings  from  crossing  the  goal  line  in  the  first 
half,  MacDougall  encouraged  his  players  to 
stop  Waldorf s  ground  gaining  game. 

"The  first  half  looked  like  our  defense  was 
moving  in  slow-motion,  yet  they  didn't  score  a 
touchdown,"  MacDougall  said.  "The  fullback 
(Abbington)  had  a  great  day,  but  it  took  us  a 
while  to  get  adjusted  to  their  offensive  line 
speed  and  the  speed  of  the  back.  But  I  think 
our  defense  played  brilliantly  in  the  second 
half." 

CD  opened  the  second  half  with  a  68-yard 
touchdown  drive  ending  with  a  ten-yard 
scramble  into  the  end  zone  by  Miller  to  put  his 


team  up  14-6.  Miller  (11  rushes  for  51  yards) 
was  on  the  move  for  much  of  the  game, 
gaining  yardage  with  his  feet  when  he  couldn't 
find  open  receivers. 

"He  had  great  determination,"  said 
MacDougall  of  his  quarterback.  "The  reads 
were  there  for  him  to  carry  the  ball,  and  he 
effectively  did  it.  On  the  sprint-out,  the  reads 
were  there  for  him  to  run  the  ball  and  he  did 
it.” 

The  Chaps  final  score  came  on  a  four-yard 
run  by  fullback  Chuck  Biggins  (13  carries  for 
55  yards). 

While  the  bowl  game  certainly  wasn't  the 
most  exciting  of  the  year,  it  was  the  Royal 
Crown  to  a  successful  season. 


"I  think  we  had  a  very  successful  season," 
MacDougall  said.  "I  think  the  growth  of  the 
players,  the  maturity  of  the  football  team  and 
the  leadership  of  the  sophomores  was 
especially  rewarding  to  me  because  they 
listened,  they  were  very  attentive  at  practice, 
and  they  did  the  things  that  were  asked  of 
them." 

"We  didn't  demand  things  out  of  them  that 
they  couldn't  physically  or  mentally  do.  The 
kids  responded  in  a  very  positive  manner. 
Sometimes  kids  can  get  down  on  themselves 
and  it  never  happened.  They  just  responded 
very  well." 


Chaps  dominate  N4C  in  80's; 
Miller  and  five  others  All-Region 


Chaps  fly  above  Harper  Hawks 

When  the  Chaparrals  beat  the  Harper  Hawks  last  month  to  win  the 
Region  IV  play-offs  for  the  fourth  time  this  decade,  they  put  to  rest  any 
debate  over  which  of  these  two  N4C  teams  was  the  most  dominate 
during  the  decade.  CD  has  won  the  play-offs  four  tunes,  while  the 
Hawks  have  won  it  three  times.  The  Chaps  are  3-1  in  the  Royal  Crown 
Bowl,  while  Harper  is  0-3. 

In  the  head-to-head  series,  the  Hawks  are  7-3  against  CD  in  regular 
season  play,  and  hold  a  9-6  edge  over-all. 

"It  just  so  happened  that  each  of  us  had  won  three  state 
championships  going  into  the  last  game,"  said  coach  Bob  MacDougall. 
"Now  DuPage  has  won  four.  Does  that  make  us  the  best  team  of  the 
80s?  Yea,  I  think  so.” 

All-Region  honors  for  R.C.  Cola  Bowl  champs 

As  a  result  of  their  brilliant  play  this  season,  six  of  the  ChapaiTals 
best  were  named  to  the  all-N4C  and  Region  IV  team.  Quarterback  Curt 
Miller,  along  with  center  Randy  Wintner  were  named  to  the  offensive 
unit. 

On  defense,  linebacker  Dave  Patterson,  defensive  back  Tim  Mitchell, 
defensive  tackle  Mike  Bystol,  and  defensive  end  Mike  Calcagno  were 
all  named  to  the  team. 

Three  wide  receivers  accounting  for  most  of  Miller  s  season  passing 
yardage,  Lance  Lewis,  Paul  Ferguson,  and  Ken  Pandolfi  each  were 
named  to  the  All-Region  IV  second  team. 

"I  think  that  were  very  fortunate  to  get  quality  football  players  in  it 
like  we  did,"  MacDougall  said.  "And  they're  certainly  deserving  of  it, 
we  being  champions  this  year  and  having  the  number  one  defense  in  the 
league." 


Passing  and  receiving  records  broken 
by  Miller  and  Lewis 

Quarterback  Curt  Miller's  successful  season  will  result  in  a  revision 
of  the  school's  football  record  book,  as  the  sophomore  broke  three  CD 
passing  records  this  season.  A  share  of  the  credit  goes  to  wide  receivers 
Lance  Lewis,  Paul  Ferguson,  and  Ken  Pandolfi,  who  helped  Miller  rack 
up  the  yardage,  and  records. 

•  Miller  broke  was  his  own  record  of  pass  completions  in  a  game 
(19)  by  completing  21-28  passes  for  257  yards  in  CD's  28-0  pounding 
of  Rock  Valley  on  October  14. 

•  During  the  Region  IV  semi-final  play-off  game  against  Illinois 
Valley  on  November  2,  Miller  passed  former  CD  quarterback  Gene 
Benhart  (1985-86)  in  career  passing  as  the  Chaps  won  33-15.  Benhart's 
record  was  2,339  yards.  Miller  finished  his  CD  career  with  2,546  yards. 

•  Another  Benhart  record  was  broken  by  Miller  in  the  Region  IV 
Championship  Game  against  Harper.  Miller  threw  for  307  yards, 
passing  Benhart’s  record  of  298  yards,  as  the  Chaps  rolled  over  the 
Hawks  37-20. 

(Miller  also  topped  Benhart's  record  of  pass  completions  in  a  season 
last  year  with  112  completions.  Benhart  s  record  was  109.) 

•  On  the  receving  end  of  many  Miller  passes  over  the  past  two 
seasons  was  wide  receiver  Lance  Lewis,  who  passed  Scott  Scholtens 
(1982-83)  in  yards  on  receptions  in  a  career.  Lewis  finished  with  1052 
yards  of  receiving  yardage.

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McAninch  looking  at 
new  position  in  Ariz.

CD  President,  H.D.  McAninch,  is  one  of  four 
final  people  who  have  been  sought  by  Pima 
Community  College  (PCC)  in  Tucson  Ariz.,  as 
candidates  for  a  potential  president. 

"I  have  been  here  for  1 1  years  and  I  think  it 
might  be  time  to  look  at  another  challenge," 
McAninch  said. 

According  to  McAninch,  he  wouldn't  be 
looking  for  another  challenge  if  he  didn't  already 
have  over  30  years  in  the  Illinois  education 
system. 

"Right  now  I'm  in  the  position  to  take  an  early 
retirement  from  Illinois  and  lock  up  my  retirement 
and  move  on,"  McAninch  said. 

PCC  serves  Pima  County,  Arizona.  It  has  a 
population  of  about  25,000  credit  students  and 
about  25,000  non-credit  students  in  an  area  of 
three  campuses,  McAninch  said. 

"I  think  Pima  Community  College  is  a  good 
school,"  McAninch  said,  "it  has  a  lot  of  potential 
to  be  even  better." 

McAninch  said  that  PCC  has  had  Board  of 
Trustees  problems  in  the  past  and  if  he  is  in  the 
position  become  president  of  PCC,  he  wants  to  be 
assured  that  those  problems  are  no  longer  there. 

"You  can  have  the  best  ideas  in  the  world,  but  if 
you  don't  have  good  support  from  the  board,  you 
can't  get  anything  done,"  McAninch  said. 

If  McAninch  would  choose  to  leave  CD  he 
admits  that  it  would  be  difficult. 

"I  would  leave  with  greatly  mixed  feelings 
because  an  awful  lot  of  me  is  here,"  McAninch 
said,  "I've  been  here  for  11  years  next  month  and  I 
love  this  place." 

As  to  what  would  be  in  store  for  CD  if 
McAninch  would  decide  to  leave,  he  feels  at  this 
point,  is  to  premature  to  tell. 

"If  I  left,  the  board  would  have  to  get  involved 
in  a  presidential  search.  It's  a  good  institution, 
with  a  good  board  and  a  good  staff  so  I  don't  think 
it  would  be  too  difficult,"  McAninch  added. 


McAninch  also  added  that  if  he  decides  to 
transfer  to  PCC,  it  will  in  no  way  have  anything  to 
do  with  his  contract  at  CD. 

"I  wouldn’t  do  that,  I  just  don't  work  that  way," 
he  said. 

PCC  contacted  McAninch  and  asked  him  what 
days  he  would  be  available  to  come  to  Arizona  for 
an  interview. 

McAninch  stressed  that  he  was  approached  by 
PCC  and  that  whether  or  not  he  will  be  leaving 
CD,  is  still  too  early  to  tell. 

But,  McAninch  does  have  some  some  views  as 
to  why  the  change  may  be  welcomed. 

"I  do  like  the  southwest,  very  much,  and  PCC  is 
the  right  size,"  McAninch  added,  "It  has  three 
campuses  so  there  will  be  challenges." 

"If  you  look  around,  there  are  not  a  lot  of  places 
you  could  go  from  CD,  that  would  be  as 
challenging  as  CD,"  McAninch  said,  "Pima  is  one 
of  those  that  I  think  would  be  as  challenging  as 
CD." 

McAninch  feels  that  in  the  11  years  that  he  has 
been  at  CD,  the  college  has  grown  a  lot  in  many 
ways. 

"CD  has  grown  academically  as  well  as  in  the 
number  of  students.  It  has  grown  in  terms  of  the 
sophistication  of  the  programs,  and  its  service  to 
the  community.  Its  grown  in  a  lot  of  ways," 
McAninch  said. 

McAninch  won't  know  the  destiny  of  his 
where  abouts  until  after  the  interview  process. 

"An  interview  is  a  process  of  me  looking  at 
them  and  them  looking  at  me,"  he  added,  "I  may 
go  down  there  and  decide  that  it  isn't  for  me,  and 
the  board  may  decide  that  I'm  not  right  for  the 
position.  Thai's  why  people  have  to  go  through 
the  interview  process." 

As  to  whether  or  not  CD  still  has  a  chance  at 
keeping  McAninch  as  president,  he  seems 
optimistic. 

"I  really  like  it  here,  it's  an  excellent 
institution."

were  unaware--if  you  are  unaware  you  are  uninvolved.  I  want 

to  change  that." 

Bobba  decided  to  become  involved  with  SGA  to  help 
students  and  improve  himself  through  the  experience. 

"I  feel  that  with  this  experience  I  will  be  able  to  do 
something  for  SGA  and  for  students  in  general  as  well  as 
improving  myself  as  a  person,"  Bobba  said. 

Russell  also  appointed  two  Club  Representatives,  Dan 
Krasinski  and  Murray  Leith  to  be  part  of  the  SGA  Senate. 

According  to  Russell,  Club  Representatives  are  basically  the 
same  as  SGA  Senators  except  that  they  cannot  be  counted  for  a 
quorum  (one  more  than  half  of  the  Senators  needed  present  to 
hold  an  official  SGA  meeting). 

"I  didn't  differentiate  between  the  Senator  and  Club 
Representative  positions.  Traditionally,  a  Club  Representative 
is  entitled  to  all  of  the  privileges,  honor  and  respect  that  a 
Senator  has  except  that  they  cannot  be  counted  for  a  quorum," 
Russell  said. 

Krasinski  believes  that  action  is  needed  to  have  a  strong  line 


of  communication  between  SGA  and  the  various  clubs. 

"I  am  not  the  greatest  talker  in  the  world. ..I  like  doing  stuff. 
Talk  is  cheap,  "  Krasinski  said.  "I'd  like  to  maybe  get  a  better 
relationship  between  SGA  and  some  clubs  because  I  think  that 
it  is  really  needed." 

Leith  could  not  be  reached  for  comment. 

The  selection  process  used  by  Russell  to  fill  the  four  open 
positions  was  based  on  the  interview  responses  given  by  the 
eleven  applicants. 

"I  basically  asked  them  why  they  wanted  to  be  in  SGA,  what 
their  time  commitments  were,  how  much  they  already  knew 
about  SGA,  what  their  outside  influences  were  such  as  any 
groups  that  they've  belonged  to?"  said  Russell.  "I  asked  them 
that  (the  last  question  stated)  because  several  of  the  people  who 
I  interviewed  were  members  of  a  clique  that  has  a  reputation  for 
causing  some  problems  and  I  was  not  interested  in  having 
them." 

Currently,  both  of  the  appointed  Club  Representatives  do  not 
belong  to  any  clubs,  but  Russell  does  not  think  that  they  are  at  a 
disadvantage  because  of  it. 


"Neither  of  the  two  (Club  Representatives)  are  members  of 

clubs  although  both  of  them  intend  on  joining  some... but  I 
didn't  have  that  as  a  prerequisite,"  Russell  said.  "Just  because 
you  are  a  member  of  the  Fantasy  Technology  League  or  the 
International  Students  Organization  it  does  not  mean  that  you 
are  going  to  be  able  to  better  represent  the  Cheerleaders  and 
Pom  Poms." 

According  to  Russell,  objectivity  in  the  selection  of  the 
appointees  was  present  and  notes  that  there  was  no  instance  of 
cronyism. 

Russell  concluded,  "You  have  to  remember  that  these  are  my 
appointments  to  the  Senate.  They  are  people  that  I  feel  I  can 
work  with.  They  are  not  the  students'  choices. 

"I  think  that  the  people  I  appointed  are  going  to  do  a  terrific 
job.  It  is  not  cronyism.  I  am  not  trying  to  get  my  buddies  into 
office. ..these  (appointees)  are  people  who  have  shown  a 
genuine  interest  in  representing  students. 

'There  were  a  lot  of  people  that  applied  and  I  did  the  best  job 
that  I  could  about  picking  the  four  that  I  thought  would  be  the 
best  (to  fill  the  vacancies)."

^Z-^uring  ihe  holiday  season,  charities  have  always  worked 
feverishly  to  raise  donations-this  year  is  no  exception.  The 
following  are  two  of  the  charities  which  are  not  only 
continuing  their  usual  services  to  the  needy,  but  are  also 
having  special  programs  for  Christmas. 

The  Salvation  Army 

According  to  Bob  Wilson,  Director  of  Communications  for 
The  Salvation  Army,  the  holiday  season  is  the  time  for 
charities  "to  make  a  broad  appeal  to  the  public." 

Wilson  said  that  currently  The  Salvation  Army  is 
"marginally  ahead  in  the  mail  receipts,  but  the  kettle  income 
is  less  than  five  percent  from  that  of  last  year’s.” 

The  five  percent  deficit  is  approximately  $220,000  of  last 
year's  Christmas  season  which  raised  $4.4  million. 

"We  (the  Salvation  Army)  have  about  $23  million  as  our 
projected  budget  area-wide,  therefore,  the  decrease  in  kettle 
donations  only  amounts  to  approximately  one  percent  deficit 
which  would  not  make  much  of  a  difference  percentage¬ 
wise,"  Wilson  said.  "But,  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  buys  a 
lot  of  grocery  bags." 

According  to  a  Chicago  area  fact  sheet.  The  Salvation 
Army  "is  an  international  religious  and  charitable 
organization  which  operates  on  a  quasi-military 
pattern. ..founded  in  1865  by  William  Booth  and  has  served 
Chicago  since  188)5." 

Wilson  added  that  he  feels  disappointed  in  the  public's 
misconception  of  the  Salvation  Army. 

"Public  perception  is  that  we  only  do  food,  clothing  and  toy

drives  at  Christmastime.  They  (the  majority  of  the  public) 
think  that  we  only  work  with  derelict  beggars,"  Wilson  said, 
"They  don't  know  that  we  (the  Salvation  Army)  provide  over 
twenty  major  services  such  as  family,  senior  citizens  and  teen 
counseling."

The  Christmas  Fact  Sheet  for  The  Salvation  Army  has  a 
total  of  2,000.  food  baskets  that  will  be  distributed  throughout 
Dec.  In  addition,  they  will  also  provide  5,000  meals  daily. 

Past  giving  patterns  show  a  direct  relationship  to  the 
proximity  of  Christmas  noted  Wilson. 

"Half  of  the  money  raised  by  the  kettle  collection  is  done  so 
during  the  last  five  days  before  Christmas,”  Wilson  said. 

Patterns  can  also  be  found  in  both  the  distribution  and 
usage  of  funds  according  to  Wilson. 

“We  raise  the  most  from  the  areas  that  have  the  most  to 
give.  Typically,  the  most  donations  come  from  the  North, 
Northwest  and  West  areas  of  Chicago,"  Wilson  said.  "The 
inner-city  has  the  most  need  and  economic  deprivation,  but 
we  have  started  to  sec  a  slow  migration  of  need  moving  to  the 
suburbs," 

American  Red  Cross 

Susan  Wilcox,  Service  Center  Coordinator  with  the  Mid¬ 
American  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  said,  "Along 


with  the  on-going  services  of  disaster  relief,  public  safety 
programs,  and  home-bound  services,  the  American  Red  Cross 
has  a  Christmas  Stocking  Program." 

Volunteer  groups  sew,  stuff  and  distribute  Christmas 
stockings  to  disadvantaged  children  Wilcox  said. 

"It’s  a  nice  program  for  children  who  might  not  get  any 
presents  for  Christmas.  It  may  be  the  only  gift  that  they 
receive,"  Wilcox  said. 

Different  items  can  be  found  in  the  Christmas  stockings 
depending  on  the  age  group  of  the  individual  receiving  it. 

Wilcox  said,  "For  small  children  toys,  mittens,  and  knitted 
items  are  put  into  the  stockings.  For  teens  we  (American  Red 
Cross  volunteers)  put  items  such  as  soap  and  shampoo." 

Approximately,  1500  stockings  are  distributed  each  holiday 
season  and  are  made  by  hundreds  of  volunteers  from 
organizations  such  as  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Girl  Scouts  and 
church  groups  Wilcox  cited. 

The  Christmas  Stocking  Project  is  self-funding  since  the 
volunteers  do  not  only  make  and  distribute  the  stockings,  but 
also  collect  the  items  to  put  into  them. 

'The  stockings  are  distributed  to  groups  by  contacting  us  to 
let  us  know  how  many  they  need  well  in  advance  of 
Christmas.  Stockings  can  also  be  given  to  individuals,  but  it 
is  not  something  that  we  can  always  do,"  Wilcox  said. 

Wilcox  noted  that  the  American  Red  Cross  is  the  only 
organization  that  has  such  a  program.  "It  is  a  unique  program 
and  we  would  like  to  expand  it,"  she  said. 

The  most  prevalent  problem  that  Wilcox  sees  is  with  the 
decline  of  volunteers  in  the  program. 

She  concluded,  "We  have  seen  a  decline  in  volunteers  from 
last  year.  Hopefully,  this  trend  will  not  only  discontinue,  but 
also  reverse  itself." 


Scotland  trip  offered  to  students  for  credit

Scotland  is  a  mystical  country  filled  with 
rolling  greens,  dark  forests,  mountains  apd  rich 
with  culture  and  history. 

Its  people  have  produced  fascinating 
literature  and  art  as  well  as  being  skilled  in 
industry  and  architecture.

CD,  through  it's  international  studies 
program,  is  offering  a  full  quart  of  study  based 
at  St.  Andrews  University,  Scotland. 

The  program  will  take  place  in  the  summer 
quarter  of  1990  and  will  earn  15  credit  hours. 
Through  this  program  students  will  get  a 
chance  to  learn  about  the  Scotland  of  past  and 
present,  while  seeing  it's  history  firsthand. 

St.  Andrews  University,  located  on  the  rocky 
shores  of  the  North  Sea,  is  one  of  the  Worlds' 
oldest  universities. 

Faeulty  of  CD  will  be  working  in 
cooperation  with  St.  Andrews  in  providing 
classroom  education.  The  university  will 
provide  single  room  dorms  on  campus  for  the 
students.  The  school  will  be  serving  three 
meals  a  day  for  the  CD  students. 

The  students  will  travel  daily  to  nearby  sites 
that  will  supplement  the  readings,  discussion 
and  lectures  of  the  classroom  studies.  Students

will  be  able  to  see  historical  landmarks  such  as 
ancient  battlefields  and  castle  ruins  that 
•promise  to  make  the  learning  experience  much 
morelhteresting. 

Bill  Leppert,  who  attended  the  trip  to 
Scotland  last  year  stresses  the  importance  of 
seeing  Scotland  firsthand. 

"When  actually  seeing  the  landmarks,  the 
history  takes  on  new  meaning,  words  like 
industrial  revolution  aren't  just  words 
anymore,"  Leppert  said. 

Travel  will  be  guided  by  Scottish  lectures 
from  the  university.  Also,  a  possible  overnight 
excursion  to  London  is  being  planned. 

To  enroll  in  this  program  of  study  you  must 
be  eligible  for  study  at  CD.  A  special 
enrollment  interview  will  also  be  a 
requirement  for  those  who  wish  to  participate. 


Students  will  have  a  chance  to  individualize 
their  study  program  for  the  trip. 

The  courses  that  will  be  available  for  the 
summer  quarter  1990  include  courses  that  will 
fill  general  education  requirements  in  the  areas 
of  social  sciences  and  humanities.  Some  of  the 
courses  that  will  be  offered  include  english 
literature,  humanities,  psychology  and 
anthropology.  Transcripts  will  show  that  these 
courses  were  taken  in  Great  Britain. 

Besides  from  learning  the  history  and 
traditions  of  Scotland,  students  will  also  study 
current  events  in  Scotland. 

Lectures  will  be  discussing  topical  subjects 
like  political  situations  in  Scotland  as  well  as 
other  issues  that  are  part  of  everyday  life  in 
Scotland  and  Great  Britain. 

According  to  Leppert,  "The  students  are 


always  curious  as  to  how  the  Scottish  view 
Americans.  It  is  a  question  commonly  asked  of 
the  Scottish  lecturers." 

Recently  a  survey  has  been  taken  of  those 
students  who  attended  the  trip  to  Scotland  last 
year. 

Although  the  results  at  this  point  are  partial, 
the  response  that  the  international  studies 
program  has  received  has  been  quite  positive. 

David  Sam,  coordinator  of  the  program, 
claims,  "The  response  we  have  received  so  far 
has  been  very  encouraging,  with  many  very 
positive  responses." 

Last  year,  27  CD  students  attended  the 
program;  this  year  Sam  anticipates 
approximately  40.

"You  want  the  moon?  Just  say  the  word  and 
I'll  throw  a  lasso  around  it  and  pull  it  down. 
Hey,  that's  a  pretty  good  idea.  I'll  give  you  the 
moon  Mary." 

My  older  brother  and  sister  first  introduced 
the  movies,  "It's  A  Wonderful  Life"  and 
"Miracle  on  34th  Street"  to  me  about  ten  or  12 
years  ago,  when  I  was  still  in  grade  school. 

Each  is  a  Christmas  classic  that  nearly 
everyone  has  seen  before,  time  and  time  again. 
Each  year  we  would  await  the  television 
programming  guide  to  see  when  each  would  be 
on.  I'd  say  that  we  would  catch  each  one  at 
least  twice,  and  enjoy  them  like  we  had  never 
seen  them  before. 

Both  my  brother  and  sister  are  married  now, 
but  they  have  inspired  me  to  continue  this 
Christmas  tradition. 

Frank  Capra's  "It's  A  Wonderful  Life"  is  a 
story  about  a  man  who  feels  his  life  has  been  a 
complete  failure  and  nearly  commits  suicide 
before  an  angel  stops  him  and  shows  him  what 
life  in  the  town  of  Bedford  Falls  would  have 
been  like  if  he  had  never  been  bom. 

James  Stewart  stars  as  George  Bailey,  a  man 
whose  dreams  of  going  to  college  and  seeing 
the  world  are  shattered  when  his  father  dies. 
Bailey  is  forced  to  take  over  the  family 
business,  a  building  and  loan  company,  and  is 
stuck  in  the  town  of  Bedford  Falls.  He 
eventually  marries  Mary  Hatch  (Donna  Reed) 
and  begins  a  family  as  the  pressures  of  the 
business  and  a  local  tycoon  nearly  lead  him  to 
an  attempted  suicide. 

Before  Bailey  can  go  through  with  his  act, 
however,  Clarence  (Henry  Travis),  an  angel 
who  has  not  earned  his  wings,  comes  down  to 
earth  to  show  Bailey  just  how  wonderful  his 
life  has  been. 


Bailey  sees  how  his  life  has  affected  the 
lives  of  everyone  else  in  Bedford  Falls,  and 
begins  to  value  his  existence  again. 

Many  who  has  seen  the  movie  treasure 
certain  scenes  in  the  movie,  like  when  Bailey 
and  Hatch  fall  into  a  pool  while  doing  the 
Charlston  at  their  high  school  graduation,  or 
when  George  abandons  his  honeymoon  plans 
to  save  the  Building  and  Loan,  which  is 
threatened  to  close. 

But  anybody  who  has  seen  the  movie  cannot 
forget  the  scene  where  Bailey  sees  the  light 
and  realizes  how  lucky  he  has  been.  He  runs 
through  the  streets  of  Bedford  Falls,  wishing 
everyone  a  Merry  Christmas. 

"Hello  Bedford  Falls,  Merry  Christmas! 
Merry  Christmas  movie  house!  Merry 
Christmas  Imporium!  Merry  Christmas  you 
wonderful  old  Building  and  Loan!  Merry 
Christmas  to  you,  Mr.  Potter !" 

"Miracle  on  34th  Street"  (released  one  year 
later  in  1947)  is  a  story  about  a  man  who 
convinces  everyone  that  he  is  Kris  Kringle  as 
he  gets  a  job  at  Macy's  department  store 
through  Doris  Walker  (Maureen  O'Hara) 
playing  Santa  Claus  during  the  Christmas 
season. 

"I  wanted  to  tell  you  that  your  making  a 
rather  serious  mistake.  You've  got  Cupid 
where  Blitzen  should  be.  And  Dasher,  oh 
Dasher  should  be  on  my  right  hand  side. 

And  another  thing,  Doner's  antlers  have 
four  points  instead  of  three,  but  I  don't  suppose 
anyone  would  know  that  but  me." 

People  begin  to  question  his  sanity  as  he 
tries  to  convince  Doris'  second  grade  daughter 
Susan  (Natalie  Wood),  who  does  not  believe  in 
Santa  Claus,  that  he  is  indeed  the  real  thing. 


In  one  scene,  noted  by  my  sister  as  being  the 
best  part  of  the  movie,  Natalie  Wood  watches 
as  a  little  Dutch  girl  who  cannot  speak  English, 
visits  Santa  Claus  at  Macy's.  The  girl's  step 
mother  explains  to  Kris  that  she  told  the  girl 
that  he  would  not  be  able  to  speak  to  her,  but  is 
astounded  when  Kris  speaks  to  her  in  Dutch 
and  they  sing  a  Christmas  song  together. 

The  dispute  is  eventually  brought  into  court, 
where  Kris  (Edmund  Gwenn)  must  prove  that 
he  is  the  one  and  only  Santa  Claus.  His 
attorney,  Fred  Gailey  (John  Payne)  surprises 
everybody  in  the  court  room  by  bringing  the 
state  prosecutor's  little  boy  to  the  stand. 


"Do  you  believe  in  Sa/ua  Claus,  Tommy?" 

"Sure  I  do.  He  gave  me  a  tow  truck  last 
year." 

"Tell  me.  Tommy.  Why  are  you  so  sure  that 
this  man  is  Santa  Claus?" 

"Because  my  daddy  told  me  so,  didn't  you 
daddy." 

While  everyone  has  their  personal  favorite 
Christmas  movies,  "It's  A  Wcndtrful  Life"  and 
"Miracle  on  34th  Street"  arr.  certainly  two 
classics  that  must  be  seen.  Each  is  very 
original  and  will  leave  you  with  a  warmer 
feeling  about  the  holiday  season.

"This  is  nice  because  everyone  tells  a  story  about  the 
year  and  promises  that  the  next  year  will  be  better. 

"It  is  also  a  Polish  tradition  to  prepare  one  extra  plate 
for  anyone  who  wants  to  come  to  our  home  and  eat 
dinner.  Even  a  someone  that  nobody  knows  is 
welcome  to  come  into  our  home  on  this  day. 

"After  dinner  all  of  the  children  go  outside  to  look 
for  the  first  star.  As  soon  as  they  find  the  star,  the 
children  get  to  come  inside  to  get  presents. 

"Santa  Claus,  who  is  usually  played  by  a  neighbor 
who  knows  the  children,  comes  and  talks  with  each 
child.

"The  story  about  Hanukkah  is  that  a  long,  long  time 
ago  the  Greeks  tried  to  force  the  Jews  to  worship  their 
Gods. 

"Most  of  the  Jews  refused  to  worship  the  Greek 
Gods,  so  the  Greeks  came  to  the  Jewish  temple  and 
totally  destroyed  it. 

"At  that  time,  the  temple  was  lit  by  several  small 
lamps,  which  burned  oil.  When  the  Greeks  came  to  the 
temple  to  destroy  it,  all  but  one  of  the  oil  lamps  were 
broken. 

"By  some  miracle,  the  small  lamp,  which  only  had 
enough  oil  to  last  one  day,  burned  for  eight  days,  which 
is  now  used  to  symbolizes  the  eight  days  of  Hanukkah. 

"In  Israel,  we  do  not  decorate  trees  but  it  is  our 
tradition  to  give  coins  to  the  children,  so  they  can  buy 
something  they  want.

'To  symbolize  the  eight  days  of  Hanukkah  we  light 
one  candle  for  each  of  the  eight  days  and  place  them  in 
what  is  called  a  Hanukkah  candlestick.

"In  Venezuela,  December  24  is  the  first  day  of 
Christmas  and  goes  through  the  25. 

"All  of  the  houses  get  decorated  in  Venezuela,  and  a 
very  popular  decoration  is  the  nativity  scene,  which  is  a 
small  replica  of  the  stable  where  Jesus  was  bom. 

"On  the  days  before  Christmas,  a  blanket  is  placed 
over  Jesus'  face.  At  exactly  midnight  of  the  Christmas 
Eve,  the  children  gather  around  and  uncover  Jesus' 
face,  which  symbolizes  the  birth  of  Christ. 

"The  celebration  continues  with  a  large  family 
dinner.

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College  of  DuPage  continues 
in  'Challenge  to  Change'

The  following  article  is  a  recap  of  CD's 
major  news  stories  over  the  past  decade, 
as  covered  by  past  issues  oh  the  Courier. 
The  stories  that  are  chosen  were 
selected  on  the  basis  of  the  impact  the 
issues  had  on  the  school,  as  well  as 
some  of  those  that  were  extensively 
covered  in  the  paper. 

CD's  slogan  has  long  been  "The  Challenge 
to  Change."  But  how  much  has  college  really 
changed  over  the  years? 

Enrollment  has  risen  from  13,136  students 
to  32,619.  Four  buildings  totalling  almost  $30 
million  have  been  erected  (or  started)  and 
tuition  has  risen  from  $  1 1 .50  to  $20  per  credit 
hour.  Other  stories  are  as  follows: 

1980- 

On  Dec.  14,  1979,  the  Illinois  Community 
College  Board  gave  CD  the  okay  to  allow 
them  to  have  two  separate  colleges  (creating 
the  Open  campus).  This  caused  some 
problems  to  arise. 

The  faculty  was  shocked  and  surprised  at 
the  change,  Harold  D.  McAninch,  CD 
president  said  that,  "The  two  college  plan  is 
beneficial  to  give  a  high  priority  to  the  out¬ 
reach  of  the  college.  Open  college  gives 
anything  that  reaches  out  into  the  community 
the  same  importance  as  what  is  offered  on 
campus.". 

In  this  year  the  new  plans  for  the  Physical 
Education  building  was  approved  with  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  building  being  $8 
million  and  was  scheduled  to  begin 
construction  in  three  years  (1983). 

A  new  plan  for  CD  to  save  some  over-head 
spent  on  lighting  and  air  conditioning  was  for 
the  school  to  have  a  four-day  summer  school 
schedule  so  that  the  school  could  close  down 
for  three  days  a  week. 

During  contract  negotiation  time  in  1980 
the  faculty  looked  towards  McAninch  for  a 
pay  increase  saying  that,  "it  is  a  charade  to 
say  that  we  have  any  meaningful  relationship 
with  the  board." 

The  four  day  summer  week  was  made 
official,  according  to  CD  Provost,  Ted  Tilton. 
A  survey  among  faculty  said  that  68  percent 
of  the  129  who  replied  favored  the  idea, 
while  23  percent  of  those  who  replied  said 
they  had  no  preference. 

1981- 

In  the  winter  quarter,  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  clearly  had  their  work  cut  out 
for  them  as  a  rash  of  vandalism,  as  well  as 
pranks,  ran  rampant  through  the  school. 

Tie  cost  of  the  Learning  Resources  Center, 
which  was  at  the  time  under  construction,  had 
to  be  cut  back  by  $1  million  in  order  to  fall  in 
line  with  the  original  budget.  The  budget 
allowed  for  the  building  to  cost  $14.93 
million. 

The  enrollment  of  the  Spring  quarter  was 
up  23  percent. 

The  ratio  of  full-time  faculty  to  part-time 
faculty  caused  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  be 
concerned.  The  ratio  at  the  time  (April,  1981) 
was  56  to  44. 

The  fall  enrollment  of  1981  was  26,000. 

At  the  Board  of  Trustees  meeting  on  May 
28,  the  board  was  to  discuss  a  tuition  hike  of 
50  cents  to  raise  the  tuition  of  $11.50  to  $12. 

On  May  29,  1980,  the  faculty  voted  down 
the  idea  of  becoming  union  members. 

Jim  Howard,  executive  director  of  SG, 
resigns  saying  that,  "I  decided  that  it  wasn't 
worth  it  to  play  the  game  any  longer,  and 
that’s  what  it  was,  a  game."  Howard  also 
stated  that  the  two  and  only  projects  that  SG 
had  completed  this  year  were  .the  pencil

vending  machines  and  the  Space  Invader 
game  which  had  been  vandalized  and  was 
sitting  in  the  SG  office. 

Earlier  in  the  year,  Howard  had  made  the 
promise  that  SG  was  going  to  do  something 
different  that  year  compared  to  past  years  and 
that  it  was  going  to  work. 

The  Spring  quarter  enrollment  soared  to 
23,936  students,  up  23.3  percent  from  last 
year's  spring  enrollment. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  voted  unanimously 
that  14  credit  hours  should  be  required  for  an 
Associate  of  the  Arts  degree.  The  change  was 
from  11  required  hours. 

A  one-year  faculty  contract  was  approved 
for  the  faculty,  the  total  increase  of  their  pay 
was  9.75  percent,  including  their  fringe 
benefits. 

The  summer  enrollment  jumped  15.7 
percent  with  12,573  students  taking  classes. 

In  the  fall  of  1981,  a  cutback  of  federally- 
subsidized  loans  was  scheduled  for  Oct.  1. 
Robert  Regner,  CD  financial  aid  director

contribution  of  $1.4  million  by  SG  would 
help  to  keep  the  raise  down. 

"The  $1  increase  in  tuition  is  mandatory," 
SG  president  Comille  said,  "but  now  they're 
talking  about  a  $2  to  $3  escalation,  which 
we’d  rather  not  see." 

Winter  enrollment  went  up  4.6  percent. 

The  $1  tuition  jump  was  passed. 

A  problem  with  the  soil  on  which  the  new 
PE  building  was  being  built  raised  the  cost  of 
the  construction  by  $11,000. 

Later  that  year  the  Board  of  Trustees 
adopted  approximately  30  "cost-reduction" 
items  totalling  $1.07  million  for  the  planned 
phase  II  of  the  complex. 

The  SG  proposal  changed  to  $1.3  million. 

A  new  change  proposed  by  Chuck 
Erickson,  director  of  admissions,  simplified 
the  drop  policy. 

"Many  of  the  students  who  have  attempted 
to  do  this  found  that,  when  they  tried  to 
register  again,  some  of  the  classes  they  had 
been  enrolled  in  had  filled  up  and  been 
closed,"  Erickson  said.

Floor  plans  and  a  model  of  the  new  Fine 
Arts  Center  were  revealed  at  the  Jan.  19 
Board  of  Trustee  meeting. 

CD's  administration  suggested  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  that  the  tuition  be  raised  52  with 
hopes  to  secure  another  $2  raise  two  years 
after,  plus  a  $1  hike  the  following  year,  thus 


bringing  tuition  charges  to  $20  per  credit 
hour  in  1986. 

The  increase  was  unanimously  passed  at 
the  Feb.  9  board  meeting. 

CD's  new  bookstore  was  scheduled  to  be 
opened  on  Feb.  15. 

Winter  enrollment  increased  6  percent. 

The  new  bookstore  opened  its  doors  to 
students  on  Feb.  14. 

Richard  D.  Wagner,  executive  director  of 
the  Illinois  Higher  Board  of  Education  stated 
that,  "The  reductions  imposed  by  Gov.  Jim 
Thompson  1984  budget  for  higher  education 
will  require  unprecedented  tuition  increases 
and  staffing  cutbacks,  enrollment  limitations 
and  decreases  in  the  scope  and  quality  of 
educational  opportunities." 

McAninch's  comment  was  that  the 
proposed  budget  would  be  “devastating  to 
CD."  He  added  that  Thompson's  allocations 
would  only  provide  $5,781,402  for  CD,  a 
shortfall  of  $700,000  from  the  1983  levels. 

Minority  employee  percentages  fell  .6 
percent  from  the  1982  school  year. 

Enrollment  decreased  by  1,300  from  last 
spring  with  only  24,600  students  enrolling. 

CD  helped  maintain  its  salary  budget  in 
line  by  keeping  part-time  instructors.  About 
70  to  75  percent  of  the  budget  was  allocated 
to  salaries,  according  to  Tilton. 

1984- 

Construction  of  the  addition  to  the  Arts 
Center  was$l  million  over  the  projected 
budget  and  about  10  days  behind  schedule. 
The  original  plans  indicated  that  the  building 
was  to  cost  about  $13.5  million,  but  then 
increased  to  $14.3  million. 

President  Ronald  Reagan  visited  CD  and 
spoke  to  a  gathering  of  10,000  DuPage 
county  residents. 

SG  elections  were  marred  by  campaign 
violations  including  instances  of  soliciting 
within  100  feet  of  the  voting  booths. 

Fall  enrollment  dropped  by  3.1  percent 
from  26,287  students  to  be  833  less  than  that 
of  the  previous  fall. 

The  SG  board  sought  out  more 
participation  from  students  by  "creating  a 
better  connection"  with  the  student  body,  said 
Theresa  Richier  in  a  meeting. 

Also  at  this  meeting  a  member  of  the 
student  body  interrupted  to  protest  the 
disqualification  of  Bill  Heafey  from  the  most 
recent  SG  election. 

A  courtyard  was  designed  to  accompany 
the  new  Arts  Center  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
$300,000. 

Bookstore  battled  budgeting  problems  and 
had  a  loss  of$225,000  in  inventory  and 
potential  profits  during  the  1983-84  school 
year. 

1985- 

The  horticulture  facility  was  delayed  due 
to  the  rejection  of  all  bids  presented  to  the 
board. 

The  Wheaton  City  council  voted  4-1  on 
Jan  21  not  to  submit  on  the  April  2  ballot  a 
referendum  concerning  the  sale  of  liquor  in 
Wheaton. 

Discrimination  against  female  college 
students  by  male  faculty  members  and 
administrators  extended  beyond  the 
classroom  showed  a  major  college  study. 

Arts  Center  completion  date  was  pushed 
back  due  to  weather  delays.  The  building 
costs  rose  $2.25  million  above  the  budget. 

The  bookstore  blamed  its  $89,900  loss  to 
"higher  facility  charges  to  pay  for  bookstore 
construction;  reduced  enrollment;  and  the 
inability  to  keep  track  of  obsolete  inventory." 

CD  earned  recognition  as  an  outstanding 
institution  if  higher  learning. 
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CD  proposed  a  new  AIDS  policy. 

Budget  cuts  affected  s  tudent  financial  aid. 

SG  fought  a  cut  of  $67  million  from  that 
year's  state  higher  education  budget. 

Attendance  set  a  new  record  with  the 
enrollment  of  27,734  students. 

New  air  cleaners  were  to  be  installed  in  the 
IC  lounges. 

1988- 

The  AIDS  concern  prompted  the  Board  to 
make  a  new  policy. 

Spring  bids  were  planned  for  the  new 
computer  center.  The  bid  was  four  months 
behind  and  $300,000  over  the  estimate. 

Enrollment  jumped  in  the  Winter  Quarter 
making  class  space  tighter. 

A  $134,000  debt  might  have  required  the 
Arts  Center  to  ask  for  financial  assistance. 

Air  quality  concerns  evoked  requests  by  a 
committee  to  address  the  problem. 

The  SG  course  guide  was  revised,  but  the 
revision  was  said  to  be  useless.  The 
organization  suffered  a  rash  of  resignations 
which  were  blamed  on  "neglected  duties”  and 
"the  organization's  little  leadership.” 

A  student  charged  that  the  election  suffered 
many  violations. 

The  new  computer  center's  lab  cost  was 
proposed  at  $3  million. 

.  The  jump  in  fall  enrollment  caused  many 
parking  jams. 

Over  30,000  students  enrolled  for  the  Fall 
Quarter. 

Vice-President  George  Bush  made  his 
appearance  at  CD's  PE  building.  He  spoke  to 
approximately  2,000  students  and  DuPage 
county  residents. 

The  first  AIDS  case  was  reported  at  CD  on 
Nov.  9. 

1989- 

The  computer  center  budget  increased. 
Westmont  was  selected  to  be  the  site  of 
CD's  first  regional  office. 

A  court  fined  a  CD  library  vandal  $8,300 
for  his  destruction  of  various  CD  books  and 
properties  as  well  as  that  of  another 
community  library. 

A  tuition  increase  was  likely  after  the  Board 


agreed  to  help  bring  some  extra  funds  to  CD's 
Arts  Center.  Later  the  Board  to  raised  tuition 
to  $20  starting  in  the  1989  Summer  Quarter. 

A  new  federal  bill  tied  financial  aid  to 
community  service. 

A  fire  broke  out  and  destroyed  phone 
equipment  valued  at  $500,000. 

Members  of  SG  received  reimbursements 
for  classes  that  they  did  not  take. 

A  new  lounge  remodeling  program  was 
designed  by  CD's  SG  to  renovate  the  sadly 
deteriorating  student  lounges. 

The  drug  center's  federal  grant  was  up  and 
CD  officials  had  to  decide  whether  or  not  to 
re-fund  the  program. 

The  bookstore  contract  was  renewed. 

CD's  faculty  joined  a  union  for  the  first  time 
in  CD’s  history  and  made  a  push  for 
competitive  pay. 

A  rash  of  computer  thefts  forced  tighter 
security  on  CD's  main  campus  (the  thief  was 
caught  over  the  Summer  Quarter). 

SG  members  were  caught  in  a  scam  that 
was  meant  to  be  a  joke. 

English  classes  were  sent  across  the  street  to 
the  Open  Campus  Center  to  help  alleviate 
some  of  the  crowding  on  the  main  campus. 

Faculty  negotiations  become  heated  as  the 
faculty  continue  to  work  without  a  contract. 

Ongoing  stories  through 
various  issues- 

The  most  common  front  page  stories 
usually  involved  elections.  In  the  course  of  ten 
years  there  were  numerous  elections  of  SG 
members  as  well  as  that  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Another  constant  source  of  news  came  from 
the  many  successes  of  CD's  Forensics  team. 

The  Courier  was  also  highlighted  in  various 
issues  for  its  national  and  state-wide  awards. 

Judging  from  CD’s  changes  over  this  decade 
it  would  be  interesting  to  be  able  to  look  ahead 
to  the  future  and  see  how  the  college  will  top 
its  past  accomplishments.

institution  of  higher  learning. 

John  Van  Laere  quit  his  post  as  bookstore 
manager  because  he  felt  that  he  was  not  paid  as 
his  duties  should  allow  him  to  be. 

Jeff  Carter,  a  CD  athlete,  was  accused  of 
striking  a  faculty  member  and  was  suspended 
from  school.  For  the  first  time  in  CD's  19  years 
this  decision  was  reconsidered  by  the  Judicial 
Review  Board. 

The  college  pardoned  this  athlete  from  the 
charges  later  in  the  year. 

The  board  unanimously  approved  a  $7 
million  package  for  the  working  cash  loan  for 
the  building,  maintenance  and  the  educational 
account. 

Tunnel  damage  delayed  the  Arts  Center 
construction  by  six  weeks. 

1986- 

The  Older  Adult  Institute  was  expected  to  be 
opened  in  the  fall  of  1987. 

The  Arts  Center  still  remained  on  schedule 
despite  previous  delays. 

A  $1  tuition  hike  was  expected  to  lake  effect 
in  the  Summer  Quarter. (the  liike  was  passed  to 
raise  the  tuition  to  $18). 

An  ex-athlete  was  arrested  for  an  11 -week 
spending  spree  on  the  college's  credit  card. 

Carter  was  found  not  guilty  of  the  teacher 
attack,  courts  decided  April  25. 

A  student  allegedly  shot  apart  another 
student's  car  on  the  morning  of  March  11  and 
was  then  charged  with  illegal  use  of  a  weapon, 
reckless  conduct,  and  aggravated  assault. 

Around  8  p.m.  CD  buildings  were  evacuated 


after  the  school  received  a  bomb  threat  from  a 
person  with  an  Arabic  accent.  He  stated  that 
the  bombs  were  in  all  eight  buildings  and  they 
were  scheduled  to  go  off  at  10  p.m. 

A  $1.5  million  computer  lab  proposed. 

Teachers  rejeetd  a  new  contract  offer  saying 
that,  "they  are  traditionally  the  best  paid 
faculty.. .and  we  want  to  keep  it  that  way." 

The  Arts  Center  officially  opened  in  the  fall 
of  1986. 

The  faculty  accepted  the  new  contract  after 
six  months  of  negotiations.  Their  pay  increase 
was  approximately  7.1  percent  over  the  first 
year.  After  the  negotiations  were  over,  the 
faculty  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  said  that  they 
were  generally  satisfied  with  the  results. 

Fall  enrollment  rose  by  4.3  percent  from  that 
of  the  previous  year.  * 

Some  of  the  regulations  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency’s  were  not 
being  followed  by  CD.  The  discrepancies  were 
cleared  up  by  the  winter  of  1987. 

WDCB  radio  station  made  its  first  full-time 
broadcast  since  it  went  on  the  air. 

Smoking  became  prohibited  on  CD's 
campuses  except  in  designated  areas. 

CD's  labs  were  shown  to  produce  health 
hazards  due  to  the  storing  of  chemicals  as  well 
as  that  of  the  fumes  coming  from  the  science 
labs.  An  employee  was  later  hospitalized  due 
to  the  fumes. 

1987- 

Winter  enrollment  rose  by  5  percent. 

SG  morale  increased  despite  past  problems.

0-(as  the  value  of  Christmas  Seen  Cost  to  commercialism ?

Every  year  I  hear  how  commercialized  Christmas  has 
become  and  that  people  have  lost  touch  with  the  true  meaning 
of  Christmas. 

Most  of  the  blame  seems  to  be  focused  on  the  retail  industry; 
particularly  the  stores  and  shopping  centers. 

Supposedly  using  any  and  every  gimmick  they  can  think  of 
to  get  you  to  come  into  their  stores  to  buy,  and  buy  big.  But, 
the  problem  I  see  with  this  is;  How  can  commercialism  affect 
your  Christmas? 

I  don't  believe  that  it  is  the  stores  or  the  shopping  centers  that 
commercialize  Christmas  negatively,  but  people  themselves. 

If  commercialism  wasn't  what  people  wanted,  why  would  we 
have  it?  Retailers  are  not  forcing  anything  on  us,  they're  simply 
is  a  demand  for  what  they  offer. 

I  talked  with  Robert  Park,  vice-president  of  Marketing 
Services  for  JMB  Properties  Urban  Development  Co.  This 
company  plans  and  develops  shopping  malls  and  currently 
manages  and  maintains  17  area  malls. 

Park  feels  that  retail  stores  do  not  have  a  negative 
commercialized  approach  to  this  holiday. 

'Everybody  participates  in  the  commercialism  or  we 
wouldn't  get  gifts,"  Park  said.  "Retailers  don't  push  this  on 
people,  it  is  what  the  people  want." 

Indeed  stores  do  commercialize  Christmas  and  other 
holidays,  but  as  Park  pointed  out,  "retailers  are  in  the 
commercial  business." 

Christmas  is  one  of,  if  not  the  most  important  time  of  the 
year  for  retail  businesses.  Of  their  years  sales,  over  30  percent 
of  the  net  sales  come  from  the  Christmas  season.  This  season 
covers  the  end  of  November  and  all  of  December.  So  it  is 
obvious  why  retailers  go  all  out  to  get  as  much  business  as 
they  can. 

Part  of  the  reason  that  retailers  do  this  is  so  that  shopping  in 
this  busy  time  of  year  will  be  pleasant.  Shopping  centers  and 
stores  go  to  great  lengths  to  decorate  and  make  shopping  more 
enjoyable  while  bringing  in  more  customers. 


According  to  Park,  an  average  of  $50,000  to  $100,000  is 
spent  at  each  shopping  mall  just  to  decorate  it  for  Christmas. 

The  extensive  decorating  these  malls  do  is  "to  get  people  in 
the  malls  and  make  them  happy,"  Park  stated,  "We  think  people 
enjoy  it.  It's  not  only  to  promote  sales." 

Yes,  this  is  part  of  the  commercialism,  but  it  doesn't  damper 
the  meaning  of  Christmas,  it  enlightens  it. 

Almost  everybody  enjoys  going  to  the  mall  at  Christmas  time 
at  some  point  in  their  life  to  look  at  the  decorations,  the 
animated  elves,  and  how  could  I  forget  Santa  Claus.  Yes,  even 
Santa  has  gone  commercial.  Urban  Development  uses  a  service 
called  "Santa  Plus."

This  company  brings  in  Santas  and  they  work  at  the  malls  for 
four-hour  shifts.  They  also  provide  the  camera  and  Santa's  little 
helpers.  As  for  being  a  Santa,"It's  hard  work,"  Park  added, 
because  the  costume  is  hot  and  they  have  to  put  up  with 
screaming  bralty  kids  sitting  on  their  laps  tugging  at  their 
beards. 

But  Santa  Claus  is  something  that  a  lot  of  kids  look  forward 
to  each  year,  and  the  malls  are  only  providing  a  service.

We  are  a  very  commercial  and  consumer  oriented  society,  so 
what  makes  it  so  terribly  wrong  to  be  the  same  way  with 
Christmas? 

What  did  people  do  100  years  ago  to  celebrate  Christmas  that 
was  so  different  than  what  we  do  today? 

They  exchanged  presents,  decorated  their  trees,  sang  carols, 
drank  egg  nog,  etc. ..They  must  have  bought  some  of  these 


presents,  so  it  doesn't  seem  too  different  than  what  families  do 
today. 

For  those  critics  out  there  who  say  the  commercialization  of 
Christmas  is  bad,  take  a  look  at  yourself.

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Chaparral  newsmakers  in  the  1 980’s

CD  athletics  have  been  the  most  dominating  among  Illinois 
Community  Colleges,  and  a  great  number  of  people  are  responsible 
for  that.  The  coaches,  the  players,  the  trainers,  and  the  fans  have  all 
contributed  to  the  success  of  Chaparral  teams. 

Every  sport  has  it's  rivalries,  but  the  majority  of  them  point  to  CD, 
iruiicaling  the  competitiveness  of  athletic  programs  here. 

The  1980's  have  brought  many  changes  to  CD,  but  the  biggest 
change  to  effect  athletics  has  been  the  addition  of  the  P.E.  building, 
which  was  opened  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  1983-84  school 
year. 

"Previous  to  1983  we  had  a  small  gymnasium  on  the  other  side  of 
Lambert  road,"  said  Athletic  Director  Herb  Salberg.  "We  had  our 
track,  basketball,  and  gymnastics  there  all  at  the  same  time-  it  was  a 
real  zoo.  We  had  one  coaches  office  in  the  gym,  and  three  trailers  for 
the  offices  of  P.E.  coaches." 

Salberg  feels  that  the  addition  of  the  building  was  instrumental  in 
advancing  the  college  in  athletics. 

'The  building  had  a  big  impact  on  that  because  now  we  have  the 
facilities.  We've  always  had  the  good  athletes  and  the  good  coaches, 
now  we  have  the  facilities. 

One  of  the  last  events  to  take  place  in  the  old  gym  was  the  final 
basketball  game  during  the  1982-1983  season. 

"The  very  last  game,  all  my  staff  dressed  up  in  tuxedos,"  basketball 
coach  Don  Klaas  said.  "We  were  playing  Triton,  our  best  natural 
rivalry.  Rick  Stumps  was  fouled  at  the  buzzer  and  we  won  with  no 
time  left  on  the  clock.  It  was  the  last  game  in  the  gym,  it  was  for  the 
conference  championship.  It  was  just  a  very  special  evening. 
Immediately  after  the  game,  we  pulled  out  tables  and  had  punch  and 
cookies.  We  celebrated  the  closing  of  the  gym-  the  last  game  to  be 


played  in  that  gym." 

The  biggest  change  in  the  athletic  program  was  the  discontinuance 
of  the  school's  gymnastics  program,  which  was  dropped  after  the 
1 979-80  school  year. 

"We  were  the  last  school  (in  Illinois)  to  have  gymnastics,  Salberg 
said.  'The  state  high  school  association  moved  gymnastics  from  the 
winter  to  the  spring  in  high  school,  and  that  just  killed  it  because  kids 
didn't  want  to  be  inside  at  that  time  of  year.  We  just  weren  t  getting 
the  numbers  for  it  anymore  so  we  dropped  it." 

CD  has  dominated  in  many  sports  during  the  decade  (see  page  18), 
but  Salberg  hopes  to  improve  the  women’s  program  to  the  dominating 
level  of  the  men's  program. 

"Now  we've  built  our  women's  program  up  where  they  re 
competitive,"  Salberg  said.  "In  the  past  they  weren't  competitive. 
And  now  were  not  only  competitive,  we  re  winning.  Now  we  have  a 
higher  level  to  shift  into  which  is  not  only  to  win,  but  to  dominate. 

Many  coaches  agree  that  CD  is  not  just  a  place  for  athletes  to 
participate  in  sports  and  move  on-  it's  a  steppingstone  for  educational 
progress. 

"The  success  the  players  have  had  getting  their  degrees  and  going 
on  is  special  to  me,"  said  football  coach  Bob  MacDougall.  "Making 
a  success  of  themselves  and  been  able  to  utilize  the  College  of 
DuPage  as  a  steppingstone." 

"I  think  a  lot  of  students  come  here  because  it's  a  top  education 
school,"  Salberg  said.  "Our  facilities  are  second  to  none,  better  than 
some  Division  I  schools.  On  the  academic  side,  we  prepare  our 
athletes  for  a  four-year  school. 

"All  of  our  changes  have  been  positive,  and  we  have  always  risen 
and  gotten  better  in  all  aspects,"  Salberg  said.

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Fast-breaking  Chaps  still  undefeated  at  6-0

When  a  team  is  playing  as  well  as  the  Chaparrals  are, 
sometimes  winning  on  the  road  is  just  as  easy  as  winning  at 
home.  Other  times  it  takes  key  performances  to  escape  with  a 
victory. 

Su'.n  was  the  case  as  the  Chaps  went  on  the  road  to  play 
Olive  Harvey  and  Parkland  Colleges  this  week. 

Klaas  and  the  Chaps  opened  the  week  on  Tuesday  by  playing 
defending  Region  IV  Tournament  Champions  Olive  Harvey,  a 
team  much  quicker  than  their  own  and  quicker  than  any 
competition  they  had  played  previously  in  the  early  stages  of 
this  1989-90  campaign. 


"You  can’t  press  a  team  like  that  full-court,”  Klaas  said.  "You 
can  have  one  or  two  up  but  you  have  to  have  people  who  can 
get  back." 

The  last  time  these  two  teams  met  was  in  last  year's 
tournament  finals,  where  the  Panthers  ran  away  with  a  85-63 
win.  That  was  the  only  game  that  the  Chaps  had  lost  to  Olive 
Harvey  in  16  games  during  Klaas'  coaching  career  at  CD. 

The  Chaps  escaped  with  a  win  this  time,  but  it  didn't  come 
without  a  fight. 

"We  didn’t  play  very  well,"  said  coach  Don  Klaas,  who  has 
found  it  difficult  to  simulate  a  press  defense  in  practice.  "You 
never  know  for  sure  how  or  why  teams  play  well  or  why  they 


play  poorly  because  good  practices  don't  always  indicate  that. 
You  can  have  a  team  that  practices  poorly  occasionally  and  still 
will  play  well  in  a  game.  And  you  can  come  off  of  a  good 
practice  and  play  poorly  the  next  night." 

The  Chaps  took  a  53-46  lead  at  halftime  despite  the 
quickness  of  Olive  Harvey  and  kept  a  slim  lead  throughout  the 
second  half  until  the  Panthers  made  a  run  late  in  the  game. 

"We  pretty  much  had  the  game  our  way,"  said  Klaas.  "But  I 
thought  that  missed  free  throws  and  poor  decision  making 
allowed  them  to  stay  close." 

With  four  minutes  left  in  the  game,  the  Chaps  held  an  81-73 
lead  when  Olive  Harvey  scored  six  straight  points  keyed  by 
three  CD  turnovers. 

With  a  minute  left.  Cliff  Williams  fouled  a  Panther  on  a  shot 
attempt,  leading  to  one  free  throw  and  a  missed  attempt.  Julius 
Burrell  (17  points  and  9  rebounds)  grabbed  the  rebound. 

For  Williams,  however,  the  missed  blocked  shot  was  more 
costly  than  a  foul  as  he  sprained  his  ankle  on  the  play  and 
missed  the  following  game  against  Parkland.  Williams 
practiced  on  Monday  and  suited  up  for  Tuesday's  game  against 
Kishwaukee. 

The  Chaps  held  on  for  an  85-80  win  behind  Burrell  and 
Sherwin  Hodge  (14  points). 

"Hodge  played  very  well,"  Klaas  said.  "He  came  in  and  did  a 
nice  job  over-all.  Late  in  the  first  half,  he  helped  us  get  the  lead 
and  keep  it." 

A  far  journey  to  Champaign  on  Saturday  to  play  Parkland 
College  was  worth  the  trip  for  the  Chaps  as  CD  wrestled  to  an 
83-78  win  after  losing  at  halftime. 

Burrell  led  the  way  to  victory  with  a  team  high  22  points  and 
15  rebounds  for  an  all-around  excellent  game. 

"Julius  had  an  outstanding  game,"  Klaas  said.  "He  was  very 
much  of  a  leader  in  that  game." 

Hodge  also  showed  quickness  with  17  points,  seven 
rebounds,  three  assists  and  two  steals.  Keon  Parsons  and 
Damen  White,  playing  in  place  of  Williams  at  the  point  guard 
position,  combined  for  16  points  and  seven  assists. 

'To  go  into  their  layer  and  to  win  there  is  something,"  Klaas 
said.  "There  are  few  places  on  the  road  that,  when  you  come 
out  of  with  a  win,  you  really  have  a  great  feeling.  And  that's 
one  of  them-  it's  special."

Lady  Chaps  look  for  composure

But  two  clutch  free  throws  by 
McHenry  and  a  big  turnover  by  the  lady  Chaps  failed  their 
comeback  attempt. 

According  to  coach  Erich  Hauenstein,  it  just  wasn  l  meant  to 
be. 

"I  was  happy  the  girls  scraped  and  came  back,  Hauenstein 
said.  "They  showed  me  something  when  they  were  down  by 
seven  at  halftime.  Instead  of  going  down  by  another  7  and  losing 
by  1.4,  they  caught  up  and  almost  won  the  game.  So  I  was  happy. 
I'm  not  a  person  that's  going  to  say  we  should  have  won  it,  but  I 
don't  think  we  were  meant  to  win  that  game. 

Kori  Konopka  lead  all  scorers  with  23  points  while  Jessica 
Boyle  chipped  in  with  14. 

CD's  second  game  against  Sauk  Valley  was  a  different  story 
altogether. 

Sauk  Valley  jumped  on  the  lady  Chaps  early  by  taking  a  13-0 
lead  and  never  looked  back  as  they  cruised  to  a  58-37  victory. 

Konopka  again  led  CD  with  twelve  points  while  Danielle 
Kline  had  eight  and  Kim  Lancsak  had  six. 

"It  was  just  like  the  McHenry  game,"  Hauenstein  said,  We 
were  down  by  seven  at  the  half  and  instead  of  coming  back,  we 
increased  the  deficit." 

The  lady  Chaps  fell  behind  by  12  before  Hauenstein  pulled  his 
starters  to  give  the  bench  some  playing  time. 

"I'm  not  disappointed,"  Hauenstein  said.  "But  playing  a  good 
team  like  Sauk  Valley  shows  me  that  there's  a  lot  of  things  the 

girls  need  to  work  on."  ’ 

Hauentein  feels  that  the  team  must  keep  their  composure,  both 

offensively  and  defensively. 

"On  defense  they'll  get  too  anxious,"  Hauenstein  said. 
"(They'll)  reach  for  the  ball  and  make  fouls,  or  they  11  go  for  the 
ball,  lose  their  man  and  their  man  will  get  around  them  and  score. 

"On  offense  they'll  get  anxious,  hot  potato  the  ball  and  force 
the  ball  to  people  who  aren't  open.  They  create  too  many 
turnovers  and  that's  also  a  big  problem  we  have.  They  need  to  be 
excited  and  quick,  but  not  anxious.  There's  a  difference, 
Hauenstein  said. 

Another  problem  for  the  lady  Chaps  is  their  bench  production. 
Other  than  the  five  starters,  CD's  bench  has  combined  for  only 
twelve  points  over  their  first  two  games. 

"It's  not  that  they're  doing  everything  poorly,"  Hauenstein  said, 
"but  they  do  need  to  work  on  all  aspects  of  their  game.  We  don  t 
have  any  super  strong  parts  of  our  game  and  there's  no  part  thats 
beyond  work.”

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Dean  Harris  to  receive 
counseling  position; 
Friedli  to  retire  August

After  being  dean  of  academic  services  for  11  years,  Ken  Harris  will  be 
resigning,  and  has  accepted  a  job  in  counseling  for  next  fall. 

"I  applied  for  an  open  counseling  position  and  was  accepted  for  it.  That 
was  approved  by  both  the  administration  of  counseling  as  well  as  by  my 
boss  Ted  Tilton  (central  campus  provost).  They  both  approved  my 
request,"  Harris  said. 

Harris  decided  to  change  positions  for  a  few  reasons. 

"First  of  all,  there  was  the  opportunity  and  that  doesn't  happen  all  that 
often,”  Harris  said.  "And  secondly  I  felt  it  was  time  for  a  change,  time  to 
do  something  else,  professionally." 

According  to  Harris,  counseling  was  an  area  he  was  always  involved 
and  interested  in,  and  he  welcomes  the  change. 

"This  is  not  a  precipitant  change,  it  is  something  that  I  had  thought 
about  for  a  while  and  I  have  thought  it  through,"  Harris  said. 

Harris  also  noted  that  in  taking  a  counseling  position,  he  will  receive  a 
cut  in  pay.

Lucile  Friedli,  will  be  retiring  in  August,  after  serving  19  years  as 
director  of  student  activities.  College  officials  will  have  to  fill  two 
administrative  positions. 

Harris  adds  that  he  does  not  know  who  the  college  will  hire  to  replace 
either  Friedli  or  himself,  or  if  the  college  will  hire  from  within  or  outside 
the  college. 

"Normally  what  they  do  is  establish  a  screening  and  interviewing 
committee,  send  out  applications,  advertise,  and  then  come  up  with 
recommendations  for  the  open  position,"  Harris  said. 

According  to  Harris,  since  Friedli  and  himself  will  be  leaving  around 
the  same  time,  he  believes  that  the  administration  may  bring  someone  in 
to  fill  his  position  first  Harris  also  stressed  that  that  decision  will  be  left 
up  to  Tilton. 

"My  background  is  in  counseling,  and  I  have  stayed  current  with  the 
counseling  field,"  Harris  said.  "I  feel  that  whoever  is  dean  of  academic 
services,  should  have  a  counseling  background,  because  of  the  nature  of 
the  work." 

Right  now,  according  to  Harris,  his  responsibilities  include  oversight  on 
the  areas  of  counseling  and  advising,  health  and  special  services,  student 
activities  and  alumni  affairs,  student  financial  aid  and  cooperative 
education. 

"Through  this  office  we  deal  with  supervision  of  all  of  those  areas, 
academic  regulations,  we  entertain  certain  student  grievances  such  as 
sexual  harassment  and  grade  appeals,"  Harris  said.  'This  position  is  a 
member  of  the  provost's  staff  and  you  need  to  be  a  contributing  member 
of  that  staff,  in  terms  of  organization." 

Harris  added  that  his  job  also  involves  budgeting,  setting  goals, 
measuring  goals  and  supervision. 

"I'm  ready  to  do  something  different.  I  love  this  institution.  It  doesn't 
get  any  better  than  this,"  Harris  said.  "I  don't  anticipate  any  regrets,  I've 
pretty  much  thought  that  through.  Of  course  there  can  always  be 
surprises,  but  if  you  are  careful  about  the  decisions  that  you  make,  there 
shouldn’t  be  a  problem." 

According  to  Tilton,  two  experienced  administrators  leaving  at  the 
same  time,  shouldn't  really  hinder  the  progression  of  the  proposed  Student 
Union  Building  since  most  of  the  planning  will  be  complete  before  they 
are  gone. 

"Both  Friedli  and  Harris  are  leaving  a  tremendous  gap  in  the 
administration  of  student  activities,"  Tilton  concludes,  "Since  (Harris)  will 
still  be  within  (CD),  he  will  be  able  to  be  called  upon  for  his  expertise." 


Smoking  banned  in  SRC

Smokers  at  CD  now  have  one  less  place  to  light  up, 
thanks  to  a  new  non-smoking  policy  in  the  recreation  area 
in  the  SRC. 

According  to  Joe  Comeau,  recreation  and  alumni  affairs 
coordinator,  student  abuses  of  smoking  privileges  led  to 
the  ban. 

Smoking  has  been  an  issue  ever  since  the  1984  opening 
of  the  recreation  area. 

"There  never  has  been  proper  ventilation,  even  the 
students  would  complain  that  there  was  a  cloud  in  the 
room,"  Comeau  said. 

When  CD  changed  to  a  non-smoking  campus,  however, 
smoking  was  allowed  in  the  recreation  area. 

"We've  always  felt  that  the  rec  area  was  the  student's 
room,"  Comeau  said.  "We  decided  that  it  wasn't  doing  any 
damage,  and  at  that  point  it  was  okay." 

Problems  during  the  fall  quarter  caused  a  change  in  this 
policy,  however. 

"Cigarettes  were  being  put  out  on  the  floor,  ash  trays 
were  not  being  used,"  Comeau  said.  "Butts  were  all  over 
the  floor,  while  nearby  ashtrays  had  only  two  or  three 
cigarettes  in  them." 

Repeated  efforts  to  encourage  students  to  use  the 
ashtrays  had  no  noticeable  affect.  Even  warnings  that  the 
smoking  policy  could  be  changed  were  futile. 

'It  never  let  up.  The  floor  was  just  a  complete  mess," 
Comeau  said. 

The  obvious  disregard  for  the  cleanliness  of  the  room, 
combined  with  the  constant  complaints  about  the  smoke 
finally  convinced  Comeau  to  ban  smoking  in  the  recreation 
area  ,  beginning  this  quarter. 

"It  was  time,"  he  said. 

No-smoking  signs  have  been  posted  in  the  recreation 
area.  For  the  first  week,  enforcement  was  lin  ited,  with 
staff  members  pointing  out  the  signs  and  asking  for 
cooperation.  Starting  the  second  week,  those  refusing  to 
comply  face  the  loss  of  recreation  area  privileges  for  the 
rest  of  the  year,  as  well  as  referral  to  the  dean  for 
disciplinary  measures. 

The  crowd  in  the  recreation  area  was  noticeably  thinner 
the  first  week  of  the  ban,  although,  according  to  Comeau, 
"It  doesn't  appear  that  it's  going  to  affect  our  revenues 
from  the  billiard  tables,  especially  with  the  price  increase 
[25  cents]." 


Student  reaction  to  the  ban  was  mixed.  Mike  Treis,  a 
supervisor  in  the  rec  area  said,  "It  smells  nice  in  here, 
doesn’t  it?" 

Tim  Lewis,  of  Naperville,  interrupted  his  pool  game 
long  enough  to  comment,  "I  like  it,  it  keeps  the  area  clean. 
I  hated  eating  everyone  else's  smoke." 


Brian  Hargrove,  of  Lombard,  a  recent  ex-smoker, 
disagreed.  "How  can  you  play  pool  now  if  you  can't 
smoke?  It's  half  the  game.”

SGA  officials  face  accusations

A  group  of  students  may  attempt  to 
have  the  Student  Government 
Association's  (SGA)  charter  repealed 
after  efforts  to  impeach  six  of  the 
members  failed. 

The  group  consists  of  Scott  Schultz 
and  ex-student  government  officials 
Tim  Dinan,  Greg  Mele,  John  Adams 
and  Beth  Titlow. 

A  petition,  which  asked  for  the 
impeachment  of  six  SGA  members, 
was  presented  to  SGA  in  its  Dec.  7 
meeting.  The  281  signatures  on  the 
petition  were  enough  to  initiate 
impeachment  procedures  since  it  was 
at  least  half  of  the  number  of  voters 
who  participated  in  the  last  SGA 
general  election. 


The  student  government  officials 
named  were:  SGA  President  Jeff 
Russell;  Senate  Chairman  Brien 
Sheahan;  Senators  Amy  Frank, 
Michael  Stajduhar,  Samir  Guru;  and 
Vice-President  M.  Faiyaz  Hussain. 

The  petition  lists  allegations  that 
range  in  degrees  of  severity.  For 
example  one  of  the  18  charges  in  the 
petition  accuses  a  SGA  member  of 
frequently  having  used  the  SGA 
office  for  "illicit  sexual  purposes." 
Another  two  SGA  officials  are 
accused  of  purchasing  votes  in  the  last 
election. 

Hussain  believes  that  the 
allegations  should  not  be  taken 
seriously,  and  states  that  there  is  no 
reason  for  him  to  be  impeached. 


"I  thought  that  it  (the  petition  drive) 
was  so  petty  and  that  it  was  jus* 
another  case  of  internal  bickering," 
Hussain  said.  "I  feel  that  the  charges 
are  very  stupid." 

Frank  notes  a  possible  reason  for 
the  petition.  She  said,  "I  feel  that  they 
are  a  group  of  sour  grapes  that  has 
nothing  better  to  do  with  their  time.” 

Along  with  the  signed  petition 
forms,  a  SGA  member  has  to  make  a 
motion  and  have  it  approved  to  begin 
the  impeachment  procedure.  In  the 
Dec.  14  meeting,  Senator  Tom  Mason 
made  a  motion  to  impeach  only 
Russell,  Sheahan,  Stajduhar  and 
Frank.  The  motion  was  not  seconded, 
and  therefore  failed.

Preliminary  plans  to  decrease  traffic  and 
parking  congestion  are  underway,  according  to 
CD  officials. 

In  addition,  to  plans  for  an  extension  of 
College  Rd.  to  reach  Lambert  Rd.,  and  the 
building  of  more  parking  spaces  onto  various 
lots,  CD's  warehouse  will  be  expanded. 

Ken  Kolbet,  vice  president  of  administrative 
affairs  and  treasurer  of  CD  believes  that  these 
additions  will  help  ease  traffic  problems. 

"There  will  be  a  lot  better  traffic  flow. 
Students  will  be  able  to  get  in  and  out  of 
parking  lots  easier,"  Kolbet  said. 

CD  officials  have  already  made  cost 
estimates  and  according  to  Ron  Lemme,  vice 
president  of  planning  and  information,  they 
will  be  compared  to  those  received  from  the 
seven  architectural  firms  that  have  been  asked 
for  proposals. 

"In  additions  to  the  parking  lots  we  are 
talking  about  $365,000. ..for  the  access 
roadway  it  will  be  about  $378,OOO...and  for  an 
addition  to  the  warehouse  about  $565,000," 
Lemme  said.  "You  have  to  remember  that 


these  are  estimates  and  not  budgets." 

"The  highest  goal  is  to  get  the  additions  to 
the  parking  done  at  this  point.  The  warehouse

addition,  while  we  need  it,  is  not  quite  as  high 
a  priority  in  my  own  mind  as  the  parking 
would  be  and  the  same  with  the  roadway 
extension,"  Lemme  said. 

"Ideally  we  would  like  to  have  construction 
take  place  over  the  summer  so  that  it  would  be 
ready  by  the  fall,"  added  Lemme. 

About  500  parking  lot  places  are  expected  to 
be  built  under  the  present  proposal,  but 
according  to  Lemme  an  alternate  is  also  being 
considered  which  would  increase  the  number 
by  164. 

Lemme  cited  the  advantages  of  increasing 
CD's  parking  lots. 


"The  way  that  it  will  affect  students  is  that  it 
will  add  more  parking.  Plus  with  the  way  that 
we  are  talking  about  the  lots  they  will  be  closer 
to  the  buildings,"  Lemme  said.  "We  will  just 
be  extending  the  lots  that  we  currently  have, 
but  closer  to  the  building." 

A  disadvantage  that  will  be  created  by  the 
road  extension  will  affect  CD's  soccer  team. 

"The  way  that  we  have  planned  it  the  road 
extension  will  be  running  through  a  portion  of 
where  the  soccer  team  does  its  practicing,  but 
there  is  still  a  lot  of  land  left,"  said  Lemme. 

"We  haven't  made  a  final  decision  if  that 's 
exactly  where  the  road  is  going  to  go.  That  is 
one  thing  that  we  need  to  sit  down  and  discuss 
with  an  architect  to  find  alternative  ways  that  it 
could  go,"  he  added. 

Lemme  also  noted  that  there  are  always 
some  problems  associated  with  construction. 

"I  don't  see  any  major  negative  impact  at  all 
other  than  the  usual  where  there  is  construction 
going  on  and  there  are  things  to  avoid  and  you 
have  to  go  around,"  concluded  Lemme.  "But 
there  are  small  sacrifices  that  you  have  to  put 
up  with  in  order  to  get  the  benefit  of  the 
projects  down  the  road.” 


Constitution  forced  to  change

CD's  Student  Government  Association  (SGA)  makes  a  second 
attempt  at  having  its  newly  proposed  constitution  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  constitution,  which  was  ratified  by  the  student  body  in  the  Nov. 
7-9  election,  was  basically  alright  except  for  the  sections  which  stated 
that  the  Student  Trustee  position  was  going  to  be  appointed  by  the  SGA 
president  and  approved  by  the  Senate. 

The  sections  were  believed  to  violate  the  law  according  to  a  letter 
which  was  given  to  CD  President,  H.  D.  McAninch,  by  Everett  E. 
Nicholas,  Jr.  of  the  law  firm,  Robbins,  Schwartz,  Nicholas,  Lifton  & 
Taylor,  Ltd. 

The  law  firm  made  its  recommendation  to  change  the  sections  of  the 


proposed  SGA  Constitution  which  were  in  question  because  according 
to  Section  3-7.24  of  the  "Public  Community  College  Act." 

The  act  provides  "that  the  method  of  selecting  the  student  trustee  shall 
be  determined  by  a  campus-wide  student  referendum"instead  of  just  a 
selected  group  such  as  SGA." 

In  their  Jan.  11  meeting,  SGA  passed  a  new  revision  of  the 
constitution.  The  new  revision  deleted  all  of  the  sections  that  referred  to 
the  selection  of  student  trustee. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  to  review  the  revision  and  respond  in 
their  Jan.  17  meeting.  As  of  press  time,  no  additional  information  was 
available. 

According  to  Jeff  Russell,  SGA  President,  the  change  is  unfortunate 
for  CD  students,  "It  means  that  the  student  trustee  still  doesn't  have  to 
account  to  students."

According  to  Dinan  the  available  options 
are  being  depleted. 

"We  (the  petitioners)  are  trying  to  force 
SGA  to  bring  up  these  charges,"  Dinan  said. 
"We  e  also  talking  to  the  administration 
about  other  options  that  we  have  such  as 
dismantling  SGA  by  pulling  their  charter." 

The  SGA  members  who  are  being  charged 
with  improprieties  in  the  petition  believe  that 
they  are  the  targets  of  revenge  seekers,  and 
that  there  is  no  truth  to  any  of  the  allegations. 

The  petitioners,  however,  contend  that 
everything  that  is  listed  in  the  petition  is  true 
and  should  be  investigated. 

Stadjuhar,  Guru  and  Sheahan  also  agree  that 
the  allegations  are  without  merit. 

"Obviously  these  people  have  a  lot  of  time 
and  enthusiasm,"  Sheahan  added.  "However, 
misguided  it  is.  We'd  love  it  if  they  put  it  to 
some  constructive  use." 

According  to  Adams,  the  debate  as  to  the 
accuracy  of  the  allegations  will  continue  until 
there  is  an  investigation. 

"As  the  song  says.  There  are  three  sides  to 
every  argument,  your  side,  my  side  and  the 
cold-hard  truth,"'  he  said  . 

"It  has  been  the  policy  of  our  organization  to 
stay  as  close  to  the  truth  as  possible.  None  of 
these  charges  are  falsified,”  Adams  said. 

The  group  will  continue  its  attempts  of 
impeachment,  according  to  Adams. 

As  far  as  Russell  is  concerned,  the  attempts 
are  fruitless. 

'There  aren't  any  people  in  SGA  who  are 
listening  to  what  they  have  to  say  because  it’s 
all  lies,"  he  said. 

'Because  SGA  can  be  a  positive  and  good 
force,  we  are  trying  to  keep  it  going, 
concluded  Dinan. 

"But  if  they  keep  refusing  to  do  what  the 
students  need  done  we  will  do  what  we  have  to 
do  to  get  rid  of  the  corruption."

Editorial: 

SRC  smoking  ban  inevitable  due  to 
carelessness  of  rec  area  patrons 


President  of  B.U. 
questions  system 

What  is  wrong  with  America?  What  can  be 
done  about  it? 

These  are  perplexing  questions,  to  which 
everyone  seems  to  have  answers. 
Unfortunately  however,  most  people  lack  the 
conviction  to  pursue  solutions. 

In  his  new  book  Straight  Shooting 
philosopher  and  president  of  Boston 
University  John  Silber  examines  "What’s 
Wrong  with  America  and  How  to  Fix  It"  from 
the  perspective  of  education. 

In  Silber's  opinion  there  are  many  factors 
involved  in  the  decline  of  American 
dominance  in  intellectual  and  technological 
areas  of  study.  Two  of  the  most  fundamental 
are:  1.  the  attrition  of  traditional  family 
values,  and  2.  the  lack  of  respect  for  teachers 
and  the  teaching  profession. 

Silber  contends  that  as  "the  controlling 
condition  of  education",  disintegration  of  the 
basic  family  unit  is  the  fundamental  cause  of 
poorly  educated  young  people. 

As  the  “video  generation"  matures  and  they 
have  families,  the  occurrence  of  the  television 
baby  sitter  is  only  going  to  increase. 

Silber  makes  a  very  strong  argument  for 
the  prevalence  of  this  phenomena  by  noting 
that,  "school-age  children  now  spend  more 
time  watching  television  then  in  any  other 
activity  but  sleep." 

Lack  of  respect  for  teachers  is  another 
underlying  cause  of  America's  fall  from  grace 
as  Silber  sees  it.  ■.:<  co,<v5 

•  ’xip  habepersoaat  Jbktwlklj^df^’lAstance 
which  demonstrates  Silber’s  opinion  in  this 
regard. 

Recently,  a  primary  school  district, with 
which  I  am  familiar,  hired  a  young  woman  to 
teach  a  science  class. 

What  is  so  disturbing  about  this  hiring  is 
not  that  the  teacher  was  young,  but  that  her 
scientific  understanding  was  not  much  greater 
than  her  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students.  In 
a  lecture  on  biological  forces,  she  confidently 
explained  that  to  "proliferate"  meant  to 
decline  in  number. 

Cost  was  another  factor  in  the  decision  to 
hire  this  teacher  (I  use  the  term  teacher 
loosely).  Better  qualified  candidates  were 
overlooked  because  advanced  degrees  and 
experience  mean  higher  salaries.  Higher 
saleries  are  another  of  Silber's 
recommendations. 

The  message  sent  by  this  and  many  other 
hirings  is  very  clear.  In  too  many  instances 
prospective  teachers  become  teachers  because 
they  are  simply  not  smart  enough  to  go  into 
business  or  another  profession. 

Silber  proposes  that  there  be  a 
moratorium"  on  certification  requirements  to 
become  a  teacher.  Certification  requires  that 
students  take  a  great  number  of  boring  and 
uninteresting  education  courses  which 
dissuades  many  intelligent,  creative  students 
from  going  into  teaching  to  begin  with. 

This  would  allow  schools  to  find  scientists 
to  teach  science  classes,  rather  than  bimbos 
who  think  that  to  proliferate  means  to  decline 
in  number. 

According  to  Silber,  the  average  SAT  score 
for  a  student  intending  to  study  education  is  a 
"full"  49  points  below  the  national  mean  of 
855. 

N  rody  can  refute  the  evidence.  Who  is 
belt  qualified  to  teach  a  class,  in  any 
subject;  someone  trained  in  how  to  teach  or 
someone  who  really  knows  the  subject 
matter? 

The  answer  is  clear.  If  policymakers  don't 
recognize  that  education  is  for  students,  not 
teachers,  and  certainly  not  for  a  myriad  of 
paper  pushing  administrators  then  our 
educational  system  is  doomed  to  eventual 
decline,  or  should  I  say  proliferation? 


The  decision  to  ban  smoking  in  the  recreation 
area  of  the  SRC  was  probably  inevitable, 
considering  the  lack  of  ventilation  in  the  room 
and  the  potential  health  problems  caused  by  the 
clouds  of  smoke. 

What  made  the  threat  of  a  smoking  ban  a 
reality,  however,  was  the  students  who 
considered  the  room  their  personal  dumping 
ground,  and  refused  to  use  any  of  the  numerous 
ash  trays  provided.  The  resulting  mess  of 
cigarette  ashes  and  butts  on  the  floor  and  game 
tables  was  cited  as  a  deciding  factor  in  the 
smoking  ban  decision. 

There  is  really  no  excuse  for  such  behavior 
from  college  students  who  expect  to  be  treated 
as  adults. 

We  find  it  unfortunate  that  some  students  had 
such  disregard  for  what  is  supposed  to  be  "their" 
room.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  any  of  us  would 
use  the  floors  and  furniture  in  our  own  homes  as 
ash  trays.  Doesn't  our  "home  away  from  home" 
at  CD  deserve  the  same  respect?  The  actions 
of  a  group  of  lazy  and  inconsiderate  people 


resulted  in  the  loss  of  a  privilege  for  all  the 
smokers  at  CD. 

While  we  recognize  the  hazards  of  smoking, 
we  also  recognize  that  to  smoke  or  not  to  smoke 
is  a  personal  choice,  and  believe  that  smokers 
should  have  places  where  they  can  light  up 
without  having  to  brave  the  elements  outside. 

This  latest  smoking  ban  raises  questions  that 
need  to  be  addressed  by  the  CD  community. 

Will  the  smoking  lounges  and  the  smoking  area 
of  the  cafeteria  be  adequate  to  accommodate 
those  who  wish  to  smoke? 

Will  there  be  anyplace  on  campus  where  a 
group  that  includes  smokers  can  go  to  socialize? 

If  a  new  student  union  building  is  added,  will 
past  abuses  of  smoking  privileges  lead  to  a  no¬ 
smoking  policy  there? 

Are  further  steps  to  cut  back  on  smoking  areas 
on  campus  in  the  works? 

We  hope  that  these  questions  will  be 
addressed,  and  that  answers  can  be  found  that 
will  allow  all  those  at  CD  to  exercise  their  rights 
with  responsibility  and  comfort. 
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Ex-Senator  believes  SGA  accusations  may  be  legit 


At  the  end  of  the  Fall  Quarter,  Student  Government  and  the  college's 
Board  of  Trustees  received  a  petition  signed  by  over  280  students 
calling  for  the  impeachment  of  six  members  of  SG  and  the  nullification 
of  SG's  fall  election. 

SG  quickly  moved  to  condemn  the  petition,  passing  a  resolution  that 
called  the  charges  "vindictive"  and  "erroneous."  This  resolution  was 
passed  by  a  vote  of  11-1.  I'm  the  person  who  cast  the  dissenting  vote. 
Having  read  the  charges,  I  agree  that  some  of  the  charges  are 
questionable  in  nature. 

For  example,  should  Samir  Guru  be  impeached  for  activities  that 
occurred  before  he  became  a  member  of  SG?  Should  Executive 
Director  Brien  Sheahan  be  held  responsible  if  the  SG  board  pays  him 
for  work  he  may  not  have  done?  Should  SG  President  Jeff  Russell  be 
held  responsible  if  the  SG  board  amends  the  constitution  without 
following  the  proper  procedures?  And  was  the  amendment,  changing 
the  way  SG  members  are  paid,  improperly  passed? 

Despite  SG's  position  that  the  charges  are  "erroneous",  some  of  the 
charges  are  clearly  true. 

Frank  did  pass  out  cookies  and  Guru  did  pass  out  candy  while 
campaigning  during  the  fall  election.  Whether  the  purpose  of  passing 
the  treats  out  was  to  influence  students  to  vote  for  them  or,  as  Frank 
maintains,  to  encourage  students  to  vote,  those  actions  violated  slate 
election  laws. 

Sheahan  did  fail  to  perform  his  duties  as  executive  director  by 
consistently  failing  to  prepare  agendas  for  SG  meetings  24  hours  in 
advance.  If  three  of  the  charges  are  true,  is  it  possible  that  some  of  the 
other  charges  may  also  be  true? 

The  most  serious  of  the  charges,  that  Russell  committed  vote  fraud,  is 
linked  to  the  petitions's  request  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  annul  the 
results  of  the  fall  election.  At  best,  Russell  made  two  decisions  which 
cast  doubt  upon  the  outcome  of  the  election.  The  first  was  his 
participation  in  the  election  as  an  election  judge. 

As  you  may  know,  Russell  is  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Illinois 
Student  Association.  His  organization  had  a  vested  interest  in  this 
election,  since  the  passage  of  the  ISA  refundable  fee  gives  the  ISA 
$35,000  per  year  over  the  next  two  years.  I  also  believe  that  Russell 
personally  gained  by  the  passage  of  the  ISA  fee. 

CD's  provisional  membership  in  ISA  expired  at  the  end  of  1989.  If 


the  ISA  question  had  not  been  passed,  it  is  possible  that  the  ISA  would 
not  have  granted  an  extension  allowing  CD  to  remain  a  provisional 
member. 

I  highly  doubt  that  Russell  would  have  remained  chairman  of  the 
board  if  the  extension  had  not  been  granted.  Russell  will  argue  that 
because  of  a  shortage  of  election  judges,  he  had  no  choice  but  to  be  an 
election  judge.  That  argument  is  very  weak,  since  SG  had  additional 
time  to  find  election  judges  because  the  fall  election  was  postponed  by 
three  weeks. 

Russell's  second  decision  came  to  light  in  an  article  that  appeared  on 
the  front  page  of  the  "Daily  Herald"  on  Dec  6. 

According  to  the  article,  Russell  said  that  there  was  a  difference  of 
six  between  the  number  of  ballots  cast  and  the  number  of  students 
signatures  stating  that  they  received  a  ballot.  This  is  significant, 
because  this  difference  is  one  of  the  ways  of  determining  the  margin  of 
error  of  an  election.  According  to  this  criteria,  the  margin  of  error  of 
the  election  should  have  been  six  votes.  But  the  official  margin  of  error 
was  only  one.  Why? 

After  reading  the  article,  I  talked  to  SG  vice-president  M.  Faiyaz 
Hussain,  who  was  present  when  the  votes  were  being  counted.  I  was 
told  that  Russell  decided  that  the  election  judges  probably  forgot  to 
have  people  sign  for  their  ballots  and  that  this  criteria  should  be 
ignored. 

This  decision  altered  the  outcome  of  the  election.  If  the  margin  of 
error  had  been  six,  run-off  election  would  have  been  necessary  between 
the  8th  and  9th  and  10th  place  finishers.  With  a  margin  of  error  of  one, 
a  run-off  election  was  not  necessary. 

SG  says  that  all  the  charges  against  them  are  erroneous.  I  hope  I’ve 
shown  that  is  not  the  case.  SG  also  argues  that  the  people  who  signed 
the  petitions  did  not  know  what  they  were  signing.  I  find  it  hard  to 
believe  that  most  of  the  students  did  not  at  least  read  the  charges 
attached  to  the  petitions.  Perhaps  I  have  more  confidence  in  the  student 
body  than  SG.  Finally,  SG  believes  that  it  does  not  have  to  investigate 
the  charges.  But  I  believe  that  SG  owes  the  student  body  some  answers.

This  is 
one  small  disadvantage  of  this  type  of  degradable  cup.

BPI  provides  seminars  on  topics  of  interest 
such  as  teenage  suicide,  fiber-optics,  and 
teenage  pregnancy,  as  well  as  continuing 
education  for  professionals. 

"We  offer  a  lot  of  programs  that  business 
needs,"  Patino  said. 

"BPI  enhances  the  economic  development 
of  the  college  along  with  giving  the  college  a 
sense  of  what  is  needed  so  they  (CD  students) 
can  adjust  to  the  curriculum,”  Patino  said. 

According  to  Patino  BPI  grew  26  percent 
last  year. 

"BPI  should  reflect  what  the  business 
community  »  doing.  CD  has  a  high  credibility 
rating  with  business.  The  staff  educates  its 
students  well,"  Patino  said. 

'  Along  with  increased  enrollment,  BPI  has 
shown  that  education  and  business  can  work 
together,  "so  both  elements  get  something 
from  the  partnership."  Patino  said,  "BPI 
introduces  issues  that  are  in  the  work  place, 
such  as  drug  testing  and  AIDS." 

Patino  said  that  Dr.  McAninch,  president  of 


CD,  began  BPI  ten  years  ago  with  one  staff 
member.  Today  there  are  41. 

"BPI  is  going  to  change  each  year  as  grants 
come  and  go,  depending  on  the  needs  of  the 
community,"  Patino  said. 

Patino  said  that  in  the  past  ten  years  BPI  has 
acquired  close  to  $1  million  in  contract 
training  and  $1.5  million  in  grant  services. 

"People  know  who  to  call  about  something. 
WeVe  served  over  16,000  people,"  Patino  said. 
"BPI  is  always  doing  the  new  thing,  we're  right 
on  the  edge  of  what  is  happening." 

Although  very  little  lax  money  goes  into  the 
Held,  "BPI  will  remain  as  long  as  we  keep 
filling  the  need  m  the  business  community." 
said  Patino.  She  also  said  that  BPI  will  die  if  it 
quits  being  responsive  and  adaptive. 

Patino  added  that  the  type  of  individuals 
involved  with  BPI  are  those  who  are  business 
oriented. 

"BPI  employs  working  professionals  who 
understand  academic  integrity  and  the  business 
language,"  Patino  said.  "We  try  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  education  and  business  in  order 
to  make  things  work." 

Patino  concluded  that  one  goal  of  BPI  is  to 
stay  on  the  cutting  edge  of  what  is  happening 
in  business  and  technology. 

"BPI  needs  to  constantly  be  out  there  and 
interpret  the  needs  of  business  people.  Our 
goals  are  ever-changing  because  we  are 
constantly  developing  new  things."

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New  cafeteria  accommodates  OCC  In  style

Well  folks,  it's  time  to  add  another 
abbreviation  to  your  list.  First,  there  was  the 
SRCC  (Student  Resource  Center  Cafeteria.) 
Then  there  was  the  ACC,  (Arts  Center 
Cafeteria.)  Now,  the  list  is  complete.  The 
OCCC,  (Open  Campus  Center  Cafeteria),  has 
officially  opened  for  business.  Many  of  you 
may  not  have  even  known  that  the  OCC 
existed.  However,  for  those  students  and 
faculty  who  spend  time  there,  the  new  cafeteria 
came  as  a  welcomed  addition. 

The  new  mini-cafeteria  comes  mostly  due  to 
the  efforts  of  David  Gauger,  manager  of  food 
service  at  CD.  Gauger  originally  felt  the  need 
for  a  cafeteria  in  the  OCC  about  three  years 
ago,  so  he  submitted  a  proposal  to  the  CD 
administration.  However,  at  the  time,  a  new 


cafeteria  was  not  deemed  necessary,  and  the 
proposal  was  turned  down.  But  last  May,  the 
administration  came  to  Gauger  and  asked  him 
to  work  on  a  new  cafeteria  for  the  OCC  to  be 
opened  in  the  fall  of  1989.  Gauger  cited  a  few 
different  reasons  that  a  new  cafeteria  was 
needed. 

"There  is  an  increasing  number  of  classes 
and  students  using  the  OCC,"  Gauger  said. 
"Also,  faculty  and  staff  members  in  the  OCC 
expressed  a  desire  for  a  new  cafeteria  there. 
All  they  had  were  vending  machines." 

Although  the  official  grand  opening  is  not 
until  January  30,  Gauger  hopes  that  being  open 
now  will  give  students  and  faculty  a  chance  to 
become  aware  of  the  new  cafeteria,  both 
through  seeing  it  and  through  word-  of-  mouth. 

"We'll  be  doing  a  lot  of  advertising,"  Gauger

said.  "We  want  students  and  faculty  who 
come  over  to  the  OCC  to  know  that  it  is 
available." 

The  prices  in  the  new  cafeteria  are  exactly 
the  same  as  those  in  the  SRC  and  the  AC 
cafeterias.  Those  of  you  who  have  been  to  the 
new  cafeteria  have  seen  its  bright  red  and 
white  canopies,  giving  it  the  look  of  an  old 
time  ice  cream  shop.  However,  once  inside, 
you  will  find  much  more  than  ice  cream.  The 
mini-cafeteria  offers  homemade  soup,  fresh 
salads,  a  salad  bar,  nachos,  sandwiches,  fresh 
fruit,  pizza  by  the  slice,  and  a  great  variety  of 
other  foods  and  beverages. 

The  new  cafeteria  did  not  take  any 
employees  away  from  the  other  two 
cafeterias.  Instead,  one  part-time  and  two 
full-time  employees  were  hired. 

Putting  in  a  new  cafeteria,  even  if  it  is  fairly 
small  is  not  a  cheap  endeavor.  The  school 
spent  $75,000  in  all,  covering  renovation,  new 
equipment,  and  other  expenses.  However 
Gauger  feels  the  cafeteria  will  be  worth  it. 

"There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this 
cafeteria  will  be  a  success,"  he  said.  "We  are 
scheduled  to  break  even  on  the  cost  in  about 
three  years.  I  feel  it  will  be  sooner,  and  then 
we  will  start  turning  over  a  profit." 

Gauger  made  it  clear  that  the  cafeteria  was 
put  in  with  the  students  and  faculty  in  mind, 
rather  than  to  make  a  profit. 

The  new  cafeteria  is  currently  open  from 
8:30  a.m.  to  2:30  p.m.  Unlike  the  cafeteria  in 
the  Arts  Center,  the  new  OCC  cafeteria  will 
be  open  12  months  of  the  year,  along  with  the 
SRC  cafeteria. 

The  new  cafeteria  is  located  in  OCC  117,  in 
the  southwest  comer  of  the  OCC  Building.

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Pumping  up  the  heart  in  CD's  Fitness  Lab 


After  four  years  since  its  opening,  CD's  Fitness  Lab  has  become  the  most  populous 
physical  education  class  on  campus  as  students,  faculty,  administrators  and 
community  members  work  on  the  human  body's  most  important  muscle,  the  heart.

The  "root"  of  true  Fitness  is  discovered  in 
CD's  Fitness  Lab  by  hundreds  of  people  each 
semester  as  the  one-credit  course  fills  to 
capacity  with  people  looking  to  improve  their 
health. 

Opened  as  a  pilot  program  in  the  fall  of 
1985  to  faculty  and  staff,  then  to  the  general 
public  in  the  winter  of  1986,  the  fitness  lab  is 
designed  to  improve  a  person's  heart  rate  as 
well  as  to  tone  his  or  her  measurements.  The 
course  can  be  repealed  for  credit  up  to  four 
times  ($20  course  fee  plus  a  $16  lab  fee). 

"It's  a  program  that  will  be  here  forever," 
said  Fitness  Lab  Director  Don  Klaas.  "The 
reason  I  can  say  that  with  confidence  is 
because  finally  in  physical  education,  we  have 
come  to  the  root  of  the  matter.  And  that  is  how 
well  you  breathe.  That  is  the  key  and  that  is 
why  it  will  be  here  forever  in  some  form." 

Nearly  600  people  from  the  college  and 
community  enroll  in  the  Aerobic  Fitness  Lab 
each  quarter,  making  it  the  most  populous 
Physical  Education  class  that  the  school  offers. 

"I'm  getting  to  that  age  where  it's  time  to 
really  watch  out  for  my  health,"  said  Ron 
Lemme,  vice  president  of  planning  and 
information.  "I  find  it  a  great  stress  reliever  to 
take  some  time  out  during  the  day  to  come 
down  and  work  out.  When  I  go  back  to  work  I 
Find  that  I'm  a  little  more  refreshed." 

Lemme  is  one  of  the  many  non-students  that 
enroll  in  the  course  each  semester.  Numerous 
faculty  and  administrators  bypass  their  lunch 
hour  each  day  and  go  to  the  Fitness  Lab  to 
work  out. 

In  addition  to  those  attending  or  employed 
by  CD,  many  of  the  lab  members  are 
community  residents  who  come  to  the  college

for  the  sole  intention  of  improving  their  health. 

The  average  age  of  those  enrolled  is  37,  and 
the  oldest  lab  member  is  79. 

Following  a  Five  minute  warm-up  period, 
lab  members  follow  a  pre-recorded  command 
voice  that  instructs  them  to  rotate  from  an 
exercise  machine  to  either  a  stationary  bicycle 
or  a  jogging  trampoline,  and  then  back  to  an 
exercise  machine. 

Thirty  seconds  are  spent  in  each  station, 
with  a  15-second  break  in  between  to  allow 
participants  to  move  to  the  next  area. 

After  completing  the  workout,  20  minutes  to 


cover  12  machines,  participants  use  a  five- 

minutc  "cool  down”  period  to  reduce  their 
heart  rate  to  approximately  100  beats  per 
minute. 

"I've  always  been  involved  in  some  aspect 
of  physical  conditioning,"  said  Ron  Nilsson, 
associate  professor  and  coordinator  of 
cooperative  education.  "This  is  a  more 
scientific  workout  than  I'm  used  to." 

Members  also  undergo  a  pre-  and  post 
examination,  which  includes  their  height, 
weight,  waist,  hip,  and  thigh  measurements,  a 
flexibility  test,  and  a  modification  of  the 


Harvard  Step  Test. 

The  staff  and  the  program  design  are  two  of 
the  biggest  reasons  for  the  program's  success, 
according  to  Klaas  and  Assistant  Fitness  Lab 
Director  Kim  Jarvi. 

"Very  often  in  health  clubs  you  don't  have  a 
structured  program,"  Klaas  said.  "Our 
program  is  a  very  tailored  program." 

"I  think  that  we  have  a  lot  more  to  offer  than 
other  health  clubs,"  Jarvi  said.  "Everyone 
involved  in  (supervising)  the  Fitness  lab  has  a 
degree  in  physical  education,  and  the  cost  is  a 
lot  cheaper,  too." 

Despite  the  lab's  various  benefits,  members 
should  understand  the  goal  of  the  program, 
according  to  Klaas. 

"Often  people  think.  If  I  get  into  an  exercise 
program.  Ill  lose  weight,"'  Klaas  said.  'That's 
not  the  case.  To  lose  weight,  you  have  to  eat 
less,  period. 

"The  nicest  thing  that  occurs  is  that  they 
breathe  better.  And  that's  the  basis  of  our 
program,  the  heart  rate.  If  you  would  define 
being  in  shape  in  its  most  correct  form,  it's 
how  you  breathe-  it's  what  you  do  with  the 
■  oxygen  that  you  bring  into  your  body." 

After  four  years  of  serving  the  college  and 
community,  Klaas  sees  the  accessibility  of  the 
Fitness  Lab  to  members  as  the  Final  piece  in 
making  the  program  a  daily  portion  of 
everybody's  life. 

"I  would  sure  like  to  sec  our  lab  open  every 
day,  including  holidays,"  Klaas  said.  "It's  a 
statement  that  we  want  to  make  that  exercise 
on  a  regular  basis  is  the  way  to  live.  And 
we're  just  not  equipped  to  do  that  at  this  point. 
But  I  think  sometime  in  the  future  we'll  get  to 
that  point."

record  in  the  conference." 

A  75-62  loss  to  N4C  favorite 
Moraine  Valley  started  conference 
play  on  a  disappointing  note,  but  the 
lady  Chaps  will  get  the  opportunity 
to  reach  Hauenstein's  goal  as  11  of 
the  next  13  games  are  against 
conference  oppenents. 

Since  opening  the  season  with 
two  losses,  CD  went  2-8  over  the 
holiday  break.  Their  victories  came 
against  Kishwaukee  and  Lake 
County,  with  losses  against 
Southwestern,  Mich.,  Waubonsee, 
Elgin,  Kankakee,  McHenry,  Moraine 
Valley  and  Carl  Sandburg,  twice. 

Tm  not  pleased  with  the  progress 
of  the  team  at  this  point,"  Hauenstein 
said.  "There  are  things  I've  talked 
about  since  the  first  day  that  we  still 
need  to  work  on.  We  had  51 
turnovers  against  McHenry  which 
boggles  the  mind.  This  is  something 


I  talked  about  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  but  yet  it  still  crops  up 
midway  through  the  season." 

Despite  the  team's  disappointing 
play  on  the  court,  Hauenstein  is 
pleased  that  the  team  has  not  given 
up  or  got  discouraged. 

"The  girls  have  stuck  things  out 
and  really  have  shown  some 
character,"  Hauenstein  said.  "We 
aren't  down  and  out  or  in  the  gutter. 
We  may  be  losing  but  we're  fighting 
all  the  way  to  the  end." 

Bright  spots  for  the  lady  Chaps 
are  the  duo  of  Kori  Konopka  and 
Jessica  Boyle  along  with  some  other 
surprising  players.  After  12  games, 
Konopka  is  the  top  scorer,  averaging 
16.7  points  per  game.  Her  patented 
turn  around  jump  shot  from  the  post 
is  responsible  for  most  of  her  points. 

"There's  more  Kori  can  do  to 
improve  her  game  offensively  and 
defensively,"  Hauenstein  said. 
"She's  doing  well,  but  could  be 
doing  better.  She  needs  to  push 
herself." 

Point-guard  Boyle  runs  the  show 
for  the  lady  Chaps  with  her  ball 
handling  and  enthusiasm.  She's 
averaging  11.3  points  per  game, 
second  behind  Konopka. 

Kim  Brown  and  Amy  Janacek 
have  come  on  strong  recently. 
Brown  has  averaged  12  points  per 
game  in  her  last  three  games  while 
Janacek  has  improved  steadily 
throughout  the  season. 

Tracy  Sapit  is  a  player  who  is  not 
always  in  the  limelight,  but  does 
have  an  important  role  on  the  team, 
according  to  Hauenstein. 

"She's  someone  I  can  always 
count  on  working  hard  and  giving 
me  100  percent,"  said  Hauenstein. 
"Her  dedication  to  the  team  really 
shows  through  as  a  bright  spot  and 
inspires  the  other  girls." 

Injuries  are  not  a  problem  for  the 
lady  Chaps  with  the  exception  of 
Keeley  King,  who  came  down  with 
mono  and  may  be  out  for  the  rest  of 
the  season.

Grapplers  lose  'edge'  during  holidays

While  many  people  were  busy 
celebrating  the  holidays  with  little  or  no 
concern  about  how  they  ate  or  exercised, 
CD's  wrestlers  were  busy  keeping  in  shape 
and  preparing  for  the  continuance  of  the 
season's  schedule. 

Or  at  least  that's  what  wrestling  coach  A1 
Kaltofen  was  hoping. 

After  returning  from  the  holiday  break, 
Kaltofen  found  that  much  of  his  team  didn't 
keep  in  shape. 

'1  think  we  had  a  little  too  much  time  off 
at  Christmas,"  Kaltofen  said.  "All  the  kids 
live  out  of  district  and  not  too  many  of 
them  worked  out  during  the  break.  So  we 
lost  some  of  the  edge  we  had  built.  By 
Christmastime  we  were  doing  some  good 
wrestling." 


The  Chaps  began  the  winter  break  with 
the  Iowa  Central  Open,  where  they  finished 
sixth  among  seven  schools.  Toni  Oliva 
placed  third  in  the  tournament  with  a  4-1 
record.  Oliva,  however,  has  since  gone  the 
route  of  academic  ineligability  and  will  not 
be  able  to  wrestle  the  rest  of  the  season. 

"He  had  a  good  tournament,"  Kaltofen 
said.  "He  was  really  wrestling  tough,  and 
he  beat  some  good  kids,  too." 

Following  that  tournament,  the  Chaps 
returned  home  to  host  the  DuPage  Duals, 
where  they  went  0-3  against  schools  from 
New  York  (21-19),  Ohio  (38-10),  and  North 
Dakota  (32-17). 

At  the  Carthage  Invite,  CD  finished  ninth 
out  of  the  14  teams  that  were  competing. 
Rich  Murray  finished  in  second  place  in  the 
167-pound  weight  class. 

Matched  against  six  other  schools  at  the 


Southwest  Missouri  Open,  the  Chaps 
placed  fourth  as  Chris  Bomeman  took  a 
second  place  finish.

Chaps  defeat  Moraine 
in  conference  opener

The  Chapanals  have  passed  the  midway 
point  of  the  season  with  a  14-2  record  and  are 
holding  down  the  number  one  ranking  in 
Region  IV. 

It's  time  to  get  excited  about  their  chances 
of  winning  the  conference  title  and  returning  to 
the  Region  IV  Tournament. 

Following  a  7-0  start  entering  winter 
vacation,  the  Chaparrals  rolled  through  their 
non-conference  schedule  and  the  Highland 
Classic  Tournament  almost  unscathed.  And 
now  they're  setting  their  eyes  on  their  first 
conference  championship  in  two  years. 

A  92-point  scoring  average  for  CD  and  a 
much  improved  52  percent  field  goal 
percentage  are  two  of  the  reasons  why  the 
team  has  been  so  successful. 

The  Chaps  opened  theii  conference  schedule 
last  week  with  a  103-85  victory  against  top 
competitor  Moraine  Valley.

The  18-point  margin  of  victory  was 
impressive  enough  to  knock  the  Mauraders  out 
of  the  front  seat  of  the  Region  IV  rankings. 
The  Chaps  and  Moraine  Valley  were  number 
one  and  two  in  the  conference  entering  the 
game,  respectively. 

"We  were  quicker  than  Moraine,"  coach  Don 
Klaas  said.  "So  we  could  just  go  out  and  play 
them  full -court  man  to  man." 

Julius  Burrell  led  four  players  in  double¬ 
figure  scoring  with  19  points. 

The  Chaps  conquered  South  Suburban  86-74 
last  Saturday  despite  early  foul  trouble  for 
Burrell  and  Sherwin  Hodge.  Each  was  tagged 
with  two  fouls  within  the  first  five  minutes  of 
the  game. 

Forward  Daryl  WarTen  filled  in  for  both 
players  and  did  an  adequate  job,  according  to 


Klaas. 

"He  didn't  score  much,  but  he  did  a  good  job 
defensively  and  a  very  good  job  on  the 
boards,"  Klaas  said. 

The  fouls  did  not  effect  the  play  of  Burrell, 
however,  as  he  finished  the  game  with  13 
points  and  six  rebounds.  Harold  Caffey 
contributed  13  points  while  Cliff  Williams, 
Theo  Hill,  and  Rich  Mercer  each  scored  ten. 

While  the  depth  of  CD's  bench  has  been  the 
key  to  the  team's  success,  the  Chaps  are  still 
playing  well  despite  a  couple  of  injuries. 

Center  Mark  D'Angelo  is  out  with  a 
herniated  disc,  and  may  not  return  for  the 
remainder  of  the  season. 

"He  hopes  that  he  can  start  practice 
tomorrow,"  Klaas  said,  "But  starting  practice 
and  being  able  to  play  are  two  different 
things." 

Forward  Caffey,  who  was  reserved  for  a 
sixth-man  role  earlier  in  the  season  before 
earning  a  starting  spot,  is  also  suffering  back 
pain  that  occurred  in  the  game  against  Moraine 
Valley. 

"It's  a  tough  change,  but  I  think  that  we  have 
made  the  change  nicely,"  Klaas  said. 

The  Chaps  only  losses  in  the  season  thus  far 
each  came  down  to  the  final  minute  as  CD 
held  a  lead  against  both  Wright  and 
Waubonsee  Colleges  before  losing. 

The  Wright  loss  came  during  the  Highland 
Classic  Tournament  over  winter  vacation. 
That  loss,  followed  by  two  wins,  was  enough 
for  the  Chaps  to  win  the  consolation  title. 

With  so  many  things  going  right  for  the 
Chaps,  it's  difficult  to  find  any  flaws  in  the 
team's  play.  But  Klaas  sees  a  need  to  improve 
on  the  team's  65  percent  free  throw  shooting. 

"If  we're  going  to  compete  for  the 
conference  title,  we're  going  to  have  to  become 
a  better  free-throw  shooting  team,"  Klaas  said. 
"Because  generally  in  this  league,  you  win 
close  ball  games  by  making  free  throws."

While  the  CD  swimmers  wade  through  their  mid-season 
schedule  of  dual  meets,  coach  Al  Zamsky  is  looking  to  find  the 
right  swimmers  for  each  event. 

Following  a  slow  start  against  local  schools,  and  the 
academic  ineligibility  of  five  swimmers,  the  team  will  host  the 
17th  Annual  Intercollegiate  Swim  Meet  beginning  today. 

Nearly  300  swimmers  from  across  the  state  will  compete  in 
the  meet,  held  at  CD  foT  the  seventh  straight  year. 

"It  gives  division  HI  schools  a  chance  to  look  at  community 
college  swimmers,”  Zamsky  said.  'They  need  a  big  meet  with 
lots  of  noise  and  a  lot  of  people  to  get  over  the  cobwebs  and  the 


nervousness. 


In  the  season's  opening  meet,  both  the  men  and  women  fell 
to  Principia.  The  women  lost  59-45  and  the  men  lost  69-35. 

In  the  women's  competition,  Jennifer  Jejnicki  captured 
individual  titles  in  both  the  100-yard  butterfly  (1:11.20)  and  50- 
yard  freestyle  (26.29). 

Janet  Walkoe  won  the  100-yard  backstroke  with  a  time  of 
1:12.72.  Sandy  Monoghan  placed  first  in  both  the  one  and 
three-meter  diving  events. 

The  Lady  Chaps  also  finished  first  in  the  freestyle  relay  with 
a  time  of  4:04.52.  Hejnicki,  Walkoe,  Glenda  Heinemann,  and 
Meg  Spires  were  all  a  part  of  that  win. 

In  the  men's  competition,  Doug  Moss  won  both  the  50  and 
100-yard  freestyle  races  with  times  of  22.10  and  50.10, 


respectively.  Jim  Leppert  won  both  the  200-yard  freestyle 
(1:51.29)  and  the  100-yard  butterfly  stroke  (56.49).  Bruce 
Keeble  won  the  100-yard  breaststroke  with  a  time  of  1:08.94.

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Tuition  freeze  plan 
gains  ISA's  support

A  plan  to  freeze  tuitions  at  some  colleges  in 
Illinois  is  receiving  strong  support  from  the 
Illinois  Student  Association  (ISA). 

The  proposal,  by  the  Illinois  Board  of 
Higher  Education  (IBHE),  would  freeze 
tuitions  for  fiscal  year  1991  at  public,  four- 
year  institutions.  Private  and  community 
colleges  would  not  be  affected. 

Jeff  Russell,  CD's  student  government 
president,  and  ISA  chairman  feels  that  support 
for  the  proposal  is  important. 

"I  think  it's  very  good,  and  I  think 
community  college  students  should  support  it," 
he  said. 

"Tuition  at  four-year  institutions  has  risen 
between  200  and  300  percent  in  the  last  six  or 
seven  years  and  that  is  ridiculous,"  Russell 
added. 

IBHE  has  given  the  Illinois  General 
Assembly  the  recommendation,  and  ISA  and 
college  students  throughout  the  state  are 
looking  to  the  legislature  to  make  it  a  law. 

"It's  really  only  a  recommendation  unless 
there  is  a  bill  passed,”  Russell  stated.  'This 
year  we're  (ISA)  going  to  get  the  state 
legislature  to  say  that  nobody  is  going  to  raise 
tuition." 

The  recommendation  is  contingent  upon 
financial  appropriations  by  the  state 
legislature.

Constitution

CD's  student  representative  group  will  once 
again  be  called  Student  Government  (SG)  after 
the  board  of  trustees'  lawyer  declared  the 
newly  proposed  constitution  illegal. 

The  board  was  set  to  vote  on  the  ratification 
of  the  proposed  constitution  on  Jan.  17,  when 
it  was  pointed  out  by  a  CD  student  that  it 
would  be  illegal  to  ratify  it.

During  the  meeting,  Alan  Holtz  stated  that 
since  the  proposed  constitution  had  been 
amended  to  delete  the  sections  about  the 
student  trustee,  it  was  not  the  same  document 
that  the  students  had  ratified  in  the  Nov.  7-9 
election. 

The  proposed  SG  constitution  called  for  the 
appointment  of  the  student  trustee  by  the  SG 
president,  rather  than  the  present  election 
method.  Under  Section  3-7.24  of  the  "Public 


happy  about  the  proposal. 

"We  are  very  pleased  with  the  (IBHE) 
recommendation  to  freeze  tuition,"  he  said. 
"We're  just  concerned  that  the  appropriation 
will  be  sufficient  so  we  can  keep  that  freeze." 

The  tax  hike  that  the  Illinois  legislature 
approved  earlier  this  year  earmarked  60 
percent  of  the  newly  generated  revenue  for 
education,  making  a  tuition  freeze  possible, 
according  to  Russell. 

"That's  something  that  ISA  really  worked 
hard  for;  to  get  that  income  tax  hike  so  we 
could  freeze  tuition  at  four-year  institutions," 
he  said. 

The  tuition  freeze  proposal  comes  at  a  time 
when  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  for 
students  to  afford  a  college  education. 

"At  the  same  time  that  they've  been  raising 
tuition,  less  money  has  been  going  into  the 
financial  aid  pot,"  Russell  said,  "so  students 
are  getting  less  money  in  financial  aid  and 
fewer  students  are  going  to  college." 

Monahan  doesn't  blame  the  universities 
directly  for  the  past  tuition  raises. 

"The  universities  have  set  their  budget  goals 
and  when  the  general  assembly  comes  up 
short,  they  have  tried  to  make  it  up  with  tuition 
increases,"  he  said. 

Monahan  added  that  ISA  has  seen  little 
evidence  that  universities  have  done  much  to 
keep  tuition  down.

Community  College  Act"  the  appointment  of 
the  student  trustee  would  have  been  illegal, 
according  to  the  board's  lawyer,  Everett  E. 
Nicholas. 

Nicholas  agreed  with  Holtz,  therefore,  the 
proposed  constitution  became  invalid. 

Jeff  Russell,  SG  president,  was  surprised  at 
the  fate  of  the  proposed  constitution. 

"I  was  a  little  bit  confused,"  Russell  said. 
"We  (SG)  had  been  acting,  in  our  belief, 
properly  in  doing  what  was  needed  to  make 
the  constitution  legal." 

SG  will  be  operating  under  the  previous 
constitution  until  another  election  is  held  and 
the  new  constitution  is  once  again  placed  on 
the  ballot  as  a  referendum. 

According  to  Holtz,  SG  will  not  experience 
any  major  set-backs  by  returning  to  the  'old' 
constitution. 

"The  current  constitution  has  years  of 
experience  behind  it  and  I  don't  see  any  big 
problems  with  it,"  said  Holtz. 

Russell  disagreed  with  Holtz.  He  believes 
that  there  are  several  loopholes  in  the  current 
constitution  that  create  many  problems. 

SG  Advisor  Lucile  Friedli  reflected  on  the

Fessler's  abrupt  resignation 
prompts  rapid  appointment

M.  Faiyaz  Hussain  has  been  appointed  the 
new  student  trustee  to  riplace  Tom  Fessler, 
who  resigned  before  winter  quarter. 

A  committee  that  was  compiled  to  represent 
all  areas  of  the  college  came  to  an  agreement 
on  two  potential  candidates,  who  were  then 
referred  to  the  board  of  trustees  for  approval. 

"As  a  trustee  I  feel  that  you  are  a  bit  closer 
to  where  the  action  is,”  Hussain  said.  "  I 
thought  that  I  would  have  a  better  chance  of 
getting  my  views  across  if  I  had  close  contact 
with  the  board." 

Although  Hussain  is  also  vice  president  of 
student  government,  he  feels  that  accepting  the 
position  of  student  trustee  is  not  a  conflict  of 
interest. 

"I'd  say  it  is  a  double  interest.  At  the  last 
board  of  trustees  meeting,  whenever  the 
student  issues  came  up,  I  noticed  that  I  knew 
what  was  going  on,"  Hussain  said.  "I  feel  that 
both  positions  will  be  working  for  the  students, 
not  against  the  students." 

Hussain  is  unclear  as  to  what  changes  he 
would  like  to  bring  about  as  student  trustee. 

"You  can't  really  make  changes  of  any  sort. 
What  you  can  do  is  work  with  the  procedure

and  not  try  to  shake  the  earth,"  Hussain  said. 

In  addition  to  being  student  trustee  and  vice 
president  of  student  government,  Hussain  is 
also  acting  president  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  the 
college's  honor  society,  and  a  student  aid  in 
Information. 

All  of  these  responsibilities  don't  seem  to 
make  Hussain  believe  that  he  may  have  trouble 
fitting  a  student  trustee  job  into  his  busy 
schedule. 

"I  wouldn’t  have  taken  the  job  if  I  didn't 
think  I  could  handle  it,"  he  said.  "In  the  past  I 
have  done  many  other  things  simultaneously 
and  haven't  had  a  problem. 

"It  is  a  three  month  appointment,"  Hussain 
added.  "I  wanted  the  position  and  I  have  the 
knowledge;  I  thought  I  would  be  able  to  do  a 
good  job." 

Hussain  hopes  to  take  a  different  approach 
to  his  job  than  did  ex-student  trustee,  Tom 
Fessler. 

"Fessler  went  into  office  with  the  attitude 
that  he  could  change  this  and  change  that,"  he 
said.  "I  have  worked  with  him  in  the  past  and 
he  is  the  kind  of  person  who  can  get  the  job 
done,  but  he  has  a  problem  getting  his  points 
across. 

"Just  wearing  a  suit  and  going  to  board 
meetings  doesn't  mean  you  are  professional," 


M.  Faiyaz  Hussain  was  appointed 
as  the  student  trustee,  his  term  will 
last  approximately  three  months. 

Hussain  noted.  "You've  also  got  to  show  the 
board  that  you  are  someone  who  knows  what 
he  is  talking  about." 

Hussain  said  that  his  policy  will  be  to  say 
what’s  on  his  mind,  and  at  the  same  time  be 
polite. 

"I  think  Fessler  did  a  good  job  with  the 
progression  of  the  Student  Union.  I  think  he 
gets  the  job  done  but  the  way  he  goes  about  it 
isn't  always  the  greatest,"  Hussain  said. 

While  in  office  Hussain  said  that  he  will 
continue  Fessler's  efforts  in  planning  for  a 
Student  Union. 

Fessler  felt  he  had  no  choice  but  to  end  his 
term,  even  though  it  had  three  more  months  to 
run.  He  defends  his  resignation  by  saying  that 
even  with  two  jobs,  he  couldn't  pay  off  his 
expenses,  and  was  forced  to  seek  full-time 
employment 

"I  could  have  stayed  on  as  trustee,  but  I 
would  be  in  debt,"  Fessler  said.  "It  isn't  great 
to  resign,  but  if  I  can't  fill  my  obligation  to  the 
students,  I  feel  I  have  no  choice." 

According  to  Fessler,  he  felt  it  would  be 
unfair  to  stay  on  as  student  trustee,  as  he 
couldn't  give  the  job  the  amount  of  time  it 
required. 

"I  love  serving  the  students  and  working 
with  the  board,"  Fessler  said. 

Communication  with  the  board  was  one  of 
the  biggest  problems  Fessler  encountered. 

"It  was  difficult  to  get  the  board  to  open 
their  ears,"  Fessler  admitted.  "Nobody  would 
ever  listen,  and  sometimes  it  was  like  talking 
to  a  brick  wall." 

He  also  felt  that  there  needs  to  be  an 
orientation  program  for  student  trustees  telling 
them  what  they  can  and  can't  do  as  a  trustee 

During  his  term  Fessler  tried  to  get  the 
board  to  regard  the  student  trustee  in  a  better 
light. 

He  also  takes  credit  for  initiating  the  idea  for 
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SG  Scholarship

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Hadley  to  direct  new  Multi-University  center 

Jan  Geesaman  takes  over  as  associate  dean  of  communications

Sally  Hadley  began  her  new  position  as 
director  of  the  Multi-University  Center  in 
Building  M,  earlier  this  month. 

According  to  Hadley,  she  also  applied  for 
the  position  of  director  two  years  ago,  but 
because  a  grant  was  not  approved  to  fund  the 
center,  Hadley  didn't  get  the  job. 

During  the  last  two  years  without  an  official 
director,  the  Multi-University  Center  has  been 
overseen  by  Ron  Lemme,  Vice  President  of 
Planning  and  Information. 

"I  kind  of  wore  that  hat  on  a  somewhat 
limited  position,"  Lemme  said. 

Previous  to  acting  as  Director  of  the  Multi- 
University  Center,  Hadley  acted  as  Associate 
Dean  of  Communications,  which  includes  the 
departments  of  English  and  Speech. 

"The  concept  of  a  Multi-University  Center  is 
now  to  DuPage  County  ,"  Hadley  said."  We 
operate  under  one  grant.  My  job  is  to  run  and 
operate  the  courses  offered  by  the  three 


universities." 

Hadley  seems  determined  to  excel  at  this 
job. 

"So  far  I  am  enjoying  it.  There  are  lots  of 
things  to  be  done  if  it  is  going  to  be 
successful,"  Hadley  said. 

The  hours  Hadley  has  put  into  her  job  have 
varied  considerably. 

"I  used  to  come  in  early  and  now  I  come  in 
a  little  later  and  don't  leave  until  around  seven 
at  night,"  Hadley  said.  "  But  so  far  it  isn't  a 
problem." 

According  to  Hadley  she  hasn't  experienced 
any  real  problems  so  far  but  she  has  only 
occupied  the  position  for  a  short  time. 

"Right  now  I  am  just  learning  everything 
there  is  to  learn,"  Hadley  said. 

After  one  year  in  the  director  position, 
Hadley  will  have  the  option  to  return  as 
Associate  Dean  of  Communications,  but  right 
now  she  feel  it  it  way  too  early  to  tell  what  she 
will  do  after  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Jan  Geesaman,  Assistant  Professor  of 


English  since  1981,  is  now  acting  as  Associate 
Dean  of  Communications  on  an  interim  basis. 

Her  duties  include  staffing  English, 
communications  and  journalism  classes, 
including  both  full  and  part-time.  She  will 
also  hire  part-time  faculty,  evaluate  faculty, 
handle  student  complaints  and  develop 
orientation  programs. 

"So  far  I  am  enjoying  being  in  this  position," 
Geesaman  said.  "  1  haven't  gone  home  once 
saying  'Why  did  I  do  this?"' 

'There  is  more  variety  in  this  job  but  I  miss 
the  classroom,  even  though  I  kept  one  class," 
Geesaman  said. 

Dan  Lindsey,  Dean  of  Communications  is 
responsible  for  recommending  Geesaman  for 
this  position. 

"She  has  been  and  continues  to  be  one  of 
our  best  faculty  members,"  Lindsey  said.  "She 
basically  single-handedly  initiated  writing 
instruction  with  computers  in  English  classes 
and  she’s  also  a  very  good  person."

"I  got  the  ball  rolling  for  the  student  union 
building,  I  worked  hard  on  it,"  Fessler  said.

Free  trips  to  Capitol  Hill  offered  by  SG

An  all  expense-paid  trip  to  Capitol  Hill  is 
being  offered  by  CD’s  Student  Government 
(SG). 

Four  scholarships  will  be  awarded  to 
interested  students  to  attend  the  United  States 
Student  Association's  (USSA)  21st  Annual 
Legislative  Conference  on  March  3-5. 

Currently,  an  SG  committee  has  been 
formulated  to  collect  and  review  applications. 
The  three-member  committee  is  made  up  of  a 
SG  director  (Micheal  Stajduhar),  a  SG  club 
representative  (Murray  Leith)  and  a  member  of 
the  student  body  (Greta  Mollsen). 

In  order  for  a  student  to  be  considered,  he  or 
she  must  submit  a  letter  stating  the  reasons  for 


wanting  to  go  as  well  as  a  recommendation 
from  a  full-time  faculty  member. 

The  student  must  also  provide  a  list  of  times 
that  he  or  she  will  be  available  for  an  interview 
which  will  be  conducted  sometime  between 
Feb.  5-7. 

Any  student  is  encouraged  to  submit  the 
application  materials  to  SG  before  the  deadline 
on  Feb.  5  said  Leith. 

Included  in  the  scholarship  are  the  costs  for 
a  round-trip  air  fare,  meals,  lodging  and 
conference  fees  according  to  an  SG  press 
release. 

The  release  also  stated  that  the  conference  is 
designed  to  provide  students  with  insight  to 
Congress  and  an  opportunity  to  lobby  on 


educational  issues. 

The  committee  will  select  six  of  the  "best" 
applicants  and  recommend  them  to  the  SG 
president  in  order  of  preference,  said 
Stajduhar.  The  president  will  then  appoint 
four  of  the  six  which  will  have  to  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  directors. 

Leith  encourages  students  to  apply  because 
of  the  unique  opportunity  that  is  being  offered 
by  the  conference. 

"The  students  will  get  to  see  Congress  and  I 
am  not  talking  about  looking  at  the  building 
and  seeing  what  a  nice  little  dome  it  has," 
Leith  said.

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uncertainties  that  she  had  foreseen  because  the 
proposed  constitution  included  the  sections  on 
the  student  trustee  selection.

The  great  turtle  on  which  many  people 
believed  the  ancient  world  rested  is  the 
conceptual  equivalent  of  the  several  modem 
democratic  ideas  of  equality,  fairness,  and 
freedom. 

Nowhere  else  is  this  more  true  than  in 
Eastern  Europe  today,  however  for  many 
people  the  reality  of  those  fundamental 
democratic  ideas  are  about  as  real  as  that 
ancient  cosmological  turtle  on  which  the 
world  rested. 

The  communist  ideal  as  Marx  saw  it 
demanded  equality  and  fairness,  yet  nothing 
could  be  further  from  the  truth  in  many 
communist  countries. 

I  have  a  friend  from  Poland  who  recently 
shed  some  light  on  the  real  inequity  of 
communism,  and  maybe  the  reason  for  its 
demise. 

As  an  intellectual  my  friend  had  the 
opportunity  to  travel  around  the  country  more 
often  than  your  average  Polish  citizen.  This 
distinction  also  entitled  her  to  be  wined  and 
dined  by  local  communist  party  leaders. 

On  one  occasion  a  party  leader  suggested 
that  they  go  out  to  one  of  the  finer  restaurants 
around,  they  did. 

When  they  got  to  the  restaurant  everyone 
who  was  already  their  was  asked  politely  to 
leave  (they  were  kicked  out),  whether  they 
had  finished  or  not;  doesn’t  sound  so  fair  and 
iequable  to  me. 

j  For  a  country  whose  principle  ideology  is 
to  eliminate  the  inequities  between  men,  this 
reality  that  some  men  are  more  equal  than 
others  seems  a  bit  hypocritical. 

Take  East  Germany  for  example.  After  The 
Berlin  Wall  came  down  and  the  people 
exposed  the  corruption  even  the  loyal 
communist  officials  declared  that  they  were 
really  suppressed  democrats. 

Of  course  what  the  world  found  out  was 
that  the  leadership  had  been  embezzling 
billions  of  dollars  to  build  ostentatious  (even 
by  Western  standards)  mountain  homes  for 
their  relatives. 

Romania,  is  another  fine  example  of  people 
learning  what  we  already  know...  that 
freedom,  equity,  and  fairness  are  worth 
fighting  and  dying  for. 

Fortunately,  in  this  country  people  have 
fought  and  died  for  the  rights  we  enjoy  today 
and  the  rest  of  the  world  envies.

Editorial: 

ISA  fee  may  hurt  rather  than  help; 
CD  will  not  be  properly  represented 


The  Illinois  Student  Association's  (ISA)  mandatory 
refundable  $2  fee  seemed  to  be  one  of  the  'hot'  topics 
at  the  Jan.  17  board  of  trustees  meeting. 

President  H.D.  McAninch  did  not  recommend  that 
the  board  levy  this  fee  because  he  felt  that  ISA  would 
not  benefit  the  majority  of  the  students  at  CD. 

ISA  seems  to  take  some  credit  for  bringing  about  a 
tuition  freeze,  but  is  a  tuition  freeze  for  colleges, 
community  colleges  in  particular,  really  that 
beneficial? 

According  to  McAninch,  state  colleges  are  funded 
by  the  state  differently  than  community  colleges. 
When  a  tuition  freeze  is  implemented,  the  state  then 
makes  up  the  difference. 

A  politician  once  said  that  "Government  is  taking 
money  from  one  group  of  people  and  giving  that 
money  to  another  group  of  people." 

While  it  may  be  good  for  students  not  to  have  to  pay 
a  higher  tuition,  the  money  that  they  are  not  paying 
comes  from  the  taxpayers. 

Since  75  percent  of  CD's  students  are  out  in  the 


working  world,  and  a  mere  25  percent  of  the  students 
come  directly  from  area  high  schools,  our  tax  paying 
adult  students  will  end  up  paying  the  difference  if  a 
tuition  freeze  comes  about. 

What  are  some  of  the  other  deeds  that  ISA  can  do 
for  us? 

We  can  call  their  main  office  in  Springfield  to  ask 
for  statistics  on  major  national  state  and  student 
issues,  but  we  would  like  to  think  that  at  a  college 
level,  students  would  just  go  to  the  library  to  get  this 
information  for  free,  without  have  to  pay  this  $2  fee. 

If  this  fee  were  to  be  levied,  students  would  not 
have  a  say  in  how  ISA  would  represent  us.  We  would 
just  have  to  sit  back  and  watch  this  elitist  group 
represent  their  views  with  our  money  supporting 
them. 

ISA  will  not  benefit  the  majority  of  the  students 
here,  and  this  organization  will  not  offer 
representation  in  the  way  that  the  students  at  CD  need 
it  most. 
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SG  president  invites  'critics'  to  get  involved

President  Johnson  was  right,  but  on  that 
same  note  he's  also  bound  to  be  the  one  that 
hits  the  most  home  runs. 

SG  has  taken  much  criticism  of  late,  as 
many  of  you  know.  I'm  certain  however  that 
the  students  will  be  fair  when  they  try  and 
distinguish  the  difference  between  valid 
criticism  and  blatant  lies  circulated  for 
vindictive  reasons.  I  would  like  to  invite  those 
SG  critics  once  again  to  do  something 
productive  for  the  student  body  rather  than 
continue  on  the  "foul  balls." 

The  accountability  that  Tom  Mason  speaks 
of  in  last  week's  Forum  is  not  absent.  The 
officials  of  SG  are  not  only  accountable  to  the 
student  body  through  the  Student  Senate,  but 
also  to  the  board  of  trustees. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  after  almost  eight  weeks  of 
investigation,  the  board  agreed  unanimously 
that  no  vote  fraud  had  been  committed. 

The  members  of  this  "group"  are  almost  all 
students  who  have  been  involved  in  SG  at  one 
time  or  another,  and  whom,  after  several 
months  of  idleness,  either  resigned  on  the 
verge  of  impeachment,  or  were  defeated 
soundly  in  a  bid  for  reelection.  At  least  three 
of  its  six  or  seven  members  were  involved  in  a 
theft  of  college  property. 

If  there  had  been  merit  in  any  of  the  charges 
the  Student  Senate  or  the  board  of  trustees 
would  have  acted.  Both  the  Student  Senate 
and  the  board  of  trustees  have  given  the 
election  a  clean  bill  of  health,  why  can  t  this 
group  accept  that? 

I  feel  that  SG  is  getting  a  bad  reputation 


when  its  members  are  trying  to  serve  the 
student  body  in  the  best  way  they  know  how. 
It  is  untrue  to  claim  that  SG  is  a  waste  of  time 
and  doesn't  accomplish  anything.  While  past 
presidents  have  listed  having  J.C. Penney  take 
credit  card  applications  on  campus  as  among 
their  biggest  accomplishments,  a  partial  list  of 
things  achieved  by  SG  this  year  would  read  as 
follows: 

•A  much  needed  revision  of  the  SG 
constitution  was  completed 

•Organized  a  lecture  and  display  intended  to 
educate  students  on  the  Beijing  massacre. 

•The  first  student-run  referenda  in  almost  10 
years 

•The  first  challenge  to  the  board  of  trustees 
policy  as  regards  student  tuition  refund  policy 
•Initiated  a  recycling  program  on  campus 
which  inspired  the  creation  of  a  college 
committee 

•Sponsored  Toys  for  Tots  campaign  at 
Christmas 

•The  added  publicity  of  our  book  exchange 
prompted  Wallace’s  bookstore  to  offer  23%  off 
coupons  for  winter  quarter  book  purchases 
•Generated  over  $3000  in  revenues  (almost 
five  times  that  of  any  recent  SG  administration 
•SG  representatives  to  the  college  parking 
committee  caught  and  prevented  a  reduction  of 
over  250  parking  spaces  in  lot  #6  during  the 
summer  repaving 

•Encouraged  the  board  of  trustees  to  open  a 
hot  food  service  in  Bldg  K  for  students  who 
are  required  to  take  classes  there 

•Made  a  resolution  which  was  read  to  the 
board  of  trustees  demanding  a  renewed 
dedication  to  resolving  the  faculty  contracts 
Also,  watch  for  these  things  coming  soon: 

•A  Disability  Awareness  Day  featuring  local 
and  state  political  leaders  becoming  more 
aware  of  disabled  needs 


•A  complete  refurbishment  of  the  student 
lounges  by  spring  break 

I  believe  that  students  have  a  right  to  self 
governance  and  that  the  best  interests  of  the 
institution  are  not  necessarily  those  of  the 
student  body. 

I  need  your  support,  not  just  that  of  those  of 
you  who  agree  with  me  in  most  cases,  but  that 
of  those  of  you  who  frequently  disagree  with 
me.  We  are  trying  to  accomplish  something. 
Please,  can  we  progress  past  the  petty 
politicking  and  get  on  with  something  that  is 
pertinent  to  our  attempts  to  benefit  the  student 
body? 

Can  we  put  our  differences  behind  us  and  go 
forward?  There  are  issues  of  importance  that 
need  to  be  dealt  with.  Issues  like: 

•Working  with  the  administration  in  an 
effort  to  find  a  solution  to  the  parking  problem 
on  campus 

•Forcing  the  University  of  Illinois  to  sign 
the  articulation  compact,  thus  forcing  them  to 
recognize  community  college  transfer  students 
with  Associate  Degrees  as  juniors 

•Convincing  the  State  Legislature  to  expand 
student-to-student  grants  to  community  college 
students 

•Setting  up  SG  scholarships  for  CD  students 

Our  critics  ,  for  the  most  part,  are  comprised 
of  ex-SG  officials  who  are  upset  that  while  we 
have  accomplished  much,  there  have  been  a 
few  instances  of  short  tempers  and  harsh 
words.  If  these  individuals  believe  we  are 
doing  such  a  terrible  job,  I  invite  them  to  get 
involved  and  do  better.  If  they  do,  all  the 
better  for  students  at  CD.  If  they  don't  make  a 
difference,  maybe  they  could  permit  us  to  get 
on  with  the  job  of  representing  students.

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Movie  Review: 


Lange  not  enough  to  keep  'Music  Box'  on-key

Music  Box"  is  a  newly  released  dramatic  movie,  directed  by 
Costa-Gavras  and  produced  by  Irwin  Winkler,  who  has  brought 
us  other  hits,  such  as  "Rocky"  and  "Raging  Bull". 

This  movie  stars  Jessica  Lange  as  Ann  Talbot,  a  gifted 
criminal  attorney  who  is  coerced  into  representing  her  father, 
on  trial  for  war-time  atrocities,  committed  during  World  War  II. 

Lange's  father,  Mike  Laszlo  (portrayed  by  Armin  Mueller- 
Stahl)  is  a  proud  American  immigrant  who  has  worked  hard  in 
his  lifetime  to  give  his  son  and  daughter  a  chance  of  being 
someone. 

Stahl  must  raise  his  family  alone  due  to  his  wife's  death  at  an 


early  age.  He  is  successful  with  his  task  for  his  son  is  a 
respected  Vietnam  veteran  and  Lange  is  a  credible  attorney. 

Although  there  are  conflicts  between  almost  every  character, 
the  main  conflict  occurs  between  the  highly  determined 
prosecutor  (Frederick  Forrest)  and  Lange  in  a  lengthy  and 
emotional  court  battle  which  will  determine  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  the  Hungarian  father. 

If  the  father  is  found  guilty  he  will  lose  his  treasured 
American  citizenship  and  be  deported  to  Hungary  for  his 
heinous  war  crimes. 

After  many  cross-examinations  and  a  trip  by  the  court  to 
Hungary  to  listen  to  the  testimony  of  a  dying  witness,  the  judge 
makes  a  crucial  decision  that  appears  to  bring  an  end  to  the  case 
which  has  been  a  mistake. 

Lange  then  becomes  an  attorney  turned  investigator  seeking 
the  real  truth  behind  the  case  in  Hungary. 

During  her  search  she  is  given  a  pawn  ticket  by  the  widow  of 
one  of  her  father's  old  Nazi  partners.  The  ticket  becomes  the 
key  of  truth  when  Lange  returns  to  America  to  exchange  the 
ticket  for  an  old-fashioned  music  box  which  reveals  the  well- 


hidden  truth. 

While  the  movie  builds  up  tremendously  to  the  key  the  music 
box  holds,  it  is  quite  predictable  and  doesn't  create  a  tense 
scene. 

"Music  Box"  is  a  movie  that  is  incapable  of  creating  any  type 
of  mysterious  suspense  because  the  movie  gives  away  too 
many  major  clues  that  are  extremely  obvious. 

All  of  the  actors  in  this  movie  give  outstanding 
performances,  but  the  glimpses  that  we  get  from  their 
characters  are  very  shallow  and  frustrating. 

The  father's  character  is  supposed  to  be  the  nucleus  of  the 
movie,  but  he  is  forced  to  stand  aside  as  Lange  and  Forrest  steal 
the  limelight. 

The  movie  remains  highly  predictable  from  beginning  to  end 
with  only  a  few  moments  where  you  find  yourself  on  the  edge 
of  your  seat. 

A  positive  aspect  of  "Music  Box"  is  that  it  is  not  a  story  of 
vengeance  or  retribution,  but  a  story  of  remembrance  and 
parental  love,  which  gives  the  story  a  semi-well  rounded  theme.

Music  Review: 


Lemonheads  give  Milli  Vanilli's  themes  a  'Lick'in

Let's  face  it.  Things  are  never  as  cut  and 
dried  as  Milli  Vanilli  would  like  us  to  believe. 
Their  simple  minded  philosophy  can  fit  into 
two  categories:  "Boy  meets  girl"  and  "Boy 
loses  girl”. 

That's  what  I  like  about  the  Lemonhead's 
new  CD,  "Lick". 

Sure,  this  Boston  band  at  times  sounds  too 
much  like  certain  college  rock  heroes  to  whom 
their  lyrical  content  pales  in  comparison. 

Yeah,  I  could  point  out  that  the  sucker  only 
clocks  in  at  a  little  over  a  half  hour,  "bonus 
tracks"  included. 

But  the  more  emotional  songs  here  strike  a 
nerve  in  exploring  modem-day,  adolescent-to- 
adult  relationships. 

The  Lemonheads  do  some  twists  on  the 
usual  boy-girl  stuff.  For  your  convenience,  I've 
arranged  the  tunes  in  categories. 

1.  Boy  gets  used  by  girl,  then  dumped  for 
cooler  guy. 

"Strange"  is  kind  of  a  rootsy  countryish  ditty 
done  up  in  distortion,  like  if  Roy  Orbison  had  a 
fuzz  box  or  if  Dave  Lee  Roth  was  a  Travelin' 
Wilbury. 

Evan  Dando  sings  this  one  with  a  better- 
than-average  Mike  Stripe  mimic  with  a  Buddy 
Holly  hick-up.  The  end  of  the  song  has  one  of 
the  best  sloppy  guitar  solos  since  bald  boy  Bob 
Stinson  left  the  Replacements. 

2.  Boy  loses  Girl  and  wises  up  to  her. 

"Anyway”  is  the  best  thing  on  "Lick".  It 

could  make  a  great  pop  single  if  the  mix  was 
cleaned  up  a  tad.  There's  a  time  in  everyone's 


life  when  they  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  they've 
been  disillusioned  about  a  member  of  the 
opposite  sex,  that  this  person  ain't  what  they're 
cracked  up  to  be,  and  that  they're  better  off 
alone. 

Without  getting  too  intellectual  about  it,  the 
Lemonheads  conjure  up  that  feeling  most 
eloquently. 

3.  Boy  lives  with  Girl,  Girl  doesn't  want  to 
get  married. 

"Ever"  was  recorded  back  in  '86,  and  in 


comparison  to  the  newer  tracks,  it  goes  to 
show  how  much  the  'Heads  have  progressed 
and  matured  in  terms  of  sound. 

It  seems  as  if  the  band  was  formally  rooted 
in  the  four-chord  punk  thing,  but  the 
straightforwardness  and  the  hooks  drive  this 
puppy  home. 

Lyrically,  it's  a  celebration  of  cohabitation, 
but  when  he  wants  to  get  hitched,  she  changes 
the  station.  You  gotta  feel  sorry  for  Ben  Daily 
as  he  whimpers:  "This  doesn’t  ever  have  to 
end/I  know  committment  is  not  the  trcnd/Don't 
misunderstand  what  I  intend/When  I  say  this 
doesn't  ever  have  to  end." 

4.  Girl  wants  to  get  married,  Boy  just  wants 
to  solicit  sex. 


"I  Am  a  Rabbit"  had  the  Ramones  stamped 
on  it's  forehead.  The  chorus  says  it  all:  "I  am  a 
rabbit/I've  got  to  have  it/It's  force  of  habit/1 
want  to  share  my  carrot." 

Another  line  goes:  "You  say  I  have  a  one 
track  mind/I  just  wanna  have  a  grind."  This 
feels  somewhat  out  of  place  alongside  the 
alleged  romantic  sappiness  of  "Strange"  and 
"Ever”.  I  guess  they  don't  want  to  give  the 
impression  that  they're  sensitive  or  something, 
being  in  a  rock  band  and  all. 


5.  Boy  gets  really  drunk  and  tries  to  wake 
Girl  up  at  3  a.m.  by  whistling  at  her  window. 

The  soundtrack  to  "Mallow  Cup"  starts  out 
as  REMish  jingle-jangle  pop,  then  after  the 
first  verse,  a  Husker  Du  guitar  slashes  in  with 
more  fuzz  than  a  year-old  peach.  If  that  wasn't 
enough,  things  get  really  interesting  and  the 
Lemonheads  throw  in  some  death  metal  riffs  to 
become  totally  schizophrenic,  all  in  about  two 
minutes.  Somehow,  it  all  fits  together,  works, 
and  makes  total  sense.  Don't  ask  me  how. 

6.  Boy  makes  fun  of  Girl  with  really  serious 
song  about  abused  boy. 

Suzanne  Vega's  "Luka"  is  done  up  here 
chunk-style  with  fried-out  guitars  and  a 
pounding  rhythm.  Dando  dryly  mutters 


through  this  one  in  a  voice  that  sounds  like 
Tom  Petty  after  snorting  nasal  spray.  He  comes 
off  as  real  heartfelt  compared  to  Vega's 
emotionless  whispers. 

Then  I  realized  that  this  is  a  tongue-in-cheek 
joke  as  someone  tosses  off  a  ridiculous  guitar 
solo  with  a  squealing  female  hidden 
somewhere  in  the  mix.  This  is  a  re-make 
almost-but-not-quite  comparable  as  the  Red 
Hot  Chili  Peppers  doing  Stevie  Wonder's 
"Higher  Ground". 

7.  Boy  meets  Television. 

"7  Powers"  steals  its  first  verse  from  the 
"All  in  the  Family"  opening  theme  to  set  up  its 
"those  were  the  days"  chorus.  "Cazzo  di  Ferro" 
is  about  Raymond  "Ironside"  Burr,  sung  half  in 
Italian. 

8.  Men  pretend  they  are  sixteen-year-old 
boys  with  hardcore  punk  bands  and  can't  meet 
girls  as  a  result. 

"Come  Back  D.A.",  "Sad  Girl",  "Mad",  and 
the  aforementioned,  "I  Am  a  Rabbit". 

Minus  the  stinkers  above,  the  Lemonheads 
occasionally  flirt  with  greatness  on  "Lick". 
This  might  be  their  "Hootenanny",  the  sort  of 
good  album  the  Replacements  made  before 
they  got  brilliant.  The  cover  features  a  fuzzy 
photo  of  a  guy  licking  the  skinhead  of  a  Sinead 
O'Connor  replica,  so  you're  going  to  want  to 
buy  this  the  minute  you  see  it. 

The  Lemonheads  live  up  to  the  potential 
shown  on  "Lick";  surely  they  will  be 
catapulted  to  the  near-superstud  status  of  Milli 
Vanilli  (God  Forbid).

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Job  hunters  offered 

five-part  mini-series

If  you  are  someone  who  finds  job-hunting 
laborious  and  worrisome,  the  Career  Planning 
and  Placement  Center  (CPPC)  can  give  you 
the  ammunition  you  need  to  succeed. 

Beginning  this  quarter,  CPPC  will  offer  a 
five-part  mini-series  designed  to  help  people 
improve  their  job  search  skills. 

Nancy  Wajler,  CPPC  coordinator  at  CD, 
feels  that  the  seminars,  which  are  free  of 
charge  to  students,  alumni,  and  members  of 
the  community,  are  highly  valuable. 

"People  pay 
large  amounts  of 
money  for  these 
same  services," 

Wajler  said.  "We 
hope  that 

students  will 
realize  how 
helpful  these 
seminars  are,  and 
hopefully  they 
will  take  _ 

advantage  and 
attend.  There  is 

no  registration  process  or  fee.  You  just  have  to 
show  up." 

The  cost  of  the  mini-series  comes  out  of 
the  budget  of  the  CPPC. 

Sharon  Spitzer,  a  job  placement  specialist, 
will  direct  the  seminars,  which  include  videos 
with  the  top  authorities  on  each  subject  of  the 
series. 

Part  one  of  the  series,  "The  Job  Search", 
was  shown  twice  during  the  last  two  weeks. 
The  seminar  was  designed  to  help  students 
assess  their  abilities  and  technical  skills,  and 
then  teach  them  how  to  plan  a  job  search 
strategy. 

The  information  on  strategies  was  general, 
but  afterwards,  students  could  make  an 
appointment  with  Career  Placement 
Counselors  in  order  to  assist  them  further  with 
their  personal  strategies. 


Part  two  of  the  series,  "Effective  Resume 
Writing",  was  offered  this  week,  and  will  be 
run  again  on  February  27  and  28. 

This  seminar  covers  different  aspects  of 
resume  writing,  and  will  inform  students  on 
what  information  is  effective  and  should  be 
included  in  the  resume. 

"Networking/The  Hidden  Job  Market",  is 
the  subject  of  part  three  in  the  series,  and  will 
be  offered  January  30  and  31,  and  again  on 
March  6  and  7. 

This  seminar  is  designed  to  help  students 
become  aware  of  the 
different  resources 
available  to  help  them 
find  a  job. 

"Only  20  percent 
of  the  job  market  is 
advertised,"  Wajler 
said.  "That  leaves  80 
percent  of  the  jobs 
available.  We  want  to 
help  students  tap 
those  other 

resources." 

Part  four  of  the 
series 
"Interviewing",  will  be  offered  February  6 
and  7,  and  again  on  March  13  and  14.  This 
session  will  cover  the  do's  and  don'ts  of 
interviewing,  as  well  as  how  to  handle  oneself 
during  an  interview. 

The  final  part  of  the  series,  "Success  On 
The  Job"  will  be  offered  February  13  and  14. 
This  is  a  new  addition  to  the  series,  and  one 
Wajler  feels  is  highly  valuable. 

"We  help  students  up  to  the  point  of  getting 
a  job,  but  we  also  want  to  explain  different 
aspects  of  jobs  and  what  to  expect,"  Wajler 
said. 

The  goal  of  the  series,  however,  is  most 
important,  according  to  Wajler. 

"We  want  to  assist  students  in  the  job¬ 
searching  part  of  career  placement,"  she  said.

Forensic  team's  reputation 
communicates  on  its  own

One  of  CD's  most  successful  student 
organizations  may  very  well  be  one  of  its  least 
recognized. 

For  many  years,  the  forensics  team  has  had  a 
reputation  as  a  strong  competitor  on  both  state 
and  national  levels.  Not  only  is  the  forensics 
team  a  power  when  competing  against  other 
two  year  colleges,  but  they  have  also  seen 
much  success  when  competing  amid  the  ranks 
of  four-year  schools  as  well. 

This  year  is  no  exception.  The  first  quarter 
was  a  very  good  one  for  the  forensics  team. 
Led  by  the  coaching  of  Frank  Tourangeau  and 
Marco  Benassi,  the  team  won  two  of  three 
tournaments  they  competed  in.  The  only 
tournament  in  which  they  did  not  capture  first 
place  was  a  major  four  year  tournament  where 
CD  achieved  and  impressive  fourth  place. 

Now  the  forensics  team  looks  ahead  to 
another  successful  quarter.  Although  the  team 
did  lose  some  important  and  experienced 
members,  the  coaches  and  team  members  are 
optimistic.  Both  Benassi  and  Tourangeau  agree 
that  the  team  will  rely  on  the  strength  and 
experience  of  Keith  Spengel  and  Marth 
Yoksovlian. 

"They  are  the  most  experienced  people  on 
the  team  and  their  leadership  will  be  very 
important,"  Benassi  said  . 

The  coaches  feel  that  the  hard  work  the  team 
has  already  demonstrated  it  is  capable  of,  is 
what  will  make  up  for  the  inexperience  of  the 
squad. 

The  forensics  team  has  its  sights  set  high  this 
quarter. 

"Our  goal  is  to  win  state  on  the  two-year 
level,  and  to  place  in  the  top  three  on  the  four- 
year  level,"  Benassi  said. 

The  forensics  team  is  already  on  its  way  to 
achieving  its  goal  with  a  tournament  victory  at 
Elgin  earlier  this  quarter.  In  the  individual 


sweepstakes  at  Elgin,  Beth  Woodruf  took  an 
impressive  third  place. 

In  the  pro's  competition,  Geoff  Fisher  got 
fourth  place  and  in  the  novice-pros  division. 
Sherry  Delucas  came  in  fifth. 

Tracey  Milan  placed  third  and  Dale  Ingrham 
won  the  division.  Other  winners  included 
Anne  Murray  (fourth  place—  persuasion,  and 
fifth  place-oral  interpretation),  Jason  Hegna 
(first  place— novice  poetry),  Milan  (second 
place— informative,  second  place— speech  to 
entertain,  and  sixth  place-novice  impromptu), 
Geoff  Fisher  (fifth  place-speech  to  entertain), 
Chisi  Arroyo  (first  place  -speech  to  entertain), 
Kate  Halm  (fourth  place -oral  interpretation), 
John  Laukaitis  (fifth  place-novice  impromptu, 
and  sixth  place-pros),  Molly  Howard  (third 
place— dramatic  interpretation),  Craig  Jansen 
(fifth  place— dramatic  interpretation),  Beth 
Woodruf  and  Keith  Spengel  (first  place— duet 
acting),  and  Chisi  Arroyo  and  Geoff  Fisher 
(fifth  place-duet  acting). 

Most  recently,  the  forensics  team  has  kept 
busy  hosting  a  tournament  that  took  place  Jan 
19  and  20.  CD  did  not  compete  in  the 
tournament. 

The  winner  was  Bradley  University,  the 
defending  national  champion. 

Second  place  honors  were  captured  by 
Illinois  State,  and  third  place  went  to  Eastern 
Michigan  University,  last  year's  number  two 
team  in  state. 

According  to  the  coaches,  the  event  was  a 
success,  and  was  enjoyed  by  all  who  attended. 
The  tournament  attracted  15  schools  with  a 
total  of  250  events. 

'Traditionally,  the  teams  who  do  well  at  our 
tournament,  do  well  downstate,"  Benassi  said. 

CD's  next  tournament  will  be  at  Highland  on 
February  2  and  3.

'They  (CD  representatives)  will  get  to  see 

lobbyists,  pressure  groups  and  the  Congress  at 
work.  You  don't  get  to  see  those  people 
around  the  country  except  in  diluted  versions." 
added  Leith. 

Brien  Shcahan,  Executive  Director  of  SG, 
attended  last  year's  conference  and  believes 
that  the  conference  was  very  positive. 

"I  gained  a  lot  of  experience  in  lobbying 
lawmakers  and  addressing  national  student 
issues,"  Sheahan  said. 

The  only  restriction  that  USSA  set  for  the 
selection  of  the  four  representatives  was  to 
give  an  affirmative  action  policy. 

According  to  the  U$SA's  brochure  for  the 
conference,  any  delegation  of  four  "must 
include  at  least  one  student  of  color  and  at 
least  one  woman,  who  may  not  be  the  same 


person. 

Leith  does  not  believe  that  this  restriction  is 
fair.  He  believes  that  the  best  candidates 
should  go  regardless  of  sex  or  creed,  but 
nevertheless,  the  procedure  for  selection  will 
be  followed. 

Stajduhar  noted  that  there  are  a  number  of 
student  activists  already  found  on  campus  who 
would  provide  a  strong  pool  of  qualified 
applicants. 

"While  SG  is  a  very  good  qualification 
there  are  still  many  others  such  as  athletics, 
forensics,  theater  and  Phi  Theta  Kappa," 
Stajduhar  said. 

At  this  time,  a  specific  date  has  not  been  set 
for  announcing  the  recipients  of  the 
scholarships.

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Hockey  team  skates  to  a  roaring  1

When  the  Chaparrals  tie  on  their  skates  and 
go  to  work  each  season,  they  know  that  a 
national  championship  is  within  their  reach. 

This  year  is  no  exception  as  coach  Tom 
Kurzawski  and  the  Chaps  have  skated  off  to  an 
impressive  10-3-2  start  in  pursuit  of  their 
fourth  national  championship  in  1 1  years. 

Following  a  five-game  winning  streak  two 
weeks  ago,  the  Chaps  played  three  consecutive 
games  without  a  win—  a  loss  and  two  ties— 
before  coming  back  with  two  more  road 
victories  last  weekend. 


Kurzawski  can  see  that  his  team  will  not  let 
a  loss  break  their  momentum. 

"Our  two  ties  (last)  weekend  have  been  the 
low  point,"  Kurzawski  said.  "The  guys  are 
learning  that  they  have  to  regroup  when  they're 
down  and  they’re  doing  a  nice  job.  They  have 
the  capability  to  bounce  back." 

While  games  on  the  Chaps  home  ice  have 
usually  resulted  in  victory—  a  4-0-2  home  ice 
mark-  playing  on  the  road  has  been  a  little 
more  difficult.  The  Chaps  have  played  to  a  6-3 
mark  away  from  CD,  including  games  in  North 
Dakota,  Ohio,  and  New  York. 


CD  has  produced  six  or  more  goals  in  a 
game  nine  times  in  15  games,  and  Kurzawski 
feels  that  part  of  that  scoring  atta:k  is  due  to 
opponent's  weak  defense. 

"Last  year  we  had  a  potent  offense  which 
provided  us  with  a  scoring  punch,"  Kurzawski 
said.  "This  year  we've  been  scoring  a  lot  of 
goals  off  of  our  opponent's  defense,  and  1  think 
that's  a  result  of  good  skating  and  good 
passing." 

In  a  two-game  series  against  Lawrence 
earlier  this  month,  the  Chaps  exploded  for  18 
goals  which  resulted  in  two  victories.  In  the 


0-3-2  start 

opening  game,  a  12-0  shut-out,  Dan  Lough, 
Todd  Kolb  and  Charlie  Olschanski  each  scored 
a  pair  of  goals. 

Bob  Granato  led  the  Chaps  to  a  6-1  win  in 
the  second  game  with  two  goals.

Despite  an  excellent  record,  Kurzawski  says 
that  the  strength  of  this  year's  competition 
means  that  improvements  can  still  be  made. 

"Last  year  was  a  down  year  in  competition," 
Kurzawski  said.  "This  year  were  playing  a  lot 
of  tough  schools.  We  want  to  cut  down  on  our 
shots  on  goal  and  were  making  great  strides  in 
doing  so." 

One  area  the  Chaps  have  quickly  improved 
in  is  in  team  skill,  according  to  Kurzawski. 

"We’ve  worked  a  lot  on  team  skills  the  last 
few  weeks  and  the  improvement  is 
encouraging,"  he  said.

Overall  team  standings  in  regular  season 
don't  mean  much  to  wrestling  coach  A1 
Kaltofen  and  his  team.  Just  improving  on  their 
weaknesses  and  gearing  up  for  the  upcoming 
regional  tournament  is  the  main  concern  for 
the  Chaparrals. 

That's  why  his  team's  10th  place  finish 
among  of  12  teams  at  the  Anoka-Ramsey 
Invite  last  weekend  wasn't  a  disappointment 
for  Kaltofen. 

The  Chaps  lost  the  consolation 
championship  of  the  tournament  to  host 
Anoka_Ramsey  after  a  2-1  showing  in  matches 
against  other  schools. 

CD  lost  their  first  match  to  Wilmer,  Minn. 
25-23,  and  was  then  placed  into  the  losers 
bracket  of  the  tournament  where  they  beat 
Pillsbury  Baptist,  Minn.,  54-0,  pinning  every 
competitor. 

The  Chaps  came  back  the  second  day  of  the 
tournament  and  beat  Itasca,  Minn.,  26-17 
before  losing  to  Anoka-Ramsey  21  -20. 

"It  was  a  close  match,  but  there  was 
autrocious  refering,"  Kaltofen  said.  "There 


were  a  couple  of  pivitol  matches  that  were 
poorly  called." 

Although  his  team  didn't  meet  any  of  the 
schools  that  CD  will  see  in  the  regional 
tournament  two  weeks  away,  Kaltofen  saw  last 
weekend's  invitational  as  a  way  of  preparing 
his  team  for  the  nationals. 

"We  don't  see  a  lot  of  these  teams  until  the 
national  tournament,  that's  why  we  go  to  these 
meets,"  Kaltofen  said.  "It's  good,  competitive 
wrestling.  The  kids  had  to  hold  weight  for  two 
days  and  wrestle  four  times,  which  they'll  have 
to  do  in  the  nationals." 

After  drawing  Wilmer  in  the  first  match-up 
and  forfieting  six  points  because  he  didn't  have 
a  wrestler  at  the  190-weight  class,  Kaltofen 
was  relieved  to  find  that  Wilmer  could  not 
provide  a  wrestler  at  the  118-weight  level, 
giving  the  Chaps  six  points. 

"I  felt  pretty  good,"  Kaltofen  said.  "I  said. 
What  the  heck,  now  we've  got  a  chance.'" 

The  Chaps  led  23-7  going  into  the  last  two 
weights,  but  then  lost  as  Marc  Fiore  and  Dan 
Juhnke  were  each  pinned. 

"We've  seen  them  many  times  over  the  last 
ten  years  and  we  have  never  beat  them," 


Kaltofen  said. 

Against  Anoka-Ramsey,  the  match  came 
down  to  the  heavyweight  division,  where 
Juhnke  needed  a  six  point  margin  of  victory 
for  the  Chaps  to  win  the  match.  Juhnke  was 
up  14-0,  and  was  holding  down  his  opponent 
for  an  apparent  pin  that  was  never  whistled. 
His  opponent  eventually  broke  free  and  fought 
back  to  a  final  four  point  defecit. 

Juhnke  finished  the  tournament  3-1,  with  his 
only  loss  coming  at  the  hands  of  a  three-time 
high  school  state  champion  wrestler. 

Kaltofen  saw  many  improvements  in  his 
team's  overall  performance,  and  feels  that  his 
team  is  starting  to  pick  up  from  where  they  left 
off  before  the  winter  break  last  month. 

"I  think  our  kids  are  getting  some  of  that 
edge  back  that  they  lost  during  Christmas," 
Kaltofen  said.  "They  seem  to  be  perking  up. 
We're  making  sharper  moves,  and  our  take¬ 
downs  are  a  lot  sharper." 

"Our  mat  wrestling  was  much  better  before 
Christmas-  it  doesn't  seem  to  be  as  crisp  as  it 
was  before-  so  that's  just  something  that  we'll 
have  to  keep  working  on." 

"But  the  next  couple  of  weeks  will  tell. 


We're  going  to  run  into  some  pretty  tough 
competition." 

The  Chaps  begin  competing  tonight  in  the 
St.  Louis  Open,  and  return  next  week  to  host 
the  DuPage  Duals.  Kaltofen  hopes  his  team 
realizes  that  every  match  counts,  and  that 
anything  can  happen. 

"Everybody’s  fighting  for  a  spot,"  Kaltofen 
said.  "So  they  all  have  to  work  hard.  This  will 
be  the  last  chance.  They  could  be  beat  by 
somebody  who  has  done  nothing  all  season.  It 
happens  every  year.  Somebody  slacks  off  and 
gets  spanked.  I  try  to  gear  them  that  way  so 
that  they  realize  that  if  they  want  to  win,  they 
have  to  go  100  percent  each  match." 

With  a  team  comprised  almost  exclusively 
of  freshmen,  Kaltofen  feels  that  experience  is 
the  key  to  shaping  up  his  team  for  the 
regionals. 

"I  think  experience  is  what  we  need," 
Kaltofen  said.  "Hopefully  we're  gaining  that 
experience.  If  it  works  out  that  we're  not 
successful  this  year,  everything  we  do  this  year 
that's  successful  well  carry  into  next  year."

As  to  his  team's  high  national  ranking, 
Klaas  feels  his  team  is  taking  it  in  stride. 

"We're  proud  of  it,"  Klaas  said.  "And  when 
you  have  as  good  of  a  team  as  we  do,  you 
want  that  kind  of  stuff.  It's  tradition.  We've 
been  ranked  many  times  in  the  past  (seasons) 
and  we  want  to  continue  to  do  that."

the  men  to  beat,  too." 

The  CD  men's  team  may  now  hold  the 
upper  hand  in  state  competition  after  beating 
both  Triton  and  Lincoln,  but  if  last  weekend's 
scores  are  any  indication,  (Triton  307,  CD 
224),  the  women's  team  will  need  stronger 
finishes  to  catch  Triton.

Intercollegiate  Meet  places 
Chaps  in  region  title  chase

While  getting  blown  out  has  become  the 
majority  and  close  games  the  rarity  for  the 
Lady  Chaparrals  this  season,  early  indication 
in  conference  play  says  the  trend  may  be 
turning  around. 

After  a  conference  opening  loss  to  Moraine 
Valley,  CD  played  tough  against  two  other 
conference  opponents  and  a  non-conference 
competitor.

game,"  Hauenstein  said.  "We  let  an  ideal 
opportunity  slip  out  of  our  hands." 

Kori  Konopka  provided  the  only  scoring 
punch  for  CD  with  26  points  while  no  other 
team  member  could  produce  more  than  seven 
points. 

Konopka  continued  her  strong  play  into  the 
next  game  by  scoring  a  season  high  32  points, 
giving  the  lady  Chaps  a  51-50  win  over 
Triton.  This  was  a  close  game  from  the 
opening  tip-off  all  the  way  down  to  the  final 
buzzer  with  Konopka  supplying  the 
dramatics.

Indications  of  possible  state  swimming  titles  for  both 
the  men  and  women  were  present  last  weekend  as  CD 
hosted  the  17th  Annual  Intercollegiate  Swim  Meet  Friday 
and  Saturday. 

Despite  a  seventh  and  ninth  place  overall  finish  for  the 
men  and  women,  respectively,  both  teams  declared  their 
state  contention  with  strong  showings  among  state  junior 
colleges. 

The  men's  team  finished  first  among  the  JC’s  with  a  ten 
point  margin  of  victory  over  Triton  College  while  the 
women's  team,  crippled  by  the  flu,  were  out  paced  by  the

In  addition,  the  Chaparrals  continued  to  qualify 
swimmers  for  the  nationals  as  both  their  men  and  women's 
medley  relay  teams  swam  to  qualifying  times. 

Doug  Moss,  Bruce  Keeble,  Kyle  O'Mara,  and  Jim 
Leppcrt  raced  to  a  national  qualifying  time  of  4:00.67  for 
the  men. 

The  women's  team  of  Sharon  Mitchell,  Paula  Baksa, 
Meg  Spires,  and  Jennifer  Hejnicki  qualified  for  the 
nationals  with  a  time  of  4:44.95. 

The  women  also  qualified  their  400-yard  freestyle  relay 
team  of  Meg  Spires,  Hejnicki,  Janet  Walkoe,  and  Laurie 
Dudek  with  a  time  of  4:04.36. 

Four  members  of  the  women's  team  have  the  flu, 
including  Hejnicki  and  Walkoe,  who  went  to  the  hospital 
last  week  for  flu  shots. 

"The  closer  that  we  get  to  the  state  meet,  the  less 
opportunities  we  have  to  qualify,"  Zamsky  said.  "We  have 
not  been  able  to  get  our  kids  healthy  at  the  same  time."- 

Moss  and  Hejnicki  have  already  qualified  for  the 
nationals  in  the  50  and  100-yard  freestyle  races. 

The  tensity  of  the  meet  did  not  effect  the  swimmers  in 
the  individual  races,  according  to  Zamsky,  as  CD  finished 
strong  in  many  individual  events. 

"It  didn't  bother  them  a  bit,"  Zamsky  said.  "I  was  more 
worried  than  I  should  have  been.  For  a  lot  of  the  kids,  this 
is  their  first  big  meet.

Doug  Moss  placed  second  in  the  50-yard  freestyle  with 
a  time  of  22.35,  and  fifth  in  the  100-yard  freestyle  with  a 
time  of  49.72. 

Kyle  O'Mara  won  the  500-yard  freestyle  with  a  time  ol 
8:31.99.  He  also  placed  fourth  in  the  200-yard  butterfly 
stroke  with  a  2:12.67. 

Jim  Leppert  finished  10th  in  the  100-yard  freestyle  with 
a  time  of  51.03.

Just  as  you  were  thinking  that  the 
Chaparrals  had  displayed  all  of  their  scoring 
talents  this  season-  the  fast-break  offense, 
perenial  scorer  Jullius  Burrell,  the  bench 
scoring-  sophomore  guard  Harold  Caffey  went 
ahead  and  added  a  new  arsonal  to  the  attack. 
The  three-point  field  goal. 

As  an  addition  to  an  already  potent  offense, 
Caffey  and  others  are  using  the  three-pointer 


as  a  game-breaking  threat,  and  it’s  working. 

A  five  of  five  shooting  performance  from 
behind  the  three-point  line  by  Caffey  last 
Saturday,  followed  by  a  three  of  six  effort  on 
Tuesday,  helped  propell  the  Chaps  to  a  2-1 
week  and  a  16-3  overall  mark. 

Caffey  boasts  a  44  percent  shooting  stroke 
from  behind  the  three  point  line  (23  of  46 
attempts),  and  he's  connected  on  eight  of  his 
last  11  attempts  over  the  past  two  games.  Cliff 
Williams  (16-33  attempts)  and  Keon  Parsons 
(8-21  attempts)  are  also  getting  in  on  the  fun. 

CD  began  the  week  with  a  humbling  86-71 
loss  to  Triton  College  on  Tuesday  to  establish 
the  team’s  first  conference  loss  of  the  year. 
Down  by  28  points  at  halftime  head  coach 
Don  Klaas  saw  that  the  game  was  out  of 
reach,  and  was  merely  playing  to  win  the 
second  half. 

"We  were  totally  out-played,"  said  Klaas, 
who’s  team  was  ranked  fourth  in  the  NJCAA 
Division  II  entering  the  game.  "We  missed  a 
lot  of  free  throws,  and  when  you  miss  free 
throws,  it  causes  a  lot  of  problems." 

The  Chaps  followed  the  loss  with  two 
straight  conference  wins  over  Harper  and 
Joliet  to  improve  their  record  to  3-1  in  N4C 
play. 

Against  Harper,  Caffey  scored  a  game  high 
26  points  as  four  of  his  five  baskets  from 
three-point  territory  led  to  a  comfortable  45- 
31  halftime  lead. 

CD  continued  to  dominate  in  the  second 
half,  at  one  point  holding  a  26-point  lead,  until 
Klaas  pulled  his  starters  and  went  deep  in  the 
bench.  Harper  fought  back  but  ran  out  of  time 
as  the  Chaps  held  on  for  a  96-83  win.  I  think 
when  a  team  gets  up  by  that  much,  they 
sometimes  tend  to  not  play  quite  as  hard," 
Klaas  said.  "You  don't  have  that  killer  instinct 
and  I  think  that's  part  of  it." 

CD's  bench  again  failed  Klaas  on  Tuesday 
against  Joliet  as  the  Chaps  allowed  a  27-point 
leadmidway  through  the  second  half  whittle 
away  to  ten  before  winning  102-87.

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Negotiations  paralyzed

Faculty  members  at  CD  have  been 
working  under  last  year's  contract  for  the 
past  nine  months,  the  longest  time  in 
college  history  that  they  have  had  to 
negotiate  for  a  contract. 

On  Thursday,  Jan.  25,  Phyllis 
Goodman,  chairman  of  the  salary  and 
fringe  benefits  committee,  spoke  to  a 
standing-room-only  crowd  of  CD  faculty 
about  where  the  faculty  is  in  terms  of 
getting  their  long  overdue  contract. 

Goodman  said  that  the  completion  date 
for  the  negotiations  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

"I  feel  that  it  should  have  been  over  in 
September,"  Goodman  said.  "There  has 
been  no  reason  for  it  to  go  this  long. 

"I  would  hope  that  it  would  be  over 
before  the  end  of  the  quarter  but  that  is  a 
function  of  the  board  and  their  strategy," 
Goodman  added. 

CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  said  he 
has  no  idea  as  to  when  the  negotiations 
will  be  over,  but  is  hopeful  that  it  will  be 
over  soon. 

"I'm  hearing  mixed  signals.  From 
some  people  I  hear  that  progress  is  being 
made  at  the  side  meetings  and  from 
others  I  hear  that  no  progress  is  made," 
McAninch  said. 

According  to  Goodman,  the 


contingency  committee  has  a  series  of 
steps  that  have  to  be  put  into  action  form 
instead  of  just  idea  form. 

"We  will  be  taking  a  series  of  steps  to 
communicate  to  the  board  that  we  are 
serious  about  this  and  that  we  want  a 
contract  but  we  want  a  good  contract. 
We  are  not  going  to  take  just  any 
contract,"  Goodman  said.

Goodman  said  that  if  the  faculty  sees 
no  movement  from  the  board  in  the  next 
one  or  two  meetings  the  faculty  will  call 
for  mediation. 

"We  have  a  series  of  other  steps  that 
we  will  be  asking  the  faculty  to  take. 
Each  step  will  be  a  stronger,  more 
intense  step  as  we  move  up  the  ladder," 
Goodman  said. 

Goodman  states  that  one  reason 
negotiations  are  taking  so  long  is  that  the 


faculty  is  making  moves  on  the  demands 
made  by  the  board,  but  that  the  board  is 
not  making  any  reciprocal  movement  of 
the  same  magnitude. . 

"That  is  what  is  lengthening  this 
process,"  Goodman  said.  "We  see 
variations  on  the  same  idea." 

Goodman  compares  the  board's 
attitude  to  an  eight  inch  pie. 

"We  (faculty)  see  a  typical  eight  inch 
pie,  but  it  doesn’t  change  size.  The  only 
thing  they  (the  board)  want  to  change  is 
how  it  is  sliced  up.  That  pie  has  got  to  be 
bigger,  it  just  isn't  big  enough," 
Goodman  said. 

The  top  three  items  that,  the  faculty  is 
negotiating  for  are  salary,  faculty 
governance  and  participation,  and  work 
load,  which  includes  hours  taught  as  well 
as  the  need  for  coordinators  as  the 
college  has  grown. 

As  to  how  long  the  faculty  will  wait 
until  they  get  a  contract,'  Goodman 
cannot  say. 

"They  have  been  extremely  patient  up 
until  now.  But  that  patience  is  wearing 
thin,"  Goodman  said.  'The  board  needs 
to  realize  the  caliber  of  faculty  that  CD 
has." 


'Transfer  effectiveness'  evaluated

CD  receives  a  good  grade  for  its 
"transfer  effectiveness"  according  to  a 
report  from  the  National  Effective 
Transfer  Consortium. 

A  survey  was  sent  out  to  1,000  CD 
students  who  were  enrolled  for  six  or 
more  credit  hours  during  the  Spring 
Quarter  of  1988.  From  the  responses  that 
were  received,  information  was  compiled 
and  interpreted  to  help  "improve  CD's 
transfer  function."

NETC  is  made  up  of  28  community 
colleges  from  across  the  nation  that  are 
attempting  to  "get  a  better  handle  on 
what  our  (the  participating  colleges) 
actual  transfer  rates  are,"  said  Ted  Tilton, 
central  campus  provost  and  CD's 
representative  to  the  consortium. 


Tilton  noted  that  there  was  a  need  for 
such  a  report  due  to  the  inaccurate 
formula  previously  used  which  was  "not 
a  realistic  way  to  calculate  transfers." 

"The  typical  way  to  calculate  transfer 
rates  for  a  community  college  is  to  take 
the  total  number  of  students  who  transfer 
and  divide  it  by  the  total  enrollment  of 
the  college,"  Tilton  said. 

In  the  report,  the  college's  transfer 
effectiveness  was  calculated  for  the 
period  between  the  spring  and  fall  of 
1988  at  79  percent.  The  figure  was 
derived  by  dividing  the  number  of 
students  who  transferred  "by  the  number 
of  students  who  felt  transferring  was 
important." 

Tentative  plans  for  a  transfer  center  are 
being  considered  as  a  result  of  the  report 
noted  Tilton. 

"When  we  (CD)  set  that  center  up,  all 
students  will  know  where  they  need  to  go 
to  get  information  related  to 
transferring,"  Tilton  said. 

He  added  that  the  purpose  of  the  center 
will  be  to  provide  students  with 
information  about  transferring  as  well  as 
to  furnish  a  location  where 
representatives  from  other  institutions 
can  come  to  speak  to  CD  students. 

According  to  Tilton,  the  college  is 
currently  applying  for  a  grant  to  initiate 


the  center  at  CD.  In  the  beginning  of 
March,  CD  expects  to  receive  a  response 
to  the  grant  application  . 

He  noted  that  the  report  also  pointed 
out  some  areas  in  which  CD  could  place 
a  stronger  focus. 

"One  area  in  the  report  indicated  that 
maybe  we  (CD)  need  to  take  a  stronger 
look  at  why  women  aren't  transferring  in 
as  high  a  rate  as  the  men  are. ..even 
though  there  are  more  women  than  men 
at  the  college,"  he  said. 

Tilton  noted  that  the  results  of  the 
report  have  helped  to  encourage  the 
college  to  take  a  closer  look  at  minority 
issues. 

He  also  commended  CD's  Board  of 
Trustees  for  deciding  to  join  the 
consortium. 

"I  think  that  the  board  of  trustees 
demonstrated  a  whole  lot  of  foresight  in 
deciding  to  join  this  consortium  because 
now  these  28  community  colleges  have  a 
lot  better  feel  for  how  they  are  meeting 
the  needs  of  their  students  than  the 
remaining  1,200  community  colleges  in 
the  nation  have,"  Tilton  concluded. 

A  second  study  will  be  conducted  for 
the  consortium  that  will  focus  on  the 
effectiveness  of  the  vocational  programs 
at  CD. 


CD's  enrollment 
rises  8.1  percent

The  tenth  day  enrollment  report  shows  that  there  has 
been  a  8.1  percent  enrollment  increase  from  Winter  Quarter 
last  year. 

Enrollment  has  increased  by  2,159  bringing  the  number  of 
students  to  a  whopping  28,974. 

The  percentage  of  full-time  students  has  risen  by  one 
percent  from  last  winter  and  part-time  enrollment  has 
decreased  by  one  percent.  Part-time  students  account  for  76 
percent  of  the  total  enrollment  and  the  remaining  24  percent 
is  claimed  by  full-time  students.  Currently,  females 
outnumber  the  males  by  claiming  56  percent  of  the  total 
enrollment. 

The  report  shows  that  morning  classes  continue  to  be  most 
popular  by  accounting  for  42  percent  of  the  students. 
Evening,  afternoon  and  TBA  (to  be  arranged)  classes 
follow  with  13  percent,  18  percent  and  eight  percent 
respectively. 

Walt  Packard,  dean  of  social  and  behavioral  sciences  said 
that  his  division  is  up  8.7  percent  from  last  winter. 

"The  growth  is  good  in  a  sense  that  it  means  that  the 
college  is  growing  but  it  presents  a  challenge  as  to  where  we 
put  the  students,"  Packard  said,  "The  classes  are  fuller." 

Wes  Fritz,  dean  of  natural  sciences  states  that  his  division 
is  up  11.4  percent,  which  is  the  highest  increase  in  all  of  the 
divisions.  Fritz  said  that  since  some  of  the  mathematics 
courses  were  moved  to  the  OCC  some  of  the  crowding  has 
been  alleviated. 

Eugene  Wagner,  dean  of  occupational  and  vocational 
education  said  that  his  division  is  about  seven  percent  ahead 
of  last  winter. 

"We've  experienced  some  minor  problems  from  the 
increase  in  enrollment  but  we  were  able  to  adjust,"  Wagner 
said. 

The  results  of  the  report  show  that  Naperville  is  the 
•community  claiming  the  majority  of  CD's  enrollment  with 
3,292  students  coming  from  that  nearby  town.  Wheaton 
comes  in  second  with  2,513,  followed  by  Downers  Grove 
with  2,169,  Lombard  with  1,914  and  Glen  Ellyn  with  1,867.

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Faculty  members  travelling  to  Thailand 

Workshops  and  seminars  to  be  conducted  for  Thai  exchange  program

CD  faculty  members  will  begin  conducting  workshops  and 
seminars  in  Thailand  as  early  as  this  spring,  according  to  CD 
President  H.D.  McAninch. 

McAninch,  David  Sam,  CD's  coordinator  of  International 
Studies  program,  and  four  other  college  presidents,  visited 
Thailand  in  January,  on  an  exploratory  mission  for  the  Illinois 
Consortium  for  International  Studies.  The  consortium  is  a 
group  of  34  Illinois  community  colleges  and  Illinois  State 
University  in  Normal  dealing  with  international  exchange 
programs. 

"A  group  of  Thai  educators  from  the  Federation  of  Private 
Vocational  Spools  of  Thailand  visited  Illinois  last  fall," 
McAninch  said,  "and  they  were  very,  very  interested  in  setting 
up  an  exchange  program  so  their  faculty  could  be  exposed  to 
some  of  the  things  we're  doing,  especially  in  the  high-tech  and 
vocational  areas." 

We  were  going  over  to  look  at  those  colleges  and  determine 
if  our  agreement  with  the  Thailand  federation  was  a  good 
agreement,  and  how  we  could  go  about  implementing  it,"  he 
continued. 

"We  came  back  very  enthusiastic  about  the  agreement,  and 
we  recommended  to  the  consortium  that  we  immediately  start 


implementing  the  agreement,"  McAninch  said. 

McAninch  feels  that  the  exchange  program  would  benefit  the 
CD  community. 

"Thailand  is  fast  becoming  a  major  manufacturing  center  of 
the  Pacific  Rim,"  he  said,  "so  I'm  sure  a  lot  of  our  students  in 
future  years  will  be  doing  business  in  Thailand,  because  a  lot  of 
our  American  corporations  will  be,”

Two  CD  faculty  members  will  be  among  the  first  teachers 
from  the  consortium  to  travel  to  Thailand. 

Mark  Meyer,  associate  professor  of  manufacturing 
technology,  will  be  traveling  to  Thailand  as  early  as  March  or 
April,  according  to  David  Sam,  coordinator  of  CD's 
International  Studies  program.  Exact  travel  dates  have  not  yet 


been  finalized. 

Meyer  will  be  conducting  seminars  and  workshops  for  the 
Thai  federation's  faculty  members,  especially  in  the  areas  of 
computer-aided  design  and  computer-aided  manufacturing,  he 
said. 

"They  are  what  is  commonly  called  'train  the  trainer 
seminars,  showing  not  how  to  leach,  but  rather  what  to  teach," 
Meyer  said. 

MeyeT  also  said  that  he  has  conducted  similar  seminars  in 
Yugoslavia  and  Italy  in  the  past. 

According  to  Sam,  George  Macht.  associate  professor  and 
coordinator  of  foodservice  administration,  will  be  going  to 
Thailand  in  August  to  conduct  seminars  and  workshops 

Macht  also  will  have  two  weeks  in  Bangkok  to  spend  time 
meeting  with  administrators  and  managers  of  some  of  the 
world's  top-rated  hotels,  including  the  Oriental,  ranked  number 
one  in  the  world  for  five  years  in  a  row,  according  to  Sam. 

McAninch  stated  that  he  was  impressed  with  the  caliber  of 
the  teaching  as  well  as  the  facilities  at  some  of  the  Thai  schools. 

"In  some  ways  they're  behind  us  in  terms  of  their  equipment 
and  technology,"  he  said,  "but,  I  was  surprised  at  how  well 
equipped  they  were  and  I  was  impressed  by  the  excellent 
teaching." 


McAninch  to  remain  at  CD

CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  has 
withdrawn  his  name  from  consideration  for  the 
position  of  president  of  Pima  Community 
College  in  Arizona.  He  will  be  remaining  in 
his  present  position  here.

Editorial: 

Collegian's  social  needs  essential 
in  the  new  student  union  building 


Now  that  the  plans  are  in  the  works  for  the  new 
student  union  building,  the  Courier  has  a  couple  of 
ideas  for  the  board  of  trustees  and  CD's  administration 
to  consider. 

The  object  of  a  student  union  building  is  to  have  a 
place  that  has  a  social  setting,  a  place  for  students  to 
go  and  be  relaxed,  away  from  the  pressures  of  their 
educational  studies. 

The  building  should  meet  the  social  needs  of  the 
students  as  well  as  their  recreational  needs. 

Here  are  some  suggestions: 

•A  place  where  music  can  be  played  and  listened  to. 
The  juke-box  in  the  pool  area  is  great  so  far,  but  it 
doesn't  offer  a  broad  enough  array  of  music  to  meet 
all  of  the  students'  musical  tastes. 

•An  area  to  meet  for  both  large  groups  of  students  as 
well  as  the  clubs.  Currently  there  aren't  any  many 
places  for  the  clubs  and  organizations  to  meet,  nor  is 
there  enough  room  where  students  can  just  "hang 
out."  There  needs  to  be  a  larger  area  for  students  to 
congregate. 


•Vending  and  eating  areas  would  be  most  beneficial. 
While  the  cafeteria  is  adequate  in  its  services  offered, 
a  vending  area  would  be  appropriate  so  that  student 
won't  have  to  hike  all  the  way  to  the  SRC.  The 
business  offered  by  the  vending  machines  in  the 
student  union  building  will  help  solve  some  of  the 
crowding  problems  in  the  cafeteria. 

•A  T.V.  room  with  a  large  screen.  This  would  be  a 
good  place  for  students  to  sit  and  watch  T.V.  during 
their  class  break  periods.  If  the  students  have 
something  to  do  rather  than  just  sit  in  the  cafeteria  or 
lounges,  this  could  alleviate  some  of  the  crowding 
problems. 

•Veranda  and/or  a  courtyard.  When  the  weather  is 
nice,  an  area  with  picnic  tables  or  benches  would  be 
sufficient  to  give  the  students  some  air  as  well  as  a 
peaceful  place  to  relax. 

In  short,  the  board  of  trustees  should  keep  in  mind 
that  the  student  union  building  should  be  a  place  for 
students  to  fulfill  their  social  needs  in  a  college 
setting.

Is  it  really  worth 

letting  your  life 
go  up  in  smoke? 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-thousand  people 
people  die  every  year  of--not  AIDS--but 
stupidity.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  more  than 
three  times  as  many  Americans  die  each  year 
of  a  simple,  curable  disease  like  stupidity  than 
did  in  World  War  I,  but  it's  true. 

This  plague  of  stupidity  reaching  across  the 
land,  this  abnegation  of  reason  and  self- 
respect,  is...  smoking.  The  plague  permeates 
more  than  the  lungs  of  its  victims,  it 
permeates  society  as  a  whole,  slowly, 
insidiously.  The  costs  in  terms  of  personal 
loss,  in  terms  of  health  risk  for  both  smokers 
and  non-smokers  alike,  and  in  terms  of  loss 
for  industry  and  business  are  enormous. 

Smoking  is  a  disease  of  the  soul.  It  strips 
otherwise  intelligent,  thinking  people  of  their 
willpower,  self-discipline,  and  decency  as 
rational  beings.  There  is  no  better  example  of 
how  the  greedy,  uncompassionate,  self- 
serving  beast  (smoking)  manifests  itself  in 
men  than  Mr.  Hyde,  hiding  behind  the 
pleasant  facade  of  Dr.  Jekyll,  uncontrollable. 

The  effects  of  smoking  are  many.  They 
include  the  obvious,  such  as  respiratory 
problems,  and  the  not  so  obvious,  such  as 
heart  attacks  and  prenatal  damage.  ‘ 

According  to  the  American  Cancer  Society, 
between  1 5  and  80  percent  of  all  U.S.  lung 
cancer  is  found  among  cigarette  smokers,  who 
make  up  less  than  one-third  of  the  adult 
population. 

I  have  a  relative  who,  as  he  lay  dying  from 
an  emphysema-induced  stroke,  asked  that  a 
cigarette  be  held  to  his  lips.  Only  13  percent 
of  lung  cancer  recipients  live  beyond  five 
years.  I  say  "recipients”  because  "victims'’ 
require  victimization,  and  smoking  is 
voluntary. 

About  one-quarter  of  all  fatal  heart  attacks 
in  the  U.S.  are  caused  by  cigarette  smoking. 

According  to  the  American  College  of 
Obstetricians  and  Gynecologists.  "The 
number  of  female  smokers  age  12  to  18  has 
doubled  in  the  last  ten  years."  This  is 
significant.  Children  of  women  who  smoke 
have  a  high  rate  of  upper  respiratory 
problems,  physical  and  mental  retardation, 
and  lower  birth  weight. 

Even  before  a  baby  has  a  chance  to  have  its 
health  ruined  by  a  mother  who  smokes,  it  has 
an  increased  likelihood  of  being  miscarried.  In 
my  utopia,  children  whose  parents  smoke 
would  become  wards  of  the  slate,  to  be 
adopted  by  parents  with  a  greater  sense  of 
morality. 

For  those  who  claim  tobacco-related 
revenue  is  an  important  source  of  income  for 
government  and  farmers  alike.  I  say  nay. 

The  facts  are  that  society  could  completely 
subsidize  the  tobacco  industry  and  still  come 
out  ahead  by  S13  billion  to  $14  billion 
(tobacco  revenue-$7  billion;  societal  costs: 
smoking  -related -and -caused  disability, 
absenteeism,  lost  production,  illness,  infant 
mortality,  health  care,  smoking-caused  fires, 
and  death-$30  billion;  cost  minus  revenue- 
$13  billion  in  potential  savings). 

I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  if  people 
really  want  to  kill  themselves,  smoking  is  not 
the  way  to  do  it.  It's  slow,  potentially  painful, 
and  very  expensive,  not  just  for  the  individual 
but  for  society. 

Please,  smokers,  I  don't  want  to  breathe 
your  second  hand  smoke;  which  by  the  way 
contains:  acids,  glycerol,  glycol,  alcohols, 
phenols,  hydrogen  cyanide,  ammonia, 
nitrogen  oxide,  and  carbon  monoxide,  as  well 
as  4,000  other  chemicals,  including  40  known 
cancer-causing  ones.  That's  a  lot  of  good  stuff, 
but  keep  it  to  yourselves! 


Why?  Why  is  the  finest  community  college 
in  Illinois  being  threatened  with  dissension  and 
turmoil?  Why  are  faculty  members  beginning 
to  openly  discuss  a  strike  and  other  hurtful 
measures?  Students  and  friends  of  our  college, 
please  take  note  of  the  path  on  which  your 
school  has  begun  to  tread. 

Faculty  has  worked  for  more  than  seven 
months  without  a  contract.  (Technically  the 
old  contract  remains  in  effect,  but  it  would 
otherwise  have  expired  last  June.) 
Negotiations  for  a  new  contract  have 
progressed  at  a  snail's  pace  only  when  they 
have  been  in  fast-motion.  Most  of  us  are 
extremely  unhappy  about  the  manner  in  which 
the  CD's  board  of  trustees  and  the  highest 
administrative  officials  have  consistently 
communicated  no  sense  of  urgency  in 
negotiations  and  a  complete  lack  of  respect  for 
the  job  that  our  institution's  full-time  faculty 
performs.  The  undersigned  faculty  members 
are  only  some  of  those  who  must  let  the 
student  body  understand  that  out  school  is 
headed  in  a  very  dangerous  and  unfortunate 
direction.  The  time  for  action  is  quickly 
approaching. 

‘As  an  example  of  why  we  are  angry, 
consider  our  situation  with  respect  to  salary. 
The  faculty  originally  asked  that  our  base 
salary  be  increased  to  an  average  of  what 
nearby  community  college  and 
elementary/high  school  faculty  earns.  It  would 
seem  reasonable  that  if  we  are  the  finest 
community  college  in  the  state,  we  should  earn 
at  least  as  much  as  kindergarten  teachers  in  our 
district.  But  to  reach  their  level,  our  salary 
base  would  have  to  rise  a  stunning  27  percent! 
The  board  has  laughed  off  our  request.  In 
response,  our  negotiators  have  patiently  and 
dramatically  lowered  our  request  (to  less  than 
10  percent),  but  to  the  point  where  some 
faculty  members  will  not  vote  for  a  contract 
that  remains  so  inequitable.  The  board  has 
proposed  a  six  percent  increase,  of  which  only 
2.7  percent  would  go  to  increase  our  base 


salaries!  The  rest  of  the  six  percent  would  go 
to  increased  insurance  costs  ,  as  well  as  any 
number  of  other  possibilities  that  the  board’s 
lawyers  have  suggested,  but  not  put  in  writing. 
This  proposal  could  actually  mean  a  decrease 
in  salary  for  some  of  us  (to  say  nothing  of 
what  rising  taxes  and  the  cost  of  living  are 
doing  to  us!)  And  to  heighten  the  frustration 
that  so  many  of  us  feel,  the  last  concrete 
proposal  submitted  to  the  faculty  by  the  board 
was  make  in  early  November.  Since  then,  we 
have  heard  a  number  of  ideas  and  concepts, 
but  the  board  has  shown  no  willingness  to 
write  out  these  concepts.  We  are  stymied  by  a 
lack  of  professionalism  on  the  board's  side  of 
the  negotiating  table. 

Currently,  our  faculty  earns  a  relatively 
average  total  salary  (compared  to  other 
faculties)  only  because  we  teach  so  many  extra 
classes  and  through  the  summer.  These 
overtime  hours  are  paid  at  a  greatly  reduced 
rate  of  pay,  anywhere  from  20-75  percent  of 
the  regular  wage.  Usually,  people  are  paid 
more  for  overtime,  but  not  at  this  college.  We 
work  these  hours  because  this  is  the  only  way 
that  we  can  keep  up!  And  the  board  knows  it 
can  take  advantage  of  our  own  dedication. 
(Many  faculty  members  say  "But  I  have  to  do 
it  for  my  students!")  Now,  the  board's  proposal 
is  to  further  reduce  our  overtime  wages. 

Please  do  not  think  that  the  only  issue  is 
money--it  is  only  the  simplest  issue  to 
communicate.  Consider  a  couple  of  other

poults: 

•  The  board  also  wishes  to  strip  from  the 
faculty  many  provisions  that  have  been  effect 
for  years  to  keep  our  disagreements  confined 
to  a  smooth  and  relatively  congenial  internal 
grievance  process.  (  The  board's  attorney 
wants  many  of  our  disputes  to  be  handled  in  a 
court  of  law.  This  appears  to  be  a  shallow  and 
distasteful  attempt  by  that  attorney  to  drum  up 
more  business  for  his  law  firm,  at  the  expense 
of  a  more  rancorous  relationship  between 
faculty  and  administration.) 


•  Another  situation  is  very  disturbing.  Our 
school  is  growing--it  is  the  largest  single 
community  college  in  the  state.  Our  district  is 
growing  even  more  rapidly  in  assessed  value. 
Does  our  school  have  no  money  to  pay  its 
faculty?  Of  course  not!  In  fact,  board 
members  have  boasted  in  public  that  they  do 
not  know  how  to  spend  all  of  the  money  at 
their  disposal.  Recently,  the  board  voted  to 
return  money  to  the  taxpayers  (which  in  most 
cases  is  a  great  thing  to  do).  But  at  the  same 
time,  they  tell  students  that  tuition  costs  have 
to  rise  (possibly  because  the  president  is 
embarrassed  in  front  of  his  peers  at  our 
school's  continued  low  tuition  rate  as 
compared  to  his  salary  ana  perks  which  are 
highest  in  the  state).  They  tell  full-time  faculty 
that  they  will  not  pay  a  reasonable  wage.  And 
they  refuse  to  give  part-time  faculty  a  wage 
much  above  slavery  (these  faculty  members 
are  paid  roughly  one-third  of  what  nearby 
colleges  pay).  And  shall  we  mention  that  the 
ratio  of  classes  taught  by  part-time  instructors 
is  far,  far  above  national  averages.  We 
understand  that  using  part-time  instructors 
(who  provide  fewer  services  for  students) 
saves  money.  But  is  it  sound  education 
policy? 

So  why  don't  we  leave?  Well,  some  of  us 
have  recently,  and  more  will  in  the  near  future. 
Others  have  resorted  to  finding  a  second  job. 
The  quality  of  instruction  has  been  affected  at 
any  rate,  and  we  are  not  happy  about  it.  Board 
of  trustees  wake  up  and  do  your  jobs  before  it 
is  too  late!  Please  stop  looking  only  at  the 
"bottom  line"  and  occasionally  consider  using 
an  educator's  point  of  view  when  you  make 
these  budget  decisions.  We  do  not  want, 
students  do  not  deserve,  and  you  have  no 
decent  reason  to  push  us  to  a  strike.

Thompson  urged  to  review  options 


Dear  Editor 

The  following  letter  was  sent  to  Gov.  James  Thompson: 

As  Governor,  you  neither  received  consent  from  our  elected 
representatives  in  the  State  Legislature,  nor  did  you  receive  a 
special  mandate  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  citizens  in  the 
state,  to  invite  Israel  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  missile  and 
helicopter  plant  in  Rockford,  Ill. 

Building  a  missile  and  helicopter  plant  is  by  far  a  more 
serious  and  more  grave  undertaking,  because  such  a  plant  will 
make  Illinois  a  target  of  any  future  hostile  nations  at  war  in 
seeking  places  and  plants  where  missiles  and  helicopters  for 
war  are  manufactured. 

You  do  not  have  the  right  to  impose  upon  the  state  of  Illinois 
and  its  citizens  such  a  great  and  grave  risk  of  being  attacked 
and  destroyed  in  any  future  war  between  other  nations. 

Therefore,  I  strongly  believe  that  we,  the  people,  have  the 
right  as  a  republic  form  of  democracy  to  hold  a  referendum  to 
vote  whether  we  will  permit  a  foreign  nation  to  build  a  missile 
and  helicopter  plant  in  Illinois. 

If  we  do  build  this  plant  we  will  be  placing  ourselves  and  our 
future  children  in  a  danger  of  possible  attack  from  other  nations 
at  war  who  oppose  places  where  plants  produce  missiles  and 


helicopters. 

Will  you  deny  Palestine  or  any  other  foreign  nation  to  build  a 
similar  plant  in  Illinois?  If  not,  are  you  not  favoring  Israel  and 
discriminating  against  other  foreign  nations  the  right  to  build 
similar  plants? 

Let  the  Israel  Airport  Authority  of  Jerusalem  build  their 
plant  in  Israel  to  reduce  the  high  unemployment  there. 

You  are  a  brilliant  lawyer.  You  are  aware  that  you  are  acting 
contrary  to  the  United  States  Constitution  Article  I,  Section  10 
which  clearly  states:  "No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
congress,  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or  compact 
with  another  state,  or  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war." 

Thus  you  are  entering  in  an  agreement  with  Israel,  a  foreign 
power,  in  an  inevitable  future  engagement  in  war  between 
nations  because  of  the  product  and  instruments  of  war  built  in 
such  plants.

SG  member  defends  organization 


Dear  Editor: 

It  is  truly  unfortunate  when  students  turn  against  one  another 
instead  of  standing  together  to  work  for  the  common  good. 

I  am  a  newcomer  to  America  and  to  CD  and  I  became 
involved  in  SG  just  as  allegations  of  wrongdoings  began  to 
surface.  I  did  not  know  any  of  the  individuals  before  my 
involvement  in  SG. 

I  have  seen  the  petition  requesting  impeachment  of  members 
of  SG  and  have  considered  carefully  the  extent  and  seriousness 
of  the  allegations.  I  now  know  all  the  individuals  named 
personally  and  although  I  work  with  them,  I  do  not  necessarily 
agree  with  their  views.  I  will  state  however,  that  I  believe  they 
are  both  sincere  and  honest  and  that  they  work  extremely  hard 
for  the  students  of  this  college.

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'Let  It  Be'  the  best  album  of  the  80s

In  the  days  of  my  youth,  I  had  the  questionable  honor  of 
being  part  of  my  high  school  radio  staff.  Taking  full  advantage 
of  the  massive  ten  watts  of  power,  a  partner  and  I  would  do  a 
dimestore  version  of  Steve  Dahl,  taking  every  20  minutes  to 
spin  whatever  trash  we  could  muster  up. 

Yep,  we  thought  we  were  pretty  hot  stuff  in  those  days.  I'm 
not  sure  if  the  public  at  large  found  us  as  funny  as  we  did, 
though.  Hell,  I’m  not  even  sure  you  could  pick  up  the  station 
across  the  street  on  cloudy  days. 

Cassette  tapes  were  just  becoming  all  the  rage,  but  the 
standby  was  the  phonograph  record  (remember  that?). 

With  33  LP's  being  such  a  pain  to  cue  up  on,  we  recorded 
songs  that  got  heavy  airplay  onto  radio  industry-issue  carts. 
Carts  look  like  eight-track  tapes,  but  contain  only  one  song 
apiece,  the  advantage  being  that  cart  machines  automatically 
cue  the  tapes. 

The  station  was  imprisoned  by  cart  racks.  The  songs  were 
arranged  by  color-coded  labels,  with  each  format  having  its 
own  color. 

After  I  recorded  songs  by  the  Replacements,  no  one  could 
understand  why  I  always  slapped  a  blue  label  on  the  cart.  The 
blue  section  was  reserved  for  "classic  rock",  so  what  were  these 
drunken  ex-punks  doing  next  to  such  ancient  icons  as  the 
Stones,  the  Who  and  Led  Zeppelin? 

Whether  WCKG  knows  it  or  not,  the  Replacements'  albums 
are  "classic  rock".  Three  out  of  six  of  their  full-length  records 
can  hold  to  any  three  records  by  the  bands  listed  above 
(excluding  greatest  hits  packages).  "Let  It  Be,  Tim"  and  "Please 
To  Meet  Me"  can  hold  their  own  with  anything  from  the 
dinosaur  rock  genre. 

These  albums  are  true  classics  in  the  sense  that  you  can  listen 
to  these  albums  time  and  time  again,  without  them  growing 
tired,  boring,  or  dated,  just  like  "Exile  on  Main  Street",  "Who's 
Next"  and  "Zep  II".  It  doesn't  have  to  be  old  to  be  a  classic, 
right? 

"Tim"  (1985)  has  singer-songwriter-guitarist  Paul 
Westerberg's  best  songs,  including  "Bastards  of  Young",  the 
Reagan  generation's  only  true  working  class  anthem  (with  its 
accompanying  single  camera  shot  anti-video),  and  "Here 
Comes  A  Regular",  which  could  be  the  theme  song  to  "Cheers" 
if  Norm  was  still  in  his  20s.  "Pleased  To  Meet  Me"  (1987)  has 
gems  like  "Alex  Chilton"  and  "Valentine",  some  of  the 
catchiest,  hardest  rocking  pop  ever  waxed. 

But  "Let  It  Be"  (1984)  has  a  special  quality  that  the  above 
two  and  all  other  rock  albums  released  in  the  past  decade  seem 
to  lack.  It  has  a  sense  of  total  chaotic  spontaneity,  dangerously 
teetering  on  the  edge  of  self-destruction. 

The  Replacements'  music,  especially  Bob  Stinson's  raw  lead 
guitar,  is  done  with  reckless  abandon  and  is  awe-inspiring. 
Many  mistakes  are  made  along  the  way,  but  they  are  all  the 
right  mistakes,  in  all  of  the  right  places.  Hard,  sloppy  playing 
never  felt  so  liberating. 

"Let  It  Be"  is  the  portrait  of  a  bunch  of  hardcore  clowns 
haphazardly  becoming  a  great  rock'n'roll  band,  but  it  is  also  a 
document  of  the  point  in  everyone's  life  where  adolescent 
insecurities  and  frustrations  become  adult  realities. 


In  "Androgynous",  Westerberg  sings,  "Here  comes  Dick,  he's 
wearing  a  skirt,  here  come  Jane,  y'know  she's  sporting  a  chain." 

Eventually,  he  defends  the  gender-bending  couple  ("Today 
the  people  dress  the  way  that  they  please,  the  way  they  tried  to 
do  in  the  past  centuries"),  but  not  before  questioning  the 
rebelliousness,  saying  that  Dick  "might  be  a  father,  but  he  sure 
ain't  a  dad." 

"Tommy  Gets  His  Tonsils  Out"  is  a  Ramonesque  three- 
chorder  that  contains  "Let  It  Be's"  funniest  lyric,  about  bassist 
Tommy  Stinson's  tonsillectomy  from  the  golf-loving,  nurse- 
chasing  doctor’s  point  of  view:  "Strap  him  down,  we're  out  of 
gas,  Stop  your  bawlin',  you  little  brat.  Let's  get  this  over,  I  tee- 
off  in  an  hour,  Didn't  wash  up,  yesterday  I  took  a  shower,  My 
Cadillac's  running,  RIP,  RIP,  We're  gonna  rip  'em  now!" 


In  the  same  way  the  Replacements  can  mix  hilarity  with 
sadness,  Westerberg's  vocals  can  be  multi-emotional. 

He  confuses  one  feeling  for  another  or  can  express  two  at 
once,  in  true  teenage  fashion.  Adults  can  differentiate  their 
emotions,  whereas  adolescents  seldom  understand  why  they 
feel  the  way  they  do.  Because  they  haven't  learned  how  to  have 
any  control  over  their  emotions,  they  go  haywire.  Their  feelings 
don't  come  in  neat  bundles  or  pretty  packages.  Perhaps  the  last 
two  tracks  best  illustrate  this  sort  of  tension. 

Total  frustration  leads  Westerberg  to  displace  his  loneliness 
with  pointed  anger  as  he  sings,  "Try  and  breathe  some  life  into 
a  letter,  I'm  losing  hope  we'll  ever  be  together.  My  courage  is  at 
its  peak,  y’know  what  I  mean.  How  do  you  say  'I  miss  you'  to  an 
answering  machine,  How  do  you  say  goodnight  to  an  answering 
machine." 

As  on  many  of  "Let  It  Be’s"  cuts,  the  jumbled  emotions  are 
always  fully  realized,  but  basically  lead  to  a  dead  end  without 
resolutions,  with  conflicting  feelings  never  being  sorted  out  in 
proper  fashion.  Both  the  resentment  and  the  alienation  reach 
their  peak  on  the  final  two  lines  of  "Answering  Machine":  'Try 
and  free  a  slave  of  ignorance.  Try  and  teach  a  whore  about 
romance." 

When  rock  first  came  out  of  the  womb,  it  was  made  strictly 
for  teens.  Now  you  have  this  thing  called  Yuppie  Rock,  where 


balding  men  in  their  mid-forties  release  35  minutes  of  Michelob 
beer  commercials  on  compact  disc. 

Westerberg  is  one  of  the  few  songwriters  who  remembers 
what  it  was  like  to  be  a  teenager.  I  don't  know  many  adults  who 
blame  their  shortcomings  on  inanimate  objects  (Collins  or 
Winwood  could  never  write  "Answering  Machine"),  but  kids, 
they  just  don't  know  any  better. 

Westerberg  sounds  most  desperate  on  the  countryish  ballad, 
"Sixteen  Blue."  The  confusion  grows  out  of  a  sexual 
hopelessness:  "Brag  about  things  you  don't  understand,  Girl  to 
woman,  boy  or  a  man,  Everything's  sexually  vague,  And  you 
wonder  yourself  that  you  might  be  gay." 

Then  he  comes  across  as  pissed  off  as  he  is  sympathetic 
during  the  lines  of  the  chorus,  "your  age  is  the  hardest  age, 
Everything  just  drags  and  drags." 

Though  it  might  read  like  Ann  Landers,  he  gets  so  wrapped 
up  in  what  he's  singing,  the  "you"  in  the  song  becomes  "I",  or  in 
other  words,  he  actually  becomes  the  person  he's  singing  to: 
"You  sit  and  try  to  figure  out,  you  wonder  what  is  next  to  you, 
You  don't  understand  anything  sexual,  I  don't  understand.  Tell 
my  friends  I'm  doin'  fine." 

It's  widely  known  that  Westerberg  makes  up  the  lyrics  to  his 
songs  as  he  goes  along,  behind  the  mike  and  in  the  studio.  Just 
by  the  way  he  sings  "Sixteen  Blue",  you  can  tell  that  he  didn't 
change  the  point  of  view  intentionally. 

It's  a  total  mistake,  and  a  beauty  at  that.  In  fact,  he  probably 
cleared  the  blunder  up  on  subsequent  takes.  As  they  say, 
"Lightning  never  strikes  in  the  same  place  twice.  " 

Nobody  can  recreate  or  duplicate  a  moment  like  that,  just  as 
the  Replacements  can  never  make  another  album  like  this, 
simply  because  much  of  the  brilliance  behind  this  album  is 
accidental. 

Other  things  that  make  "Let  It  Be"  the  best  album  of  the 
1980s:  The  acoustic  guitar  introduction  and  vocals  on 
"Unsatisfied",  Chris  Mars'  drums  on  “I  Will  Dare",  the  finger 
snapping  on  the  brutal  doomed-to-fail  anthem  "We're  Coming 
Out",  the  voice  in  the  background  of  "Seen  Your  Video"  that 
says,  "All  day,  All  night,  all  music  video”,  the  lyrics  you  can 
understand  from  "Favorite  Thing",  such  as  "Yeah,  Dad,  you're 
rockin'  real  bad.  Don't  break  your  neck  when  you  fall  on  your 
face"  and  "I  smoke  and  drink  and  I'm  feelin'  swell.  Yeah,  I  hear, 
everything  is  hip,  Well  I  don’t  give  a  single  s-tl",  and  the  two- 
part  harmony  that  Paul  and  Tommy  sing  just  on  the  word  "s-t". 

Did  I  mention  that  they  gave  someone  named  Nugent  partial 
credit  for  writing  "Gary's  Got  a  Boner"?  Or  that  they  do  a 
version  of  Paul  Stanley's  "Black  Diamond”  that  puts  Kiss  to 
shame? 

After  it  was  released,  "Let  It  Be"  got  the  Replacements 
signed  to  Sire  records.  I  read  in  "Musician"  that  the  band 
hijacked  the  masters  of  their  first  four  releases  and  threw  them 
into  a  river  because  their  old  record  company,  Twin/Tone, 
stopped  paying  them  residuals,  so  you're  gonna  want  to  run  out 
and  get  yours  today. 

If  you  own  a  copy  already,  get  yourself  another,  just  in  case^ 
yours  gets  stolen,  lost,  broken,  or  to  take  along  into  the  fallout 
shelter,  because  without  it,  you're  missing  out  on  a  major  piece 
of  rock  history.

Music  Review: 

Husker  Du

'The  apartment  starts  shaking,  and  the  roof 
opens  up  to  the  sun.  Crows  fly  in  parellel  lines, 
and  Yough!  Aaugh!" 

The  above  song  comes  at  the  climax  of 
Husker  Du's  absolutely  must-have  masterpiece 
"Flip  Your  Wig". 

The  lyrics  are  basically  the  stuff  of  which 
great  love  songs  are  made  of,  but  Grant  Hart 
sings  them  with  such  overloaded  joyfulness 
that  "Keep  Hanging  On"  becomes  not  only 
love-affirming,  but  life-affirming  as  well. 

The  lyric  sheet  reads  the  last  line  that  I 
quoted  as  "Golly,  isn't  this  great  fun,"  but  he 
gets  so  caught  up  in  emotion,  he  just  lets  out  a 
few  optimistic  screams  instead. 

Husker  Du  could  always  say  more  with  a 
good  yell  than  mist  bands  can  say  with  their 
most  pointed  prose. 

Another  good  example  of  tnis  comes  on  the 
title  track  of  their  other  absolutely  must-have 
1985  masterpiece  "New  Day  Rising",  where 
Hart  and  guitarist  Bob  Mould  bellow  "new  day 
rising"  over  and  over,  venting  out  all 
aggressive  frustration  and  beating  the  crap  out 
of  their  respective  instruments  as  well. 

Mould,  Hart,  and  bassist  Greg  Norton  parted 
company  in  early  1988.  Moulds  solo  debut, 
"Workbook",  came  out  last  May,  falling  short 
of  my  expectations.  Only  "See  a  Little  Light 
flaunted  his  flair  for  pop  hooks,  and  "Poison 
Years",  a  stab  at  Hart,  was  the  only  thing  close 
to  matching  the  intensity  of  his  former  band. 


Some  of  the  emotions  felt  forced,  and  some  of 
the  lyrics  strayed  from  his  usual  direct-honest 
approach  into  poetic  jargon. 

On  Hart's  debut,  "Intolerance",  he  fares 
much  better.  Unlike  Mould's  CD,  every  track 
here  has  a  fresh  sound  from  the  next. 

Hart  has  created  something  entirely  different 
form  his  old  band,  but  retains  the  sharp 
songwriting  of  past  efforts.  While  the  moody 
arrangements  here  don't  exactly  reach  out  and 
grab  you,  digging  deep  enough  into  these 
songs  will  give  you  a  memorable  listen. 

"All  of  My  Senses"  and  "Roller  Rink" 
features  some  haunting  melodies,  with  an 
organ  as  the  lead  instrument. 

Folkish  electric  guitar  runs  through  "2541", 
the  address  of  a  house  Hart  used  to  share  with 
his  main  squeeze.  He  gets  the  hots  for  a  female 
buddy  of  his  to  the  wail  of  a  bluesy  harmonica 
on  "Now  That  You  Know  Me". 

"Those  things  you  say,  you  know  you 
contradict  'em,  we  know  that  you  are  the 
victim,"  Hat  sings  on  an  obvious,  yet  laid-back 
poke  at  Mould. 

Where  as  "Poison  Years"  is  full  of  rage, 
"You're  The  Victim"  has  the  nonchalant 
attitude  of  a  guy  who  doesn't  care  much  about 
his  past. 

The  song's  jazzy  feel  slopes  along  to  the 
instrumental  break  which  Hart  just  whistles 
through,  as  a  xylophone  rings  in  the 
background  like  a  broken  music  box  with  a 
ballerina  doing  360s  when  you  open  it. 

In  the  mid-eighties,  Hart  was  the  swiftest 


drummer  in  rock.  He  tones  that  down  on  most 
of  "Intolerance".  On  one  cut,  though,  he  bangs 
the  cans  like  the  bastard  son  of  Keith  Moon. 
"Fanfare  In  D  Minor"  is  full  of  all  sorts  of 
bogus  orchestral  clutlerings,  and  is  reminiscent 
of  the  early  seventies  (especially  the  end  of 
"Baba  O'Riely"). 

If  all  that  wasn't  enough,  there's  a  moment 
similar  to  the  one  on  "Keep  Hanging  On". 

"The  Main"  is  backed  by  only  a  piano,  with 
a  tambourine  and  organ  stirring  in  the 
background.  The  chorus  features  what  sounds 
like  a  bunch  of  drunken  sailors  at  a  dive  at  four 
in  the  morning,  waiting  for  their  weekend  pass 
to  expire. 

The  music  soars  as  he  sings  of  what  may  be 
about  his  time  in  rehab  for  heroin  abuse:  "I  was 
smack  dab  in  the  middle  of  alphabet  town, 
there  was  life  on  the  corners  and  death  all 
around,  you  know  hell  is  the  worst  place  that 
I’ve  ever  to,"  and  then  he  screams  something 
indecipherable. 

It  doesn't  really  matter  what  those  last  few 
words  are.  He  gets  the  feeling  across  loud  and 
clear  without  having  to  paint  a  pretty  picture 
for  the  listener. 

Hart  co-produced  and  played  all  the 
instruments  on  "Intolerance  ,  and  you  can  tell 
he's  got  a  great  ear  for  sounds. 

.  All  in  all,  it  is  a  satisfying  CD  with 
songwriting  that  extends  from  emotion,  rather 
than  intellect.  These  days  that  s  a  rare 
commodity.

"The  whole  team  this  year  is  a  solid  group 
of  guys,"  Heegaard  said.  "They're  disciplined

and  committed,  and  their  attitude  is  incredible. 
It’s  just  a  total  difference  from  last  year.  It's  the 
new  guys  (freshman)  who  are  setting  the  pace 
and  it’s  exciting  to  watch." 

Sophomore  Tom  McDonald  eclipsed  the 
national  qualifying  standard  for  the  pole  vault 
at  the  University  of  Chicago  Track  Club 
Relays  last  month  with  a  vault  of  14'  7".  It 
will  be  his  second  appearance  at  the  nationals, 
held  this  year  in  Lawrence,  Kansas. 

Last  year  McDonald  qualified  for  both  the 
indoor  and  outdoor  competition,  receiving  All- 
American  honors  in  each.  He  finished  fifth  in 
the  indoor  pole  vault  at  last  year’s  nationals, 
ninth  in  the  outdoor  competition. 

"We're  hoping  to  get  him  up  on  a  larger  pole 
this  year,"  said  Heegaard.  whose  vaulter  has 
been  working  with  the  same  coach  since  junior 
high  school,  Doug  Juraska. 

"It's  exciting  to  watch  him  move  up.  He’s  a 
natural  at  it,"  Heegaard  said. 

Heegaard  also  has  a  strong  pole  vault  crew 
backing  up  McDonald.  Junior  Sotelo  and  John 
Schlnekcr  have  each  cleared  14  feet  in  high 
school. 

Other  strong  areas  for  this  year's  team  are  in 
the  middle-distance  and  sprint  races. 
Sophomore  Ron  Bishop  leads  Heegaard’s 
abundant  group  of  middle-distance  runners. 

"The  whole  middle-distance  team  is  a  solid 
group  of  guys  who  have  a  lot  of  excitement, 
motivation,  and  leadership  qualities  among 
them,"  Heegaard  said. 

Heegaard's  sprinters  are  led  by  Keith 
Salyers  from  Glenbard  West  and  Leo  Poynton 
from  Downers  Grove  South.  Both  are  quarter- 
mi  lers. 

”We  also  have  a  fairly  strong  distance 
medley  relay,"  Heegaard  said. 

In  the  shot-put,  Heegaard  gladly  welcomed 
former  Wheaton  North  shot-putter  Bob  Shea, 
who  competed  in  state  competition  last  year. 

The  weakest  areas  of  the  team  are  in  the 
long,  triple,  and  high  jumps,  according  to 


Heegaard. 

"As  of  right  now,  we  have  no  one 
specializing  in  any  of  those  events,"  Heegaard 
said. 

As  to  his  goals  for  the  rest  of  the  season, 
Heegaard  expects  to  win  his  second  regional 
indoor  championship  as  a  coach,  and  do  well 
at  the  upcoming  Chicagoland  Meet. 

"We  definitely  are  shooting  for  the  indoor 
regional  championship,"  Heegaard  said,  "and 
we'd  like  to  score  well  at  the  Chicagoland 
Meet." 

North  Central,  Wheaton.  Elmhurst,  and 
North  Park  colleges  will  all  be  competing  at 
the  Chicagoland  Meet,  to  be  held  next 
weekend. 

"We  don’t  have  a  chance  of  winning  that, 
but  we  do  have  a  shot  at  placing  within  the  top 
three,"  Heegaard  said,  "and  that's  something 
we'd  like  to  shoot  at  as  a  junior  college  from 
this  area.  And  I’m  hoping  these  guys  can  pull 
together." 

Despite  the  tough  competition,  Heegaard 
feels  that  the  team  will  benefit  by  running  with 
four-year  schools. 

"It's  always  fun  because  we  get  a  lot  of 
talented  athletes  there  and  we  like  to  compete 
against  four-year  schools,"  Heegaard  said. 
"Sometimes  we  beat  them  in  individual  races 

In  addition  to  a  strong  team,  Heegaard 
credits  his  coaches  for  their  work  with  the 
athletes. 

'Tm  extremely  pleased  with  the  attitude  of 
the  entire  team  and  my  coaching  staff,"  said 
Heegaard.  "Coach  'Nibbs'  Scully  is  doing  an 
excellent  job  with  the  sprinters.  And  coach 
Juraska  and  Doug  Cokinis  are  also  doing  an 
excellent  job." 

"The  momentum  of  the  team  really  builds 
when  you  have  great  people  working  with 
you,"  Heegaard  said.  "It  makes  me  more 
excited,  and  that's  going  to  make  the  whole 
program  build."

'Triton  and  us  both  have  about  the  same  depth,  and  we  both 
have  about  the  same  amount  of  experience  and  inexperience," 
said  Zamsky,  who  believes  that  the  regionals  will  be  determined 
by  the  fourth  and  fifth  place  finishers. 

The  health  of  his  swimmers  is  still  the  greatest  concern  for 
Zamsky,  as  swimmers  from  both  the  men  and  women's  team 
battle  the  flu.

Heavy  doses  of  state  competition  weren't  the  medication  the 
Chaparrals  were  looking  for  last  week  as  both  the  men's  and 
women's  teams  continued  to  battle  the  flu  and  conference 
opponents. 

The  Chaps  began  last  week  with  a  dual  meet  against  top 
competitor  Triton  College.  Both  the  men  and  women  were  out¬ 


distanced  by  scores  of  101-98  and  122-88,  respectively. 

The  continuing  health  problems  of  CD  swimmers  caused  the 
men  to  forfeit  the  diving  competition  and  both  teams  to  spread 
out  into  other  events  they  are  not  used  to  swimming. 

"It's  a  tremendous  gamble  to  bring  them  out  in  other  events 
and  cut  into  the  power  that  Triton  has,"  Zamsky  said.  "If  I  sent 
my  top  girls  out  against  their  top  girls  in  the  same  event,  we 
might  weaken  ourselves  in  other  events.” 

While  Zamsky  believes  that  CD  and  Triton  will  be  the  top 
teams  in  the  regionals,  he  has  not  counted  out  every  other  team 
yet. 

"The  competition  is  so  close  that  the  state  could  go  either 
way,"  Zamsky  said.  "Lincoln  and  Harper  could  be  the  spoilers, 
but  who  are  they  going  to  spoil?" 

If  Saturday's  meet  against  Harper  is  any  indication,  Zamsky 
could  be  right. 

While  the  women  (5-3  in  dual  meets)  won  handily  116-70, 
led  by  Sandy  Monoghan,  Jennifer  Hejnicki,  and  Sharon 
Mitchell,  a  sweep  of  the  Hawks  was  spoiled  as  the  Harper  men 
edged  CD  92-86.

It  is  hard  to  tell  whether  or  not  the  Malcolm  X  Falcons  would 
have  had  a  legitimate  chance  of  beating  the  Chaparrals  last 
Saturday  night  if  they  had  a  full  team. 

Playing  with  only  a  six-man  team  due  to  'injuries  and 
ineligibilities,  the  Falcons  (5-12)  came  to  CD  needing  a  miracle 
to  knock  off  the  fast-breaking  and  Region  IV’s  number  one 
ranked  division  II  team. 

A  balanced  scoring  attack  led  by  Sherwin  Hodge  (23  points) 
and  a  team  record  65  rebounds  by  the  Chaps  led  to  a  115-67 
trampling  of  Malcolm  X,  and  kept  CD's  home  record 
unblemished  at  10-0. 

Hodge  and  Harold  Caffey,  who  connected  on  two  three-point 
baskets  in  the  opening  minute  of  the  game,  each  scored  eight 
points  in  a  23-2  run  in  the  first  four  minutes  to  start  the  Chaps 
with  a  comfortable  lead. 

"We  were  hot,"  Coach  Don  Klaas  said.  "And  they  didn't  get 
back  on  defense.  Everything  was  clicking.  We  were  playing 
this  game  like  we've  been  practicing." 

Otis  Clay  kept  Malcolm  X  from  getting  completely  blown 
out  in  the  first  half,  scoring  16  of  his  game-high  24  points. 

Svondo  Watson,  who  hit  a  pair  of  three-point  baskets  in  the 
final  three  minutes,  also  added  a  lay-up  as  time  ran  out  to  cut 
the  lead  to  55-33. 

Center  Mark  D'Angelo,  who  hadn't  played  in  over  a  month, 
entered  the  game  for  limited  playing  time  in  the  first  half,  and 
finished  with  three  points  and  three  rebounds  in  nine  minutes  of 
play.

Those  who  frequent  CD's  cafeteria  have  most  likely  noticed 
that  the  college  has  discontinued  the  use  of  styrofoam  cups. 

The  cafeteria  has  replaced  these  cups  with  poly-lined  paper 
cups  that,  unlike  the  styrofoam  cups,  are  bio-degradable. 

Recently,  however,  the  cafeteria  management  has  received 
many  complaints  from  both  faculty  and  students  about  the 
practicality  of  the  new  cups.  Most  complaints  have  centered 
around  the  hot  cups  designed  to  contain  coffee  and  other  hot 
drinks.

The  problems  with  the  cups  are  that  they  are  too  hot  to  carry 
and  that  occasionally  the  cups  begin  to  deteriorate  before  the 
drink  is  consumed. 

According  to  CD  student  Audrie  Paucak,  the  hot  cups  become 
to  hot  to  hold  when  filled  with  coffee. 

"I  couldn't  hold  the  cup  without  burning  my  hand,  I  had  to 
wrap  the  cup  with  a  napkin  to  carry  it  back  to  my  table,"  she  said. 

Other  students  have  expressed  their  dissatisfaction  with  the 
new  cups  in  the  form  of  written  complaints  to  the  cafeteria 
personnel.  One  students  simply  writes  "Get  rid  of  the  new  hot 
cups,  you  cannot  cany  them!" 

David  Gauger,  director  of  dining  services  at  CD  feels  that  the 
student  claims  are  over-exaggerated. 


"Although  we  have  had  some  complaints  over  the  cups,  I 
believe  the  change  made  was  a  positive  one,"  Gauger  said. 

According  to  Gauger,  the  change  was  made  because  the 
styrofoam  cups  formerly  used  at  CD  were  not  bio -degradable. 

CD  is  following  the  lead  of  other  colleges  such  as  the 
University  of  New  York,  Yale,  and  Dartmouth,  who  have 
completely  done  away  with  styrofoam  and  other  non-degradable 
products. 

Gauger  made  the  decision  to  discontinue  the  use  of  styrofoam 
at  the  beginning  of  Winter  Quarter. 

According  to  Gauger,  he  has  received  praise  for  his  actions 
from  environmentally  concerned  students  and  faculty,  as  well  as 
other  members  of  the  community. 

The  change  to  the  use  of  degradable  products  was  initiated  by 
the  recycling  committee  at  CD.  The  committee  was  formed  by 
CD  President  H.  D.  McAninch,  and  is  chaired  by  Emie  Gibson, 
director  of  auxiliary  enterprises. 

"The  committee  had  certain  goals  in  mind  to  help  save  the 
environment  and  stopping  the  use  of  non-degradable  products 
was  high  on  the  list,"  Gibson  said. 

Although  Gibson  is  aware  of  the  problems  with  the  new  cups, 
he  believes  the  change  is  a  good  one. 

"We  are  not  at  all  sorry  for  what  we  have  done,"  he  said.  "We 
were  looking  at  a  greater  need,  the  need  of  our  environment." 

Many  people  at  CD,  such  as  student  Nick  Whetmore,  agree 
with  the  environmental  stance  the  college  has  taken. 

"I  feel  the  problems  with  the  cups  are  insignificant  in 
comparison  with  those  facing  the  environment,"  he  said. 

Gauger  now  anticipates  a  new  product  that  will  replace  the 
cups  that  are  presently  causing  problems.  In  the  meantime,  he 
suggests  that  students  who  are  upset  with  the  performance  of  the 
hot  cups  use  the  ceramic  coffee  mugs  the  cafeteria  offers. 


ICC  Construction 
ahead  of  schedule

Construction  on  the  new  Instructional  Computing  Center 
is  ahead  of  schedule,  according  to  Ron  Lemme,  vice- 
president  of  planning  and  information. 

"We're  in  good  shape,  they're  in  the  process  of  Finishing  it 
up  right  now,"  he  said.  "This  spring  they  can  start  all  the 
cabling  that  needs  to  be  done." 

The  center  should  be  ready  to  open  for  classes  by 
Summer  Quarter,  rather  than  in  the  fall,  as  originally 
scheduled,  Lemme  said. 

"It's  great  having  it  ready  for  the  summer,"  he  said, 
"because  you  can  shake  down  any  problems  over  the 
summer,  before  the  full  crunch  comes  in  the  fall." 

Lemme  cites  several  reasons  for  the  early  completion. 

"It's  not  a  big,  complicated  facility,  and  we've  had  good 
weather  conditions,"  he  said.  "We've  had  good  cooperation 
between  the  contractor  and  the  architect,  no  strikes,  and  no 
delays  with  materials." 

According  to  Lemme,  the  only  major  problem 
encountered  in  the  project  occurred  before  construction  got 
started. 

"They  changed  the  handicapped  accessibility  code,  which 
required  that  all  entrances  to  a  building  be  accessible,"  he 
said. 

Changes  were  made  to  the  plans  so  that  all  entrances  were 
accessible  to  wheel-chairs. 

"It  was  really  an  improvement  to  the  building,  I  think,  in 
that  all  entrances  are  accessible  now,"  Lemme  said.

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Human  role  focus  of  ecology  conference

The  environment  of  the  entire  earth,  and  the 
role  of  its  peoples,  will  be  the  focus  of  a 
conference  on  Saturday,  Feb.  17,  at  York  High 
School. 

"Changing  Course  on  Planet  Earth:  Justice 
for  People  in  Partnership  with  the  Earth"  is  the 
theme  for  the  1990  global  education 
conference. 

The  conference  is  sponsored  by  the  York 
High  School  Social  Studies  Department  and 
the  Greater  Chicago  Church  World  Service 
regional  office.  Numerous  co-sponsors  include 
the  College  of  DuPage,  as  well  as  area  high 
schools,  colleges,  and  environmental  groups. 

Jane  Heckman  of  the  conference  planning 
committee,  says  that  while  the  conference  is 
geared  towards  young  people  and  students  in 
particular,  anyone  interested  in  environmental 
issues  is  welcome  to  attend. 

"We  wouldn’t  turn  anyone  away,  if  an 
interested  adult  were  to  come,"  she  said.  "We 
would  encourage  them  to  bring  a  young  person 
with  them. 

"There's  an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of 
young  people  in  what  we're  doing  to  our 
environment,"  she  continued,  "so  we  felt  that 
it  was  important  to  get  some  of  them  together 
to  do  some  of  the  planning." 

A  particular  emphasis  of  the  conference  will 
be  on  the  human  side  of  environmental  issues. 

"The  conviction  is  that  you  can't  save  our 
universe  unless  there's  a  place  for  people  in  it 
too,"  Heckman  said.  "Those  of  us  in  this 
country  have  to  realize  that  people  in  third- 
world  countries  have  to  make  a  living,  and  just 
survive." 

"Migration  and  the  Indonesian  Rainforest," 
"Slash  and  Bum  Agriculture  and  the  African 
Environment,"  and  "Cutting  Brazil's 
Rainforests"  are  a  small  sampling  of  workshop 
topics  dealing  with  third-world  issues. 

Conference  organizers  hope  to  set  up 
networks  for  the  exchange  of  information. 


"One  goal  is  to  set  up  an  ongoing 
networking  process  for  students  from  different 
schools,  high  schools,  colleges,  and 
universities,  to  exchange  information  on 
environmental  issues,  "  Heckman  said.  "We 
also  want  them  to  be  aware  of  the  resources; 
units  of  governments  and  citizens 
organizations  that  are  working  on

environmental  and  human  rights  issues,  so  that 
we  the  people  can  know  how  to  work  on  these 
problems. 

"We  don't  want  students  to  be  discouraged 
when  the  environment  doesn't  clean  up 
immediately,”  she  continued,  "you've  got  to  be 
in  it  for  the  long  haul." 

Education  is  also  an  important  part  of  the 
conference. 

"One  of  the  goals  of  the  conference  is  to

Recommendations  will  be  made  by  Student 
Activities  to  help  make  the  most  beneficial  use 
of  the  area  Comille  said.

He  will  be 
telling  a  story  "which  the  elders  in  Native 
American  groups  tell  their  youngsters  that 
helps  young  people  see  the  importance  of 
respecting  all  living  things,"  Heckman  said. 

The  keynote  presentation  will  be  made  by 
Dr.  Sandra  Steingraber,  of  the  Food  First 
Institute  of  California. 

Steingraber  is  an  environmental  biologist, 
political  activist,  and  former  "Detroit  Free 
Press"  science  writer.  She  has  studied  aspects 
of  the  Ethiopian  famine,  and  co-authored  a 
book  on  that  subject. 

After  the  keynote  presentation,  the  balance 
of  the  morning  will  be  spent  in  workshops. 
Topics  range  from  such  global  issues  as 
"International  Law  and  the  Environment,"  to 
the  more  locally-focused  "Organizing  Your 
School." 

After  a  break  for  lunch,  mini  -workshops  will 
be  conducted  by  local  school  organizations, 


student  center.  This  area  will  be  an  addition  to 
the  SRC.

The  proposed  space  will  allow  the 
opportunity  to  provide  a^variety  "new  and 
needed  things  for  the  students,"  Comille  said.

While  Friedli  is  optimistic  about  the  student 
center's  future,  she  adds  that  if  it  becomes  a 
reality  it  will  not  occur  for  quite  some  lime. 

"It  is  going  to  be  a  slow  process,  but  the 
preliminary  plans  are  now  underway,”  Friedli 


concentrating  on  how  to  become  locally 
involved  in  environmental  issues.  Successful 
programs  will  be  shared,  to  give  students  ideas 
to  try  at  their  own  schools. 

Closing  ceremonies  at  the  end  of  the  day 
will  be  conducted  by  White  in  the  Native 
American  tradition,  with  dancing  and  chanting, 
according  to  Heckman. 

"There's  a  drum  beat,  representing  the  heart 
of  the  universe,"  she  said.  "It's  kind  of  an 
empowering  thing." 

Heckman  said  that  they  are  expecting 
between  two  hundred  and  three  hundred 
people  to  attend  the  conference. 

"A  major  goal  is  to  heighten  awareness  and 
to  create  the  motivation  and  the  knowledge  for 
a  better  environment,"  she  said.

Student  Activities  Program  Board  Presents 
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What  does  the 
word  freedom 
mean  to  you? 

Freedom  means  different  things  to  different 
people.  Like  all  abstract  ideas  the  idea  of 
freedom  is  subjective.  We  live  in  an  era  that 
demands  that  people  exercise  open  minds.  It  is 
important  to  recognize  how  the  definitions  of 
words  and  ideas  vary  within  different 
contexts.  Within  the  context  of  Eastern 
Europe,  Central  America,  and  personal  liberty 
these  ideas  are  especially  significant. 

Webster's  New  Twentieth  Century 
Dictionary  defines  freedom  as: 

The  state  or  quality  of  being  free; 
especially,  (a)  exemption  or  liberation 
from  the  control  of  some  other  person  or 
some  arbitrary  power;  liberty; 
independence;  (b)  exception  from 
arbitrary  restrictions  on  a  specified  civil 
right;  political  liberty  such  as  freedom  of 
speech;  (c)  exemption  or  immunity  from 
a  specified  obligation,  discomfort,  etc. 
such  as  freedom  from  want;  (d) 
exemption  or  release  from  imprisonment; 

(e)  a  being  able  to  act.  move,  use,  etc. 
without  hindrance  or  restraint;  (0  a  being 
able  of  itself  to  choose  or  determine 
action  freely;  as,  freedom  of  the  will,.. 


Editorial: 


(My  purpose  here  is  not  to  bore  you  with 
dictionary  definitions,  but  rather  to  attempt  to 
recognize  the  roots  of  our  language.  Some 
times  it  is  beneficial  to  pause  for  a  moment 
and  consider  the  origins  of  our  own  beliefs 
and  convictions,  including  the  seemingly 
obvious  definitions.  As  you  can  see  however, 
even  a  reputable  source  like  Webster's  cannot 
quite  decide  on  a  concrete  meaning  for 
freedom.  Even  the  synonyms  ascribed  to 
freedom  are,  at  times,  misleading. 

Freedom  and  license  within  some  contexts 
are  antithetical,  as  when  the  liberties  of  some 
infringe  on  the  liberties  of  another.  True 
freedom  exists  within  accepted  societal 
parameters.  Where  those  parameters  are  set 
define  true  freedom.  Freedom  exists  in  the 
balance  between  avarice  and  benevolence. 

It  is  inevitable  that  some  people  are  apt  to 
confuse  the  concepts  of  freedom  and  license 
or  action  without  restraint.  Last  week  I  wrote 
about  just  such  a  license,  how  smokers 
overstep  the  confines  of  personal  freedom  and 
enter  the  sphere  of  unrestrained  action  when 
they  smoke  in  the  presence  of  non-smokers. 

In  his  essay  on  liberty  John  Stuart  Mill 
explores  the  essence  of  freedom.  Mill  asserts 
that  true  liberty  exists  only  when  the  rights  of 
others  are  not  infringed  upon. 

What  are  the  implications  of  different 
definitions  of  freedom?  The  first  should  be 
obvious,  and  has  to  do  with  freedoms  in  and 
out  of  this  country.  Where  the  parameters  are 
set  is  the  principal  question  facing  social 
philosophers  today.  In  this  country  the 
parameters  of  freedom  are  set  far  apart 
compared  to  freedoms  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

Another  has  to  do  with  the  consistency  of 
our  philosophy  and  policy  in  the  world  arena. 
The  balance  I  alluded  to  earlier  should  extend 
beyond  the  narrow  coasts  of  the  United  States. 
If  we  accept  freedom  as  liberation  from 
arbitrary  power  then  why  should  that 
reasoning  not  apply  to  Nicaragua  or  East 
Germany? 

Whenever  freedom  is  referred  to  it  should 
be  qualified.  The  freedom  to...  or  the  freedom 
of...  for  instance.  That  way  when  people  speak 
of  their  freedom  to  pollute  the  lungs  of  others, 
or  to  mistakenly  kill  family  members  who 
come  home  late  with  hand  guns,  or  to  interfere 
in  the  affairs  of  other  countries  we  will  know 
what  freedom  they  are  referring  to. 
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Should  shadow-chasing  gophers  have 
priority  over  winning  CD  athletics? 


Assessing  low  attendance  at  CD  sporting  events 
is  like  asking  why  teachers  should  get  an  increase 
in  pay.  The  answers  are  sometimes  found  by 
asking  the  right  questions. 

For  example:  Why  shouldn't  teachers  get  an 
increase  in  pay?  „ 

The  same  applies  to  attendance  at  athletic  events. 
Why  can't  you  make  the  time  and  effort  to  see 
winning  teams  in  action? 

When  the  Lady  Chaparral  softball  team  was 
coasting  to  a  33-4  record  and  a  conference 
championship  last  spring,  less  people  were  at  home 
games  to  support  their  play  than  there  were  people 
at  zoos  last  week  to  support  gophers  looking  for 
their  shadows. 

Is  it  because  they’re  throwing  underhand? 

When  the  football  team  cruised  to  a  state  title  last 
fall  (again),  there  were  more  people  at  a  single 
home  contest  than  there  were  in  the  stands  to 
support  the  conference  champion  soccer  team 
during  the  entire  season. 

We  agree  that  soccer  has  been  about  as 
successful  as  the  metric  system  in  the  U.S.,  but 
doesn’t  athleticism  count  for  anything  anymore? 

They're  still  playing  arena  football. 

Do  sports  like  football  bring  more  fans  in 
because  they're  played  on  the  weekend  and  sports 
like  softball  and  soccer  are  played  during  the 
week? 


If  that’s  the  case,  we're  going  to  start  a  petition 
drive  to  move  student  elections  at  CD  to  Sundays. 

Are  students  not  supporting  CD  teams  because 
people  have  better  things  to  do  than  watch  junior 
college  athletics? 

The  Chicago  White  Sox  would  blush  if  they 
knew  that  their  fans  were  at  Comiskey  Park  to 
support  amateur  athletics. 

Are  the  athletes  just  not  that  talented? 

Talk  to  CD  football  coach  Bob  MacDougall. 
Many  of  his  players  will  leave  for  four-year 
schools  next  fall  with  scholarships. 

University  of  Illinois  wide  receiver  Mike 
Bellamy  played  for  CD  three  years  ago,  and  now 
he  is  projected  to  be  picked  in  the  first  round  of  the 
NFL  Draft  this  June. 

Is  it  because  the  Chaps  are  unsuccessful  in  each 
sport? 

In  the  past  ten  years  alone,  CD  has  produced 
three  national  championship  teams— courtesy  of  the 
hockey  team--and  more  than  50  Region  IV 
champion  teams. 

Look  for  the  new  OTC  Building  (Open  Trophy 
Center)  to  open  sometime  soon. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  the  bandwagon  of  support 
for  the  Chaparral  teams  of  the  80s  is  gone,  but 
departures  for  the  teams  of  the  90s  will  be  taking 
off  at  the  beginning  of  every  season. 

Will  we  ever  get  to  do  the  "wave"  at  CD? 


Forum: 

Students  for  a  Better  SG  accuse 
president  of  taking  credit  for  others 


"Something  be  rotten  in  this  State  of 
Denmark"  -  Hamlet 

In  the  Forum  article  printed  on  January  26, 
1990,  SG  president  Jeff  Russell  attempted  to 
show  the  students  what  the  truth  was  behind 
the  "critics"  allegations  and  to  show  the  good 
that  SG  has  accomplished.  A  wonderful  idea, 
but  I'm  afraid  the  execution  was  sadly  lacking. 
To  give  Mr.  Russell  credit,  he  never  lied,  he 
merely  "creatively  omitted."  To  begin  at  the 
beginning... 

1.  Accountability-  Mr.  Russell  says  that 
Tom  Mason  is  inaccurate  in  saying  that  SG 
does  not  feel  they  are  accountable  to  the 
student  body.  Perhaps,  but  if  this  is  so.  I've  got 
a  question.  Why  then  did  SG  not  see  fit  to 
even  investigate  a  petition  of  charges  signed 
by  a  number  of  students  (281  to  be  precise)  as 
great  as,  or  greater  than  the  number  that  voted 
them  into  power?  SG  claims  that  they  did  not 
take  the  charges  seriously  enough  to  react  to 
them.  Maybe,  but  isn't  it  possible  that  they 
took  them  too  seriously? 

2.  Elections-  The  board  of  trustees  of  CD 
did  indeed  validate  the  last  SG  election.  Case 
closed,  but  if  the  issue  was  so  cut  and  dry, 
what  were  there  eight  weeks  of  investigation? 

3.  Students  for  a  Better  Student 
Government-  The  members  of  our  "group"  as 
Russell  acknowledges  us  are  not  almost  all 
former  SG  members  who  have  "cut  and  run." 
Only  three  of  our  members  (including  myself) 
were  part  of  the  board  under  Russell.  Tim 
Dinan  was  part  of  a  previous  administration, 
but  did  not  seek  re-election  last  Spring.  To 
date,  nobody  has  criticized  Dinan's  job  as 
director,  in  fact,  he  has  been  described  as 
exemplary.  This  is  far  less  than  a  third  of  our 
total  membership,  and  not  "almost  all"  of  us. 
despite  what  Russell  may  believe. 

4. The  joke  theft  issue-  In  bringing  up  this 
issue  again,  Russell  is  not  properly  re-stating 


the  facts.  Russell  was  the  fourth  student 
Public  Safety  took  an  interest  in,  and  no 
charges  were  ever  filed.  No  college  property 
was  stolen,  and  an  innocent  student  (Scott 
Schultz)  received  a  lot  of  undeserved  criticism. 

Now,  Russel  also  made  quite  a  list  of  SG 
accomplishment.  It  seems,  however  that  some 
facts  have  been  left  out.  Let  me  see  if  I  can 
clarify  them. 

1 .  The  revision  of  the  SG  constitution.  The 
original  proposal  was  never  approved.  The 
document  voted  on  in  the  referendum 
contained  articles  on  board  structure, 
compensation,  and  future  referenda  written  by 
J.  Elizabeth  Titlow,  Jeff  Reynard,  John  Adams, 
and  myself.  Some  key  changes  in  the 
impeachment  procedure  were  also  our  work. 
The  only  part  Russell  refused  to  negotiate  on 
was  the  issue  of  appointing  the  student  trustee. 
This  part  of  the  constitution,  which  was  voted 
on  in  referendum  as  part  of  the  replacement 
document,  caused  the  trustees  to  invalidate  the 
vote.  Russell  was  advised  by  myself,  Reynard, 
Titlow,  Adams,  Tom  Fessler,  ex-  student 
trustee,  and  Lucile  Friedli,  director  of  student 
activities  that  the  legality  of  this  individual 
article  was  suspect 

2.  The  Beijing  lecture,  the  recycling  drive, 
and  the  upcoming  Disability  Awareness  Day 
are  all  the  work  of  SG  director  Shakil  Sattar, 
who  pulled  the  Beijing  lecture  together  single- 
handedly.  Disability  Awareness  Day,  an  event 
which  has  received  fantastic  reviews  from 
other  colleges  holding  similar  events,  and 
which  has  the  support  of  the  Disabled  Students 
Organization  almost  didn't  happen.  It  seems 
certain  members  of  the  board  of  directors 
didn't  think  the  idea  would  be  "socially 
acceptable,"  or  "taken  well  by  the 
handicapped."  Sattar  was  not  one  of  the 
directors  the  Students  for  a  Better  Student 
Government  have  taken  issue  with,  and  we 


wish  him  luck  in  re-election  bid  this  spring. 

3.  The  discount  offered  by  Wallace's 
Bookstore  (also  known  as  the  CD  bookstore) 
is  due  to  new  management,  and  was  planned 
independently  of  SG's  influence,  and  well 
before  the  surge  in  book  exchange  sales. 

4.  SG  made  quite  a  bit  of  money  this  year. 
However,  the  majority  of  their  budget  goes  to 
sending  members  on  trips  and  to  seminars 
rather  on  the  students  they  are  elected  by. 

5.  I  was  present  at  the  meeting  Russell 
issued  the  resolution  concerning 
teacher/trustee  contract  negotiations  to  the 
board  of  trustees.  The  resolution  made  no 
demands  of  the  board  of  trustees,  it  humbly 
requested  a  "renewed  dedication  to  resolving 
the  faculty  contracts." 

6.  Toys  for  Tots  failed  miserably. 

7.  The  refurbishment  of  the  student  lounges 
was  supposed  to  be  completed  at  the  beginning 
of  Spring  Quarter,  not  the  end  of  Spring  Break 

In  conclusion,  I  think  this  does  a  fairly 
accurate  job  of  rounding  out  the  picture 
Russell  painted  in  his  Forum.  I  would  also 
like  to  point  out  that  attempts  have  been  made 
to  work  with  Russell,  but  he  has  taken  the 
attitude  that  people  who  criticize  or  disagree 
with  him  are  vindictive  rabble-rousers.  I 
would  like  to  add  that  it  is  not  all  of  SG,  or 
SG  itself  that  we  have  taken  issue  with,  we 
merely  criticized  those  members  who  have 
failed  to  fulfill  their  duty  to  the  students.  Our 
intent  has  never  been  to  do  more  than  to  make 
things  better  for  the  students.  I  would  agree 
with  Russell  on  one  thing,  and  appeal  to  you, 
the  students.  If  you  see  problems,  get 
involved.  Just  be  warned,  you'll  probably  be 
labeled  a  rabble-rouser,  too.

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DuPage  inmates  do  double  time

CD  is  offering  classes  to  the  inmates  at  the 
DuPage  County  jail  on  a  trial  basis. 

"We're  trying  to  reach  out  to  the  entire 
community,"  Pat  Keir,  associate  dean  of 
academic  alternatives  said.  "We're  hoping  to 
add  courses  in  the  future." 

Currently  the  college  is  offering  psychology 
and  business  management  and  has  10  students 
enrolled. 

The  course  is  worked  similar  to  the  way 
that  a  learning  lab  course  works.  Students 
receive  the  materials,  books,  cassettes  and 
video  tapes  and  take  the  class  on  a  self-paced 
format. 

This  is  the  first  co-ed  program  to  take  place 
in  any  jail  in  Illinois,  according  to  Deputy 
Sheriff  David  Lyons. 

Contrary  to  the  popular  belief  that  all 
inmates  in  a  correctional  facility  have  time  on 
their  hands,  Lyons  believes  that  all  this  time  is 
not  conducive  to  learning. 

People  think  that  inmates  would  have  a  lot 
of  time  on  their  hands  to  study,  but  they're  not 


learning  under  the  best  circumstances  here," 
Lyons  said.  "This  is  not  the  best  of 
circumstances  to  learn  under,  but  at  least  we 
have  a  program  on-line,  and  I  think  that  we  are 
setting  a  good  example  for  other  jails  to 
follow.  Other  jails  just  lock  these  people  up 
and  throw  away  the  key." 


do,"  Troy  Campbell,  a  recovering  cocaine 
addict  said.  "  I  want  to  find  out  what  motivates 
me  so  that  it  will  give  me  leverage  in  how  to 
deal  with  other  people.” 

While  the  inmates  as  a  whole  are  satisfied 
with  the  program,  they  feel  that  more  classes 
in  the  future  will  help.

Of  the  10  enrolled,  three  of  the  students  are 
women,  one  psychology  major,  and  two 
business  majors. 

"I  would  eventually  like  to  work  in  social 
work  for  battered  women,"  Barbara  Lange 
said.  "I  used  to  attend  CD  before  I  got  here." 

Of  the  seven  men  enrolled,  one  of  the 
inmates  wants  to  take  his  psychology  course  to 
learn  about  his  own  behavior,  rather  than 
others. 

"I  want  to  learn  what  makes  me  do  what  I 


Many  expressed  interest  in  computer  and 
typing  classes. 

"I  think  that  some  people  were  stopped  from 
signing  up  for  the  course  because  they  don't 
have  family  on  the  outside  that  can  help  them 
pay  for  the  course,"  inmate  Pam  Knuckles 
said.  "If  we  were  to  get  some  sort  of 
scholarship  or  financial  aid  that  would  help  us 
continue  with  more  classes." 

Lyons  is  enthusiastic  with  the  progress  of 
the  program  thus  far,  and  feels  that  the 


students  are  taking  great  strides  in  improving 
their  self-esteem  and  their  self-confidence. 

"I  started  this  program  so  that  I  could 
prevent  the  inmates  from  coming  back  here 
once  they  leave,"  he  said.  '1  wanted  to  make 
them  employable  so  that  they  could  give 
something  back  to  the  community  once  they 
leave." 

In  the  case  of  Knuckles,  who  was  sentenced 
to  30  years  for  murdering  her  mother,  Lyons 
feels  that  she  is  not  just  going  to  turn  into  a 
negative  statistic  on  prison  reform. 

"She  took  her  first  test  the  other  day  and  got 
an  A,"  Lyons  said.  "At  least  she  can  see  that 
she  can  handle  a  college  program.  She  knows 
now  that  she  can  go  into  the  community,  go  to 
school  and  do  well." 

He  continued,  "Most  of  the  people  here  had 
a  very  negative  home  life.  I  encourage  them 
and  give  them  pats  on  the  back.  They're  not 
used  to  getting  something  without  having  to 
give  something  in  return.  When  they  get  a  free 
reward  for  something  that  they  accomplish,  it's 
usually  a  first."

Barriers  of  rock'n'roll 
'Made  To  Be  Broken'

"Can't  shake  hands  with  boxing 
gloves, 

Whips  and  chains  will  never  make 
live." 

From  "Growing  Pain"  by  Soul 
Asylum 

Few  people  know  that  Asylum  is  one  of  the 
world's  finest  rock'n'roll  bands  around  today. 

Proof  enough  of  this  was  when  they  bolted 
through  town  last  October  to  audition  some 
new  material  at  the  Cabaret  Metro.  If  their 
upcoming  release  sounds  anywhere  as  good  as 
they  played  that  night,  they'll  be  a  major  hard 
rock  force  to  reckon  with. 

The  highlight  of  the  old  material  they  did 
was  a  rousing  version  of  their  homage  to  the 
long-haired,  zit- 
faced,  burned-out 
contingent  they  were 
when  they  were  kids, 
called  "Freaks." 

During  the 
climaxing  bombast, 
the  lead  singer  Dave 
Pirner  got  too 
choked  up  to  yell 
"You're  just  another 
freak,"  so  instead  he 
just  made  his  greasy 
goldilocks  bob  up 
and  down. 

The  crowd  seemed 
to  favor  the  new 
straightforward 
rocking  material. 

When  Soul  Asylum 
played  songs  from 
their  1986  debut, 

"Made  To  Be 
Broken,"  the  crowd 
didn't  know  whether 
to  slam  dance  or  to  square  dance. 

"Growing  Pain"  sounds  like  Charlie  Daniels 
meets  Aerosmith  and  it  features  one  of  rock's 
best  lyrics  ever,  quoted  at  the  beginning  of  this 
article. 

The  title  track  gallops  along  like  a 
thoroughbred. 

"New  Feelings"  is  basically  a  redneck  song 
played  at  breakneck  speed  and  volume,  as  if 
the  Sex  Pistols  guest  starred  on  "Hee-Haw." 

You  can  call  it  cowpunk,  call  it  hick-thrash, 
or  call  it  hoe-down-meul.  Whatever  it  is,  you 
don't  get  to  see  fools  with  mohawks  doe-see- 
doe-ing  very  often. 

Luckily  for  us,  the  folks  at  Twin/Tone 
Records  have  finally  released  "Made  To  Be 
Broken"  on  compact  disc. 

As  on  many  of  Asylum's  tunes,  Pimer  and 
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Murphy  sing  lead  in  tandem,  giving  extra 
strength  to  the  lyrics  of  "Can't  Go  Back,"  a 
great  post-adolescent  anthem:  "Fifteen  years 
later,  caught  in  time's  incinerator,  yesterday's 
worries  are  today's  but  the  good  times  are  so 
near  us  sitting  back  and  drinking  beer,  y'know 
I'm  halfway  down  the  road,  but  I  know  that  I 
still  ain't  there." 

One  of  Pimer's  strengths  as  a  songwriter  is 
squeezing'as  many  rhyming  words  as  possible 
into  his  verses,  as  he  does  on  the  acoustic 
"Never  Really  Been":  "What  is  the  sound,  of 
snow  falling  down,  on  a  tombstone  in  the  dead 
of  the  night,  and  who  is  that  sound  and  the 
downtown  dog  pound  who  speaks  English 
when  the  watchman's  not  in  sight." 

Twin/Tone  even  throws  in  a  magnificent 
1985  lost  single  as  a  extra  special  treat. 

"Long  Way 
Home"  starts  off 
with  a  whipcrack 
snare  drum  that 
comes  on  like  a 
barrelling  steam 
train. 

As  the  music 
triumphantly 
surges,  it  seems 
as  if  the  band 
members  arc 
racing  each  othei 
to  the  finish,  as 
Pirner  anc 
Murphy  prove 
that  they're  the 
only  vocalists  ir 
rock  who  car 
scream  ir 
harmony.  I  can' 
figure  out  whj 
"Long  Waj 
Home"  didn' 
make  the 

original  version  of  "Made  To  Be  Broken." 

I  can  also  recommend  "While  You  Weri 
Out,"  also  available  from  Twin/Tone.  It  start 
off  even  stronger  than  "Made  To  Be  Broken, 
but  loses  its  melodic  touch  halfway  through  ir 
favor  of  optimum  thrashing,  after  tire  explosivi 
"Closer  To  The  Stars." 

The  best  place  to  start  if  you  really  want  U 
check  out  Asylum  is  their  major  label  debut 
"Hang  Time,"  a  document  of  where  they're  at. 

Now  is  the  golden  opportunity  to  get  in  oi 
the  ground  floor  and  take  a  listen  to  America' 
most  overlooked  and  underestimated  hard-rocl 
band. 

Then  when  they  get  huge  you  can  brag  t< 
your  friends  that  you  knew  about  them  al 
along.

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Faculty's  skills

The  talent  of  CD's  faculty  extends  way  beyond  the  classroom 
and  into  the  bookshelves. 

During  the  month  of  January,  a  collection  of  books,  slides, 
articles,  and  essays  were  displayed  in  the  entry  way  of  the  LRC, 
demonstrating  the  talent  of  the  faculty  at  CD. 

Robert  Veihman,  associate  dean  of  the  LRC  said  that  he, 
along  with  Dr.  Bernard  Fradkin,  dean  of  the  LRC  thought  it  was 
a  good  idea  to  get  the  word  out  to  CD  staff,  faculty  and  students 
that  there  are  a  lot  of  faculty  members  at  CD  that  are  published. 

"We  were  aware  that  there  were  a  lot  of  faculty  members  who 
have  published  here  on  the  staff  and  we  thought  it  would  be  a 
good  opportunity  to  feature  these  people  by  displaying  their 
works  and  making  a  listing  of  their  publications,"  Veihman 
said.

Veihman  thinks  that  these  authors  have  a  genuine  interest  in 

sharing  their  expertise  with  students  and  faculty  members  from 
coast  to  coast. 

"The  faculty  at  CD  is  very  talented.  I  commend  them  for 
taking  the  time  and  the  effort  to  put  in  writing  this  knowledge 
in  their  particular  area  of  expertise,"  Veihman  said. 

As  to  whether  or  not  Veihman  thinks  it  is  more  productive  for 
an  instructor  to  teach  from  his  own  book,  he  really  can't  say. 

"I  would  think  that  it  would  be  easier  but  I  cannot  speak  for 
them  (the  authors)  because  I  have  taught  for  several  years  but  I 
have  never  written  a  text,"Veihman  said. 

What  he  can  say  is  that  some  of  CD's  faculty  authors'  books 
have  been  very  well  received. 

"The  book  that  Wayne  Weiten,  (professor  of  psychology)  has 
written  (on  psychology)  has  been  well  received  all  over  the 
country  and  I  also  know  that  he  has  received  an  award  for  the 
number  of  textbooks  that  have  been  sold  from  coast  to  coast," 
Veihman  said. 

Veihman  also  noted  that  if  an  instructor  was  teaching  from 
his  own  book,  he  would  be  more  familiar  with  the  content  and

stretch  beyond 

what  is  encompassed  in  the  textbook. 

"That  would  really  be  an  advantage  when  you  know  that  'X' 
amount  of  material  is  covered  in  your  text  and  that  you  know 
that  Chapter  30  may  have  key  issues  and  you're  only  on  Chapter 
12,  he  will  be  able  to  make  adjustments  in  his  lesson  plans," 
Veihman  said. 

Veihman  added  that  he  is  unaware  of  how  many  instructors 
actually  teach  from  their  own  books. 

The  types  of  books  that  were  on  display  in  the  LRC  range 
from  all  different  walks  of  life. 

"There  is  a  wide  gamut  of  subjects  out  there.  All  of  the 
disciplines  here  are  covered  by  part-time  as  well  as  full-time. 
The  display  ranges  from  books  on  ballroom  dancing  by  Lon 
Gault,  professor  of  history  to  technical  books  on  mechanical 
engineering,"  Veihman  said. 

The  display  did  not  limit  itself  exclusively  to  educational 
types  of  books. 

"Jim  Aylesworth  is  a  very  well  known  children's  author  and 
has  written  many  books.  Those  are  types  of  pleasure  reaiding 
for  youngsters.  There  is  a  book  on  Harry  Truman.  Basically  the 
materials  are  education  types  but  there  are  a  few  pieces  that  you 
would  pick  up  to  take  to  bed  with  you,"  Veihman  said. 

Some  of  the  books  that  were  displayed  are  available  to  be 
checked  out  in  the  LRC,  but  not  all. 

Veihman  also  added  that  he  is  seriously  thinking  about 
making  a  request  to  purchase  those  books  that  the  LRC  do-esn't 
have  to  add  them  to  the  collection.

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Co-Op  offers  firsthand  working  experience

There  are  many  educational  programs  at  CD 
which  help  students  prepare  for  their  career 
goals,  but  the  best  classroom  for  students  to 
learn  about  their  field  firsthand  is  undoubtedly 
in  the  workplace. 

Here  at  the  college,  where  an  estimated  90 
percent  of  the  attending  students  work,  the 
Cooperative  Education  program  exists  to  help 
students  find  jobs  in  their  field  of  study  while 
earning  credit  towards  their  degree. 

One  main  goal  of  the  Co-Op  program  is  to 
directly  incorporate  what  students  learn  at 
school  and  apply  that  in  their  work,  according 
to  Pat  Swanson,  job  developer  for  the  Co-Op 
program. 

"Students  can  apply  what  they  leant  in  the 
classroom  and  apply  it  at  their  job,"  Swanson 
said. 

Not  every  student  is  eligible  to  be  in  the 
Co-Op  program,  according  to  Swanson. 
They  first  must  meet  specific  requirements. 

Interested  students  must  first  fill  out  an 
application  which  is  considered  by  the  Co-Op 
department  on  the  basis  of  appropriate  course- 
work  and  the  student's  GPA.  They  then  meet 
with  a  faculty  advisor  and  fill  out  the 
appropriate  paperwork.  The  Co-Op 
department  then  helps  the  students  find  a  job  in 
their  field  of  study.  In  some  cases  students  use 
the  job  they  already  have  if  it  meets  Co-Op 
requirements. 

"For  the  most  part  we  help  students  find  jobs 
directly  related  to  their  field  of  study," 
Swanson  said. 

Once  a  job  is  attained,  students  are  given 
job-related  assignments.  At  the  end  of  the 
quarter,  they  fill  out  a  self-evaluation  of  their 
experience  as  well  as  being  evaluated  by  their 
employers. 

"If  a  student  gets  a  bad  evaluation,  they're 
not  going  to  earn  a  good  grade,"  Swanson  said. 

The  Co-Op  program  has  been  in  place  at  the 
college  since  the  spring  of  1984  and  has  been 
growing  rapidly  ever  since.  Swanson  feels  that 
the  program  will  have  over  300  students  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  , 

"It’s  a  tremendously  successful  program," 
Swanson  said. 


Many  companies  work  with  the  Co-Op 
department  offering  jobs  to  prospective 
students.  One  of  the  companies  is  United 
Parcel  Service. 

"Our  relationship  with  UPS  goes  back  15 
years  here  at  the  college,"  said  Ron  Nilsson, 
coordinator  for  Co-Op. 

Co-Op  has  placed  4  UPS  part-time 
supervisors  who  attend  CD  in  the  program 
since  Fall  Quarter.  Nilsson  stated  that  UPS  is 
trying  to  encourage  employees  to  get  as  much 
as  they  can  out  of  their  education  as  well  as 
work. 

"It's  (Co-Op)  very  helpful  because  you  get  a 
taste  of  the  business  before  you  choose  that  as 
you  career,  "  Bill  Romandi,  a  part  time 
supervisor  for  UPS  and  a  former  Co-Op 
student  said. 

Romandi  also  feels  that  Co-Op  is  valuable 
because  material  from  classes  can  be  applied 
on-the-job. 

Jeff  Russell,  an  on-campus  recruiter  for  UPS 
and  a  prospective  Co-Op  student  feels  that  if 
he  is  admitted  into  the  Co-Op  program,  it  will 
give  him  the  opportunity  to  explore  various 
options  before  making  final  career  decisions. 

Russell  also  feels  that  being  in  the  Co-Op 
program  will  help  him  make  a  decision  now  on 
his  career  plans  rather  than  working  two  or 
three  years  and  finding  that  he  wants  to  do 
something  else. 

One  of  the  most  attractive  features  about  the 
Co-Op  program  is  that  it  gives  students  a 
competitive  edge  after  college. 

"If  you  know  what  you  want  to  do,  Co-Op  is 
great  because  it  gives  you  the  experience  that 
you  can  take  to  a  prospective  employer," 
Russell  said,  "and  definitely  that's  going  to  be 
a  real  asset  to  you." 

The  outlook  for  Co-Op  students  is  very  good 
after  college.  On  the  national  level,  89  percent 
of  Co-Op  students  are  offered  permanent  jobs, 
and  66  percent  of  these  accept  the  jobs, 
according  to  Swanson.  Swanson  also  added 
that  statistically,  Co-Op  students  make  more 
money  when  they  graduate  from  college  than 
the  average  student. 

Students  interested  in  the  Co-Op  program 
can  go  to  SRC  2044  for  more  information.

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College  salutes  CD's  faculty  authors

Approximately  45  authors  who  were 
featured  in  the  LRC  during  the  month  of 
January  were  invited  to  attend  a  special 
ceremony  in  their  honor  on  Jan.  3 1 . 

Even  though  not  all  the  authors  were  able  to 
attend,  the  ceremony  drew  an  impressive 
crowd. 

CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  and  board  of 
trustee  member  Peggy  Connolly,  along  with 
other  faculty  and  administrators  were  in 
attendance  to  recognize  the  exemplary  group. 

According  to  Dr.  Wayne  Weiten,  professor 
of  psychology,  "It  was  very  nice  that  the 
school  is  recognizing  those  who  prepare 
teaching  materials." 

He  added  that  CD  has  a  lot  of  outstanding 
teachers  that  haven't  written  books.

"I  really  don't  think  there  is  a  connection 
between  writing  and  excellence,"  Weiten  said. 

Tom  Montgomery-Fate,  assistant  professor 
of  English  thought  the  ceremony  was  an 
excellent  chance  to  get  to  meet  faculty. 

"It's  nice  to  know  what  other  faculty  are 
doing,"  Montgomery-Fate  said. 

"We  honor  our  athletes  and  our  best 
scholars,  I  think  it  is  great  that  the  authors  that 
we  have  on  campus  were  recognized,"  Dr.  Jack 
Kapoor,  professor  of  business,  said.  "People 
need  to  realize  that  they  don't  have  to  go  to  the 
University  of  Illinois  to  fmd  faculty  authors." 

With  contract  negotiations  looming  over  the 
heads  of  CD's  faculty,  not  all  of  the  authors 
were  as  enthusiastic  about  receiving  the 
perhaps  untimely  recognition. 

"I  feel  the  recognition  is  long  overdue  for 
everyone,"  Paul  Laudicina,  professor  of 
radiologic  technology,  said.  "There  are  many 
ways  to  show  appreciation  besides  gifts.  As 
much  as  I  appreciate  it,  I  think  the  faculty  on  a 
continuum  do  other  things  to  gain  recognition 
and  respect. 

''I've  been  here  for  17  1/2  years  and  this  is 
the  first  time  I  know  of  that  the  faculty  has 
been  acknowledged,"  he  added. 

Laudicina  feels  that  the  faculty's  duties 
extend  well  beyond  instructing  in  a  classroom 
at  CD. 

"We've  done  a  lot  more  than  write  books. 
There  are  teachers  that  are  on  the  speakers' 
bureau  and  are  involved  in  community 
oriented  projects,"  he  said. 

"Everywhere  we  go  we  represent  the 
college.  The  excellence  of  the  faculty  brings 
about  the  great  reputation  of  this  institution. 

"CD's  faculty  do  things  unselfishly  that 
impact  the  lives  of  other  people,"  Laudicina 
added. 

Ellen  C.K.  Johnson,  professor  of 
anthropology  said  that  the  recognition  was 
nice,  but  adds,  'It  isn't  meat  and  potatoes." 

"It  is  nice  to  be  recognized  beyond  the 
classroom.  We  can  bring  about  change 


broader  than  the  classroom.  We  write  to  make 
teaching  better,"  Johnson  said. 

Most  of  CD's  faculty  chose  not  to  stop  at 
one  book. 

Laudicina's  book  is  used  throughout  the 
world  and  he  is  now  working  on  his  fourth 
book  on  radiography  and  said  book  number 
two  will  be  out  by  the  end  of  this  year,  and 
number  three  will  be  out  in  1991. 

"I've  been  working  on  three  books 
simultaneously,"  Laudicina  said. 

Weiten's  two  textbooks  are  used  in  over  500 
schools  all  over  the  world  including  Harvard 
and  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley. 

Kapoor's  book  titled  "Business  2nd  edition," 
is  the  second-best  selling  book  used  in 
Introduction  to  Business  classes. 

Kapoor  added  that  his  book  is  used  at  Texas 
A  &  M  as  well  as  other  community  colleges 
and  four-year  universities. 

Kapoor  remembered  a  time  in  his  life  which 
he  now  finds  somewhat  ironic. 

When  Kapoor  entered  the  United  States  he 
applied  to  the  University  of  California  at 
Davis.  He  was  not  accepted  because  he  didn't 
do  well  on  the  objective  tests. 

"Now  that  same  college  who  once  refused 
me  is  using  my  textbook,"  Kapoor  said. 

Johnson  admitted  that  publishers  have  asked 
her  when  she  will  write  another  book  but  she 
claims  right  now  she  doesn't  have  the  time  but 
in  the  mean  time  "the  royalties  are  nice." 

A  few  of  CD's  faculty  even  teach  their 
classes  using  their  own  textbooks  and 
materials. 

Laudicina  said  that  he  thinks  it  is  easier  to 
teach  from  his  materials  and  finds  that  students 
tend  to  have  greater  retention. 

He  has  an  analogy  that  he  relates  to  using 
other  author's  books. 

"It's  like  a  pair  of  shoes.  You  can  have  two 
size  8's  but  some  don't  Fit.  It's  not  just  how  the 
book  is  written,  but  how  it  is  structured.  I  like 
an  organized  approach,"  Laudicina  said.  "I  find 
I  write  like  I  speak." 

Weiten  on  the  other  hand  is  uncomfortable 
using  his  own  book  in  class. 

"I  am  just  now  adapting  to  the  idea  of 
teaching  from  my  own  book,"  Weiten  said. 

Although  Montgomery-Fate  does  not  use  his 
book  in  class,  he  finds  it  helpful  to  write 
because  he  shares  the  same  frustration  and 
vulnerability  of  the  blank  page  as  some 
students. 

"I  emphasize  writing  from  experience," 
Montgomery-Fate  said. 

Kapoor  thinks  students  fmd  it  easier  to  be 
taught  by  an  instructor  who  uses  his  own  book. 

"When  a  teacher  has  written  a  book,  the 
students  will  know  that  the  teacher  knows 
what  he  is  talking  about,"  Kapoor  said. 

Weiten  receives  positive  feedback  from 
students  regarding  his  book. 

"They  (the  students)  respond  favorably.  The 
lecture  and  reading  tend  to  mesh  nicely." 

Kapoor  added  that  he  receives  a  lot  of 
students  through  word-of-mouth  and 
appreciates  the  feedback  that  he  receives 
through  both  the  students  and  administrators. 

Kapoor  added,  "Students  stop  me  in  the 
halls  and  tell  me  that  my  book  is  very  helpful 
in  other  areas  of  study.  "

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Darrow  ’sweet'  subject  of  Segal's  lecture

Renowned  defense  lawyer  Clarence  Darrow 
was  once  again  the  focus  of  a  lecture  given  by 
a  CD  Professor  of  business  law  Marvin  Segal. 
Segal  repeated  his  lecture  on  three  of  D arrow's 
most  famous  cases. 

This  time  there  was  a  new  twist  to  the  story, 
as  a  son  of  one  of  the  defendants  was  at  the 
lecture  and  offered  a  closer  look  at  the  impact 
of  D arrow's  case. 

Charles  Henry  Sweet  is  the  son  of  Henry 
Sweet,  who  was  tried  and  acquitted  in  a  1926 
first-degree  murder  case.

each  one  to  trial  beginning  with  Henry  Sweet. 

DarTOw  believed  that  the  defendant  was 
being  accused  of  murder  when  it  was  really  a 
case  of  self-defense.  He  noted  that  if  the 
defendant  had  been  white  and  the  victim  black, 
the  case  would  never  have  been  tried. 

Segal,  who  admires  Darrow,  noted  that  the 
approach  that  Darrow  took  was  ingeneous 
since  not  only  did  he  appeal  to  the  white  jurors 
for  justice  towards  Sweet,  but  also  for  the 
entire  black  community. 

In  Charles  Henry  Sweet's  opinion,  his  father 
was  taken  to  trial  in  an  attempt  to  break  the 
"chain"  at  its  weakest  point. 

"I  imagine  that  they  picked  him  because  he 
was  the  weaker  of  the  three,”  said  Sweet.  "The 
physician  (Ossian)  was  the  owner  of  the  house 
so  he  was  the  one  that  should  have  been  put  on

Apparently  hundreds  of  people  had 
surrounded  the  house  of  Dr.  Ossian  Sweet  in 
an  attempt  to  drive  him  out  of  the  "white 
neighborhood"  where  he  had  bought  a  house. 

Henry  Sweet  was  one  of  the  eleven  blacks  in 
his  brother's  house  at  the  time.  A  shot  was 
fired  from  the  house,  killing  a  member  of  the 
crowd.  The  occupants  of  the  house  believed 
that  they  were  in  danger,  Segal  said. 

According  to  Segal,  Darrow  based  his 
defense  on  the  issue  of  prejudice  since  the 
defendants  were  black  and  the  victim  had  been 
white. 

Prosecutors  tried  to  convict  the  eleven 
blacks  who  had  been  inside  the  house  for  the 
murder  of  Leon  Breiner,  but  the  judge  declared 
a  mistrial. 

They  were  then  going  to  attempt  to  bring 


trial.” 

Charles  Henry  Sweet  was  not  told  as  a  boy 
about  what  happened  to  his  father  and  he 
believes  that  it  was  a  "protective  mechanism." 

"If  you  don't  want  a  child  to  repeat  things 
then  don't  tell  him  in  the  first  place,"  he  said. 

"In  this  country  black  people  don't  kill  white 
folks  and  get  away  with  it,  so  there  was  a 
definite  mechanism  put  into  place  not  to 
discuss  this  and  repeat  it,"  Sweet  continued. 

No  one  ever  took  the  blame  for  having 
killed  Breiner  and  according  to  Sweet,  it 
seemed  as  if  the  defendants  had  all  made  a 
pact  not  to  tell  who  had  fired  the  shot. 

Sweet  was  glad  that  he  attended  Segal's 
lecture  because  he  "learned  some  new  things 
about  the  case." 

Segal  concluded  the  lecture  with  Darrow's 
eulogy  which  seemed  to  bring  many  of  the 
audience  to  tears.

Fall  Quarter  1990  may  seem  a  long  way  off, 
but  that  remoteness  can  be  a  mirage  when  it 
comes  to  applying  for  CD  scholarships. 

Patrice  Briggs,  CD's  coordinator  of  student 
financial  aid,  urges  students  to  seek  financial 
aid  now. 

"A  lot  of  students  probably  don't  realize  that 
many  of  the  scholarships  are  being  posted  now 
for  next  year,"  Briggs  said.  "They  need  to  start 
planning  in  advance  and  not  wait  until  Fall 
Quarter  starts." 

Rebecca  Noel,  financial  aid  officer  at  CD, 
said  that  last  year  there  were  49  scholarships 
offered  to  CD  students,  some  of  which  gave 
two  or  more  awards.  She  added  that  there  are 
currently  204  student^  receiving  scholarships 
at  CD. 

Noel  added  that  many  scholarships  are  for 
currently  enrolled  CD  students,  but  that  some 
are  also  for  students  who  are  graduating  and 
transferring  to  other  institutions. 

Briggs  said  that  along  with  federal  and  state 
need-based  financial  aid  programs,  there  is  a 
variety  of  other  aid  available  to  students. 

"Most  of  the  scholarships  that  we  (CD)  deal 
with  are  local,"  she  said.  ’  Among  them  the 
college  has  a  foundation  that  sets  up 
scholarships  to  help  students  that  usually  aren't 
covered  by  the  traditional  financial  aid." 

Briggs  explained  that  the  college's 
foundation  offers  scholarships  to  a  variety  of 
students  at  CD. 

"For  example,  the  foundation  sets  up 
scholarships  for  returning  adult  learners,  for 
single  parents  and  for  students  who  do  not 
qualify  for  financial  aid,  but  still  have 
demonstrated  need,"  Briggs  said. 


She  added  that  the  Student  Financial  Aid 
Office  also  has  information  about  scholarships 
that  are  offered  by  outside  organizations  to  CD 
students. 

"A  lot  of  organizations  like  the  rotary  clubs, 
the  high  schools  and  banks  sponsor 
scholarships,"  she  said. 

Noel  noted  that  there  has  been  a  continuous 
increase  in  the  number  of  scholarships  being 
offered.  She  believes  that  this  is  due  to  the 
increased  awareness  by  organizations  to  the 
needs  of  students  who  do  not  qualify  for 
traditional  assistance. 

"A  greater  response  is  received  for 
scholarships  that  are  open  to  more  students  by 
not  being  restricted  to  a  specific  field  of  study, 
but  depend  only  on  things  such  as  need  or 
GPA,"  Noel  said. 

Aside  from  the  scholarships  that  are  posted 
in  the  financial  aid  office,  Briggs  recommends 
that  students  also  search  on  their  own  for 
private  sources. 

"There  are  scholarship  books  in  the  Planning 
Information  Center  for  Students  in  the  LRC 
which  list  national  scholarships,"  she  said. 

According  to  Noel,  all  of  the  scholarships 
are  usually  used,  however,  sometimes  there  are 
a  few  that  require  an  extra  effort  to  find 
recipients. 

"Sometimes,  scholarships  have  requirements 
that  limit  the  pool  of  students  that  can  apply 
for  them,"  Noel  added. 

"At  times  the  organization  takes  a  look  at 
the  requirements  and  revises  them  to  allow 
more  students  to  apply  for  it,"  said  Noel,  "but 
we  (CD's  Student  Financial  Aid  Office)  always 
try  to  work  within  the  criteria  that  has  been 
set."

Education  volunteers 
aid  illiterate  students

The  People  Educating  People  program  at 
CD  is  a  volunteer  program  which  offers 
services  in  English  as  a  Second  Language, 
literacy,  and  Adult  Basic  Education. 

According  to  P.E.P.  director  Hazel  Castro, 
the  goal  of  the  program  is  to  "fight  illiteracy  in 
the  district  and  to  serve  those  whose  native 
language  isn't  English." 

P.E.P.  began  in  1982  and  has  expanded 
greatly  since.  Because  of  the  grants  offered  by 
the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Secretary  of  State  Library  Literacy  Program, 
P.E.P.  continues  to  grow  in  enrollment  and 
reputation. 


"More  interaction  between  the 
students,  volunteers  and  teachers 
make  the  teachers  more  effective.

"Presently  1,944  individuals  are  enrolled  in 
P.E.P.,"  Castro  claimed. 

Volunteering  for  the  program  requires  10  to 
12  hours  of  initial  training  and  "volunteers  are 
expected  to  be  committed  to  the  program," 
Castro  said. 

Castro  said  that  during  the  training  hours 
volunteers  learn  how  to  teach  and  how  to  work 
with  people  from  other  backgrounds  and 
cultures. 

"We  recruit  and  train  individuals  and  place 
them  with  an  illiterate  individual,  Castro  said. 

According  to  Castro,  illiterate  individuals 
can  be  tutored  in  the  classroom  or  on  a  one-on- 
one  basis.  Whether  to  choose  one-on-one  or 
classroom  tutoring  is  entirely  up  to  the 
individual  seeking  educational  help. 

"P.E.P.  accepts  volunteers  from  18  to  70- 
plus  years  of  age,"  Castro  said.  "We  provide  a 
comfortable  atmosphere  and  volunteers 


develop  a  fantastic  relationship  with  students." 

P.E.P.  offers  volunteer  tutoring  on  campus, 
as  well  as  in  churches,  libraries,  and  municipal 
buildings  throughout  the  community. 
However,  Castro  said  that  tutoring  is  not 
offered  in  the  home. 

"Presently  140  individuals  are  actively 
volunteering.  Some  are  on  the  waiting  list  still 
waiting  to  be  placed  with  an  individual," 
Castro  noted.  "The  retention  rate  is  good. 
Volunteers  stay  with  us  and  students  continue 
with  the  same  volunteer." 

The  P.E.P.  program  serves  both  those  who 
are  or  aren't  registered  with  the  college.  The 
program  is  offered  seven  days  a  week  during 
times  which  are  appropriate  for  the  volunteer 
and  the  student 

Castro  believes  that  the  aim  of  P.E.P.  is  to 
have  an  aide  in  all  of  the  classrooms. 

"More  interaction  between  the  students, 
volunteers  and  teachers  make  the  teachers 
more  effective.  Teachers  and  volunteers  work 
well  together,"  Castro  said. 

The  main  reason  that  the  P.E.P.  program  was 
started  is  because  over  two  million  people  in 
the  state  of  Illinois  cannot  read  above  the  sixth 
grade  level,  according  to  the  governor's  office. 
A  percentage  of  theses  individuals  are  from 
foreign  countries  who  are  functionally 
illiterate  in  English. 

P.E.P.  allows  an  individual  to  become 
literate  within  a  time  period  of  six  months  to 
one  year. 

Bill  Eichler  is  a  P.E.P.  volunteer  who  has 
worked  as  an  Adult  Basic  Education  tutor  and 
classroom  aide. 

"The  program  (P.E.P.)  is  terrific.  We 
(volunteers)  don't  have  enough  time  to 
accomplish  what  we  want  to.  Too  many 
people,  too  little  time,"  Eichler  said. 

Adult  Basic  Education  classroom  aide  Betty 
Willmschen  also  sees  the  project  as  a 
rewarding  experience. 

"P.E.P.  is  a  good  opportunity  for  people  to 
learn  to  read  or  speak  English,"  she  said.

The  Chaps  avenged  some  early  losses  this 
season--and  gained  momentum  for  this 
weekend's  regionals--by  knocking  off  both 
competitors  they  faced  last  weekend  at  the 
DuPage  Quads. 

CD  first  met  Belleville  College  and  won  30- 
22  before  facing  Southwest  Michigan,  who 
had  beat  the  Chaps  in  all  eight  matches.  The 
Chaps  ran  away  with  victory  this  time  by  a  47- 


3  count. 

"Southwest  has  a  history  of  not  weighing  in 
their  kids  at  home  meets  and  this  time  two  of 
them  couldn't  make  weight,"  wrestling  coach 
A1  Kaltofen  said. 

Several  other  wrestlers  from  Southwest  had 
moved  up  a  weight-class  since  the  two  teams 
met  earlier  this  season,  resulting  in  several  pins 
for  the  Chaps. 

"We’ve  made  some  good  strides,"  Kaltofen 
said.  "The  kids  have  really  improved  in  the  last 
couple  of  weeks.  We're  beginning  to  surpass 
where  we  were  at  Christmastime  as  far  as  our 
sharpness  and  aggressiveness. 

"There  wasn't  anybody  out  there  in  better 
shape  than  us.  And  that's  a  good  thing  because 
coming  into  this  week,  everybody's  got  to 
scratch  weight.  And  taking  that  extra  pound  or

Holding  down  the  number  one  ranking  in 
the  Region  IV  men's  basketball  poll  is  not  the 
easiest  thing  to  do,  especially  when  playing  on 
the  road.  Especially  when  that  means  going  to 
visit  two  of  the  state's  Valley's,  Illinois  and 
Moraine. 

This  was  the  task  the  Chaparrals  were  faced 
with  as  they  played  road  games  at  Illinois 
Valley  and  Moraine  Valley. 

"Because  we're  playing  so  well,  everybody 
is  gearing  up  for  us,"  coach  Don  Klaas  said. 

The  Chaps  began  the  week  at  defending 
conference  champion  Illinois  Valley,  where  a 
crowd  of  over  400  people  watched  the  Chaps 
beat  the  Apaches  96-83. 

Last  year  the  Apaches  were  ranked  number 
one  in  the  country  among  division  II JC  teams. 
But  after  losing  all  five  of  their  starters  this 
season,  the  Apaches  were  not  the  same 
dominating  team  that  CD  lost  twice  to  last 
season. 

"It’s  a  real  tough  place  to  play,"  Klaas  said. 
"Illinois  Valley  plays  very  well  at  home.  It 
was  a  good  win.  In  fact,  I  don't  think  our 
players  really  know  how  good  of  a  win  it 
was." 

Keon  Parsons  hit  a  couple  of  key  baskets 
down  the  stretch  to  lead  the  Chaps  to  the  win. 

Following  the  victory,  and  an  "emotional 
high"  according  to  Klaas,  the  Chaps  played 
their  second  consecutive  road  game  at  Moraine 
Valley. 

The  Marauders  answered  a  103-85  blowout 
at  CD  three  weeks  ago  with  a  convincing  76- 
61  win. 


The  opening  minutes  of  the  game  were  a 
capsule  of  a  frustrating  night  for  the 
Chaparrals,  as  Moraine  held  CD  scoreless  for 
the  first  six  minutes  of  the  game. 

Klaas  looked  to  his  bench  for  scoring,  as  12 
different  players  entered  the  game  before  Mark 
D'Angelo  tipped  in  a  basket  to  stop  a  12-point 
run  by  Moraine  Valley. 

The  Mauraders  sliced  and  diced  their  way 
through  the  Chaps  defense,  and  led  by  as  many 
as  16  in  the  first  half.  Marauder  Willie  Jackson 
scored  14  points  in  the  first  half. 

"Willie  Jackson  is  a  fine  player,"  Klaas  said. 
"He  scores  easily  from  anywhere  on  the 
court." 

Starters  Keon  Parsons,  Rich  Mercer,  and 
Theo  Hill  were  held  scoreless  in  the  first  half, 
and  three-point  specialist  Harold  Caffey  was 
cold,  missing  his  first  three  attempts  before  his 
fourth  attempt  scored  and  led  CD  on  a  15-6 
run  over  the  last  five  minutes  of  the  first  half. 

Cliff  Williams  scored  a  pair  of  three-point 
baskets  in  that  run  to  pull  the  Chaps  within 
seven  at  halftime. 

"At  halftime  I  was  pleased  at  where  we  were 
at,"  Klaas  said. 

Klaas  wasn't  pleased,  however,'  with  the  way 
his  team  was  running  the  offense. 

"I  told  our  players  to  make  that  extra  pass  or 
two,"  Klaas  said.  "Sometimes  it  takes  just  one 
more  pass  to  break  down  the  defense."

"Next  time  there  will  be  260  of  us  in  the 
board  room,"  faculty  senate  chairperson  Bev 
Bilshausen  said,  after  the  board  members 
declined  an  informal  meeting  with  the  faculty. 

"We  legally  cannot  do  that,"  Marge 
Bardeen,  board  vice-chairperson,  explained 
after  announcing  that  the  meeting  had  to  be  re¬ 
scheduled. 

The  disgruntled  faculty  then  regrouped  for  a 
pep  rally  to  hear  six  faculty  members  voice 
their  displeasure  in  the  outcome  of  the 
evening. 

"I’ve  been  here  22  years  and  I  never  thought 
I  would  ever  be  in  that  room  with  that  sign  in 
my  hand,"  A1  Zamsky,  professor  of  physical 
education,  said,  "because  I  have  a  deep  respect

Mediator  brought  in  to  act  as  voice  box

Strike.  Four  years  ago  at  CD  this  word 
was  never  uttered.  Now,  since  the  faculty 
has  been  working  approximately  230  days 
without  a  contract  that  word  is  becoming 
very  popular  in  the  halls  and  classrooms  of 
CD. 

On  February  13  a  mediator  was  called  in 
to  help  settle  the  dispute  between  the  board 
of  trustees  and  the  faculty.  The  last  time 
mediation  occurred  was  when  the  faculty 
was  negotiating  for  a  contract  in  1986. 

According  to  Phyllis  Goodman, 
chairman  of  the  salary  and  fringe  benefits 
committee,  a  mediator  is  a  very  skilled 
outside  person  who  is  brought  in  to  help 
two  parties  reach  an  agreement  who  have 
not  been  able  to. 

"Usually  the  mediator  will  put  both 
parties  into  a  room  and  lay  out  the  ground 
rules,"  Goodman  said. 

After  the  rules  have  been  discussed,  each 
party  goes  into  a  separate  room  and  the 
mediator  bounces  between  the  two  rooms. 

"It  is  a  very  interesting  process  to  say  the 
least,"  Goodman  added. 

The  faculty's  negotiating  team  is 


composed  of  Goodman,  Alan  Santini, 
Gerald  Morris,  Diana  Fitzwater,  Bob 
Satterfield,  Walt  Jones,  and  Mark  Meyer. 
The  faculty  is  using  Pete  Klassen,  former 
chief  negotiator,  in  a  consulting  position. 
Beverly  Bilshausen,  chair  of  the  faculty 
senate,  and  Jim  Love,  chair-elect  of  the 
faculty  senate,  are  also  contributing  from 
the  Faculty  Senate. 

The  board  of  trustees  negotiating  team  is 
composed  of  Fred  Lifton,  board  attorney, 
Howard  Owens,  director  of  human 
resources,  Wes  Fritz,  dean  of  natural 
sciences,  Gene  Wagner,  dean  of 
occupational  and  vocational  education,  and 
Tom  Ryan,  director  and  controller  of 
financial  affairs. 

Goodman  said  that  the  faculty  had  a 
good  reason  to  call  in  a  mediator. 

"We  (the  faculty)  felt  that  we  had  made  a 
tremendous  amount  of  movement,  much 
more  so  than  we  really  wanted  to," 
Goodman  said.  "We  failed  to  see  a 
significant  movement  from  the  other  side." 

The  faculty  hopes  that  an  outside  source 
will  finally  bring  negotiations  to  a  close. 

Goodman  said  that  the  faculty  is  working 


hard  to  keep  their  frustration  out  of  the 
classroom. 

"We  are  going  out  of  our  way  to  keep 
from  disrupting  the  student's  education,  but 
at  some  point  we  have  to  quit  doing  that  to 
keep  from  hurting  ourselves,"  Goodman 
said. 

"We  would  like  to  see  a  settlement,  but 
we  will  not  settle  for  a  contract  that  is  not 
adequate,"  she  added. 

According  to  a  faculty  source  the 
mediator  is  paid  $500  a  day.  The  faculty 
pays  for  half  and  CD  pays  for  the  other 
half. 

If  there  is  no  progress,  after  a  while  both 
sides  can  agree  to  call  mediation  off. 

According  to  Goodman,  if  mediation  is 
unsuccessful,  the  faculty  has  many 
possibilities. 

"We  could  go  back  to  the  negotiating

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Salary  levels  issue 
in  faculty's  contract

One  of  the  Issues  being  discussed  in  the  faculty 
contract  negotiations  is  salary  levels.  The  schedule 
determining  the  pay  rate  for  full-time  faculty  can, 
however,  be  confusing. 

There  are  two  factors  that  determine  the  pay  rate 
for  full-time  faculty  members. 

The  first  is  the  educational  level  attained  by  an 
individual,  referred  to  as  the  range.  There  are  five 
ranges:  A  for  a  masters  degree,  B  for  a  masters  plus 
20  semester-hours  of  credits,  C  for  a  masters  plus  40 
semester-hours,  D  for  a  masters  plus  60  semester- 
hours,  and  E  for  attainment  of  a  personal  education 
plan,  as  determined  by  the  faculty  member  and 
his/her  dean. 

The  second  factor  that  determines  pay  scale  based 
on  years  on  the  staff,  called  steps.  For  every  year  of 
service,  a  faculty  member  advances  another  step. 

Faculty  salaries  Increase  two  ways  under  this 
system.  Added  years  of  service  automatically  bring 
on  increases  by  advancement  on  the  step  scale,  while 
attainment  of  additional  educational  credits  move 
the  individual  into  a  higher  range. 
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Faculty  Senate  election 

The  Faculty  Senate  election  will  be  held  on 
March  6.  People  seeking  nominations  for 
Chair-Elect,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Senators 
should  file  a  nominating  petition  with  the 
Election  Committee  prior  to  Feb.  20. 

There  is  no  official  form  to  use.  Simply  list 
your  name,  office  sought,  term  and  obtain 
signatures  of  at  least  five  percent  of  the  full¬ 
time  faculty  assigned  to  the  election  unit 

Send  your  petition  by  Feb.  20  to  the  Election 
Committee:  Ellen  Leake,  Ann  Thome,  Don 
Dame  or  Bill  Leppert. 

If  no  person  indicates  interest  in  a  particular 
office,  the  Nomination  Committee  will  seek  to 
encourage  at  least  one  faculty  member  to  turn 
in  a  valid  nominating  petition  by  Feb.  20. 

The  committee  would  welcome  any  faculty 
members  who  could  spend  an  hour  or  two 
assisting  in  the  voting  sign-in  and  count 
anytime  between  8  a.m.-4  p.m.  on  March  6.

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ESL  helps  students  with  English  skills

CD's  English  as  a  Second  Language 
program  provides  students  who  don't  speak 
America's  tongue  a  better  command  and 
understanding  of  the  English  language. 

There  are  basically  two  types  of  ESL 
programs  offered  here  at  the  college,  both  of 
which  focus  on  teaching  students  how  to  use 
English  on  a  personal  and  professional  level. 

The  first  is  the  Interpersonal  ESL  program, 
which  is  a  tuition-free  program  available  to 
eligible  students.  This  program  is  funded  by 
state  grants  and  offers  students  with  up  to  eight 
levels  of  training,  according  to  Joanna 
Escobar,  who  is  the  director  of  Adult  Basic 
Education  and  the  ESL  program. 

"It  (ESL)  is  to  help  the  person  for  whom 
English  is  not  the  mother  tongue  develop  the 
kinds  of  English  communication  skills  that 
they  need  to  interact  personally  every  day," 


Escobar  said. 

She  also  added  that  many  of  the  students 
who  enter  this  program  have  a  fair  amount  of 
English  already,  but  do  not  have  enough  to 
meet  their  personal  needs.

The  second  program  offered  through  ESL  is 
the  Academic  and  Professional  program, 
which  is  tuition  based.  Each  course  in  this 
program  focuses  on  specific  aspects  of  English 


and,  combined  with  intensive  study, 
concentrates  on  improving  the  student's  use 
and  command  of  English. 

"It  is  intended  for  students  who  are  either 
presently  in  an  academic  mainstream  class  of 
program,  and  we  have  quite  a  few  of  those,  or 
who  are  practicing  professionals  who  find  an 
area  of  their  English  language  skills  needs  to 
be  upgraded,"  Escobar  said. 

There  are  approximately  4,500  students 
enrolled  in  the  ESL  program,  according  to 
Escobar.  Of  these,  3,000  are  enrolled  in  the 
tuition-free  Interpersonal  program  and  the 
remaining  1,500  are  enrolled  in  the  Academic 
and  Professional  ESL  program. 

"We  have  a  large  number  of  students  in  the 
tuition-based  program  because  they  find  that 
the  Interpersonal  program  meets  only  a  portion 
of  their  needs,"  Escobar  said.  'Therefore,  they 
tend  to  move  from  the  Interpersonal  into  the 


tuition-based  program.’ 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  necessary  for 
people  in  the  U.S.  and  abroad  to  leant  how  to 
use  the  English  language. 

"I  want  to  learn  English  because  it's  a 
persona]  goal,"  David  Garcia,  a  student  from 
Spain  enrolled  in  the  Academic  and 
Professional  ESL  program  said,  "because  in 
Spain  it  is  very  important  to  know  English  or 
another  language." 

Many  students  enrolled  in  the  ESL  program 
need  to  learn  English  because  of  their  job. 

Marco  Blanco,  who  works  with  hydraulic 
systems,  is  one  such  student.  He  is  attending 
ESL  courses  to  improve  his  speaking  skills. 

"I  need  to  communicate  with  people  because 
I'm  in  charge  of  a  couple  of  employees," 
Blanco  said.  "I've  got  to  train  the  people  and 
explain  to  them  what's  going  on  with  the 
whole  system."

for  the  board  and  for  this  faculty  and  1  always  thought 

we  were  going  the  same  way.  Now  I'm  worried  we’re  not 
and  that  scares  me." 

Countless  times  the  board  has  been  invited,  and  in 
some  cases  nearly  begged  to  sit  at  the  negotiating  table, 
but  has  opted  to  have  a  lawyer  represent  them  to  the 
faculty. 

"I  am  sympathetic  and  sensitive  to  the  issues,"  Trustee 
Peggy  Connolly  said,  "but,  I  can't  talk  about  Issues 
concerning  personnel  because  that  is  done  in  executive 
session.  I  am  acting  as  a  member  of  the  board  and  I 
stand  with  the  board's  decisions." 

Unfortunately,  due  to  the  ongoing  negotiations  and  the 
embitterment  between  the  faculty  and  the 
administration,  doubt  in  the  teaching  profession  is 
emerging  from  some  students. 

Counselor  Sandy  Szuberla  said  she  was  approached 
by  a  student  who  had  chosen  education  as  her  major  but 
was  now  having  doubts. 

"1  was  particularly  saddened  by  the  fact  that  bright 
young  education  majors  are  reconsidering  their  career 


decisions  about  entering  the  teaching  profession," 
Szuberla  said.  "What  they  asked  is,  'If  this  is  occurring 
at  the  best  community  college  in  the  country,  CD,  what 
will  it  be  like  for  us  in  the  school  districts  that  we  intend 
on  teaching  at  in  the  future?'. . . .  The  college's  national 
and  local  reputation  is  at  stake.” 

Marvin  Segal,  business  law  professor,  seemed  best  at 
summing  up  the  way  the  faculty  felt  when  he  told  the 
story  of  the  three  M's;  Mitsubishi,  Mitsui  and  Mamia; 
that  shrine  in  Nlcco  which  commemorates  the  three 
monkeys;  See  No  Evil,  Hear  No  Evil  and  Speak  No  Evil 

"They  have  now  brought  In  the  system  where  they 
have  a  hired  gun  of  a  lawyer  who  sits  at  the  table  and 
doesn't  bear  us.  The  have  an  administration  that  doesn't 
speak  to  us,  and  they  have  a  board  who  doesn’t  see  us." 

"This  is  what  I  would  tell  them  if  they  were  sitting  in 
these  chairs,"  be  continued,  "that  we  want  to  be  heard 
and  we  want  to  be  heard  by  the  board  directly. .  .but  we 
want  to  know  that  our  message,  that  our  demands,  that 
our  requests  are  being  heard  by  them.  Not  filtered 
through  the  words  of  a  hired  gun  lawyer,  and  not  re¬ 
filtered  through  the  administration  which  may  or  may 
not  tell  them  what  we  want"

v  >■ 

hurts  democracy 

The  entrenchment  of  single  political  parties 
is  a  tremendous  handicap  to  the  exercise  of 
responsible  government.  Monopoly  of  power 
by  single  parties  stifles  and  suffocates 
innovation  and  the  representative  nature  of  a 
republic. 

Of  course  the  ideal  is  that  people  elect  the 
best  person  to  express  their  collective  will. 
The  reality,  however,  is  that  the  best  envoys  of 
popular  opinion  are  the  least  likely  to  be 
chosen  by  the  political  establishment,  the  real 
electors  in  our  "representative  democracy." 

Behind  the  facade  of  free  and  open 
elections  is  the  verity  that  independent  parties 
are  smothered  and  alternative  ideas  are 
disregarded. 

In  many  areas  even  the  security  of  a  two 
party  system  is  a  myth.  Last  year  in  DuPage 
County  a  Democrat  was  elected  to  a  county¬ 
wide  position  for  the  first  time  since  man 
began  to  walk  erect. 

In  Chicago  very  few  Republicans  are  ever 
elected  to  anything.  The  axiom  is  that  if  you 
are  a  Democrat  in  DuPage  County  or  a 
Republican  in  Cook  County  you  don't  have  a 
prayer,  regardless  of  qualifications  or 
ideological  purity.  Hopeful  candidates  don't 
receive  party  backing  unless  they  are  already 
"in  deep"  with  the  establishment.  Resulting  in 
a  reproduction  of  the  original  adulteration 
corrupt  birth  and  rebirth.  Perpetuity.  And  the 
euphoric  illusion  of  choice. 

I  am  reminded  of  a  friend's  comment  that 
the  turnover  rate  in  the  Soviet  Politburo  is 
greater  than  that  of  our  own  Congress.  I  am 
not  sure  of  the  validity  of  his  comment, 
however  it  is  a  startling  thought.  I  do  know 
that  the  re-election  rate  for  members  of 
Congress  in  1988  was  an  astonishing  98 
percent. 

Recognizing  the  tendency  for  incumbency 
to  be  self-perpetuating,  the  president's  term 
was  limited  to  two.  A  tragic  oversight:  no 
such  limit  was  placed  on  the  terms  of 
congressional  representatives. 

Blame  for  political  entrenchment  and 
monopoly  rests  on  the  broad  shoulders  of  the 
citizenry  well  as  the  nature  of  American 
democracy.  Regrettably,  far  too  many  people 
fail  to  became  involved,  fail  to  test  the  status 
quo. 

Nevertheless.,  there  are  countries  who 
regard  inclusiveness  as  a  pillar  of  society.  In 
Sweden  and  Austria  participation  rates  hover 
at  90  percent.  Our  most  threatening  economic 
rival  Japan,  has  a  participation  rate  of  nearly 
70  percent,  which  stands  in  great  contrast  to 
that  of  the  United  State's.  In  presidential 
elections,  turnout  rates  rarely  exceed  55 
percent.  60  percent  of  eligible  voters  don' 
bother  with  congressional  elections  and  even 
less  participate  oh  the  local  level. 

Part  of  the  problem  is  that  registering  to 
vote  is  just  too  damn  hard,  ten  minutes  at  city 
hall  can  be  torturous!  Recognizing  the  huge 
inconvenience  posed  by  registration  the 
United  States  House  of  Representatives 
passed  a  law  last  week  enabling  citizens  to 
register  when  they  apply  for  a  drivers  license, 
or  by  mail. 

Considering  that  there  are  over  60  million 
Americans  who  are  eligible  to  register  but  do 
not,  this  new  legislation  is  a  real  show  of 
democratic  spirit.  Unfortunately  the 
legislation  faces  stiff  opposition  in  the  Senate; 
President  Bush  has  also  vowed  to  exercise  his 
veto  if  given  the  chance. 

Ironically,  it  is  the  Republican  leadership 
which  has  the  strongest  reservations  about 
including  more  people  in  the  process.  Ironic 
because  republican  ideals  have  tended  to  be 
more  popular  with  younger  voters,  who  make 
up  a  large  portion  of  the  unregistered. 

The  greatest  irony  of  all  is  that  in  the  "land 
of  the  free  and  brave"  the  prevailing  reality 
for  those  in  power  is  that  democracy  is  more 
democratic  the  fewer  people  are  involved.

What  is  happening  to  the  money  that  is  gaining 
interest  in  the  banks,  that  was  supposed  to  be  reserved 
for  the  raises  for  CD's  faculty  ?  Who  gets  this  money? 

Silence  speaks  louder  than  words. 

The  silence  that  is  being  heard  right  now  is  most 
definitely  speaking  louder  than  words.  The  board  did 
not  have  quorum  and  had  to  reschedule,  yet  the 
members  present  would  not  listen  for  legal  reasons. 

McAninch,  you  are  being  challenged  to  change. 

Faculty  has  said  that  you  care  more  about  buildings 
than  people.  Prove  otherwise.  Get  off  your  political

Proud  part-timer  insulted  by  comparison  to  slavery 


Dear  Editor: 

As  a  part-time  faculty  member  I  must  take  exception  to  several  of  the 
points  raised  in  a  recent  editorial,  "Faculty  Begs  Board  of  Trustees  to 
Wake  Up." 

The  writers  refer  to,  "...they  (the  board)  refuse  to  give  part-time 
faculty  a  wage  much  above  slavery."  This  is  simply  not  the  case.  I 
would  respectfully  request  the  exact  salary  range  figures  from 
surrounding  colleges  that  resulted  in  this  conclusion  on  the  writers  part. 
I  also  resent  the  analogy  begin  drawn  between  slaves  and  part-time 
faculty.  It  is  demeaning  and  insulting. 

The  writers  then  go  on  to  say  that  using  part-time  instructors  is 
economical,  since  part-time  instructors  provide  fewer  services  for 
students.  I  would  like  to  know  exactly  what  services  full-time  faculty 
offers  that  part-time  faculty  does  not.  The  implication  is  that  the 
students  instructed  by  part-time  faculty  members  are  at  a  disadvantage. 
I  do  not  believe  such  to  be  the  case. 

The  writers  also  feel  full-time  faculty  should  earn  at  least  as  much  as 
kindergarten  teachers  in  our  district.  Again,  I  would  respectfully 
request  the  figures  that  resulted  in  such  a  conclusion.  I  feel  a 
comparison  of  hourly  wage  based  on  student  contact  hours  would 


provide  a  slightly  more  objective  basis  for  comparison. 

Finally  the  writers  refer  to  overtime  hours  being  paid  at  a  greatly 
reduced  rate,  "...anywhere  from  20-75  percent  of  the  regular  wage." 

As  a  reader  I'm  led  to  believe  the  faculty  is  not  only  not  paid  full 
wages  for  overtime  assignments,  but  accepts  overtime  assignments  at 
20-75  percent  of  their  regular  pay.  Is  this  an  accurate  statement?  Again, 
I  think  not. 

The  writers  have  chosen  to  play  on  the  emotions  of  students  and 
community  members  in  the  hopes  of  securing  their  goal-a  contract,  not 
just  any  contract,  a  good  contract.  A  letter  to  the  editor  of  the  college 
newspaper  is  certainly  one  avenue  to  pursue  in  achieving  that  goal. 

However,  a  letter  that  was  based  on  an  objective  statement  of  facts 
and  did  not  seek  to  elevate  the  writers'  status  by  demeaning  the  status  of 
part-time  faculty  could  also  have  accomplished  this  same  purpose  in  a 
more  professional,  positive  way. 

I  eagerly  await  the  answers  to  the  question  I  have  raised.

table,  we  could  ask  for  binding  arbitration  and 

job  action,"  Goodman  said. 

Goodman  also  said  that  there  are  faculty 
members  who  are  seeking  other  positions  and 
who  are  being  approached  by  recruiters. 

On  Tuesday,  mediation  went  from  2  p.m. 
until  9:30  p.m.  and  according  to  Morris  it  went 
pretty  well. 

"Our  initial  meeting  with  the  mediator  was 
very  impressive,"  Morris  said. 

Morris  also  added  that  Harvey  Nathan,  who 
acted  as  the  mediator,  has  an  excellent  track 
record. 

Howard  Owens,  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  negotiating  team,  said  that  the  last 
complete  offer  that  had  been  made  prior  to 
mediation  was  made  by  the  board  to  the 
faculty.  At  Tuesday's  meeting  the  mediator 
spent  a  lot  of  time  helping  the  faculty  make  a 
counter  offer  to  the  board. 

Some'  of  that  proposal  was  then  transmitted 
to  the  board,  who  spent  time  working  on 
counter  offers  on  that. 

Owens  feels  that  it  is  too  early  to  tell  if 
mediation  will  speed  up  the  negotiations 
process. 

Even  though  the  initial  meeting  was  really 
to  get  the  mediator  informed  of  where  both 
sides  stand,  Morris  feels  the  real  negotiating 
will  begin  on  the  next  meeting  Monday,  Feb. 
19. 

The  lack  results  during  the  lengthy 
negotiations  process  are  beginning  to  take 
their  toll. 

"Without  a  doubt,  morale  has  really  suffered 
at  CD,"  Morris  said. 

"It  is  hard  to  say  how  much  morale  has  been 
affected,  but  I  do  know  that  this  doesn't  help,” 
Owens  said. 

Unfortunately  the  possibility  of  a  faculty 
strike  may  be  becoming  more  of  a  reality. 

Goodman  added,  "I’m  hearing  that  word 
(strike)  a  lot  in  the  halls  and  four  years  ago  it 
was  a  word  that  the  faculty  couldn't  even  say. 
It  was  unthinkable  and  now  it  is  no  longer 
unthinkable  and  it  now  is  in  the  realm  of 
reality."

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Jazz  virtuoso  wows  crowd  at  CD

Last  Thursday,  CD  played  host  to  a  true  virtuoso,  MCA 
recording  artist  Preston  Reed. 

The  small  group  gathered  in  a  dimly  lit  room  in  the  SRC  was 
witness  to  a  performance  that  almost  defies  description. 

As  the  crowd  settled  into  their  seats  the  lights  went  down  and 
Reed  took  the  stage. 

The  room  went  silent  as  Reed  approached  the  microphone. 

"Hi,"  the  guitarist  said  in  a  hushed  voice,  "I'm  Preston  Reed." 

After  this  brief  introduction,  he  began  to  play  in  a  style  that 
most  fmd  hard  to  categorize.  With  both  a  six  and  12  string 
guitar  the  soloist  thrilled  the  audience  with  a  performance 
consisting  of  two  45  minute  sets. 

Between  songs  Reed  kept  things  moving  with  anecdotes 
concerning  the  songs  or  how  the  songs  were  conceived. 

"I  wrote  this  song  leaning  against  a  car  in  Texas,"  Reed  told 
the  crowd  of  one  song. 

Some  of  the  songs  performed  in  Thursday's  performance 
were  "Chop  Til  You  Drop"  (a  song  consisting  of  many  different 
"chops"  or  guitar  licks  he  had  accumulated  over  the  years), 
"Blues  Fuse,"  and  his  traditional  crowd-pleaser  "Bye  Bye,  Boo 
Boo,"  as  well  as  material  from  his  next  album,  still  in  the 
works. 

Reed  got  his  start  performing  when,  at  the  age  of  17,  he 
accompanied  poet  Allen  Ginzberg  at  a  reading  at  the 
Smithsonian  Institution. 

After  a  year  of  college  he  moved  to  San  Francisco  where  he 
served  as  musical  relief  for  such  then-unknown  comedians  as 
Robin  Williams  and  Bob  Sarlatte. 

In  1977,  Reed  moved  to  Hartford,  Conn,  to  join  the  Peace 


Train  Foundation,  a  traveling  group  of  musicians  paid  by  a 
grant  to  perform  public  concerts. 

In  1979  Reed  released  his  first  album,  "Acoustic  Guitar"  on 
his  own  label,  which  was  met  with  critical  acclaim. 

Reed  has  since  gone  on  to  record  five  more  albums  over  the 
past  ten  years:  "Pointing  Up"  (1982),  "Don't  Be  a  Stranger" 
(1982),  "Playing  By  Ear"  (1984),  'The  Road  Less  Travelled" 
(1986),  and  "Instrument  Landing”  (1989). 

Reed  describes  his  solo  guitar  style  as  "an  orchestral 
approach." 

"Although  a  lot  of  people  would  be  quick  to  label  me  New 
Age,  I  think  Jazz  would  be  a  better  description,"  Reed  said. 

Reed  draws  his  style  from  a  wide  array  of  performers.  He 
cites  his  inspirations  as  such  revolutionary  guitarists  as  Leo 
Kottke,  John  Fahey,  Jimi  Hendrix  and  Pat  Methany. 

Reed's  own  work  is  certainly  groundbreaking  as  well.  In 
recent  years,  his  trademark  has  been  "slapping"  the  neck  of  the 
guitar  with  his  left  hand  while  playing  the  strings  with  his  right. 

He  is,  however,  concerned  about  airplay  with  such  a  radical 
playing  style. 

Most  recently,  Reed  is  at  work  on  a  new  album,  from  which 
he  took  time  off  to  play  at  CD. 

One  song  Reed  is  working  on  for  the  album  is  a  solo  guitar 
version  of  the  James  Brown  classic  "I  Feel  Good." 

When  asked  about  plans  to  work  with  other  artists,  Reed 
replied  that  he  has  in  the  past. 

"I've  always  wanted  to  be  the  one-man  solo  guitar  band,"  he 
said  with  a  smile. 

That  he  surely  is.

'Loose  Cannons'; 

They  shoot  movies,  don't  they?

"Loose  Cannons,"  an  Aaron  Spelling  and 
Alan  Greisman  production,  falls  far  short  of 
being  a  suspenseful  comedy  as  anticipated. 

From  the  beginning,  "Loose  Cannons"  is 
unable  to  evoke  any  sort  of  emotion  or  feeling 
from  its  audience. 

This  movie  will  come  in  handy  if  you  have 
been  thinking  of  experimenting  with  sensory 
deprivation,  but  if  you're  just  looking  for  a 
good  time,  make  sure  you  pass  this  one  up. 

Mac  Stem  (Gene  Hackman)  is  a  veteran 
Washington,  D.C.  cop  who  lives  in  a  late- 
model  "woody"  station  wagon  with  his  pet  cat, 
and  has  recently  been  transferred  from  the 
vice  squad  to  the  ever-popular  homicide 
detail. 

After  Mac's  transfer,  he  has  to  foster  a  new 
partner,  Ellis  Fielding  (Dan  Aykroyd). 

I  believe  that  this  "new  partner"  tactic  is 
becoming  a  bit  overused  in  police  stories,  but 
"Loose  Cannons"  adds  in  its  own  little 
personal  flavor  when  we  leant  that  Ellis  is  a 
recovering  mental  patient  who  experiences 
severe  personality  changes  when  faced  with 
danger. 

These  personality  changes  include 
characterizations  of  the  Roadrunner,  Pee-wee 
Herman,  and  many  others,  which  Aykroyd 


manages  to  butcher. 

As  bad  as  all  this  sounds,  it  gets  much 
worse,  because  now  we  must  add  the  bemused 
plot. 

The  Israelis,  who  are  aided  by  Mac  and 
Ellis,  are  in  search  of  an  historic  pomo  film 
which  contains  footage  of  Adolph  Hitler 
getting  intimate  with  a  soon-to-be  high  state 
official  of  West  Germany,  Von  Metz  (Robert 
Prosky). 

This  pornographic  film  is  of  great 
importance  to  the  Israelis  because  public 
exposure  of  the  film  would  lead  to  Von  Metz, 
a  Nazi  war  criminal,  being  discredited. 

Sound  confusing?  Well,  that's  because  it  is 

Even  though  "Loose  Cannons"  was  directed 
by  Bob  Clark,  who  gave  us  the  soon-to-be 
classics  "A  Christmas  Story"  and  "From  the 
Hip,"  he  is  incapable  of  compelling  anything 
from  the  eminent  cast  of  Gene  Hackman,  Dan 
Aykroyd  and  Dom  DeLuise. 

The  entire  movie  goes  nowhere,  and  "Loose 
Cannons"  ends  up  being  nothing  but  a  big  dud. 

As  the  movie  ended,  I  found  myself 
extremely  envious  of  the  person  sitting  beside 
me  sleeping,  but  as  the  old  saying  goes: 
"Everything  in  life  is  a  learning  experience.

Music  Review: 

Young  Fresh  Fellows  wrote 
This  One's  for  the  Ladies'

In  the  golden  age  of  television,  Letterman 
used  to  do  "Late  Night  Viewer  Mail"  on 
Thursdays  instead  of  Fridays.  I  rarely  catch  the 
segment  now  considering  now  I  now  turn  in 
early  on  weekends  (hardy-har-har). 

I  saw  a  re-run  not  too  long  ago  when 
someone  out  in  TV-land  wrote  to  ask  about 
"the  cheesy  Sixties-sounding  organ"  that  Paul 
played  one  night  on  the  show. 

He  told  the  at-home  viewer  that  it  was  a 
"Cheesemaster  6000." 

On  the  last  verse  of  "Middle  Man  of  Time" 
from  the  Young  Fresh  Fellows'  new  album, 
"This  One’s  for  the  Ladies,"  there's  this  corny 
organ  sound  that  pipes  in  quarter  notes.  I'll  be 
damned  if  that's  not  a  "Cheesemaster  6000" 
stolen  from  some  ancient  Sixties  garage  band. 

It's  the  way  the  Young  Fresh  Fellows  mix 
the  cheesies't  of  catchy  pop  sounds  with  a 
nerdy  goofiness  that  makes  them  special. 

Take  for  example  this  release's  inlay  card, 
the  part  where  the  band  poses  for  individual 
shots  with  their  instruments  is  a  hoot. 

All  four  guys  are  identified  by  first  name 
only,  and  next  to  each  name  it  says  "Lead 
guitar."  I  can't  really  write  about  it  and  do  it 
justice;  I  guess  you  have  to  see  it  for  yourself. 

It's  obvious  that  the  Young  Fresh  Fellows 
are  in  the  rock'n'roll  business  for  the  only 
reason  of  all:  because  it's  fun.  The  fun  quotient 
has  shone  through  on  all  of  their  previous 
releases. 

If  I  had  any  problem  with  the  band,  it  was 
the  fact  their  sound  sometimes  came  off  as, 
well,  sorta  wimpy. 

So  imagine  my  chagrin  when  guitarist 
Chuck  Carroll  was  replaced  by  some  ex- 
teenage  punko  named  Kurt  Bloch.  Bloch's 
playing  goes  hand-in-hand  with  drummer  Tad 
Hutchinson's  always  pinpoint  perfect  snare 
rolls. 

The  new  line-up  gives  the  band  a  much- 
needed  harder  edge  and  a  more  straightforward 
power  pop  sound  on  stuff  like  the  anthem-like 
"Still  There's  Hope,"  the  Ramones-meet-the 
Beatles  "Miss  Lonely-hearts"  and 
"Carrothead,"  which  has  got  some  killer  reverb 
guitar  on  it. 

The  title  track  pokes  jokes  in  the  direction 
of  homy  superstars,  dedicating  the  song  (and 
CD)  to  the  ladies  "who  wait  for  us  after  the 
shows,  and  star  in  our  videos,  because  without 
'em  this  gig  would  be  nuthiri." 

This  is  the  kind  of  song  that  makes  me  wish 
I  could  be  a  female  background  singer.  All's  I'd 


have  to  do  is  memorize  one  word  ("ladies") 
and  spend  the  rest  of  the  tune  shaking  my  bee- 
hind  and  my  bee-hive  behind  the  microphone. 

"Picture  Book"  is  a  journey  through  a  family 
photo  album,  reminiscing  about  "your  mama, 
your  papa,  your  fat  old  Uncle  Charlie"  and 
contains  "a  picture  of  you  in  your  birthday  suit 
sitting  in  the  sun  on  a  hot  afternoon." 

This  joyous  romp  isn't  without  its  irony  with 
lyrics  like  "when  you're  just  a  baby,  those  days 
when  you  were  happy  a  long  time  ago"  and  a 
line  about  people  who  pose  for  pictures  "to 
prove  they  love  each  other." 

For  a  few  seconds,  the  band  drops  out  to 
leave  Scott  McCaughy  naked  with  just  a  cool 
falsetto  and  a  mandolin,  a  fine  time  to  dump 
the  chorus  altogether:  "La  la  la  la,  la  la  la  la,  a 
scoobie-doobie-doo",  to  which  the  band 
crashes  back  in. 

"Deep  Down  and  In  Between"  has  a 
rollicking  country  tilt  to  it,  while  the 
Replacements'  Slim  Dunlap  throws  in  some 
fine  guest  guitar.  Speaking  of  the  'Mats,  "Lost 
Track  of  All  Time"  has  some  Westerbergish 
chord  changes  and  guitar  noodlins,  with  words 
about  how  McCaughy's  friends  just  ain’t  as 
cool  as  they  used  to  be:  "You  won't  see  me 
hang  out  anymore.  There's  no  way  that  I  fit  in 
the  way  I  did  before." 

"Family  Gun"  is  sung  from  the  point-of- 
view  of  a  hick  who's  appalled  at  the  thought  of 
gun  control:  "The  rest  of  the  world  can  have 
life  and  liberty". 

At  the  end  of  "When  I'm  Lonely  Again,"  the 
band’s  tempo  gets  progressively  faster  and 
blows  into  the  full-tilt  of  "One  Day  You  Die." 

Elsewhere  songs  start  before  the  one  before 
it  fades  out,  giving  "This  One's  For  The 
Ladies"  an  addictively  quick  pace,  to  the  point 
where  you  can't  turn  it  off  without  having  to 
listen  to  the  whole  enchilada  all  the  way 
through. 

The  second  half  of  the  CD  starts  off  with  a 
surf  bassline,  to  which  some  kooky  Mexican 
guitar  chords  are  added,  ripping  off  the 
Champs  and  Pee-Wee  Herman  both. 

After  the  music  slowly  builds  up  and 
suddenly  stops,  instead  of  yelling  "Tequila, 
the  Fellows  shout  "Taco  Wagon!" 

Subsequent  run-throughs  feature  solos  on 
metal  guitar,  and,  yep,  you  guessed  it,  the 
"Cheesemaster  6000." 

The  "new  version"  of  the  Young  Fresh 
Fellows  bats  1,000  (16  for  16)  on  their  best 
recording  yet.  "This  One's  For  The  Ladies  is 
more  fun  than  anything  released  in  1989.

Gregory  urges  audience  to  make  a  difference

Dick  Gregory’s  past  was  showing  Tuesday 
night,  as  he  spoke  to  a  crowd  of  about  500 
people  in  the  Arts  Center  Mainstage. 

Gregory,  best  known  for  his  human  rights 
activism,  gave  his  Honors  Lecture  presentation 
as  part  of  a  celebration  of  Black  History 
Month. 

"It  used  to  be  Negro  History  Week,  now  it's 
Black  Month,"  he  said.  "Progress?  You  know 
that's  progress. 

"But  wouldn't  you  know  that  when  they  get 
around  to  giving  us  a  month,  it'd  be  that  month 
of  February,  with  all  those  days  missing." 

Gregory's  lecture  was  heavily  laced  with  his 
biting  humor,  reflecting  his  early  career  as  a 
comedian,  a  career  that  he  finally  gave  up  for 
moral  reasons. 

"I  got  out  of  nightclubs,  making  three,  four, 
five  million  dollars  every  year,  in  1973," 
Gregory  said,  "'cause  I  saw  a  conflict  in  sayin' 
to  young  folks  that  drugs  and  alcohol  is  bad; 
come  on  into  this  nightclub  and  catch  my  act." 

Most  evident  throughout  the  lecture  was 
Gregory's  deep  committment  to  freedom  for 
all  people,  and  his  anger  at  the  system  he  sees 
denying  freedom  to  so  many. 

"You'll  be  punished  for  what  we  do  to  these 
Indians  in  America,"  he  said.  "You  play  your 
games,  you  play  'em  fast  and  you  play  'em 
quick;  you  can  laugh  and  raise  hell  about  the 
Berlin  Wall  cornin'  down;  and  you  can  look  all 
over  everywhere;  we  got  some  major 
unfinished  business. 

"And  I  don’t  know  when  you  women, 
particularly  you  white  women,  gonna  look 
around  and  say  to  this  filthy  stinkin'  nation  that 
you've  had  enough,"  he  continued.  "All 
women,  but  white  women  in  particular,  you 
came  over  here  with  that  chump,  you  aren't 
supposed  to  be  a  slave. 

"1990,  a  white  woman  in  America  with  a 
doctors  degree  makes  56  percent  less  than  a 
white  male  that  dropped  out  of  high  school, 
and  you  don't  think  you  have  a  problem? 


Baby,  you  been  a  nigger  for  all  that  time." 

Gregory  also  spoke  of  the  civil  rights 
movement  of  the  1960s,  and  the  non-violent 
philosophy  that  was  such  a  part  of  it. 

"It  was  hard  for  me  to  do  it  in  the  South,"  he 
said,  "'cause  John  Wayne  had  told  me,  'If 
you're  right,  blow  them  away!"' 

Gregory  was  obviously  moved  by  the  recent 
release  of  South  African  activist  Nelson 
Mandela,  who  had  been  jailed  for  27  years. 

He  said  that,  had  he  not  been  committed  to 
speaking  engagements,  that  he  would  have 
joined  other  Afro-American  leaders  in 
travelling  to  Africa  to  celebrate  Mandela's 
release. 

In  speaking  of  Mandela,  Gregory  showed  a 
spiritual  side  to  his  nature,  that  was  evident  in 
many  things  he  said. 

"When  I  look  at  what's  happening  in  South 
Africa,  I  wonder,  if  30  years  ago,  if  all  the 
money  and  all  the  military  might  got  together 
and  said,  'We  want  you  blacks  for  the  next  27 
years  to  create  a  black  human  being  to  have 
equal  power  to  the  pope.  Queen  Elizabeth,  to 
the  president  of  the  United  States';  impossible 
to  do  it.  Yet  here's  a  man  that  went  to  jail. 
You  never  know  what  God's  plan  is.  He  went 
to  jail  for  27  years,  and  who  would  have 
thought  he'd  emerge  as  a  world  power,  with 
the  whole  world  listening  to  what  he  has  to 
say." 

Gregory  challenged  the  audience  to  take 
part  in  events,  and  make  a  difference. 

"We  can't  get  off  cheaply  and  say,  'that's  for 
him  and  them,'  we've  got  to  change  our  own 
lives.  You  have  to  decide.  This  whole  week, 
the  festivities  of  a  black  man  in  South  Africa 
getting  out  of  jail,  oh  no,  you  come  out  of  jail, 
you  come  out  of  jail. 

"Those  things  that  you  might  be  hooked  to; 
you  want  to  stop  smokin'  cigarettes,  you  want 
to  stop  drinkin',  you  want  to  get  off  dope,  you 
want  to  get  off  of  hate-you  do  it!  He  did  it  for 
us,  for  27  years  he  was  that  symbol,  and  now 
he's  free.  Free  up  yourself."

They  Might  Be  Giants 
brings  childhood  back

So  what's  listening  to  They  Might  Be  Giants 
like? 

This  being  the  second  opportunity  I've  had 
to  write  about  them,  and 
since  my  youthful 
imagination  is  going  down 
the  toilet,  allow  me  to  rip 
myselT off  from  my  first 
column  on  the  band  that 
appeared  in  these  very  pages 
approximately  a  year  and  a 
half  ago,  when  I  was  still  a 
snot-nosed  novice: 

"I've  felt  like  I  was  six 
years  old,  eating  mud-pies  in 
my  backyard  on  a  warm  June 
day,  not  a  single  care  in  the 
world.  It's  similar  to  when 
you  woke  up  at  six  in  the 
morning  to  watch  Saturday 
morning  cartoons  with  a 
major  buzz  from  three  bowls 
of  Fruit  Loops.  Or 
hallucinating  on  Pop  Tarts 
and  makin'  a  real  cool  finger 
painting." 

TMBG  reminds  me  of  my 
childhood  and  Kellogg's 
products  for  some  reason. 

1990  finds  the  duo  coming

The  chorus  is 
simply  one  of  the 
catchiest  things  the 
band  has  written: 
"This  is  where  the 
party  ends,  I  can't 
stand  here  listening, 
to  you  and  your 
racist  friend." 

John  and  John 
seem  to  be 
influenced  by 
movie  soundtracks. 

There's  a  swell 
instrumental  that 
sounds  just  like  a 
theme  to  a  spaghetti 
western  from  the 
50s,  but  then  a 
cowpoke  yells 
"Minimum  wage, 
HEEYAH!"  and 
cracks  a  "Rawhide" 
whip.

First  year  coach  Erich  Hauenstein  had  great  success 
coaching  the  men’s  golf  team  in  the  fall,  but  now,  with  a 
different  team  and  a  new  season,  he  is  at  the  other  end  of  the 
spectrum,  coaching  a  losing  women's  basketball  team. 

"Coaching  basketball  compared  to  golf  has  been 
completely  different,”  Hauenstein  said. 

Just  as  his  coaching  styles  differ  for  the  two  sports,  so  to 
has  the  results  of  each  team. 

The  golf  team  had  a  storybook  season.  Despite  playing 


a  disappointing  10-17  season  with  a  shortage  of  players  and  I 
two  different  coaches.  This  year,  they  have  the  players  and 
the  coach,  but  the  record  is  still  disappointing.  ; 

”!  do  not  want  to  say  anything  derogatory  about  my 
predecessors  because  I  don't  know  them  and  1  don't  know 
what  their  situations  were,"  Hauenstein  said.  "I  will  take  full 
responsibility  for  this  year’s  team,  anyway  the  previous  years 
{fid  not  contribute  to  the  decline  of  the  team.  When  1  moved 
into  the  program  here  there  were  very  few  established  people, 
but  certainly  you  try  to  do  what  you  can  with  the  people  you  I 
have." 

Hauenstein  was  hired  this  year  for  both  coaching  positions 
after  acquiring  a  job  as  a  full  time  math  teacher.  His  only 
coaching  experience  prior  to  this  season  was  on  the  high 
school  level. 

"The  hardest  part  of  coaching  basketball  is  not  the  losing," 
Hauenstein  said.  "It's  getting  used  to  motivating  ladies 
instead  of  men.  1  tend  to  be  a  men's  coach.  I  tend  to  yell  when 
things  go  wrong  and  I  tend  to  motivate  them  by  making  their 
shortcomings  obvious.  I  found  that  women  tend  to  not 
respond  well  to  that  so  I've  tried  to  tone  that  down  and  tone  in 
some  other  things.  At  the  same  tiipe  I  can't  change  the  way  1 
coach  so  I  have  tried  to  modify  it  the  best  I  can." 

The  decision  of  whether  Hauenstein  will  return  next  season 
in  either  coaching  capacity  is  yet  to  be  made. 

"I  expect  to,"  Hauenstein  said.  "In  the  spring  I  will  sit 
down  with  my  supervisors  and  decide  if  I  want  to  be  full  time 
math  person,  full  time  golf  person  and  full  lime  girl's 
basketball  person  and  can  1  do  a  good  job  at  all  three  at  the 
same  time.  I'm  not  sure  if  I  can  do  that  but  at  this  point,  yes  I 
expect  to  come  back  as  men’s  golf  coach  and  women's 
basketball  coach." 

If  he  is  to  return  next  year  as  women’s  basketball  coach,  he 
will  certainly  have  more  to  look  forward  to  than  he  did  this 
season. 

"It’s  going  to  take  a  lot  of  work  from  the  girls,"  Hauenstein 
said,  "I  feel  I  have  a  good  base  with  Kori  (Konopka)  possibly 
returning  next  year. 

“Also,  hopefully  with  Jessica  (Boyle),  Amy  Janecak  and 
Stacy  Sheridan  coming  back  1  feel  ]  will  have  a  good  nucleus 
to  work  around,  whereas  this  year  it  was  a  total  rebuild.  I’m 
also  hoping  to  get  a  few  gals  from  the  area  schools  interested 
so  possibly  by  next  year  we  can  make  a  drastic  turnaround 
and  maybe  be  above  .500.  I  don’t  feel  it  will  take  long  to 
rebuild."

Hauenstein  said.  "Now 


themselves  and  their  talents 
opposite  that  is  the  basketball  team.  Every  day  I  feel  I  have 
to  teach  them  something  because  they're  at  that  level.  (Most 
of  them  are  freshman.)  It  was  a  totally  different  situation  with 
the  girls  basketball  team  than  it  was  with  the  golf  team.” 

Because  Hauenstein  comes  from  Mt.  Pleasant,  Michigan, 
the  golf  season  was  a  learning  experience  for  him  in  getting 
to  know  the  conference. 

’1  had  no  idea  who  was  in  our  league  and  who  the  strong 
schools  were,”  Hauenstein  said.  "But  after  the  golf  season  I 
knew  what  the  league  was  comprised  of  and  what  schools  are 
traditionally  strong.  I  was  acclimated  to  different  things  and  I 
made  connections.  Rigid  now  I’m  feeling  more  comfortable 
and  knowledgeable  about  the  conference  as  both  the  golf 
season  and  basketball  season  are  almost  past." 

Over  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the 
women’s  basketball  program.  Last  year's  team  went  through 
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Coach  Erich  Hauenstein  has  not  had  the  same 
success  with  basketball  that  he  did  with  golf.

With  30  seconds  left  and  control  of  the  ball,  the  Chaps  set  up 
for  a  potential  winning  basket. 

"I  wanted  the  move  (to  the  basket)  to  be  made  with  about  ten 
seconds  left  so  that  there's  a  possible  shot  and  rebound,"  Klaas 
said.  "Or  so  there's  a  possible  pass  in  the  post-we  were  looking 
for  Julius  (Bunell)— and  what  happened  is  that  they  fouled  us 
immediately." 

Parsons  was  fouled  with  eight  second  left,  however,  bringing 
the  game  down  to  free  throws. 

"I  really  though  that  we  could  either  get  a  good  shot  off  or 
we'd  get  fouled  and  have  free  throws,"  Klaas  said. 

Parsons  connected  on  both  free  throws  and  the  Chaps  fought 
off  one  last  shot  from  Verge  to  win  the  game. 

"I  thought  it  was  a  great  game  for  players,"  Klaas  said.  "It 
was  a  great  game  for  fans.  If  you  can't  get  excited  for  that  kind 
of  game,  it's  pretty  tough  to  get  excited  for  any  game." 

For  Parsons,  this  game  may  have  been  his  best  all  season.  In 
addition  to  scoring  12  points,  he  grabbed  four  rebounds,  had  six 
assists  and  six  steals.  All  despite  a  4-12  shooting  night  from  the 
field. 

"This  team  knows  how  to  win  even  when  a  part  of  their  game 
is  not  there,"  Klaas  said. 

"Our  bench  really  came  through.  And  that's  been  our 
strength  all  year  long,  our  depth. 
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Chaps  muscle  their  way  past  Triton 
with  free  throws  in  the  final  minute

Mitchell 
continued  to  earn  more  points  for  the  lady 
Chaps  by  finishing  first  in  the  200- 
freestyle  and  the  100-butterfly  stroke. 

Hejnicki  gathered  some  first  place 
finishes  by  coming  out  on  top  of  the  50- 
freestyle  and  the  100-freestyle. 

Diver  Sandy 
Monoghan  finished 
first  in  both  the  one 
meter  and  the  three 
meter  diving 
competition. 

Some  other  top 
winners  were:

The  men's  team  was  defeated  by  Lincoln 
55-41  despite  their  impressive  finish  for 
the  meet  earlieT  in  the  week. 

Nonetheless,  Moss  took  two  first  place 
finishes  in  the  50-  and  the  500-freestyle  in 
addition  to  sharing  a  third  first  place  finish 
with  Leppert,  Keune,  and  O'Mara  in  the 
400-freestyle  relay. 

O'Mara  took  first  in  the  1000-freestyle 
and  second  in  the  100-butterfly.  John 
Zamsky  took  second  in  the  50-freestyle 
and  John  Heidenreich  took  first  in  the  200- 
backstroke.  Leppert  took  second  in  the 
200-freestyle. 

Both  teams  now  have  to  go  on  to  a  long 
week  of  practice  and  anticipation  for  the 
upcoming  state  meet. 

"As  I've  said  before,  I  put  this  team 
together  for  the  state  meet,"  coach  A1 
Zamsky  said,  "Going  to  nationals  is  great, 
but  Td  like  us  to  take  the  state  title  first" 
Zamsky  categorizes  community  college 
swim  teams  in  two  ways,  the  "haves"  and 
the  "have  nots",  with  CD  being  one  of  the 
"have  nots." 

"We  don't  offer  scholarships  like  the  top 
teams  at  nationals  do,"  Zamsky  said,  "I 
always  like  to  say  we're  the  best  of  the 
'have  nots.'  Our  kids  go  out  there  and 
compete  because  they  want  to,  not  because 
they  have  a  scholarships." 

The  N4C  has  a  regulation  whcih  does 
not  allow  the  colleges  within  the 
conference  to  offer  scholarships.  Zamsky 
compares  the  "have  not"  competition  of 
the  N4C  to  decide  who's  the  best. 

"At  this  school,  we  have  to  compete  for 
an  athletes  time,”  Zamsky  said,  "Most  of 
the  kids  have  jobs  off-campus,  they  don't 
get  any  special  privileges  just  because 
they're  athletes.” 

Now  that  the  team  is  healthy,  with  the 
exception  of  a  male  diver,  Zamsky  looks  to 
keep  the  team  on  course  with 
concentration  being  kept  on  their  turns, 
their  strokes  and  their  motivation. 

"In  one  week  the  team  is  not  going  to  go 
out  of  shape,  nor  can  they  get  in  shape," 
Zamsky  said.  'When  the  meet  comes,  all 
they  have  to  do  is  go  out  there  and  do  it."

Guard  Keon  Parsons  would  have  been  the 
least  likely  hero  candidate  in  a  big  game  against 
an  even  bigger  and  more  physical  team  like  the 
Triton  Trojans. 

But  last  Saturday  night  Parsons  and  the 


Chaparrals  beat  Triton  at  its  own  game  in 
overcoming  a  14-point  first  half  deficit  with  a 
come-from-behind  78-77  victory  over  Triton 
College. 

Parsons  hit  two  free  throws  with  eight 
seconds  left  to  win  the  game  as  the  Chaps  (20- 


4,  5-2)  overtook  Triton  for  first  place  in  the 
N4C. 

Triton,  who  had  whipped  the  Chaps  by  28 
points  earlier  in  the  season,  fell  to  17-7  overall, 
6-3  in  the  N4C. 

While  the  Chaps  created  many  of  their  wins 
this  season  with  the  fast-break  offense,  the 
defense— and  lately  the  three-point  basket—  this 
was  a  physical  game  determined  by  free  throws 
and  rebounding. 

"We  felt  we  could  take  it  inside  and  either 
score  or  get  fouled,"  said  coach  Don  Klaas, 
describing  his  game  plan. 

The  Chaps  out-rebounded  Triton  50-34  in 
the  game,  and  scored  30  points  in  the  paint  in 
the  second  half.  Triton  scored  18  first  half 
points  from  the  charity  stripe,  27  overall. 

"They're  really  talented,"  Klaas  said.  "I  think 
they  created  a  lot  of  (fouls).  On  some  of  them 
we  were  out  of  position.  But  I  think  most  of 
them  is  because  they're  so  talented  and  quick." 

CD  fell  behind  early  as  Triton  went  on  a  19-4 
run  thanks  to  former  Proviso  West  guard 
Alonzo  Verge.  The  1989  All-State  selection 
scored  nine  consecutive  points  for  Triton  in  that 
period  and  gave  the  Trojans  their  largest  lead  of 
the  game  at  29-15. 

The  Chaps  fought  back,  however,  with  the 
help  of  a  stiff  defense  that  held  Triton  scoreless 
for  the  last  three  minutes  of  the  half. 

Keon  Parsons  (12  points)  scored  a  three-point 
basket  and  Rich  Mercer  (nine  points)  followed 
with  a  bucket  to  cut  the  lead  to  39-38  at 
halftime. 

The  Chaps  raced  to  an  early  second  half  lead 
as  Julius  Burrell  awoke  from  a  one  point  first

Grapplers  qualify 
two  for  nationals 
in  Bismarck,  N.D.

Qualifying  for  the  national 
tournament  and  winning  a  regional 
championship  were  the  goals 
wrestling  coach  A1  Kaltofen  and  his 
team  were  aiming  for  this  season.

The  other  two  wrestlers,  John 
Pearson  and  Rich  Murray,  won  and 
qualified  for  the  national  tournament 
this  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  Bismark, 
N.D. 

Pearson,  who  received  a  bye  in  the 
first  round  of  matches,  qualified  for 
the  national  tournament  with  a  4-2 
victory  over  Lincoln's  John  Goetz  in 
the  second  round-of  matches. 

"Goetz  is  pretty  good  on  his  feet," 
Kaltofen  said.  "John  (Pearson)  took  a 
lot  of  his  offense  away  from  him."

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Light  at  end  of  tunnel 
in  contract  disputes

After  the  mediation  sessions  last  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  CD's  faculty  and  the  board  of 
trustees  are  getting  closer  to  solving  the  once- 
dormant  faculty  contract  negotiations. 

The  next  negotiating  sessions  are  scheduled 
for  March  2  and  3. 

According  to  Phyllis  Goodman,  chairman  of 
the  salary  and  fringe  benefits  committee,  the 
acting  mediator,  Harvey  Nathan,  is  hopeful 
that  the  negotiations  will  be  completed  fairly 
soon. 


"Last  time  the  board  was  at  the 
negotiating  table.  I  think  problems 
arise  when  you  cannot  problem- 
solve  directly  with  the  board. 
Problem  solving  is  not  done  best 
when  outsiders  (board  attorney 
Fred  Litton)  are  involved,"

This  week's  mediation  sessions  went  from 
lp.m.  to  midnight  on  Monday  and  from  1  p.m. 
to  10  p.m.  on  Tuesday. 

Approximately  50  sections  of  the  faculty's 
contract  were  unsolved  before  Nathan  was 
called  to  step  in. 

"When  mediation  ended  Tuesday  night  we 
had  cleared  out  about  half  of  the  sections," 


Goodman  said. 

For  the  most  part,  Goodman  feels  that 
mediation  has  been  pretty  productive. 

"It  was  slow--real  slow,  but  there  was 
finally  some  movement  on  the  board's  side 
Goodman  said. 

As  to  how  long  mediation  will  go,  nobody 
knows,  not  even  Nathan. 

"There  is  no  set  pattern.  Every  mediation  is 
different.  There  are  always  different  parties 
and  negotiating  teams  are  different,"  Nathan 
said.  "How  long  or  short  mediation  is  depends 
on  the  people." 

Nathan  has  been  involved  in  cases  where 
mediation  has  lasted  for  only  one  or  two 
sessions  all  the  way  up  to  many  sessions. 

The  time  two  parties  decide  to  call  in  a 
mediator  also  plays  a  major  role  on  time  it 
takes  to  settle. 

"Some  call  in  a  mediator  when  only  one  or 
two  issues  are  left  to  solve.  In  this  particular 
case  the  parties  had  difficulty  with  the 
language  issues  (smaller  issues)  and  could  not 
get  any  further,"  Nathan  said. 

"I  think  both  of  the  parties  here  are  sincere. 
They  came  to  the  bargaining  table  with  a 
desire  to  reach  an  agreement,"  he  added. 

According  to  Pete  Klassen,  former  chief 
negotiator  for  the  1986  faculty  contract,  this 
year's  negotiations  are  not  typical  of  the  past.

on  contract  negotiations

CD's  faculty  is  not  alone  in  their  somewhat 
heated  contract  negotiations  as  other  area 
community  colleges  have  had  similar 
problems. 

"Typically  the  first  contract  takes  the 
longest  when  it's  being  brought  up  from 
scratch,  and  quite  frankly  the  board  would 
want  to  make  the  contract  a  weak  as  possible 
as  far  a  academic  freedom  all  the  way  through 
seniority.  It's  hard  to  just  reduce  everything  to 
writing,"  Frank  Hodalski,  President  of  Triton's 
faculty  association  said, "I  think  the  board 
wants  to  show  how  tough  it  is  and  the  union 
wants  to  show  how  good  it  is,  which  is 
common." 

H.D.  McAninch  ,  CD  president  doesn't 
necessarily  think  that  this  is  the  case  with  CD's 
negotiations. 

"The  administration's  relationship  with  the 
faculty  may  have  changed  in  that  there  is  a 
national  (IEA)  affiliation  so  that  brings  to  the 
situation  an  outside  organization,"  McAninch 


said,  "but,  I  really  don't  see  that  changing  how 
we're  going  to  work  together  day  to  day." 

Triton  has  been  a  member  of  a  union  since 
1979,  and  has  gone  on  strike  only  once  in 
1985  because  "the  administration  wanted  to 
break  the  union,"  Hodalski  said. 

While  the  morale  of  Triton's  faculty  was 
low  at  the  time  of  the  strike,  Hodalski  claimed 
that  the  strike  brought  the  faculty  back 
together  and  provided  greater  unity. 

Harper  College  has  been  a  member  of  a 
union  for  the  past  12  years  without  any  strike 
on  its  record,  although  according  to  Phillip 
Stewart,  president  of  Harper's  faculty  senate, 
they  came  close. 

"We  did  come  close  a  couple  of  times 
because  of  disagreements  with  the 
administration  over  working  conditions.  When 
we  negotiate  now  we  do  something  called 
limited  negotiation  and  and  as  long  as  progress 
is  being  made,  and  both  sides  are  talking,  this 
is  the  best  way  to  solve  contract  problems,"

Columbia  College  admits  students  without  regard 
to  age,  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  physical  handicap 
and  national  or  ethnic  origin 
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Edgar  praises  CD's  literacy  program

Secretary  of  State  Jim  Edgar 
recently  praised  CD’s 
involvement  in  a  new  literacy 
program  that  the  college  runs  in 
conjunction  with  General  Mills. 

General  Mills  received  a 
grant  of  $10,000  that  is  intended 
to  support  CD  in  a  basic  skills 
program  for  the  workers  that 
includes  those  who  are  not 
fluent  in  English. 

The  program  is  funded 
through  a  new  Secretary  of 
State  grant  that  was  made 
possible  when  Edgar  won 
legislative  approval  for  a  25 
percent  Increase  in  state  literacy 
funding. 

General  Mills  is  among  16 


Illinois  businesses  that  share  a 
total  of  $118,000  in  funds 
through  the  new  grant  program. 

As  Edgar  toured  the  West 
Chicago  plant,  he  showed  his 
approval  of  the  program  that  Is 
designed  to  improve  literacy  in 
the  workplace. 

Increased  productivity,  safety, 
and  decreased  absenteeism  are 
the  expected  outcomes  of  the 
program. 

Edgar,  who  chairs  the  Illinois 
Literacy  Council,  has  for  five 
years  administered  grants  for 
adult  literacy  programs.  This 
year,  92  programs  have  been 
funded,  including  the  program 
with  CD. 

The  program  is  made  possible 
by  the  Basic  Education  Skills 


Training  program  at  CD.  The 
BEST  program  works  with 
many  other  companies  besides 
General  Mills  conducting 
similar  programs. 

A  total  of  59  workers  are 
enrolled  In  the  literacy 
program.  The  program  is 
designed  for  the  worker  who 
needs  basic  reading,  math,  and 
writing  skills.  The  program 
also  offers  a  place  for  the 
worker  who  wishes  to  earn  a 
GED  certificate  or  who  is  a  high 
school  graduate  wanting  to 
brush  up  on  skills  to  enhance 
job  advancement. 

Also  available  is  an  English  as 
a  Second  Language  program  for 
employees  with  an  inadequate 
command  of  the  English 


language. 

Both  programs  are  offered 
through  the  Business  and 
Professional  Institute  at  CD. 

Dolores  Bristol,  ESL  program 
coordinator,  is  enthusiastic 
about  the  success  of  the 
program 

"Things  are  going  very  well, 
we  are  now  talking  to  seven 
different  companies  about 
similar  programs,”  Bristol  said. 

Across  the  country, 
workplace  literacy  has  become  a 
matter  of  great  concern.  And  in 
1990,  the  Year  for  International 
Literacy,  programs  like  the  one 
with  CD  and  General  Mills  are 
meeting  the  challenge.

Stewart  said. 

Triton  had  used  the  same  process  with 
success  and  also  Hodalski  said  that  this  is  the 
best  way  to  do  it. 

"In  limited  negotiation  there  is  a  set  agenda 
that  everyone  follows.  This  is  the  only  way  to 
do  it  because  it's  not  adversarial.” 

Faculty  members  at  CD  are  claiming  to  be 
suffering  from  low  morale  which  carries  over 
into  their  classroom,  and  Stewart  agrees  that 
this  is  a  common  problem. 

"When  the  perception  is  bad  and  things  aren't 
right-it  affects  their  work,"  he  said. 

McAninch  said  that  a  strike  has  not  been 
discussed  in  terms  if  the  school  will  close  or  if 
part-time  substitutes  will  be  brought  in. 

For  now,  McAninch  doesn't  believe  that  the 
faculty  has  reason  to  strike. 

"From  my  perspective  that  faculty  does  not 
have  reason  to  go  on  strike.  I  think  we  are 
making  progress  in  mediation,  and  I  hope  that  it 
will  be  settled,"  McAninch  said.

problem-solve  directly  with  the  board. 
Problem  solving  is  not  done  best  when 
outsiders  (board  attorney  Fred  Lifton)  are 
involved,"  Klassen  said. 

He  also  added  that  during  the  last  faculty 
contract  negotiations,  both  sides  started  with 
similar  issues  and  that  they  were  able  to  solve. 

In  the  1986  negotiations,  both  teams  went  to 
mediation  and  the  contract  was  solved  after 
three  sessions. 

"This  year's  mediator  (Nathan)  has  a 
different  procedure  than  the  one  we  used," 
Klassen  said.  "He  is  taking  more  of  a  role  in 
being  fully  informed,  whereas  the  last 
mediator  tried  to  facilitate  communication.” 

The  faculty  and  the  board  do  not  get  paid 
for  the  time  they  spend  negotiating  a  contract. 

One  issue  that  troubles  Goodman  deals  with 
the  faculty  giving  input  to  the  board  regarding 
what  goes  on  with  CD. 

'The  board  doesn't  want  the  faculty 
expertise  and  input  on  issues  concerning  the 
school.  They  feel  that  they  don't  need  it," 
Goodman  said. 

Wes  Fritz,  member  of  the  board's 
negotiating  team,  said  there  is  no  way  to  tell  if 
Nathan's  idea  of  resolving  the  contract  fairly 
soon,  will  come  true  or  not. 

"The  teams  are  a  lot  closer  to  solving  the 
contract  than  when  I  first  came  in.  There  is  a 
sense  of  accomplishment  on  both  sides," 
Nathan  said. 

'We  can  hope.  There  are  many  hills  and 
valleys  when  it  comes  to  negotiating,"  Fritz 
said.  "He  (Nathan)  is  very  good  at  what  he 
does." 

Nathan  denies  having  much  to  do  with  the 
progress  that  the  board  and  the  faculty  have 
made. 

"I  didn't  do  much,"  Nathan  said,  "It's  like 
baking  a  cake.  If  you  leave  out  only  one 
ingredient  the  cake  tastes  terrible.  It's  still  the 
same  cake.  I  act  as  a  catalyst."

CD  students  given  the  opportunity 
to  learn  more  than  acedemic  skills 


At  CD  receiving  an  education  does  not  only 
mean  focusing  on  classwork,  homework  and 
studying. 

It  also  means  learning  more  about  ourselves  and 
better  ways  to  deal  with  everyday  aspects  of  life. 

Some  learn  to  think  with  accuracy  and 
quickness,  which  may  come  useful  when  trying  to 
get  to  that  special  parking  place  ahead  of 
everyone  else.  Others  learn  how  to  play  pool  or 
"hacky  sack." 

On  Feb.  27,  some  may  even  learn  how  to  be  a 
better  person.  CD's  Student  Government  is  to  be 
commended  for  its  efforts  to  educate  all  of  us 
about  problems  facing  the  disabled. 

It  is  easy  to  overlook  those  who  are  less  able  to 
do  the  things  we  too  often  take  for  granted,  but  it 
is  much  more  rewarding  to  understand  them  and 
their  needs. 

Helping  someone  can  be  very  easy.  All  that 
may  be  required  of  you  is  a  few  moments  of  your 
time  and  a  little  compassion. 

How  hard  can  it  be  to  open  a  door  for  someone  in 
a  wheelchair  or  read  a  sign  for  someone  who  is 
blind? 

CD's  disabled  students  merit  a  great  deal  of 
admiration.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  they  can 
get  through  each  day  with  their  disabilities. 


These  are  people  who  are  attempting  to  better 
themselves  and  create  a  bigger  independence  in 
their  lives. 

Hopefully,  D.A.D.  will  enable  many  to  have  a 
more  open  view  about  the  disabled.  One  of  the 
goals  of  this  day  is  to  eradicate  many  of  the 
stereotypes  that  plague  our  perceptions  of  the 
disabled. 

For  instance,  many  people  feel  the  need  to  talk 
louder  to  a  blind  person.  D.A.D.  may  help  many 
become  more  comfortable  with  the  disabled. 

This  day  may  bring  a  higher  understanding  to 
many  of  us  because  we  will  learn  to  empathize 
with  their  disabilities  rather  than  pity  them. 

A  blind  CD  student  was  once  told  by  another 
student  that  if  he  should  ever  become  blind  or 
deaf  he  would  kill  himself.  The  blind  woman  was 
very  offended  by  this  comment  because  she  is 
happy  witlTher  life  and  she  would  never  consider 
ending  it  for  such  a  reason. 

If  you  would  like  to  take  a  break  from  the 
classwork,  the  homework  or  the  studying,  but 
would  still  like  to  learn  something  on  Feb.  27, 
show  up  for  D.A.D.  and  perhaps  lose  some  of  the 
misconceptions  that  seem  to  shadow  people’s 
views  of  the  disabled.

SG  president  requests  'excuse'  for  lengthy  negotiations

The  bottom  line; 
seat  belts  work! 

On  April  31  of  last  year  a  station  wagon 
drifted  into  an  embankment  on  Highway  57. 
flipped  over,  and  careened  into  a  concrete 
abutment,  killing  five  of  the  seven  people  on 
board.  Three  of  the  five  killed  were  children, 
die  oldest  of  whom  was  six. 

The  driver  of  the  car  was  a  part-time 
teacher  of  handicapped  children;  he  died 
instantly.  His  wife,  a  front  seat  passenger,  was 
a  nurse;  also  killed  instantly.  Richard,  one  of 
the  children,  was  a  boy  scout.  The  two  other 
children,  girls,  were  involved  in  the  church 
choir.  I  bet  they  were  good  too.  The  mother  of 
the  two  girls  was  behind  the  station  wagon 
following  in  her  car;  she  saw  the  whole 
accident.  The  caravan  was  returning  home 
from  church.  None  of  the  passengers  in  the 
wagon  were  wearing  seat  belts. 

Every  year  over  46.000  people  in  the 
United  Stales  die  in  automobile  accidents. 
Although  drugs  and  alcohol  played  no  part  in 
this  tragedy  they  do  play  a  role  in  between  50 
and  60  percent  of  them.  Another  major 
contributor  to  this  carnage  on  the  roads,  is  the 
lack  of  seat  belt  use. 

While  accidents  involving  alcohol  have 
been  on  the  decline  recently,  alcohol  remains 
inseparable  from  death  and  destruction  on  the 
roads  of  America.  The  national  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  credit  the  decline  to  three 
factors;  increased  public  awareness, 
enactment  and  enforcement  of  more  stringent 
laws,  and  laws  that  Taised  the  legal  drinking 
age  to  21. 

The  CDC  notes  that  victims  of  accidents  in 
1987  were  robbed  of  more  than  780,000  years 
of  "potential  life,"  given  they  would  have 
lived  to  age  65.  Imagine  what  the  possibilities 
would  be  for  an  extra  780,000  years  of  human 
development  A  cure  for  cancer,  or  AIDS,  or 
leukemia?  In  1903,  the  Wright  brothers  were 
flying  kites  on  North  Carolina  beaches. 
Today,  87  short  years  later,  the  wing  span  of  a 
Boeing  747  extends  further  than  the  Wright's 
historic  first  flight  780,000  years,  wasted! 

Aside  from  the  already  high  emotional 
price  payed  by  victims  and  their  families,  the 
financial  costs  are  equally  high. 

Costs,  both  emotional  and  financial,  are 
lower  for  people  who  are  involved  in  an 
accident  wearing  a  seat-belt.  The  American 
Medical  Association  estimates  that  over 
1,000  "severe  and  fatal  highway  injuries”  are 
prevented  every  year  in  Illinois  alone  by 
mandatory  seat-belt  use.  Thirty-two  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  have  mandatory  seat¬ 
belt  laws. 

Medical  bills,  in  1988,  for  the  average 
belted  accident  victim  were  $534,  as  opposed 
to  $1,583  for  non -belted  victims,  according  to 
the  AMA.  The  implication  of  these  figures 
involves  more  than  simple  economics.  The 
more  your  insurance  company  has  to  pay  out 
in  high  claims  made  by  people  injured  while 
not  wearing  seat-belts,  the  higher  your 
premiums  are. 

The  bottom  line  is;  seat-belts  work: 
They  save  more  than  lives;  they  are 
economical.  The  likelihood  of  dying  in  an 
accident  if  you  are  not  wearing  a  seat  belt  is 
about  five  times  greater  than  if  you  are 
wearing  one.  People  who  don’t  wear  seat- 
belts  are  still  in  a  regressive,  rebellious 
adolescent  stage,  and  really  should  stop 
costing  us  (seat -belt  wearers)  money. 

Progress  is  being  made,  however. 
According  to  Transportation  Department 
Figures  "the  percent  of  people  using  seat-belts 
has  almost  quadrupled  in  the  last  five  years." 
Unfortunately,  still  fewer  than  half  of 
American  drivers  buckle-up. 

A  proposal  to  improve  the  United  States 
trade  imbalance,  and  at  the  same  time  solve 
the  rest  of  the  world's  overpopulation 
problem:  Send  'em  cars! 


Dear  Editor: 

I  write  this  at  the  request  of  the  student  body 
board  of  directors,  who  have  been  speaking 
with  you  as  to  your  feeling  on  the  issue  of 
faculty  contract  negotiations  and  the  board  of 
trustees. 

What  we  have  found  is  that  none  of  you 
know  both  sides  of  the  issue.  That’s  not  really 
surprising  when  you  consider  that  the  board 
has  not  yet  made  any  public  explanation  of  the 
reasons  for  their  apparent  lack  of  progress  on 
the  issue. 

In  SG,  the  group  that  is  the  "voice  of  the 
students,"  we  can  only  guess  at  the  board's 
motives. 

Sometimes  after  repeatedly  hearing  one  side 
of  the  story,  one  will  naturally  adopt  that 
opinion  as  fact.  As  responsible  leaders  we  in 
SG  cannot  do  that. 

We  would  like  to  strongly  support  the 
faculty  in  their  efforts  to  gain  a  contract  that  is 
fair  and  equitable.  Certainly  that  is  not  too 
much  to  ask  for  a  faculty  that  is  as  professional 


and  dedicated  as  ours,  but  we  have  restrained 
ourselves  to  hear  the  board’s  side.  Maybe 
there  is  a  reasonable  explanation;  perhaps 
something  important  that  is  easy  to  overlook. 

In  December  I  read  a  statement  at  the  board 
of  trustees  meeting  calling  for  "...both  parties 
in  this  negotiation  to  re-affirm  their 
committment  to  the  rapid  conclusion  and 
settlement  of  the  faculty  contract,  and  that  in 
keeping  the  best  interests  of  the  students  body 
in  mind,  substantial  concessions  by  both 
parties  are  appropriate  and  necessary  to  further 
the  educational  goals  of  our  college." 

I  also  called  for  the  negotiations  to  be 
completed  by  the  January  board  of  trustees 
meeting  so  faculty  memlaers  could  concentrate 
their  full  efforts  on  instruction  rather  than 
having  to  work  on  negotiations  during  the 
Winter  Quarter.  Well,  here  we  are,  as  close  to 
the  beginning  of  Spring  Quarter  as  the 
beginning  of  Winter  Quarter,  and  still  there  has 
been  no  progress.  Where  is  the  board's 
statement  or  explanation? 


The  student  body  has  waited  long  enough 
for  progress.  Now  the  possibility  of 
interrupted  service  is  becoming  more  factual 
than  theory. 

Students  cannot  allow  those  who  are  elected 
to  preserve  their  best  interests  disregard  them. 
The  time  for  board  action  is  NOW.  The  time 
for  student  action  is  drawing  close. 

I  appeal  to  the  board  of  trustee  Chairman 
Robert  Kelly  and  to  CD  President  H.D. 
McAninch  to  respond  to  this  letter  with  the 
reasons  for  the  lack  of  progress,  and  to  tell  us 
why  interrupted  service  to  students  is  rapidly 
becoming  a  reality. 

Please  do  not  wait  too  long  to  respond. 
Time  is  something  that  you  are  quickly 
running  out  of.

Another  issue  of  the  "Prairie  Light 
Review"  has  been  successfully 
published  with  the  intent  of 
"romanticizing  the  plight  of  the 
people  of  today." 

According  to  Meg  Kindelin,  editor 
of  the  PLR,  the  purpose  of  the 
magazine  is  to  "yank  the  creativity 
out  of  people,  if  you  pardon  the 
expression." 

The  group  that  makes  up  the  PLR 
staff  is  comprised  of  ten  students, 
four  of  whom  are  editors.  Currently, 
the  fall/winter  edition  of  the 
magazine  is  available  to  everyone. 

”1  think  that  it  is  an  excellent 
issue,"  Bill  Leppert,  professor  of 
English  and  adviser  to  the  PLR, 
said. 

He  added  that  "it  (the  PLR) 
represents  the  writing  that  has  come 
from  the  college  community  who 
•submitted  a  great  deal  of  very  rich 
material." 

Kindelin  noted  that  selecting  the 
pieces  of  work  that  actually  were 
published  was  not  an  easy  task. 
About  600  pieces  were  submitted 
which  included  poems,  prose, 
photography  and  artwork. 

’It  is  hard  to  judge  every  piece  of

College  president  will  be  seen  wheeling  through  the  hallways  of  CD

In  an  effort  to  help  the  college  community 
understand  the  needs  of  the  disabled.  Student 
Government  will  be  sponsoring  a  Disability 
Awareness  Day  on  Feb.  27. 

A  brunch  will  be  held  at  10  a.m.  in  SRC 
1024a  followed  by  a  presentation  by  SG  that  is 
open  to  the  public. 

According  to  the  coordinator  of  D-A.D.  and 
SG  representative.  Shakil  S  attar,  the  purpose 
of  the  day’s  events  are  geared  towards 
increasing  awareness  about  the  needs  of  the 
disabled. 

Part  of  the  focus  of  the  day  is  to  allow 
administrators,  legislators  and  everyone  at  the 
college  to  participate  by  allowing  them  to 
"adopt”  a  disability,  Saaar  noted. 

"I  encourage  everyone  to  come  to  learn 
something  about  the  disabled  and  then  go  out 
and  tell  others,"  he  said. 

College  President  H.  D.  McAninch  will  also 
be  participating  in  D.A.D.  by  "adopting"  a 
wheelchair.  He  will  also  be  speaking  to  those 
who  attend 

McAninch  believes  that  it  is  important  for 
everyone  to  be  conscious  to  the  needs  of  the 
disabled. 

"I  think  that  it  is  very  important  that 


administrators,  faculty  and  all  of  us  who  work 
here  are  aware  of  the  problems  that  disabled 
students  face,"  McAninch  said.  'This  is  one 
way  that  I  can  become  aware  of  those 
problems  and  maybe  by  example  make  others 
aware  of  them." 

McAninch  is  pleased  with  the  efforts  of  the 
college  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  disabled.

Bill  Chance  is  the  student  representative  to 
CD's  Accessibility  Committee,  which  focuses 
on  meeting  the  needs  of  the  disabled  at  the 
college.

David  Eldridge,  associate  professor  of 
geography,  will  be  a  speaker  at  D.A.D.  and 
believes  that  people  need  to  be  educated  about 
the  disabled. 

"It  is  not  uncommon  for  some  people  to 


community  to  the  needs  of  the  disabled. 

"It  is  a  pretty  good  college  as  far  as 
accessibility,  most  of  the  teachers  are 
cooperative  and  the  students  are  all  very  nice," 
Chance  said. 

However,  Chance  noted  that  there  are  still 
some  problems  present  at  the  college.  He 
would  like  to  see  more  electric  doors  that  are 
easy  to  access  by  the  disabled  in  the  IC 
Building. 


Val  Burke,  coordinator  of  Health  and 
Special  Services,  noted  the  importance  of 
increasing  our  awareness  towards  the  disabled. 

"Our  (CD's)  disabled  students  have  always 
been  such  an  important  part  of  the  student 
body  and  if  one  of  them  tells  you  that  they  are 
handicapped  listen  to  them,"  Burke  said. 

A  legally  blind  (she  has  very  low  vision)  CD 
student,  Heidi  Harder,  hopes  that  some  of  the 
administrators  at  the  college  will  be  more  in 
tune  with  some  of  the  problems  that  she  faces 
after  participating  in  D.A.D. 

"In  the  Learning  Resource  Center,  I  have 
problems  reading  the  computer  screens  and  the 
signs  that  tell  what  section  you  are  in  when 
looking  for  a  book,"  Harder  said. 

Harder  also  added  that  she  is  unhappy  with 
the  policy  that  the  LRC  has  about  reference 
materials  that  cannot  be  checked  out,  therefore, 
not  allowing  her  to  bring  them  over  to  the 
Health  Services  where  they  have  a  magnifying 
machine  which  allows  her  to  read  them. 

Burke  noted  that  there  has  been  a  request 
made  for  anyone  who  is  interested  to  volunteer 
to  help  disabled  students  in  the  LRC  to  come 
to  her  office,  which  may  help  to  alleviate  the 
difficulties  that  some  of  these  students  face.

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College  Bowl  team  finishes  on  top

On  Feb.  9,  a  team  from  CD  met  14  teams 
from  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan  and  Wisconsin 
for  this  year's  College  Bowl  competition,  and 
came  away  victorious. 

The  1990  meet  was  held  at  Lake  County 
Community  College,  home  of  last  year's 
champions. 

The  successful  five-student  team  consisted 
of  Robert  Dieter,  Colleen  Milovic,  Curt  Steger, 
Tim  White,  and  captain  Mike  Stajduhar. 

"We  got  what  we  deserved,"  Stajduhar  said, 
after  CD's  victory. 

The  team  members  were  picked  after 
applications  were  given  out  in  front  of  the  SRC 
last  fall.  To  be  a  member,  a  student  had  to  be 
enrolled  in  at  least  11  hours  and  be  in  good 
academic  standing. 

"We  try  to  invite  members  to  practice 
sessions  to  see  how  they  react,"  Joe  Comeau, 
director  of  recreation  and  alumni  affairs,  said. 
"Just  because  you're  a  4.0  student  does  not 
mean  you  can  play  the  game.  You  must  also  be 
able  to  recall  information  quickly." 

After  the  team  was  picked,  members  were 
coached  on  rules  and  coaching  philosophy. 

The  competition  at  Lake  County  picked  up 
in  round  two  when  CD  beat  Rend  Lake 
Community  College  170-165  after  winning  a 
protest. 

"Every  year  we  have  had  a  protest  and  won," 
Comeau  said. 

The  third  round  ended  in  a  victory  for  CD 
over  Waubonsee  Community  College,  220-210, 
when  CD  correctly  answered  the  sudden-  death 
tie-breaker  question. 

CD  advanced  to  the  finals  at  the  end  of 
round  four  by  beating  McHenry  Community 
College  220-185. 

Comeau  said  that  the  key  matches  were 
Rend  Lake,  and  the  first  Waubonsee  match,  and 
that  CD's  team  got  stronger  with  each  game 
they  played.

Waubonsee  led  off  with  a  230-135  victory  over 
CD.  However,  CD  took  the  trophy  after 
slaughtering  Waubonsee  in  the  second  round, 
210-85. 

"Waubonsee  was  tough,  but  we  beat  them 
two  out  of  three,  they  were  a  worthy 
opponent,"  Stajduhar  said. 

Donna  Cline  from  the  Alumni  Association, 
presented  the  team  with  the  traveling  trophy. 

"The  competition  was  very  successful," 
Coach  Chuck  Ellenbaum  said.  "The  five 
people  came  together  well  and  the  alternate 
played  a  lot  too." 

Questions  for  the  College  Bowl  competition 
are  produced  by  the  College  Bowl  Company 
Inc.,  located  in  Los  Angeles. 

"The  questions  cover  the  whole  academic 
realm,"  Comeau  said.  "They  cover  current 
events,  math,  biology,  history,  humanities, 
sports,  entertainment  and  more." 

Last  year  CD  hosted  the  regional  meet  and 
the  national  meet.  This  year  on  March  2  and  3 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  Whitewater,  will 
host  the  regional  College  Bowl  tournament. 

"We  came  in  confident,  but  not  over¬ 
confident,"  Stajduhar  said.  "We  plan  to  bring 
home  the  trophy  from  Whitewater." 

If  CD  does  succeed  in  the  regional 
tournament  they  will  travel  to  the  University  of 
Minnesota  for  the  national  tournament,  to  be 
held  on  April  27-29. 


According  to  Comeau  the  goal  of  the  team  is 
to  meet  the  two  matches  in  the  regionals,  or  to 
exceed  it. 

Future  plans  for  CD's  College  Bowl  team 
include  competing  against  four-year 
universities  such  as  the  University  of  Illinois, 
the  University  of  Chicago,  Northwestern 
University  and  Wisconsin  schools. 

"In  1991  or  1992  we  hope  to  have  a  national 
program,"  Comeau  said. 

Stajduhar  believes  that  the  competition 
offered  a  lot  of  "high  caliber  competition,  and 


that  victory  was  achieved  because  of  all  of  the 
dedication  and  effort  put  in  by  team  members." 

"The  team  rose  to  the  occasion,"  Stajduhar 
added. 

Comeau  was  surprised  at  the  outcome  of  the 
competition. 

"Chuck  (Ellenbaum)  and  I  were  very 
surprised.  We  never  saw  the  team  perform  as  a 
team  until  that  day,"  Comeau  said.  "Team 
cohesiveness  really  came  together.  We 
improved  with  each  match  and  we  feel 
confident  going  into  our  next  match."

This  seems  to  be  the  case,  until 
Cochran  stops  by  the  house  of  an  old 
friend,  Tiburon  (Anthony  Quinn). 

Tiburon  is  a  very  wealthy  and 
ruthless  power  broker  who  is  indebted 
to  Cochran  for  saving  his  life  on  a 
hunting  “trip: - 

Cochran  soon  falls  in  love  with 
Tiburon's  wife  Miryea  (Madeleine 
Stowe)  and  can  no  longer  subdue  his 
feelings  and  passions  despite  her 
marriage  to  his  good  friend. 

Tiburon  finds  out  about  the  affair 
when  he  bugs  his  wife's  call  to  a 
relative. 

When  Tiburon  goes  to  Cochran's 
cottage,  he  finds  him  with  his  wife. 

Tiburon's  men  leave  Cochran  for 
dead  and  Miryea's  punishment  is  that 
she  must  now  become  a  prostitute  in  a 
Mexican  whorehouse. 

Cochran  recovery  is  aided  by  some 
poor  farmers,  and  with  some  special 
attention  from  a  very  old  mystical 
woman,  he  soon  gets  well. 


Francis  Bacon  once  stated  that  "In 
taking  revenge,  a  man  is  but  even  with 
his  enemy,  but  in  passing  it  over,  he  is 
superior."  Not  so  with  Cochran.  He  is 
determined  to  seek  "Revenge"  and  find 
his  lost  love,  Miryea. 

"Revenge"  is  a  well-made  movie  that 
keeps-you  interested  the  entire  124 
minutes.  The  movie  has  a  heart  and 
pulls  you  in,  not  only  in  the  hot 
passionate  love  scenes,  but  in 
everything  else  that  is  going  on. 

Every  character  in  "Revenge”  is 
unique  and  adds  to  a  moving, 
suspenseful  drama,  as  well  as  giving  a 
real-life  feel  to  the  movie.

Cuisines  from  around  the  world  are  being  featured  in  a  series  of 
luncheon  and  dinner  buffets  this  quarter.  The  luncheons  are  held  on 
Fridays  in  SRC  1024,  at  11:30  a.m.,  with  the  dinners  at  7:30  p.m.  on 
Thursday  evenings  in  SRC  1030. 

Hosted  by  CD  s  Hospitality  Administration  and  prepared  by 
students  from  the  foodservice  administration  classes,  the 
International  Buffets  program  has  been  a  popular  feature  at  CD  for 
12  years,  according  to  George  Macht,  coordinator  of  foodservice 
administration. 

"It's  become  very  popular  in  the  community,"  Macht  said.  "We 
have  certain  groups  of  ladies  that  enjoy  coming  to  each  one." 

The  buffets  give  students  the  chance  to  practice  the  skills  they 
learn  in  the  classroom  in  a  real-life  setting. 

"The  students  research  the  recipes  in  different  regions  of  the 
world,  Macht  said.  Each  student  does  a  report  on  the  cuisine  of  a 
particular  region,  and  we  build  that  into  the  cooking  process."

Students  handle  all  aspects  of  the  buffet,  gaining  experience  to  aid 
them  in  their  careers. 

"They  rotate  through  and  they'll  work  in  service  one  week,  and  in 
prep  another  week,"  Macht  said.  "They  may  work  as  a  buffet  server 
or  attendant;  they  begin  to  become  more  comfortable  with  the 
public." 

The  buffet  program  offers  students  real-life  benefits  that  would  be 
difficult  to  duplicate  in  a  classroom  setting,  according  to  Macht. 

"They  develop  their  cooking  skills,  and  they're  able  to  begin  to 
make  judgements  about  what  works  well,  in  regards  to  color, 
textures,  or  contrasting  arrangements,"  he  said.  "They  begin  to  learn 
timing,  so  when  they're  doing  scheduling  down  the  road,  they'll 
understand  how  long  it  really  does  take  to  make  the  dishes. 

We  introduce  them  to  new  food  products  which  they'll  encounter 
when  they  get  out  into  the  industry  after  they  graduate." 

Macht  also  feels  that  the  program  helps  the  college  and  the 
community  in  general. 

"The  community  has  an  opportunity  to  see  what's  going  on  in  the 
college,  and  in  our  hospitality  programs,"  he  said. 

"We  provide  a  service  to  the  community,"  Macht  said,  "and  at  the 
same  time  it's  a  great  learning  experience  for  the  students." 

Macht  encourages  anyone  interested  in  attending  one  of  the  buffets 
to  purchase  tickets  early,  as  seating  is  limited  to  80  at  lunch  and  40  at 
dinner. 

"We're  selling  out  real  early,"  he  said.  "We  suggest  that  people 
wanting  to  buy  tickets  don't  procrastinate." 


Students  offered  new  place  to  study 

For  the  first  time,  Costa  Rica  the  site  for  summer  program

Students  at  CD  have  always  been  offered  a 
wide  variety  of  opportunities  to  study  abroad. 
This  year,  for  the  first  time,  students  will  be 
offered  the  chance  to  spend  the  Summer 
Quarter  studying  in  Costa  Rica. 

The  program  is  designed  to  give  participants 
an  opportunity  to  study  Spanish  as  well  as  the 
Latin  American  culture.  Students  will  be  able 
to  select  courses  in  the  fields  of  English,  art, 
political  science,  international  tourism,  tourism 
in  contemporary  society,  hotel  management, 
tour  escorting,  international  relations, 
photography,  Latin  American  history,  and 
economics.  Courses  will  be  taught  by  CD 
faculty,  and  students  may  receive  up  to  20 
credit  hours. 

David  Sam,  coordinator  of  international 
studies  at  CD  feels  the  program  offers  a 
valuable  experience  to  participants. 

"Besides  picking  up  proficiency  in  Spanish," 
Sam  said,  "students  are  exposed  to  a  foreign 
culture,  and  this  gives  them  a  chance  to  view 


the  U.S.  from  an  outside  perspective.  Students 
will  leant  about  the  U.S.  as  well  as  about  Latin 
America." 

According  to  Sam,  Costa  Rica  was  chosen 
for  a  number  of  reasons.  One  of  the  major 
reasons  is  the  presence  of  Guillermo  Barquero 
Chancon,  an  exchange  scholar  at  CD  under  the 
Fulbright  Scholar  Program.  Barquero  is  an 
assistant  to  the  vice-president  of  Costa  Rica, 
and  he  serves  as  a  valuable  contact  for  the 
program  at  CD. 

Sam'  feels  Costa  Rica  is  ideal  "because  the 
country  has  a  long  history  of  democracy  in 
Central  and  South  America.  The  people  are 
warm  and  friendly,  and  Latin  America  is  very 
important  to  the  U.S." 

Teresa  Blair,  a  Spanish  professor  at  CD, 
expressed  interest  in  having  a  study-abroad 
program  in  a  Spanish-speaking  country.  She 
brought  the  idea  to  the  international  studies 
department,  and  the  program  was  established. 

Sam  is  confident  that  the  program  will  be 
successful. 


"We  hope  that  students  will  want  to 
accelerate  their  proficiency  in  Spanish  and 
their  knowledge  of  Latin  America,"  he  said.

Because  Barquero  is  a  government  official 
in  Costa  Rica,  CD  had  a  good  contact  to  begin 
the  program.

According  to  Sam,  the  ideal  number  of 
students  for  the  program  is  about  45  to  60, 
providing  a  student-faculty  ratio  of  15:1. 

All  CD  students  in  good  standing,  as  well  as 
similar  students  at  any  other  American  college 
or  university,  students  who  will  enter  college 
in  1990-91,  college  graduates,  teachers,  and 


members  of  the  community  at  large  are 
eligible  to  participate. 

Participants  in  the  program  will  live  with 
pre-screened  Costa  Rican  families  or  in 
dormitories. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  program,  which 
will  include  round-trip  airfare,  room  and 
board,  and  weekend  excursions,  is  about 
$2,200  to  $2,300. 

The  timetable  for  the  program  is  Summer 
Quarter  1990,  from  June  18  to  August  12. 

Costa  Rica  offers  hundreds  of  miles  of  sand 
beaches  on  the  Caribbean  and  the  Pacific. 
Sites  of  interest  include  the  old  capital  city  of 
Cartago,  the  gardens  of  Lancaster,  national 
parks,  the  volcanoes  of  Irazu  and  Poas,  the 
Reventazon  River  for  rafting,  many  chances  to 
observe  sea  life,  and  cities  such  as  Santa  Ana 
and  Limon.

Music  Review: 

Ex-Clashman  Strummer's 
'Earthquake  Weather' 
gives  no  great  shakes

Every  now  and  then,  "Rolling  Stone"  (the 
periodical)  gets  something  right.  They  deserve 
my  applause  for  naming  the  Clash's  "London 
Calling"  the  best  album  of  the  past  decade. 

I  thought  they'd  give  it  to  Mr.  Brucie,  but 
they  kissed  his  royal  butt  by  putting  four  of  his 
albums  in  the  top  100.  The  Clash  even  beat 
out  "The  Joshue  Tree,"  and  you  know  how 
they'll  do  anything  to  bow  to  the  great  god 
Bono  to  get  those  exclusive  interviews. 

It's  my  guess  that  "London  Calling" 
probably  got  the  nod  to  up  "Rolling  Stone's" 
"hip  quotient"  and  to  avoid  accusations  of 
yuppie-pandering . 

Of  course,  there  are  better  reasons  why  the 
Clash  should've  captured  the  flag.  You'd  be 
hard  pressed  to  fmd  a  stronger  two-record  set 
in  the  history  of  rock  than  "London  Calling." 

The  band  mixed  great  songwriting  with  the 
exploration  of  any  music  genre  they  could 
come  up  with,  as  they  blasted  through  the 
barriers  of  punk,  rock,  pop,  reggae,  ska,  funk, 
surf-spy,  whatever  "Jimmy  Jazz”  was,  and 
fused  a  few  together  that  no  one  has  come  up 
with  names  for  yet. 

When  f  first  heard  "London  Calling,"  the 
potency  of  the  music  didn't  hit  me.  It  took 
repeated  listenings  to  appreciate  it. 

Ex-Clashman  Joe  Strummer's  first  proper 
solo  outing,  "Earthquake  Weather,"  has  been 
on  the  racks  for  weeks.  I've  been  holding  off 
writing  about  it,  hoping  that  I  could  get  a  grasp 
of  its  worthiness.  Well,  unless  I  become 
enlightened  in  the  next  few  minutes,  let  it  go 
down  on  record  that  "Earthquake  Weather"  is 
rather  weak. 

It's  hard  to  point  out  exactly  where 
"Earthquake  Weather"  loses  gas.  Part  of  the 


reason  is  that  the  production  is  unfocused,  not 
giving  S  trammer  the  boost  he  needs  with  the 
already  mediocre  material  he  has  to  work  with. 
Anyone  with  a  short  attention  span  is  going  to 
start  tuning  out.  These  songs  need  to  be 
recorded  in  a  certain  style  to  pull  the  listener  in 
and  keep  him  glued  to  his  boom  box. 

Things  start  off  swell  enough  with 
"Gangsterville."  The  song  puts  together  tin 
drums  and  ripping  guitar  that  do  this  circus 
march  riff.  Between  each  chorus  and  the 
following  verse,  there's  this  awkward  pregnant 
pause,  practically  throwing  the  drummer  off¬ 
beat  and  annoying  we,  the  listeners.  It's  as  if 
part  of  the  song  was  edited  out,  or  if  he  forgot 
to  write  a  bridge. 

"Leopardskin  Limousines"  and  some  other 
acoustic  numbers  are  the  only  uncharted 
territory  that  Strummer  allows  himself  to 
explore,  and  he  doesn't  exactly  conquer  and 
stake  his  claim,  if  ya  know  what  I  mean.  At 
least  it's  rather  refreshing  change  of  pace  from 
Clash-like  moves,  such  as  the  token  reggae 
cover,  "Ride  Your  Donkey." 

This,  by  no  means,  is  without  its  interesting 
moments.  I  would  rather  listen  to  this  than  the 
past  several  efforts  of  his  ex-Clashmale  Mick 
Jones'  Big  Audio  Dynamite. 

Joe  Strummer  has  been  out  of  action  so 
long,  minus  some  movie  soundtracks  (not  to 
mention  two-bit  film  roles),  he  can  hardly  be 
blamed  for  being  a  little  stale.  Maybe  next 
time  out  he  can  regain  the  confidence  he  had 
when  he  and  Jones  were  the 
Lennon/McCartney  of  punk  and  the  Clash  was 
the  only  band  that  mattered  in  the  world.

Mr.  Meyers  began  in  1981,  and  has  been  a  favorite  dance 
band  in  clubs  and  on  campuses  throughout  the  Midwest;  they 
continue  to  set  new  attendance  records  wherever  they  play. 

The  dynamic  sound  of  Mr.  Meyers  stems  from  band  leader 
Tom  Donnelly's  use  of  authentic  steel  drums.  All  members  of 
the  band  have  strong  backgrounds  in  jazz,  classical,  and  rock 
music.  The  band  features  "wailing  sax,  searing  rock  guitar, 
colorful  steel  drums,  and  powerful  percussion." 

The  band,  which  has  produced  two  EP's  and  one  full  album, 
"Go  the  Distance,"  is  heard  on  radio  stations  throughout  the 
Midwest,  and  frequents  the  airwaves  of  Chicago's  own  WXRT.

Finishing  up  the  season  strong  is  what  the  lady 
Chaps  and  coach  Erich  Hauenstein  are  trying  to 
accomplish,  and  as  they  continued  conference 
play  last  week,  they  tried  to  attain  that  goal. 

Even  though  they  are  much  improved  from  the 
start  of  the  season,  CD  still  cannot  hold  leads  and 
match  the  talent  of  their  counterparts  in  the  N4C. 
Case  in  point  was  last  week  at  Harper. 

The  lady  Chaps  started  off  well  against  the  first 
place  lady  Hawks,  who  are  9-1  in  the  N4C. 
They  took  a  six-point  lead  to  the  half  and 
continued  the  momentum  in  the  second  half  by 
building  a  ten-point  lead.  But  with  the  snap  of  a 
finger,  it  disappeared. 

Amy  Koziel,  Harper's  leading  scorer,  buried 
three  three-point  baskets  and  set  up  another  score 
to  bring  them  back.  From  that  point  on  it  was  all 
Harper  as  they  defeated  the  lady  Chaps  63-49. 

"We  knew  about  Aniy  (Koziel)  and  we  tried  to 
get  out  on  her,"  Hauenstein  said.  "But  we  just 
didn't  have  anybody  that  could  match  up  with  her. 

"When  they  heated  up  we  just  couldn't  stay 
with  them  in  the  second  half,  so  that  was 
disappointing.  I  mean,  it  was  tough  to  be  up  on  a 
team  like  that  and  just  lose  it." 

Kori  Konopka  led  the  lady  Chaps  with  16 
points. 

CD  then  took  to  the  road  again  to  play  Joliet 
where  they  were  without  Hauenstein,  due  to  an 


emergency.  Assistant  Coach  Chris  Nelson  took 
over  the  squad. 

CD  played  well  against  the  N4C  cellar 
dwellers  and  won  easily,  56-46.  But  the  story 
that  night  was  point  guard  Jessica  Boyle,  using 
her  speed  and  quickness  to  take  off  down  court 
early  and  receive  some  long  passes  for  layups. 

The  lady  Chaps  built  a  16-point  lead  in  the 
second  half,  enabling  Nelson  to  empty  the  deep 
end  of  her  bench.  Boyle  finished  with  a  season 
high  32  points  while  Konopka  added  14. 

Aside  from  their  problems  on  the  court,  the 
injury  bug  has  also  hindered  the  play  of  the  lady 
Chaps.  Almost  nonexistent  through  the  first  half 
of  the  season,  injuries  have  now  begun  to  take 
their  toll. 

"We're  injured  right  now,"  Hauenstein  said. 
"Jessica  (Boyle)  is  running  around  on  a  hurt  knee 
and  she  will  probably  need  surgery  as  soon  as  the 
season  is  over. 

"Danielle  (Cline)  has  a  sore  ankle,  Amy 
Janacek  had  a  sprained  ankle.

The  road  to  the  national  swim  meet,  to  be  held  next  week,  has 
been  a  rough  one  for  both  the  men's  and  women's  swim  teams  this 
season. 

Ineligibilities,  poor  health,  and  stiff  competition  have  all  been 
stumbling  blocks  for  CD. 

But  when  it  came  down  to  the  Regional  Championship  held  last 
weekend  at  CD,  only  Triton  and  Harper  Colleges  prevented  the 
men  and  women  from  obtaining  regional  titles. 

"That's  the  breaks,"  coach  A1  Zamsky  said.  "We  fought  like  hell 
and  the  kids  did  a  good  job." 

The  women's  team  held  a  447-445  lead  over  Triton  in  team 
point  standings  after  the  completion  of  all  but  one  event 

But  in  that  final  event  the  400-yaxd  freestyle  relay,  Triton  held 
off  a  late  charge  by  the  lady  Chaps  to  win  the  event  by  less  than 
three  seconds  and  surpass  the  lady  Chaps  for  the  regional  title. 

"I  thought  we  could  take  them,"  Zamsky  said.  "But  that's 
athletics.  Kids  go  out  and  do  the  best  they  can  and  you  can't 
expect  anything  else  from  them." 

Five  lady  Chaps  qualified  for  the  national  meet  by  beating 
national  qualifying  times.  Jennifer  Hejnicki  qualified  in  all  three 
of  the  individual  events  she  swam  in  by  winning  each  and  by 
beating  the  national  qualifying  time.  Hejnicki  will  compete  in  the 
50-  and  100-yard  freestyle  races  and  the  200  freestyle  next  week  in 
Grand  Rapids. 

Sharon  Mitchell  also  qualified  for  the  national  meet  in  three 
individual  swimming  events.  She  won  the  100-yard  backstroke 


with  a  time  of  1:07.91  and  finished  second  in  the  200  backstroke 
and  the  1 00-yard  flystroke. 

Lori  Dudek  qualified  for  the  national  meet  in  the  1,650-yard 
freestyle  with  a  time  of  19:56.29,  more  than  15  seconds  better  than 
the  qualifying  time  in  that  event.  Dudek  also  won  the  500-yard 
freestyle. 

Diver  Sandy  Monoghan  qualified  for  the  national  meet  in  both 
the  one-  and  three-meter  diving  events. 

The  lady  Chaps  also  qualified  both  the  800-yard  freestyle  relay 
and  the  400-yard  medley  relay  for  the  nationals. 

Meanwhile,  the  men's  swimming  team  couldn't  stop  a 
surprisingly  dominant  Harper  team  (419  points),  who  coasted  to 
the  regional  championship  by  outscoring  both  Triton  (363)  and  CD 
(351)  in  total  points.  The  Chaps,  who  finished  third,  didn't  have  an 
answer  for  the  Hawks  powerful  performance. 

"Harper  came  out  and  absolutely  dominated  the  meet,"  Zamsky 
said.  "They  took  the  lead  right  away  and  never  gave  it  up." 

Doug  Moss  won  the  100-yard  backstroke,  finished  second  in  the 
100-yard  freestyle  and  third  in  the  50-yard  freestyle. 

Kyle  O'Mara  won  the  1,650-yard  freestyle  with  a  time  of 
17:45.90. 

The  Chaps  also  qualified  for  the  nationals  in  both  the  400-  and 
800-yard  freestyle  and  the  400-yard  medley  relay. 

While  the  team  races  were  narrowed  to  only  a  couple  of  schools 
in  both  the  men's  and  women's  competition,  Zamsky  found  that 
teams  with  excellent  individual  performers  were  damaging  his

'The  guys  were  just  awesome,"  Heegaard  said.  "They  pulled 
together  and  they  were  cheering  each  other  on  the  whole  time. 
They  approached  every  race  with  confidence  and  went  after 
them." 

In  the  beginning  of  the  competition,  though,  Triton  College 
was  looking  to  upset  the  Chaps. 

"They  were  very  strong  in  the  sprints,"  Heegaard  said.  "But  we 
have  more  depth  and  covered  more  events." 

Triton  used  strong  scoring  in  the  sprints  and  jumping  events, 
enabling  them  to  move  ahead  of  the  Chaps  in  team  points. 

The  Chaps  went  ahead  in  the  one  and  two  mile  relays  to 
outdistance  a  determined  Triton  team  83-63  in  total  team  points. 
Oakton  finished  third  with  30  points,  followed  by  Wright  with 
one  point. 

'T  knew  they  were  strong  in  certain  events,  but  I  felt  we  had  the 
whole  spectrum  covered,"  Heegaard  said.  "I  was  curious  about 
the  points  during  the  meet  but  now  too  concerned  because  of  the 
size  (depth)  of  our  team." 

In  addition  to  final  standings  in  the  region,  last  weekend's  meet 
was  an  opportunity  for  individuals  and  relay  teams  to  qualify  for 
the  national  meet  in  Lawrence  Kansas  March  2  and  3. 

Pole  vaulter  Tom  McDonald,  who  assured  himself  of  a  spot  in 
the  national  meet  with  a  qualifying  vault  weeks  ago,  was 
bothered  by  a  leg  injury  and  took  it  easy  in  the  meet.  This 
allowed  vaulter  John  Schlneker  to  win  the  region  with  a  jump  of 
13'6"  and  join  McDonald  in  the  national  meet. 

Shot-putter  Bob  Shea  also  won  his  event  with  a  throw  of  over 
48  feet.

Smoking  was  banned  from  the  rec  area  at  the  beginning  of 
Winter  Quarter  1990,  due  to  problems  created  by  student  using 
the  floors  instead  of  the  ashtrays,  and  the  chronic  poor 
ventilation  in  the  room. 

Smoking  privileges  could  be  reinstated  by  Fall  Quarter  1990, 
depending  on  the  results  of  the  vote. 

"Most  of  the  folks  who  use  that  room  do  smoke,  and  want 
smoking  privileges  back,"  said  Jeff  Russell,  SG  president. 

"If  the  referenda  question  fails,  it  will  stay  like  it  is,"  he  said. 

If  students  vote  to  make  the  rec  area  a  designated  smoking 
area,  SG  has  accepted  the  financial  responsibility  to  upgrade 


the  ventilation  system  in  the  room. 

According  to  Russell,  several  methods  are  under 
consideration,  including  the  installation  of  industrial  fans  in 
existing  vents  to  exhaust  the  smoke  into  a  service  hallway  that 
is  not  open  to  the  public. 

Another  method  would  be  to  purchase  electronic  devices  that 
would  "neutralize  the  smoke  in  the  air,"  Russell  said.  "It 
wouldn't  necessarily  be  ventilation,  but  it  would  get  rid  of  the 
smoke  smell,  and  the  cloudiness  of  the  room." 

Russell  estimates  that  the  cost  could  run  as  high  as  $1,500. 
The  money  would  come  from  a  fund  that  was  established 
several  years  ago  for  the  construction  of  what  was  to  become 
the  SRC. 

Joe  Comeau,  recreation  and  alumni  affairs  coordinator, 
agreed  with  the  resolution. 

"The  addition  of  a  good  ventilation  system  is  something  we 
would  welcome,"  Comeau  said. 

He  said  that  the  work  could  be  done  during  Summer  Quarter, 


to  be  ready  for  the  fall. 

The  resolution  leaves  open  the  possibility  that  smoking 
privileges  could  be  rescinded  by  the  recreation  coordinator 
should  abuses  again  occur,  as  they  did  during  Fall  Quarter 
1989. 

"If  students  abuse  the  privileges  of  a  smoking  area,  they're 
going  to  lose  it,"  Comeau  said.  "We're  hoping  that  students  will 
take  more  pride  in  the  room  next  year,  when  and  if  it  goes  into 
affect." 

According  to  Comeau,  the  smoking  ban  has  had  a  negative 
impact  on  revenues  from  the  rec  area 

"It  has  affected  our  revenues,"  he  said.  "We  had  originally 
estimated  a  loss  of  about  10  to  15  percent,  but  it's  gone  down 
about  25  percent." 

Both  Russell  and  Comeau  feel  that  the  rights  of  smokers 
need  to  be  considered. 

"Smokers  have  rights,  just  as  non-smokers  have  rights,"

Student  aides  receive  raises 


Faculty  speaks  at  board  meeting

Faculty  members  packed  the 
board  room  at  the  Feb.  26  board 
meeting  to  show  the  board  how 
deeply  concerned  they  were  about 
the  on-going  contract  negotiations. 

At  the  start  of  the  meeting,  board 
chairman  Bob  Kelly  made  the 
announcement  that  he  was  sorry 
that  the  originally  planned  board 
meeting  was  cancelled  due  to  a  lack 
of  quorum. 

"It  was  difficult  for  you  and  all  of 
us  that  we  couldn't  get  the  board 
together,"  Kelly  said.  "I  tried  to 
keep  in  contact  by  car  phone,  but  I 
just  couldn't  make  it  on  time." 

Seven  faculty  members  spoke 
out,  including  Reference  Librarian 
Alan  Bergeson,  who  created  an 


analogy  between  CD  and  Eastern 
Europe. 

"I  think  it's  important  to  look  at 
what's  going  on.  Any  institution— 
whether  it’s  a  government,  a  college 
or  a  family— that  loses  its  spirit,  that 
loses  its  soul,  that  loses  its  dignity, 
the  organisation  is  at  best 
dysfunctional.  At  worse,  as  we  have 
seen  in  Eastern  Europe,  it  can 
collapse."  Bergeson  said. 

A  couple  of  faculty  members 
staled  how  they  felt  about  the 
change  in  relationship  with  the 
administration  due  to  the  faculty's 
recent  affiliation  with  the  NEA. 

"I  urge  that  the  board  doesn't 
waste  theii  power  and  more 
importantly  their  leadership  on 
trying  to  dominate  and  stifle  an 


intelligent,  motivated  and  creative 
faculty,"  Rob  Bollendorf,  human 
services  professor,  said.  "We  need  a 
leader  to  move  the  college  towards 
an  even  greater  quality  of  education 
in  the  '90s,  and  away  from  a 
senseless  and  self-destructive  path 
which  we  seem  to  be  currently 
headed  towards." 

David  Eldridge,  associate 
professor  of  geography,  echoed 
Bollendorf s  statement  by  saying. 
"When  I  sat  at  the  negotiating  table 
in  June,  the  board's  lawyer  said  that 
one  of  the  core  problems  in  this 
negotiation  is  the  fact  that  we  the 
faculty  had  chosen  to  become 
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by  Araceli  Esquivel 

To  the  pleasant  surprise  of  many 
at  CD,  the  pay  rate  for  student  aides 
was  increased  by  11  percent  as  of 
Feb.  26. 

Student  aides  in  the  Public  Safety 
and  custodial  departments  are  now 
earning  $5.75  an  hour  and  all  other 
student  aides  $5  according  to 
Patrice  Briggs,  coordinator  of 
student  financial  aid. 

Ken  Kolbet,  vice  president  of 
administrative  affairs  and  treasurer 
of  CD,  is  a  member  of  the 
president's  cabinet,  which  decided 
to  implement  the  raise. 

"At  about  the  end  of  December, 
we  looked  at  the  utilization  of 
student  employees  based  on  budget 
dollars  expended  to  that  date  in 
comparison  to  the  dollars 


budgeted,"  Kolbet  said.  'Then  we 
also  had  concerns  expressed  by  a 
couple  of  different  departments  that 
were  having  problems  getting 
students  to  fill  those  positions." 

Kolbet  added  that  based  on  a 
Financial  Aid  office  study  of  the 
wage  rates  paid  by  surrounding 
employers,  a  raise  to  $5  an  hour  was 
recommended  and  selected. 

Ted  Tilton,  provost  of  the  Central 
Campus  and  member  of  the 
president's  cabinet,  believes  that  the 
increase  in  the  pay  rate  will  help  to 
attract  more  students. 

"While  we  (CD  officials)  want  to 
keep  the  students'  studies  in  the 
forefront  of  their  minds,  we  still 
need  students  to  work,"  Tilton  said. 

Both  Kolbet  and  Tilton  noted  that 
the  increase  in  pay  for  student  aides 


will  not  be  detrimental  to  individual 
departments  who  employ  them 
because  they  will  only  be  looking  to 
see  that  they've  remained  within  the 
number  of  hours  allotted  and  not  the 
dollars  spent  out  of  their  budgets. 

Kolbet  also  added  that  many 
departments  will  not  be  affected 
because  they  have  not  employed 
the  needed  student  aides  as  of  yet 
and  have  excess  money  to  absorb 
the  raise  with  little  difficulty. 

The  Financial  Aide  office  has  a 
few  eligibility  requirements  for 
students  to  become  student  aides. 
They  require  a  student  to  be 
enrolled  for  at  least  six  credits  and 
maintain  a  2.0  GPA.  Many  of  the 
jobs  require  little  or  no  experience.

members  of  the  union." 

According  to  Tom  Lindblade,  coordinator  of 
the  field  studies  program,  the  board  should 
have  seen  the  faculty's  affiliation  with  a  union 
as  a  warning  sign  of  troubled  times  in  the 
future. 

"An  early  warning  sign  is  the  recent 
affiliation  with  the  NEA,"  Lindblade  said. 
"Instead  of  the  defensive  reaction  we  have 
seen  from  the  board  and  the  president  it  would 
have  made  more  sense  to  treat  this  as  the  early 
warning  signs  of  serious  faculty  morale 
problems  which  I  believe  it  was." 

Marvin  Segal,  professor  of  business  law,  did 
not  place  the  blame  with  the  faculty 
association  with  the  union,  instead  he  places 
the  lack  of  communication  on  the  lawyer  the 
board  hired  to  sit  at  the  table. 

"In  all  the  world  walls  are  coming  down. 
The  Berlin  Wall  is  a  thing  of  the  past  and  here 
at  the  college  we  seem  to  be  building  new 
walls.  We  want  the  walls  to  come  down  and 
we  want  to  communicate  with  this  board  of 
trustees.  We  place  the  blame  of  our  lack  of 
communication  on  that  lawyer  that  you  have 
hired,"  Segal  said. 

After  all  of  the  speeches  were  delivered  the 
swarm  of  faculty  members  cleared  out  of  the 
room  before  Kelly  made  his  statement  on 
behalf  of  the  board. 

"The  board  has  been  kept  abreast  of  the 
situations  on  a  day-to-day  basis.  I  feel  that  I 
am  well  informed  on  negotiations,"  Kelly  said. 
"There  is  no  question  on  how  the  board  stands. 
We  feel  that  we  have  an  excellent  faculty.  The 
board  feels  that  this  faculty  deserves  a  quality 
contract." 

Phyllis  Goodman,  chairperson  of  salary  and 
fringe  benefits  committee,  said  that  she  did  not 
know  that  Kelly  was  going  to  make  a 
statement,  and  had  she  known  she  stated  that 
the  faculty  would  have  stayed  to  listen. 

"I  was  disappointed  and  surprised  that  they 
left,"  Kelly  said.  "I  don't  think  it  helped  to 
foster  the  communication.  I  think  that 
additional  communication  would  have  been 
helpful,  and  I  wanted  to  make  a  statement."

Denise  Leveille,  student  aide  in  the 
purchasing  department,  appreciates  the  raise. 
She  reflected  on  past  jobs,  that  included  fast 
food  places  and  waitressing,  which  led  her  to 
conclude  that  CD  is  a  good  place  to  work. 

"I  think  that  it  will  help  getting  other 
students  involved  with  student  aide  jobs,"  she 
said. 

Paras  Shah,  student  aide  in  the  advising 
center,  was  surprised  to  leant  about  his  raise, 
but  was  quick  to  add  that  there  is  more  that  the 
college  should  do. 

"I  think  that  it  was  something  that  should 
have  been  instituted  awhile  ago,"  Shah  said, 
"but  I  also  think  that  a  progressive  raise  is 
more  appropriate  than  just  raising  it  to  a  flat 
five  dollar  rate  because  you  would  then  be 
paying  students  for  acquired  knowledge  and 
developed  skills  based  on  consecutive  quarters 
of  work." 

Since  the  college  does  not  make  any 
deductions  for  social  security,  the  $5  pay  rate 
is  comparable  to  $5.38  with  a  private 
employer,  Kolbet  said. 

He  added  that  the  cabinet  will  be  reviewing 
the  results  of  the  wage  increase  to  see  if  it  was 
enough  to  entice  students  to  work  in  some  of 
the  departments  that  are  currently  in  need  of 
help. 

Shah  concluded  by  reminding  everyone  that 
usually  any  "money  earned  is  money  spent.”

Russell  said,  "and  if  the  smokers  are 
infringing  on  the  rights  of  the  non-smokers, 
then  it's  bad.  But  if  something  like  the 
ventilation  system  can  be  developed  that  will 
allow  smokers  to  smoke  without  infringing  on 
the  rights  of  non-smokers,  I  don't  see  a  reason 
to  ban  smokers  rights." 

"From  my  point  of  view,  there's  no  problem 
with  reinstating  smoking  after  Spring  Quarter, 
as  long  as  there's  a  better  ventilation  system  to 
draw  smoke  out,  and  as  long  as  privileges  are 
not  abused,"  Comeau  said.

Is  literacy  riding 

in  the  back  seat? 

Where  a  society  places  its  values  can  tell  a  lot 
about  its  potential  for  growth  and 
development.  Societies  that  value  military 
might  militarize-  Those  that  value  commerce 
merchandise.  Those  that  value  knowledge 
promote  scholarship. 

It  would  be  convenient  if  all  societies  and 
cultures  were  easily  categorized.  Most 
however  are  not;  our  own  society  for  instance 
combines  many  values.  The  challenge  then,  is 
to  determine  what  values  take  precedent  over 
others. 

In  the  United  States,  care  for  the  elderly  is 
important.  The  Social  Security  system  ranks  as 
one  of,  if  not  the  highest,  expenditures  of  the 
federal  government.  Another  major 
expenditure  made  by  the  federal  government  is 
for  defense,  without  a  doubt  a  high  priority 
(especially  for  defense  contractors). 

judging  by  how  much  money  is  spent  on 
education  at  the  national  level  compared  to 
other  "important"  programs,  one  could 
justifiably  say  that  it  is  not  a  high  priority. 
Primary  education  especially  seems  to  have 
become  overlooked.  What  single  factor  has 
given  rise  to  the  greatest  nation  on  earth? 
Education  and  the  freedom  to  exercise  it. 

Ironically  the  most  threatening  factor  to 
America’s  security  today  is  defense  spending. 
President  Eisenhower  warned  us  about  this 
paradox  years  ago(the  strength  of  the  military 
industrial  complex  and  its  priorities),  and  as  a 
general,  he  should  have  known.  In  an  age 
when  the  long-standing  enemy  of  U.S.  security 
is  collapsing  from  its  own  weight  we  need  to 
turn  our  attention  to  a  more  threatening 
problem  to  U.S.  dominance,  illiteracy. 

In  the  United  States  there  are  between  20 
million  and  30  million  functionally  illiterate 
people  over  the  age  of  sixteen.  Nearly  five 
percent  of  these  possess  absolutely  no  capacity 
for  reading  or  writing. 

The  implications  may  be  devastating.  As  the 
U.S.  economy  evolves  from  an  industrial- 
based  economy  to  a  service-based  economy, 
the  need  for  literate,  competent  employees  will 
only  grow.  I  recently  read  an  article  about  an 
employee  who  cost  his  company  $8,000  due  to 
a  mistake  he  made  nulling  an  aircraft  part;  he 
could  not  read  the  instructions. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  eradicate  illiteracy. 
Senator  Paid  Simon  of  Illinois  has  spearheaded 
an  effort  in  Congress  to  pass  legislation  which 
would  wipe  out  illiteracy  by  the  year  2000. 
The  program  has  met  opposition  due  to  its 
estimated  cost  of  about  half  a  billion  dollars. 
That  does  sound  like  a  lot,  however  if  it  is 
considered  as  an  investment,  an  investment  in 
the  vitality  of  America,  it  seems  a  small  price 
to  pay.  An  alternative  is  to  spend  the  half  a 
billion  dollars  on  a  ingle  Stealth  bomber.  The

Negotiations  progress;  pay  raise 
enrich  atmosphere  on  CD  campus 

Negotiating  teams  make  head  way  Raise  offered  to  attract  employees 


Tension  has  ebbed  by  the  progress  made  on 
negotiations  regarding  a  new  faculty  contract.  Even 
the  students  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  issues 
since  negotiations  began  nine  months  ago. 

The  faculty  members  present  at  the  Feb.  26  board 
meeting  were  less  aggravated  than  at  the  scheduled 
Feb.  14  meeting  that  was  postponed  because  of  a 
snowstorm.  That  inclement  weather  prevented  four 
board  members  from  attending  the  meeting  and 
attaining  quorum. 

Chairman  of  the  Board  Bob  Kelly  made  a  statement 
at  the  Feb.  26  meeting  which  gave  the  impression  that 
a  positive  outlook  was  forthcoming.  This  is  the  first 
time  since  the  beginning  of  negotiations  that  any 
public  statement  has  been  made  by  the  board. 
Unfortunately,  the  faculty  had  already  left,  not 
knowing  that  he  was  going  to  address  them.  If  the 
faculty  had  been  able  to  hear  his  message,  they  would 
have  felt  more  assured  that  an  end  to  negotiations  is 
in  sight. 


In  an  effort  to  attract  more  student  aides,  the  college 
has  increased  their  pay  rateto  $5  per  hour. 

With  higher  wages,  CD's  pay  rate  for  student  aides 
is  more  competitive  with  those  of  surrounding 
employers. 

While  most  students  work  here  for  the  money,  there 
are  added  benefits  to  being  employed  at  the  college. 

Not  only  is  it  convenient  to  work  at  the  same  place 
where  you  go  to  school,  but  on-campus  employer^ 
tend  to  be  more  flexible  about  work  schedules. 

When  students  work  on  campus,  they  become  more 
a  part  of  the  college  community.  Due  to  interaction 
with  staff,  administrators  and  faculty,  students  gain  an 
additional  insight  into  not  only  the  college  but  the 
working  world. 

An  additional  benefit  is  that  because  there  are  no 
Social  Security  deductions  the  virtual  pay  rate 
becomes  $5.38. 

The  students'  stay  at  CD  will  not  only  be  more 
profitable,  but  also  more  meaningful.

Travel  and  tourism  program  blossoms 

CD  now  boasts  27  classes  when  20  years  ago  there  were  only  five

With  15  students  behind  her,  Jean  Ford-Woodcock  came  to  CD  20  years 
ago  with  the  hope  that  she  would  establish  a  travel  and  tourism  program.

In  1969,  Jean  Ford-Woodcock  came  to  CD 
to  give  a  seminar  to  15  students  on  how  to  plan 
their  own  travel  and  the  seed  was  planted. 

In  1970  Woodcock  watered  that  seed  and 
started  the  travel  and  tourism  program.  She 
"had  a  tremendous  desire  to  start  a  program 
within  an  educational  environment"  because 
she  knew  that  one  didn't  exist  anywhere  else. 

Now,  20  years  later,  the  travel  and  tourism 
program  has  blossomed  with  upwards  of  6,500 
students,  and  27  credit  classes  offered. 

"When  I  came  to  the  college  and  those 
students  expressed  an  interest  in  a  program,  I 
got  really  excited  because  I  wanted  to  start  a 
program  here,”  Woodcock,  coordinator  of  the 
travel  and  tourism  program,  said.  "And  that's 
how  it  started." 

For  the  first  two  years  of  the  program  the 
classes  were  not  for  credit  and  were  listed  in 
newspapers  as  seminars  because  the  state  had 
to  approve  the  classes  for  them  to  be  worth 
credit. 

At  that  time  there  weren't  any  colleges  that 
had  had  anything  approved  by  the  state  for 
credit  classes  but  Woodcock's  perseverance 
paid  off  in  the  long  run. 


"When  you  travel  you  are  forced  to 
see  things  differently  and  when  you 
experience  things  while  travelling 
and  you  get  excited,  your  mind 
comes  alive."

'Two  years  after  starting  the  program  there 
were  1,000  students  enrolled  and  I  was  still 
only  a  part-time  member  of  the  faculty," 
Woodcock  said.  "Back  then  I  was  teaching 
four  and  five  classes  a  week." 

It  took  six  years  for  the  state  to  approve  the 
classes  to  be  worth  credit.  In  1976,  CD 
became  the  first  college  in  the  United  States  to 
offer  credit  classes  in  a  travel  and  tourism 
program. 

'There  were  other  schools  that  did  not  have 
a  travel  and  tourism  program  and  they  would 
call  and  ask  me  if  I  could  go  there  and  give 
seminars,"  Woodcock  said.  "They  were  really 
impressed  with  what  we  were  doing  here." 

In  1970,  an  AAS  degree  was  approved  by 
the  state.  At  that  time  there  were  only  three  to 
four  universities  that  had  added  programs  like 
tourism  management  and  leisure  studies, 
which  go  into  the  preservation  of  tourism 
attractions  and  ecology. 

Back  then,  according  to  Woodcock,  she  used 
to  wonder  why  more  young  people  weren't 
interested  in  travel  as  a  career,  because  60 


percent  of  the  students  taking  her  classes  were 
over  30  years  old  and  female.  She  categorized 
these  women  as  single,  divorced,  or  married, 
and  whose  children  had  grown  up  and  gone  off 
to  college. 

Woodcock  stated  that  she  felt  at  least  60 
percent  of  those  students  were  the  type  who 
had  stayed  home  and  taken  care  of  the  children 
while  their  husbands  travelled  out  of  town  on 
business. 

"My  reason  for  staying  here  was  because  of 
those  students.  They  first  started  the  program 
feeling  like  they  were  nothing,"  Woodcock 
said.  "When  they  would  come  back  and  say 
that  they  had  gone  to  London  for  two  days  to 
see  it,  their  faces  were  lit  up  and  I  could  see 
such  a  change  in  them.  They  had  gained  so 
much  confidence.  That  really  did  it  for  me." 

Now,  a  majority  of  the  students  are  young 
women  between  the  ages  of  18  and  25,  and  30 
percent  of  them  go  on  to  work  for  the  airlines. 

Currently,  students  with  two-year  tourism 
and  travel  degrees  can  go  on  and  gain  four- 
year  degrees,  enabling  them  to  go  into 
governmental  tourism  programs,  management 
of  tourism  agencies,  destination  planning  and 
marketing. 

CD  is  now  working  hand-in-hand  with 
DePaul  University  where  a  student,  to  earn  the 
four  year  degree  in  travel  and  tourism  from 
DePaul,  must  attend  CD  their  first  two  years. 

"It  took  us  quite  a  while  to  do  it  but  we  have 
had  20  students  who  have  gone  on  to  DePaul 
and  graduated  with  this  degree,"  Woodcock 
said. 

Although  a  two-year  degree  is  beneficial,  it 
is  not  always  needed  to  get  a  job  in  the  travel 
industry. 

CD  is  offering  a  certificate  called  an  Airport 
Passenger  Service  Certificate  which  can  be 
earned  in  one  year. 

The  last  part  of  earning  the  certificate 
requires  that  the  student  work  on  the  job  for  an 
airline. 

The  travel  and  tourism  program  offers  40  to 
45  internships,  the  most  internships  offered  by 
any  department  in  the  college.  20  of  these 
internships  are  at  airlines  such  as  American, 
Midway,  SAS  and  British  Airways. 

What  Woodcock  likes  about  this  program  is 
that  when  the  internship  is  completed,  the 
airline  sends  the  evaluation  to  CD  so  that  she 
can  see  where  the  student's  strengths  and 
weaknesses  are.  Also  at  the  end  of  the 
evaluation,  some  of  the  interns  are  chosen  to 
become  permanent  employees  of  the  airline. 

If  the  intern  is  not  chosen  as  a  permanent 
employee  of  that  airline,  then  their  file  is  kept 
on  record.  When  there  are  openings  for 
employment,  the  airline  often  calls  Woodcock 
to  see  if  the  intern  is  available  to  fill  an  open 
position. 


"The  airlines  are  different  today  than  they 
were  before,"  Woodcock  said.  "Before  they 
used  to  take  people  straight  out  of  high  school 
and  if  you  fit  a  certain  personality  and  physical 
description  you  could  get  in.  Today  they  look 
for  a  minimum  of  a  two-year  degree." 

In  the  evolution  of  the  program.  Woodcock 
has  seen  a  lot  of  changes  both  in  the  college  in 
general  and  in  her  program,  but  said  that  the 
decision  to  come  here  was  not  an  easy  one. 

"At  the  time  that  I  came  here  I  was  still 
working  for  the  airlines  and  my  decision  on 
whether  or  not  to  leave  was  a  tough  one," 
Woodcock  said.  "I  did  and  saw  so  many  things 
that  I  can't  even  begin  to  explain. 


"Travelling  is  even  better  than  a  college-type 
education.  In  all  of  life,  what  really  inspires 
people?  Encounters.  People  need  a  variety  and 
they  need  to  see  something  different  because  it 
starts  to  make  you  feel  interested.  When  you 
encounter  the  same  things  day  after  day  you 
sort  of  get  into  a  rut  and  nothing  changes 
inside  of  you,"  Woodcock  said.  "When  you 
travel  you  are  forced  to  see  things  differently 
and  when  you  experience  things  while 
travelling  and  you  get  excited,  your  mind 
comes  alive." 

I  can't  think  of  a  better  profession  than 
travel,"  Woodcock  continued,  "It's  the  most 
exciting  one  around."

CD's  bookstore  has  recently  acquired  a  new 
manager,  Ronald  Moore,  who  brings  over  14 
years  of  bookstore  experience  to  his  new 
position. 

Moore  first  began  working  with  bookstores 
at  Virginia  Commonwealth  University  in 
Richmond,  Virginia,  where  he  worked  for 
seven  years;  he  also  has  worked  for  over 
seven  years  at  Old  Dominion  University  in 
Norfolk,  Virginia. 

"This  school  (CD)  parallels 
a  lot  of  the  other  schools  that 
I've  worked  at,"  Moore  said. 

Moore,  who  first  found  out 
about  the  job  opening  at  the 
bookstore  through  an 
associate,  has  been  with  the 
bookstore  since  January  3. 

Moore  had  been  working 
for  the  last  three  years  in 
marketing,  and  the  job 
opening  at  CD's  bookstore 
was  a  good  opportunity  for 
him. 

"I  like  bookstores,  and  I 
wanted  to  get  back  into  the 
bookstore  industry,  and  this 
provided  the  opportunity  to  do  that,"  he  said. 
"It's  a  good  company  and  I  enjoy  the 
interaction  with  the  students,  the  faculty,  and 
the  employees." 

Moore  is  impressed  with  CD's  bookstore, 
especially  with  the  amount  of  space. 

"You've  got  a  lot  of  space  here,  we've  just 
got  to  effectively  utilize  it,"  he  said.  "You've 
got  a  lot  of  good  people  here  to  work  with, 
and  the  faculty  and  administrators  have  been 
very  cooperative." 

Moore  has  a  few  ideas  for  some  changes 
that  he  would  like  to  see  instituted  at  the 
bookstore. 


"All  the  improvements  I  have  are  basically 
going  to  be  service  requirements,"  he  said. 

He  added  that  he  would  like  to  see  the 
bookstore  more  convenient  and  accessible  to 
the  students  and  customers. 

One  of  the  ideas  the  bookstore  staff  and 
Moore  are  working  on  is  to  integrate  the  non- 
required  books  with  the  required  books  so  that 
the  bookstore  is  organized  more  like  a  regular 
bookstore. 

He  also  would  like  to  improve  the 
accessibility  to  the 
bookstore. 

"I  would  like  to 
eventually  have  access  on 
both  floors  coming  into  the 
bookstore  for  the 
students,"  Moore  said. 

Moore  would  also  like 
to  cut  down  on  the  length 
of  lines  during  the  book 
rush  at  the  beginning  of  the 
quarter  by  adding  a  few 
more  cash  registers  and 
more  employees  at  this 
busy  time  of  the  year.  He 
would  also  like  to 
liberalize  the  book  return 
policy  and  make  it  easier  for  students  to  return 
their  books. 

In  order  for  Moore  to  institute  changes  in 
the  bookstore,  he  would  like  to  know  what  the 
demand  is. 

"I'm  trying  to  get  around  and  meet  with 
students  and  get  some  feedback,"  he  said.  "I 
met  briefly  with  the  student  senate  and  I'd  like 
to  get  involved  with  more  meetings." 

Moore's  main  goal  is  to  improve  the 
services  that  the  bookstore  offers  to  the 
students,  staff,  and  the  community;  and  to 
make  the  bookstore  run  efficiently  and 
effectively.

Today,  four  members  from  CD's  student  body 
will  leave  for  Washington,  D.C.  to  attend  the 
United  States  Student  Association  Legislative 
Conference. 

The  foursome  will  be  gone  from  March  2-5 
and  according  to  Araceli  Esquivel,  one  of  the 
students  awarded  the  scholarship,  "The  trip  will 
be  a  great  educational  opportunity." 

The  students  who  were  chosen  for  the  trip 
include:  Esquivel,  who  is  associate  editor  of  the 
"Courier";  M.  Faiyaz  Hussain,  vice-president  of 
SG  and  student  trustee;  Lance  Schart,  SG 
director;  and  Brien  Sheahan,  executive  director 
of  SG.

These  applicants  were  chosen  based  on  their 
involvement  in  organizations  and  activities. 
The  scholarship  selection  committee  included 
Mike  Stajduhar,  SG  director  and  SG  club 
representative  Murray  Leith. 

The  students  also  had  to  exhibit 
"responsibility,  leadership  qualities,  and  a 
willingness  to  leam  in  an  unusual,  innovative 
environment,"  Stajduhar  said. 

Stajduhar  and  Leith  interviewed  all  the 
applicants,  then  recommended  six  candidates 
from  which  four  were  selected  by  Jeff  Russell, 
SG  president. 


The  four  students  agree  that  the  trip  will  offer 
great  educational  opportunities  and  they  all 
hope  to  get  a  lot  accomplished. 

"I  hope  to  learn  about  the  issues  that  the 
USSA  represents,”  Schart  said.  "  I  hope  to  leam 
how  I  may  better  represent  the  students' 
interests  at  CD,  and  I  want  this  to  be  a  relaxing 
yet  educational  experience  for  me.  I  feel  very 
fortunate  to  have  been  chosen  to  be  a  delegate 
to  the  conference,  but  I  wish  more  students 
were  permitted  to  attend  with  us." 

During  the  trip  the  students  will  go  to  a  series 
of  workshops,  visit  congress,  speak  with 
lobbyists  and  be  taught  how  to  lobby 
themselves. 

According  to  Sheahan,  they  will  become 
familiar  with  current  issues  and  added  that  next 
Monday  will  be  set  aside  as  Student  Lobby 
Day. 

Hussain  hopes  to  exercise  skills  such  as 
lobbying,  leam  about  national  issues  and  meet 
more  people. 

According  to  a  summary  of  expenses  for  the 
USSA  Legislative  Conference,  the  SG  board  of 
directors  allocated  $2,200  to  fund  the  trip.  The 
registration  fee  for  each  to  attend  the 
conference  was  $165.  Hotel  expenses  for  the 
four  came  to  $440.99.  For  the  four  day  trip 
each  person  will  receive  $75  to  cover  food 
expenses.  The  bulk  of  the  money,  $753.36, 
went  to  cover  air  fare. 

"People  are  saying  that  it's  just  another  field 
trip.  I  disagree  with  that  because  we'll  be 
discussing  educational  issues,"  Esquivel  said. 

"I  think  that  SG’s  decision  to  include  the 
entire  student  body  is  very  good,"  Esquivel 
continued.  "Not  every  student  has  the 
opportunity  to  devote  a  lot  of  time  representing 
students  in  SG,  but  still  have  the  desire  to 
become  politically  active  and  knowledgeable.”

The  Chaps  did  more  than  a  good  job  on  the 
other  people  as  the  Apaches  got  only  eight 
points  from  players  other  than  Morgan  and 
Smith  in  the  first  half. 

The  Chaps  took  a  40-30  lead  into  the  locker 
room  and  scored  the  first  six  points  of  the 
second  half. 

The  Apaches  held  CD  without  a  field  goal 
for  five  and  a  half  minutes  until  Theo  Hill 
scored  a  basket  to  give  the  Chaps  a  57-44  lead 
with  11  minutes  left  in  the  game. 

Following  a  bucket  by  Mark  D'Angelo  (10 
points)  and  Harold  Caffey's  second  three  point 
basket  of  the  game,  only  Hodge  could  score 
from  the  field  the  rest  of  the  game.

Chap  grapplers 
sputter  at  national 
meet  in  Bismarck

The  increasingly  tough  competition  the 
Chaparrals  faced  this  season  was  supposed  to  be 
preparation  for  those  select  few  that  qualified  for 
national  competition. 

But  the  best  junior  college  wrestlers  in  L.J 
country  were  just  too  much  to  handle  for  CD 
national  qualifiers  John  Pearson  and  Rich  Murray. 

Both  were  victorious  in  one  match  while  losing 
two  others  at  the  NJCAA  competition  held  two 
weeks  ago  in  Bismarck,  N.D. 

"The  experience  they  got  at  the  tournaments 
really  helped  them,"  wrestling  Coach  A1  Kaltofen 
said.  "When  you  get  in  a  tight  match  with  i 
guy-against  some  of  the  best  guys  in  the  i 
you  can't  afford  to  make  mistakes.” 

Pearson  and  Murray  made  both  physical  and 
mental  mistakes  in  the  matches  that  hurt  them, 
according  to  Kaltofen. 

Pearson  lost  his  first  match  12-9  to  Alex  Teran  o 
Nassau  Community  College,  N.Y.,  before  beating 
Wilfred  Moss  of  Monroe  Community  College, 
N.Y.,  6-4. 

In  his  third  match,  Pearson  faced  Robbie  ET  _ 

of  Garden  City  Community  College,  Kan.  Pearson 
trailed  7-6  when  Dicks  claimed  he  had  a  hand 
injury  and  was  allowed  to  rest  for  a  moment. 

"I've  seen  him  before  and  I've  seen  him  pull  l_ 
act  before,"  Kaltofen  said.  "When  he  gets  in 
trouble,  he  always  has  his  bad  hand.  He  gets  I_1 
rest  and  he  comes  back  tougher  than  hell." 

Dicks  did  come  back  tougher  than  hell,  ! 
five  of  the  last  six  points  of  the  match  to  beat] 
Pearson  12-7. 

It  takes  some  of  the  momentum  away  because] 
John  wrestled  a  real  tough  match  against  him," 
Kaltofen  said. 

A  win  against  Dicks  would  have  earned  Pearson 
All-American  honors. 

Murray  also  lost  his  first  match  of  the 
tournament.  Conway  Havard  of  Ricksburg  College, 
Idaho,  beat  Murray  11-7.  Murray  then  beat  number 
one  seed  Ken  Willis  of  Nassau  5-4,  and  seemed 
ready  to  wrestle  against  Brandon  Jensen  of  Lower 
Columbian  Basin,  Wash. 

"He  was  ready,  but  something  happened  before 
he  got  to  the  mat,"  Kaltofen  said. 

Jensen  was  moving  quicker  than  a  tornado  from 
the  opening  whistle,  and  pinned  Murray  in  the 
second  period  of  the  match,  ending  his  hopes  of 
being  named  an  All-American. 

The  competition  was  really  tough,"  Kaltofen 
said.  "And  a  lot  of  these  guys  are  a  few  years  older 
than  us.  There  was  a  physical  difference  which  was 
apparent  in  some  of  these  matches.

"The  opportunity  was  there  and  he 
seized  it,”  Coach  Don  Klaas  said.  "The 
opportunity  was  there  for  a  lot  of  people 
and  they  couldn't  seize  it." 

The  Chaps  (24-4,  9-2  conference)  never 
trailed  in  the  game  and  held  a  66-56  lead 
with  under  seven  minutes  left  when  IV 
(18-11,  8-4)  scored  eight  straight  points  to 
bring  the  Apaches  within  66-64. 

Following  a  pair  of  free  throws  by  Julius 
Burrell  (15  points)  and  two  free  throws 
and  a  bucket  for  I.V.,  Hodge  slammed  in  a 
1  free  throw  miss  to  give  CD  a  70-68 
lead.

The  lady  Chaps  did  exactly  what  they 
wanted  to  do.  What  did  they  do? 

Well,  steady  improvement  all  season  paid 
off  last  week  as  CD  finished  out  the  season 
winning  two  of  their  last  three  games  and 
gained  some  momentum  and  confidence 
heading  into  the  playoffs. 

Due  to  weather  problems,  the  lady  Chaps 
had  to  play  a  home-and-home  series  against 
Rock  Valley,  which  turned  out  to  be  no 
problem  for  CD. 

The  lady  Chaps  turned  in  probably  their 
best  performance  of  the  year  in  the  first  game. 
From  the  opening  tip-off  it  was  all  CD  as  they 
built  a  20-point  lead  at  halftime,  and 
increased  the  lead  to  35  in  the  second  half 
before  the  final  buzzer  put  Rock  Valley  out  of 
its  misery.  The  final  score  was  81-53. 

"It's  nice  to  have  nights  like  that,"  Coach 
Erich  Hauenstein  said.  "It's  nice  when 
everything  goes  your  way  and  everybody  gets 
a  chance  to  pull  out  some  points. 

"We  were  hitting  shots,  even  shots  that 
wouldn't  normally  go  in  for  us.  More  than  just 
hitting  shots,  we  had  a  combination  of  people 
scoring.  It  was  a  night  where  everything  we 
did  worked  out  well." 

It  was  a  balanced  scoring  effort,  as  five 
players  ended  up  in  double  figure  scoring. 
Jessica  Boyle  had  21  points,  Danielle  Cline 
had  16,  Kori  Konopka  had  14,  Kim  Brown 
had  12  and  Amy  Janacek  had  10. 

Both  teams  hit  the  floor  the  next  day  to 
complete  the  two-game  series,  with  the  same 
results. 

The  Rock  Valley  players  were  looking  to 
redeem  themselves,  as  they  started  strong, 
scoring  the  first  eight  points  of  the  game, 
while  at  the  other  end  of  the  court,  CD  missed 
their  first  eight  shots. 

But  not  to  worry.  The  lady  Chaps  creeped 
back  and  tied  the  game  at  the  half.  Kim 
Brown  fouled  out  early  in  the  second  half 
with  13  points,  but  even  without  her,  CD 
pulled  away  to  a  62-52  win.

(Cline)  all  did  a  good  job  and  are  starting  to 
come  on,"  Hauenstein  said.  "I'm  hopeful  that 
they  will  have  good  games  in  the  playoffs." 

The  N4C  regional  playoffs  are  the  next  step 
for  the  lady  Chaps.  Even  though  Hauenstein 
did  not  attain  his  goal  of  playing  .500  ball  in 
the  conference  (5-7  in  the  N4C),  he  is  happy 
with  his  team's  play  and  their  chances  in  the 
playoffs. 

The  lady  Chaps  begin  playoff  competition 
against  Lake  County,  who  they  beat  back  in 
December,  55-45. 

"They’re  certainly  a  team  we  can  beat  if  we 
play  well,"  Hauenstein  said.  "So  I'm  hoping 
we  can  play  well  and  advance,  and,  if  we  do 
advance,  we  will  have  to  play  McHenry  who 
we  lost  to  twice  this  season.  "Kori's  ankle 
still  hurts  her,  and  Jessica's  knee  still  hurts, 
but  as  far  as  people  who  won't  be  able  to  play, 
there  is  nobody,"  Hauenstein  added.

Howard  Owens,  director  of 
human  resources  Tuesday  was 
approached  by  17  students  who 
were  concerned  that  the  faculty 
might  be  going  to  go  on  strike. 

The  students  issued  threats  of 
boycotting  registration  and 
boycotting  classes  if  they  were  to 
be  notified  of  the  faculty's  intent 
to  strike. 

"We're  going  to  get  a  group 
together  to  boycott  going  to  class 
if  a  strike  happens,"  one  student 
said. 

Owens  countered  with  saying 
that  the  administration  could  not 
control  faculty,  and  the

"We  don't  condone  anything  the 


teachers  are  saying,"  Owens  said. 
"We  can’t  adhere  to  what  the 
teachers  are  saying." 

Owens  continued  to  say  that  the 
student's  concerns  of  the  strike 
were  premature. 

The  students  were  primarily 
concerned  with  transfers, 
transcripts,  and  some  wondered  if 
they  were  going  to  be  able  to  keep 
the  credits  from  this  quarter  if  the 
faculty  were  to  go  on  strike. 

"We  can't  afford  any  type  of 
delay,"  one  student  said.  "Our 
grades  are  too  important  to  us." 

The  students  had  apparently 
been  in  a  class  where  the 
instructor  stated  that  a  strike  was 
possible. 

The  students  were  referred  to 
Owens  after  first  trying  to  contact 
CD  President  H.D.  McAninch.

Rumors  rampant; 
will  faculty  strike?

Today  marks  the  250th  day  that  CD's  faculty 
has  been  working  without  a  contract. 

After  mediation  sessions  on  March  2  and  3, 
1 1  out  of  53  issues  still  remain. 

According  to  Phyllis  Goodman,  chairman  of 
the  salary  and  fringe  benefits  committee,  "all 
the  big  issues  are  left." 

Salary  and  summer  school  are  among  the 
big  issues  that  make  up  the  11  remaining  items 
the  board  and  the  faculty  are  having  difficulty 
in  solving. 

Many  faculty  members,  who  once  had 
reputations  for  overloading  classes,  are  taking 
measures  into  their  own  hands  and  refusing  to 
permit  students  to  register  for  their  classes 
after  they're  full. 

Goodman  added  that  this  (refusing  to 
overload)  is  not  an  official  step  set  up  by  the 
contingency  committee  to  speed  up 
negotiations  proceedings.  Rather,  the  faculty 
members  choosing  to  do  this  are  acting  as 
independents. 

"When  the  board  told  us  (the  faculty)  that 
they  didn't  need  our  input  on  things  (regarding 
the  college),  we  said,  'Wait  a  minute,  it's  not 
our  job  to  provide  enough  faculty  to  teach  the 
classes,"'  Goodman  said. 

"Every  time  we  overload  a  class  by  five 
students  and  do  it  in  three  classes,  we  are 
teaching  a  class  for  free,"  she  added. 

"We  (the  faculty)  don't  get  anything  for 
overloading.  Not  even  a  thank  you,"  Goodman 
said. 

The  reaction  that  the  faculty  is  getting  from 
the  board  regarding  negotiations  remains  non¬ 


existent. 

"We  are  seeing  the  same  pattern;  some 
progress,  then  it  screeches  to  a  halt,"  Goodman 
said. 

In  three  negotiating  sessions,  the  faculty  and 
the  board  spent  30.5  hours  negotiating. 
Tuesday  night  the  teams  negotiated  from  1 
p.m.  until  1:40  a.m.  Wed  nesday  morning. 

The  tension  between  faculty  members  and 
the  board  is  beginning  to  concern  many  CD 
students  who  are  worried  about  the  threat  of  a 
faculty  strike. 

A  group  of  students  concerned  with  being 
caught  in  the  middle,  united  their  efforts  and 
approached  CD  President  H.D.  McAninch,  to 
speak  their  minds  on  the  possibility  of  a 
faculty  strike. 

McAninch  was  unavailable,  so  the  students 
were  then  referred  to  He  ward  Owens,  director 
of  human  resources,  and  a  member  of  the 
board's  negotiating  team. 

The  group  then  went  to  speak  in  the  board's 
conference  room. 

Owen's  admitted  that  it  wasn't  the  board's 
policy  to  negotiate  in  the  press  and  said  he 
was,  "very  disturbed  that  the  faculty  had 
informed  the  students  of  the  progress  of 
negotiations." 

The  students  wanted  Owen's  to  guarantee 
that  they  would  receive  this  quarter's  grades  on 
time. 

Nobody  other  than  the  teachers  themselves 
are  authorized  to  issue  a  grade  to  students. 

Owen's  responded  by  saying,  "I  can't 
guarantee  anything  except  death." 


CD  receives 
bomb  threat

CD  received  its  first  bomb  threat  of  the  year 
last  Sunday  from  an  anonymous  caller  who 
stated  that  there  was  a  bomb  that  was  going  to 
go  off  at  9:30  a.m.  Monday  morning  in  the 
LRC. 

At  6:14  p.m.  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  received  the  first  phone  call  from  a 
woman  who  stated  that  a  bomb  was  going  to 
go  off.  Seven  minutes  later  she  called  back  to 
state  where  and  when  the  bomb  was  going  off. 

According  to  Public  Safety  Chief  Tom  Usry, 
the  gist  of  the  message  from  the  caller  was, 
"There  was  a  bomb  threat  against  the  college 
on  Pulaski  Day  and  that  the  bomb  had  been 
allegedly  placed  in  the  LRC  and  was  scheduled 
to  go  off  at  9:30,"  Usry  said. 


"When  we  receive  bomb  threats  we 
notify  the  FBI....  Someone  who 
phones  in  a  bomb  threat  has  to  be 
sick  somehow."

"It  is  unusual  for  the  caller  to  be  female,"  he 
continued,  "because  bombs  are  not  usually 
related  to  females." 

Usry  originally  made  the  recommendation 
not  to  evacuate  the  area;  the  decision  was  later 
changed  by  Bemie  Fradkin,  dean  of  the  LRC, 
and  central  campus  Provost  Ted  Tilton,  who 
decided  to  evacuate  the  area. 

"I  felt  that  because  the  caller  had  specified  a 
time  and  location  that  it  wouldn't  disrupt  the 
services  too  badly,"  Tilton  said. 

All  LRC  personnel  were  notified  of  the 
situation  upon  entering  work  at  7:00  a.m.  and 
students  were  searched  upon  entering  the  LRC 
until  the  area  was  evacuated. 

The  officers  on  duty  that  were  searching 
student's  bags  and  backpacks  stated  that  they 
were  searching  them  for  food  and  beverages  so 
as  not  to  alarm  anyone  about  the  threat. 

At  9:25  a.m.  the  grand  staircase  outside  the 
LRC  was  closed  off.  All  areas  that  were 
allegedly  going  to  be  affected  had  the  bombing 
occurred  were  reopened  at  9:45  a.m.. 

The  college  receives  approximately  two  to 
three  bomb  threats  a  year  on  the  average, 
however  there  have  been  some  years  when 
none  were  received. 

One  year  CD  received  three  threatening 
calls,  one  caller  stated  that  there  were  bombs  in 
the  buildings,  meaning  all  of  CD's  campuses. 
Another  caller  stated  that  there  was  a  bomb 
that  was  going  to  go  off  in  the  Arts  Center. 
After  Public  Safety  checked  with  other  local 
police  departments  they  discovered  that  the 
same  caller  had  contacted  other  communities 
and  stated  that  he  had  placed  bomb  in  their 
municipal  buildings.

The  contractor  building  both  of 
the  off-campus  centers,  is  Illinois 
Hydraulic  Construction  Company 
of  Elgin,  according  to  Ken 
Kolbet,  CD's  vice  president  of 
administrative  affairs. 

Construction  is  scheduled  to 
begin  in  about  one  week,  and  be 
finished  by  December  of  this  year 
according  to  CD  President  H.D. 
McAninch.  The  buildings  will  be 
used  for  classes  starting  Winter 
Quarter  of  1991. 

The  two  new  buildings  are 
actually  going  to  cost  the  school 
less  that  was  originally  budgeted. 
The  off-campus  centers  were 
originally  budgeted  for 
$3,200,000,  according  to  Kolbet, 
but  are  going  to  actually  cost  the 
school  $2,859,150. 

"It's  basically  the  same  building 


at  both  sites,"  McAninch  said. 
"That's  probably  one  of  the 
reasons  why  it  came  in  under 
bid." 

The  Westmont  center  is  being 
build  on  Pasquinelli  Drive  in 
Westmont,  right  off  of  the 
intersection  of  Route  83  and 
Ogden  Avenue.  The  Naperville 
site  is  located  on  Book  Road  near 
75th  Street. 

CD  is  building  the  two  centers 
because  Hinsdale  Junior  High, 
where  some  off-campus  classes 
are  held,  needs  its  space  back,  and 
the  lease  at  the  off-campus  center 
in  the  Market  Meadows  shopping 
center  in  Naperville  is  up  at  the 
end  of  this  year. 

The  new  buildings,  which  will 
be  10,000  square  feet  each,  will 
have  "five  classrooms  in  each 
building,  an  office--which  means 
we  can  have  associate  dean  and 
counseling  help  for  students,  a 
learning  lab  and  a  computer  lab," 
McAninch  said. 

Each  building  will  also  have  an 
additional  10,000  square  feet  of 
basement  space,  which  will 
initially  be  used  for  storage. 

"The  basement  is  not  being 
finished  at  this  time,"  McAninch 
said,  "but  if  the  demand  is  such, 
then  it  will  be  finished  later  on." 

Besides  having  a  basement, 
there  is  also  room  for  future 
expansion  at  the  Naperville  site. 
According  to  Kolbet,  the 
Naperville  site  is  on  five  acres  of 
land,  whereas  the  Westmont  site  is 
on  only  two  acres.  There  are  no 
plans  being  considered  for 
expansion  at  this  time. 

After  these  two  new  off-campus 
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the  student  trustee  being  appointed  by  the  SG 
president  and  approved  by  the  SG  board  of 
directors.  The  constitution,  which  was  passed 
by  the  students,  was  declared  invalid  after 
legal  ramifications  required  that  the  student 
trustee  item  be  changed. 

SG  officials  stated  that  one  of  the  reasons 
that  they  wanted  the  student  trustee  to  be 
appointed  by  the  SG  organization  was  so  that 
the  trustee  would  be  accountable  to  SG  and 
therefore  more  effective  in  serving  the 
students. 

"Most  of  what  SG  is  doing  has  to  come  to 
the  board's  attention  because  they  need  the 
board's  stamp  of  approval  for  some  of  what 
they  do.  I  thing  that  the  student  trustee  would 
definitely  be  more  effective  if  he  is  in  contact 
with  SG,"  Friedli  said. 

McAninch  said  that  there  is  not  a  typical 
personality  that  the  student  trustee  has  had,  but 
he  felt  that  the  board  shows  respect  for  the 
student  trustee  and  listens  to  what  the  trustee 
has  to  say  regarding  student  issues. 

"The  good  ones  (student  trustees)  really 
want  to  represent  their  fellow  students," 
McAninch  said,  "and  that's  what  their  there 
for."

centers  are  built,  the  college  will 
probably  not  build  any  other  off- 
campus  centers  in  the  forseeable 
future,  but  will  continue  to  rent 
space. 

"Our  intent  is  not  to  try  to  run  a

the  FBI,"  Usry  said.  "Someone  who  phones  in 
a  bomb  threat  has  to  be  sick  somehow.  If  this 
person  was  just  wanting  to  attack  the  building 
than  they  would  have  stated  that  the  bomb  was 
going  to  go  off  at  12  midnight  when  there 
weren't  any  students  around.  When  you 
threaten  to  set  off  a  bomb  during  the  time  of 
day  that  there  are  lots  of  students  around  then 
that's  really  insane." 

Usry  continued  by  saying  that  if  the  school 
were  to  prosecute  a  person  who  had  issued  a 
bomb  threat,  they  could  prosecute  them  at  a 
state  level  or  a  federal  level. 

"The  penalties  at  the  federal  level  would  be 
more  severe,"  Usry  said.  "If  we're  going  to 
prosecute  him,  we're  going  to  get  him  for  the 
most  severe  charge  we  can."

Courier  advises  trustee  candidates, 
'This  is  not  just  a  popularity  contest' 


In  many  races  for  political  positions,  it  seems  that 
many  people  vote  for  a  candidate  because  he  or  she 
is  the  lesser  of  two  evils. 

Such  is  not  the  case  in  the  race  for  student  trustee 
between  incumbent  M.  Faiyaz  Hussain  and  Alan 
Holtz. 

Hussain  was  selected  by  a  committee  to  replace 
ex-student  trustee  Tom  Fessler  after  Fessler 
resigned  from  his  post  three  months  prior  to  the  end 
of  his  term.

conferences  regarding  student  issues  at  both  the 
state  and  national  levels. 

Holtz  has  made  many  appearances  at  both  the  SG 
meetings  as  well  as  the  board  meetings  and  has 
spoken  out  on  issues  ranging  from  SG  spending  to 
the  current  faculty  contract  negotiations. 

He  was  also  an  Eagle  Scout  for  many  years  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Fantasy  Technology  League  on 
CD’s  campus. 

While  Hussain  is  conservative  and  well  informed, 
Holtz  has  a  "go  get  'em"  attitude  which  is  backed  by 
new  ideas  and  a  fresh  approach. 

What  both  candidates  need  to  keep  in  mind  while 
running  in  this  election  is  that  this  is  not  just  a 
popularity  contest  between  opposing  groups. 

The  student  trustee  as  the  representative  to  the

Are  SG  trips  a  means  to  acquire  a  larger  budget? 


Dear  Editor: 

At  the  All-Students  Student  Government 
meeting  held  on  March  1,  I  asked  SG  if  recent 
SG  travel— totalling  over  $3,000— was  an  effort 
to  spend  money  so  that  SG  could  ask  for  a 
larger  budget  next  year.  I  also  asked  if  SG's 
inaction  regarding  the  faculty  contract 
negotiations  was  influenced  by  the  desire  for  a 
larger  budget  next  year.  I  was  told  that  this 
was  not  the  case,  and  that  I  should  do  some 
research  before  making  any  charges.  So  I  have 
gone  through  my  notes  and  found  some 
disturbing  facts. 

The  first  is  that  SG  has  spent  over  $5,000  on 
travel  this  year.  That’s  $2,000  more  than  was 
provided  for  in  their  budget.  They  also  have 
sent  four  or  more  people  on  50  percent  of  SG- 
sponsored  trips.  SG  could  have  saved  $1,200 
by  only  sending  two  people  to  Washington, 
D.C.,  and  can  save  $350  by  only  sending  two— 
instead  of  ten— people  to  the  Illinois  Student 
Association  Spring  Legislative  Conference  in 
April. 


At  the  Ian.  18  SG  meeting,  the  board 
discussed  the  need  to  spend  most  of  its  money 
so  that  SG  could  receive  a  five  percent  budget 
increase  for  fiscal  year  1991.  Also,  not  all  of 
the  extra  money  for  trav  el  is  coming  from  this 
year’s  fundraisers,  as  SG  President  Jeff  Russell 
claims.  At  the  Jan.  11  meeting,  Russell  stated 
that  the  money  used  to  pay  for  the  Washington, 
D.C.  SG  trip  would  come  from  money  left 
over  from  last  year's  budget. 

Indeed,  a  finance  report  dated  Feb.  14  states 
that  money  left  over  from  last  year's  budget 
was  transferred  to  the  travel  budget.  Finally,  if 
the  trips  are  meant  to  accomplish  something, 
what  happened  to  the  letter  writing  campaign 
to  Congress  that  was  supposed  to  coincide 
with  the  trip  to  the  United  States  Student 
Association  Legislative  Conference  in 
Washington,  D.C.?  I've  heard  nothing  about  it 
since  the  Dec.  7  meeting  of  SG. 

What  does  the  budget  have  to  do  with  SG's 
position  on  the  faculty  contract  negotiations? 
Hopefully,  it  will  not  be  a  factor.  But  I  am 


disturbed  at  the  absence  of  a  statement  from 
SG  at  the  February  board  of  trustees  meeting. 
While  the  "voice  of  the  student  body"  was 
silent,  it  was  left  to  Alan  Holtz,  candidate  for 
student  trustee  and  Tim  Dinan,  from  Students 
for  a  Better  SG,  to  express  student  support  for 
the  faculty  and  call  for  a  quick  resolution  to 
the  negotiations. 

Is  the  leadership  of  SG  afraid  of  angering 
the  people  who  will  make  the  final  decision  on 
the  size  of  their  budget? 

I  know  there  are  members  of  SG  who  wish 
to  take  a  stand  in  favor  of  the  faculty.  But  they 
need  your  support.  Go  to  the  SG  office  in 
SRC  1015  and  express  your  view  on  the 
contract  negotiations.  If  the  student  body  and 
SG  take  a  strong  stand,  perhaps  it  will  make  a 
difference  and  a  strike  can  be  avoided.

Hussain  feels  that  his  best  quality  for  the 
trustee  position  is  that  his  answers  are  well 
thought  out  and  that  he,  "doesn't  just  talk 
off  the  top  of  his  head." 

He  feels  that  he  can  give  the  students 
representation  and  that  the  board 
appreciates  his  comments.  He  states  that  he 
has  a  broad  enough  education  to  be  able  to 
speak  on  many  subjects. 

The  first  thing  that  Hussain  would  like  to 
accomplish  is  to  resolve  the  contract 
negotiations. 

He  also  said  that  he  would  like  to  turn 
the  student  trustee's  advisory  vote  to  one 
that  counts  as  the  trustees  vote  does. 

Hussain  stated  that  many  students  have 
come  up  to  him  and  asked  what  the  board 
is  saying  regarding  the  negotiations.  He 
said  that  he  told  them  that  he  was 
representing  them  the  best  way  that  he 
could  but  that  he  could  not  tell  them  what 
was  said  between  the  board  because 
negotiations  were  discussed  in  executive 
session. 

The  second  items  that  Hussain  would 
like  to  accomplish  is  the  student  union 
building.  He  feels  that  this  is  very 
important  to  the  students  because  it  is 
something  that  is  greatly  needed. 

He  feels  that  as  the  student  trustee  he  has 
more  power  because  as  the  vice-president 
of  Student  Government  he  has  to  go 


through  many  channels  to  get  things  accomplished, 
but  as  the  trustee  he  can  have  a  constant  contact 
with  the  board  directly. 

He  feels  that  as  the  student  trustee  he  has 
something  to  offer  the  students  that  his  opponent, 
Alan  Holtz,  can't. 

"I  think  that  I  speak  more  clearly  and  that  I  can 
get  my  meaning  across  more  clearly  than  Alan. 
When  I  talk  to  Alan,  I  just  don't  see  in  him  the 
confidence  that  I  have,"  Hussain  said.  "It  seems 
like  he  doesn't  have  any  genuine  interest.  He  just 
runs  for  positions  that  are  open." 

His  primary  reason  for  running  for  the  student 
trustee  position  is  because  he  wants  to  offer  the 
students  the  representation  that  they  deserve  to  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Hussain  thinks  that  the  student  should  vote  for 
him  because  he  has  proven  himself  in  the  past  an 
he  has  reached  his  goals  as  he  said  he  would. 


Alan 

Holtz 


Holtz  would  like  to  add  more 
scholarships  and  he  would  also  like  to  add  a 
right  turn  lane  on  Lambert  Ave. 

He  would  give  the  students  more 
scholarship  money  by  transferring  some  of 
the  bookstore's  profit  to  a  scholarship  fund. 

Holtz  would  like  to  continue  with  the 
work  that  current  student  trustee  Tom 
Fessler  had  done  on  the  student  union 
building. 

Holtz  stated  that,  like  Hussain,  he  would 
like  to  change  the  advisory  vote  to  one  that 
counts,  and  that  he  has  contacted  student 
trustees  across  the  state  to  try  to  achieve  that 
goal. 

As  the  student  trustee  Holtz  claims  that  he 
would  gain  many  of  his  ideas  from  a 
constant  contact  with  the  students.  He  feels 
that  it  is  important  to  be  out  talking  to  the 
students  so  that  the  trustee  has  an  awareness 
of  what  they  want. 

During  his  campaign,  Holtz  has  stated 
that  he  has  found  that  the  general  attitude 
around  campus  is  that  the  students  don't  care 
because  they  are  only  going  to  be  around 
here  for  two  year;  he  wants  to  change  this 
attitude. 

Compared  to  Hussain,  who  Holtz  feels  is 
somewhat  conservative,  Holtz  feels  that  he 
is  much  more  outspoken. 

"I'm  not  afraid  to  state  my  opinion,"  Holtz 
said.  "Some  people  are  saying  that  the 


reason  Faiyaz  isn't  speaking  up  is  because  he's 
sort  of  afraid  that  the  board  is  going  to  cut  the  SG 
budget." 

Holtz  claims  that  he  gained  leadership  training 
when  he  held  various  positions  as  an  Eagle  Scout. 

Holtz  stated  that  his  biggest  hurdle  as  the 
student  trustee  is  to  get  the  board  to  listen  to  him. 
In  the  meetings  that  he  has  gone  to,  he  feels  that 
the  student  trustee  is  virtually  ignored.  If  the 
student  trustee  were  to  become  a  voting  member, 
Holtz  feels  that  this  situation  would  be 
eliminated. 

Holtz  said  that  his  friends  have  noticed  that  he 
pushes  for  something  until  it  gets  done,  and  this 
can  be  a  shortcoming  if  he  were  to  gain  office.

Jane  Doe  comes  to  CD

Each  year,  the  office  of  research  and 
planning  prepares  a  student  profile  which 
supplies  a  background  of  the  students  who  are 
attending  CD.  After  'many  hours  of  searching 
for  the  typical  CD  student,  the  Courier  had 
the  opportunity  to  interview  Jane  Doe.  The 
following  depicts  no  individual  student,  but 
instead  serves  as  a  representative  of  all  the 
students. 

Jane  Doe  is  female,  Caucasian  and  31  years 
of  age.  She  is  a  high  school  graduate  who  is 
returning  to  CD  as  a  freshman.  She  is  in  the 
travel  and  tourism  program.  Most  of  her 
classes  fall  under  the  division  of  business  and 
services.  She  is  going  for  her  associates 
degree  in  arts. 

Q.  What  community  do  you  live  in? 

A.  I  am  a  resident  of  Naperville.  Everybody 
who  lives  in  Naperville  attends  CD;  you  see, 
we  are  trying  to  keep  ahead  of  Wheaton,  who 
is  trying  to  beat  us  out.  I'm  proud  to  say  that 
the  Naperville  community  reigns. 

•  Naperville  now  claims  3,292  students 
while  Wheaton  claims  2,513. 

Q.  What  method  of  registration  do  you  use? 

A.  I  personally  use  the  telephone  because  I 
find  it  exceptionally  convenient  I  had  a  lovely 
conversation  with  the  registrar.  When  she 
found  out  I  was  interested  in  travel  and 
tourism,  we  discussed  favorite  vacation  spots. 
We  discovered  that  we  both  spent  our 
honeymoons  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  After  an  hour 
of  talking,  I  realized  I  had  to  pick  up  my  kids 
from  school. 

•  Fifty-three  percent  of  CD's  students 
choose  to  register  over  the  telephone,  followed 
by  34  percent  registering  in  person.  Only  13 
percent  of  the  students  register  through  the 
mail. 

Q.  On  which  campus  do  you  attend  your 
classes? 

A.  I  only  attend  classes  at  the  central 
campus.  That’s  where  I've  always  taken  my 
classes  and  I  do  not  accommodate  change  very 
well.  The  only  problem  is  now  I  have  to  deal 
with  finding  a  parking  spot  of  my  own.  I  even 
devised  my  own  fool  proof  method;  I  pull  up 
in  the  SRC  circle  and  wait  for  somebody  to 
come  out.  I  tell  them  I  will  give  them  a  ride  to 
their  car  in  exchange  for  their  spot.  It  is  a 
great  way  to  meet  new  people. 

•  Sixty-six  percent  of  the  students  are 
enrolled  at  the  centra]  campus  while  34 
percent  choose  to  attend  classes  at  the  open 
campus. 


Q.  Do  you  enroll  in  credit  or  non-credit 
classes? 

A.  I  only  enroll  in  credit  classes.  I  used  to 
think  that  meant  that  i  could  pay  for  the 
classes  later. 

•  Eighty-six  percent  of  CD  students  enroll 
in  credit  classes  while  14  percent  choose  non¬ 
credit. 

Q.  Are  you  a  part-time  or  full-time  student? 

A.  I  am  a  part-time  student.  I  have  a 
family,  so  what  little  time  I  have  for  myself 
goes  to  furthering  my  education.  I'm  currently 
enrolled  in  eight  credit  hours  of  classes. 

•  Seventy-six  percent  of  CD  students 
enroll  in  part-time  while  24  percent  are  full¬ 
time. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  do  you  take  classes? 

A.  I  take  all  my  classes  in  the  morning. 
That  enables  me  to  get  home  just  in  time  to  see 
my  soap  operas. 

•  Forty-one  percent  of  students  enrolled  in 
credit  classes  attend  in  the  morning.  Evening 
classes  come  in  second  with  34  percent, 
followed  by  19  percent  in  the  afternoon  and 
seven  percent  TBA  (to  be  arranged).

To  any  stranger,  Kelly  Smeeth  seems  like 
anyone  else.  He  started  at  CD,  went  on  to  the 
University  of  Illinois,  and  is  now  employed  by 
a  major  consulting  firm  in  Washington,  D.C. 

However,  anyone  who  gets  to  know  him  will 
find  that  Smeeth  is  an  extraordinary  man  with 
an  extraordinary  story. 

According  to  CD  athletic  coach  Dave 
Webster,  Smeeth  was  an  exceptional  athlete  as 
well  as  an  excellent  student  at  CD. 

"Kelly  was  very  artistic,"  Webster  said.  "He 
was  an  excellent  student,  gymnast,  and  tennis 
player." 

Webster  felt  that  Smeeth  was  an  ideal  athlete 
to  coach. 

"He  had  a  great  attitude  and  a  great  work 
ethic.  He  would  take  everything  you  gave  him 
and  more,"  Webster  said.  "I  identified  with 
him.  He  was  a  model  athlete." 

Smeeth  seemed  to  have  everything  going  for 
him.  However,  on  Oct.  31,  1974,  something 
happened  that  changed  Smeeth  forever. 

Smeeth  was  practicing  a  gymnastics  routine 
on  a  trampoline  at  CD,  when,  according  to  his 
mother  Nancy  Smeeth,  something  went  terribly 
wrong. 

"He  was  performing  an  exercise  he  had  done 
a  hundred  times  before,"  she  said,  "and  he 
simply  landed  wrong." 

The  bad  landing  turned  out  to  be  much  more 
than  a  simple  problem.  Smeeth  landed  on  his 
neck,  severely  injuring  himself. 

Smeeth  was  immediately  rushed  to  Central 
DuPage  Hospital  in  Winfield.  On  the  way  to 
the  hospital,  Smeeth  had  to  be  manually 
assisted  to  breathe  in  order  to  stay  alive.  Once 
at  the  hospital,  he  was  diagnosed  as  having 
fractured  the  fifth  cervical  vertebrae  of  his 
spinal  cord.  He  was  paralyzed  from  the  neck 
down. 

Smeeth's  doctors  saw  almost  no  possibility 
of  his  ever  walking  again.  However,  after  the 
initial  shock  of  his  accident  wore  off,  Smeeth 
decided  otherwise. 

"Kelly  was  a  gutsy  guy,"  Smeeth's  mother 
said.  "He  still  is.  He  decided  he  was  going  to 
recover,  and  from  then  on  there  was  no  doubt 
in  his  mind.” 

Webster  and  the  rest  of  the  CD  staff,  along 
with  Smeeth's  teammates,  were  very  distressed 
after  the  accident 

"We  all  felt  a  great  deal  of  grief  and 
anguish,"  Webster  said.  "It  was  one  of  the 
realities  of  working  with  a  dangerous  sport." 

After  the  accident,  Smeeth  spent  six  weeks 
in  traction.  Eventually,  he  was  ready  to  begin 
the  long  process  of  rehabilitation.  He  was 
transferred  to  Marianjoy  Rehabilitation  Center 
in  Wheaton.  Nobody,  except  Smeeth,  was 
expecting  much  in  the  way  of  miraculous^ 
results. 

According  to  Mrs.  Smeeth,  rehabilitation 
was  extremely  difficult. 

"Sometimes,  they  would  put  him  through 
hell,"  she  said.  "They  would  make  him  do  the 
exercises  no  matter  what.  He  never  gave  up, 
and  they  never  gave  up  on  him." 

Val  Burke,  coordinator  of  health  and  special 


services  at  CD,  speaks  very  highly  of  Smeeth. 

"He  knows  more  about  rehabilitation  than 
just  about  anyone,"  she  said.  "He  is  an 
inspiration  to  us  all.  What  he  has  been  through 
is  truly  amazing." 

Amazing  is  an  understatement.  After  two 
years  of  intense  rehabilitation,  Smeeth  returned 
to  CD  in  a  wheelchair.  By  the  time  he  was 
finished  at  CD,  Smeeth,  who  was  told  he 
would  never  walk  again,  was  walking  with  a 
cane  and  a  leg  brace  as  his  only  aids. 

Mrs.  Smeeth  calls  the  Marianjoy 
rehabilitation  program  magnificent,  but  it  was 
truly  Smeeth's  attitude  that  made  him  what  he 
is  today. 

"He  felt  life  was  very  valuable,  too  valuable 
to  give  up  on,"  Burke  said. 

Webster  gives  credit  to  Smeeth's 
determination  as  well. 

"His  attitude  was  his  survival,"  Webster  said. 
"He  wasn’t  going  to  give  up  or  be  distracted 
from  his  goals." 

Webster  feels  he  has  learned  a  lot  from 
Smeeth  and  his  ordeal. 

"Kelly  is  a  perfect  model  of  how  we  can 
overcome  life's  setbacks,"  he  said. 

Smeeth,  who  is  one  of  eight  children,  is 
obviously  the  kind  of  person  who  likes  to  get 
his  own  way. 

"He  has  a  different  kind  of  attitude,"  Mrs. 
Smeeth  said.  "If  you  say  black,  he'll  say 
white." 

His  different  attitude  has  definitely  paid  off. 

Smeeth's  recovery  alone  is  remarkable. 
However,  Smeeth  has  gone  on  to  a  very 
impressive  career. 

After  finishing  his  studies  at  CD,  Smeeth 
went  on  to  the  University  of  Illinois,  where  his 
studies  culminated  in  a  Master's  Degree  in 
analytical  mathematics.  Smeeth  is  now 
employed  by  a  major  consulting  firm  in 
Washington,  D.C.  He  is  said  to  sometimes 
work  with  the  government. 

"Very  hush-hush  stuff,"  Smeeth's  mother 
said. 

Smeeth  is  reportedly  finishing  work  on  a 
book  to  be  published  in  the  near  future. 

Smeeth  has  developed  many  of  the 
potentials  he  had  before  his  accident.  Among 
other  things,  he  paints,  writes,  and  has  taken  up 
swimming.  According  to  Mrs.  Smeeth,  he 
sometimes  has  trouble  lifting  his  head  for 
exercises  such  as  the  breaststroke.  Not  one  to 
be  easily  swayed,  Smeeth  obtained  a  snorkle 
and  kept  going.  Smeeth  is  also  a  tremendous 
ping-pong  player.  All  in  all,  it  seems  that 
Smeeth  leads  a  very  full  life  indeed,  as 
compared  to  the  life  most  people  expected  he 
would  lead  after  his  accident. 

Oftentimes,  we  are  faced  with  situations  that 
seem  impossible,  and  just  as  often,  we  give  up 
much  too  easily.  Smeeth  is  an  inspiration  to  all 
of  us. 

Next  time  you  are  faced  with  an  obstacle 
that  seems  impassable,  think  of  Smeeth. 
Reach  a  little  higher,  stretch  a  little  further,  and 
give  a  little  more.  Just  remember,  don't  give 
up,  because  no  goal  is  too  high.  Kelly  Smeeth 
has  proved  that  to  himself  and  to  all  of  us.

'60s  civil  rights  struggle  recalled 

Ernie  Gibson  reminisces  on  Birmingham,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.

Ernie  Gibson  remembers  the  bombing  of  fils  hotel  in  Birmingham,  Ala., 
and  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  during  the  civil' rights  movement  of  the  '60s.

The  Civil  Rights  Movement  of  the  1960s, 
with  all  its  turbulence  and  change,  is 
something  that  we  now  learn  about  in  history 
classes.  Those  days  of  overt  segregation  and 


"whites  only"  facilities  seem,  in  1990,  to  have 
taken  place  in  another  age  of  a  different  world. 

And  yet  it  was  less  than  30  years  ago  that 
Ernie  Gibson,  CD's  director  of  auxiliary 
enterprises,  was  a  part  of  some  of  the  most 
dramatic  moments  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Movement,  in  Birmingham,  Alabama. 


"He  was  talking  about  the  things 
we  should  be  standing  up  and 
fighting  for.  Things  such  as  voting 
and  various  community  rights  that 
we  were  denied."

The  mid-1950s  saw  the  beginning  of  the 
modem  Civil  Rights  Movement,  with  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  declaring,  in  the  landmark 
Brown  v.  Board  of  Education  of  Topeka, 
Kansas  decision,  that  segregation  in  the  public 
schools  was  inherently  unequal,  and  mandated 
desegregation. 

The  following  year,  in  Montgomery 
Alabama,  Rosa  Parks,  a  black-woman,  refused 
to  give  up  her  seat  on  a  bus  to  a  white  man. 
Her  arrest  sparked  a  protest  in  Montgomery's 
black  community  that  quickly  blossomed  into 
a  boycott  of  the  bus  company. 

The  Montgomery  boycott  lasted  nearly  a 
year,  and  brought  to  national  attention  a  young 
Baptist  minister,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 

"We  were  all  excited  about  a  young  Baptist 
preacher  at  Dexter  Street  Baptist  Church  in 


Montgomery,"  Gibson  remembers.  "He  was 
taking  about  the  things  we  should  be  standing 
#6p  and  fighting  for.  Things  such  as  voting  and 
various  community  rights  that  we  were 
denied. " 

King's  message  was  a  powerful  one,  and  one 
that  Gibson  took  to  heart. 

"I'm  an  Episcopalian,  not  a  Baptist,  but  I 
went  down  with  a  group  of  my  fraternity 
brothers,  because  Martin  was  a  fraternity 
brother  of  mine,  and  I  never  went  back  to  the 
Episcopal  church,"  Gibson  said.  "I  got  to 
know  Martin  very  well." 

In  the  early  '60s,  Gibson  bought  a  hotel  in 
Birmingham.  When  King  moved  his  campaign 
to  Birmingham,  Gibson's  hotel,  as  the  only 
black-owned  hotel  in  downtown  Birmingham, 
became  the  choice  for  King’s  headquarters. 
The  movement  occupied  75  percent  of  the  275 
room  hotel. 

"They  wanted  all  of  it,  but  I  couldn't  give 
them  all,"  Gibson  said.  "I  had  to  leave  some 
rooms  open  for  transient  business." 

Along  with  the  movement  people  came  the 
celebrities,  white  and  black,  who  were  lending 
their  support  and  assistance.  Among  those 
who  stayed  at  Gibson's  hotel  were  Jackie 
Robinson,  Ray  Charles,  Joe  Lewis,  Johnny 
Mathis,  Bobby  Kennedy,  Marlon  Brando,  and 
Dick  Gregory. 

"Every  day  I  always  said  that  the  world 
would  shine  on  my  hotel,"  Gibson  recalls. 
"This  is  where  they  would  have  the  news 
conferences,  with  all  the  notable  newsmen  in 
our  country  and  from  around  the  world." 

As  the  spring  of  1963  passed,  the  situation 
in  Birmingham  became  more  and  more 
explosive.  Demonstrations,  boycotts,  sit-ins 
and  voter  registration  efforts  were  challenging 
white  supremacy. 

The  police  used  clubs,  police  dogs  and  high- 


pressure  fire  hoses  on  demonstrators,  many  of 
whom  were  women  and  children.  Birmingham 
was  on  the  front  pages  of  newspapers  across 
the  country  and  around  the  world. 

Gibson  had  sold  his  home  after  receiving 
bomb  threats  there  and  moved  into  his  hotel 
with  his  family.  Although  he  had  also  received 
bomb  threats  at  the  hotel,  he  decided  to  not  let 
them  bother  him. 

"The  hotel  was  threatened  every  day,"  he 
said,  "but  I  thought  we'll  just  all  die  together." 

As  Mother's  Day  of  1963  approached, 
Gibson  had  a  premonition.

"I  don't  know  why,"  he  said,  "but  I  sent  my 
wife  and  two  kids  home  to  Little  Rock  to  visit 
her  mother.  I  don't  know  why  I  insisted  they 
go,  and  my  wife  says  she  doesn't  know  why 
she  accepted,  there  was  so  much  work  to  do." 

On  May  12,  a  bomb  exploded  in  Gibson's 
motel. 

"They  were  trying  to  get  at  the  Presidential 
Suite,  which  was  King’s  headquarters,"  Gibson 
said.  "The  only  thing  is,  on  the  lower  level 
was  my  office.  My  wife  was  normally  in  the 
office  at  the  time  the  bomb  went  off." 

The  bomb  blew  a  hole  in  the  hotel  big 
enough  to  drive  a  truck  through.  Gibson 
remembers  that  10  or  12  rooms  were  damaged, 
and  that  three  or  four  people  were  killed. 
Ironically,  King  was  out  of  town  at  the  time  of 


the  bombing. 

Gibson  is  still  bitter  about  the  way  the  FBI 
handled  the  bombing.  The  hotel  often  received 
two  or  three  bomb  threats  a  day,  and  the 
standard  procedure  was  to  notify  the  police  and 
the  FBI  when  threats  were  received. 

The  night  of  the  bombing,  Gibson  was  on 
the  switchboard  and  took  the  call  threatening 
the  bombing.  He  personally  called  the  police 
and  the  FBI  to  notify  them. 

"The  FBI  says  I  never  called  them,"  he  said, 
"and  to  this  day,  that’s  an  image  that's  indelible 
in  my  mind.  They  lied,  and  they  repeated  the 
lie.  I  doubt  if  I'll  ever  get  over  that  feeling. 

I  know  they  couldn't  do  anything  about  my 
hotel  being  bombed,  but  why  lie  about  it?  I 
know  they  were  called,  /  called." 

No  one  was  ever  arrested  for  the  bombing. 

Gibson  rebuilt  after  the  bombing,  but  later 
sold  the  motel. 

"Carolyn  (his  wife)  and  I  just  didn't  have  the 
interest  any  more,"  Gibson  said.  "It  was  a 
shame,  because  that's  what  I  had  always 
wanted  to  do." 

From  Birmingham,  Gibson  re-entered  the 
world  of  education,  taking  a  job  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  before  coming  to  CD. 

Although  ugly  memories  of  the  Birmingham 
bombing  will  never  go  away,  Gibson  has  been 
blessed  with  memories  of  a  friendship  with  one 
of  the  most  notable  men  of  our  century. 

Martin  (Luther  King)  was  like  a  brother, 
like  a  father;  he  was  a  friend,"  Gibson  said.  "I 
loved  him  like  a  brother  and  a  father  and  a 
friend.  I  think  that  the  highest  compliment  you 
can  pay  a  person  is  to  say  you  trust  them.  I 
had  a  lot  of  trust  in  Martin,  a  lot  of  faith. 

"To  me,  he  was  a  person  who  was  truth.  He 
said  nothing  but  the  truth.  He  was  very 
sincere.  To  know  him  personally  was  a  gift."

"One  of  the  things  I  told  the  gals  at 
halftime  was  to  be  careful  of  our  foul 
situation  because  both  Kim  Brown  and 
Kim  Lansek  had  three,"  said  Head  Coach 
Erich  Hauenstein. 

Sure  enough,  five  minutes  into  the 
second  half,  Brown  fouled  out.  From  that 
point  on  things  turned  from  bad  to  worse. 

Two  minutes  later  Jessica  Boyle  drove 
to  the  basket  and  was  elbowed  in  the 
throat,  causing  her  neck  to  snap  back.  She 
missed  the  remainder  of  the  game. 

"With  my  two  best  ball  handlers  out  I 
had  to  rely  on  some  other  people,  and  they 
just  didn't  do  the  job,"  Hauenstein  said. 
"Lake  County  took  advantage  of  our  two 
starters  being  out  and  made  a  run  at  us. 
We  got  panicky,  threw  the  ball  away  and 
they  made  some  easy  baskets." 

As  the  lady  Chaps  allowed  a  12-point 
lead  to  turn  into  a  one -point  deficit  with  a 
minute  left  in  the  game,  fate  struck  again, 
breaking  the  lady  Chaps  back. 

As  leading  scorer  Kori  Konopka  dove 
for  a  loose  ball,  an  opposing  player  fell 
directly  on  her  bad  ankle,  causing  it  to 
sprain  again.  With  their  three  most 
productive  players  out,  CD  could  not 
convert  down  the  stretch  as  they  lost  58- 
56. 

Konopka  finished  up  with  a  game  high 

20  points  and  Boyle  added  17. 

"It  was  unfortunate,  but  the  girls  gave 
the  best  they  had,"  Hauenstein  said. 
"Under  those  circumstances  we  weren't 
able  to  do  the  kinds  of  things  we  would 
have  normally  done  with  our  starters. 

"If  I  had  Kim  (Brown)  or  Jess  (Boyle) 
to  help  bring  the  ball  up  the  court  wc 
would  have  been  able  to  sustain  the  lead. 
But  to  lose  them  both  was  just  taking 
away  too  much  from  us. 

"I  was  sad  because  in  the  first  half  we 
clearly  had  Lake  County  dominated.  We 
were  clearly  the  superior  team.  But  with  a 
couple  of  gals  injured  and  one  fouled  out, 
they  were  able  to  catch  up  and  beat  us  at 
the  end.  It  was  one  of  those  things  that 
whatever  could  go  wrong  did." 

The  lady  Chaps  finished  the  season  with 
an  8-18  record,  but  instead  of  dwelling  on 
this  year's  record,  Hauenstein  is  thinking 
positive  about  the  future. 

"It  was  a  tough  way  to  start  my  first 
season  and  I  appreciated  the  effort  the 
girls  gave  me,"  Hauenstein  said.  "I 
learned  a  lot  about  girls  basketball  at  this 
level  and  hopefully  I  will  be  able  to  use 
what  I  learned  this  year  to  have  a  better 
record  next  year."

CD  wins  their  third 
NJCAA  hockey 
championship  in  11 
years  with  a  9-4  win 
over  Erie,  Minn.

It  didn't  take  hockey  coach  Tom  Kurzawski  a  long  time  to 
join  his  coaching  predecessors  by  winning  a  national 
championship  at  CD. 

Following  in  the  footsteps  of  former  coaches  Herb  Salberg 
(1969-1981)  and  Jim  Smith  (1987-1988),  second-year  coach 
Kurzawski  led  the  Chaparrals  to  their  third  national 
championship  last  weekend.  Salberg  won  the  title  as  head 
coach  in  1980,  while  Smith  led  the  Chaps  to  their  second 
championship  in  1988. 

The  Chaps  (22-4-3)  left  little,  if  any,  doubt  about  their 
abilities  after  beating  Erie  College  (N.Y.)  in  the  final  game  of 
the  NJCAA  Hockey  tournament  on  the  Chaps'  home  ice  in 
Franklin  Park. 

Following  a  9-3  win  over  Itasca  (Minn.)  on  Friday  and  a  5-2 
win  over  Bottineau  (N.D.)  on  Saturday,  the  Chaps  survived  a 
second  period  charge  by  Erie  on  Sunday  and  won  handily,  9-4. 

Erie  (24-13)  appeared  ready  for  the  test  early  in  the  game, 
controlling  the  puck  for  most  of  the  first  period. 

"They  came  out  really  hard,"  Assistant  Coach  Salberg  said. 
"We  were  struggling  becausethey  jumped  on  us.  They  gave  us 
all  that  we  could  handle  in  the  first  period." 

The  Chaps  had  not  played  Erie  this  season,  and  were  worried 
about  the  speed  of  their  team. 

"We  were  fearful  of  them  because  we  thought  they  were 
pretty  fast,"  Salberg  said.  "But  once  we  got  in  there,  the 
conditioning  factors,  the  adrenaline  pumping  and  the  home  ice 
all  helped.” 

CD  goalkeeper  Bob  Moore  prevented  Erie  from  taking  a  1-0 
lead  in  the  first  half  with  a  glove  save  and  watched  as  another 
shot  sailed  over  the  crossbar. 

Moore  started  the  first  game  and  got  the  nod  in  Sunday's 
game  while  Pat  Eelnurme  kept  goal  in  Saturday's  game.  Salberg 
and  Kurzawski  had  trouble  deciding  who  to  start  in  Sunday's 
game. 

"Tom  and  I  both  agonized  over  it  most  of  (Saturday  night). 
Moore  played  a  strong  game  the  first  game.  But  Eelnurme 
came  back  and  played  a  magnificent  game  against  Bottineau." 

ToumamentMVP  Tom  Dubsky  gave  the  Chaps  a  1-0  lead  by 
scoring  the  only  goal  of  the  first  period  at  19:11. 

The  Chaps  exploded  for  three  goals  in  first  half  of  the  second 
period  and  took  a  commanding  4-0  lead.  Tim  Olschanski,  Dan

Lough,  and  Dan  O’Day  each  scored  for  CD.  But  a  pair  of  goals  done',"  Salberg  said. 

by  Erie's  Todd  Gagliardi  and  another  goal  by  Erie  cut  the  lead  Todd  Kolb  scored  the  final  goal  of  the  second  period  for  the 
t0  Chaps  with  seven  seconds  left  to  give  CD  a  5-3  lead. 

(Head  coach  Tom  Kurzawski  and  I)  said  'Fellas,  you're  Kolb  again  scored  in  the  opening  minutes  of  the  third  period 
close.  You  can’t  let  it  get  away  with  all  of  the  hard  work  you've  and  was  followed  by  goals  from  Charlie  Olschanski,  Paul 

Contani  and  Doug  Condon  as  the  Chaps  ran  away  with  a  9-4 
victory.  Kolb  and  Tim  Olschanski  each  collected  a  pair  of 
assists  in  the  game. 

"They  rose  to  an  ability  level  a  notch  above  what  they  did  all 
year,"  Salberg  said.  "I've  never  seen  a  team  prepared  better 
mentally.  They're  concentration  was  totally  in  it  and  they  were 
intense. 

'This  is  probably  the  most  unselfish  group  I've  ever  seen. 
We  don't  have  a  lot  of  impact  players,  it  was  a  whole  team 
effort  from  the  first  line  to  the  fourth  line.  We  peaked  at  the 
tournament  and  player  our  best  hockey  in  the  last  weekend."

Hockey  at  CD  is  truly 

'A  winning  tradition'

What  does  it  take  to  create  a  championship  team?  CD 
Athletic  Dirctor  Herb  Salberg  knows. 

As  the  formeT  coach  of  CD's  hockey  team,  Salberg  earned 
an  incredible  203-60-7  record  from  1969  through  1981,  and 
produced  10  All-Americans.  Since  then,  he  has  acted  as  both 
athletic  director  and  assistant  hockey  coach,  and  watched  his 
team  collect  two  more  championships,  including  the  1990 
championship  won  last  weekend  in  Franklin  Park. 

What  is  most  amazing  about  his  career  record  and  the 
success  of  the  Chaps'  hockey 
team  is  the  lack  of  high 
school  talent  in  the  area. 

"We're  probably  the  only 
team  in  the  NJCAA  that 
comes  from  an  area  that  has  a 
basketball  mentality,"  Salberg 
said.  "AH  the  other  teams  we 
play  have  a  hockey 
mentality." 

That  fact  is  supported  by 
the  schedule  of  the  hockey 
team.  Games  against  schools 
from  Minnesota,  North 
Dakota,  and  New  York  are 
played  because  no  other 
community  college  in  the  state  of  Illinois  has  a  hockey 
program. 

The  success  of  CD’s  hockey  program  is  attributed  to  many 
things,  including  the  coaches  and  the  players.  Coaching  is 
obviously  important,  but  CD  won  their  three  national  titles 
with  three  different  head  coaches  at  the  helm. 

"You  have  to  have  a  good  coaching  staff  but  the  players  are 
most  important,"  Salberg  said.  "Recruiting  is  also  important." 

Ah,  recruiting.  How  does  a  non-scholarship,  junior  college 
attract  the  best  available  talent  in  the  country? 

“I  believe  that  DuPage's  academic  and  athletic  reputation  is 
why  kids  come  here  to  play,"  Salberg  said.  "I  work  very  hard 
at  recruiting.  Some  of  our  kids  come  from  Michigan.  We  try 
to  recruit  here,  but  the  IHSA  doesn’t  recognize  hockey  as  a 
varsity  sport.  Many  schools  arc  limited  by  facilities 

Despite  the  problems  of  finding  quality  hockey  players  and 
maintaining  a  successful  program,  Salberg  is  encouraged  by 
the  increase  in  participation  of  Americans  in  the  last  10  years. 

"People  have  become  more  interested  in  hockey  since  the 
United  States  won  the  Olympics  in  1980,"  Salberg  said.  "Were 
(the  U.S.A.)  registering  hockey  players  at  a  higher  rate  than 
both  Russia  and  Canada." 

Everyone  who  follows  CD  hockey  should  be  encouraged  by 
the  fact  that  Salberg  is  still  involved  in  the  program.

Students  'crowning  blow' 
in  contract  negotiations

The  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel  just  got  brighter  as 
the  faculty  and  the  board  of  trustees  have  finally  come  up 
with  a  tentative  settlement  on  a  new  faculty  contract. 

At  the  board  meeting  Wednesday,  100  students 
gathered  in  the  board  room,  and  flowed  out  into  the 
atrium  to  lend  their  support  to  the  eight  students  who 
spoke  to  the  board. 

"We  had  an  educational  community  last  night,"  Phyllis 
Goodman,  chairperson  of  the  salary  and  fringe  benefits 
committee,  said.  "I  think  that  the  students  showing  up 
was  the  crowning  blow  that  woke  the  trustees  up.  I  see 
the  students'  involvement  as  being  positive,  but  I  also  see 
it  as  for  the  first  time  the  students  are  getting  together.  I 
wish  it  was  for  a  less  negative  reason." 

CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  was  not  surprised  at  the 
sudden  involvement  of  CD's  students  and  stated  that,  "the 
students  are  very  concerned  about  their  education  and 
they  have  been  hearing  in  some  of  their  classes  that  there 
is  a  possibility  of  a  strike.  I  expected  this." 

At  the  board  meeting,  a  majority  of  the  people  present 
were  forced  to  stand  outside  in  the  atrium  where  the 


sound  was  piped  through  microphones.  Many  of  these 
people  expressed  anger  as  they  wanted  the  board  meeting 
to  be  moved  to  an  area  that  could  accomodate  all  that 
wanted  to  attend. 

'The  situation  is  better  in  my  classrooms  than  this," 
Beverly  Bilshausen,  faculty  senate  chairperson,  said,  in 
regards  to  lack  of  space  that  was  permitted  for  the  crowd 
of  concerned  onlookers.  "This  is  really  insulting." 

When  the  students  spoke  to  the  trustees,  most  told  of 
their  distaste  for  the  negotiations. 

One  student  said,  "I  heard  that  faculty  will  only  be 
receiving  a  3.3  percent  raise  and  I  was  wondering  why 
you  don't  just  give  them  what  they  want  so  that  we  can 
get  on  with  our  education." 

A  slide  show  was  presented  by  Student  Government 
President  Jeff  Russell.  The  pictures  were  selected  from 
the  student  rally  the  previous  Thursday  and  showed  the 
number  of  students  that  were  now  getting  involved  with 
the  negotiations. 

"The  student  body  that  I  was  elected  to  represent  to  you 
is  tired  of  almost  11  months  of  negotiations  that  this 
board  has  engaged  in  with  the  faculty  of  this  college,"

SG  meeting 

attracts  450

Faculty  negotiations  were  the  focus  of  a  meeting 
held  by  Student  Government  on  March  8. 

Representatives  for  the  administration  and  the 
Faculty  Senate  addressed  a  crowd  of  about  450 
outside  the  student  recreation  area. 

According  to  Jeff  Russell,  SG  president,  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  focus  on  the  rumors 
that  were  spreading  across  campus  about  a  possible 
strike  by  the  faculty. 

"There  were  rumors  going  around  that  the  faculty 
was  going  to  strike,"  Russell  said.  "For  the  first 
time,  a  strike  seemed  to  have  a  viable  potential  and 
students  were  scared." 

The  representative  for  the  faculty  was  Beverly 
Bilshausen,  associate  professor  of  computer 
information  systems.  She  believes  that  the  faculty's 
demands  are  reasonable  and  justified. 

"We  are  asking  for  a  competitive  salary.. .proper 
compensation,  proper  rights  and  responsibilities," 
Bilshausen  said. 

Howard  Owens,  director  of  human  resources  and 
representative  for  the  administration,  said  that  both

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Continuing  student  scholarship 

The  Continuing  Student  Scholarship  has 
been  established  by  the  social  and  behavioral 
sciences  division  of  CD  to  "promote  and 
reward  academic  commitment  and  excellence 
demonstrated  by  currently  enrolled  students." 

The  scholarship  can  be  used  only  at  CD.  It 
is  a  competitive  scholarship  based  on  merit 
variables  including,  but  not  limited  to  grade 
point  average,  variety  of  courses  taken,  amount 
of  reading  in  the  field  of  interest,  familiarity 
with  and  grasp  of  the  basic  principles/theories 
in  the  field  of  interest,  intellectual  curiosity, 
independent  thinking,  and  self-motivation.  For 
a  student  to  be  considered  for  this  scholarship, 
the  eligibility  requirements  listed  below  must 
be  fulfilled.  Finalists  will  be  asked  to  submit  a 
written  essay  and  to  be  interviewed  by  the 
Scholarship  Committee. Deadline:  April  18, 
1990. 

Eligibility  requirements:  (1)  The  student 
must  be  currently  enrolled  at  CD.  (2)  The 
student  must  have  completed  at  least  36 
quarter  hours  of  credit  by  the  end  of  the  Spring 
Quarter,  1990.  Twenty-four  of  the  36  hours 
must  have  been  earned  at  CD.  (3)  The 
applicant  must  have  completed  and/or  is 
currently  enrolled  in  a  minimum  of  three 
social/behavioral  courses  from  the  following 
areas:  anthropology,  business  law,  economics, 
education,  geography,  political  science, 
psychology,  sociology  and  social  science.  (3) 
Courses  must  be  taken  from  a  minimum  of  any 
two  subject  areas  cited  above.  (4)  The 
student's  career  plans  must  include  an 
expressed  intent  to  major  in  one  of  the 
social/behavioral  sciences  areas.

Bilshausen  concluded  by  reflecting  on  the 
importance  of  the  faculty  in  the  college 
community. 

"The  quality  of  education  is  what  is  at  stake 
here. ..the  life  line  of  this  college  is  the 
faculty,"  Bilshausen  said.  "My  vision  for 
education  is  that  nothing  else  exists  without 
it. ..you  can't  have  doctors  or  lawyers." 

The  open  meeting  was  followed  by  a 
meeting  for  only  students  in  which  SG 
formulated  a  plan  of  action  for  students  to 
take. 

At  that  time,  a  student  rally  was  planned  and 
a  phone-in  day  where  students  would  have  the 
opportunity  to  express  their  wishes  for  a  quick 
conclusion  to  the  faculty  negotiations.

Russell  said.  "Not  only  was  I  elected  to 
represent  them  as  students,  but  tonight  I 
represent  these  people  as  taxpayers, 
because  you,  those  who  were  elected  to 
represent  them  in  that  capacity,  have  failed 
to  do  so  adequately.” 

Many  students  who  stood  to  voice  their 
opinions  said  that  they  were  shocked  that 
the  faculty  at  CD  was  paid  less  than  some  of 
the  area  high  school  and  kindergarten 
teachers. 

"I  am  going  to  college  so  that  I  can  get  a 
job  to  send  my  children  to  college,”  one 
student  said.  "It's  hard  to  live  in  DuPage 
County.  I  pay  a  lot  of  money  in  taxes  and  I 
think  it's  horrible  that  the  faculty  here 
couldn't  afford  to  live  in  this  county 
because  they  aren't  paid  enough." 

Goodman  said  that  the  student 
involvement  in  faculty  contract  negotiations 
may  have  had  an  affect  on  the  possible 
settlement. 

'T  think  the  students  have  every  right  to 
be  upset.  This  has  been  going  on  for  10 
months,  the  students  are  affected  by  it," 
Goodman  said.  "They  have  every  right  to 
do  whatever  they  can  to  get  it  settled." 

Maybe  something  good  came  out  of  ten 
months  of  negotiating  between  the  faculty 
and  the  teachers.  The  students  of  CD  came 
together  for  a  genuine  cause. 

"What  is  kind  of  neat  is  that  tbe  off -shoot 
of  this  is  that  the  students  have  been  saying 
that  their  education  is  valuable  to  them, 
which  Is  very  important  in  this  day  and  age 
when  everybody  seems  to  be  down  on 
education,"  Goodman  added.  "It  is  great  to 
have  a  group  of  students  saying,  'Hey,  this 
is  important  to  me  and  I  care  about  this.'" 

Winner  announced 

M.  Faiyaz  Hussain  won  the  race  for  the 
Student  Trustee  position  with  176  votes. 

Alan  C.  Holtz  came  in  second  with  76 
votes. 

There  were  240  total  votes  cast.

of  the  groups  are  working  toward  the  same 
goals. 

"The  goals  of  the  administration  are  the 
same  as  the  faculty's,"  Owens  said.  "We  feel 
that  a  quality  pay  is  important  in  terms  of 
attracting  and  retaining  a  quality  faculty." 

Bilshausen  told  the  audience,  which  was 
mostly  made  up  of  CD  students,  that  there  was 
really  nothing  that  they  could  do  about  the 
negotiations. 

"You  are  not  in  any  position  to  do  anything 
about  it,"  she  noted.  "The  decision  of  what 
happens  rests  with  your  board  of  trustees." 

When  students  asked  why  the  board  was  not 
meeting  with  faculty  representatives  at  the 
negotiating  table  Owens  responded  that  the 
negotiation  process  is  something  that  "should 
occur  between  professionals." 

Owens  added  that  "a  board  member  does 
not  do  every  specific  function,  but  hires  people 


to  do  some  of  them." 

In  the  event  of  a  strike,  Bilshausen 
explained  what  the  immediate  actions  of  the 
faculty  would  be. 

"The  faculty  would  pick  up  the  materials 
that  were  pertinent  to  them  and  leave  the 
school,"  Bilshausen  said.  "Education  is  over  if 
the  faculty  leaves." 

Many  of  the  students  had  questions  about 
what  the  effect  of  a  strike  would  be  on  them. 

One  woman  compared  the  dispute  between 
the  faculty  and  the  administration  to  a  divorce. 
She  said  that  "as  the  parents  you  have  to 
(consider  what  is  going  to  happen  to  the 
children)." 

CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  also  was  part 
of  the  audience  and  was  not  surprised  with 
how  it  turned  out,  but  has  noted  that 
negotiations  are  proceeding  slowly. 

"It  pretty  much  went  as  I  expected... I  think 
that  it  (the  negotiations  process)  has  been

Have  you  ever  taken  a  moment  to 
consider  how  much  time  is  wasted  every 
year?  There  is  a  big  difference  between  a 
quiet  weekend  reading  a  book,  and  getting 
together  with  friends  and  arguing  for 
instance. 

I  have  never  understood  why  people  have 
long  drawn-out  arguments,  especially  over 
seemingly  trivial  things.  Family  arguments 
are  the  best  example  of  time  wasted.  They 
are  also  an  example  everyone  can  identify 
with. 

Whether  the  toilet  paper  should  come  off 
the  roll  from  the  top  or  the  bottom  seems  to 
be  a  point  of  some  controversy  at  my  house.

'Like  a  Prayer '  college  students  unite 
and  become  the  'Rattle  and  Hum'  of  CD 


Something  is  amiss. 

Who  kidnapped  the  typically  apathetic,  lethargic 
students  and  replaced  them  with  active  rallying  ones? 

What  a  spectacle  it  was  to  see  400  bodies  crammed 
into  "the  pit"  to  participate  in  the  rally,  compliments 
of  Student  Government. 

What  a  miracle  that  over  100  students  traipsed  in 
and  out  of  the  SG  office  to  use  their  phones  to  call 
members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  CD  President  H.D. 
McAninch,  faculty  and  administrators  who  are 
involved  with  contract  negotiations. 

If  ever  there  was  a  doubt  in  anyone's  mind  that  the 
students  at  CD  didn't  know  how  to  come  together  for 
one  cause,  those  doubts  most  definitely  are  now 
dispelled. 

It  all  started  Thursday  the  8th. 

SG  held  their  every-week-run-of-the-mill 
meeting. ..in  front  of  450  people  instead  of  three. 

Then  they  went  into  an  executive  session  and  150 
people  came  up  with  ideas. 

On  Tuesday  the  13th,  the  trustees  unlucky  number, 
there  were  a  few  phone  calls  that  had  to  be  made,  by 
over  100  people. 

Then  there  was  Wednesday. 

The  students  once  again  regrouped  for  a  rally  to

chat  about  the  upcoming  board  meeting  that  evening 
at  7  p.m. 

Seven  o'clock  rolled  around  and  a  slightly  smaller 
number  of  students,  about  100,  showed  up  to  lend 
support  to  the  eight  speakers  who  addressed  the 
trustees. 

Students  wanted  guarantees,  which  couldn't  be 
given. 

They  wanted  straight  answers,  which  they  did  not 
receive. 

They  wanted  explanations,  which  they  couldn't 
understand. 

Somehow,  in  the  verbal  attacks  and  the  dramatic 
speeches,  a  very  important  message  was  conveyed. 

CD's  students  told  everyone  that  they  were 
involved.  They  were  going  to  stay  involved.  And  they 
were  scared  of  the  threat  to  their  educations. 

They  wanted  to  know  that  the  parties  involved  could 
no  longer  ignore  their  needs,  and  they  hoped  that 
negotiations  would  be  settled  before  their  education 
was  interrupted. 

What  the  students,  amidst  all  the  hoopla  and  cheers 
and  with  the  presence  of  the  press,  failed  to 
understand,  is  that  the  trustees,  faculty,  and 
administration  had  the  same  hope  in  mind. 


Trip  to  capital  makes  for  sore  feet, 
new  friends,  and  a  desire  to  return

The  United  Stales  Student  Association  held 
its  21st  Annual  Legislative  Conference  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  thanks  to  CD's  Student 
Government  I  was  able  to  attend. 

I  did  not  know  much  about  the  city  or  about 
the  USSA  organization,  but  I  do  know  that  I 
came  back  with  a  desire  to  leant  more  about  at 
least  one  of  them. 

The  conference  required  me  to  attend 
several  workshops  and  discussion  groups.  I 
was  only  impressed  with  one,  "The  ABC's  of 
the  Federal  Budget,"  which  was  run  by  Joel 
Packer,  legislative  specialist  for  the  National 
Education  Association. 

According  to  Packer,  the  president  released 
his  budget  proposal  on  Jan.  21  which  is  the 
basis  for  what  Congress  works  on.  Currently, 
Congress  is  working  on  completing  a  budget 
resolution  (deadline  for  completion  is  April 
15)  that  sets  the  overall  size  of  the  "pie." 
Congress  divides  the  pie  into  slices,  or 
functions.  There  are  functions  for  things  such 
as  defense.  Social  Security,  etc. 

Almost  all  of  student  aid  is  forward  funded. 
The  money  is  not  spent  until  the  next  year 
when  it  is  actually  appropriated.  Packer  noted 
that  there  have  been  many  shortfalls  in  funding 
because  budgets  are  done  almost  two  years  in 
advance. 

The  president  recommended  a  two  and  a 
half  percent  increase  for  defense  and  a  two 
percent  increase  for  education.  Packer  said 
that  in  defense  anything  that  is  below  inflation 
is  considered  a  cut.  However,  in  education 
any  increase  is  compared  to  the  previous  year  s 
allotment. 

Next  time  you  hear  Bush  say  that  there  has 
been  a  cut  in  defense  and  an  increase  in 
education,  think  about  it.  It  just  may  make 
you  laugh  for  a  while. 

In  this  workshop,  I  also  learned  that  there 
are  two  different  categories  for  the  various 
programs  that  Congress  funds. 

There  are  entitlement  programs,  which 
require  the  government  to  supply  aid--no 
matter  what  the  total  amount-for  anyone  who 
qualifies  to  receive  it.  Some  of  these  programs 
are  Social  Security,  the  Guaranteed  Student 


Loan  program,  Medicare,  veteran  programs, 
etc.  The  only  way  to  reduce  these 
expenditures  is  to  change  the  law  requirements 
so  that  fewer  people  can  apply  for  them. 

The  other  category  is  discretionary 
programs.  There  is  no  guarantee  that  a  certain 
program  will  get  funds.  An  example  of  this  is 
the  work-study  program  for  students. 

Packer  believes  it  to  be  unfair  that  there 
have  been  cuts  in  educational  programs  and 
points  out  that  the  biggest  cuts  in  the  past  ten 
years  have  been  in  areas  of  education.  In 
Bush's  budget  proposal,  education  is  only  two 
percent  of  the  total  budget,  which  will  cut 
down  the  number  of  Guaranteed  Student  Loans 
by  124,000. 

He  said  that  comparatively,  the  U.S.  does 
not  put  as  much  money  into  education  as  do 
other  countries.  He  also  urged  students  to  put 
pressure  on  their  representatives  to  focus  on 
educational  programs  and  that  "as  the  saying 
goes,  'the  squeaky  wheel  gets  the  grease’  so 
squeak  on.” 

In  between  the  various  events  that  had  been 
scheduled  by  USSA,  I  had  the  opportunity  to 
visit  a  few  of  our  nation's  monuments,  all  of 
which  were  very  awe-inspiring  and  moving.  I 
was  able  to  sit  in  the  galleries  of  both  the 
Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives 
(which  seemed  smaller  than  on  television) 
while  they  were  in  session.  I  visited  the 
Lincoln  Memorial,  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
Smithsonian's  National  Air  and  Space 
Museum,  the  Vietnam  Memorial,  the 
Washington  Memorial  and  I  walked  past  quite 
a  few  more,  including  the  White  House. 

I  had  never  walked  so  much  in  my  life  (at 
least  in  a  four-day  time  span).  I  wanted  to  see 
it  all,  but  since  there  were  workshops  and 
meetings  to  attend,  I  left  the  city  knowing  that 
there  was  still  so  much  more.  Needless  to  say, 
I  could  barely  walk  after  I  came  back. 

Perhaps  what  was  the  most  memorable 
moment  was  when  I  was  leaving  the  Metro 
station  at  the  Rosslyn  stop  for  the  first  time. 
The  escalator  was  about  three  stories  high  and 
it  looked  magnificent.  After  having  seen  the 
train  stations  in  Chicago,  the  Metro  seemed  to 
be  a  technological  miracle. 


Not  everything  was  so  wonderful.  I  also 
attended  a  discussion  group  cm  foreign  policy 
which  was  quite  perplexing.  Several  political 
activists  spoke  to  about  30  of  us  on  world 
issues. 

A  Phillipines  activist,  Neri  "Bong" 
Colemares,  believes  that  Manifest  Destiny 
means  that  "it  is  the  white  man's  destiny  to 
civilize  (the  uncivilized  countries  of  the 
world)." 

He  added  that  there  are  about  20,000 
registered  prostitutes  near  the  two  U.S.  bases 
in  the  Phillipines  and  that  there  is  a  growing 
anti-American  feeling  caused  by  the  actions  of 
military  personnel. 

Colemares  said  that  his  people  are  being 
exploited.  He  noted  that  prostitutes  earn 
approximately  six  dollars  per  customer  to  do 
anything  that  is  asked  of  them.  He  asked  that 
the  public  request  that  the  two  bases  be  closed 
down.  He  added  that  "we  (the  people  of  the 
Phillipines)  are  trying  to  break  the  chains  of 
repression  that  have  been  oppressing  us  for 
many  years." 

Another  political  activist  noted  that  "in  this 
society,  we  tend  to  be  political  consumers 
instead  of  political  activists. ..you  must  let  your 
learning  go  beyond  what  you  see  on  television 
or  newspapers." 

All  the  goodwill  and  pride  that  I  had  in  this 
great  country  suddenly  had  to  defend  itself  in 
rny  mind.  All  I  know  is  that  I  learned  a  lot  on 
this  trip,  but  it  does  not  mean  that  I  am  any 
less  confused  by  everything  that  goes  on. 

On  a  more  personal  note,  I  met  a  bunch  of 
great  people  in  the  conference  (some  of  whom 
will  become  good  pen  pals  of  mine).  I  would 
strongly  recommend  to  anyone  a  visit  to 
Washington,  D.C.  My  whole  experience  is 
hard  to  describe  in  a  few  words.  Nothing  is 
ever  simple  or  short. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Student  Government 
for  this  opportunity.  I  learned  a  great  deal  and 
I  am  sure  that  I  will  be  able  to  make  good  use 
of  my  newly  acquired  knowledge.  At  least  I 
learned  that  lobbying  is  important  and  that 
Georgetown  University  is  a  nice  place  to  visit, 
but  I  wouldn't  want  to  go  to  school  there.

United  on  an 
issue,  the  students  of  CD  are  the  ones  with  the 
power.  Students  at  the  inner  city's  community 
colleges  sued  their  board  of  trustees  and  their 


faculty  organization  and  forced  a  legal 
settlement  of  the  faculty  contract. 

Our  country  was  founded  on  civil 
disobedience.  I  am  certain  that  the  dismay  that 
board  members  have  recently  felt  is  nothing  in 
comparison  to  the  dismay  that  King  George 
felt  when  he  heard  of  the  Boston  Tea  Party. 
Thomas  Jefferson  said,  in  the  declaration  that 
started  it  all,  "That  whenever  any  form  of 
government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends, 
it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  to  abolish 
it,  and  to  institute  new  government,  laying  its 
foundation  on  such  principals  and  organizing 
its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem 
most  likely  to  affect  their  safety  and 
happiness." 

Students  don't  want  to  abolish  the  board  of 
trustees,  but  we  offer  that  the  concessions 
make  on  both  sides  thus  far  have  not  been 
enough.  The  safety  of  our  education  is 
jeopardized  and  we  are  not  happy. 

Resolve  it  now.  Do  not  force  us  to  take 
matters  into  out  own  hands.  We  refuse  to  be 
the  losers  on  this  issue.

To  those  who  are  regular  readers  of  the 
Courier,  it  has  been  difficult  to  avoid  noticing 
a  sort  of  "war  of  words"  between  SG  and  a 
newly  formed  organization  called  Students  For 
a  Better  Student  Government.  This  "war"  has 
almost  exclusively  been  fought  between  these 
two  groups  without  any  input  from  the 
students  themselves.  SG  has  been  under  fire 
since  last  quarter,  First  with  a  list  of  allegations 
of  wrong-doings,  and  more  recently  with 
accusations  of  lack  of  informing  and  leading 
the  students  in  a  movement  to  stop  a  possible 
strike.  I  strongly  believe  that  these  charges  are 
unfounded  and  that  CD  is  fortunate  to  have  the 
members  of  SG  representing  them. 

Because  the  board  of  trustees  enforced  a 
policy  of  non-disclosure  until  recently  ,  SG  felt 
that  taking  sides  in  the  contract  talks  would  be 
inappropriate.  That  action  was  not  one  of 
passiveness  but  of  responsible  decision 
making.  SG  President  Jeff  Russell  has  taken  a 
lot  of  criticism  for  this  decision,  but  his  actions 
were  taken  with  the  primary  concern  of  the 
well-being  of  the  student  body. 


Recent  developments,  or  perhaps  I  should 
say  lack  of  developments,  in  contract 
negotiations  have  prompted  SG  to  take  drastic 
action  to  try  to  prevent  a  strike.  All  the 
members  of  SG  worked  feverishly  to  publicize 
an  informational  meeting  for  the  students  and 
called  all  Chicagoland  media  in  to  publicize 
the  events.  This  resulted  in  an  overwhelming 
response  from  the  students.  For  a  while,  the 
meeting  got  out  of  hand,  but  due  to  the 
organization  and  control  of  Executive  Director 
Brien  Sheahan,  the  benefits  of  this  forum 
outweighed  any  possible  negatives.  SG  vice- 
president  Faiyaz  Hussain  was  also  in  the 
difficult  situation  of  representing  both  the 
students  and  the  board  of  trustees,  but  he  did 
an  excellent  job  of  informing  the  students  and 
clarifying  many  questions. 

We,  as  the  student  body,  should  appreciate 
the  job  that  our  representatives  have  done,  and 
must  realize  that  they  are  also  students  and 
will  do  what  is  in  the  best  interest  of  all.

Irate  students  claim  'vague  and 
ineffective  flyers' just  don't  work 


Dear  Editor: 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  elected 
officials  of  SG  have  been  grossly  neglecting 
their  positions  and  their  duties  which  is  to 
secure  the  welfare  of  the  student  body.

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Senate  elections 

overlooked  but 
not  forgotten

Faculty  elections  were  somewhat 
overlooked  due  to  the  on-going  negotiations, 
but  the  election  stlD  took  place. 

March  6,  amidst  all  the  confusion,  the 
election  went  on  as  planned  with  a  fair 
number  of  the  faculty  turning  out  to  vote. 

Many  students  may  not  have  been  aware 
of  the  election.  The  Faculty  Senate  has  been 
present  since  the  opening  of  CD,  and  it  plays 
an  important  role  at  the  college. 

The  Faculty  Senate  gives  the 
representation  to  the  faculty,  the  students 
and  the  administration. 

The  senate  is  composed  of  five 
subcommittees,  Including  the  negotiating 
committee,  which  represents  faculty  In  the 
contract  negotiation  process  as  well  as  in 
other  affairs  dealing  with  contracts. 

The  instruction  committee  is  composed  of 
faculty  members  who  make  decisions  about 
what  classes  should  be  required  for 
graduation. 

The  election  committee  oversees  all 
faculty  elections. 

The  last  two  committees  are  social  and 
services.  Aside  from  the  five  committees,  the 
senate  has  several  ad  hoc  committees 
throughout  the  year,  such  as  the  committee 
on  sexual  harassment. 

According  to  Phyllis  Goodman,  chairman 
of  the  salary  and  fringe  benefits  committee, 
the  goals  of  the  Faculty  Senate  are  "to 
improve  the  academic  environment  and  to 
look  after  the  needs  of  the  faculty." 

Goodman  was  unofficially  elected  as  a 
senator  representing  business  and  services. 

The  senate  is  composed  of  three  executive 
positions  and  eight  senators  who  represent 
each  academic  area  at  CD.  Members  of  the 
Faculty  Senate  serve  a  term  of  two  years, 
but  they  may  not  serve  more  than  two 
consecutive  terms. 

The  full  senate  meets  every  other  week 
and  the  executive  board  meets  on  the 
alternate  week. 

The  most  current  Issue  at  CD  Is  the 
contract  negotiations.  The  salary  and  fringe 
benefits  committee  of  the  senate  is 
representing  the  faculty. 

Hopefully,  the  negotiations  will  end  soon, 
without  a  faculty  strike,  and  the  faculty  will 
continue  its  efforts  In  other  areas,  according 
to  Goodman.

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Student  workers  to  receive  deductions 

Bush  administration  may  require  students  to  pay  Social  Security

CD  students  may  be  required  to  have  Social 
Security  deductions  taken  from  their 
paychecks  if  a  Bush  administration  proposal  is 
passed  by  Congress. 

Officials  at  the  college  strongly  disagree 
with  the  proposal  because  it  would  not  only 
reduce  the  students'  take-home  pay  by  7.65 
percent,  but  would  also  have  to  be  matched  by 
the  college. 

Bob  Regner,  director  of  student  financial  aid 
at  CD,  said  that  he  opposed  the  plan  and  that 
students  should  write  to  their  representatives  in 


Congress  and  ask  them  to  vote  against  this 
proposal. 

"This  represents  a  radical  departure  from  the 
past  and  I  would  be  opposed  to  it,"  Regner 
said. 

Ken  Kolbet,  vice  president  of  administrative 
affairs  and  treasurer  at  CD,  agrees  with  Regner 
and  believes  that  if  the  plan  was  passed  it 
would  be  costly  for  both  the  students  and  the 
college. 

"Based  on  the  current  figures  for  the  annual 
student  employment  at  the  college 
approximately  $68,000  a  year  would  be 
deducted  from  student  aides  which  would  also 
have  to  be  matched  by  the  college,"  Kolbet 
said. 

Regner  added  that  if  the  proposal  is  passed, 
it  would  take  effect  on  Oct.  1,  which  would 
affect  students  next  year. 

According  to  the  Chronicle  of  Higher 
Education  (Feb.  28),  the  "proposal  would 
include  student  workers  at  public  colleges  in 
the  Social  Security  system." 

It  also  stated  that  "under  the  proposal,  all 
employees  of  state  andjocal  governments  who 
do  not  participate  in  public-employee 
retirement  plans  would  be  covered  by  Social 
Security." 

Regner  explained  that  if  the  Social  Security 
deductions  were  to  be  required  for  student 
workers  it  would  be  a  hardship  to  many. 

"It  would  mean  that  for  every  $100  that  a 


student  makes,  7.65  percent  or  $7.65  would  be 
deducted,"  Regner  said.  "Right  now  the 
student  gets  that  money  and  I  personally  think 
that  students  need  that  money  for  their 
education  since  those  seven  to  ten  dollars  a 
week  are  a  lot  to  students." 

Kolbet  said  that  college  officials  would  have 
to  determine  how  the  Social  Security 
deductions  would  have  to  be  compensated  for. 

"Our  money  at  the  college  is  used 
more  effectively,  because  for  an  off- 
campus  employer  to  equal  us  they 
would  have  to  pay  about  $5.35  an 
hour,  which  makes  working  on 
campus  more  attractive.”

"It  may  mean  that  a  lesser  amount  of  student 
aide  hours  would  be  available,"  Kolbet  said. 

Regner  concluded  by  citing  an  advantage 
that  student  aides  and  the  college  currently 
have,  but  would  loose  under  the  proposal  if  it 
was  implemented. 

"I  think  that  it  would  have  a  negative  impact 
on  students,"  Regner  said.  "Our  money  at  the 
college  is  used  more  effectively,  because  for  an 
off-campus  employer  to  equal  us  they  would 
have  to  pay  about  $5.35  an  hour,  which  makes 
working  on  campus  more  attractive."

Marget  Hamilton  recognized  by  an  achievement  named  after  a  dose  friend.

In  recognition  of  outstanding 
accomplishment,  service,  and  effective 
participation  in  activities  and  programs  which 
further  the  personal  and  professional 
advancement  of  women.

That's  what  the  award  read,  but  for  the 
award's  recipient,  Marget  Hamilton,  it  was 
much  more  than  that. 

The  award  is  presented  to  a  female  leader 
active  within  the  college  and  the  community, 
but  Hamilton  had  a  special  feeling  far  this 
award  because  she  was  close  personal  friends 
with  the  person  it  was  named  after,  Adade 
Wheeler. 

She  remembers  Wheeler  as  being  tall,  and 
thin  with  somewhat  of  an  angular  look  to  her. 

"When  she  was  young  she  had  bright  red 
hair,"  Hamilton  recalls.  "When  she  got  older, 
her  hair  turned  pure  white.  She  really  was 
striking  looking." 

Hamilton  said  that  her  looks  really  told  you 
what  type  of  person  she  was. 

When  Hamilton  first  came  to  live  in 
Wheaton,  she  joined  the  Women's  League  of 
Voters,  where  she  first  met  Wheeler. 

She  was  raising  a  family  and  wanted  to  get 
involved  with  the  women's  league  of  voters 
because  she  always  liked  that  organization 

"When  I  joined  the  league,"  Hamilton  said, 
"people  followed  Adade.  She  didn't  mean  to  be 
demanding  but  she  expected  everyone  around 
her  to  do  as  much  as  she  did.  And  she  never 
stopped.  She  gave  me  a  job  immediately  when 
I  joined.  When  you  become  part  of  an 
organization  you  become  more  involved  in 
what's  going  on." 

She  had  to  join  in  Glen  Ellyn  because  there 


was  not  a  Women's  League  of  Voters  in 
Wheaton.  After  being  on  board  with  Wheeler, 
she  decided  to  start  the  organization  in 
Wheaton 

"This  was  certainly  the  beginning  of  my 
political  career,"  Hamilton  said.  "When  I  was 
raised,  I  was  raised  that  I  would  never  not  be 
able  to  do  something  because  I  was  a  woman. 
Adade  felt  that  just  raising  children  was  really 
enough  to  do.  She  was  quite  willing  to  give  me 
several  jobs.  I  have  always  been  interested  in 
politics." 

In  1959  Hamilton  became  a  city 
councilmember  for  Wheaton.  At  the  time  there 
weren't  any  women  on  the  board.  According  to 
Hamilton  you  could  have  counted  all  of  the 
women  involved  in  politics  in  the  state  of 
Illinois  on  one  hand. 

"Back  then  it  was  quite  a  novelty  for  there  to 
be  a  female  member  of  the  board,"  Hamilton 
said.  "I  think  that  that  helped  me.  It  was  so 
rare." 

Hamilton  held  four  terms  and  she  always  got 
jokes  from  the  public  like:  Was  she  going  to  put 
lace  curtains  up  in  the  office?  She  said  she  held 
some  jobs  that  were  typically  held  by  men. 

When  Hamilton  decided  to  run  for  mayor, 
people  thought  that  the  idea  was  a  little  too 
novel  for  society  as  it  was. 


"I  remember  that  women  had  to  be 
twice  as  prepared  and  twice  as 
qualified  when  running  in  any 
election  back  then.  It  absolutely 
amazed  me  that  people  would  re- 
eiect  me  four  times  to  sit  op  the  city 
council,  but  running  for  mayor  was 
just  like  starting  over."

"I  remember  that  women  had  to  be  twice  as 
prepared  and  twice  as  qualified  when  running 
in  any  election  back  then.  It  absolutely  amazed 
me  that  people  would  re-elect  me  four  times  to 
sit  on  the  city  council,  but  running  for  mayor 
was  just  like  starting  over,"  Hamilton  said. 

She  didn't  quite  know  why  people  were 
reluctant  to  accept  her  as  mayor,  but  figured 
that  maybe  is  had  to  do  with  something  behind 
the  power  of  the  title. 

"My  qualifications  were  questioned," 
Hamilton  said.  "In  some  cases  I  felt  that  I  was 
more  qualified  for  the  position." 

"One  thing  that  really  got  me,"  she  said,  "was 
that  a  man  could  answer  a  question  with  a  reply 
that  was  really  quite  outrageous.  A  few  people 
would  question  him.  But  if  you  are  a  woman 
you  better  know  the  answer.  I  really  had  to  do 
my  homework." 

Hamilton's  list  of  accomplishments  is  quite 
impressive. 

In  1969-76  she  was  a  member  of  the  Housing 
and  New  Cities  Technical  Advisory  Council. 

In  1972-74  she  was  a  member  of  the  citizens 
advisory  board  for  women's  program  here  at 
CD,  1977-82  community  education  assistant, 
and  inl982-86  Hamilton  became  an 
administrative  assistant  for  CD's  open  campus, 
just  to  name  a  few. 

In  1986  Hamilton  became  the  acting  director 
of  the  Older  Adult  Institute,  before  she  was 
named  director  in  1987. 

"It's  so  exciting  to  have  seen  this  program 
grow,"  she  said. 

Hamilton  thinks  that  the  reason  that  most 
students  join  the  OAI  program  is  not  because 
they  need  the  credit  hours,  but  rather  because 
they  want  to  upgrade  their  knowledge. 

The  satellites  of  CD  have  helped  her  program 
for  it  will  boast  of  23  satellites  come  next  fall. 

Some  other  programs  that  are  offered  are 
classes  to  convalescent  center,  where  classes 
are  taught. 

"Some  of  the  older  adults  have  problems 
writing,  so  we  have  a  voice  activated  record 
that  they  can  use  to  record  their  responses," 
Hamilton  said.  "Some  of  the  older  adults  also 
have  some  difficulty  with  their  sight  so  we  have 
some  of  our  classes  on  recording.  I  see  such  a 
change  in  some  of  these  people  when  they  start 
here.  It's  really  quite  wonderful."

The  tranquil  and  romantic  sounds  of 
chamber  music  will  be  brought  to  CD 
with  style  as  the  Meridian  Arts 
Ensemble  makes  its  debut  at  the 
Arts  Center  on  March  21 . 

The  five-member  group  formed 
in  the  fall  of  1987  at  The  Juilliard 
School,  where  one  of  the  group's 
members  still  attends.  Two  of  its 
members  graduated  from  Juilliard, 
and  the  remaining  two  graduated 
from  the  Manhattan  School  of 
Music.  These  two  institutions 
contributed  to  the  band's  devotion 
to  the  world  of  music. 

According  to  one  member  of  the 
brass  quintet,  Ray  Stewart,  the  band 
likes  to  play  music  written  by 
modem  or  living  composers.  One 
of  the  band's  favorite  is  a  piece 
written  by  Alvin  Etler,  a  modem 
composer  who  died  in  1973,  titled 
"Quintet  for  Brass  Instruments." 

Stewart  said  that  the  band  has  a 
certain  technique  that  enables  them 
to  play  a  particular  piece  of  music 
with  more  feeling. 

"When  we  find  a  composer  or  a 
piece  of  music  that  we  like,  we  set 
up  a  meeting  with  him  or  her  and 
get  together  for  coaching,"  Stewart 
said. 

Such  is  true  with  a  piece  of  music 
that  The  Meridian  Arts  Ensemble 
will  be  performing  at  The  Arts 
Center.  The  piece,  titled  "Seasons"  was 
written  by  John  Stevens,  who  is  a  former 
teacher  of  band  member  Ray  Stevens. 

This  fairly  new  band  took  first  prize  in 
Chamber 

Discovery  Competition,  which  is  held 
biennially.  The  national  competition 
assists  chamber  music  ensembles  at  the 
beginning  of  their  careers. 


'They  (CMC)  are  finding  young  talent 
and  helping  it  grow.  They  are  helping 
our  career  blossom,"  Stewart  said. 

Upon  winning  the  competition,  in

addition  to  being  promoted  by  CMC  for 
two  years,  the  band  received  a  cash  prize 
of  $5,000  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to 
perform  during  CMC's  1989/90  season. 

"It's  kind  of  like  the.  Miss  America 


travel  only  three  or  four  times  a  year. 
Mostly,  they  play  in  New  York,  where 
the  band  is  based. 

"We  are  traveling  more  and  more 
every  year.  Besides  playing  in  New 
York,  we've  played  in  the  Caribbean, 
the  Bahamas  and  the  Dominican 
Republic,"  Stewart  said. 

An  upcoming  tour  will  take  the 
brass  quintet  to  states  such  as 
Connecticut,  Vermont  and  Colorado. 
Stewart  also  added  that  the  band  is 
still  actively  involved  in 
competition. 

The  Meridian  Arts  Ensemble's 
style  tends  to  fall  comfortably 
within  the  boundaries  of  classical 
music,  but  the  band  seems  to  have 
an  open  mind  when  it  comes  to 
other  genres. 

"We  are  starting  to  develop  a 
likeness  for  jazz,  but  there  are  not 
very  many  composers  who  write 
jazz,"  Stewart  said. 

For  the  most  part,  the  quintet 
plays  chamber  music,  which  can  be 
defined  as  a  small  group  with  no 
more  than  10  instruments  who  use 
no  conductor. 

"The  music  is  not  amplified. 
We  don't  use  any  electronic 
equipment,  it  is  all  acoustic," 
Stewart  said. 

On  Wed.  March  21  at  8  p.m., 
the  Meridian  Arts  Ensemble  will  be 
playing  pieces  by  Bach,  David 
Sampson,  and  Alexander  Arutiumian, 
who  is  known  for  his  romantic  style.

Music  review: 


Record  moguls  check  Chicago  out!

Sometimes  I  wonder  what  the  hell  is  wrong  with  these  big 
record  companies.  There  hasn't  been  a  real  decent  band  form 
Chicago  on  a  bigtime  major  record  label  since  the  demise  of 
Styx  and  Survivor  in  the  early  '80s.  Whoops!  I  take  that  back. 
There  hasn't  been  a  decent  band  from  Chicago  on  a  major 
record  label  ever! 

It's  not  like  there  isn't  any  talent  here,  either.  The  Slugs  and 
Green  are  just  two  local  bands  that  have  already  put  out  great 
albums  on  their  own.  If  they  had  some  more  money  to  work 
with  while  recording  and  the  kind  of  exposure  that  only  a  major 
label  can  give,  both  bands  could  turn  a  pretty  penny  for 
someone,  bets  I. 

All  that  has  to  happen  is  that  the 
fatbottomed  bigwig  executives  of 
Average  Everyday  Recording 
Conglomerate,  Inc.  have  to  get  out  of 
their  big  comfy  chairs  in  N.Y.C.  and 
L.A.  (  the  heavy  metal  capital  of  the 
world)  and  get  their  duffs  out  to  the 
Midwest  to  check  out  these  guys. 

Then  again,  I  should  quit  my 
bitching.  Perhaps  the  tide  is  turning 
already.  The  enormous  Atlantic 
Records  has  just  released  "Beet,"  by 
Chicago's  Eleventh  Dream  Day.  Somehow,  someone  from 
Atlantic  scouted  these  guys  onto  their  roster.  Well,  it's  about 
time  I  tells  ya.  Where  the  hell  have  they  been  all  these  years? 

The  driving  powerhouse  sound  of  "Beet"  owes  a  great  debt 
to  Neil  Young's  harder-rocking  efforts.  Would-be  jangly  guitars 
splinter  down  like  nuclear  fallout.  Rick  Rizzo  s  lead  vocals 
even  have  a  tendency  to  go  the  route  of  Young's  Vick's  Vapo- 
Rub  snorting  moondog  howl. 

In  style  and  occasional  storyline  lyrical  content,  the  material 
here  has  a  folk  feel,  but  then  the  band  puts  the  pedal  to  the 
floor.  Amazingly  enough,  songs  are  contributed  by  three  out  of 
four  band  members,  without  losing  the  consistent  vision. 

Call  me  sexist  if  you  will,  but  Janet  Beverage  Bean  is  the 
only  real  female  drummer  in  rock  today.  The  proofs  right  there 
on  the  first  track,  "Between  Here  and  There." 

The  song  gently  slopes  along  with  words  like.  The  ripeness 


of  the  moment  had  passed  us  by,  as  we  sat  confused  and 
dignified."  The  puppy  doesn't  truly  kick  in  until  she  does. 
There  just  aren't  enough  women  who  can  actually  rock  out  to 
go  around.  That’s  the  truth,  and  if  you  don't  like  it,  stick  it  up 
your  Bangle. 

"IF  she  had  half  a  mind,  you'd  be  about  even,"  warbles  Rizzo 
in  'Testify."  Gritty  dual  guitar  lines  twist  and  tangle  around 
each  other  as  he  blows  the  whistle  on  some  heartbreakin'  jerk: 
"You  were  a  party  to  her  innocence,  you  crashed  it  early,  you 
crashed  it  often." 

My  fave  tune  on  "Beet"  is  "Teenage  Pin  Queen."  The 
opening  verse  paints  a  distinct  picture  of  a  "truck-stop  town  on 
a  "bowling  alley  Thursday  night” 
out  somewhere  in  the  southwestern 
desert.  I  close  my  eyes  to  imagine  a 
pimple  brigade  hangin'  out  in  ripped 
jeans  and  flannels,  blaring  the  Crue 
out  of  their  pick-ups  with  the 
'monster  wheels,’  calling  kids  who 
don't  inhale  their  Marlboro  Reds 
wimps.  We're  talking  about  the  kind 
of  folks  who  pay  their  hard-earned 
money  to  enjoy  their  favorite  sport, 
as  well  as  America's  newest  pass¬ 
time:  tractor  pulls. 

The  second  verse  is  about  "Queen"  Renee  herself,  who  rides 
a  barstool  in  her  pink  "roller-disco-boogie-fever"  satin  jacket, 
diving  her  fried  into  a  pool  of  ketchup.  She  wears  too  much 
makeup  to  try  to  make  herself  all  of  16,  just  so  she  can  come  on 
to  the  smelly,  half-shaven,  homy  male  patrons  in  their  greasy 
overalls  and  STP  motor  oil  baseball  caps  who  flock  around  her. 
Meanwhile,  her  boyfriend  gets  jealous,  eventually  gives  up, 
and  goes  home  to  wait  for  pro  wrestling  or  a  good  slasher  flick 
to  come  on  the  tube. 

This  is  only  the  beginning,  my  fine  fellow  Chicago-area 
friends.  Seeing  what  Eleventh  Dream  Day  has  done  with  then 
big-time  opportunity  might  convince  some  other  major  labels 
to  come  sniffing  around.

Peregrine  falcons 
be  released  at 
CD's  Arts  Center

The  fastest  animal  on,  or  rather  above  the  earth  is  the 
peregrine  falcon.  Estimated  to  reach  speeds  of  up  to  200  miles 
an  hour  during  its  "stoop,"  or  power  dive,  the  endangered 
peregrine's  aeronautic  acrobatics  are  one  of  the  more 
spectacular  sights  nature  has  to  offer. 

Yet,  during  the  1940s,  the  peregrine  population  in  the  eastern 
United  States  drastically  declined,  due  in  part  to  habitat  loss, 
hunting  and  human  disturbance;  but  mostly  to  the  increased  use 
of  the  pesticide  DDT.  DDT  causes  thinning  of  the  shell  in  the 
falcons'  eggs,  causing  the  eggs  to  break  before  the  chicks  can 
hatch. 

By  1951,  the  peregrine  falcon  was  extinct  in  Illinois,  and  by 
1965,  there  were  no  breeding  peregrines  east  of  the  Great 
Plains. 

Twenty  years  later,  a  project  to  reintroduce  peregrine  falcons 
in  the  city  of  Chicago  was  approved  by  the  Illinois  Endangered 
Species  Board  and  the  director  of  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Conservation. 

Following  the  example  of  successful  release  programs  on  the 
East  Coast,  plans  were  made  to  release  five  peregrines  in 
Chicago,  where  the  towering  buildings  were  a  good  substitute 
for  the  cliffs  that  were  the  peregrines'  natural  home. 

The  release  was  a  success,  and  over  the  next  few  years,  more 
falcons  were  released  at  various  sites  throughout  the  Chicago 
area.  Several  pairs  have  hatched  and  raised  young  in 
downtown  Chicago,  East  Chicago,  Indiana,  and  north  of 
Evanston. 

The  final  phase  of  the  Chicago  Peregrine  Release  will  be 
coming  up  this  summer,  with  the  release  of  10  young  falcons 
from  the  roof  of  CD's  Arts  Center.

Ornithologist  Vicki  Byre,  of  the  Chicago  Academy  of 
Science^  K'irtdharge  of  jttarffcleasfe  program.'She  picked  the 
site  at  CD  after  inspecting  many  others  throughout  the  county. 

"It’s  a  good  spot  to  be  released  from,"  Byre  said.  "You've  got 
all  this  roof  space,  and  pretty  good  security." 

According  to  Byre,  the  release  will  probably  take  place 
sometime  around  the  end  of  June  or  the  first  week  of  July.  The 
birds  are  provided  by  the  Raptor  Center  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota. 

"They  can't  tell  us  when  they're  going  to  ship  them  until 
maybe  a  week  or  two  ahead  of  the  shipment  date,  because  they 
get  them  from  different  falcon  breeders,"  Byre  explained. 

The  birds  will  arrive  in  two  groups  of  five,  about  ten  days 
apart 

"We  couldn't  have  ten  all  at  once,"  ByTe  said,  'That's  too 
much." 

The  birds  will  be  about  five  weeks  old  when  they  arrive,  and 
still  unable  to  fly.  They  will  be  kept  on  top  of  the  Arts  Center 
in  an  enclosed  "hack  box."  The  hack  box  has  a  barred  and 
screened  front,  that  allows  the  birds  to  become  familiar  with 
their  surroundings,  while  providing  protection,  food  and  water. 

"We  more  or  less  get  them  thinking  that  it's  their  nest,"  Byre 
said. 

Great  care  is  taken  that  the  falcons  do  not  associate  food  with 
humans.  A  delayed  feeder  in  the  box  allows  the  food  to  be 
dropped  down  independent  of  the  human  attendants. 

After  a  week  to  10  days,  the  door  on  the  box  will  be  opened, 
and  the  falcons  will  be  free  to  come  and  go  as  they  wish.  Food 
will  continue  to  be  provided  at  the  hack  box,  as  it  will  take 
some  time  for  them  to  learn  to  hunt  on  their  own. 

It  might  be  a  day  or  two  before  they  begin  to  actually  fly. 

"We  hope  that  they'll  hang  around  and  practice  flying,"  Byre 
said.  "They'll  fly  out  to  some  of  the  trees,  or  the  other  rooftops. 

"They'll  start  chasing  insects  and  carrying  leaves;  all  the 
things  they  need  to  do  to  really  learn  to  fly  with  food  in  their 
talons,"  she  continued.  "Eventually,  you'll  see  one  try  to  catch 
a  pigeon.  Finally,  one  of  them,  probably  by  mistake,  will 
actually  catch  something,  and  realize  that  he  can  catch  food. 

Food,  in  the  form  of  game-farm  raised  quail,  will  be 
provided  to  the  falcons  throughout  this  time. 

After  six  or  seven  weeks,  the  falcons  will  gradually  disperse, 
appearing  less  and  less  at  the  hack  box. 

"By  mid  to  late  September,  we  won't  see  any  of  them,"  Byre 
said.  "They'll  have  dispersed,  probably  to  the  south,  or  down  to 
the  city." 

The  hack  box  will  be  left  in  place  on  top  of  the  Arts  Center, 
in  case  one  of  the  falcons  returns  in  a  year  or  two,  looking  for  a 
nesting  site,  although  Byre  feels  this  is  not  too  likely. 

"It’s  a  little  bit  low  for  that,  and  not  really  isolated,"  she  said. 
"If  they  come  back  to  this  area,  they'd  probably  go  to  Fermilab, 
or  one  of  those  tall  buildings  over  in  Oak  Brook." 

Byre  will  be  teaching  a  class  at  CD  on  peregrine  falcons 
Spring  Quarter.  Interested  students  should  see  their  Quarterly 
for  registration  information.

CD  offers  special  services 

to  hearing  impaired  students

With  the  purchase  of  a  new 
telecommunication  device,  CD  has  bridged  the 
gap  between  the  campus  and  its  hearing 
impaired  students. 

The  device,  manufactured  by  UlttateC,  is,- 
called  a  Telecommunication  Device  for  the 
Deaf.  It  was  purchased  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Special  Services  by  the  College  of 
DuPage  Foundation,  a  non-profit  organization 
which  raises  funds  to  supplement  educational 
needs  at  CD.  The  unit  cost  $1,000. 

The  device,  which  handles  about  50  calls  a 
week,  is  an  obvious  necessity,  according  to 
health  and  special  services  coordinator  Val 
Burke. 

"The  TDD  is  really  the  only  way  a  hearing- 
impaired  person  can  talk  on  the  phone,"  she 
said. 

Around  15  hearing-impaired  students  attend 
CD  in  any  given  term,  and  constant  interaction 
with  the  department  is  essential  to  coordinate 
their  schedules  with  class  interpreters. 

The  new  TDD  replaces  a  long-obsolete 
model  of  post- World  War  D  vintage,  which  the 
college  obtained  nearly  10  years  ago.  The  new 
model  features  a  keyboard,  message  display, 
and  a  special  phone  cradle.  It  is  interfaced 
with  an  on-line  printer,  convenient  for  referral 
to  previous  phone  conversations. 

The  unit  is  simple  to  operate.  The  caller 
dials  the  telephone  normally,  and  once  phone 
contact  with  another  TDD  is  established, 
places  the  phone  hand-set  in  the  TDD  cradle. 
The  two  parties  communicate  by  typing 
messages  on  their  TDD  keyboards,  and  both 
sides  of  the  conversation  scroll  across  the 
message  display. 

Sandra  Bianco,  a  Lisle  resident,  is  a  hearing- 
impaired  student  at  CD,  working  toward  a 
degree  in  accounting.  Interviewed  via  the  new 
TDD  unit,  she  declined  to  give  her  age,  saying. 
Well,  I  won't  say  how  old  I  am-Td  say  over 
40."  This  is  old  enough  to  remember  when 
TDD  machines  were  not  commonly  available. 

"I  had  been  depending  on  other  people  to 
make  phone  calls  for  me,  like  my  neighbors  or 
co-workers,"  Bianco  said.  'It  was  like  a  third 
party  to  go  through." 

Bianco  indicated  the  frustration  of 
communicating  through  others. 

"With  a  third  person  involved,  things  often 
did  not  turn  out  exactly  how  I  wanted,"  she 
said. 

Burke  praises  the  new  unit  emphatically. 

'It's  great,  it’s  quiet.  The  old  one  was  very 
noisy,  and  there  was  always  a  lot  of 
commotion.  The  last  thing  we  need  in  here  is  a 


lot  of  commotion,"  she  said. 

Indeed,  the  advantages  of  the  new  TDD  are 
obvious.  The  old  machine  is  enormous  by 
comparison,  a  heavy,  Stonehengian,  steel 
cased  machine,  possessed  of  the  intricati 
Victorian innet-jworl^pgs  cgpyiyp^injpye- 
digital  technology.  It  is  the  size  of  a  small 
filing  cabinet. 

The  new  TDD  is  about  the  size  of  a 
prepackaged  frozen  dinner,  and  TDDs  are 
unlikely  to  get  much  smaller  than  that;  they 
need  to  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  the 
phone  cradle  and  the  keyboard. 

The  previous  machine,  larger,  older,  and 
more  complicated,  was  more  likely  to 
malfunction,  and  this  had  become  cause  for 
concern. 

"We  were  afraid  the  old  one  would  break 
down.  Since  it  was  the  only  one  at  COD,  we 
were  afraid  no  one  would  be  able  to  call," 
Burke  said.  "It  would  be  as  bad  for  the 
department  not  to  have  a  TDD  as  for  you  not 
to  have  a  phone." 

TDD  machines  originally  appeared  in  1964 
converted  from  used  teletypes  by  Bell 
Telephone  employees.  Bulky  and  impractical, 
there  were  only  about  7,000  in  operation  by 
1978.  With  the  advent  of  low-cost  digital 
technology,  TDD  technology  was  merely  one 
field  among  thousands  to  experience 
exponential  growth. 

Bianco's  family  obtained  their  first  TDD  in 
1967. 

"We  first  had  one  with  the  large,  old 
terminal,  and  several  years  later,  there  was  a 
new  portable  one...  later,  they  improved  TDDs, 
and  now  they're  used  nationwide,"  she  said. 

Telecommunication  for  hearing-impaired 
persons  is  growing  easier,  with  emergency 
phone  services,  hospitals,  and  police 
departments  staffing  TDDs  around  the  clock  in 
conjunction  with  regular  emergency  services. 

According  to  Burke,  there  are  organizations 
that  will  answer  TDD  calls  from  hearing- 
impaired  people,  and  make  regular  telephone 
calls  for  them  to  people  or  businesses  not 
equipped  with  TDDs. 

Burke  credited  the  purchase  of  the  TDD  to 
the  integral  accessibility  of  CD. 

"We're  a  community  college.  We're  more 
accessible  than  an  older  school.  We're  built 
with  the  knowledge  that  we  need  to  be  more 
accessible  to  handicapped  students,”  she  said. 

The  direct-line  number  for  the  college  TDD 
is  858-9692,  and  is  available  for  use  from  7 
a.m.  to  8:30  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday;  7 
a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  Friday;  and  9  a.m.  to  noon 
Saturday.

Last  Monday,  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  CD's  honor 
society,  made  an  attempt  to  educate  students 
about  Colombia  and  many  of  its  positive 
aspects  that  are  frequently  overlooked. 

Students  were  invited  to  an  educational 
seminar  entitled  "Colombia:  A  Country  More 
Than  Just  Drugs."  The  seminar  consisted  of  a 
panel  discussion,  a  display  of  Colombian 
artifacts,  and  authentic  Colombia  food. 

The  highlight  of  the  seminar  was  the  panel 
discussion.  The  panel  consisted  of  Colombian 
natives  A1  Romero  and  Guillermo  Barquero. 
CD's  Fulbright  Exchange  Scholar,  as  well  as 
Walter  Packard,  CD's  dean  of  social  and 
behavioral  sciences. 

The  panel  answered  questions  from  the 
audience  that  usually  centered  around  the  topic 
of  drugs. 

The  country  of  Colombia  has  received  a  lot 
of  negative  attention  in  recent  years.  The 
majority  of  this  attention  is  due  to  a  drug  crisis 
that  is  afflicting  not  only  Colombia  but  our 
nation  and  other  nations  as  well. 

Although  Colombia  is  only  part  of  the 
problem,  the  press-among  others-has  created 
this  negative  image  because  of  the  large 
amounts  of  drugs  Colombia  processes  and 
exports. 

On  the  surface,  it  may  seem  Colombia  is 
solely  at  fault  in  this  situation  because  it  all 
begins  there;  they  are  the  manufacturers. 
However,  Colombia  is  only  one  part  of  the 
equation.  To  look  at  the  situation  fairly,  one 
must  consider  the  other  aspects  of  the  drug 
trade  process.  Without  a  buyer,  there  can  be  no 
manufacturer.  Blame  should  be  placed  in  other 
places  as  well  as  Colombia. 

Rarely  in  the  last  several  years  have  we  seen 
news  from  Colombia  that  isn't  in  a  negative 
view.  Because  of  the  press,  Colombia  has  been 


stereotyped  as  a  country  with  a  negative  effect 
on  society.  It  is  because  of  the  current  opinion 
the  world  has  of  Colombia  that  many  positive 
aspects  the  country  possesses  are  overlooked. 

A1  Romero  explained  that  although  it  may 
not  seem  as  if  the  peoples  are  concerned  about 
the  drug  crisis  the  situation  is  taken  quite 
seriously  by  the  Colombians. 

"Colombia  is  dedicated  to  the  destruction  of 
the  drug  crisis,"  Romero  said. 

Romero  also  felt  that  although  concern  by 
the  government  over  drugs  is  present,  tighter 
regulation  on  the  materials  the  drug  producers 
use  should  be  put  into  effect. 

"Additional  substances  used  in

"Additional  substances  used  in  producing 
cocaine  and  automatic  weapons  should  be 
regulated,"  he  said. 

Other  methods  for  combating  the  drug 
problem  were  discussed  by  the  panel,  such  as  a 
plan  by  the  U.S.  to  send  worms  to  Colombia 
that  are  intended  to  destroy  the  cocaine  plant. 
However,  this  method  is  not  a  solution 
according  to  Barquero. 

"The  idea  of  sending  thousands  of  worms  is 
a  bad  joke  to  us,"  he  said. 

Other  aspects  of  Colombia's  culture  and 
government  were  discussed  by  the  panelists, 
but  it  was  the  topic  of  drugs  that  dominated  the 
seminar. 

It  seems  that  although  PTK's  objective  was 
to  educate  students  about  Colombia's  positive 
features,  the  negative  stigma  of  the  drug  trade 
has  brought  the  country  greatly  effects  the  way 
we  think  of  Colombia.

J+MC  ripping  us  off  in  front  of  our  noses

Just  got  done  seeing  that  talking  baby  flick 
with  Vinrue  Barbarino  and  "Cheers"  chick  #2 
for  a  buck-fifty. 

It  must've  been  something  I  ate  or  this  was 
a  wretched  piece  of  celluloid. 

Someone  thought  of  the  gimmick  of  wine 
cooler  spokesman  Bruce  Willis  doing  the 
voice  of  a  toddler,  so  they  built  a  script  around 
that,  hired  some  TV  actors,  and  the  thing 
grossed  well  over  $100  million.  If  the  movie 
wasn't  bad  enough,  my  Cherry  Coke  tasted 
like  Mrs.  Butterworth's  bathwater.

Eight  talented  in-coming  players,  along 
with  four  starters  from  the  previous  season 
has  given  the  CD  men's  tennis  program  a 
sense  of  quiet  optimism. 

"Our  top  dozen  players  are  really 
talented,"  Head  Coach  Dave  Webster  said. 

The  top  three  players  this  year  are  new  to 
CD's  program,  but  are  used  to  playing 
against  tough  competition. 

Brad  Purper  (6'2",  200  pounds)  is  a 
sophomore  with  a  year  of  experience  at  Ball 
State  University. 

"He's  clearly  our  best  singles  player  and  I 
would  rate  him  as  probably  our  best  doubles 
player,"  Webster  said. 

James  Koop  (6'3",  185  pounds)  is  also  a 
sophomore  with  a  year  of  collegiate 
experience  at  George  Mason  University. 

"He  is  also  a  fine  singles  and  doubles 
player,"  Webster  said. 

Dave  Subrt  (6'1 ",  180  pounds)  is  a 
freshman  from  Glenbard  North. 

"He's  a  very  talented  player,"  Webster  said. 
"He's  coming  off  a  shoulder  injury. 
Otherwise  he  would  probably  play  even 
higher." 

The  talent  of  Webster's  top  three  players  is 
best  identified  by  looking  at  sophomore  Scott 
Myles.  Myles,  a  consistent  and  steady 
winner,  held  down  the  second  singles 
position  last  year  but  has  dropped  to  the 
fourth  singles  spot  because  of  the  three  new 
additions. 

"He  is  an  unproved  player  and  may  be 
playing  higher  before  the  season's  over,' 
Webster  said. 

Rounding  out  the  top  12  are  Aaron 
Mascarella,  Bryon  Copre,  Chuck  Towns, 
Eric  Hoysack,  Mike  Lardina,  Tim  Simcox, 


Keith  Rowan  and  Brian  Rees. 

"We  have  quite  a  lineup,"  Webster  said. 

The  above-mentioned  12  would  be  the 
starters  if  the  season  began  today,  but 
between  now  and  the  end  of  the  season,  the 
lineup  may  not  stay  the  same. 

"The  lineup  will  change,"  Webster  said. 
"It’s  a  weekly  thing.  With  a  healthy  team 
you  have  to  allow  competition  between 
them." 

Last  year’s  squad  was  known  for  their 
doubles  play  but  with  more  new  and  talented 
players,  the  team’s  strength  has  switched. 

"We'll  definitely  have  a  strong  singles 
lineup,"  Webster  said.  "The  key  to  having  a 
winning  team  is  not  only  doing  well  in 
singles  but  also  to  have  good  doubles.  As  the 
season  progresses,  we  hope  to  get  better  at 
doubles. 

"Our  best  competition  will  come  from 
Valparaiso  and  some  four-year  schools  like 
Wheaton  College  and  UIC,"  Webster  said. 
"But  we're  always  looking  to  do  well  in  our 
conference.  Rock  Valley  and  Harper  will  be 
contenders  and  Illinois  Valley  will  be  strong 
this  year." 

In  addition  to  the  normal  competition,  the 
Chaps  will  be  heading  to  Vincennes,  Indiana 
to  compete  in  a  prestigious  invitational 
where  the  best  teams  from  three  different 
states  will  be  playing. 

Last  year’s  team  did  very  well,  finishing 
ninth  in  the  nation.  With  more  tennis  talent 
this  year,  they  have  chance  to  go  further. 

"I  know  we're  a  solid  team  and  I  want  to 
see  how  much  of  our  potential  we  can 
develop,"  Webster  said.  "I  don't  want  to 
have  a  lazy  work  ethic  because  we're  a  good 
team.  In  my  mind  good  teams  can  only  do 
two  things:  They  can  get  better  or  not  live 
up  to  their  expectations."

The  lady  Chaparral  softball  team  has  recorded  six 
straight  winning  seasons  and  they  have  been  ranked 
nationally  four  of  those  years.  Last  year  the  lady 
Chaps  finished  with  a  33-4  record,  the  best  mark  in 
CD  softball  history. 

One  question  still  remains:  Can  they  continue  their 
winning  tradition  in  1990  and  maybe  even  improve  on 
last  year's  record,  without  All-American  Kim  Becker? 

From  all  early  indications,  the  answer  is  yes. 

In  a  pre-season  poll  done  by  a  national  publication, 
the  Lady  Chaps  were  ranked  among  the  top  three 
junior  college  softball  teams  in  the  country,  and 
according  to  Head  Coach  Sevan  Sarkisian,  his  team 
should  fulfill  everyone's  expectations. 

"Were  expected  to  have  a  good  club  and  I  think  we 
will  have  a  good  club,"  Sarkisian  said. 

"We  lost  some  power;  I  mean  Becker  hit  ten  home 
runs  for  us  last  year.  We  have  good  hitting  this  year 
but  we  don't  have  the  power  we  had,"  Sarkisian  said. 
"We  have  to  rely  on  some  other  things,  like  pitching. 
We  have  better  pitching  this  year  and  hopefully  that 
will  pick  up  some  of  the  slack." 

To  go  along  with  Kelly  Christoffer,  who  won  her 
first  13  games  and  led  the  conference  in  earned  run 
average  last  year,  the  lady  Chaps  have  brought  in  three 
bright  pitching  prospects. 

Kelley  Siler,  a  power  pitcher  who  played  for  West 
Aurora  High  School,  averaged  more  than  a  strikeout 
per  inning.

The  1989-90  N4C  women’s  basketball 
standings  and  statistics  were  finalized  last 
weekend  with  some  impressive  honors  going  to 
a  few  of  the  lady  Chaps. 

Team  star  Kori  Konopka  earned  the  greatest 
honor  by  being  named  a  first  team  all¬ 
conference  player  in  the  N4C,  even  after 
sustaining  a  mid-season  ankle  injury  that 
hobbled  her  throughout  the  second  half  of  the 
season. 

Konopka  was  a  scoring  machine  as  she 
finished  fifth  in  the  conference  race,  averaging 
17.5  points  per  game  while  shooting  over  71 
percent  from  the  free- throw  line  (third  in  the 
conference).  Konopka  also  was  eighth  in  the 
conference  in  rebounding,  averaging  10.5  per 
game. 

Floor  general  Jessica  Boyle  earned  third  team 
all-conference  honors  by  her  all-around  ability. 
Boyle  averaged  14.5  points  per  game  to  put  her 


eighth  in  the  conference  in  scoring.  Boyle  also 
finished  fourth  in  the  conference  in  assists  at  5.4 
per  game  and  sixth  in  the  conference  in  steals  at 
2.9  per  game. 

Earning  honorable  mention  was  point  guard 
Kim  Brown,  *vho  played  well  after  missing  the 
first  few  games  with  eligibility  problems. 
Brown  used  her  quickness  to  end  up  third  in  the 
conference  in  assists  at  5.6  per  game  and  second 
in  the  conference  in  steals  at  3.5  per  game.

Region  IV  basketball  tournaments  come  and 
go  for  the  Chaparrals  each  year,  but  legitimate 
shots  at  winning  them  are  few  and  far 
between. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  and  the  fourth 
time  in  basketball  coach  Don  Klaas'  career  at 
CD,  the  Chaps  came  one  win  short  of  a 
regional  championship  and  a  trip  to  the 
national  tournament. 

A  74-72  loss  to  Moraine  Valley  in  the  final 
game  of  the  Region  IV  Basketball  Tournament 
last  Sunday  ended  the  season  for  what  may 
have  been  Klaas'  best  team. 

The  Chaps,  seeded  first  in  the  tournament 
and  Tanked  second  nationally,  felt  the  pain  of 
the  disappointing  loss. 

"Anytime  you  lose  it's  difficult,"  Klaas  said. 
'I  think  it's  harder  this  year  because  last  year  it 
was  such  a  surprise  to  be  in  there.  I  thought  we 
were  the  better  team,  but  it  doesn’t  matter. 
That's  why  you  play  the  game." 

The  game  the  Chaps  played  Sunday  was  one 
they  weren't  use  to  playing,  an  uphill  battle. 

After  trailing  by  as  many  as  14  points  in  the 
second  half,  Sherwin  Hodge  scored  on  a  lay¬ 
up  to  bring  the  Chaps  within  74-71  with  three

seconds  left  in  the  game.  The  Marauders  had 
no  trouble  in-bounding  the  ball  despite 
pressure,  but  for  a  very  good  reason.  Moraine 
Valley  had  six  men  on  the  court. 

A  technical  foul  was  accessed  and  the  Chaps 
were  awarded  two  free  throws  and  possession 
of  the  ball.  However,  the  two  seconds  that 
ticked  off  of  the  clock  were  not  put  back  on. 

Keon  Parsons  sank  one  of  the  free  throws 
and  cut  the  deficit  to  74-72  but  the  Chaps 
failed  to  get  a  last  second  shot  off  and  lost. 

'T  feel  badly  for  the  team,  for  the  program 
because  we  didn't  win  our  region  like  we 
should  have,"  Klaas  said. 

"I  admire  these  players.  You  can’t  ever 
evaluate  a  season  on  the  last  game.  It's  not 
right  It’s  very  disappointing  and  its  sad,  and  it 
hurts-there’s  pain  involved  for  all  of  us.” 

The  Marauders  raced  to  a  32-26  halftime 
lead  on  the  strength  of  11  points  from  Willie 
Jackson  and  10  points  from  Jeff  Delaney. 
Both  were  named  to  the  tournament’s  all¬ 
conference  team  and  Delaney  was  voted  the 
most  valuable  player  of  the  tournament. 

"Willie  Jackson  is  the  most  talented  big  man 
we  faced  this  year,"  Klaas  said.  "He  can  play 
inside,  he.  can  play  outside,  he  jumps  real  well. 

"A  kid  who  surprised  us  was  Lucas.  He 
doesn't  scored  like  that.  He  was  in  the  right 
place  at  the  right  time." 

Moraine  Valley  opened  up  a  50-37  lead 
early  in  the  second  half  thanks  to  six  points 
from  Lucas  (14  points). 

Tyrone  Parker  (11  points)  brought  the  Chaps 
within  two  with  three  minutes  left  by  hitting 
two  free  throws. 

Hodge  was  called  for  goal-tending  and  gave 
the  Marauders  a  70-64  lead,  then  missed  three 
free  throws  with  under  two  minutes  left  to  put 
the  game  out  of  reach. 

"I  admire  these  players  because  it  was  a 
poor  outing  for  us  as  a  team,"  Klaas  said.  "But 
their  will  and  heart  wanted  it  so  badly,  they  got 


back  in  it. 

"The  difference  is  that  last  year  we  were  a 
struggling  team  that  got  it  going  at  the  end. 
This  year,  after  the  first  eight  or  ten  games,  we 
had  an  identity." 

The  Chaps  reached  the  final  game  by 
knocking  off  Truman  College. 

Holdge  scored  21  points  and  helped  the 
Chaps  beat  Truman  for  the  third  time  this  year. 
After  trailing  by  as  many  as  11  twice  in  the 
game,  the  Chaps  clawled  their  way  back  into 


the  game  and  were  down  94-89  after  Cliff 
Williams  (10  points)  hit  a  three  point  basket 
with  under  seven  minutes  to  play. 

The  Chaps  trailed  100-99  with  21  seconds 
left  when  Truman  guard  Mark  Owens  went  to 
the  free  throw  line  for  one  shot  and  a  bonus 
Owens  missed  the  free  throw  and  BurTell  got 
the  rebound. 

Williams  found  Hodge  open  under  the 
basket  for  a  lay-up  and  the  Chaps  won  101- 
100.

A  sad  ending  for  a

Losing  in  the  finals  of  the  Region  IV 
basketball  tournament  for  the  second 
consecutive  year  has  a  different  feeling 
about  it  than  it  did  last  year.  It  hurts  more 
this  time. 

This  year  the  Chaps  weren't  the 
Cinderellas  of  the  tournament  like  they 
were  a  year  ago.  And  the  85-63  loss  to 
Olive  Harvey  in  the  finals  last  year  was 
typical  of  what  a  Cinderella  team  gets 
when  the  clock  strikes  midnight. 

This  year  they  Chaps  were  the  favorites 
in  the  toumament-the  number  one  seed- 
ranked  second  nationally.  And  they 
seemed  able  to  manipulate  the  hands  of 
fate  up  until  the  final  seconds  of  the 
Region  IV  finals  last  Sunday. 

When  the  Marauders  were  caught  with 
six  men  on  the  court  with  three  seconds 


remaining  in  the  game--which  gave  CD 
possession  of  the  ball  and  a  last  chance  at 
a  two-point  deficit- -it  seemed  the  Chaps 
were  destined  to  be  regional  champions. 
But  a  failed  in-bounds  pass  put  the  Chaps 
into  hibernation  until  next  season. 

Next  season  won't  come  at  CD  for 
Julius  Burrell.  The  round-mound  of  ego, 
the  sophomore  who  led  the  Chaps  both 
physically  and  emotionally,  stood  at  center 
court  and  cried.  Anyone  who  might  have 
thought  he  was  merely  a  grizzly  saw  a 
different  side  of  Burrell,  a  6  foot  4  inch, 
220-pound  teddy  bear. 

Even  the  Marauders,  who  pointed  and 
directed  their  triumph  at  Burrell,  as  if  they 
had  beaten  him  instead  of  his  team, 
realized  that  the  two-time  all-conference 
forward  had  a  heart. 

Their  finger-pointing  turned  to 


handshakes  and  their  shouting  turned  to 
consolation  as  they  surrounded  Burrell 
momentarily  to  pay  respect  to  one  of  the 
most  dominating  players  in  the  conference 
over  the  past  two  years. 

Sympathy  isn't  usually  shown  for 
players  who  give  high-fives  when  they 
score  and  smile  when  they're  called  for  a 
foul.  It's  a  part  of  the  territory  that  comes 
with  being  an  intimidator  on  the  court. 
But  for  a  moment,  the  Marauders  were 
able  to  relate  to  the  pain  of  the  Chaps  and 
their  fans. 

It  shouldn't  have  been  too  hard.  For  it 
was  Burrell  who  shocked  Moraine  Valley 
in  last  year's  tournament  with  a  basket  at 
the  buzzer. 

Buzzer-beating  baskets  ripen  a  team  for 
revenge,  and  as  tournament  favorites,  the 
Chaps  were  ready  for  the  picking.

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Proposed

At  a  contract  information  meeting  on  April 
4,  approximately  80  faculty  members  gathered 
in  a  classroom  in  the  Intructional  Center  to 
express  their  views  and  ask  questions 
regarding  the  proposed  contract. 

The  majority  of  the  questions  were 
answered  by  Bob  Ray,  CD's  IEA/NEA 
representative  and  members  of  the  faculty's 
negotiating  committee,  consisting  of  Phyllis 
Goodman,  Alan  Santini,  Gerald  Morris,  Diana 
Fitzwater,  Bob  Satterfield,  Walt  Jones,  and 
Mark  Meyer. 

Attention  was  drawn  toward  inflated 
medical  insurance  costs,  a  part  of  the  contract 
proposal  that  was  not  overlooked  by  the 
faculty.  Ray  stated  that  insurance  costs  have 
expanded  everywhere  and  admitted  that  a  20 
percent  hike  is  not  bad. 

"I've  seen  it  (medical  insurance)  raised  as 
high  as  59  percent,"  Ray  said.  "It  is  insane 


contract  raises  many  questions 


what  is  going  on  with  medical  insurance." 

Faculty  were  also  concerned  about  lost 
summer  pay.  According  to  a  transparency 
presented  by  Goodman,  full  time  faculty 
members  lost  an  average  of  $206.93.  The 
losses  ranged  from  $0-$400.  Many  instructors 
voiced  displeasure  when  they  learned  that  the 
faculty  as  a  whole  suffered  a  $50,490  loss. 
Ray  stressed  the  importance  of  seriously 
evaluating  the  contract. 

'The  summer  pay  at  CD  is  the  best  in  the 
state  while  the  nine  month  salary  remains  very 
competitive,”  Ray  said. 

Ray  also  said  that  the  board  of  trustees 
moved  considerably  compared  to  the  initial 
board  offer. 

"There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  they 
exceeded  their  expectations,"  Ray  said. 

Because  the  faculty  has  been  working

Computer  center  named 

after  ex-board  chairman

CD  is  going  to  repay  ex-chaiman  of  the  board,  George  Seaton  for  his  time 
and  effort  by  naming  the  new  computer  center  after  him.

During  his  lifetime,  George  Seaton  has 
given  much  time  and  effort  to  CD.  This  fall, 
the  college  is  repaying  the  favor  by  naming  the 
new  $2  million  computer  center  after  him.  The 
center  is  scheduled  to  be  open  for  the  Fall 
Quarter  of  1990. 

Seaton  first  became  involved  with  the 
college  when,  in  January  of  1966,  he  was 
elected  to  CD's  first  board  of  trustees,  after 
retiring  from  Illinois  Bell.  One  year  later,  he 
was  named  the  board’s  president.  Seaton, 
along  with  his  colleagues  from  CD's  early 
days  laid  the  foundations  for  the  college  and 
really  formed  CD.  At  that  time,  CD  rented 
space  from  businesses  and  schools  around  the 
area.  It  wasn't  for  three  years  that  the  college 
built  its  first  buildings,  M,  J,  and  K  Buildings. 


Back  in  1966,  Seaton  felt  that  he  had  a  good 
idea  about  how  the  college  would  grow  in 
size. 

"We  had  a  wonderful  study  done  that  said  in 
20  years  we  would  have  30,000  students," 
Seaton  said.  "We  knew  we  had  a  big  college 
on  our  hands,  but  in  building  requirements,  we 
weren't  sure.  We  thought  we  would  need  three 
campuses." 

Both  predictions  that  the  early  study  made 
have  happened  according  to  plan.  CD  is 
currently  building  two  10,000  sq.  ft.  regional 
centers  in  Westmont  and  Naperville.  The 
prediction  of  enrollment  was  accurate,  as  well. 
CD  now  serves  approximately  32,000 
students. 

Although  Seaton’s  major  accomplishment

Faculty  settlement 
helped  by  students

"SG  acted  in  a  coordinating  type  manner 
and  allowed  the  students  a  forum  to  vent 
their  frustrations,”  Russell  said. 


Russell  believes  that  the  venting  of  these 
frustrations  played  a  major  part  in  allowing 
the  board  of  trustees  to  come  to  the 
realization  that  the  students’  educations 
were  being  threatened. 

Even  though  contract  negotiations  went 
on  for  approximately  10  months  with 
minimal  student  involvement,  Russell  said

Tentative  plans  for  LRC  made

Preliminary  plans  for  the  new  addition  to  the 
Learning  Resources  Center  are  underway  as 
CD  plans  to  add  21,000  gross  square  feet  at  the 
estimated  cost  of  $2.38  million. 

Bob  Geyer,  faculty  chairperson  of  the  LRC 
space  committee,  and  Marian  Zimmerman, 
LRC  librarian,  presented  a  proposal  to  the 
board  of  trustees  that  stated  what  the  school 
needed  to  do  with  the  space  to  keep  up  with 
the  growing  enrollment. 

"We  have  no  committment  at  this  point," 
Bernard  Fradkin,  LRC  dean,  said.  "Were  at  the 
very  preliminary  stages  and  our  proposal  had 
the  input  of  many  people." 

According  to  the  report  presented  to  the 
board,  the  count  of  people  exiting  the  LRC  has 
increased  15  percent  since  1986  to  the  annual 
total  of  560,000  LRC  patrons. 

'To  provide  a  diversity  of  resources  for  the 
programs  and  to  accommodate  different  modes 
of  learning,"  the  report  stated,". ..we  need  to 
rethink  how  learning  resources  and  services 
are  being  delivered  to  our  clientele,  and  how  to 
improve  our  efficiency  and  effectiveness 


through  improving  the  physical  arrangement  of 
and  access  to  these  resources  and  services." 

According  to  Zimmerman  and  Geyer,  when 
the  LRC  was  originally  planned,  it  was  done  in 
an  inefficient  manner. 

"Because  the  circulation  desk  is  at  the  very 
beginning  of  the  LRC,  people  have  to  walk  all 
the  way  to  the  other  end  to  get  what  they 
need,"  Geyer  said.  "The  traffic  pattern  is  not 
good." 

Geyer  stated  that  if  the  circulation  desk  was 
to  be  more  centrally  located,  LRC  patrons 
would  go  off  in  different  directions  rather  than 
going  into  one  direction  as  the  LRC's  present 
layout  dictates. 

The  LRC  currently  has  problems  servicing 
the  off-campus  locations.  When  the  Westmont 
and  Naperville  learning  centers  are  completed 
the  problem  will  expand. 

"At  the  present  time  we  are  not  serving  our 
off-campuses  very  well,"  Geyer  said.  "We  need 
to  relocate  some  of  our  services  to  serve  those 
off-campus  students  more  efficiently." 

Zimmerman  and  Geyer  stated  that  the  LRC

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Student  union  proposals  heard

The  CD  board  of  trustees  heard  proposals 
for  a  possible  addition  to  the  SRC  at  their 
board  workshop  on  March  26. 

Keith  Comille,  assistant  to  the  director  of 
student  activities,  presented  the  board  with  a 
Program  Statement  for  the  SRC  Addition, 
outlining  both  the  need  for  more  room  in  the 
SRC,  and  a  "wish  list"  of  what  student 
activities  would  like  to  see  included,  should 
the  addition  be  approved. 

According  to  Comille,  and  Lucile  Friedli, 
director  of  student  activities,  input  was  sought 
from  a  wide  section  of  the  CD  community 
before  preparing  the  statement. 

"We  tried  to  get  ideas  from  various 
segments,"  Friedli  said. 

Besides  the  responses  to  the  survey  seeking 
ideas  for  an  SRC  addition  run  in  the  Courier  in 
January,  ideas  were  also  sought  from  student 
groups,  the  rec  area  students,  and  the  student 


activities  program  board. 

Directors  from  the  student  unions  at 
Southern  Illinois  University,  and  the 
University  of  Illinois,  Chicago,  were  also 
consulted. 

"They  helped  us  focus  on  necessary 
requirements  for  buildings  of  this  type,  and 
gave  us  some  helpful  hints,"  Friedli  said. 

Besides  Friedli  and  Comille,  Joe  Comeau, 
recreation  and  alumni  affairs  coordinator,  and 
Carroll  Westergren,  secretary  to  Friedli, 
provided  important  input  into  the  preparation 
of  the  statement. 

Both  Friedli  and  Comille  were  careful  to 
emphasize  that  the  addition  is  only  in  the 
planning  stage,  and  has  not  yet  been  approved 
by  the  board. 

"At  the  board  workshop,  they  didn't  vote  on 
anything,"  Comille  said. 

"What  we  did  with  this  first  report  was  to 
show  justification  for  the  facility,  and  to  show 


what  would  fit  into  that  building,  and  how  that 
would  help  achieve  the  goals  of  the 
institution,"  he  continued. 

The  board  will  be  discussing  the  SRC 
addition  in  their  next  workshop  meeting, 
scheduled  in  June. 

Growing  enrollment  at  CD  has  made  it 
necessary  for  more  room,  to  accommodate  a 
student  population  that  could  reach  45,000  by 
the  year  2000. 

"About  a  year  ago  there  was  a  big  study 
going  on  by  the  facilities  oversight  committee, 
and  they  assessed  facilities  at  CD,  and  out  of 
that  it  was  clear  that  we  need  more  room  for 
our  students,"  Friedli  said.  "We  also  need 
more  meeting  space,  and  we  need  classroom 
space  desperately." 

If  all  student  activities  were  moved  to  the 
new  SRC  addition,  it  would  free  up  all  the 
currently  occupied  space  for  other  uses. 

Funding  for  the  SRC  addition  could  come 
from  a  variety  of  sources,  such  as  money 
received  from  the  bookstore  lease. 

"The  board's  main  concern  is  that  they  don't 
want  to  raise  taxes,  and  they  don't  want  to  raise 
tuition  for  the  students,"  Comille  emphasized. 

Some  of  the  features  student  activities  would 
like  to  see  included  are  a  lounge  area,  a 
recreation  area,  the  student  activities  box 
office,  outdoor  recreation  services,  expanded 
conference/meeting  areas,  and  expanded 
administrative  offices. 

There  would  also  be  room  for  an  alumni 
affairs  office,  the  student  activities  program 
board,  bigger  SG  offices,  and  additional  room 
for  clubs  and  organizations. 

Flexibility  and  versatility  are  important  in 
the  recommendations. 

A  large  ballroom,  capable  of  housing  events 
such  as  concerts  and  dances,  could  hold  about 
500  people,  or  be  set  up  for  banquets  for  about 
350.  This  room  could  be  divided  into  three 
smaller  rooms,  to  simultaneously

that  SG  sponsored  activities  when  the 
student  body  finally  showed  some  interest. 

Russel]  complained  that  CD  students 
haven't  always  shown  Interest  in  events  that 
have  an  impact  on  their  education. 

On  March  1,  SG  passed  out  flyers  inviting 
all  students  to  attend  a  SG  meeting  to 
receive  input  from  the  students  regarding 
contract  negotiations.  Russell  said  that 
only  two  students  attended  that  meeting. 

The  following  week,  talk  of  a  possible 
faculty  strike  surfaced,  that,  Russell  said, 
seemed  to  alarm  students. 

"When  the  students  heard  the  word  strike 
come  out  of  faculty  members  mouths,  then 
that’s  when  students  got  panicky  and  came 
down  to  our  office  and  asked  what  they 
could  do,"  Russell  said. 

After  students  expressed  concern,  SG 
passed  out  flyers  announcing  another 
student  meeting.  Russell  admits  that  the 
turnout  was  quite  amazing.  Perhaps  the 
fact  that  the  word  STRIKE  was  written  on 
these  flyers  was  enough  to  inspire 
student  involvement. 

Russell  said  that  the  administration 
compared  SG's  choice  of  words  to  "shouting 
'Fire!'  in  a  crowded  room." 

Despite  how  the  flyer  was  interpreted,  it 
seemed  to  ignite  a  spark  in  the  student  body. 

”We  had  a  massive  turnout.  After  having 
only  two  students  the  week  before  and 
having  500  show  up  at  the  next  meeting, 
that  was  498  extra  students,"  Russell  said. 
”1  didn't  think  we  were  going  to  get  that 
much  of  a  response,  but  we  did.” 

In  the  past,  SG  has  taken  a  stand  on  other 
issues  regarding  the  students  that  have 
stirred  up  less  of  a  response  from  the 
students. 

Russell  added  that  SG  bad  input  on  the 
OCC  mini-cafeteria  and  claimed  to  work  a 
long  time  on  the  student  refund  policy. 

SG  tried  to  get  the  board  of  trustees  to 
change  a  board  policy  regarding  tuition

Hats  off  to  students  for  involvement; 
You've  proved  your  voices  are  heard 


The  dust  of  battle  has  settled,  classes  have  resumed 
as  scheduled,  that  small-but-powerful  six-letter 
word — STRIKE — is  no  longer  echoing  through  the 
halls  of  CD,  and  the  faculty  has  a  new  contract. 

The  entire  CD  community  has  reason  to  celebrate 
the  resumption  of  business  as  usual. 

SG  President  Jeff  Russell  credited  the  student  body 
with  playing  a  "huge  role"  in  the  settlement,  as  well  as 
claiming  some  credit  for  SG  for  its  role  in  organizing 
the  student  rally. 

Credit  is  also  due  to  those  students  whose  vocal 
concerns  put  pressure  on  SG,  the  faculty  and  the 
board;  SG  reacted  to  their  concerns  and  organized  the 
March  8  rally  that  enabled  the  student  body's  voice  to 
be  heard  loud  and  clear  by  both  the  faculty  and  the 
board  representatives. 

It  is  irrelevant  whether  or  not  the  CD  students 
actually  had  anything  to  do  with  the  settlement  of  the 
contract  negotiations  between  the  faculty  and  the 
board  of  trustees.  What  is  relevant  is  that  students 


spoke  out  as  one,  and  made  their  views  known  about  a 
subject  that  affected  their  lives. 

We  will  probably  never  know  for  sure,  but  a  strong 
argument  can  be  made  that  the  students'  rally  and  the 
appearance  of  some  100  students  at  the  board  meeting 
on  March  14  tipped  the  scales  towards  a  settlement. 
After  ten  months  of  fruitless  negotiations,  an 
agreement  was  reached  that  very  night. 

Was  this  just  a  coincidence?  We  don't  think  so.  We 
believe  that  the  united  voice  of  the  student  body  was 
heard  in  the  board  room  and  at  the  negotiating  table, 
and  that  this  graphic  proof  of  the  students'  concerns 
was  influential  in  the  settlement. 

CD's  students  have  proved  that  there  is  strength  in 
unity,  and  that  when  they  take  an  interest  in  an  issue, 
get  involved,  and  speak  out  as  a  group,  they  have  an 
impact  on  what  happens  here. 

We  hope  that  the  students  will  recognize  this 
strength,  and  not  waste,  but  use  this  influence  to  effect 
those  changes  that  they  see  as  important. 
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Forum: 

Unanswered  questions  about  nuclear  power 


In  a  letter  to  the  editor  from  Michael  A. 
Stajduhar,  nuclear  power  is  touted  as  the 
"cleanest,  safest  source  of  energy  known  to 
man."  A  powerful  claim,  but  is  it  true? 

I  believe  that  there  are  some  issues  about 
nuclear  power  that  Mr.  Stajduhar  has 
overlooked,  including  issues  of  safety  and 
cleanliness,  as  well  as  the  issues  of  disposal  of 
nuclear  waste,  actual  costs  of  nuclear  power, 
and  the  efficiency  of  nuclear  power. 

By  claiming  that  nuclear  power  is  non¬ 
polluting,  Mr.  Stajduhar  is  overlooking  the 
extensive  pollution  generated  during  the 
uranium  ore  mining  process.  Run-off  from 
mines  and  waste  tailings  pollutes  streams  and 
aquifers  with  dangerous  chemicals  and  heavy 
metals,  besides  causing  major  devastation  to 
the  environment. 

Nuclear  power  plants  may  not  add  to  sulfur 
dioxide  and  carbon  dioxide  emissions,  but  the 
danger  of  a  complete  core  meltdown  is  real;  in 
1985,  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission 
estimated  that  there  was  a  45  percent  chance 
of  just  such  an  accident  occurring  at  a  U.S. 
reactor  within  the  next  20  years.  A  worst-case 
scenario  estimated  600,000  injuries  and 
100,000  deaths  in  the  first  year,  with  up  to 
400,000  cancer-caused  deaths  ultimately. 
Property  losses  were  estimated  to  be  $300 


billion.  Not  very  good  odds,  are  they?  Is  this 
the  sort  of  gamble  we  want  to  take? 

Another  major  problem  that  Mr.  Stajduhar 
overlooks  is  the  problem  of  disposing  of  the 
waste  generated  by  nuclear  reactors.  Scientists 
cannot  agree  on  safe  disposal  procedures  for 
the  10,000  years  that  are  needed  for  this  highly 
radioactive  material  to  decay  to  less  lethal 
levels.  And  what  do  we  do  with  nuclear 
reactors  when  they  reach  the  end  of  their 
useful  life  in  30  to  40  years?  Who  pays  the 
cost  of  decommissioning  these  reactors,  a  cost 
that  has  been  estimated  at  from  $1  billion  to  $3 
billion  per  reactor? 

The  cost  of  generating  nuclear  power  is 
high,  and  getting  higher  all  the  time.  This 
should  come  as  no  surprise  to  customers  of 
Commonwealth  Edison,  which  relies  heavily 
on  nuclear  power,  and  has  some  of  the  highest 
electricity  rates  in  the  nation.  Nuclear  power 
plants  are  extremely  expensive  to  build, 
expensive  to  run,  and  will  prove  expensive  to 
close  down.  And  they  are  not  very  efficient. 
Only  14  percent  of  the  available  energy  from 
the  uranium  is  actually  delivered  as  useful 
energy  through  electric  home  heating,  as 
compared  to  70  percent  with  natural  gas  heat, 
and  98  percent  with  a  superinsulatted  solar 
house. 


The  problems  facing  our  environment  are 
serious,  and  they  are  real.  There  are  no  simple 
answers,  no  easy  answers.  I  do  not  believe 
that  "the  progress  of  mankind  is  necessarily  in 
direct  conflict  with  environmental  protection," 
but  I  do  believe  that  environmental  protection 
is  incompatible  with  the  attitude  that  we  can 
continue  to  rape  the  world  of  its  resources,  and 
the  belief  that  we  can  continue  using  and 
disposing  with  no  thought  of  tomorrow. 

Perhaps,  if  the  government  and  industry  put 
more  money  into  research  and  development  of 
renewable  sources  of  energy,  we  would  see 
more  progress  in  the  development  of  truly  safe 
and  clean  energy  sources. 

Until  they  do,  there  is  a  lot  that  we,  as 
individuals,  and  on  a  small  scale,  can  do.  we 
can  get  involved,  we  can  get  educated,  we  can 
conserve  energy,  and  think  about  what  we  are 
doing  and  what  we  are  consuming.  Attend 
Earth  Day  festivities,  and  leant  what  you  can 
do  to  help  preserve  and  protect  our  cradle  of 
life,  our  only  home,  our  Earth.

I'm  writing  concerning  the  primary  election 
that  was  held  on  March  20.  I  served  as  an 
election  judge  and  I  was  astonished  at  the 
turnout  of  voters.  Of  the  voters  who  were 
registered,  30-40  percent  were  expected  to 
show  up  and  only  28.6  percent  actually  did. 
Thats  177  out  of  619.  I'm  afraid  to  know  how 
many  unregistered  eligible  voters  there  are. 
The  East  Germans  had  more  that  90  percent  of 
their  eligible  voters  at  their  polls  this  week. 
Theirs  was  the  first  free  election  in  that 
country  in  57  years  and  their  people  cared  to 
make  an  effort  to  vote. 

Actually,  what  was  most  upsetting  was  that 
out  of  the  177  people  that  did  vote  only  seven 
of  the  voters  appeared  to  be  under  the  age  of 
25.  I  know  there  must  be  a  lot  more  young 
people  in  the  precinct  because  I  know  al  least 
five  that  live  just  in  my  apartment  building. 

Our  society  has  taken  our  freedom  for 
granted.  Our  young  people  just  figure  that  our 
freedoms  are  not  really  going  to  change  if  they 


vote  because  the  things  being  debated  don't 
actually  pertain  to  them  personally.  Many 
people  make  excuses  like,  "I  don't  know 
anything  about  the  candidates,"  or  "I  don't 
have  time  to  register,"  but  if  they  really  cared 
they  would  find  out  and  make  the  time.  All 
you  need  to  know  in  order  to  register  is  your 
name,  address,  social  security  number, 
birthdate,  where  you  were  bom,  and  how  to 
sign  your  name.  Is  that  too  hard?  I  think  we 
could  handle  a  couple  of  minutes  of  our  time 
to  insure  our  rights  and  freedom.  If  we  forget 
the  past,  like  Hitler  who  was  voted  into  a 
democratic  government,  it’s  bound  to  happen 
again.

On  March  14  at  7  p.m.,  the  board  of  trustees 
met  to  discuss  school  business,  a  part  of  which 
included  the  faculty/administration  contract 
dispute.

Earth  Day  1990:  A  time  to  re-evaluate  the  use  of  Earth's  resources 


Dear  Editor: 

On  a  single  day  in  April,  more  than  a 
hundred  million  people  around  the  world  will 
celebrate  and  honor  the  planet  we  call  home. 
Earth  Day  1990,  to  be  held  Sunday,  April  22, 
provides  each  and  every  one  of  us  much 
needed  time  to  reflect  on  the  beauty  and 
fragility  of  our  habitat.  No  one  who  cares 
about  the  fate  of  mankind  should  neglect  to 
give  Earth  Day  the  attention  it  deserves. 
However,  while  the  ecological  health  of  the 
globe  merits  at  least  one  day  it  should  not  be 
used  as  a  forum  to  promote  a  radical,  anti¬ 
industrial  cause. 

There  are  some  self-proclaimed 
environmentalists  prepared  to  scare  us  with 
escalated  doomsday  predictions  about  the  dire 
consequences  of  our  industrial  progress; 
conjuring  specters  of  a  cancer  epidemic,  a 
melting  globe,  environmental  devastation,  and 
eventual  lifeless  planet.  These  groups  either 
manipulate  science  or  simply  ignore  it  in  their 
pursuit  of  an  extreme  agenda.  To  believe  the 


progress  of  mankind  is  necessarily  in  direct 
conflict  with  environmental  protection,  reflects 
a  cave-dweller's  mentality. 

In  fact,  progress  and  technology,  when 
properly  utilized,  benefit  the  Earth's  natural 
ecosystem  by  allowing  us  to  make  the  most 
productive  us  of  the  Earth's  natural  resources. 
There  is  no  better  example  of  this  that  the 
harnessing  of  the  atom  for  electricity. 

Nuclear  power  is  the  cleanest,  safest  source 
of  energy  known  to  man.  Already  the  second 
largest  source  of  electricity  in  America  behind 
coal,  its  potential  is  limitless.  It  has  one  of  the 
safest  track  records  of  any  U.S.  industry,  and 
doesn't  spew  out  pollution  into  the  atmosphere. 

While  you  will  hear  much  on  Earth  Day 
about  global  warming,  acid  rain,  particulate 
emissions,  and  urban  smog,  there  will  hardly 
be  any  voices  heard  supporting  nuclear  power 
as  one  of  the  solutions  to  these  concerns. 
Nuclear  power  offers  the  very  technology  best- 
suited  to  provide  environmentally  sound 
energy. 


Congress  is  now  putting  the  finishing 
touches  on  a  Clean  Air  Act  reauthorization  in 
time  for  Earth  Day.  The  Act  will  address  the 
above  mentioned  problems  by  spending 
billions  and  billions  of  taxpayer  dollars  on 
emission  controls.  But  what  better  control  of 
emissions  exists  that  the  committment  to 
nuclear  power? 

While  the  Clean  Air  Act  seeks  to  solve  acid 
rain  by  reducing  sulfur  dioxide  emissions  by 
10  million  tons  annually,  America's  112 
nuclear  plants  have  already  cut  such  emissions 
by  5  million  tons  a  year.  Electricity  generated 
by  nuclear  power  has  also  reduced  utility 
emissions,  a  major  "greenhouse"  gas,  by  20 
percent.  In  addition,  nuclear  power  produces 
almost  no  particulate  emissions  or  compounds 
that  contribute  to  urban  smog.  Building  more 
nuclear  plants  is  one  of  the  best  things  the  U.S. 
could  do  to  accomplish  the  goals  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act. 

In  France,  where  nuclear  power  generates 
more  than  70  percent  of  the  country's 


electricity,  utility  emissions  of  carbon  dioxide, 
sulfur  dioxide,  and  nitrogen  oxide  have  been 
virtually  eliminated.  Particulate  emissions  by 
utilities  have  been  reduced  by  almost  98 
percent.  And  all  this  has  occurred  during  the 
same  period  in  which  France's  demand  for 
electricity  grew  by  50  percent. 

France  proves  our  planet  can  be  saved 
without  sacrificing  our  electrical  supply,  Oour 
standard  of  living,  and  the  American  economy 
at  the  environmental  altar.  As  we  celebrate  the 
beauty  and  wonder  of  out  habitat  on  Earth 
Day,  we  should  remember  that  seeking 
environmental  problems  is  good,  but  seeking 
realistic  environmental  solutions  is  better.

In-class  participation  aids  retention 


Dear  Editor: 

As  I  walk  the  halls  of  CD,  I  see  too  many 
teachers  talking  and  too  many  students 
listening.  This  is  almost  the  worst  way  for  a 
student  to  learn,  next  to  watching  TV,  which  it 
resembles.  A  droning  instructor  puts  pupils  to 
sleep  or  causes  their  minds  to  wander. 
Information  gathered  by  students  in  this 
fashion  is  poorly  integrated  by  them  and  soon 
forgotten. 

A  better  approach  to  teaching  is  to  get  the 
pupils  talking  or  working  on  a  task.  This  can 
be  done  by  having  one  student  at  a  time  read  a 
question  out  loud  and  answer  it.  Any  lecture 
can  be  converted  into  xeroxed  pages  of 
multiple  choice  questions.  If  the  first  pupil 
answers  incorrectly,  the  question  can  be 
thrown  out  to  the  entire  class.  If  no  one  gets 
it,  the  instructor  can  give  the  right  response. 
Another  approach  is  to  give  a  reading 
assignment  for  homework  and  then  to  ask 


questions  that  relate  to  it  during  the  class. 
Here,  a  class  discussion  can  be  encouraged.  In 
fact,  in  most  cases,  if  the  teacher  would  just 
shut  up,  a  class  discussion  would  begin  quite 
naturally. 

The  goal  of  education  is  to  put  information 
into  the  students'  brains.  When  the  pupils  are 
talking,  thinking  about  answers  or  working  on 
tasks,  this  information  will  join  their  other 
knowledge  and  stay  with  them. 

Ultimately,  the  job  of  a  teacher  is  not  to  put 
information  into  the  students'  brains  at  all. 
Rather,  it  is  to  motivate  the  pupils  so  that  they 
will  begin  inputting  data  by  themselves.  There 
are  so  many  resources  available  to  American 
students — libraries,  laboratories,  books, 
magazines,  teachers — all  they  need  is  a  reason 
to  dig  for  the  facts.

Movie  Review: 


New  movie  mixes  love,  humor  and  suspense

As  an  enormous  and  colossal  group  of 
people  exited  the  theater,  I  was  just  about  to 
stroll  in.  I  couldn't  help  but  recognize  the  look 
of  outright  satisfaction  and  absolute  enjoyment 
in  their  laugh-exhausted  faces. 

Just  96  minutes  after  that  moment,  I  too  was 
attempting  to  recover  from  the  jestful  comedy 
"I  Love  You  to  Death,"  starring  the  eminent 
cast  of:  Kevin  Kline,  Tracy  Ullman,  River 


Phoenix,  William  Hurt,  Keanu  Reeves,  and 
Joan  Plowright. 

"I  Love  You  to  Death,"  which  was  directed 
by  Lawrence  Kasdan  (This  was  the  first  movie 
he  directed  that  he  did  not  write.)  and 
produced  by  Jeffrey  Lurie  and  Ron  Moler,  who 
also  brought  us  "Bachelor  Party,"  starring  Tom 
Hanks,  brings  us  to  a  pleasantly  lighter  side  of 
life  that  is  so  often  hard  to  find  when  the 
movie  industry  seems  to  be  worried  more 
about  receipts  than  content  and  feeling. 

The  movie  was  filmed  and  takes  place  in  the 
beautiful  city  of  Tacoma,  Wash.  Here,  Joey 
(Kline)  owns  and  operates  a  neighborly  pizza 
parlor  with  his  wife  Rosalie  (Ullman). 

We  learn  in  the  very  beginning,  through  a 
hysterical  confession  between  Joey  and  an 
astonished  priest  that  Joey  really,  really  likes 
to  sleep  with  other  women,  a  lot  of  other 
women. 

Devo  (Phoenix),  a  helper  at  the  parlor,  tries 
to  warn  Rosalie  that  her  husband  Joey  is 
simply  no  good,  but  Rosalie,  on  the  other 
hand,  just  thinks  Joey  is  a  flirt  who  is  all  show 
and  no  go,  and  would  never  cheat  on  her. 

Through  half  of  the  film,  we  constantly 
witness  the  numerous  women  of  Joey,  until 
Rosalie  finally  notices  one  of  Joey's  smooth 
moves. 

After  much  contemplation,  Rosalie  decides 
not  to  take  her  life,  but  that  of  her  husband. 

The  movie  really  begins  to  build  at  this 
point,  and  Ullman  displays  her  talent 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  film,  giving  a 
serious,  yet  very  humorous  interpretation  to 
the  character. 

In  her  intense  battle  to  kill  her  husband, 
Rosalie's  handy-Andy  mother  (Plowright) 
gleefully  participates  in  the  plans  to  kill  Joey. 

It  doesn't  take  long  to  understand  that  Joey 
is  better  at  escaping  death  than  Rambo  and 
Robocop  combined. 


In  frustration,  Joey's  mother-in-law  asks 
Devo  to  shoot  Joey;  Joey  survives  the 
shooting,  convinced  that  he's  only  suffering 
from  a  bad  virus. 

Desperation  sets  in  quickly,  and  soon  Devo 
bargains  with  two  friends  to  finish  the  job  he's 
started. 

Marlon  (Reeves)  and  Harlan  (Hurt),  who  are 
cousins  and  who  are  also  severely  tripped  out 
on  drugs,  show  their  mental  capabilities  by 
taking  a  cab  to  where  they  are  supposed  to 
commit  the  bargain-bin  assasination. 

To  Marlon  and  Harlan's  surprise,  they  end 
up  with  the  same  results  as  Devo.  By  this  time 
in  the  movie  we  can  see  that  Joey  is  virtually 
unkillable,  to  say  the  least. 

After  the  police  discover  what  has  been 
going  on,  the  whole  group  is  arrested  for 
attempted  murder.  The  police  detectives  fmd 
themselves  more  frustrated  than  when  they 
began  because  everyone  is  confessing  to  the 
murder  attempt. 

The  ending  provides  us  with  a  cute,  but  also 
warm  feeling  that  somehow  hits  home  in  an 
unnatural  and  peculiar  way. 

A  lot  of  love  comedies  are  greatly  supported 
by  the  script  and  literature,  but  "I  Live  You  to 
Death"  is  a  combination  of  extremely 
entertaining  literature  and  script  and  also  the 
cast  lending  believability  to  a  sometimes 
unbelievable  idea. 

Each  of  the  characters  ends  up  being  so 
separate  and  individualistic  that  they  end  up 
pulling  the  audience  in  closer  to  the  dramatic 
ending  that  leaves  very  warm  satisfying 
feeling. 

If  you  are  looking  for  a  movie  that  is  a 
masterpiece,  combining  love,  humor,  suspense 
and  basic  clean  entertainment,  then  you  don't 
want  to  miss  this  movie,  which  is  based  on  a 
true  story.

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Music  Review: 


Redbone  enthralls  younger  listeners  too 


Redbone's  trademark:  White  suit, 
hat,  black  shades  and  mustache.

Generally  speaking,  I  tend  to  be  a  techno¬ 
freak  when  it  comes  to  music.  Forgive  me, 
okay?  I'm  glad  to  live  in  the  '90s. 

I  like  bands  that  ride  on  the  silicon 
skateboard,  with  rapid-fire  vocals, 
programmed  synthesizers,  and  pointless 
sampling,  and  dammit,  I  like  drum  machines, 
even  though  I'll  probably  burn  in  the 
pestilential  depths  of  hell  for  it. 

That's  why  my  techno-thrash  friends  are 


going  to  look  at  me  like  there's  something 
hanging  out  of  my  nose  when  they  hear  me 
playing  Leon  Redbone's  new  release,  "Sugar," 
on  the  CD  jambox.  And  believe  me,  I  will  be 
doing  just  that. 

Frankly,  listening  to  the  album  posed  sort  of 
a  dilemma  for  me.  Should  I  enjoy  music  I 
think  my  dad  would  like?  Does  that  mean  I'll 
go  bald  and  drive  a  Chrysler,  too?  The  answer 
(to  both  questions,  unfortunately)  is  an 
unreserved  yes.  If  you  dug  the  soundtrack  to 
"Pennies  from  Heaven,"  you  just  might  like 
"Sugar." 

You  probably  know  who  Redbone  is.  His 
look  is  a  true  trademark:  White  suit,  white  hat, 
black  shades,  and  the  drooping  mustache.  You 
could  dress  up  like  him  for  Halloween,  and 
people  would  most  likely  know  who  you  were 
supposed  to  be.  His  voice  is  even  more 
recognizable,  a  rich  Bing  Crosby  baritone,  but 
with  none  of  that  grating  "buh-buh-buh-buh" 
business  that  Warner  Brothers  cartoon 
characters  are  so  fond  of. 

His  music  is  a  hybrid  of  '20s  and  '30s  jazz, 
ragtime,  and  blues,  and  many  of  the  selections 
on  "Sugar"  are  covers  of  classic  songs  from 
that  era.  Redbone  however,  is  hard  to 
pigeonhole;  his  music  fits  into  no  one 
particular  niche.  He  simply  records  songs  that 
appeal  to  him,  kind  of  like  Harry  Connick,  Jr., 
but  without  the  Bobby  Darin  slickness. 

In  keeping  with  the  nostalgic  tone  of  his 
music,  Redbone  records  his  simple 
arrangements  with  old,  '30s-style  RCA-44 
ribbon  microphones.  This  enhances  both  the 
reminiscent  quality  of  the  music,  and  his  low 
baritone  voice.  The  only  thing  missing  on  this 
album  is  some  from-the-gut  yodeling. 

The  album  opens  with  a  piece  called  "Ghost 
of  the  Saint  Louis  Blues,"  written  by  Emmet 
Miller  in  1928.  The  intro  has  violins  playing 
the  weaving,  ghostly  melody,  effectively  gene- 
spliced  with  '20s  blues  rhythm.  He  sings: 


"There's  a  creepy  melody  like  a  fiend  that 
keeps  haunting  me."  Riding  just  under 
Redbone's  voice  is  his  characteristic  acoustic 
guitar  strumming. 

"Ghost"  is  followed  up  by  a  piece  called 
"Roll  Along  Kentucky  Moon."  This  one  is  a 


time-warp  to  a  technicolor  Mark  Twain 
steamboat,  replete  with  all  the  white-clad 
gamblers,  puritanical  matrons,  and  ruddy¬ 
faced  boys  in  straw  hats  the  description

Recently,  Dining  Services  sent  out  a  survey  about  the  foodservice  operations  here  on  campus.  The  ratings  will  take  another  few  weeks  to  compile 
and  the  results  will  be  available  at  that  time.  The  last  section  of  the  survey  had  room  for  comments.  These  are  all  the  comments  received  from  the 
surveys  returned.  They  are  broken  down  by  location.  The  comments  will  be  addressed  by  the  manager  of  Dining  Services,  David  K.  Gauger.

SRC  Cafeteria 

-  Dining  Services  performs  very  well  given  the  tremendous  volume  of  meals  served  coupled  with  the  budgetary  constraints  which  they  face  -  question  -  what  is  the 
economic  feasibility  of  creating  a  Catering  Service?  -  Less  cooking  oils  and  salt  content  of  food  should  be  enforced.  -  Either  more  space  in  dining  area  or  that  students  be 
asked  not  to  lounge  in  that  area  during  lunch  times  11-2  and  tables  be  kept  clean.  -  The  dining  area  needs  more  staff  to  keep  it  clean.  I'm  aware  that  an  effort  is  being 
made  but  it  is  not  enough.  -  Although  I  use  the  dining  service  on  a  limited  basis,  I'm  quite  pleased  with  the  service  and  food  (especially  the  good  variety  of  fresh  fruits).  - 
A  well  managed  operation.  -  Dining  area  improvement  -  tables  that  don't  wobble,  are  clean,  adequately  spaced  and  adequately  and  plentiful.  -  Thanks!  -  Too  expensive.  - 
Don't  raise  the  prices  so  much,  and  try  to  keep  the  dining  area  clean.  -  Turn  the  heat  up  on  the  main  hot  food  line.  Those  who  eat  at  1:30  pm  receive  lukewarm  food. 
Please!!  -  Where's  the  bottled  water?  City  water  is  awful!!  Soups  and  salads  are  excellent!  -  Improve  the  quality  of  food.  -  The  degradable  cups  are  terrible. You  don't  have 
one  of  those  cups  for  over  20  minutes  without  them  leaking  and  falling  apart.  -  I'm  glad  that  you  now  have  biodegradable  cups  but  you  need  to  get  a  better  grade.  They 
fall  apart  and  leak  before  you  even  finish  your  drink.  -  The  food  is  overpriced  for  the  little  that  you  get,  especially  food  by  the  ounce.  This  is  supposed  to  be  economical 
for  the  student  and  it  really  isn't.  I'm  glad  about  the  cups  because  of  the  environment,  but  I  really  hate  how  they  degrade  instantly,  and  they  are  difficult  to  carry  once  the 
liquid  is  in.  -  The  cashiers  are  not  friendly.  They  are  very  grumpy  and  unpleasant.  Also,  the  cleanliness  of  the  dining  area  is  horrible.  Tables  &  chairs  are  disgusting.  -  Get 
your  act  together  -  glad  to  see  you're  concerned  about  the  environment.  -  People  should  not  be  allowed  to  sit  at  tables  if  they  are  done  eating.  Happy  to  see  you  care  about 
the  biodegradable  products.  -  It  does  get  expensive  on  a  daily  basis.  More  cheapy  specials!!  -  The  cups  are  falling  apart  in  10  minutes!!  -  This  is  not  relevant  to  3rd  shift, 
services  are  not  available  at  that  time.  -  Since  I  work  11  pm  -  7  am,  it  would  be  nice  if  something  could  be  arranged  so  that  we  could  benefit  from  the  cooking  proficiency 
of  the  dining  service  to  have  a  hot,  balanced  diet  for  our  supper.  -  I'm  glad  that  Dining  Service  is  there  and  I  can  get  what  I  need.  -  There's  too  much  litter  at  tables  in 
dining  area.  I  realize  there  are  signs  up  that  say  "Keep  our  Cafeteria  Clean",  however,  too  many  times  there  are  used  cups,  silverware,  trays,  etc.  at  tables  and  on  floors. 
Prices  lower,  dining  area  cleaner.  -  Switch  of  cups  was  good,  but  very  poor  choice  of  cups.  Workers  and  students  should  have  separate  eating  areas.  -  Overall,  you  do  a 
fine  job.  The  dining  area  is  often  dirty  and  smoke  filled  -  it  could  use  improvement.  -  Prices  need  to  be  lower  at  the  "Hot  Food"  counter  (examples  cod  w/vegetables  & 
potatoes)  -  I  only  wanted  cod  and  I  was  told  by  the  clerk  it  would  cost  $2  for  a  3"  piece  of  cod.  Too  High!!  -  Get  the  food  at  the  proper  temperature  and  fresher.  - 
Biodegradable  cups  too  hot  to  handle!!  -  Chicken  salad  is  wonderful  -  Gazpacho  soup  is  the  best.  Thanks!!  PS.  The  restroom  by  the  entrance  could  use  a  good  cleaning 
and  sprucing  up.  -  The  management  of  the  area  should  take  further  action  in  regard  to  the  students  leaving  their  trays  and  garbage  on  the  table  and  littering  on  the  floor 
and  chairs.  -  Overpriced  -  should  include  more  in  "specials".  -  Overpriced  for  a  non-profit  organization.  -  That  the  cafeteria  be  cleaned  up.  It  is  a  disgrace.  Have  students 
clean  off  their  trays  and  put  them  on  conveyor.  -  They  should  not  close  on  Friday  afternoons.  -  In  general,  workers  are  friendly  and  helpful.  -  The  cafeteria  is  a  disgrace. 
Have  the  students  bus  and  clean  their  trays.  They  do  it  at  McDonalds!  -  I  don't  appreciate  having  the  table  sprayed  and  cleaned  while  I'm  eating  -  this  has  happened  I 
numerous  times  -  they  even  try  to  take  my  newspaper  right  out  from  under  me.  I  must  make  another  comment  on  servers  -  there  are  2  in  particular  that  are  extremely  rude 

-  both  to  their  co-workers  as  well  as  customers.  I  will  go  out  of  my  way  to  avoid  these  people.  I'm  not  sure  why  they  are  allowed  to  continue  acting  this  way  or  keep  their 
jobs.  -  We  think  you  are  great! !  -  Hot  cups  bum  hands.  Good  Job! !  - 1  would  like  to  see  a  salad  bar/sandwich  buffet  in  the  middle  of  the  IC  building.  - 1  think  we  are  lucky 
to  have  such  a  fine  service.  -  Good  quality  food  in  clean  area  at  reasonable  price.  -  You're  doing  a  good  job  with  the  food,  but  the  dining  area  needs  more  attention  -  lack 
of  cleanliness,  lack  of  available  tables,  noise.  -  Better  than  army  food.  -  The  prices  of  drinks  should  be  marked  in  the  area  where  the  drinks  are  stored  for  sale.  -  Good 
variety,  well  run  -  cleaner  seating  area.  -  Good  job  done  with  what  you  have  to  work  with.  Prices  higher  than  off  campus.  -  Buy  quality  food  and  we'll  pay  to  eat  here!! 

It's  better  than  I've  experienced  at  other  similar  cafeterias.  Another  comment:  Why  not  put  the  silverware  &  trays  together?  -  Often  run  out  of  entrees  too  early  in  the 
lunch  period.  Cook  vegetables  less  -  look  &  taste  better  &  healthier.  Try  serving  entrees  with  fewer  calories.  -  Post  signs  to  discourage  loitering,  to  clean-up  after 
themselves,  and  also  to  eliminate  all  smoking  in  the  cafeteria.  -  Need  more  tables  &  spaced  further  apart.  I  would  rate  a  10  except  that  would  leave  no  room  for 
improvement  -  It  has  a  nice  variety  of  food  and  is  very  clean.

-  The  food  could  be  a  little  hotter  and 
more  variety  at  salad  bar.  - 1  appreciate  it!  -  Appearance  of  serving  area  is  small.  -  Prices  are  a  little  higher  than  expected.  -  Yogurt  ice  cream  -  have  chocolate  &  vanilla 
every  day.  Catering  Service  10  +  best  food  service  on  any  campus.  -  The  use  of  nondegradable  plastics  at  the  salad  bar  is  troubling  to  me.  Can’t  you  get  good  quality  paper 
goods  or  (better  still)  use  regular  dishes  w/an  option  of  paper/plastic  for  take-out?  The  scales  could  be  suitably  calibrated,  I  assume,  with  png  designated  for  "take  out 
only".  -  Convenience  of  hours  -  I’m  here  during  breaks,  when  service  has  more  limited  hours,  not  a  great  inconvenience  though.  I'd  like  more  variety  on  the  salad  items  - 
salad  bar  is  great  but  get  variety  on  pieces  of  fruit,  nuts.  -  Lower  prices.  Clean  the  dining  room  (cafeteria).  (Sorry,  had  to  put  this  one  in  too!)  -  Good  work  -  keep  it  up! 
Dining  area  could  use  vast  improvement  but  I  realize  the  problem  here  -  slobs!  Thanks.  Ron  Lemme  -  One  of  your  female  cashiers  never  smiles,  talks  -  just  takes  your 
money.  The  rest  of  the  cashiers  are  very  good.  -  The  staff  is  outstanding.  -  Appearance  of  personnel  -  great  uniforms.  Keep  doors  closed  (Grill  area  at  entrance  & 
dishroom).  Doesn't  look  to  appetizing  as  one  enters  the  serving  area  or  checks  out  at  the  cashiers.  -  Cups  -  Better  yet,  use  reusable.  Warm  food  should  be  much  warmer.  - 
Generally  it's  a  nice  place  to  eat  with  good  food  and  good  variety.  -  Please  clean  up  the  dining  area.  Garbage  everywhere.  This  area  needs  a  lot  of  work.  Maybe  you  can 
arrange  tables  differently.  -  They  do  a  great  job.  Improvement  suggestions:  In  the  last  several  months  the  premade  sandwiches  have  had  a  refrigerator  taste.  I  don’t  recall 
this  happening  in  the  past.

-  More  tables  -  fewer  students  taking  tests  during  peak 
dining  time.  -  The  hot  food  is  always  too  cold!  -  We  need  extended  evening  hours  during  the  year  and  especially  in  summer.  -  The  dining  services  staff  understands  the 
meaning  of  the  word  'service'.  They  are  super.  -  Clean  the  tables  and  chairs  more  often.  Wash  the  windows  along  the  dining  area.  -  You  need  MORE  VEGETARIAN 
CHOICES!!  -  The  dining  area  should  be  cleaner,  smoke  free,  and  the  tables  should  not  be  jammed  together  as  they  are  now.  There  is  hardly  any  room  to  sit  around  a  table 
without  touching  the  person  at  the  next  table.

suggest.  The  arrangement  is  a  blend  of  guitar, 
accordion,  and  I  taly  mandalinos,  a  supporting 
framework  for  Redbone's  vocals. 

"Right  or  Wrong"  is  a  finger-snapping 
lament  of  a  man  in  love  with  a  bad  woman,  a 
song  which  nonetheless  smiles  like  Scatman 
Crothers.  A  piece  of  homs-and-piano  ragtime, 
it  brings  back  images  of  a  time  when  Wilson 
was  president,  movies  were  silent,  and  Coca- 
Cola  had  cocaine  in  it.  "Laughin'  Blues"  gently 
pokes  fun  at  your  standard  blues  lyrics.  "My 
girl  has  left  me  flat/  and  a  Greyhound  squashed 
my  hat/  today,"  he  sings,  and  you  can  tell  he 
means  it. 

Next  up  is  a  song  called  "Breeze,"  followed 
by  a  piece  of  Redbone  wrote  called  "The 
Whistling  Colonel,"  a  Music  Man  march 
through  the  park  featuring  guitar,  loads  of 


brass,  and  by-God  relentless  whistling.  Other 
songs — "So  Relax,"  "Messin'  Around,"  and 
"What  You  Want  Me  to  Do" — seem  to 
comprise  the  perfect  soundtrack  for  investing 
in  war  bonds,  watching  the  bubbles  in  the  face 
of  Wurlitzer  jukebox,  or  building  a  Tucker. 

The  snappy  banjo  and  energetic  lyrics  on  a 
track  called  "When  I  Take  my  Sugar  to  Tea" 
made  me  want  to. ..I  don't  know. ..tape 
bottlecaps  to  the  bottom  of  my  Chuck  Taylor's 
and  do  a  tap-dance  on  the  linoleum  floor  in  the 
kitchen.  Come  to  think  of  it,  I  could  probably 
hoof  my  way  through  the  entire  album. 

Simply  put,  "Sugar"  is  an  album  recorded  by 
a  man  who  obviously  loves  music.  It's 
derivative  enough  to  be  familiar,  yet  different 
enough  to  be  compelling.  And  hey — maybe 
it'll  keep  you  from  going  to  hell  for  liking  Red 
Hot  Chili  Peppers.

Finding  good  music  on  the  radio  these  days 
is  a  challenge.  I  try  not  to  listen  to  a  lot  of 
radio,  but  unfortunately  I  drive  a  car  that  does 
not  contain  a  tape  deck. 

So  I  compromise.  If  something  reasonably 
tolerable  comes  on,  I  leave  it.  And  lately  I've 
been  hearing  "Metropolis"  by  The  Church, 
from  their  new  album,  "Gold  Afternoon  Fix," 
quite  a  bit.  The  album  title  comes  from  stock 
market  terminology;  the  price  of  gold  is  set 
every  afternoon  and  fixed  overnight.  Read  into 
that  what  you  will. 

The  only  previous  experience  I'd  had  of  this 
Aussie  band  was  their  first  top  40  hit,  "Under 
the  Milky  Way,"  from  their  "Starfish"  album, 
which  I  found  mildly  compelling.  Those 
expecting  a  similar  hazy,  dreamy  quality  out  of 
the  band  will  not  be  disappointed:  Their  style 
is  singularly  recognizable  here. 

This  is  music  to  listen  to  late  at  night  while 
driving  aimlessly  around  because  your 
girlfriend  just  dumped  you  (if  you  have  a  tape 
deck,  that  is,  which  I  don't).  The  overall  mood 
of  the  album  is  laid  down  in  the  first  track, 
"Pharaoh,"  in  which  singer/bassist  Steve 
Kilbey  sings:  "Is  there  anybody  out  there/  I 
could  swear  I’m  not  alone/  Show  your  faces  if 
you  dare." 

"Metropolis"  has  an  acoustic  guitar 
strumming  just  under  a  great  lead  guitar  hook, 
which  the  band  was  probably  giggling  about  as 
they  recorded.  Although  catchier  than  the  first 
song,  it  shares  the  same  dreamy,  laid-back 
quality.  Like  most  songs  on  the  album, 
"Metropolis"  is  punctuated  by  a  distinctive 
guitar  sound  which  approaches,  without  ever 
copying,  the  shimmering  sound  of  U2's  "The 
Edge." 

The  Church  goes  from  one  peak  to  another, 
with  the  third  song,  'Terra  Nova  Cain,"  which 
features  sort  of  a  sci-fi  melody  with  teeth,  after 
a  catchy  percussive  intro  from  drummer 
Richard  Ploog:  'Til  show  you  how  the  ancients 
once  traveled/  They  used  to  call  this  a  Chevy," 
sings  Kilbey. 

The  album's  outstanding  track,  though,  is 


"You're  Still  Beautiful.”  Far  from  the  Henry 
Fonda-and-Katherine-Hepbum-holding-hands- 
gazing-at-the-pond  song  the  title  would 
suggest,  it's  about  the  mask  someone  wears, 
behind  which  nothing  else  lies.  Lucid  and 
direct,  it  is  the  one  song  on  the  album  that 
breaks  the  dreamy  quality,  and  possibly  gives  a 
hint  of  things  to  come  from  The  Church. 

"You're  still  beautiful  baby/  No  one  can  take 
that  away/  You’re  still  beautiful  baby/  Even 
when  you  fall  down  that  way,"  sings  Kilbey. 
"(You’re)  the  walking  picture  of  Dorian  Gray/ 
At  least  it's  artistic,  I  guess."  Musically  and 
lyrically  harsh,  it  is  the  most  fully-realized 
song  on  the  album.  The  rest  of  the  tracks  on 
the  album  maintain  the  calculated  haziness  that 
fans  have  come  to  expect  of  The  Church. 

Despite  occasional  plodding  vocals  and 
vague  lyrics,  "Gold  Afternoon  Fix"  is  a  decent 
album.  I  probably  won't  spend  money  buying 
it,  but  neither  will  I  change  the  station  when 
The  Church  comes  on  the  radio.

accommodate  three  different  groups  of  100- 

150  people  each. 

A  student  lounge  area  would  provide  space 
for  students  to  relax,  study,  and  socialize. 
Vending  machines  and  a  snack  bar  counter, 
similar  to  the  one  found  in  the  Arts  Center, 
would  be  adjacent  to  the  lounge  area.  A 
television  lounge  would  ideally  be  an  open 
alcove  off  a  major  hallway,  rather  than  a 
separate,  closed-in  room. 

The  recreation  area  would  allow  additional 
space  to  accommodate  not  only  the  billiards 
and  board  games  now  included,  but  also  table 
tennis.  An  open  floor  plan,  with  proper 
soundproofing  and  the  elimination  of  any 
columns  or  posts,  was  recommended. 

The  outdoor  recreation  services  area  would 
be  adjacent  to  the  loading  docks,  to  facilitate 
the  loading  of  canoes  on  vehicles.  There 
would  be  added  storage  space  for  cross¬ 
country  skis  and  boots,  and  a  sleeping  bag 
hanging  storage  rack  for  35  bags.  This  area 
would  need  to  be  next  to  the  rec  area  and  the 
box  office,  to  best  utilize  staff  and  serve  the 
public. 

Two  small  meeting  rooms,  each  capable  of 
holding  from  15-20  people,  and  a  large 
conference  room  with  a  capacity  of  30-40 
people  were  also  mentioned  in  the  report. 


These  rooms  could  be  used  for  various  group 
meetings  and  conferences. 

Expanded  administrative  offices  would  give 
student  activities  more  room  and  a  storage 
area,  and  would  be  designed  to  better  control 
the  traffic  flow  in  this  busy  area.  Offices  for 
the  alumni  affairs  coordinator  and  staff,  and 
the  student  activities  program  board  would 
also  be  included. 

SG  office  space  would  be  expanded  to 
relieve  the  present  overcrowding,  and  would 
include  a  reception  area,  executive  offices, 
senators/staff  offices,  and  a  storage  area. 

Office  space  for  clubs  and  organizations  is 
also  included  in  the  statement,  envisioning  a 
large,  flexible  area  with  workstations  and 
filing  areas  for  all  groups. 

An  information  desk  would  be  located  in  the 
main  entranceway,  and  would  have 
distribution  area  for  information. 

Additional  suggestions  included  in  the 
statement  call  for  coin-operated  lockers, 
computer  hook-ups,  glass  display  cases  and 
bulletin  boards,  and  an  outdoor  patio  area  for 
programs  and  dining  services. 

All  current  student  activities  facilities 
would  be  moved  to  the  addition,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Courier,  which  would  remain 
in  SRC  1022,  and  the  Prairie  Light  Review, 
which  would  be  moved  to  SRC  1021.

needs  more  resources. 

In  1989  the  LRC  subscribed  to  883  titles 
and  had  694  reels  of  microfilm.  Since  1984  the 
inter-library  loan  requests  have  tripled.  This 
figure,  the  report  stated,  is  an  indication  that 
CD  should  be  providing  more  in-house  titles. 

According  to  the  guidelines  of  copyright 
laws  we  should  be  subscribing  to  a  periodical 
if  it  is  requested  more  than  six  times  in  a 
year,"  Geyer  said.  "The  number  of  people  that 
want  inter-library  loans  discover  that  this  (the 
loans)  is  not  the  most  convenient  or  timely 
way  to  get  information,"  Geyer  continued. 

Our  figures  don't  count  how  many  people 
couldn't  find  something  and  just  go  to  their 
local  libraries  to  get  it." 

Currently,  CD  has  140,000  print  items,  95 
percent  of  which  are  books.  This  number  is 
100,000  below  that  which  s  considered  an 
excellent  collection  by  the  American  Library 
Association.  Also  according  to  the  ALA,  to 
have  an  excellent  selection  of  periodicals  CD 
would  have  to  have  1,200. 

Some  of  our  collection  is  getting  old," 
Fradkin  said.  "Instead  of  throwing  out  the  old 
items  as  we  sometimes  should,  we  are 
repairing  them." 


‘The"  new  addition  would  be  beneficial  to  the1 

seating  arrangements  of  the  LRC,  as  the 
current  seat  count  of  817  will  be  increased  by 
25  percent. 

"We  have  replaced  many  of  our  tables  with 
study  carrels,"  Fradkin  said.  "We  have  made 
an  extra  effort  to  tell  students  not  to  lay  down 
on  the  chairs,  and  we  have  redirected  students 
to  areas  that  we  think  may  serve  their  needs 
better  than  the  one  we  see  them  in." 

Although  the  LRC  doesn't  receive  too  many 
complaints,  according  to  Fradkin,  the  report 
stated  very  specifically  what  needed  to  be 
changed.  It  touched  down  on  service  areas 
microfiche  and  microfilm  machines,  the  music 
room,  and  the  shelving  arrangements. 

If  expansion  goes  as  planned  there  will  be 
an  increase  of  25  percent  in  square  footage  and 
a  30  percent  increase  of  shelving  space. 

Students  can  look  forward  to  seeing  more 
computers  to  aid  them  in  their  search  for 
materials  and  some  services  will  be  located  in 
more  convenient  areas  throughout  the  LRC, 
according  to  Fradkin. 

"We  consider  ourselves  a  teaching  library,' 
Fradkin  said,  "It  is  very  important  not  only  for 
people  to  learn  how  to  find  items  that  we  offer, 
but  it  is  also  important  for  people  to  learn  how 
to  use  all  of  the  resources  available  to  them."

without  a  contract  for  the  past  10  months,  they 

will  receive  back  pay  when  a  new  contract  is 
put  into  effect. 

Goodman  stated  that  the  faculty  will  receive 
their  back  pay  in  one  check. 

Goodman  also  advised  the  faculty  that  if 
they  vote  "no"  to  the  ratification  of  the  contract 
they  will  not  be  sending  the  negotiating  team 
back  to  the  negotiating  table  but  instead 
sending  themselves  onto  22nd  Street  to  protest 
the  contract  proposal. 

Ray  said  that  the  faculty's  main  goal  was  to 
keep  the  salary  index  intact,  because  "it  is  a 
very  fine  salary  schedule." 

According  to  a  clause  under  the  new  contract 
proposal,  faculty  members  cannot  strike  as 
long  as  the  contract  hasn't  expired;  now  other 
forms  of  job  action  such  as  informational 
picketing  will  be  allowed. 

The  negotiating  team  informed  the  faculty 
that  they  recommend  voting  "yes"  to  the 
current  contract  proposal  and  admitted  that 
their  team  will  unanimously  vote  "yes." 

The  issue  regarding  salary  monopolized  a  lot 
of  the  information  session  and  Morris  siressed 
that  there  is  more  to  look  at  than  salary. 

"You  (the  faculty)  have  to  also  be  concerned 


with  other  issues,"  Morris  said.  "Are  faculty 
rights  being  protected?"

was  the  forming  and  advancement  of  CD,  his 

list  of  other  accomplishments  is  quite 
extensive.  At  the  University  of  Chicago,  Seaton 
has  served  on  the  board  of  the  Disciples 
Divinity  House.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
Chicago  Area  Council  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  from  1958  to  1962,  where  he  is  still  a 
member  of  the  Boy  Scout  Advisory  Board. 
Seaton  is  also  a  member  of  the  board  of 
governors  of  the  Iowa  State  University 
Foundation,  which  is  where  he  attended 
college. 

Although  most  would  agree  that  no  one 
deserved  the  honor  more  than  Seaton,  it  still 
came  as  a  surprise  to  the  first  board  chairman. 

"It  was  a  total  surprise,"  Seaton  said.  "I  had 
no  idea  that  anyone  would  think  of  anything 
like  that."

refund.  ‘ 

"We  said  that  students  should  be  able  to 
get  100  percent  of  their  money  back  for 
their  first  week  of  the  quarter,"  Russell 
said. 

As  of  now  the  policy  allows  students  to 
receive  an  80  percent  refund  during  the  first 
week. 

SG's  efforts  proved  unsuccessful. 

SG's  suggestion  box  bouses  many  of  the 
comments  that  students  have  made.  Russell 
admits  that  sometimes  these  particular 
students  are  hard  to  contact  when  it  comes 
time  to  offer  testimony. 

"It  is  hard  for  us  to  get  those  students  to 
go  to  the  board  of  trustees  meetings  or  to  go 
the  extra  mile,  which  is  one  of  our  biggest 
frustrations,"  Russell  said. 

What  will  SG  do  to  keep  up  student 
activism? 

Russell  said  that  during  the  rally,  SG 
received  a  list  of  approximately  200  names 
of  students  who  were  willing  to  help. 
Through  correspondence  he  hopes  to 
inform  the  students  when  issues  approach 
that  may  affect  their  education.

There  is  no  greater  feeling  at  the  beginning 
of  a  season  for  CD  baseball  Coach  Steve 
Kranz  than  to  look  over  his  line-up  and  see 
"Sophomore"  written  next  to  nearly  every 
name. 

And  when  one  of  those  names  is  Burgess 
Watts,  two  words  come  to  mind — conference 
championship. 

Following  opening  season  play  in  Arizona, 
the  Chaps  returned  to  Illinois  and  posted  a  6-1 
record  last  week,  and  began  their  pursuit  for 
this  year's  N4C  championship. 

"That’s  their  goal,"  Kranz  said.  "They'te 
carrying  a  chip  on  their  shoulder  this  year  and 
they're  not  going  to  beat  themselves  like  we 
did  last  year.  Somebody’s  going  to  have  to 
beat  us." 

Last  season  the  Chaps  were  34-23  and  won 
the  Section  El  tournament,  but  lost  in  Region 
IV  tournament. 

Watts,  who  was  an  N4C  All-Conference 
third  baseman,  batted  .417  last  season  and  set 
school  records  for  consecutive  games  with  a 
hit  (28)  and  hits  in  a  season  (80). 

He's  off  to  a  flying  start  this  season  with  a 
.472  batting  average,  five  home  runs  and  25 
RBIs  in  the  first  17  games. 

However,  a  team  batting  average  of  .349, 
fifth  in  the  NJCAA,  and  the  strongest  five- 
man  pitching  rotation  ever  to  play  for  Kranz, 
indicates  that  Watts  won't  be  supplying  all  of 
the  voltage  needed  to  succeed  this  season. 

"My  entire  infield  is  sophomores  and  my 
top  three  pitchers  and  ace  reliever  are  all 
sophomores,"  Kranz  said.  "They  all  pick  each 
other  up.  It's  a  kind  of  quiet  professionalism." 

Despite  the  obvious  potential  of  this  year's 
team,  it  seems  that  another  local  community 
college  is  getting  all  of  the  attention.  A  recent 
article  in  the  Chicago  Tribune  commending 
Triton  College's  baseball  team  didn't  set  too 


well  with  Kranz. 

After  sweeping  Triton  6-0  and  13-9 
Saturday,  Kranz  awoke  the  next  morning  and 
read  the  article  on  Triton.  But  he  couldn't  find 
the  score  of  the  previous  day's  game  between 
CD  and  the  Trojans. 

"I  can't  believe  that  they  still  write  about 
them,"  Kranz  said.  "Why?  Because 
(Minnesota  Twins  outfielder)  Kirby  Pucket 
played  there?  That's  ancient  history.  They 
haven't  done  anything  since  1986.  And  they 


didn't  even  print  the  score  of  our  game." 

Watts  pitched  a  one-hit  shutout  in  the  first 
game  against  Triton  and  struck  out  five  batters. 
He  walked  two  others,  but  picked  off  both  at 
first  base  as  CD  won  6-0. 

The  Chaps  scored  seven  runs  in  the  first  and 
cranked  out  15  hits  in  the  second  game  as  CD 
won  13-9. 

"We  think  that  we're  the  team  to  beat," 
Kranz  said.  "Especially  after  what  we  did  to 
Triton.  I  thought  we  were  the  team  to  beat

when  we  started." 

The  Chaps'  trip  to  Arizona  during  spring 
break  to  open  the  season  resulted  in  a 
seemingly  sub-par  4-5  record,  but  in  reality  it 
was  the  third  best  in  school  history. 

CD  won  their  first  three  games  and  then 
dropped  four  straight — including  two  to 
Arizona  States'  junior  varsity  squad — before 
exchanging  knockout  blows  with  Grand 
Canyon  Community  College.  The  Chaps 
pounded  Grand  Canyon  13-1  in  the  first  game 
and  then  lost  10-8  in  the  second. 

"We  thought  we  could  walk  out  there  after 
the  fist  game  and  do  it  again,"  Kranz  said. 
"But  they  (Grand  Canyon)  have  more  pride 
than  that." 

Following  their  trip  to  Arizona,  the  Chaps 
returned  to  Illinois  for  Region  IV  play  and 
split  a  double-header  against  Illinois 
Benedictine  11-0,  9-13. 

Tom  Tully  got  a  rare  start  in  the  first  game 
and  pitched  a  five  inning  shutout  as  CD  won 
by  the  slaughter  rule. 

Rich  Hintz,  who  was  an  all-conference 
shortstop  for  CD  two  years  ago  and 
academically  ineligible  last  season,  hit  a  three- 
run  home  run  to  lead  the  Chaps. 

Four  CD  pitchers  were  part  of  the  Chaps  13- 
9  loss  in  game  two. 

CD  bounced  back  the  next  day  by  scoring 
eight  runs  in  the  bottom  of  the  seventh  inning 
to  beat  Morton  College  12-4.  Watts  hit  two 
homeruns  and  scored  four  times  while  pitcher 
Mark  Abruszzo  got  the  win. 

Following  the  sweep  over  Triton,  the  Chaps 
finished  the  week  by  beating  up  on  McHenry 
College,  11-0  and  16-6. 

"We  knew  that  we  had  good  hitting — I  didn't 
expect  .349 — It's  just  that  our  pitching  was 
behind.

He  pointed  out  that 
only  three  or  four  women  expressed 
interest  in  participating  in  the 
racquetball  tournament  which  was 
not  enough  to  have  them  play  one 
another  since  they  did  not  want  to 
play  against  the  men. 

Another  activity  that  the 
intramural  program  is  co-sponsoring 
with  the  Health  Services  is  the  Fun 
Run-Walk  on  April  24.  Landreth 
hopes  to  see  70  participants  take  part 
in  the  one  or  two  mile  walk/run.

focus  of  VCR 
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Several  athletes 
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theft  investigation

An  investigation  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  into  the  theft  of  six  VCR's  from  CD's 
Audio  Visual  department  dating  back  to  Feb.  27 
is  being  centered  around  several  players  from 
the  1989-90  men's  basketball  team. 

As  many  as  four  players  may  eventually  be 
charged  in  the  thefts  and  three  break-ins  to  the 
Off  Campus  Cafeteria  as  Public  Safety  is  still 
compiling  information  in  the  case. 

Public  Safety  Lt.  Mike  Alsip  stated  that  he 
has  enough  information  to  petition  to  have  two 
players  from  the  team  appear  in  front  of  the 
Grand  Jury. 

"We  still  have  a  lot  of  investigating  to  do  and 
numerous  people  to  interview,"  Alsip  said.  "We 
flat  out  do  not  have  enough  man  power." 

All  of  the  VCRs  were  taken  from  carts  in  the 
hallways  of  CD  from  3-7  p.m.  by  using  a  tool  to 
pry  them  off  of  the  carts.  Public  Safety  reported 
that  an  attempt  to  steal  another  VCR  was  made 
Feb.  9. 

The  value  of  the  VCRs  and  food  missing 
from  the  OCC  has  been  estimated  to  be  $5,000- 
$6,000.  Alsip  stated  that  Public  Safety  has 
spent  over  200  hours  investigating  the  case, 
which  has  cost  the  department  an  estimated 
$25,000. 

After  the  theft  of  the  first  two  VCRs  Feb.  27 
and  28,  three  players  from  the  men's  basketball 
team  were  spotted  by  a  Public  Safety  officer  on 
a  third  floor  hallway  in  the  IC  building  at  5  p.m. 
on  March  1,  walking  around  with  empty  duffel 
bags. 

When  asked  what  they  were  doing,  they 
stated  that  they  were  going  to  practice, 
according  to  Alsip. 

A  player  from  the  1989-90  men's  basketball 
team,  yet  to  be  named,  confessed  March  23  to 
attempting  to  steal  a  Panasonic  VCR  from  CD's 
Audio  Visual  department. 

According  to  Public  Safety  reports,  an  AV 
employee  witnessed  two  men  rolling  a  cart  with 
a  VCR  attached  to  it  down  a  hallway  March  14 
after  one  VCR  was  already  stolen  that  day. 

The  employee  approached  the  two  men  and 
eventually  was  able  to  positively  identify  one  of 
them. 

"I'm  very  disappointed"  said  basketball  coach 
Don  Klaas.  "It's  shocking." 

The  player  also  confessed  to  being  a  part  of 
the  break-ins  to  the  OCC,  and  left  Illinois  for 
home  after  making  a  written  confession  and 
finishing  his  winter  quarter  exams,  according  to 
Alsip. 

A  search  of  the  player's  apartment  turned  up 
nothing. 

Alsip  allowed  the  player  a  request  to  see 
Klaas  the  following  morning.  The  player  never 
returned  to  Public  Safety  and  was  apparently 
sneaking  back  on  campus  to  finish  his  winter 
quarter  classes,  according  to  Alsip. 

Klaas  would  not  comment  on  what  was  said 
during  that  meeting,  but  has  told  Public  Safety 
that  he  will  do  everything  he  can  to  cooperate 
with  them. 
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Saturday’s  game  against  Triton  left  many  players  and  fans  with  jackets  over  their  uniforms. 

'RICS'  guide  Lady  Chaps  to  11-1  start 

Ingram  throws  two 
no-hitters  in  first  two 
games  as  a  Chap

When  freshman  CD  pitcher  Erin  Ingram 
took  the  mound  in  her  first  intercollegiate 
start,  she  did  something  that  only  two  other 
players  have  ever  done  in  a  Chaparral 
uniform.  She  no-hit  Truman  College  in  a  34-0 
blowout  by  CD. 

When  she  stepped  on  the  mound  in  her 
second  start  she  made  history. 

Ingram  became  the  first  CD  softball  player 
to  ever  throw  two  no-hitters  in  a  season, 
much  less  throw  them  in  her  first  two  starts. 

"She  set  DuPage  on  it’s  ear,"  said  Head 
Coach  Sevan  Sarkisian,  who  has  guided  the 
1990  softball  team  to  an  11-1  record  thus  far. 
"She's  a  thinking  pitcher  when  she's  on  the 
mound.  She  always  has  an  idea  of  what  she 
wants  to  do  against  each  hitter  and  she 
changes  the  speed  of  the  ball  very 
well — probably  the  best  on  the  team." 

Ingram  (2-0)  has  not  been  the  only 
dominant  pitcher  on  the  staff.  Kelley  Siler, 
the  ace  and  fastest  pitcher  on  the  team,  is  5-0. 
Kelly  Christoffer,  who  was  13-2  last  season, 
is  1-0  and  Evett  Rammon  has  two  shutouts 
while  posting  a  3-1  record  thus  far. 

"I've  nicknamed  our  pitching  staff  'RICS'," 
Sarkisian  said.  "R  stands  for  Rammon,  I 
stands  for  Ingram,  C  stands  for  Christoffer 
and  S  stands  for  Siler.  I've  told  the  pitchers 
that  this  also  means  Remain  In  Catatonic 


State  because  that's  pretty  much  what  we've 
been  doing  to  the  other  teams." 

The  lady  Chaps  hitting  is  just  as 
impressive,  as  they  have  outscored  their 
opponents  183-27  in  their  first  12  games. 

"I’m  surprised  that  we're  hitting  the  ball  so 
well,"  Sarkisian  said.  "(Left  fielder  and 
catcher)  Kelly  Smith  has  been  a  strong  hitter 
and  so  has  (pitcher,  outfielder,  and  first  base) 
Evett  Rammon.  (Pitcher  and  outfielder) 
Kelley  Siler  is  the  leading  pitcher  on  our  staff 
and  she’s  hitting  ove  .400. 

With  their  excellent  all-around  play,  the 
lady  Chaps  compiled  1 1  victories  in  a  row 
before  losing  their  first  game.  Their  record  is 
the  result  of  double  header  sweeps  over 
Elgin,  Truman,  Waubonsee,  South  Suburban 
and  Morton.  They  split  their  first  conference 
double  header  last  weekend  against  Triton. 

In  the  first  game  the  lady  Chaps  blew  a  3-1 
lead  in  the  top  of  the  seventh  when  Triton 
came  up  with  two  runs  to  tie  the  game.  CD 
failed  to  score  in  the  bottom  half  of  the 
inning,  sending  the  game  into  extra  innings. 
Bultas'  run-scoring  double  over  the  left 
fielder's  head  won  the  game  for  CD  in  the 
bottom  the  eighth. 

Siler  was  hit  hard  on  the  mound 
throughout  the  game  but  went  the  full  eight 
inning  to  pick  up  her  fifth  win.

College  hosts

CD  is  sponsoring  a  Wellness  Fair  to  promote  an  awareness  of 
good  health  and  Fitness. 

The  Wellness  Fair  will  be  held  on  April  24  in  SRC  1024  from  10 
a.m.  to  3  p.m.  It  will  provide  a  variety  of  activities  and  exhibits  to 
help  everyone  learn  to  stay  healthier. 

Val  Burke,  coordinator  of  health  and  special  services  said  that 
the  Wellness  Committee  is  excited  about  the  upcoming  fair. 

"We  all  need  to  work  at  staying  as  healthy  as  we  can,”  Burke 
said. 

She  added  that  the  fair  provides  the  college  community  with  an 
opportunity  to  look  at  how  everyone  can  maintain  their  health  and 
even  improve  it. 

The  planning  for  the  fair  began  last  fall.  Instead  of  the  usual 
health  fair  the  Wellness  Committee  decided  to  have  something  "of 
a  bigger  magnitude"  Burke  said. 

The  fair  is  divided  into  several  wellness  categories  that  include 
emotional,  occupational,  spiritual,  environmental,  social  and 
physical,  among  others. 

According  to  Burke  there  will  be  two  podiatrists  at  the  fair  who 
will  be  providing  foot  exams;  there  will  also  be  cholesterol  testing.

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CD's  cooperative  education  program 
grows  to  500  companies  since  1983

Fermi  National  Accelerator  Laboratory  was 
announced  as  the  500th  company  to  become  a 
member  of  CD's  Cooperative  Education 
Program. 

"Employers  are  used  to  dealing  with  Co-op 
programs.  Companies  take  their  pick  of  the 
people  that  they  want,"  Ron  Nilsson, 
coordinator  of  the  Co-op  program,  said. 
"Sometimes  employers  only  want  part-time 
help  for  a  new  project  or  something  of  that 
nature.  Everyone  benefits  from  this  kind  of 
situation." 

In  1983  CD  wanted  to  start  a  program  and 
became  aware  of  federal  monies  that  were 
available  for  this  purpose. 

Prior  to  starting  the  Co-op  program  CD  had 
internships  available  that  were  decentralized 
and  placed  in  each  individual  discipline. 

According  to  Nilsson,  the  Co-op  program  is 
a  national  one  and  was  started  by  the 


University  of  Cincinnati. 

"What  colleges  want  to  do  is  have 
centralized  programs,"  Nilsson  said.  "They 
want  to  have  consistent  requirements  and  make 
the  program  part  of  the  colleges'  educational 
thrust." 

In  1985,  Nilsson  took  over  the  program  and 
CD  decided  to  try  for  a  grant  again  through  the 
federal  government. 

In  1986  CD  was  not  able  to  get  the  grant, 
but  the  tables  turned  the  next  year  as  CD 
received  a  three-year  grant. 

"We  originally  asked  for  a  five-year  grant 
and  they  gave  us  an  offer  of  a  three-year  grant 
instead,"  Nilsson  said. 

The  government  grant  has  aided  Co-op  in 
many  ways. 

First  it  helps  to  get  the  program  known.  The 
grant  also  supports  CD  in  paying  the  clerical 
and  faculty  salaries  and  lends  a  hand  for 
advertising  monies  and  printing  budgets. 


"The  federal  government  is  concerned  with 
unemployment.  They're  concerned  about  all  of 
the  people  that  are  coming  out  of  college," 
Nilsson  said.  "I  guess  the  feeling  is  to  satisfy 
funds  and  to  assist  students  in  getting  job  skills 
as  well  as  their  education."

Nilsson  said  that  the  college  was  also  going 
to  use  some  of  the  grant  money  to  take  surveys 
on  the  success  of  the  program. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Co-op  department  that 
80  percent  of  the  Co-op  students  stay  on  at 


their  jobs.  Also,  according  to  Nilsson,  the 
overwhelming  majority  liked  the  Co-op 
experience  and  got  along  well  with  their 
employers. 

Approximately  1,300-1,400  students  have 
gone  through  this  program,  some  when  the 
program  was  only  supported  by  part-time 
volunteer  staff. 

Companies  other  than  Fermi  Labs  that 
participate  in  the  program  are  companies  as 
large  as  United  Parcel  Service  and  Argonne 
National  Laboratories  and  Ace  Hardware,  and 
local  businesses  like  Frank's  Amoco. 

"The  Co-op  program  is  a  natural  here 
because  most  of  the  students  have  a  job 
somewhere  or  another,"  Nilsson  said. 

"Sometimes  they  have  a  job  like  working  in 
a  restaurant  or  something  like  that  when  it  isn’t 
part  of  their  major,"  Nilsson  said.  "We  can 
place  them  in  a  job  that  actually  works  toward 
their  future."

Student  loan  payoff  program 


U.S.  Secretary  of  Education,  Lauro  F. 
Cavazos,  announced  a  special  six-month  grace 
period  that  will  allow  borrowers  currently  in 
default  to  pay  off  their  federally-guaranteed 
student  loans  without  penalty. 

Borrowers  who  have  defaulted  on  federally- 
guaranteed  student  loans  may  contact  the 
guarantee  agency  holding  the  loan  and  arrange 
to  repay  the  loan  in  full  before  Aug.  31,  1990. 

Payment  in  full  of  principal  and  interest  on 
defaulted  loans  will  save  the  cost  of  penalties, 
administrative  charges  and  collection  fees. 

Consumer  credit  reporting  agencies  will 
receive  notice  that  a  loan  has  been  paid  in  full. 
This  is  a  one-time  opportunity  for  borrowers  to 
satisfy  the  legal  obligation  of  their  defaulted 
student  loans.

For  the  eighth  consecutive  year  the  CD 
Courier  won  first  place  for  overall 
excellence  among  weeklies  at  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Journalism  Association 
awards  ceremony  at  Illinois  State 
University  April  5  and  6. 

The  student-run  newspaper  amassed  a 
total  of  17  awards  including  second  place 
for  overall  layout. 

At  the  ceremony,  the  idea  of  changing  the 
way  the  papers  are  judged  was  discussed,  as 
it  seems  that  many  of  the  colleges  seem  to 
have  dominated  the  competition  for  the  past 
years. 

The  Courier  was  at  the  top  of  of  its 
category  both  in  enrollment  and  budget, 
while  its  competitors'  enrollment  and 
budgets  were  considerably  lower. 

"Many  papers'  advisers  and  editors  said 
that  they  had  problems  getting  computer 
equipment  as  well  as  budget  increases," 
Stephanie  Jordan,  editor  of  the  Courier 
said.  "We  don’t  have  the  same  problems 
here  and  we're  much  more  technologically 
advanced  than  some  of  the  other  members 
of  the  conference." 

William  Rainey  Harper  College  finished 
second  at  the  conference  while  Parkland 
finished  third  followed  by  Oakton 
Community  College  in  fourth  place.

Nine  Month

Schedule 

For  1989  and  1990,  typical  increases 
will  be  found,  however,  the  1991  salary 
schedule  embodies  a  10.09  percent 
increase  on  the  base  salary  which  puts  it 
at  $24,000  in  1991-2. 

All  steps  in  the  salary  schedule  remain 
whereas  the  highest  steps  and  ranges 
outperform  those  of  neighboring 
community  colleges. 

Continuation 

Clause 

This  clause  has  been  eliminated  from 
the  contract.  The  contract  is  now  in 
compliance  with  state  law  and  ends  June 
30, 1992. 


Grievance 

The  Faculty  Association,  as  well  as 
individuals,  now  have  the  right  to  grieve. 
This  allows  the  association  to  act  on 
issues  before  an  individual  is  "hurt."

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Courier  remains 
first-rate,  on  top 

Five  Courier  staff  members  and  I 
travelled  to  the  Illinois  Community  College 
Journalism  awards  banquet  with  high 
hopes.  For  the  past  seven  years  the  Courier 
had  come  away  with  the  title  of  being  the 
best  weekly  paper  in  the  state. 

I'll  admit  that  being  the  eighth  editor  In 
this  long  string  of  successes  made  me 
nervous,  but  we  did  come  away 
victoriously. 

Before  the  awards  ceremony,  which  was 
held  at  Illinois  State  University,  the  rest  of 
the  community  college  papers  from  all  over 
the  state  had  sort  of  a  rap  session. 

We  were  asked  what  kinds  of  problems 
we  had  with  our  paper.  Did  we  have 
problems  getting  computer  equipment? 
Did  we  have  problems  with  our  student 
government?  Were  we  ever  censored  by  the 
administration  or  other  outside  sources? 

Our  answer  to  all  of  these  questions  was 
no." 

We  don't  have  problems  getting 
computer  equipment  for  a  few  reasons. 

One  is  that  CD  has  been  known  as 
innovative,  and  the  college  wants  to  keep 
that  title.  Two  is  that  we  have  an  advisor, 
Cathy  Stablein,  who  thought  ahead  when 
she  got  her  position  two  years  ago  and  she 
made  sure  that  we  were  technologically 
advanced. 

All  of  the  Courier  editors  are  learning  to 
do  right  now  what  some  professional 
papers  across  the  country  haven't  even 
begun  to  use.  Our  knowledge  with 
computers  will  help  us  in  the  long  run. 

We  have  never  had  problems  with  SG  as 
some  colleges  have,  a  lot  of  that  has  to  do 
with  the  fact  that  SG  doesn't  control  our 
budget  as  some  others  do.  Editors  from 
other  community  colleges  talked  of  threats 
that  they  had  received  from  their  SGs  if 
they  printed  this  article  or  that  article,  to 
me  it  sounds  like  censorship  and  I 
wondered  why  the  other  papers  didn't  fight 
for  the  right  that  keeps  our  profession 
alive. 

At  this  rap  session  one  journalist  said 
that  he  was  running  for  the  student  trustee 
position  so  that  he  could  get  some  good 
stories.-  He  claimed  that  he  had  problems 
getting  the  trustees  on  the  board  to  talk  to 
him.  This  man  claimed  that  if  he  were 
elected  he  would  be  able,  to  go  jnto 
executive  session  and  report  in  the  paper 
what  had  gone  on  while  In  executive 
session. 

This  instance  was  most  certainly  was  a 
serious  breach  in  professionalism  and 
journalistic  ethics,  and  all  of  the  other 
papers'  representatives  wasted  no  time  in 
say  ing  just  that. 

We  have  never  been  censored.  Period. 
Not  by  faculty,  not  by  administration,  and 
certainly  not  by  our  advisor. 

Most  of  the  people  that  we ‘try  to  contact 
are  cooperative  and  we  have  neve'r  crossed 
that  ambitious  line  that  the  aforementioned 
journalism  student  was  trying  to. 

However,  there  was  one  part  of  this 
conference  that  took  away  from  the  joy  I 
had  in  seeing  all  of  the  editors  and  stringers 
win. -An  adviser  from  another  college  said 
to  roe  that  he  didn’t  think  that  it  was  fair 
that  we  won  all  the  time.  He  seemed  to 
resent  the  fact. 

I  can  only  guess  the  reasons  that  <we 
continue  to  win;  we  all  work  very  hard. 

Now  I'm  not  saying  that  we  deserve  to 
win  more  than  anybody  else  but  we 
certainly  deserved  to  win  just  as  much.

Earth  Day  1990  is  being  recognized  world- wide  as 
an  attempt  to  enlighten  the  human  race  about  the 
threat  of  environmental  degradation. 

It  has  been  said  that  we  did  not  inherit  the  earth 
from  our  ancestors  but  rather  we  are  holding  it  in  trust 
for  our  descendants.  Future  generations  should  have 
the  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  Earth's  beauty  and 
bounty  like  we  have. 

The  Earth  is  a  finite  system.  Even  the  most 
abundant  resources  will  not  last  forever.  If  we  dump 
enough  garbage  in  the  air,  water  and  the  soil,  sooner 
or  later  the  cumulative  effects  of  unlimited  pollution 
will  surface.

make  a  difference. 

Last  Monday,  yellow  recycling  bins  for  aluminum 
cans  were  placed  throughout  campus,  with  hopes  of 
retrieving  the  thousands  of  cans  we  use  at  CD.  It 
won't  take  a  lot  of  extra  effort  to  throw  the  cans  in  a 
bin  rather  than  the  garbage.  It  is  just  one  small  way 
that  you  can  contribute  to  the  efforts  of  saving  our 
resources  and  making  our  planet  a  better  place  to  live. 

The  offices  at  CD  can  also  become  part  of  the 
college's  paper  recycling  program.  A  phone  call  to 
Staff  Services  will  put  you  on  the  pick-up  route  and 
your  paper  products  will  be  collected  and  recycled. 

The  Earth  Day  activities  being  sponsored  by  CD  on 
April  24  will  provide  a  chance  for  everyone  to 
become  aware  of  problems  that  we  all  face  as  well  as 
their  possible  solutions.

Dear  Editor: 

After  reading  Mr.  Stajduhar's  letter  to  the  editor,  I  seriously  question 
his  understanding  of  Earth  Day’s  purpose  or  its  significance.  In  recent 
years  we  have  been  deluged  with  bad  news  concerning  the  environment. 
In  truth,  there  is  one  ultimate  cause  of  this  global  environmental 
distress:  mankind,  most  particularly,  industrial  man!  In  striving  to  gain 
control  over  nature  in  order  to  meet  man's  needs,  this  spaceship  has 
become  contaminated  and  is  presently  severely  wounded.  It  would  be 
nice  if  nature  could  tend  these  wounds  itself  and  somehow  magically 
heal  them  for  us.

His  interpretation  that  Earth  Day  is  being 
or  will  be  used  "to  promote  a  radical,  afiti-industrial  cause,"  is  an  insult 
in  the  least,  and  a  senseless  provocation  in  the  extreme. 

Yes,  I  am  a  "self-proclaimed  environmentalist"  and  I  am  indeed 
"prepared  to  scare”  with  "doomsday  predictions  about  the  dir* 
consequences  of  our  industrial '  activities.  The  litany  of  those  dire 
consequences"  includes: 

•  global  warming  and/or  greenhouse  effect  (still  being  debated) 

V  acid  rain  (which  has  devastated  the  Black  Forest  in  Europe,  many 
Scandinavian  forests,  and  which  is  the  cause  of  the  dying  of 

'  some  60,000  lakes  in  Canada,  and  which  threaten  the  forests  of 
North  America) 

•  global  deforestation  of  tropical  rainforests 

•  toxic  fallout  in  the  Great  Lakes  region  from  the  airborne  chemical 
soup  we've  created 

•  deterioration  of  soil  productivity  due  to  over-reliance  on  industrial 
agricultural  methods 

•  death  of  dolphins,  whales,  porpoises,  etc.,  due  to  industrial  toxins  in 
waterways 

•  ozone  depletion  in  upper  atmosphere 

•  excess  ozone  in  lower  atmosphere 

•  hazardous  waste  dumps,  etc. 

Do  I  enjoy  calling  attention  to  this  litany  of  man-caused  wounds  to 
the  planet?  No,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  as  we  all  know,  these  facts  are 


downright  depressing.  So  why  do  I  dwell  on  these  issues?  The  answer 
is  that  I  believe  it  is  my  responsibility  and  yours,  Mr.  Stajduhar,  and  all 
of  mankind's,  to  DO  something  to  clean  up  this  mess!  I  happen  to 
believe  that  we  CAN  clean  it  up  and  that  the  time  is  clearly  now.  I 
agree  with  Earth  Day  founder,  Dennis  Hayes,  that  the  need  for  Earth 
Day,  hence  its  reality,  "...grew  out  of  a  search  for  a  coherent  way  of 
viewing  the  world."  We  need  to  create  a  sustainable  future.  Most 
Americans  support  this  view  and  plan  to  be  part  of  the  solution  to  the 
environmental  problems  facing  mankind.

Recycle,  refuse  and  reuse;  These  are 
the  three  R's  for  the  1990s,  decade  of  the  environment. 

In  response  to  Mr.  Stajduhar's  rantings  promoting  a  return  to  nuclear 
energy,  I  have  only  a  few  words:  Three  Mile  Island  and  Chernobyl.

The  problems  facing  the  environment 
sometimes  seem  overwhelming.  Air 
pollution  blankets  our  cities,  rain  forests 
in  South  America  are  disappearing,  holes 
are  forming  in  the  ozone  layeT  protecting 
the  Earth,  and  the  Greenhouse  Effect 
threatens  our  climate. 

How  can  one  individual  here  in 
DuPage  County  possibly  make  a 
difference  in  the  face  of  all  these 
ecological  threats?  What  can  you  do? 

There  are  many  ways  an  individual  can 
have  a  positive  influence.  Perhaps  the 
most  important  is  through  education. 

Learn  about  the  environment  and  how 
it  works.  A  good  place  to  start  would  be 
at  CD,  with  a  class  called  Man  and  the 
Environment,  Biology  1 10.  This  class  is 
designed  to  let  the  student  know  what  is 
going  on  in  the  environment,  according  to 
Hal  Cohen,  biology  professor,  and 
developer  of  the  course. 

"The  students  become  aware  of  the 
problems,  understand  the  concepts  of 
ecology,  and  begin  to  look  their  own 
values,"  Cohen  said.  "Hopefully,  they'll 
make  a  committment  to  change."

Increased  development  forces  animals  to  move; 
wildlife  is  being  forced  to  become  'urbanized' 


The  ramifications  regarding  increased  urbanization  in 
DuPage  County  extend  way  beyond  everyday  human 
inconveniences  like  traffic  jams. 

Cynthia  Vernon,  education  specialist  for  Brookfield  Zoo, 
said  that  Earth  Day  is  not  something  that  is  highlighted  one 
day  a  year  at  the  zoo. 

"We  want  to  increase  awareness  to  our  visitors  about

Brookfield  Zoo’s  role  in  conservation,"  Vernon  said. 

During  Earth  Day,  employees  of  Brookfield  Zoo  will  be 
passing  out  brochures  that  tell  people  what  they  can  do  to 
help  preserve  the  Earth. 

According  to  Vernon,  loss  of  habitat  is  just  one  of  the  effects 
urbanization  is  having  on  DuPage  County.  As  more 
subdivisions  and  buildings  sprout  up  throughout  the  county, 
wild  animals  are  being  forced  out  of  their  homes. 

Wetlands  and  farmland  are  also  targets  in  this  battle  of 
building  up  the  suburbs.  Vernon  said  that  those  lands  are 
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needed  to  save  the  habitat. 

"Wetlands  and  farmland  are  extremely  valuable  and 
productive.  We  need  to  save  it  for  habitat,"  Vernon  said. 
"When  more  and  more  land  is  built  upon,  we  are  losing  the 
habitat  for  the  animals  that  eat  mosquitoes.  Catchment 
areas  for  rain  water  are  also  being  depleted  which  will  result 
in  flooding.” 

Vernon  said  that  education  is  the  primary  tool  in  opening 
people's  eyes  when  it  comes  to  conservation.  This  education 
should  start  in  the  schools  and  should  be  demonstrated  by 
people  in  voting  positions.  Vernon  said  that  people  need  to 
become  more  informed  voters  to  really  make  a  difference. 

As  more  land  is  being  developed,  the  wildlife  is  being 
forced  to  become  somewhat  urbanized. 

"The  animals  have  no  place  to  go,”  Vernon  said. 
"Everybody  needs  to  make  at  least  one  change  and  that  will 
make  a  big  difference." 

Vernon  also  believes  that  we  also  need  to  look  deeper  into 
preservation,  rather  than  just  recycling. 

She  encourages  people  to  recycle  but  also  to  support 
newspapers  that  print  on  recycled  paper.  Vernon  believes 
that  people  need  to  consciously  choose  to  purchase  things 
that  are  environmentally  sound. 

Loss  of  habitat  has  also  affected  migratory  birds.  Vernon 
stated  that  bluebirds  are  endangered  in  Illinois  because  their 
habitat  is  being  destroyed. 

"Bluebirds  like  short-grass  fields  and  nesting  places  such 
as  wooden  fence  posts,”  Vernon  said.  "Because  farmlands 
are  being  built  upon  or  the  farmers  are  substituting 
aluminum  fences  for  wooden  fences  the  bluebirds  are  losing 
their  perches." 

Vernon  said  that  people  can  help  the  birds  by  building 
nesting  boxes  for  bluebirds  and  other  migratory  birds.

$  Use  cloth  diapers.  Disposables  clog 
up  landfills,  are  made  of  plastic  (from 
non-renewable  petroleum  resources)  and 
arc  expensive.  Cloth  diapers  can  be 
reused  again  and  again,  make  excellent 
dust-rags,  and  decompose  in  1-6  months.

The  theme  of  Earth  Day  1990  is:  "Think  globally,  act  locally." 
Students  at  CD  will  soon  be  able  to  do  just  that,  with  the  formation 
of  a  new  campus  organization,  Students  for  a  Better  Environment. 

Student  Christopher  Curtis,  who  is  organizing  the  group,  had 
previously  started  a  similar  organization  at  Willowbrook 
High  School  in  Villa  Park,  which  he  attended 
before  coming  to  CD.  ■< 

"It's  not  always  easy  to  take  action,  but 
it  comes  to  the  point  where  it's  just 
necessary,"  Curtis  said.  "That's  why 
I'm  trying  to  start  my  club  here  at 
CD." 

The  objective  of  SBE, 
according  to  its  constitution,  is 
"to  preserve,  and  protect  the 
environment." 

SBE  hopes  to  attain  this  by 
first  creating  "a  broad  base  of 
environmental  information  for 
students." 

The  second  method  will  be  to 
organize  and  sponsor  activities  that 
will  "promote  environmental 
awareness  and  preservation." 

One  of  the  problems  Curtis  sees  in  the 
environmental  movement,  especially  at  the 
grass  roots  level,  is  that  groups  don't  always  work 
together. 

"A  lot  of  groups  are  out  there,  and  they  all  want  to  do  good 
things,  but  they  just  don't  know  how  to  link  together,  "  Curtis  said. 
"We're  not  here  to  fight  people,  we're  here  to  work  with  them.” 

Sharon  Nichols,  a  part-time  geography  instructor  will  be  the 
advisor  to  SBE. 


"I'm  very  concerned  about  the  environment,"  Nichols  said.  "We 
have  to  look  at  it  in  terms  of  all  of  our  survival,  not  just  humans, 
but  all  of  the  other  species." 

A  potential  member  list  of  about  20  is  expected  to  grow,  as 
more  people  leam  of  SBE  and  network  with  their  friends, 
S  Curtis  said.  A  membership  drive  is  also  being 

planned  to  take  place  at  CD's  "Wetlands 
Appreciation  Day"  on  April  24,  as  CD 
celebrates  Earth  Day. 

"What  we're  hearing  in  the  hallways 
-x  is,  'I've  been  waiting  for  something 
0  like  this,  I'm  glad  you're  starting 
this,"’  Nichols  said. 

Curtis  says  he  sometimes  gets 
depressed  when  he  thinks  of  the 
scope  of  the  problems  facing  our 
environment. 

"I  can  always  find  some  reason 
to  keep  fighting  for  these  things," 
he  said.  "As  long  as  I’m  alive,  I 
know  I'm  going  to  be  working  to 
solve  some  of  these  problems." 

He  also  feels  that  time  is  running 
out,  and  that  if  things  aren't  changed 
now,  environmental  degradation  will 
advance  to  the  point  where  cleanup  will 
become  impossible.

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Long  time  abuse  leaves  Earth  at  a  loss 


Now  is  the  time  for  residents  of  Earth  to 
start  changing  their  living  habits  so  the 
planet  we  call  home  can  start  renewing 
the  resources  that  have  been  abused  for 
so  long. 

Eric  Keeley,  recycling  coordinator  for 
the  DuPage  County  Department  of 
Environmental  Concern  said  that  even 
though  the  Earth  has  tremendous  healing 
powers,  we  can  only  beat  it  so  much 
before  it  scars  and  cannot  heal. 

According  to  Dave  ^Plueddemann, 
coordinator  of  Earth  Day  in  DuPage 
County,  if  everybody  started  living  like 
we  do  in  the  United  States,  our  resources 
would  be  gone  in  a  matter  of  months. 

Nationwide,  environmentalists  are 
working  to  find  new  ways  to  clean  up  the 
environment  that  we  have  taken 
advantage  of  for  so  long. 

Plueddemann  said  that  one  of  the  first 
steps  in  getting  people  to  change  their 
living  habits  is  to  educate  them  about 
what  will  happen  if  they  don't  act  now. 

Soon,  an  excellent  program  called 
curbside  recycling  will  be  going  into 
affect  nationwide.  Plueddemann  said 
residents  will  be  asked  to  put  garbage 
such  as  plastic,  glass,  newspapers  and  tin, 
in  a  separate  garbage  can.  The  recycling 
facility  will  do  the  separating. 

There  is  more  to  recycling  than  putting 
things  in  a  separate  bin.  The  trucks  that 
collect  the  garbage  have  to  have 
someplace  to  go.  Keeley  added  that 
places  called  intermediate  processing 
facilities,  which  are  in  charge  of  sorting 
the  garbage  and  shipping  it  to  different 
markets,  are  in  high  demand  right  now. 

Waste  reduction,  reuse  and  recycling 
are  three  steps  that  Keeley  said  will  get 
people  started  on  the  road  to  cleaning  up 
our  Earth.  Waste  reduction  includes 
buying  food  in  bulk  so  excess  packaging 
can  be  avoided,  hence  we  waste  less.  We 
can  reuse  products  by  buying  and  using 
recycleable  materials.  When  people 
recycle,  "garbage"  is  able  to  be  broken 
down  and  re-manufactured.  Even  though 


environmentalists  are  consistently 
introducing  ideas  to  the  public  regarding 
recycling,  Keeley  noted  that  landfilling 
will  always  play  a  role  in  disposal. 

"Landfilling  will  always  be  necessary, 
whether  it  be  here  on  Earth  or  putting  the 
waste  in  a  rocket  and  taking  it  to  the  sun," 
Keeley  said. 

After  the  initial  Earth  Day  in  1970, 
many  programs  have  been  introduced  to 
help  clean  up  the  environment.  Congress 
passed  a  Clean  Air  Act,  and  a  Clean  Water 
Act.  The  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  was  formed  along  with 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
Administration. 

"The  real  trick  now  is  to  have  a 
nice  Earth  Day  and  maintain  a 
level  of  concern.  Now  is  the  time 
to  make  a  change  in  the  way  that 
people  do  things.”

Plueddemann  said  that  after  18  months, 
some  of  these  programs  became 
ineffective  because  the  government  cut  off 
the  funding. 

"The  environment  just  wasn't  a  priority 
at  that  time,"  Plueddemann  said.  "After 
the  initial  Earth  Day  in  1970  the  level  of 
environmental  concern  went  down." 

"The  real  trick  now  is  to  have  a  nice 
Earth  Day  and  maintain  a  level  of 
concern,"  he  added.  "Now  is  the  time  to 
make  a  change  in  the  way  that  people  do 
things." 

Right  now  the  amount  of  carbon  dioxide 
that  is  generated  in  DuPage  County  is  7-10 
times  greater  than  what  the  environment 
can  assimilate. 

Plueddemann  also  cited  other  staggering 
examples  of  the  abuse  our  environment 
lakes  every  day. 

One  and  one-half  gallons  of  gas  creates 
enough  carbon  dioxide  an  average  tree 


takes  a  full  year  to  assimilate. 

This  means  that  DuPage  County  is 
terribly  out  of  balance  with  just  one  air 
pollutant 

A  few  years  after  the  initial  Earth  Day 
in  1970,  environmental  concern  didn’t 
seem  to  be  at  the  top  of  everybody's  list. 

"It  wasn't  a  priority  or  the  mood  of  the 
country  to  place  the  environment  high  on 
the  agenda,"  Plueddemann  said. 

As  Earth  continues  to  take  abuse,  more 
people  are  realizing  that  something  has  to 
be  done  to  preserve  the  resources  that  are 
threatening  to  not  always  be  at  our 
disposal. 

Plueddemann  said  the  political  climate 
of  the  country  has  changed.  Earth  Day 
now  is  viable.  The  issues  are  much  more 
pressing  than  they  were  20  years  ago. 

'Twenty  years  ago,  we  were  looking  at 
the  quality  of  life  and  now  we  are  looking 
at  the  quantity  of  life,"  Plueddemann  said. 
"We  are  now  eliminating  17  species  a 
day." 

Plueddemann  added  that  right  now  it's 
not  so  much  that  we  have  to  create  an 
awareness,  but  instead  create  activity. 

Waste  needs  to  be  eliminated  all 
together.  Ways  of  doing  this  include: 
reusing  bags  at  the  grocery  store  and 
buying  food  in  bulk  so  excessive 
packaging  can  be  avoided. 

Another  way  of  reducing  pollution  is  to 
purchase  a  car  that  gets  anywhere  from 
27-35  miles  per  gallon. 

In  the  United  States  we  now  recycle 
1/3  of  the  newspapers  we  use.  Although 
Plueddemann  said  that  is  a  good  start, 
50,000  trees  a  week  are  having  to  be  cut 
down  for  those  newspapers  that  we  do  not 
recycle. 

Plueddemann  also  added  that  in  the 
United  States  we  discard  more  aluminum 
from  cans  than  the  rest  of  the  world  uses 
combined  for  all  purposes. 

"Every  corporation  can  do  more  than 
they  are  doing,"  Plueddemann  said. 
"Everybody  must  change  their  way  of 
living."

CD's  forensics 
third  nationally

CD's  forensics  team  recently  travelled  to  the 
National  Forensics  Tournament  in  Kansas  City, 
Kan. 

As  it  turned  out,  the  trip  was  well  worth  it,  as 
CD's  team  came  home  with  a  third-place 
national  finish  in  individual  events. 

The  national  tourney  capped  off  a  stellar 
year  for  CD  as  the  team  captured  both  the 
regional  and  state  championships.  Along  the 


way,  the  team  defeated  almost  every  opponent, 
including  several  four-year  schools  such  as 
Illinois  State  and  Northern  Illinois  University. 

The  team  is  coached  by  Marco  Benassi,  Tim 
Clue  and  Frank  Tourangeau,  all  of  whom  are 
faculty  members  at  CD. 

The  CD  team's  third-place  finish  in  the  140- 
team  field  came  with  only  13  members,  where 
a  maximum  of  14  members  are  allowed.

participate  in  the  Fun  Run/Walk  (one  or  two 
miles),"  Burke  said.  "The  participants  will 

very  exciting. 

Every  person  on  the  team  advanced  to  final 
elimination  and  received  an  award,"  he  said. 

That  hasn't  happened  since  1983.  We  were 
also  competing  with  a  very  inexperienced  team, 
as  we  only  had  one  member  return  from  last 
year's  team." 

Overall,  the  team  captured  11  gold  metals, 
five  silver  medals,  and  five  bronze  medals. 
Also  for  the  first  time,  all  six  CD  duets  broke 
into  the  elimination  rounds. 

While  the  team's  competition  performance  is 
impressive,  the  academic  achievements  of  the 
team  members  stand  out  as  well.  Eleven  of  the 
13  members  carry  a  GPA  of  3.6  or  above. 

According  to  Benassi  and  Tourangeau,  many 
scouts  from  four-year  colleges  were  present  at 
the  tournament,  and  every  member  of  the  team 
has  been  offered  scholarships  to  various  four- 
year  schools. 

Benassi  expressed  the  pleasure  of  all  three 
coaches  with  this  year's  team. 

"This  was  the  most  cooperative  and 
professional  team  I  have  ever  been  involved 
with,"  he  said.  "We've  come  a  long  way  from 
the  John  Belushi  party-team  days."(Belushi  was 
a  forensic  team  member.) 

According  to  Tourangeau,  the  team  has 
worked  very  hard. 

"Last  year,  we  took  10th  nationally,  and  this 
year  we  took  third,"  he  said.  "I'd  say  this  is 
quite  an  improvement." 

Benassi  was  pleased  with  this  year's  team  as 
well. 

"We  try  to  stress  academics  as  well  as 
performance,"  he  said.  "This  year  we  came  out 
on  top  with  both." 

Tourangeau  invited  anyone  who  is  interested 
in  next  year's  team  to  stop  into  AC25 1  to  pick 
up  information. 

Next  year's  national  competition  will  be  held 
in  Los  Angeles,  Calif.

Lady  Chaps  look 
for  big  wins  with 
small  numbers

If  it  wasn't  for  all  of  the  other  events  like  the 
high  jump  and  javelin  throw,  the  lady  Chaps 
outdoor  track  team  might  have  a  better  chance 
of  winning  the  meets  they  participate  in.  But 
with  only  four  members  on  the  team,  top 
overall  performances  go  out  the  door. 

The  competition  of  four-year  schools  has 
been  as  brutal  as  the  weather,  as  the  lady 
Chaps  ran  in  the  30  degree  temperatures 
during  the  Eastern  Illinois  University  meet  last 
weekend. 

"The  competition  is  always  real  strong," 
Coach  LuAnn  Zimmick  said.  "But  it's  good 
because  it  pushes  our  girls  harder.  But  we 
have  to  realize  that  we're  not  at  that 
level — we're  a  junior  college.  And  they  have 
to  remember  not  to  be  discouraged  when 
division  I  colleges  are  blowing  us  away." 

Not  everyone  has  gotten  blown  away, 
however.  Anne  Marie  Jones  cut  over  one  and 
a  half  seconds  off  of  her  400-meter  hurdles 
time  at  the  North  Central  meet  by  running 
them  in  1  minute,  8.9  seconds  for  a  second- 
place  finish.  Her  time  of  1:10.45  at  the  Harper 
Open  was  good  enough  to  capture  first  place. 

Jones  has  come  the  closest  to  qualifying  for 
the  national  meet  next  month  at  Odessa 
College,  Texas.  Her  second-place  finish  at  the 
North  Central  meet  just  over  three  seconds 
from  the  qualifying  time  of  1:05.09.  However, 
a  lack  of  runners  has  forced  Jones  to  take  on 
the  800  meter  run  in  an  attempt  to  gain  point 
scoring  strength  for  the  upcoming  regionals. 

"The  problem  is  that  they're  (the  400  hurdles 
and  the  800)  always  run  back-to-back  in  the 
meets,"  Zimmick  said.  "Usually  she  has  to 
pick  one  or  the  other  to  run  in." 

Despite  having  only  four  members  on  the 
team,  Zimmick  fmds  that  all  have  a  common 
strength,  sprinting. 

The  team  has  concentrated  their  efforts  on 
the  100-,  200-,  and  400-meter  dashes,  along 
with  the  400  hurdles  and  400-meter  relay. 

"Basically  we  have  all  sprinters,  so  we  work 
together,"  Zimmick  said.  "It's  a  close  knit 
group.”

knocked  in  three  runs  in  the  game. 

The  Chaparrals  swept  the  Truman  Falcons 
on  Thursday  with  some  late  inning  scoring  that 
led  to  5-3  and  12-7  decisions.

The  lady  Chaps  keep  winning,  and  because 
of  their  constant  success,  they  were  rewarded 
by  being  ranked  number  one  in  the  state. 

At  this  point  of  the  season,  head  coach 
Sevan  Sarkisian  is  honored  by  the  ranking,  but 
he  is  not  ready  to  pop  the  champagne  just  yet. 

"The  girls  should  be  proud,"  Sarkisian  said. 
"But  this  rating  doesn’t  mean  much.  It’s  the 
one  at  the  end  of  the  season  that  counts." 

Last  week  CD  went  a  perfect  6-0  to  raise 
their  overall  record  to  17-1.  Doubleheader 
victories  over  Illinois  Valley,  Kishwaukee  and 
a  forfeit  by  Joliet  accounted  for  last  week's  six 
wins.

Transcending  the  classroom  environment 
to  encourage  community  global  awareness, 
the  International  Students  Organization,  in 
conjunction  with  CD  Student  Activities,  is 
sponsoring  International  Week,  April  30- 
May  5. 

Many  factors,  including  the  decline  of  the 
cold  war,  influx  of  Japanese  business,  and 
events  in  eastern  Europe,  as  well  as  the 
rapidly  growing  intercontinental 
communications  net,  are  changing  the 
contemporary  world  and  bringing  people  of 
various  nations  closer  together.  This  culture 
clash  has  brought  the  need  for  American 
awareness  of  other  societies,  and  this  is  the 
focus  of  International  Week. 

"As  a  society,  we  need  to  be  more  aware 
of  other  cultures,  to  educate  our  students  not 
just  in  the  classroom,"  Keith  Cornille, 
assistant  to  the  director  of  student  activities, 
said. 

Cornille  emphasized  his  view  that 
American  educators  are  behind  the  times  in 


their  overall  failure  to  portray  the 
contemporary  world  as  a  global  community. 

"Because  society  is  changing,  it  brings  the 
need  to  leam  about  other  cultures,  or  ethnic 
groups,  I  guess  you  could  say...  the  college 
feels  a  need  to  make  students  more  well 
rounded  about  the  world  in  general,"  Cornille 
said.  "We've  made  a  commitment  to  enhance 
that  area,  and  provide  a  cross-cultural 
experience." 

To  that  end.  International  Week  will 
feature  a  series  of  speeches  and  events 
concerning  various  cultures.

The  Beluga  whale  ,  which  was  made  of  paper  mache’,  was  on  display 
outside  the  Public  Safety  office  for  Wetlands  Appreciation  Day.  The  name 
Beluga  comes  from  the  Russian  word  belh  which  means  white. 

The  Beluga  whale  was  made  safe  from  fisherman  in  1970  after  it  was 
discovered  that  there  was  a  high  mercury  level  in  the  meat.  The  whale 
was  primarily  hunted  for  its  oils,  Its  meat  was  fed  to  dogs  or  foxes,  and 
its  skin  was  tanned  into  a  kind  of  leather  known  as  'porpoise  hide.”  It  is 
said  that  the  Beluga  whale  Is  a  fairly  easy  kill  because  it  "freezes"  when  it 
is  approached  by  its  enemies. 

The  display  was  made  to  urge  the  Canadian  government  to  establish 
Churchill  River  as  a  sanctuary  for  these  now  endangered  whales. 

According  to  Sharon  Nichols,  who  was  responsible  for  bringing  the 
whale  ,  said  that  Canada  is  trying  to  find  out  exactly  how  many  of  the 
species  are  still  in  existence,  but  this  task  is  difficult. 

Unfortunately,  industrial  toxins  In  the  water  are  killing  off  the  whales, 
Nichols  said. 

"What  ethical  right  does  man  have  to  so  pollute  the  water  that  it  kills  off 
the  whale,"  she  said.  "As  the  saying  goes  'So  goes  the  whale..,'"

CD  enrollment  rises  4.2  percent

Once  again  CD's  halls  are  bursting  at  the  seams  as  the  tenth  day 
enrollment  report  shows  that  Spring  Quarter  attendance  has  boomed 
another  4.2  percent  from  a  year  ago  at  this  time. 

The  number  of  students  has  increased  by  1,941  since  last  spring 
bringing  the  head  count  to  29,401. 

Part-time  enrollment,  which  accounts  for  79  percent  of  students  at 
CD,  dropped  one  percent  this  quarter.  Since  last  spring,  the  number  of 
full-time  students  has  jumped  one  percent  and  now  claims  21  percent  of 
the  total  head  count. 

The  number  of  female  students  continues  to  outnumber  the  number  of 
males,  holding  at  a  steady  57  percent,  the  same  as  last  Spring  Quarter. 

The  community  of  Naperville  stays  ahead  of  the  other  district 
communities  by  claiming  3,263  students.  Naperville  now  accounts  for 
11  percent  of  those  attending  CD,  while  Wheaton,  Downers  Grove,  Glen 
Ellyn  and  Lombard  follow  consecutively. 


Morning  classes  continue  to  be  the  most  popular  and  occupy  a  steady 
44  percent  of  CD  s  students  enrolled  full-time.  Evening  classes  come  in 
second  with  31  percent,  followed  by  16  percent  of  full  time  students 
opting  to  attend  their  classes  in  the  afternoon. 

According  to  Vincent  Pelletier,  dean  of  business  and  services,  his 
division  is  5.75  percent  above  last  spring. 

The  credit  hours  that  Pelletiers  division  generates  has  grown  from 
31 ,199  last  spring  to  32,994  for  the  current  quarter. 

Our  division  has  grown  mainly  because  we  are  offering  more 
afternoon  classes,"  Pelletier  said. 

The  Dean  of  Humanities,  Ed  Kies,  said  that  his  division  is  up  13.4 
percent  in  their  total  credit  hours.  This  spring  the  numbers  grew  from 
16,887  to  19,153  total  credit  hours  generated  by  the  humanities  division. 

Kies  attributes  some  of  this  to  the  continuous  growth  CD  is 
experiencing,  among  other  reasons. 

"This  spring  we  had  a  few  more  courses  that  weren't  cut  and  there  are 
more  students  per  class,"  Kies  said.

Jodie  Briggs,  professor  of  Speech  and 
Theater  and  coordinator  of  CD's  freestage 
program,  was  named  the  recipient  of  the  1989- 
90  "Faculty  of  the  Year  Award." 

Briggs  has  been  at  CD  for  the  past  22  years. 
For  the  first  19  years  of  her  career  here  she 
was  the  coach  of  the  Forensic  team  who  won 
four  national  championships  and  consistently 
placed  in  the  top  ten  at  Phi  Pho  nationalsunder 
her  rein. 

In  1988-89  Briggs  was  chosen  as  the 
Humanities  Division  Outstanding  Teacher. 

Adding  to  her  success  with  the  Forensic 
team  Briggs  is  an  active  member  of  the  Illinois 
Speech  Theater  Association,  Speech 
Communication  Association,  National  Council 


of  Teachers  of  English,  and  Illinois  Education 
Association.  She  has  frequently  been  a 
presenter  at  the  ISTA  conferences  and,  in 
1988,  at  SCA.  She  also  advises  the  Sane, 
Sober  Theater  group,  a  non-for-profit 
intervention  theater  project  initiated  by  CD 
students. 

"I  don't  know  why  I  won  the  award,"  Briggs 
said.  "There  are  so  many  excellent  teachers 
here.  It  pleases  me  to  be  nominated  by  the 
students,  but  I  don’t  think  that  students  bother 
to  nominated  some  of  the  other  great  teachers 
here.  I  think  it  has  to  do  with  the  activities  that 
I've  been  involved  with  here  and  as  far  as  I 
know  there  haven’t  been  many  students  who 
didn't  like  me.  I  seem  to  get  along  well  with 
the  students." 


Jan  Geesaman,  associate  dean  of 
communications,*  said  in  her  recommendation 
for  Briggs  to  win  the  award,  "Jodie  is,  indeed, 
a  master  teacher:  innovative,  energetic,  and 
dedicated  to  helping  each  student  achieve  his 
or  her  full  potential." 

Briggs  has  a  philosophy  about  the  drama 
department  which  is  stated  in  the 
recommendation  by  Geesaman  as,  "You  want 
to  work  in  theater?  I’ll  find  you  a  place."

Briggs  said  she  started  the  freestage 
program  because,  "it  didn't  seem  that  enough 
people  that  were  trying  out  for  the  plays  were 
having  the  opportunity  to  be  in  plays.  The  year 
before  last  I  sent  out  notices  to  the  people  who 
auditioned  and  didn't  make  it  to  see  whal  they 
could  do." 

The  freestage  program  took  off  despitethe 
fact  that  there  wasn’t  any  money  for  the 
program.  As  well  as  performing  in  the  Arts 
Center  courtyard  last  spring,  the  group  has  also 
performed  scenes  from  "Inherit  the  Wind"  to 
the  literature  and  science  class  and  has  taken 
some  shows  out  into  the  community  by 
performing  at  local  schools. 

Briggs  claims  to  not  have  any  favorites  in 
drama  because  she  "wants  tc  have  an  open 
perspective."  However,  there  are  some  special 
memories  that  Briggs  associates  with  previous 
plays. 

"We  did  a  show  called  "Home"  which  had 
an  all  black  cast.  That  was  the  first  time  that 
we  had  ever  done  it  here  and  just  before  the 


first  performance,  when  I  usually  give  a  pep 
talk,  one  of  the  cast  members  said  "Let's 
pray,""  she  said. 

At  the  time  Briggs  was  taken  somewhat 
aback  but  she  claims  it  became  one  of  the 
things  that  the  group  did  every  night 

"It  always  stands  out  in  my  memories  as 
something  different,"  Briggs  continued.  "I 
liked  working  with  actors  and  actresses  that 
hadn't  done  much  before." 

Briggs  claims  she  is  a  fan  of  Henry  Fonda  in 
"Mr.  Roberts,"  Maggie  Smith  in  "The  Pride  of 
Miss  Jean  Brody,"  Dustin  Hoffman,  and 
Nicholas  Bennell  with  the  Stratford  Ontario 
Festival. 

Musicals,  Briggs  says  she  really  enjoys  and 
she  dreamed  the  impossible  dream  right  along 
with  the  "The  Man  of  La  Mancha." 

She  wishes  that  she  could  have  played  Lady 
Macbeth  in  the  Shakespearean  play  Macbeth. 

"I  like  to  read  Macbeth  but  I  haven't  really 
ever  seen  a  really  good  production  of  it," 
Briggs  said. 

Off  the  stage  and  in  the  classroom  Briggs 
describes  her  teaching  style  as  "relaxed,"  and 
claims  that  she  likes  to  get  to  know  her 
students  and  likes  for  them  to  get  to  know  their 
classmates. 

"I  like  to  be  challenged  and  I  like  people  to 
have  different  opinions  if  they  can  back  them 
up.  I  like  to  get  people  to  develop  both  their 
creativity  and  their  logical  powers.  I  try  to 
stress  in  both  the  Speech  and  acting  classes 
that  people  need  to  discover  their  own  inner 
resources  to  get  to  know  themselves." 

"I  try  to  work  with  the  students  on  their 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and  try  to  eliminate 
their  weaknesses  as  much  as  possible,  never 
striving  to  be  perfect  but  always  looking  for 
improvement,"  Briggs  said.  "People  shouldn't 
be  satisfied  with  just  being  adequate.  There's 
no  real  satisfaction  in  just  getting  a  "C"  if  you 
know  you  can  do  better.. .believe  in  yourself 
and  go  for  it."

"Newhart"  is  a  great  shovr  but  I  never 
thought  it  proposed  any  deep  social  and 
ethical  questions.  It  is  now  possible  that 
"cloning"  through  genetic  manipulation 
will  change  the  face  of  life  as  we  know  it 
and  when  someone  introduces  his  "other 
brother  Daryl"  he  might  really  mean  it. 
Pre-embryo  cloning  and  the  manipulation 
of  genes  will  present  mankind  with  a 
bridge  to  the  divide. 

It  is  now  possible  to  selectively  clone 
pre-embryos.  Pre-embryos  are  the 
earliest  form  of  human  development — just 
clusters  of  fertilized  cells.  A  great  deal  of 
research  Is  being  done  in  the  field  at  the 
moment.  For  instance  in  the  cattle 
industry  the  pre-embryo  of  a  prize  bull 
can  be  split  many  times  and  implanted  in 
a  fertilized  egg.  Literally  hundreds  of 
bulls,  all  identical  twins,  can  be  created 
from  one  fertilized  egg. 

What  if  they  could  do  that  with 
hnmans?  Can  you  imagine  what  it  would 
be  like  to  have  100  identical  copies  of  your 
brother  or  sister?  I  can  imagine  how 
happy  my  grade-school  teachers  would  be 
to  see  me  in  class  again,  even  just  a  copy. 
A  second  chance  to  learn  math???  That 
probably  wonld  not  work  however,  I'm 
sure  my  strong  aversion  to  math  Is 
genetic. 

James  Watson  and  a  colleague  won  the 
Nobel  Prize  in  1963  for  their  proposal  that 
the  basic  structure  of  life, 
deoxyribonucleic  add,  took  the  form  of  a 
double  helix.  In  1983,  scientists  building 
upon  Watson's  work  replaced  some  DNA 
In  a  mouse  with  the  DNA  of  a  man  and 
created  a  mouse  that  was  twice  its  normal 
size.  I  wonder  what  would  happen  if  you 
put  mouse  DNA  in  a  man. 

Most  of  science  is  hypothesis,  however 
the  double  helix  was  confirmed  with  an 
electron  photograph  last  year.  From  the 
grass  you  sit  on  at  lunch  on  a  nice  day  to 
man  himself,  all  life  is  make  up  of  DNA, 
the  "blueprint  of  life." 

DNA  is  made  of  four  substances: 
cytosine,  guanine,  adenine,  and  thymine. 
They  join  in  different  combinations  and 
form  bars  between  ribbons  of  sugar  and 
phosphate.  I  guess  they  work  a  little  like 
the  bar  code  on  the  bag  of  pretzels  you 
bought  last  weekend.  Every  product 
(animal/piant)  has  a  distinctive  code.  Its 
only  recently  that  man  has  deciphered  the 
"bar  code. 

Over  8,000  patents  are  pending  for 
genetically  engineered  life  forms.  A  hnge 
debate  has  grown  up  around  the  patenting 
of  life  forms  (that  another  column). 

Science  has  created  oil-eating  bacteria, 
and  even  Chimera — a  new  species  created 
by  selective  breeding.  Animal  breeders 
have  always  been  fond  of  selective 
breeding,  sueh  as  the  mule.  The  mule 
however,  is  not  a  species,  being  an  infertile 
cross  of  donkey  and  horse.  On  the  other 
hand  the  Chimera,  commonly  called  the 
Geep  (the  genetic  union  of  a  sheep  and  a 
goat),  can  produce  fertile  offspring. 

All  of  this  business  about  changing  and 
creating  new  life  poses  some  interesting 
questions  about  science  and  morality  like: 
Would  it  be  moral  to  have  a  body  for 
spare  parts? 

Parents  naming  children  after 
themselves  always  seemed  a  little  strange 
to  me.  With  this  new  technology  I  could 
see  people  who  are  very  vain  having  a 
child  conceived  from  their  own  embryonic 
material.  That  would  add  new  meaning  to 
the  often  made  comment:  "This  is  your 
son?  He  looks  Just  like  you!  What's  his 
name 


..Daryl?"

Right  now  one  of  the  most  serious  problems  facing 
society  internationally  is  the  degradation  of  the  Earth. 

A  fifth  grade  visitor  from  Park  View  School  in  Glen 
Ellyn,  Mark  Menet,  stood  up  and  talked  at  Wetlands 
Appreciation  Day  about  the  problems  facing  the 
planet;  some  of  these  problems  many  of  us  aren't 
aware  of. 

When  most  of  us  were  in  school,  we  were 
educatated  on  how  to  prevent  cancer,  we  were  told  of 
the  endangered  and  extinct  species  of  wildlife,  we 
were  told  of  the  birth  control  methods  and  some  of  us 
were  told  ways  to  raise  a  family. 

Now  we  are  going  to  have  be  environmentally 
aware.  We  no  longer  have  a  choice;  time  is  running 
out  for  us  and  for  the  Earth. 

Some  of  the  comments  that  came  from  the  crowd  at 
Wetlands  Appreciation  Day  were  not  all  that  hopeful. 
Some  members  of  society  think  that  Earth  Day  was 


like  the  Great  American  Smoke-Out  sponsored  by  the 
American  Cancer  Society;  they'll  pay  attention  to  it 
and  do  their  part  for  that  one  day  and  then  everything 
will  go  back  to  normal. 

This  can  t  happen  with  Earth  Day  if  we  are  truly 
concerned  about  saving  ourselves  and  our  planet, 
because  the  problem  is  not  as  simple  as  one  person's 
health. 

It  the  problems  of  our  environment  are  ignored  until 
later,  they  could  very  well  reach  the  point  of  no 
return,  we  will  run  out  of  time  to  clean  up  the  mess 
we  have  made.  Future  generations  will  not  have  the 
resources  we  have  always  taken  for  granted,  they  will 
be  burdened  with  the  mess  we  have  made  and  refused 
to  clean  up.

Dear  Editor: 

The  "Dining  Service  News" 
(4/12/90)  reported  "a  complete 
program  of  reduced  fat  and  no 
cholesterol  products."  Although 
such  a  diet  is  popular  these  days, 
there  is  absolutely  no  scientific 
evidence  that  it  improves  health. 
I  quote  from  Thomas  J.  Moore's 
excellent  book,  "Heart  Failure" 
(page  36):  "The  Framingham 
researchers  assumed  they  knew 
exactly  why  some  people  had 
higher  blood  cholesterol  levels 
than  others:  It  was  their  diet.  To 
measure  this  link  they  selected 
912  men  and  women  and 
compared  the  cholesterol  in  then- 
diets  to  the  cholesterol  levels  in 


their  blood.  To  their  surprise 
there  was  no  relationship.  The 
researchers  studied  the  intake  of 
saturated  fats,  dietary  cholesterol, 
and  overall  calories.  None  had  an 

effect . 'There  is,  in  short,  no 

suggestion  of  any  relation 
between  diet  and  the  subsequent 
development  of  CHD  (coronary 
heart  disease)  in  the  study  group.’" 

Dining  services  should  show 
more  independence  and  do  better 
research  before  they  try  to  alter 
the  diets  of  our  college 
community.

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Five  SG  members  attend  ISA  conference

Student  Government  recently  sent  five  CD 
students  to  the  Illinois  Student  Association's 
spring  legislative  conference,  which  taught 
them  to  "better  deal  with  legislators  on 
educational  issues." 

The  conference  was  held  April  6-8  in 
Springfield,  costing  SG  approximately  $260 
according  Jeff  Russell,  SG  president. 

Russell  noted  that  the  weekend  activities 
were  focused  on  attending  workshops  and 


listening  to  speakers. 

"Information  is  the  key  to  successful 
lobbying,"  Russell  said.  He  praised  ISA's 
efforts  to  provide  information  as  well  as  its 
continuous  desire  to  educate  legislators  about 
educational  shortcomings. 

The  five-member  CD  delegation  was 
comprised  of  four  SG  members  and  one 
representative  of  the  student  body.  All  of  those 
who  attended  lauded  the  conference  and 
encouraged  others  to  attend  in  the  future. 


Dan  Krasinski,  SG  club  representative, 
believes  that  he  will  be  better  able  to  serve 
CD's  students  after  having  attended  the 
conference. 

"I  will  be  able  to  get  more  students  involved 
with  issues  that  they  should  be  concerned 
about,"  Krasinski  said.  "One  of  the  workshops 
that  I  attended  provided  me  with  topics  and 
tactics  to  help  increase  involvemei  by 
students." 

According  to  another  participant,  the 
delegation  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  a 
variety  of  workshops  that  ranged  in  topics 
from  increased  student  involvement  to  role¬ 


playing  exercises  that  helped  students  become 
better  lobbyists. 

Amy  Frank,  SG  director,  noted  that  "one 
workshop  was  to  try  to  convince  a  senator  to 
pass  a  bill  through  the  use  of  role  playing." 

Frank  added  that  she  encourages  other 
students  to  attend  such  conferences,  especially 
when  SG  is  sponsoring  them,  because  it  offers 
interested  students  the  opportunity  to  learn  a 
variety  of  things  without  it  being  a  financial 
hardship.

Wetlands  Appreciation  Day  draws  crowd

Approximately  400  people  gathered  in  the 
courtyard  of  the  Arts  Center  on  Tuesday  for  a 
celebration  of  Wetlands  Appreciation  Day,  as 
CD  marked  the  20th  anniversary  of  Earth  Day. 

The  sizable  crowd  braved  the  heat  to  hear 
speeches  on  environmental  concerns,  a  guitar 
performance  by  CD  instructor  Lynn  Fancher 
and  a  visit  from  three 
predator  birds  brought  by 
the  staff  of  Willowbrook 
Wildlife  Haven. 

The  crowd  consisted  of  a 
group  of  students  from  Park 
View  School  in  Glen  Ellyn, 
and  environmentally 
concerned  CD  students  and 
faculty. 

Although  the  crowd  has 
become  familiar  with  the  many  well  published 
environmental  problems  such  as  global 
warming,  ozone  depletion  and  acid  rain,  many 
in  the  crowd  were  unaware  of  the  problems 
threatening  wetlands  in  the  area. 

According  to  CD  student  Rebecca  Stonely, 
few  students  know  much  about  our  college's 
wetlands. 

"Until  today,  I  didn't  even  know  that  the 
college  had  wetlands,"  she  said.  "I  had  seen  the 
swamps  on  the  way  to  school,  but  I  had  no 
idea  they  were  related  to  conservation." 

Other  students  were  aware  of  the  college's 
commitment  to  preserving  the  area's  wetlands. 

"I  enjoy  seeing  the  wetlands  here  at  school 
and  I'm  glad  the  school  has  preserved  them," 
student  Jim  Bandour  said. 

The  event’s  master  of  ceremonies  Scott 
Wager,  production  marketing  coordinator  for 
CD's  radio  station  WDCB,  expressed  his 
concern  for  the  recent  enthusiasm  for  the 


environment. 

In  his  speech  he  questioned  whether  or  not 
the  recent  activeness  concerning  the 
environment  will  last. 

CD  student  Walter  Kelly  is  wary. 

"I'm  sure  everyone  means  well  with  this 
recent  concern,"  he  said.

Mother  Nature  might  have  been  giving  us  a  sign 
on  Tuesday,  as  she  favored  CD's  Wetlands 
Appreciation  Day  with  sunny  skies  and  warm 
temperatures, 

A  varied  slate  of  speakers  addressed  the 
gathering,  with  Scott  Wager  of  CD's  radio  station 
WDCB  acting  as  master  of  ceremonies. 

Wager  briefly  reviewed  the  history  of  Earth  Day, 
and  the  problems  our  environment  faces  to  the 
crowd  that  numbered  over  200,  including  several 
classes  of  third  and  fifth  graders  from  Park  View 
School  in  Glen  Ellyn.  The  later  arrival  of  first, 
second  and  fourth  graders  from  Park  View  School 
swelled  the  number  of  those  at  the  festivities  to 
nearly  400. 

"It’s  safe  to  say  that  by  now,  we're  all 
environmentally  aware,"  Wager  said.  "Can  we  start 
getting  you  environmentally  active  today?" 

Guillermo  Barquero,  CD's  Fulbright  scholar  and 
member  of  the  Wetlands  Appreciation  Day 
committee  welcomed  those  in  attendance,  and 
emphasized  that  the  ideas  behind  Earth  Day  are 
international  in  scope. 

"This  is  not  a  matter  of  nationality,  it's  a  concern 
for  humankind,"  the  Costa  Rican  native  said. 

The  DuPage  County  Forest  Preserve  District 
presented  the  next  part  of  the  program,  with  three 
native  birds  of  prey  from  the  Willowbrook  Wildlife 
Haven. 

Wildlife  specialist  Rick  Adams,  along  with 
volunteers  Karen  Schechtel  and  Sally 
Baumgardner,  introduced  a  screech  owl,  a  red-tail 
hawk,  and  a  great  homed  owl  to  the  audience, 
explaining  a  little  about  their  habits,  and  fielding 
questions  about  the  birds  from  the  Park  View 
schoolchildren. 

"Why  are  they  called  screech  owls?"  asked  one 
child,  prompting  Adams  to  imitate  the  owl's 
screeching  call  as  part  of  his  explanation. 

Everyone  had  a  good  look  at  the  birds  up  close 
as  Adams,  Schechtel  and  Baumgardner  walked 
through  the  audience  with  them. 

After  the  birds  were  put  away,  CD's  Lynn

Ecology  activist  open*

Only  20  percent  of  the  air  on  Earth  is  breathable.  Just  10  percent  of  the  land 
on  Earth  is  tillable.  And  one  percent  of  the  water  on  Earth  is  drinkable.  These 
were  just  a  few  of  the  staggering  statistics  that  Aurora  University  Professor 
Steve  Van  Matre  offered  to  concerned  community  members  as  Illinois 
Benedictine  College  held  their  "Celebrate  the  Earth"  demonstration  on  April  25. 

Van  Matre's  presentation  was  one  part  of  a  whole  day  set  aside  by  IBC  to 
enlighten  concerned  students,  faculty  and  community  members  on  the  potential 
hazards  that  are  staring  planet  Earth  right  in  the  eyes. 

He  began  his  presentation  by  telling  the  audience  to  put  their  arms  in  the  air 
and  wiggle  their  fingers.  Van  Matre  then  asked  the  audience,  "How  can  we  do 
this?  Where  do  we  get  the  ability  to  open  and  close  our  hand?"  He  then  offered 
a  response.  "The  one  source  that  enables  us  to  do  this  is  the  sun."  Van  Matre 
said  that  the  sunlight  is  the  energy  of  life  on  Earth.  He  believes  that  many 
people  have  lost  touch  with  where  they  are  and  what  really  supports  their  lives. 

Van  Matre's  style  goes  way  beyond  the  tactics  usually  used  in  science 
classrooms.  He  jokingly  suggested  a  graphic  and  radical  way  to  demonstrate 
the  high  percentage  of  water  that  makes  up  the  human  body. 

"At  this  point  in  my  discussion  I  always  think  it  would  be  great  if  I  had  a  big 
tub  and  a  ringer  and  I  could  get  somebody  out  of  the  audience  and  ring  them 
through  it,"  Van  Matre  said.  "We  would  have  a  tub  of  water  and  little  handful  of 
pulp.  That  would  be  me  and  that  would  be  you.  Most  living  things  are  made  up 
mostly  of  water."  He  also  made  the  audience  rware  of  a  role  that  maybe  they,  as 
humans,  didn't  know  they  had.  "Human  beings  are  just  another  way  water  has 
of  moving  itself  around  the  planet. ' 

Van  Matre  also  touched  on  a  subject  that  may  be  regarded  as  distasteful  by 
many  people.  He  thinks  people  assume  no  responsibility  for  their  excrement, 
and  wants  to  destroy  the  attitudes  that  when  people  flush  the  toilet,  "it  just  goes 


away. 


We  disguise  so  many  of  these  things  that  people  no  longer  understand  how 


things  work." 

Van  Matre  has  a  way  of  taking  everyday  things  that  many  people  take  tor 


Speakers  talk  al 
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protective  ozone  layer;  and  reduction  of  electricity 
consumption  to  reduce  the  Green  House 
Effect, which  is  the  build-up  of  carbon  dioxide  in 
the  atmosphere  and  is  thought  by  some  to  cause 
global  warming. 

"Water  is  our  most  needed  resource,  but  we  have 
the  least  amount  of  unpolluted  fresh  water,"  Menet 
continued,  as  he  urged  water  conservation. 

Menet  also  asked  the  audience  to  help  wildlife, 
and  to  try  recycling  newspapers  to  save  trees  before 
ending  with  a  plea  for  the  future. 

"What  I'm  trying  to  get  at  is  save  some  for  me 
and  future  generations,"  he  said.  "I  want  to  live  in 
a  perfect  world.  But  it  will  take  a  lot  of  work  to  get 
it  there." 

The  final  speaker  of  the  day  was  Ron  Keener,  of 
the  CD  board  of  trustees. 

Keener  quoted  from  the  board's  Earth  Day 
resolution,  which  urged  the  CD  community  to  "join 
in  activities  and  events,  to  educate  the  population 
about  the  importance  of  acting  in  an 
environmentally  sensitive  fashion  ...  to  recycle,  to 
conserve  energy  and  water,  and  to  use  efficient 
transportation. . . 

He  also  talked  of  the  CD  wetlands,  and  his  own 
personal  view  of  conservation. 

"The  point  of  this  observance  is  that  concern  for 
the  Earth  is  concern  for  ourselves  and  each  other," 
he  said. 

Keener  concluded  by  thanking  the  planners  and 
participants  of  Wetlands  Appreciation  Day,  and  by 
urging  that  the  celebration  become  an  annual  event. 

After  the  speeches,  a  willow  tree  was  planted 
next  to  the  pond  east  of  the  AC,  in  honor  of 
Wetlands  Appreciation  Day.  A  nature  walk  around 
the  wetlands  area  followed.  The  schoolchildren 
seemed  impressed  by  the  marsh  and  swamp,  and 
the  most  frequently-asked  question  asked  of  Cohen, 
who  was  one  of  several  faculty  members  guiding 
the  tour,  was;  "Are  there  any  alligators  in  the 
swamp?"  The  children  seemed  disappointed  to 
leant  that  there  were  no  alligators  present. 

More  trees  were  planted  around  the  wetlands 
area  by  the  students  from  Park  View  School  to  end 
up  the  day's  festivities.

granted  and  turning  those  things  into  a  phenomenal  story. 

"Get  a  heaping  handful  of  really  rich  soil.  A  single  handful  of  really  rich 
soil.  Do  you  really  know  what  you  are  holding?"  Van  Matre  asked. 

He  went  on  with  his  story  and  amazed  the  audience  with  the  possibilities  of 
what  they  could  be  holding. 

"In  one  single  handful  you  will  be  holding  about  five  billion  living  plants. 
There  are  also  about  one  million  animals  in  that  same  handful  eating  the 
plants,"  Van  Matre  said.  "The  point  is,  that  ain't  dirt." 

Throughout  his  presentation,  Van  Matre  consistently  stressed  that  people 
know  what  things  are,  but  that  they  don't  know  why  they  are  that  way.  He 
believes  that  educating  people  about  why  things  are  the  way  they  are  is  the 
beginning  step  to  get  people  to  change  their  attitudes  regarding  the  Earth  and  its 
resources. 

Sometimes  Van  Matre  uses  "scare  tactics"  to  force  people  to  open  their  eyes 
and  look  at  what  is  going  on  around  them.  He  believes  too  many  people  hide 
from  the  problems  of  the  world.  He  wants  to  change  the  attitudes  of  people  that 
think  just  because  bad  things  aren't  happening  right  around  them,  there  is  really 
nothing  people  can  do  to  stop  them.  He  encourages  people  to  be  active  and  do 
all  they  can  to  stop  wrong-doings. 

"It's  going  to  be  very  difficult  to  change  all  of  this.  That  is  why  I  am  laying 
all  of  this  on  you  so  heavily,"  Van  Matre  said. 

Van  Matre  is  also  saddened  by  the  fact  that  many  people  don’t  even  know 
where  their  food  comes  from. 

"How  about  something  called  milk-fed  veal.  They  take  a  little  calf,  folks,  and 
they  put  it  in  a  crate  so  small  that  it  can't  turn  around,  they  don't  want  it  to 
develop  muscles.  They  want  it  to  be  soft  and  weak-fleshed,"  Van  Matre  said. 
"Please  don't  misunderstand,  I  am  not  opposed  to  killing,  but  I  am  opposed  to 
torture  and  to  me  that  seems  more  like  torture."  He  believes  many  people  don’t 
know  this  is  going  on;  they  hide  those  problems  away.  He  encourages  people 
to  peel  off  their  disguises. 

Van  Matre  concludes,  "You  should  be  ashamed  to  die  before  you  do 
something  for  this  Earth."

The  recycling  of  household  wastes  is  being 
forwarded  as  a  concrete  way  that  people  can 
get  involved  in  helping  the  environment. 
Recycling  is  certainly  important;  there  are 
many  items  that  can  be  removed  from  the 
waste  stream  and  reused,  saving  valuable 
landfill  space  and  dwindling  resources. 

Like  many  people,  I  was  skeptical  about 
recycling  at  home.  It  seemed  like  it  would  be 
more  trouble  than  it  would  be  worth. 

We  finally  got  started  recycling  the  summer 
that  my  husband’s  two  brothers  were  staying 
with  us.  Between  the  four  of  us,  we  managed 
to  put  away  quite  a  few  Old  Styles,  and  I 
decided  to  start  saving  the  cans  because  it 
seemed  like  such  an  obvious  waste  to  be 
throwing  them  out. 

It  was  easier  than  I  thought.  We  just  kept  an 
extra  brown  paper  grocery  bag  in  the  pantry, 
and  tossed  the  cans  in  there,  rather  than  the 
trash.  We  tried  to  remember  to  smash  them,  so 
they  would  take  up  less  room,  and  rinse  them 
out  so  they  wouldn't  attract  bugs. 

It  became  the  job  of  my  six-year-old  son 
Andres  to  carry  the  bag  to  the  basement  when 
it  was  full.  We  would  then  collect  them  in  30- 
gallon  trash  bags.  In  return  for  becoming  our 
resident  recycler,  Andres  was  promised  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  cans. 

The  cans  accumulated  quickly;  besides  the 
beer  cans,  we  also  collected  pop  cans,  and 
found  that  the  cat-food  cans  we  used  were  also 
aluminum.  In  they  went,  along  with  used  foil 
and  disposable  foil  products,  such  as  pie- 
plates. 

The  first  trip  to  the  recyclers  (we  chose  a 
scrap-metal  scavenger  located  in  Westmont) 
with  three  bags  of  cans  netted  $15,  which 
quickly  dispelled  any  doubts  my  son  had  about 
his  new  chore. 

Next  came  the  newspapers.  I  had  started 
daily  delivery  of  the  Chicago  Tribune  so  that  I 
could  keep  up  with  current  events  for  my 
journalism  class,  and  was  accumulating  a  lot  of 
newspapers.  So  we  started  saving  them  on  the 
porch  in  the  brown  paper  grocery  bags,  and 
every  time  we  got  a  few  bags  saved  up,  we 
would  drop  them  off  at  the  newspaper  drop 
box. 

These  two  processes  were  so  easy,  we  made 
the  decision  to  start  recycling  glass,  cardboard, 
steel  cans  and  plastic  milk  jugs  as  well.  This 
took  a  little  more  organization,  but  again  I  was 
surprised  at  how  simple  it  was. 

We  placed  four  large  trash  cans  in  the 
basement,  one  for  colored  glass,  one  for  clear 
glass,  and  one  for  the  milk  jugs  and  one  for  the 
steel  cans.  In  the  kitchen,  we  just  rinsed  all  the 
things,  and  put  them  in  a  brown  paper  grocery 
bag.  Every  day  or  two,  as  the  bag  filled,  my 
son  would  take  it  to  the  basement  and  sort  the 
items  into  the  correct  trash  can.  We  broke 
down  all  the  cardboard  cartons,  and  kept  them 
in  bags  on  the  porch  next  to  the  newspapers. 

Every  two  weeks  or  so,  we  loaded  all  the 
items  into  the  car  and  drove  over  to  the  local 
recycling  center.  As  everything  was  pre¬ 
sorted,  it  only  took  about  10  minutes  to  unload 
all  our  things  into  the  bins  at  the  center. 

The  total  time  we  spent  on  the  sorting  was

probably  no  more  than  30-45  minutes  a  week, 
and  it  was  no  more  bother  than  emptying  the 
trash.  All  that  it  took  was  a  few  extra 
containers,  lots  of  brown  paper  grocery  bags, 
and  a  commitment  to  changing  our  way  of 
.doing  things. 

The  results  of  our  recycling  efforts  were 
dramatic.  In  a  four-week  period,  we 
accumulated  seven  pounds  of  steel  cans,  two 
pounds  of  plastic  milk  jugs,  30  pounds  of 
glass,  65  pounds  of  newspaper,  12  pounds  of 
cardboard  and  12  pounds  of  aluminum. 

The  benefits  to  the  family  were  noticeable 
from  the  start.  We  went  from  an  average  of  six 
to  eight  bags  of  trash  a  week  to  just  three.  As 
our  town  is  soon  changing  to  a  pay-by-the-bag 
system  of  trash  pick-up,  this  will  result  in  real 
savings.  My  son  also  has  a  nice  source  of 
income  from  the  aluminum  cans,  and  is 
learning  how  to  be  a  responsible  member  of 
the  community.  I  hope  that  by  the  time  he 
reaches  adulthood,  recycling  will  be  second 
nature  to  him. 

For  my  family,  recycling  has  been  an  easy 
way  to  do  something  for  the  environment.  It 
has  made  us  aware  of  how  much  we  throw 
away,  and  it  has  given  us  the  knowledge  that 
trash  doesn't  just  disappear  when  it's  put  out  at 
the  curb.

Trying  to  avoid  Earth  Day  on  April  22  was 
like  trying  to  avoid  the  IRS  on  April  15. 

It  was  a  lot  easier  for  me  to  hide  from  the 
first  Earth  Day  in  1970.  1  remember  ducking 
down  in  my  crib  all  day.  The  disposable 
diaper  I  wore  was  of  no  concern  to  me. 

But  I  couldn't  hide  from  this  one — it  was 
everywhere. 

Being  surrounded  by  ecologists  is  like 
being  a  lawyer  at  a  funeral,  you're  not 
welcome.  And  the  sudden  bandwagon  of 
temporary  support  for 'ecology  is  enough  to 
make  even  a  late-season  Cubs  fan  gag. 

Don’t  worry,  though.  The  ecologists  will  be 
gone  faster  than  the  Cubs  can  sink  from  first 
place  to  last,  and  we  won't  have  to  worry  about 
them  for  another  20  years.  Or  maybe  not.  The 
relentless  pursuit  of  a  clean  planet  may  catch 
on. 

McDonalds  took  out  full-page  ads  in 
newspapers  last  week  proclaiming  their 
commitment  to  recycling. 

We  all  know  about  the  vast  possibilities  of 
recycling  their  food — but  now  they've  gone  so 
far  as  to  commit  to  using  recycled  materials  for 
construction,  renovation,  exterior,  furnishings 
and  equipment.  Others  may  soon  follow. 


When  it  comes  down  to  it,  ecology  is  a 
battle  of  laziness  versus  a  general  concern  for 
the  Earth  which  most  of  us  call  home. 

Where  do  I  fit  into  all  of  this?  I've  always 
been  in  the  side  of  laziness.  The  only  energy  I 
like  to  save  is  my  own. 

For  me,  the  problem  with  all  of  this  is  the 
overwhelming  number  of  things  we  do  every 
day  that  contribute  to  the  degradation  of  our 
planet.  If  I  changed  my  ways  a  little,  would  I 
be  told  it  wasn't  enough? 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  concern  for  our  planet 
is  here,  for  now"  at  least.  And  everyone  is 
being  pressured  to  change  their  ways.  My  arm 
can  be  twisted  only  so  far. 

In  light  of  this.  I've  come  up  with  answers  to 
some  ecological  challenges  that  will  preserve 
my  indolency,  yet  project  the  image  that  I'm  on 
the  bandwagon — but  ready  to  bail  out  anytime 
the  ride  gets  too  rough.

•  Car  pooling.  The  exhaust  fumes  floating 
around  in  my  car  prohibits  others  from  riding 
with  me.  But  I'll  take  a  free  ride  anytime. 

•  Fun  Walks.  I  have  a  fun  walk  every  day 
after  finding  a  parking  spot  at  CD. 

•  Rarely  have  I  been  accused  of  breathing 
up  all  the  air. 

•  Conserving  water  by  not  flushing  the 
toilet  after  each  use.  I've  been  habitually 
following  this  practice  for  over  21  years. 

•  Helping  to  stop  acid  rain.  I  thought  they, 
wiped  out  that  drug  at  the  first  Earth  Day. 

•  Conserving  plastic  bags.  Taking  out  the 
garbage  at  my  house  is  down  to  a  once-a-week 
event.  Any  less  would  be  pushing  it  too  much. 

•  Ozone  Depletion.  Another  environmental 
problem  I  can't  stop.  "Pit  Stop"  deodorant  is 
only  available  in  aerosol  cans. 

•  Leaving  lawn  clippings.  Another  thing  I 
have  always  done.

Campus-wide  program  to  begin  in

Aluminum  cans  are  being  added  to  CD's  recycling  program, 
and  the  pilot  paper  recycling  program  is  set  to  go  campus- wide 
as  soon  as  July,  according  to  Ernie  Gibson,  director  of  auxiliary 
enterprises. 

Large  yellow  recycling  containers  for  aluminum  cans  have 
been  placed  around  the  campus,  as  the  recycling  program 
expands  to  include  aluminum  cans.  The  containers  are  found  in 
the  cafeterias,  and  near  soda  vending  machines.  Gibson  hopes 
that  everyone  will  pitch  in  and  use  the  containers  for  their 
empty  aluminum  cans. 

Gibson,  who  chairs  CD's  recycling  committee,  also  said  that 
the  committee  is  working  on  a  budget,  and  plans  to  ask  the 
entire  college  to  begin  the  recycling  of  glass,  paper  and 
aluminum  cans  as  soon  as  possible. 

Student  interest  in  recycling  is  what  gave  the  college  the 
impetus  to  start  its  own  recycling  program,  according  to 
Gibson. 

"We’ve  had  good  leadership  from  Student  Government  in 
aiding  us  in  our  recycling  program,"  he  said.  "They  ve 


supported  us  100  percent  by  way  of  the  things  they  have  been 
doing." 

He  sees  the  role  of  the  administration  in  recycling  as  that  of 
providing  a  continuity  to  the  program  that  could  be  lacking,  due 
to  a  high  student  turnover,  and  the  numerous  demands  on  the 
students'  time. 


"One  must  remember  that,  in  recycling,  the 
monetary  value  will  be  small  in  reference  to 
what  we  put  Into  It.  From  a  total  standpoint, 
from  an  environmental  standpoint,  we  will  be 
years  ahead  in  saving  our  trees,  and  our 
environment."

"We  would  have  the  kind  of  support  staff  behind  the  efforts, 
in  the  way  of  pick-ups  and  deposits,  and  making  sure  things  are 
hauled  away,"  Gibson  explained.  "Containers  will  be  retrieved 
on  a  timely  basis  and  emptied  into  a  holding  area  to  wait  for  a 


purveyor  to  pick  them  up  and  haul  them  away. 

Participation  for  the  full-scale  recycling  program  is  expected 
from  every  segment  of  the  college. 

"Every  office  in  every  area,  every  crack  and  crevice  within 
our  institution,  will  be  asked  to  participate  in  the  program," 
Gibson  said.  "We  will  have  the  proper  containers  for  the 
materials.  In  other  words,  we  will  have  a  recycling  plan. 

Gibson  emphasized  that  the  gains  from  this  program  would 
not  be  monetary,  but  environmental. 

"One  must  remember  that,  in  recycling,  the  monetary  value 
will  be  small  in  reference  to  what  we  put  into  it,"  he  said. 
"From  a  total  standpoint,  from  an  environmental  standpoint,  we 
will  be  years  ahead  in  saving  our  trees,  and  our  environment." 

Gibson  also  said  that  the  college  is  requesting  that  the 
suppliers  of  paper  stock  for  the  college  provide  us  with  more 
recycled  paper  products.  Th^  costs  of  recycled  paper  is  coming 
down,  making  its  purchase  economically  feasible. 

"As  more  mills  and  more  people  are  geared  up,  and  more 
people  are  recycling,  you  get  the  supply  and  demand  for 
recycled  paper,"  Gibson  said.

For  those  who  didn't  brave  the  heat  at 
Tuesday's  Wetlands  Appreciation  Day,  and  for 
some  who  did,  there  was  CD's  second  annual 
Wellness  Fair.

1024  to  have  their  blood  examined,  their  feet 
checked  out,  and  their  muscles  massaged  they 
also  had  the  opportunity  to  see  if  they  could 
balance  their  meals. 

"There  was  a  better  turnout  this  year  than 
last  year,"  Val  Burke,  coordinator  of  health  and 
special  services  said.  "I

For  people's  emotional 
wellness,  CD's 

biofeedback  lab  tested 
the  temperature  of  a 
person's  body  then 
placed  four  metal  snap-  — 

like  objects  on  the 
forearm  to  test  the  amount  of  stress  a  person 
was  experiencing  at  that  moment. 

Also  for  emotional  wellness,  the  DuPage 
County  Health  Department  had  posters  of  the 
damage  that  is  done  to  a  person  who  used 
steroids  and  smokeless  tobacco. 

Eastern  Illinois  University's  Illinois 
Department  Transportation  Convincer  had  a 
set-up  that  looked  similar  to  a  carnival  ride. 

Participants  were  strapped  into  a  seat  and 
then  dropped  from  an  incline  to  a  bar  at  a 
speed  of  approximately  seven  miles  per  hour. 

According  to  a  representative  of  this  group, 
if  a  driver  were  to  hit  someone  head  on,  the 
speed  the  person  was  travelling  would  double. 
The  purpose  of  this  display  was  to  stress  to 
people  the  importance  of  wearing  their 
seatbelts. 

"Our  most  popular  booth  was  the  one  that 
gave  massages,"  Burke  said.  "I  think  people 
always  enjoy  that." 


For  occupational  wellness,  counselors  from 
CD  were  on  hand  to  help  with  vocational 
choices. 

Total  Image,  a  beauty  consultant  company, 
was  at  the  fair  and  was  draping  people  with 
colors  to  see  the  ones  that  were  best  suited  for 
them. 

Free  consultations  were  given  as  many 
people  lined  up  for  their  choice  of  colors  from 
the  spring,  winter,  summer  and  autumn 
palettes. 

The  American  Cancer  Society  had  posted 
pictures  of  lungs  that  were 
infected  with  cancer  and 
other  infections  to  warn  of 
the  dangers  of  smoking. 

Two  podiatrists  were  on 
duty  and,  with  an 
appointment,  free 

consultations  were  given. 

Participants  who  were 
more  into  an  athletic 
involvement  were  allowed  to 
take  part  in  the  Fun  Run/Fun 
Walk  at  the  outside  track  off  the  physical 
education  budding. 

For  spiritual  awareness  the  CD  campus 
ministry  participated  in  the  Wellness  Fair. 

"I  think  this  was  our  least  popular  stand," 
Burke  said.  "Spiritual  wellness  is  important  to 
a  persons  well-being  as  a  whole.  Many  people 
don't  realize  this." 

Other  groups  that  were  present  included; 
Marianjoy  Rehabilitation  Hospital,  with 
cholesterol  testing;  Health  Start,  with  Surgeon 
General  recommendations;  CD's  nursing 
council;  DuPage  County  Health  Department, 
with  family  planning  and  AIDS  education; 
CD's  physical  education  department,  with 
flexibility  testing;  and  more.

Tolstoy's  adaptation  ‘Strider’  definitely  a  hit 


Last  Thursday  in  Theater  Two  in  the  Arts  Center,  the  stage 
was  set  for  the  opening  night  of  "Strider,"  a  CD  student 
production. 

The  musical  was  adapted  from  a  short  story  by  Leo  Tolstoy 
and  tells  the  story  of  Strider,  a  piebald  horse,  who  is  a  symbolic 
character  assumed  by  an  aging  gypsy  in  this  production. 

Throughout  the  musical  Strider  guides  the  audience  in  and 
out  of  a  series  of  memories  that  are  reenacted  by  a  14-member 
company  portraying  the  band  of  gypsies. 

The  Tolstoy  short  story  was  transformed  by  Russian 
writer/director  Mark  Rozovsky  in  1977.  The  piece  was  brought 
to  America  in  1979  by  director  Robert  Kaflin.  The  play  has 
seen  success  on  Broadway,  off-Broadway  and  in  nationwide 
regional  theater. 

Last  Thursday  the  CD  production  experienced  some  of  that 
success.  Boasting  a  wide  display  qf  talent  the  cast  wove  a  tale

So  far  this  season  most  of  the  notoriety  has 
been  given  to  the  pitching  staff  and  their 
effectiveness  at  shutting  down  opponents 
bats.  But  while  their  pitching  continues  to 
heat  up  with  the  weather,  it’s  the  solid  lady 
Chaparral  hitting  that  has  been  a  scorcher  all 
season. 

CD  (23-1,  5-0  in  conference)  is  ranked 
second  in  the  nation  in  hitting  and  13th 
overall  in  the  NJCAA  coaches  poll.  The 
lady  Chaps  are  hitting  .390  as  a  team. 

"Year  in  and  year  out  we  always  seem  to 
have  very  good  hitting  teams,"  Head  Coach 
Sevan  Sarkisian  said.  "I  think  that'  a  tribute 
to  Assistant  Coach  Bob  Barron,  who  works 
awfully  hard  with  the  hitters."  Barron  has 
had  plenty  of  softball  experience  before 
joining  the  coaching  staff. 

He  played  five  years  of  professional 
baseball  in  the  Baltimore  Oriole  farm  system 
and  16  years  on  a  professional  fast  pitch 
softball  team. 

"He  knows  the  fundamentals  of  hitting  and 
he’s  able  to  teach  that  to  the  girls,"  Sarkisian 
said.  "He's  willing  to  stay  late  with  the  girls 


and  he  has  a  very  good  rapport  with  them.” 

The  lady  Chaps  showed  just  how  good 
their  hitting  is  last  week  when  they 
demolished  Judson  in  a  double-header.  In  the 
first  game,  CD  buried  Judson  19-5,  and  in  the 
second  game  pitcher  Erin  Ingram  continued 
to  rewrite  the  team  record  book.  Ingram 
threw  her  record  third  no-hitter  of  the  season 
as  the  lady  Chaps  ran  away  with  a  28-1 
victory.  The  lone  Judson  run  scored  on  two 
walks,  and  two  fielder's  choices. 

Sheila  Bultas  went  three  for  three  with  two 
run  scored  and  three  RBIs  while  Evett 
Rammon  collected  two  hits,  three  RBIs  and 
scored  three  times. 

The  combination  of  good  hitting  and 
pitching  continued  against  Rock  Valley.  Staff 
ace  Kelley  Siler  picked  up  her  first  no-hitter 
of  the  year  as  CD  shut  out  Rock  Valley  8-0. 
Siler  struck  out  eight  while  walking  only  one. 

"She's  as  good  a  pitcher  as  we've  ever  had 
and  maybe  better,"  Sarkisian  said.  "Before 
she's  down  she'll  probably  break  all  the 
records  at  the  College  of  DuPage.  I  expect 
her  two.  years  from  now  to  be  pitching  at  a 
division  I  school." 

Bultas  went  two  for  four  with  three  RBIs 


and  Rammon  collected  two  hits  to  again  take 
hitting  honors. 

Rammon  took  the  mound  in  the  night  cap 
and  struck  out.five  to  lead  the  lady  Chaps  to  a 
10-1  win.  Annelle  Malone  went  two  for  four 
with  two  RBIs  while  Rammon  produced  two 
hits  and  two  RBIs. 

'A  funny  thing  happened  on  the  way  to  the 
ball  park'  could  have  been  said  for  the  Harper 
lady  Hawks  on  Saturday,  who  showed  up  35 
minutes  late  and  had  to  forfeit  game  one  of 
the  double-header.  Game  two  was  the  best  of 
the  season,  according  to  Sarkisian. 

CD  scored  one  run  in  the  second  when 
Kelly  Smith  tripled  and  scored  on  an  arrent 
throw  back  to  the  pitcher.  Harper  loaded  the 
bases  in  the  top  of  the  sixth  but  Siler  retired 
the  next  three  batters  on  a  pop  out,  a  strike 
out  and  a  fielder  choice  to  keep  Harper. 

With  two  outs  in  the  top  of  the  seventh, 
centerfielder  Malone  threw  out  a  Harper 
runner  at  the  plate  to  end  the  game  and 
preserve  a  3-0  shutout  be  Siler.  Catcher 
Danielle  Cline  also  helped  out  by  throwing 
out  two  runners  attempting  to  steal. 

"This  was  our  best  defensive  effort  of  the 
year,"  Sarkisian  said. 


Domination  through  determination; 
Tennis  team  still  undefeated  in  N4C

What  the  Chaparrals  have  accomplished  against 
their  conference  foes  is  almost  unthinkable.  In  five 
conference  victories  (two  by  forfeit)  CD  has  won  all 
45  matches  against  N4C  schools  (18  by  forfeit)  with 
not  one  single  loss. 

While  100  percent  efficiency  equals  dominating 
tennis,  there  is  still  one  conference  meet  left  to  be 
played.  If  the  Chaps  shut  out  Illinois  Valley  they 
will  accomplish  something  no  one  has  ever  done 
before  in  the  history  of  the  N4C,  A  perfect  54-0  in 
conference  matches. 

"We're  looking  forward  to  a  good  match  against 
Illinois  Valley  and  maybe  sweeping  them,"  said 
Head  Coach  Dave  Webster.  "That  would  be 
amazing." 

The  Chaps  won  all  three  meets  last  week, 
including  one  conference  victory,  to  raise  their 
record  to  11-2,  5-0  in  conference.  CD  maintained 
their  string  of  conference  match  wins  and  meet 
victories  as  they  swept  Rock  Valley  9-0. 

"We  had  a  little  trouble  adjusting  to  (Rock 
Valley's)  indoor  courts  and  that  hampered  us," 
Webster  said.  "We  had  difficulty  in  singles  but  I 
though  we  played  very  good  doubles." 

In  doubles  action,  James  Koop  and  Dave  Subrt 


defeated  Antczak/Wonn  of  Rock  Valley  6-4,  6-2. 
Brad  Purper  and  Aaron  Mascarella  beat 
Armstrong/Marzano  6-2,  6-3.  And  Rocky  Talwar 
and  Bryan  Copre  swept  Sciame/Sciame  6-4,  6-3. 
The  winners  of  the  singles  matches  were  Purper, 
Subrt,  Koop,  Scott  Myles,  Mascarella  and  Mike 
Lardino. 

A  revamped  CD  lineup  defeated  Wright  College 
Wednesday  8-1  in  the  first  of  two  scheduled  meets.

"I  wanted  to  give  them  confidence  and 
experience,"  Webster  said. 

At  number  six  singles,  Pat  Albertus  started  in  a 
meet  for  the  first  time  in  two  years  and  won  7-5,  6-4. 

"Nobody  on  our  team  works  harder  than  Pat 
Albertus,"  Webster  said.  "He  exemplifies  all  the 
great  qualities  you  look  for  in  a  player  and  I'm  happy 
to  see  him  win.” 

At  number  four  singles  Mike  Lardino  easily  won 
6-1,  6-3. 

"More  than  anyone  on  our  team,  Mike  is  a 
mentally  tough  person,"  Webster  said.  "He's  great  at 
analyzing  his  opponents  strengths  and  weaknesses 
and  that's  why  he's  so  successful.  He's  a  real 
thinking  player."

The  final  week  of  the  regular  season  is  a 
welcome  relief  to  baseball  Coach  Steve  Kranz 
and  the  Chaparrals.

SG  completes  survival  guide

Student  Government  announced  that 
it  will  soon  have  completed  an 
orientation  guide  to  help  incoming 
students  have  an  easier  start  at  CD.

"The  survival  guide  was  envisioned 
as  a  handy-dandy  tool  for  students," 
Stajduhar  said.  "People  usually  come  in 
(to  the  SG  office)  and  ask  questions  and 
this  guide  will  help  answer  many  of 
them." 

In  the  section  "From  the  President's 
Desk,"  Jeff  Russell  wrote,  "in-coming 
students  need  more  information  than 
any  other  (group  of  students)  because 
they  are  unfamiliar  with  the  campus  and 
the  services  the  college  provides." 

Several  directors  have  been  in  charge 
of  the  project,  but  for  one  reason  or 
another  never  completed  it,  said 
Stajduhar.

Former  Interior  Secretary  coming  to  Arts  Center

CD’s  Student  Activities  Program  Board  will  be  hosting 
former  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Stewart  Udall  as  part  of  its 
Honors  Lecture  Series  on  May  10,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Arts 
Center.  The  topic  of  his  lectures  will  be  "Environmental 
Change:  Yesterday,  Today  and  Tomorrow." 

Udall,  a  congressman  from  Arizona,  was  selected  to  serve 
as  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  President  John  F.  Kennedy,  a 
position  he  was  to  hold  throughout  the  turbulent  ’60s,  first 
under  Kennedy,  and  later  under  Lyndon  B.  Johnson. 

The  early  1960s  saw  the  blossoming  of  many  areas  of 
American  culture,  from  the  arts  to  politics.  The  presidency 
of  Kennedy  captured  the  Imagination  and  idealism  of  a 
nation  eager  to  serve  the  common  good. 

Udall  took  protection  of  the  nation's  public  lands 
seriously.  One  of  his  first  actions  as  Secretary  of  the 


Interior  was  to  declare  a  six-month  moratorium  on  the  sales 
of  some  public  lands  In  an  effort  to  put  a  stop  to  some 
"unethical"  practices  by  land  speculators. 

Soon  after,  Udall  went  after  the  bidding  practices  in  the 
Reclamation  Bureau,  rejecting  a  group  of  claims  that  came 
in  for  the  same  amount. 

One  of  the  major  accomplishments  during  his  tenure  at 
the  Interior  Department  was  the  passage  in  1964  of  the 
National  Wilderness  Preservation  System,  which  gave 
protection  to  9.1  million  acres  of  federally  owned  lands. 
....Previous  attempts  to  establish  a  similar  system  died  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  1961  and  1962,  after  having 
been  passed  by  the  Senate. 

Udall's  years  at  the  Interior  Department  also  saw  the 
expansion  of  the  National  Park  System,  with  the  addition  of 
Canyonlands  National  Park  in  Utah  and  Padre  Island 


National  Park  in  Texas. 

Point  Reyes  National  Seashore,  California  and  Fire 
Island  National  Seashore,  New  York,  were  also  added  to  the 
system  during  the  '60s. 

Udall  brought  a  love  for  the  outdoors  and  an  enthusiasm 
for  fishing,  camping  and  hiking  to  Washington,  as  well  as  a 
belief  that  man  was  an  integral  part  of  nature. 

In  the  introduction  to  one  of  his  books  "1976:  Agenda 
for  Tomorrow",  Udall  expressed  this  belief  in  man  and 
nature. 

"You  cannot,  in  short,  save  the  land  unless  you  save  the 
people,"  he  wrote. 

Udall  has  authored  several  other  books  and  written 
numerous  articles  on  environmental  matters.

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College  celebrates  Law  Week 


Mock  trial  takes  place  to  show  students  what  might  happen  in  court

To  celebrate  Law  Week,  CD  held  a  mock 
trial  in  SRC  1024  on  May  2. 

Students  from  law  classes  all  sat  in  to  hear 
Craig  Chval,  from  the  state's  attorney  office  in 
DuPage,  and  Wayne  Brucar,  a  DuPage  deputy 
public  defender  weave  a  legal  tale  about  a 
man  who  was  charged  with  wreckless 
homicide. 

The  definition  of  wreckless  homicide  under 
Chapter  39  paragraph  9-3  under  Illinois  law 
statutes  is  defined  as  a  crime  when,  "he  or  she 
unintentionally  kiljs  an  individual  while  under 
the  influence  of  alcohol  to  such  a  degree  that  a 
person  was  incapable  of  driving  a  motorized 
vehicle." 

The  trial,  which  was  fabricated  entirely,  was 
to  show  students  how  it  might  be  in  the  court 
of  law. 

James  Moran,  32,  was  allegedly  driving  his 
1987  maroon  Cadillac  down  a  street  in 
Naperville  when  he  struck  a  white  compact  car 
carrying  two  passengers,  a  woman  and  a  young 
child,  causing  the  victims  to  die  in  the 
accident. 

According  to  Moran's  testimony,  he  had 
been  off  from  work  with  an  illness  and  when 
he  finished  his  first  work  day  off  he  went  to  a 
bar  in  Naperville,  the  "Red  Herring  Lounge," 
and  had  one  beer.  Moran  also  claimed  that  he 
was  on  medication  for  his  sinuses. 

A  testimony  from  Officer  Andrew  Moriarti 
established  that  in  his  expert  opinion,  that 
Moran  was  intoxicated. 

Moriarti  came  to  this  conclusion  because 
Moran,  upon  his  (Moriarti’s)arrival  to  the 
scene  of  the  accident,  was  slurring  his  speech, 
and  had  problems  retrieving  his  driver's  license 
from  his  wallet. 

Prior  to  the  trial,  the  judge,  Anthony 


Peccarelli,  the  chief  judge  for  the  18th  judicial 
circuit  court,  informed  the  onlookers  of  how 
trial  precedings  took  place. 

Peccarelli  touched  down  on  jury  selection 
and  explained  that  the  lawyers  handling  the 
case  would  question  potential  jurors  in  panels 
of  four  until  the  final  selection  was  made. 
When  the  final  decision  was  made,  the  jurors 
would  be  sworn  in.

"You've  got  to  deal  with  generalities  when 
picking  a  jury  and  sometimes  you  don't  know. 
Everyone's  got  their  own  ideas,"  Chval  said 
after  the  trial  was  over,  "Having  lived  with 
teachers  my  whole  life,  I  find  they're  quick  to 
forgive.  They  always  want  to  give  someone  a 
second  chance.  That's  the  last  thing  I  want  to 
see  on  the  jury." 

The  attorney  for  the  defense  had  a  different 
idea. 

"I  like  to  look  for  people  who  are  misfits," 
Brucar  said,  "because  the  defendant  is  a  misfit 
in  court.  I  want  someone  who  is  outside  of  the 
norm." 

Because  of  the  element  of  time,  Peccarelli 
could  only  briefly  touch  down  on  items  such  as 
objections,  reasonable  doubt,  evidence  for  the 
jury,  and  the  differences  and  his  preferences  of 
bench  and  jury  trials. 

"I  prefer  a  bench  trial  if  the  law  is  in  your 


favor,"  he  said.  "If  there's  somequestion  as  to 
the  bel i ev ability  of  the  witnesses  and 
statements  of  the  defense  case  or  the  facts 
may  not  be  very  clear,  most  of  the  time  that's 
when  you  go  to  trial." 

Other  witnesses  in  the  trial  included  a 
woman  who  saw  the  accident  which  took  place 
on  the  rainy,  somewhat  cloudy  spring  evening. 
Also,  for  the  defense,  was  a  woman  who  saw 
the  accused  at  the  bar  on  the  night  of  the 
accident. 

Brucar  spoke  of  his  profession,  which  he 
claims  to  enjoy  very  much,  and  says  how  he 
feels  about  the  reputation  that  clouds  his 
profession. 

"It's  just  the  people  who  can't  afford 
representation  who  need  it  the  most  My  job  is 
not  to  take  every  guilty  criminal  and  put  them 


out  onto  the  street.  That's  not  what  it's  about," 
he  said.  "I  like  to  look  at  myself  as  a  caretaker 
of  the  system.  I  have  to  keep  everyone  honest. 
When  we  do  our  job  and  everyone  else  does 
their  job,  much  more  often  than  not  justice  is 
served." 

"This  is  one  of  the  few  places  in  the  world 
where  the  government  points  their  finger  at 
you,  you  say  'I'm  not  guilty,.'  You  are  then 
entitled  to  a  trial  within  a  certain  amount  of 
time  under  certain  legal  rules  and  with 
representation,"  Brucar  continued.  "As  long  as 
we  have  a  system  like  this  we  will  remain  a 
free  country." 

When  the  closing  statements  were  heard  and 
the  last  objection  echoed  off  the  walls  into 
oblivion,  the  jury  ruled  that  the  defendant  was 
not  guilty.

Editorial: 

Kudos  to  CD's  Student  Government; 
Survival  Guide  reaches  completion 


One  and  one-half  years  later,  the  long  awaited 
Student's  Survival  Guide  is  finally  at  the  printer. 

The  basic  reason  for  having  the  guide  is  to  serve  as 
a  useful  tool  to  neophytes  at  CD.

Be  aware  of  changes  regarding  new  SG  constitution 


Dear  Editor: 

On  May  15-17,  students  will  be  asked  to 
vote  on  a  new  SG  constitution.  SG  claims  that 
its  current  constitution  is  unworkable.  But 
what  exactly  are  the  changes  that  SG 
proposes? 

One  change  is  to  rename  SG  the  Student 
Government  Association  and  make  all  students 
members  of  the  association.  This  cosmetic 
change,  however,  hides  the  fact  that  the 
students  body's  participation  in  SG  affairs 
would  be  sharply  curtailed.  The  proposed 
constitution,  for  example,  does  not  include 
provisions  for  students  to  sit  on  SG 
committees.  The  current  constitution  states 
that,  if  possible,  at  least  two  students  shall  be 
on  each  SG  committee.  Also  under  the 


proposed  constitution,  the  student  body  would 
no  longer  be  able  to  call  for  the  impeachment 
of  SG  members. 

The  legislative  body  of  SG  will  also  undergo 
revision.  One  change  for  the  better  will  be  a 
reduction  in  the  pay  of  senators,  from  $200  to 
$150  per  quarter.  But  there  are  other  changes 
which  are  questionable.  Senators  would  be 
required  to  only  take  three  credit-hours  of 
classes  per  quarter.  The  position  of  club 
representative  would  be  eliminated.  And  the 
duties  of  the  committee  chairman  would  no 
longer  be  listed. 

Finally,  the  SG  president  would  be  allowed 
to  serve  an  unlimited  number  of  terms.  The 
current  constitution  limits  the  president  to 
serving  two  one-year  terms. 


Members  of  SG  will  say  that  this  letter  is 
because  some  of  these  issues  will  be  addressed 
in  the  future  by-laws.  But,  will  they? 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order  states  that  the 
preferred  practice  for  organizations,  such  as 
SG,  is  to  combine  the  constitution  and  the  by¬ 
laws  into  a  single  document.  So  why  didn't 
SG  follow  the  preferred  way  of  doing  things? 
When  students  vote  on  this  question,  they 
should  ask  themselves,  is  the  current 
constitution  really  defective,  or  is  SG  just 
trying  to  eliminate  rules  they  do  not  want  to 
follow?

Student  Activities  office  will  also  be  helping 
with  the  elections.  All  campaign  materials 
that  will  be  posted  bv  candidates  have  to  be 
approved  by  this  office. 

The  number  of  CD  students  that  will  be 
voting  in  the  elections  is  unpredictable,  but 
if  the  trend  of  past  elections  continues,  only 
about  two  percent  of  the  student  body  will 
actually  cast  their  votes. 

"If  students  want  adequate

Compiling  all  that  data  was  very  time 
consuming,"  he  said. 

The  project  was  originally  handled  by  Ellen 
Jamieson  and  Lara  Gardner.  Then  Beth  Tillow  took 
it  over,  with  the  help  of  Saima  Haqqani,  but  after 
some  personal  problems  Titlow  relinquished  the 
responsibility  and  Stajduhar  took  it  over. 

The  guide  will  not  be  distributed  during  this 
school  year  because  the  greatest  need  for  it 
will  be  at  the  start  of  the  fall  term  when  many 
new  students  begin  their  education  at  CD. 

It  will  be  distributed  in  the  Fall  Quarter  because  it 
is  the  biggest  jump  in  enrollment,"  Stajduhar  said. 

The  project  was  conceived  in  the  fall  of  '88 
and  will  end  up  costing  "several  thousand 
dollars,  noted  Stajduhar.  "The  overwhelming 
majority  of  funding  is  going  towards  the 
printing  costs." 

At  this  time,  SG  has  $4,627  in  its  budget  set 
aside  specifically  for  the  guide,  according  to 
Faiyaz  Hussain,  SG  vice-president. 

"Money  is  not  an  issue,"  Stajduhar  said. 
"Providing  the  service  to  students  is  the  most 
important  priority." 

He  also  aded  that  if  SG  does  not  have 
enough  funds  to  print  the  20,000  copies  of  the 
guide,  the  college  will  make  up  the  difference. 

One  printing  company,  Morning  Star, 
submitted  a  quote  during  the  summer.  For 
20,000  copies  to  be  printed,  it  would  cost 
$7,340.40.  Stajduhar  explained  that  bids  have 
not  been  requested  as  of  yet,  therefore,  the 
exact  cost  is  not  known. 

The  cnly  problem  that  Stajduhar  sees  in  the  guide 
is  that  "it  is  so  small  and  that  it  will  probably  become 
obsolete  in  a  couple  of  years." 

The  contents  of  the  guide  vary  in  topic.  For 
example,  a  list  of  services  available  at  CD  is 
provided,  as  are  numerous  tips  designed  to 
increase  success  in  the  classroom. 

Lance  Schart,  SG  director,  said  that  while  he  does 
not  find  the  guide  very  useful  other  students  may. 

"Most  of  it  is  basic  knowledge  to  me,  but  it 
would  be  useful  to  new  students  who  would 
benefit  in  knowing  where  to  go,”  Schart  said. 

Stajduhar  concluded,  ’I  think  that  it  is  a  wonderful 
document  and  one  that  every  student  should  use. "

In  a  rare  ease  of  the  teacher  bemgtaught, 
Clare  Gariing,  Older  Adult  Institute 
instructor,  feels  she  is  privileged  to  teach 
for  OAI  at  the  DuPage  Convalescent 
Center,  in  Wheaton. 

Gariing  claims  that  she  has  never  had  such  a 
broad  array  of  students  in  her  classroom 
before. 

One  student  that  Gariing  mentioned  is  97- 
year-old  Emily  Singros,  who  is  possibly  CD's 
oldest  student  ever  enrolled. 

"I  was  once  discussing  the  1923  court  case 
of  Sacca-Vanzctti,  a  scandalous  judicial  case 
regarding  the  convicting  of  two  immigrants.  It 
is  now  thought  that  the  two  were  railroaded," 
Gariing,  said.  “We  were  discussing  it  in  class 
and  then  Emily  said  that  what  I  was  teaching 
wasn’t  exactly  as  she  thought  it  happened.  She 
thought  this  because  she  hstd  been  alive  as  an 
adult,  and  she  had  been  a  clearly  intelligent 
person  and  she  experienced  it  when  it  happened. 

"When  she  said  that  she  had  experienced 
that  court  case,  it  really  peeled  my  eyelids 
back,”  Gariing  said. 

Gariing  is  the  first  instructor  from  CD  to 
teach  at  the  convalescent  center,  as  the 
program  was  just  started  in  the  winter  quarter 
by  OAI. 

In  the  winter  quarter,  a  class  called 
Exploring  Values  was  taught.  This  quarter,  the 
class  offered  is  American  Musicals,  where  the 
students  discuss  the  issues  that  are  presented 
from  musicals  such  as  "Guys  and  Dolls"  and 
"West  Side  Story." 

"Because  of  the  nature  of  this  class,  all  of 
my  teaching  experiences  and  tricks  are  called 
upon  to  help  me,"  Gariing  said.  "I  try  not  to 
bore  them  and  I  have  to  make  sure  that  I  keep 
the  class  lively  and  interesting  because  some 
of  the  students  have  a  limited  ability  to  discuss 
things  in  class. 

"These  students  have  so  much  inside  to 
bring  out,"  Gariing  said.  "Their  minds  don't 
fail  them,  but  sometimes  their  bodies  do.  I 
think  that  someone  on  the  outside  wouldn't 


understand  what  an  effort  it  takes  for  them  to 
just  do  their  homework." 

The  center  has  many  programs  for  its 
residents,  however  this  is  the  first  time  a 
formal  education  program  has  been  brought 
there  from  CD.  According  to  Gariing.  the 
center  has  been  very  helpful  and  they  really 
want  this  program  to  work. 

Some  of  the  students  pay  for  the  course 
through  grant  programs  and  some  get  aid 
because  of  their  disabilities,  but  according  to 
Gariing  they  all  end  up  having  to  pay 
something. 

She  claims  that  the  center  really  thought 
they  needed  something  for  the  brains. 

"I  tell  them  (the  students)  that  this  is  a 
college  level  course,"  Gariing  said.  “Some  of 
these  people  are  profoundly  disabled.  Last 
quarter  I  had  two  students  that  couldn't  speak, 
and  it  was  difficult  to  start  a  class  discussion. 
But  we  somehow  still  managed  it  I've  never 
had  students  who  tried  harder  than  these. 

While  most  of  the  students  are  advised  by 
Gariing  to  take  a  grade  of  pass/fail,  some 
students  want  to  earn  a  grade.  Gariing  has  only 
had  two  cases  of  students  wanting  a  grade  and 
special  adjustments  had  to  be  made  to 
encompass  these  students,  who  were  both 
severely  disabled. 

"There  was  definitely  an  element  of  trust  in 
the  beginning,"  Gariing  said.  "I  had  to  learn  to 
trust  them  and  they  had  to  learn  to  trust  me. 
This  is  definitely  the  most  challenging 
experience  that  Tve  ever  had  as  a  teacher.” 

These  able-minded  people  all  have  different 
reasons  for  taking  classes. 

“I  just  needed  something  to  do  and  I 
remember  having  an  'A'  average  in  school," 
Dan  Higgins,  73,  said.  "I  got  a  scholarship,  but 
I  couldn't  take  advantage  of  it.  I  wanted  to  use 
my  brain.  I'd  much  rather  be  sitting  watching  a 
musical  than  sitting  and  watching  soap 
operas. 

While  Higgins  took  the  class  for  the 
educational  benefits,  different  students  took  it 
for  a  variety  of  reasons. 

'They  asked  me  if  I  wanted  to  take  the  class. 
I  never  refuse  anything,  and  I  thought  I'd  try  it 
and  if  I  liked  it  I’d  stay,"  Singros  said.  "I  watch 
a  movie  and  I  can  see  that  it's  there,  but  I  never 
was  a  movie-goer.  I  can  only  watch  for  so  long 
and  then  my  eyes  go. 

"I  used  to  be  a  teacher  and  I  see  everything 
as  a  learning  experience,"  Louise  Hamper  said. 
"All  ways  of  teaching  are  better  if  you  can 
visualize.  If  you  can  visualize  you  can 
experience  the  outlook." 

"I  went  to  school  years  and  years  ago,"  74 
year-old  Norma  Smith  said,  "but  we've  moved 
since  then  and  I  don't  know  where  my  diploma 
went.  There's  no  harm  in  furthering  education, 
that's  what  it's  all  about.

Ex-mayor  of  Seoul  speaks  out

In  conjunction  with  CD's  International  Week,  Dr.  Kim 
Yong  Nae,  former  mayor  of  Seoul,  South  Korea,  lectured 
last  Monday  in  the  Arts  Center,  in  Theater  2. 

In  what  CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  termed  "a 
significant  honor  to  the  College  of  DuPage,"  Kim  discussed  the 
impact  of  the  '88  Seoul  Olympiad  on  the  changing  political 
front  in  Eastern  Europe. 

Citing  the  efforts  of  the  Korean  people  towards  orchestrating 
the  Olympiad,  Kim  said,  "Ladies  and  gentlemen,  it's  been  over 
one  and  a  half  years  since...  the  24th  Olympiad.  Looking  back 
upon  it,  I  feel  a  flood  of  great  emotion  overwhelming  me." 

Politicization  of  the  Olympics,  up  until  1988,  had  been  an  old 
story.  The  24th  Olympiad  marked  the  first  time  in  12  years  that 
East  and  West  joined  in  Olympic  competition.  In  1976,  30 
nations  boycotted  the  Montreal  Olympics  in  protest  of  South 

African  policies. 

President  Carter, 
denouncing  the  Soviet 
invasion  of  Afghanistan, 
refused  to  send  the  American 
team  to  the  1980  Olympics  in 
Moscow,  and  in  1984,  the 
Soviet  Union  boycotted  the 
23rd  Olympiad,  staged  in 
Los  Angeles. 

"For  the  first  time  in 
12  years,  the  world  (saw) 
East,  West,  South,  North, 
running  shoulder-to- 
shoulder,"  Kim  said  of  the 
'88  Olympics. 

The  1988  Olympics  in 
Seoul  arose  in  an  eastern  gestalt  of  armed  distrust.  Mikhail 
Gorbachev's  glasnost  policies  had  begun  taking  effect  within 
the  Soviet  Union,  but  the  Soviets  had  not  yet  established 
diplomatic  relations  with  South  Korea. 

Indeed,  relations  between  the  two  countries  had  been  strained 
since  the  1983  downing  of  a  Korean  airliner  by  the  Soviets. 
Despite  these  barriers,  the  Soviet  Union,  joined  by  160  other 
nations,  sent  a  large  team  to  Seoul,  thereby  proving  that  peace 
was  possible  regardless  of  past  difficulties. 

In  the  months  following  the  Olympic  games,  the  two  nations 
began  to  establish  diplomatic  relation. 

"Socialist  nations,  despite  absence  of  diplomatic  ties  to 
Korea,  sent  large-scale  teams,  which  put  the  ongoing  East- West 
(impasse)  on  a  former  basis,"  Kim  said. 

South  Korea’s  task  was  further  hindered  by  North  Korea;  not 
only  did  they  pose  a  physical  threat,  but  because  of  anti-South 
propaganda,  many  countries  went  to  the  games  not  expecting 
the  "flawless  execution,"  as  Kim  described  it,  of  the  '88 
Olympics. 


He  was  also  emphatic  about  the  effect  television  had  on  the 
world's  view  of  Korea's  young  democratic  policies.  Millions  of 
people  across  the  globe  witnessed  the  Olympics,  via  television, 
and  saw,  rather  than  a  war-torn  and  impoverished  country, 
peaceful,  prosperous  images — the  results  of  a  growing 
economy.  According  to  Kim,  Eastern  Europe  had  a  biased  view 
of  South  Korea,  and  people  were  "shocked"  at  the  prosperous 
images  they  saw  on  television. 

"(Television)  showed  communists  that  acceptance  of 
democratic  values  leads  to  prosperity,"  he  said.  He  went  on  to 
paraphrase  Henry  Kissinger,  who  stated  that  the  1988  Olympiad 
in  Seoul  "marked  a  turning  point  between  Korea  and  Eastern 
European  countries." 

After  studying  law  in  Korea  and  abroad,  Kim  began  his 
political  career  in  Seoul  in  1957,  in  Korea's  Ministry  of  Home 
Affairs,  rising  to  the  position  of  vice-minister  of  government 
administration  in  1980.  Among  his  accomplishments  was  a 
well -regarded  political  treatise.  Theory  and  Practice  of  Local 
Administration.  In  1988,  after  holding  several  other  political 
offices,  Kim  was  appointed  mayor  of  Seoul.  From  this  political 
office,  Kim  succeeded  in  bringing  the  24th  Olympiad  to  Seoul, 
South  Korea. 


Chinese  official  says 
riots  are  not  typical

Last  Wednesday,  Dr.  Sinyan  Shen  held  a  discussion 
entitled;  "China,  a  Year  Later." 

Shen  held  this  discussion  for  a  small  group  in  an 
intimate  classroom  setting. 

Through  his  experiences  and  knowledge  of  China,  Shen 
gave  a  picture  of  that  country  in  recent  years  and 
discussed  the  impact  of  last  year's  student  revolts,  as  well 
as  the  circumstances  that  brought  about  the  recent 
changes. 

Shen  said  that  the  reason  for  the  recent  crisis  in  China 
is  a  result  of  a  crisis  that  has  been  building  in  the  areas  of 
education,  culture  and  economy  for  years  now.

For  the  last  10  years,  the  education  system  has  been  in 
a  state  of  decay,  according  to  Shen.  He  said  that  the 
quality  of  education  has  gone  down  dramatically. 

"The  education  that  a  student  would  have  received  10 
years  ago  in  China  simply  does  not  compare  to  the  poor 
education  a  student  receives  today,"  he  said. 

Another  area  Shen  cited  as  a  contributing  factor  the  the 
crisis  in  China  was  culture.  He  talked  about  how  the 
people  of  China  have  become  detached  with  their  pasts, 
and  the  traditions  and  culture  of  their  ancestors. 

"The  people  of  China  have  a  true  lack  of  identity," 
Shen  said. 

The  rapidly  changing  economy  of  China  was  also 
touched  on  by  Shen.  He  told  stories  of  traditional 
musicians  in  China  who  are  having  a  difficult  time 
finding  public  appreciation.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Chinese  people  have  a  fascination  with  western 
culture,  including  music. 

"The  Chinese  will  spend  their  money  on  rock-n-roll  but 
not  on  traditional  music,  Shen  said. 

Despite  the  negative  attention  that  China  has  received 
over  the  past  year,  Shen  feels  that  things  are  improving, 
and  asked  the  audience  to  take  a  wider  view  of  China  that 
recent  events  have  given. 

"Do  not  look  at  the  last  year  as  representative  of 
China,"  he  concluded.  "It  is  probably  most 
unrepresentative." 


College's  international  studies  coordinator 

encourages  students  to  be  globally  aware

ith  the  help  of  International

w  w  awareness  of  the  importance  of 
understanding  native  cultures. 

In  September  of  1988,  Sam  began  his  job  at 
CD  with  which  he  received  a  list  of 
challenging  duties. 

Sam  helps  international  students  at  CD,  and 
has  developed  international  programs  for 
students  and  faculty.  He  also  establishes 
relations  with  international  organizations. 

"In  broad  terms,  my  job  is  to  promote 
internationalization  of  the  campus,”  Sam  said. 

Bom  in  Ghana,  West  Africa,  Sam  claims  to 
have  always  been  interested  in  international  affairs. 

Sam  attended  graduate  graduate  school  at 
the  Fletcher  School  of  Law  and  Diplomacy,  a 
Tufts  University,  in  Boston.  It  is  a  graduate 
school  that  trains  people  who  want  to  work  in 
international  areas. 

Before  coming  to  CD  in  September  of  1988, 
Sam  worked  at  Harold  Washington  College  in 
Chicago. 

Since  Sam  has  been  at  CD,  the  international 
program  has  grown  considerably. 

"Many  people  realize  that  a  college  is 
involved  in  international  activities,"  Sam  said. 
"We've  received  recognition  within  and 
outside  of  this  college.  People  realize  that  CD 


is  one  of  the  leaders  in  international 
education." 

Students  need  to  realize  the  opportunities 
that  are  open  to  them  when  they  are  attending 
CD.  Sam  pointed  out  the  study  abroad 
program  that  CD  offers. 

'We  have  foreign  students  coming  over  here 
to  study,  and  we  have  faculty  members  going 
overseas  to  organize  workshops,"  Sam  said. 

All  areas  of  the  college  can  benefit  by 
participating  in  becoming  acquainted  with 
foreign  lands  and  cultures. 

Sam,  who  is  also  a  full-time  faculty 
member,  is  involved  in  internationalizing  CD's 
curriculum. 

"I  organize  workshops  to  explain  to  faculty 
members  the  benefits  of  internationalizing 
their  curriculum,"  Sam  said. 

Sam  said  that  one  of  the  business  instructors 
at  CD  approached  him  two  weeks  ago  and 
asked  Sam  if  he  would  speak  to  the  business 
classes  about  international  business. 

How  can  students  at  CD  benefit  from 
receiving  an  international  education? 

"Increasingly  we  are  recognizing  that  our 
lives  are  being  touched  by  international 
events,"  Sam  said.  "Internationalizing  the 
curriculum  is  the  incorporation  of  international 
elements  that  enable  students  to  be  better 
prepared  to  deal  with  the  global  world  of 

.today-" . .  . 


Sam  demonstrates  how  internationalizing  a 
business  class  at  CD  could  make  a  difference. 

"In  a  regular  business  course,  international 
dimensions  are  introduced  so  the  student  can 
look  at  how  American  business  is  affected  by 
the  global  market  and  competition  from  other 
countries,"  Sam  said. 

Sam  said  that  since  America  is  very 
cosmopolitan,  it  is  important  that  we  learn 
about  foreign  lands  and  cultures. 

"It  is  important  to  learn  about  foreign 
cultures  when  you  deal  with  them  on  a  day-to- 
day  basis.  If  we  don't  understand  foreign 
countries,  we  will  fail  in  our  attempt0, to  trade 
with  them,  to  sell  to  them  and  to  interact  with 
them,"  Sam  said.  "It  is  the  role  of  the  United 
States  to  understand  people  from  different 
cultures  and  to  be  able  to  deal  with  them 
effectively." 

Sam  hopes  to  educate  the  faculty  members 
at  CD  about  international  affairs,  and  that  the 
faculty  members  will  then  bring  their 
experiences  into  the  classroom. 

He  hopes  that  this  will  give  the  students  a 
different  way  of  thinking  which  will  provide 
for  different  insights  in  the  course. 

Sam  added,  "Even  at  this  college,,  we  have  a 
cross-section  of  the  different  countries,  so  we 
should  be  able  to  deal  with  people  who  have 
different  backgrounds."

In  an  era  of  duplicated  police  thrillers,  "Q 
&  A"  stands  aside  with  new  and 
innovative  views  of  the  field  of  law 
enforcement. 

"Q  &  A"  is  a  newly  released  contemporary 
police  drama  directed  by  Sidney  Lumet  and 
produced  by  Amon  Milchan  and  Burtt  Harris. 

Topping  the  cast  is  Nick  Nolte,  Timothy 
Hutton  and  Armand  Assante. 

The  setting  of  "Q  &  A"  takes  place  in 


Manhattan's  34lh  Precinct,  one  of  the  busiest 
precincts  in  the  city. 

"Q  &  A"  begins  with  a  bang  as  Lt.  Mike 
Brennan  (Nolte)  shoots  a  hood  named  Tony 
Vasquez  outside  a  low-life  bar  in  the  city. 

We  learn  early  that  Brennan  is  a  murderer 
and  a  jacist.  Kevin  Quinn  (Patrick  O'Neal) 
who  is  part  of  the  hierarchy  of  the  police  force 
calls  in  defense  attorney  Al  Reilly  (Hutton)  to 
represent  Brennan  in  the  obvious  case  of 
justifiable  homicide.

The  young  defense  attorney  Reilly  struggles 
throughout  the  entire  movie  searching  to  fmd 
himself  and  the  real  truth,  only  to  discover 
emptiness  and  lies.

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CD's  jail  program  brings 
purpose  to  inmates'  lives

f  you're  not  working  or  going  to 
school,  you  have  a  lot  of  time  on 
your  hands — time  to  get  yourself 
into  trouble,"  said  Bernard  Condon, 
who  dropped  out  of  CD  in  1979. 

Condon  and  nine  other  inmates  who 
attended  CD  classes  offered  at  the  DuPage 
County  Jail  last  quarter  said  the  college 
program  showed  them  there  were  abilities  and 
options  they  did  not  know  they  had. 

Deputy  David  Lyons,  who  started  the 
college  program,  feels  that  the  it  will  build 
self-confidence  in  the  inmates,  as  well  as 
giving  them  something  to  show  potential 
employers. 

"I  think  a  lot  of  people  are  intimidated  by 
people  who  have  more  education  than  they 
do,"  Lyons  said.  "I  think  their  self-confidence 
is  lower.  The  program  instills  confidence  in 
the  inmates  to  continue  with  college  on  the 
outside." 

Most  of  the  seven  males  and  three  females 
who  enrolled  in  the  program  had  never 
attended  college.  Many  said  they  did  not  think 
they  were  capable  of  learning  anything. 

"Growing  up  I  didn't  think  much  of 
education,"  Stefan  Schnieder,  who  earned  a 
"B"  in  his  management  course,  said.  "But  after 
seeing  how  well  I  did  in  class,  I  plan  to 
continue." 

Business  instructor  Mary  Lou  Lockerby 
believes  that  many  uneducated  people  realize 
they  are  missing  something,  and  so  they  try  to 
compensate  themselves  with  money  or  drugs. 

Those  things,  however,  are  all  temporary; 
education  is  permanent  wealth,  she  said. 

Lockerby  continued,  "I  hope  the  program 
opens  someone’s  eyes  and  builds  their  self¬ 
esteem.  I  hope  it  will  show  inmates  that  they 
do  have  abilities.  And,  I  hope  when  the 
inmates  leave,  an  employer  will  look  at  this 
and  take  it  as  a  positive." 

DuPage  County  Jail  is  the  first  county  jail  in 
Illinois  to  offer  co-ed  college  courses,  said 
Lyons. 

Marty  Manion,  a  substance  abuse  counselor 
at  the  jail,  believes  the  college  program  has 
shown  inmates  alternatives  to  crime. 

'The  college  program  is  an  option,"  he  said. 
"Many  inmates  didn't  have  this  option  before 
they  came  to  jail.  Now  they  know  they  can 
attain  goals." 

According  to  Manion,  the  college  program 


teaches  inmates  "more  than  just  business  and 
psychology."  It  teaches  them  how  to  leam, 
and  it  will  show  employers  that  they  have  the 
ability  to  leam. 

Psychology  student  Barbara  Lange  and 
business  major  Ron  Perkins,  both  of  whom 
attended  college  prior  to  coming  to  DuPage 
County  Jail,  feel  that  having  a  college 
education  is  a  prerequisite  to  obtaining  a  good 
job. 

Condon,  an  "A"  student  in  management, 
said  that  education  is  the  most  important  step 
toward  rehabilitation.  Furthermore,  continued 
education  on  the  outside  is  the  key  to  keeping 
out  of  jail. 

Business  student  Eddie  Provenzano  owns  an 
auto-repair  shop  on  the  outside  and  feels 
education  can  give  a  person's  life  direction. 

"People  without  an  education  tend  not  to 
really  know  what  to  do  with  themselves,"  he 
said.  "Education  shows  people  how  to  pick  up 
on  an  interest  without  turning  to  crime." 

Lockerby,  who  visits  students  at  the  jail 
every  other  week,  said  that  at  first  she  was 
afraid  she  would  not  be  accepted  by  the 
inmates.  And  she  worried  that  no  one  would 
be  interested  in  the  program. 

Now,  however,  she  has  no  doubt  that  the 
program  benefits  the  inmates. 

'The  college  program  gave  us  a  chance  to 
prove  ourselves,"  Lange,  a  single  mother  of 
three,  said.  "It  opened  our  minds  to  other 
things." 

Regained  self-confidence  and  increased 
respect  for  others  are  the  main  things  Condon 
said  the  program  has  done  for  him. 

Most  of  the  inmates  now  feel  that  they  can 
do  something  positive  with  their  lives.  They 
can  see  alternatives  they  did  not  know  existed. 
And  they  realize  that  they  have  the  ability  to 
accomplish  goals. 

Troy  Campbell,  a  recovering  cocaine  addict, 
hopes  to  become  a  substance  abuse  counselor. 

"People  may  or  may  not  change 
themselves,"  he  said,  "but  the  college  program 
gave  us  an  opportunity  to  start  and  finish 
something  good  in  life."

Current  health  scholarships  offered  to  CD  students 


Health  science/education  scholarship 

The  DuPage  County  Health  Improvement  Association  is 
offering  a  S950  scholarship  to  three  CD  students  enrolled  in 
any  area  of  the  health  science  and  health  education  field. 

Eligibility  requirements  are  as  follow: 

-must  reside  in  DuPage  County 

-must  be  attending  at  least  half-time  (6  hours) 

-minimum  2.0  GPA 
-need  financial  assistance 

Health  Curriculum  scholarship 

The  Illinois  Health  Improvement  Association  is  offering  a 
$500  scholarship  to  one  CD  student  enrolled  in  a  health  career 
curriculum,  for  Fall  1990. 

Eligibility  requirements  are  as  follow: 

-The  student,  above  all  else,  should  be  an  Illinoisan  with  a 
committed  personal  intention  either  to  practice  in  Illinois 
or  in  a  situation  directly  beneficial  to  Illinoisans.  The 
latter  may  include  cities  in  neighboring  states  where 
substantial  numbers  of  Illinoisans  go  for  specialized 
health  care  (e.g.  Vincennes,  Ind.  or  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo.). 
However,  an  intent  to  practice  in  the  cities  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.  or  Chicago,  Ill.  is  not  acceptable  to  the  intent  of  this 
award. 

-The  student  need  not  necessarily  be  at  the  top  of  his  class 
scholastically,  but  should  demonstrate  the  emotional  and 
intellectual  assets  necessary  to  become  a  practicing  credit 
to  the  chosen  health  profession. 


-The  student  should  have  some  need  for  financial  aid 
assistance,  but  this  should  not  be  interpreted  as  excluding 
a  person  of  "middle  income"  background. 

-The  student  does  not  have  to  be  attending  CD  on  a  full¬ 
time  basis  as  long  as  he/she  shows  the  determination  to 
complete  their  education  and  fulfills  the  other  criteria. 

-Race,  creed,  sex,  religion  and  national  origin  are  not  to  be 
considered  in  the  selection  process. 

The  Illinois  Health  Improvement  Association  wished  to  note 
that  the  intent  of  this  award  is  to  seek  out  those  students  who 
are  personally  committed  to  the  health  care  of  Illinoisans.  The 
association  requires  no  contractual  obligation  to  meet  this 
criteria.  Their  hope  is  to  assist  that  student  whose 
commitment  happens  to  coincide  with  the  commitment  of 
IHIA — better  health  for  Illinois  residents.

Watts  and  Weinstock  each  homered  in  a  26- 


"This  is  the  fourth  time  we've  seen  her 
(Hartman),"  Sarkisian  said.  "She's  a  good 
pitcher  but  we  were  confident  that  maybe  the 
second  or  third  time  around  in  the  batting 
order  we  would  be  able  to  move  the  ball 
around  against  her  and  that's  exactly  what  we 
did." 

In  game  number  two  the  lady  Chaps  took  an 
early  3-0  lead  but  defensive  problems  let 
Moraine  tie  the  game  at  three  apiece. 

The  contest  went  into  extra  innings  before 
CD  pulled  it  out  in  the  bottom  of  the  eighth. 
Sheila  Bultas  singled  to  lead  off  the  inning  and 
moved  to  second  on  a  sacrifice  bunt  by  Lisa 
Strobe],  Danielle  Cline  hit  a  ground  ball  deep 
in  the  hole  at  shortstop  but  the  ensuing  throw 
eluded  the  first  baseman  and  allowed  Bultas  to 
score  the  winning  run.  Siler  picked  up  the  win 
in  relief  of  Rarnmon. 

The  lady  Chaps  had  to  play  one  game 
against  Harper  in  which  the  commissioner 
overruled  a  forfeit  for  Harper  arriving  late  in 
the  originally  scheduled  game  last  month. 

The  game  was  scoreless  until  the  third 
inning  when  Kelly  Smith  hit  a  solo  home  run 
to  put  CD  out  in  front. 


3  rout  of  St.  Francis  Tuesday,  the  last  regular 
season  game,  and  the  Chaps  set  a  team  record 
for  home  runs  in  a  season,  eclipsing  the  old 
record  of  49  set  in  1986.  The  Chaps  finished 
the  regular  season  with  a  record  of  34-14. 

"They  have  more  confidence  than  they  did 
last  year,  and  that's  surprising  because  the 
chemistry  is  not  there,"  Kranz  said. 

"They  have  more  potential  than  they've 
shown,  and  that's  tough  to  say  after  playing  48 
games.  It's  tough  to  motivate  them  because 
they  know  they're  good." 

Despite  the  t  team's  loose  attitude,  Kranz 
expects  the  players  to  sharpen  up  in  the 
tournament. 

"I  don't  think  that  will  happen  in  the 
tournament,"  Kranz  said.  "They  understand 
the  urgency  of  needing  to  win  three  games." 

The  Chaps  open  tomorrow  against 
Waubonsee  in  Sugar  Grove  at  10  a.m. 

Watts  (5-1),  Mike  Leen  (5-2),  and  Abruzzo 
(4-0)  will  probably  be  Kranz's  first  three 
starters  in  post-season  play. 


The  two  teams  then  exchanged  leads  until 
the  lady  Chaps  broke  open  a  4-4  tie  in  the  top 
of  the  seventh.  Malone  and  Rarnmon  each  hit 
two-run  singles  to  give  CD  an  8-4  win.  Siler 
struggled  on  the  mound  but  went  the  distance 
to  pick  up  her  1 1  th  win  against  no  losses. 

"She  seemed  to  run  out  of  gas  in  the  fourth 
inning,"  Sarkisian  said.  "This  might  be  the 
first  sign  of  fatigue  with  all  the  innings  she's 
pitched  this  year." 

Sarkisian  is  concerned,  but  will  take  extra 
precautions  before  heading  into  the  play-offs. 

"I'm  going  to  give  her  a  good  rest  against 
Lake  County.  She  will  not  start  either  game," 
Sarkisian  said.  "She  should  be  ready  to  go  in 
the  playoffs.  I'm  going  to  make  an  effort  to  get 
(Erin)  Ingram,  Christoffer  and  Rarnmon  some 
throwing  in  before  play-offs." 

The  lady  Chaps  are  seeded  first  out  of  19 
teams  and  have  a  bye  in  the  first  round  of  the 
playoffs.  They  will  take  on  the  winner  of  the 
Joliet/Truman  game  in  the  second  round.  The 
playoffs  are  double  elimination  with  the  final 
four  teams  moving  on  to  regionals. 

"Our  goal  is  to  win  the  playoffs  and  do  our 
very  best  at  regionals"  Sarkisian  said.  "I  don't 
think  you  can  sit  there  and  say  we're  going  to 
win  regionals  because  those  four  teams  are 
quality  teams  and  anything  can  happen."

Tuesday's  anticipated  showdown  with 
Illinois  Valley  was  as  big  of  a  success  as  the 
Chaparrals  hoped  for  as  they  completed  their 
record-breaking  run  through  the  N4C.  CD 
shutout  the  Apaches  9-0  to  finish  at  6-0  in  the 
conference  and  54-0  in  conference  matches,  a 
feat  that  has  never  before  been  accomplished 
in  the  N4C. 

"If  you  would  have  told  me  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  that  this  would  happen  I  wouldn't 
have  believed  it,"  headl  coach  Dave  Webster 
said.

Chuck  Towns  lost  the  first  set  of  his  match 
to  Ken  Hicks  of  IV  7-5,*  but  came  back  to  win 
the  final  two  sets,  6-2,  6-2. 

"He's  such  a  fighter,"  Webster  said.  "After 
the  first  set  he  made  some  changes  and 
adapted  and  it  worked." 

James  Koop  defeated  Kevin  Cordum  6-2,  5- 
7,  6-2  to  improve  to  4-0  in  three  set  matches. 

Koop  and  Bryan  Capre  beat  Cordum/Jason 
Lee  in  doubles  6-2,  6-7,  6-3. 

The  Chaps  split  two  non-conference  meets 
for  an  overall  record  of  13-3. CD  defeated 
Sauk  Valley  9-0  but  lost  to  University  of 
Illinois — Chicago  6-3. 


The  Chaps  not  only  lost  the  meet  but  they 
also  suffered  two  injuries.  Number  two 
singles  player  Dave  Subrt  retired  from  his 
match  with  a  bad  shoulder  and  missed  two 
other  meets  before  returning  to  the  N4C 
conference  tournament. 

Number  five  singles  player  Aaron 
Mascarella  won  a  grueling  three-set  victory 
but  ended  up  suffering  from  exhaustion  and 
spent  five  days  in  the  hospital.

Commencement  crunch

Although  this  year's  commencement  ceremonies  will  not  be 
affected,  next  years  ceremony  could  see  an  overcrowding 
problem. 

In  past  years  as  the  enrollment  at  CD  has  been  steadily  rising 
so  has  the  number  of  students  attending  graduation  ceremonies 
here  at  CD.  According  to  Lucile  Friedli,  Director  of  Student 
Activities  at  CD,  the  expected  number  of  attendees  at  this  year's 
ceremony  is  5,000.  The  college  has  a  potential  of  3,000  who 
could  participate  in  the  ceremony;  at  this  time  a  total  of  540 
plan  to  participate. 

This  year  may  be  the  last  year  that  the  graduation  crowd  will 
go  uncontrolled.  Because  of  the  lack  of  space  in  the  arena  of 
the  Physical  Education  building,  where  the  event  is  held,  next 
year  a  limited  number  of  tickets  may  be  issued.  Most  likely  the 
participating  graduate  will  receive  a  set  number  of  tickets  for 
friends  and  family. 

According  to  Friedli,  the  issue  will  be  dealt  with  soon  after 


this  year's  commencement. 

"There  is  an  evaluation  meeting  scheduled  within  days  of 
graduation  and  overcrowding  will  be  a  point  of  discussion,"  she 
said. 

At  this  time  it  seems  that  the  limiting  of  tickets  will  be  a 
solution  and  a  change  to  a  larger  venue  does  not  appear  to  be 
necessary. 

A  record  186  faculty  members  will  also  be  participating  in 
this  years  commencement  ceremonies. 

CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  supports  the  idea  of  limiting 
tickets  if  necessary. 

"If  it  gets  to  a  point  of  overcrowding,  a  certain  number  of 
tickets  will  be  given  to  each  graduate,"  McAninch  said.

This  month  Illinois  community 
colleges  will  celebrate  their  25th 
anniversary.  Even  though  they 
served  over  348,700  students  last 
year,  CD  President  H.  D.  McAninch 
sees  Illinois  community  colleges  as 
playing  an  even  greater  role  in  the 
future. 

McAninch,  who  has  been 
president  of  CD  for  11  years,  places 
great  value  upon  the  Illinois  system. 

"Community  colleges  will  play  an 
even  greater  role  in  the  future,"  he 
said.  "Higher  education  is  very 


expensive,  and  many  students  see 
community  college  as  an  answer. 
Also,  many  adults  are  coming  back 
to  further  their  education,  and  I  see 
this  continuing." 

McAninch  sees  CD  as  quite 
special. 

"This  area  greatly  values 
education,  and  so  the  people  demand 
a  quality  program,"  he  said.  "We  in 
turn  hire  top  quality  people,  and  the 
results  pay  off.  CD  has  been 
nationally  recognized  several  times." 

Nearly  50  percent  of  Illinois 
undergraduates  are  enrolled  in 
community  colleges.  McAninch  sees 


a  clear  reason  for  this. 

"Community  colleges  are  cheap. 
Students  realize  that  they  can  save 
money,  and  we  offer  the  program 
that  they  want,"  he  said.  "Also,  very 
importantly  to  most  students, 
community  colleges  are  close  to 
home.  Many  students  can't  just  pick 
up  and  go." 

The  president  sees  CD  as  a  school 
with  a  lot  going  for  it. 

"DuPage  is  one  of  the  fastest 
growing  counties,  both  economically 
and  population-wise,  in  the  country,"

SG  recommends 
new  constitution

The  upcoming  Student  Government  election,  May  15- 
17,  not  only  marks  a  change  of  the  guard,  but  may  mean 
the  end  of  the  current  constitution. 

Murray  Leith,  SG  club  representative,  said  that  a 
revised  proposal  for  a  new  constitution  has  been 
completed.  The  student  body  will  be  asked  to  ratify  it 
through  a  referenda  question  on  the  ballots. 

In  last  fall's  election,  Nov.  7-9,  the  students  were  also 
asked  to  ratify  a  proposal  for  a  new  constitution.  It 
passed  and  all  seemed  well  until  the  board  of  trustees' 
lawyers  noted  that  the  document  contained  sections  that 
were  in  violation  of  an  Illinois  law  that  set  the  criteria  for 
the  position  of  student  trustee. 

SG  deleted  all  of  the  sections  that  were  in  question  and 
presented  it  to  the  board  for  approval.  At  that  point,  a 
CD  student  pointed  out  that  because  of  the  changes  that 
were  made,  that  particular  proposal  had  become  a  new 
document  and  it  was  not  the  one  that  the  student  body 
had  ratified. 

Therefore,  SG  has  once  again  decided  to  propose  a 
new  constitution  to  students.  Leith  pointed  out  that  a 
new  constitution  is  needed  because  the  present  one  is  too 
ambiguous. 

"Unfortunately,  it  is  like  a  patchwork  quilt,"  Leith 
said.  "If  this  constitution  is  passed,  I  believe  that  it  will 
last" 

Leith  also  noted  that  this  present  version  of  the 
constitution  is  very  similar  to  the  previous  proposal. 

"It  is  basically  the  same  constitution  that  was  approved

he  said.  "CD  has  the  opportunity  to 

develop  to  the  needs  of  the  high-tech 
corridor  and  it  b  very  hard  to  see  CD  fafltog." 

Gov.  James  Thompson  also  recently 
noted  that  the  Illinois  community  college 
system  has  grown  and  prospered  beyond 
its  greatest  expectations. 

Institutions  In  the  Illinois  community 
college  system  have  continued  to  expand 
since  1965,  when  Illinois  Gov.  Otto 
Kerner  signed  legislation  establbhing  the 
system.  Last  fall,  one  out  of  every  33 
Illinois  residents  was  taking  credit  courses 
at  an  Illinois  community  college. 

Illinois  community  colleges  serve 
approximately  one  million  people  each 
year,  or  one  out  of  every  11  Illinois 
residents. 

CD  has  also  experienced  enormous 
growth  since  first  opening  its  doors  in 
1967.  Now  in  its  23rd  year,  CD  serves 
more  than  32,600  students  on  its  273-acre 


campus  in  Glen  Ellyn  and  at  90  satellite 

locations. 

CD  offers  courses  in  more  than  80  areas 
of  study,  and  combined  with  the  other 
community  colleges  in  Illinois,  instruction 
and  job  training  in  more  than  250 
occupational  specialties. 

In  1988,  27,540  students  earned 
associates  degrees  and  certificates  from 
Illinois  community  colleges. 

In  order  to  serve  an  expanding  student 
population,  CD  is  constructing  a  $2 
million  Instructional  Computing  Center 
which  will  be  partially  opened  this 
summer,  as  well  as  two  new  satellite 
facilities  in  Westmont  and  Naperville, 
which  will  be  ready  in  1991. 

Overall,  McAninch  sees  community 
colleges  as  one  of  Illinois’  most  valuable 
resources,  and  be  does  not  plan  to  leave 
CD  in  the  near  future. 

"College  of  DuPage  is  an  exciting  place 
to  be,"  he  said,  "and  it’s  always  a 
challenge."

by  the  student  body,  but  was  cancelled  by 

CD's  board  of  trustees  because  it  was 
believed  to  violate  the  law  in  regards  to  the 
student  trustee  position,"  Leith  said. 

Brien  Sheahan,  SG's  executive  director, 
reflected  on  the  amount  of  time  that  it  has 
taken  to  come  up  with  a  new  constitution. 

"It  has  been  a  long  process  because  any 
time  that  you  are  dealing  with  opinions  it 
takes  a  long  time  to  hash  out  any  problems," 
Sheahan  said.  "This  document  is  good 
because  we've  (SG)  defined  the  perimeter  of 
people's  jurisdictions.” 

Sheahan  said  that  there  has  been  a  few 
changes  made.  For  example,  he  noted  that 
the  two  associate  director  positions  have 
been  eliminated.  However,  two  others  were 
added. 

"We've  created  two  executive  staff

positions:  a  public  information  coordinator 

and  an  office  manager,"  Sheahan  said. 

Leith  also  noted  that  there  were  other 
changes. 

"A  set  of  bylaws  was  created,  a  club 
representative  will  be  elected  instead  of 
appointed,  instead  of  a  two-thirds  vote  it  will 
be  a  three-fifths  vote  necessary  to  override  a 
presidential  veto,  and  the  number  of  credit 
hours  required  for  a  student  to  have  will  be 
three  instead  of  the  current  five,"  Leith  said. 

The  current  cTedit-hour  requirement  was 
unfair  to  part-time  students  said  Leith.  He 
believes  that  if  any  student  is  interested  in 
joining  SG,  that  student  should  have  as  few 
barriers  as  possible. 

Sheahan  added  that  in  his  opinion,  the 
proposal  is  well-thought  out  and  beneficial. 

"It  is  a  good  document,"  Sheahan  said.  "I 
hope  that  people  will  vote  for  it." 


He  is  also  a  member  of  the  advisory  board 
at  the  Graduate  Schools  of  Business  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  the  University  of 
Washington.

incorrect  social  security  numbers 
destroy  four  candidates'  chances 


Political  personalities  are  constantly  being 
criticized,  and  held  under  close  scrutiny,  while  voters 
are  rarely  held  accountable  for  their  own  wrong¬ 
doings. 

On  Friday  the  Courier  was  told  that  there  were  no 
longer  going  to  be  seven  candidates  for  director  and 
two  for  president  on  the  official  ballot  for  Student 
Government's  open  positions.  Instead  three  director 
candidates  and  one  presidential  candidate  never  made 
it  to  the  starting  gate  because  of  an  insufficient 
number  of  valid  signatures  on  their  petitions  to  run  for 
office. 

Apparently,  each  candidate  for  director  must  have 
100  signatures  to  run,  and  the  president  must  have 
150.  Each  candidate  felt  that  going  over  the  number 
of  signatures  required  would  be  enough,  however, 
they  were  sadly  mistaken. 

One  candidate  for  director  was  just  one  signature 
short,  while  another  had  to  have  22  signatures 
eliminated  because  students  had  put  the  wrong  social 


security  number  after  their  name  on  the  petition. 

Students  at  CD  can't  possibly  be  so  short  of  memory 
to  not  remember  their  social  security  numbers. 

Why  does  it  always  seem  that  election  time  brings 
to  light  the  ignorance  of  CD  students? 

Isn't  low  voter  turnout  humiliating  enough?  Now 
students  have  gone  a  step  further  and  have  affected 
the  lives  of  those  who  did  want  to  make  an  impact 
and  a  contribution  to  the  college.  It's  a  student’s 
prerogative  to  not  vote  in  an  election,  however,  it's 
not  their  right  to  ruin  someone  else's  chance  to  run. 

The  four  students  who  wanted  to  run  in  the  election, 
Sean  Buckley,  Nick  Falcetta,  Tom  Mason  and  Don 
Somora  were  denied  the  opportunity  to  be  placed  on 
the  official  ballot. 

They  may  decide  to  run  as  write-in  candidates. 
Wouldn't  it  be  ironic  and  admirable  if  these  same 
candidates  went  on  to  win  and  serve  the  very  students 
who  once  proved  them  wrong?

Competitiveness 

lacks  in  schools 

For  the  fourth  year  in  a  row  national  test 
scores  of  high  school  seniors  have,  on 
average,  fallen  or  remained  the  same, 
according  to  the  Department  of  Education. 

The  problem  of  educational 
competitiveness  does  not  begin  and  end 
with  high  school  age  students,  however.  It 
begins  with  primary  school  and  blossoms  in 
higher  education.  At  the  root  of  the 
problem  is  a  lack  of  competitiveness 
between  teachers,  schools,  and  an 
Inefficient  funding  mechanism. 

These  figures  come  as  no  surprise  to 
students.  Why?  Because  students  are  the 
best  judges  of  the  performance  of 
teachers — a  bitter  pill  to  swallow  for 
teachers  and  administrators  alike. 

Anyone  would  be  hard  pressed  to  prove 
the  full  weight  of  our  current  educational 
dilemma  rests  solely  on  the  shoulders  of 
students.  Students  are  not  the  ones 
becoming  less  sophisticated.  There  are 
very  few  stupid  people  In  the  U.S.  or 
anywhere  in  the  world  for  that  matter. 

There  are,  however,  very  many  ignorant 
and  uneducated  people  in  the  U.S.  as  the 
result  of  a  generally  poor  primary 
education  system;  a  system  that  rewards 
mediocrity  instead  of  merit,  a  system 
devoid  of  any  instructional  competition. 

Why  has  the  problem  now  risen  to  the 
forefront  of  Important  Issues?  To  answer 
that  question  we  need  only  to  follow  the 
money  trail. 

In  1965  the  Higher  Education  Act, 
passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  U.S., 
established  the  framework  through  which 
the  federal  government  supports  higher 
education.  The  Higher  Education  Act  of 
1965  expires  in  September  of  1991.  As  a 
result  many  professionals  in  higher 
education  are  asking  some  serious 
questions  about  the  effectiveness  of  the 
present  system.  Proponents  of  the  present 
system  believe  it  is  doing  its  job  jnst  as  it 
was  intended  to  do.  To  foster  mediocrity 
and  waste??? 

Some  interesting  suggestions  have  arisen 
out  of  the  heated  debate  regarding  the 
issue  of  educational  funding,  such  as 
reserving  funds  for  students  with  good 
grades  and  establishing  a  trust  fund  for 
students  over  the  age  of  23,  excluding  them 
from  current  programs. 

Reserving  funds  for  students  with  good 
grades  sounds  like  a  great  idea.  With 
limited  resources  it  does  not  make  any 
sense  to  fund  students  who  go  to  college 
just  to  party,  out  of  the  reach  of  mommy 
and  daddy. 

Another  area  of  waste  that  should  be 
scrutinized  is  the  funding  of  exploitative 
vocational  schools;  schools  that  prey  upon 
the  inner-city  unemployed  with  promises  of 
jobs,  wealth  and  success.  The  cost:  sign  a 
guaranteed  students  loan.  The  cost  to  well- 
intended  institutions  and  students  is  a  great 
deal  more,  the  threat  of  unavailability  of  funds. 

I  like  the  idea  of  eliminating  people  over 
23  from  current  programs  but  I  don’t  feel 
real  good  about  taxing  everyone  to  send  a 
23-year-.old  student  to  college  for  the  fifth 
or  sixth  year. 

None  of  the  present  problems  will 
improve  noticeably  with  the  Higher 
Education  Act  of  1991  or  the  promise  of 
more  money  made  by  some  members  of 
Congress  recently. 

To  overcome  the  educational  system's 
problems  will  take  more  than  creative 
suggestions.  It  requires  a  change  in 
philosophy;  a  philosophy  that  is  predicated 
on  merit,  innovation  and  achievement,  not 
Job  security  for  underachieving  teachers 

and  administrators. 
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The  ideal  president  for  Student 
Government  is  someone  with... 

•  strong  leadership  abilities 

•  a  proven  track  record 

»  a  strong  political  background 

•  a  high  moral  character 

•  new  and  innovative  ideas 

•  dedication  to  students 

•  intelligence  and  capabilities 

•  a  congenial  personality 

•  courage  of  their  convictions 

•  an  open  attitude 

•  the  willingness  to  listen  to 
others 

•  honesty 

Despite  being  the  only  candidate 
on  the  ballot  for  SG  president, 
Mike  Stajduhar  would  be  a 
worthwhile  choice  out  of  any 
group. 

To  possess  all  of  the 
aforementioned  traits  would  be  a 
tough  task.  However,  Stajduhar 


has  enough  of  these  qualities  to 
make  him  a  qualified  SG  president. 

In  addition  to  being  a  director  for 
almost  one  year,  Stajduhar  is 
involved  in  other  organizations 
that  benefit  students  and  have 
prepared  him  for  this  position.

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Four  candidates  not  placed  on  spring  ballot

Four  candidates  were  not  allowed  to  be 
placed  on  the  Student  Government  spring 
ballot  due  to  lack  of  valid  signatures. 

Don  Somora,  who  was  running  for  president 
of  SG,  and  Tom  Mason,  Sean  P.  Buckley,  and 
Nick  Falcetta,  all  running  for  one  of  the  four 
open  director's  positions,  were  not  placed  on 
the  ballot. 

To  be  placed  on  the  ballot,  the  presidential 
candidate  must  have  150  valid  signatures, 
while  the  director  candidates  must  each  have 
100. 

Apparently,  each  candidate  who  was 


eliminated  did  get  over  the  amount  of 
signatures  that  were  required.  However,  after  a 
closer  look  was  taken  at  the  social  security 
numbers  accompanying  the  signatures,  it  was 
discovered  that  many  of  the  signatures  were 
invalid. 

According  to  Brien  Sheahan,  executive 
director  of  SG,  each  candidate  who  turned  in 
their  signatures  was  on  time,  and  all  of  them 
had  gotten  over  the  amount  of  required 
signatures. 

"Students  voluntarily  surrender  their 
signatures,"  Sheahan  said.  "It's  the  candidates 
responsibility  to  make  sure  they  have  enough 


signatures  so  that  they  have  a  margin  of  error 
or  a  comfort  zone."' 

Sheahan  continued  by  saying  that  students 
didn't  always  leave  a  phony  signature  on 
purpose,  some  of  them  simply  made  an  error 
when  writing  them  on  the  petition. 

'The  college  and  SG  came  up  with  the  set 
procedure  for  elections.  Those  are  what  we 
use,"  Sheahan  said. 

Sheahan  claims  he  was  approached  by  only 
one  of  the  students  in  the  running,  and  told 
him  that  he  had  to  submit  an  official  written 
request  for  the  election  committee  to  review  if 
he  wanted  the  decision  changed. 


This  wasn't  a  case  of  the  students  not  having 
their  petition  in  on  time,  Sheahan  noted.  It  was 
a  case  where  they  didn't  have  enough 
signatures  to  be  placed  on  the  ballot.  Sheahan 
said  he  would  have  maybe  made  an  exception 
if  there  had  been  some  sort  of  terrible  situation 
where  the  candidate  couldn't  turn  his  petition 
in.  However,  such  was  not  the  case.  Sheahan 
considers  this  a  cut  and  dried  case. 

"I  think  SG  has  done  its  job  in  setting  up  the 
packets  and  having  the  information  that  they 
needed  available  to  them,"  Sheahan  said.  "We 
haven't  hidden  anything  from  them  nor  have 
we  misled  them  in  any  way." 


Mike  Stajduhar  for  president 


If  Mike 
Stajduhar  were 
elected  as 
Student 
Government 
president,  he 
would  like  to 
accomplish  a 
few  things. 
One  goal  is  to 
see  the  child¬ 
care  program 
expanded. 

Currently,  students  are  allowed  one  hour  for 
each  credit-hour  of  class  time.  He  would  like 
to  expand  that  program  to  allow  for  study  time. 

Stajduhar  would  also  like  to  change  the 
bookstore  buy-back  policy.  He  feels  that  if  a 
book  is  optional  for  a  class,  and  not  required, 
and  the  bookstore  is  not  going  to  buy  the  book 
back,  than  the  bookstore  has  a  moral  obligation 
to  inform  the  student  of  this. 

As  a  SG  member  he  has  served  as  the 


Student  Life  and  Problem  Solving  Committee 
chairman.  He  was  also  in  charge  of  the  faculty 
merit  award  from  the  students  perspective, 
and  has  sat  on  the  Orientation  Committee  and 
the  Wellness  Committee.  Stajduhar  is  the 
founder  of  the  College  Republican's  club,  was 
the  captain  of  the  championship  College  Bowl 
team,  and  has  been  involved  in  the  theater  here 
at  CD. 

"I've  been  very  active  in  the  college 
community  and  I  think  that's  very  important  in 
the  sense  of  getting  a  feel  of  what  the  college 
community  wants,"  he  said.  "I  have  the  most 
exposure  to  the  widest  variety  of  students  and  I 
think  I  can  best  represent  them." 

Stajduhar  feels  that  fiscal  responsibility  is 
very  important.  He  claims  that  his  spending 
approaches  are  a  little  bit  mere  conservative 
than  those  of  past  SGs. 

"A  lot  of  people  criticize  SG  travel  as  paid 
vacations  and  that's  really  not  true.  There's 
really  net  time  for  goofing  off  and  partying,” 
he  said. 


This  candidate  thinks  that  a  major  problem 
at  CD  is  that  there  is  a  lot  of  emphasis  placed 
on  putting  up  buildings  and  not  a  lot  of 
emphasis  on  student  service.  He  thinks  that  the 
Seaton  building  is  good,  as  well  as  the  SRC 
expansion,  but  he  feels  that  student  services 
are  more  important. 

Stajduhar  believes  that  the  president  of  SG 
has  to  effectively  coordinate  the  organization's 
efforts  through  the  media,  and  he  has  to  be 
able  to  get  people  with  a  clear-cut  case  and  a 
strong  position.  To  do  this  the  president  has  to 
have  support  organizations. 

As  a  member  of  SG,  Stajduhar  claims  that 
he  has,  "learned  how  to  be  president."  He 
claims  it's  important  to  the  president  to  be  able 
to  know  the  proper  channels  to  go  through.  He 
compared  SG  to  a  kicker  on  a  football  team. 

"If  you  do  your  job  right  all  the  time, 
nobody  notices,"  he  said,  "If  you  do  it  wrong 
once  everybody  cares.  It’s  a  little  frustrating  to 
work  hard  on  something  and  to  put  your  all 
into  it  and  then  to  get  picked  apart  by  fellow 
student  government  members.  It's  probably 
healthy  because  that  encourages  you  in  the 


future  when  you  start  working  on  a  project  to 
go  out  and  seek  a  lot  of  input.  No  matter  how 
bright  you  are,  you're  never  brighter  than  two 
people." 

Stajduhar  continued  to  say  that  many  things 
that  SG  wants  to  do  are  frustrated  by  the  belief 
among  certain  administration  members  that  "if 
it's  not  broke,  don't  fix  it" 

An  example  of  this  that  Stajduhar  cited  was 
when  members  of  SG  went  to  the  board  to  try 
to  change  the  tuition  refund  policy.  The 
organization  wanted  to  change  the  policy  so 
that  students  could  receive  100  percent  tuition 
back  in  the  first  week  of  school. 

"We  thought  that  was  a  far  more  fair  way  of 
doing  things,"  he  said.  "But  someone  high  up 
just  writes  one  memo  and  the  board  of  trustees 
said  no.  I  think  that's  unfortunate." 

Stajduhar  thinks  that  the  student  should  vote 
for  him  for  very  selfish  reasons,  for 
themselves. 

"They  should  be  selfish  because  this  is 
someone  who  has  to  represent  them,  They 
need  and  deserve  the  best  person  and  I  think  I 
am  the  best  person."

hort  Time”  is  a  newly  released  action-packed 
comedy  which  will  put  a  smile  on  your  face.  It 
might  even  influence  you  to  look  at  life  a  little 
differently. 

"Short  Time"  was  filmed  in  scenic  Seattle, 
Washington,  directed  by  Greg  Champion  and  produced  by  Todd 
Black. 

"Short  Time"  stars  Dabney  Coleman  as  Burt  Simpson,  a 
health-conscious  middle-aged  cop.  Coleman  is  probe  bly  best 
remembered  for  his  roles  as  the  mean  and  ruthless  bos;  in  "9-5" 
and  his  television  series  "Buffalo  Bill." 

Burt  Simpson  starts  out  as  a  very  conservative  detective  who 
only  has  two  weeks  left  on  the  force  until  retirement,  but  after  a 
foul-up  with  blood  samples  at  the  hospital,  Burt  mistakenly 
believes  that  he  only  has  two  weeks  to  live. 

Burt  remains  calm  until  he  leams  that  unless  he  dies  in  the 
line  of  duty,  his  ex-wife  (Teri  Garr)  and  his  10-year  old  son 
Dougie  (Kay-Erik  Erikson)  won't  receive  any  money  fom  his 
insurance  company. 

Burt's  biggest  concern  is  that  his  son  attends  Harvard’  in  fact 
it  isn't  just  a  concern,  it  seems  to  be  a  compulsive  disorder. 

In  one  of  Burt's  dreams  he  sees  the  future  when  Dougie 
opens  his  letter  of  acceptance  from  Harvard,  but  then  his 
mother  has  to  tell  him  that  his  father  didn't  leave  them  enough 
money  and  she  replied  to  his  sad  eyes,"  There's  always

At  this  point  the  action  really  starts  to  pick  up.  The  once- 
cautious  detective  becomes  a  fearless  renegade  who  is  trying  to 
be  killed  in  the  line  of  duty.  Burt  no  longer  carries  his  gun,  he 
doesn't  wear  his  normal  two-ply  bullet-proof  vest  and  he  even 
staits  smoking  his  partner's  (Matt  Frewer)  cigarettes.  Burt 
however  leams  that  getting  killed  is  not  an  easy  job. 

"Short  Time"  is  a  pleasantly  amusing  comedy  that  leans  over 
the  edge  of  being  unbelievable,  but  in  a  humorous  way. 

While  almost  the  entire  movie  contains  action  or  comic 
scenes,  Dabney  Coleman  reaches  out  with  some  touching  father 
and  son  scenes  that  give  "Short  Time"  a  very  well-rounded 
theme.

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Music  Review: 

Shadowfax  fuses 
jazz  and  rock  in 
their  new  release

he  best  way  to  describe  "The  Odd  Get  Even”,  the 
seventh  and  latest  release  from  the  Grammy 
Award-winning  group  Shadowfax,  is  distinctive. 
Although  the  group's  sound  mostly  resembles  a 
combination  of  fusion  and  jazz,  there  are  elements 
of  blues  and  rock  that  can  be  found. 

White  the  sonnd  of  the  group  is  hard  to  characterize,  the 
reason  for  this  is  not.  Each  of  the  six  members  of  the  group 
tried  their  band  at  composing  to  give  the  album  it's 
distinctive  style. 

As  keyboardist  David  Lewis  notes,  "We  ail  write 
differently  and  it  ail  contributes  to  the  seventh  person  in  this 
band,  which  is  Shadowfax." 

Shadowfax  produces  a  highly  polished  sound  that  is 
energetic  and  lively  while  still  remaining  gentle  and  smooth. 
The  experience  of  working  together  for  nearly  two  decades 
shows  throughout  the  album. 

Co-founder  Chuck  Greenberg’s  "A  Pause  in  the  Rain" 
flows  eloquently  from  beginning  to  end  while  still  remaining 
active  and  intense.  The  first  cut  on  the  album,  "Oasis," 
combines  acoustic  and  electronic  music  perfectly  to  evoke 
images  of  an  endless  desert  wasteland. 

Every  cut  on  the  album  carries  a  polished  and  meticulous 
style  while  still  remaining  unique  and  distinctive. 

As  unique  as  the  sound  of  Shadowfax  are  the  backgrounds 
of  the  players.  From  the  blues  clubs  of  Chicago  to  Stravinsky 
and  Rave),  the  members  of  the  group  cover  a  wide  spectrum 
of  musical  styles  and  talents  which  are  displayed  throughout 
the  album. 

From  beginning  to  end,  the  latest  album  from  Shadowfax 
demonstrates  the  experience  and  fervor  that  brought  them  a 
Grammy  for  their  last  album,  "Folksongs  for  a  Nuclear 
Village." 

It  would  be  no  surprise  if  the  unparalleled  style  and 
polished  sound  that  comprise  "The  Odd  Get  Even"  brought 
Shadowfax  another  Grammy.

Although  Wynn's  debut  solo  effort  falls  short,  the 
combination  of  experience  and  Wynn's  distinctively 
smooth  style  could  lead  him  to  much  higher  ground.

Kerosene  is  a  highly  volatile  and  flammable  fuel 
that  burns  with  great  intensity  once  ignited. 
This  definition  would  lead  one  to  believe  that 
"Kerosene  Man,"  the  debut  solo  album  of  Steve 
Wynn,  former  lead  vocalist  for  the  Dream 
Syndicate,  would  emit  a  great  deal  of  energy  and 

power. 

However,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  eruptions  on  the 
B  side,  "Kerosene  Man"  is  surprisingly  docile  and 

inactive. 


Although  many 
songs  are  quite 
melodic  and  pleasant, 
the  lack  of  vocal  and 
instrumental  variety 
forces  the  cuts  to 
blend  together  into 
one  long  and 
laborious  track. 

An  example  of 
Wynn's  complaisant 
style  is  "Conspiracy 
of  the  Heart,"  which 
features  a  duet  with 
Johnette  Napolitano 
of  Concrete  Blonde. 
Their  voices  weave 
together  elegantly,  but 
the  song  is  void  of  any  change  in  intensity  which  would 
make  the  cut  distinguishable. 

Pleasant  changes  of  pace  are  "Something  to  Remember 
Me  By"  and  the  title  cut  "Kerosene  Man,"  which  are 
tucked  away  on  the  B  side  and  feature  Robert  Mache, 
formerly  with  Swinging  Madisons,  on  lead  guitar. 

"Something  to  Remember  Me  By"  contains  a 
refreshing  hard  style  and  good  lead  by  Mache.  Wynn's 
rough  vocal  style  works  well  with  the  song's  revengeful 
lyrics  to  produce  a  sound  with  some  bite. 

On  the  title  cut,  Mache  plays  an  excellent  slide  guitar, 
which  works  well  with  Wynn  and  Robert  Lloyd  on  piano, 
to  produce  a  cut  that  is  shallow  on  lyrics  but  deep  in 
intensity  and  rhythm. 

By  far,  the  most  interesting  cut  on  the  album  is  entitled 
"Younger,"  which  at  times  resembles  a  montage  of 
instrumental  noise.  Although  the  song  has  energy,  it's 
direction  is  lost  in  the  confusion  of  noise.  Lyrically,  the 
song  fits  the  melody  in  that  it  lacks  any  indication  of

Way  back  when 


tudent  Government  has  a  much  remembered  past  and 
their  impact  on  the  college  over  the  years  is  often 
reflected  by  current  SG  members  and  college  officials. 

To  represent  the  students  and  help  the  college  in  some 
instances  have  been  constant,  and  sometimes  difficult  tasks 
that  this  organization  has  faced. 

"Student  Government  has  done  a  good  job.  Sometimes  they 
have  made  decisions  that  I  have  not  agreed  with,  but  they 
have  the  right  to  make  them,"  CD  President  H.D.  McAninch 
said.  "Student  Government  has  struggled  over  the  years  to  try 
to  get  involvement  from  the  student  body." 

McAninch  says  that  he  has  rarely  seen  an  instance  in  which 
SG  has  been  able  to  get  students  involved  in  one  particular 
issue.  He  also  claims  that  this  is  not  just  typical  at  CD,  but 
rather  it  is  a  common  problem  that  he  has  seen  on  other 
college  campuses  as  well. 

’1  think  the  closest  they've  come  was  with  this  last  issue  of 
collective  bargaining,"  he  said. "There  I  think  people  were 
worried  about  their  transcripts  and  their  grades  and  classes  so 
I  think  it  was  relatively  easy  for  them  to  get  people  involved." 

Lucile  Friedli,  director  of  Student  Activities,  and  advisor  to 
SG,  is  also  sympathetic  to  SG's  plight. 

"They  are  constantly  trying  to  get  students  involved," 

Friedli  said.  "This  year  it  helped  because  students  were 
coming  to  them  and  saying  what  they  wanted  Student 
Government  to  do.  I  think  this  has  been  one  of  the  most 
visible  years  that  they  have  ever  had." 

Friedli  says  that  the  current  SG  president  Jeff  Russell 
should  be  given  some  credit  for  this  added  visibility  of  SG.  In 
the  past  SG  has  had  trouble  with  getting  CD  students  involved 
who  are  typically  apathetic. 

"I  don't  think  that  you  can  say  that  Jeff  has  done  it  all.  You 
do  have  to  recognize  that  he  is  the  president  The  buck  sort  of 
stops  with  him  and  if  things  go  well  he  will  receive  some 
credit.  If  things  don't  go  well  then  he  gets  all  the  blame,"  she 
said. 

When  looking  back  on  past  administrations  in  SG,  Friedli 
commented  on  one  particular  year  that  she  enjoyed  the  most. 
She  enjoyed  the  year  when  Maria  Leclaire  was  president  and 
Jim  Belushi  was  the  first  student  trustee  to  ever  sit  on  the 
board  of  trustees. 

According  to  Friedli,  Leclaire  was  a  very  flamboyant 
individual.  During  the  time  of  this  president's  reign,  CD  was 
having  serious  problems  with  the  parking  lots;  not  with 
student  finding  spaces,  but  the  lots  were  apparently  filled  with 
rough  gravel  and  mud. 

Leclaire,  who  was  incensed  by  the  situation,  took  some 
mud  from  the  parking  lot  and  mailed  it  to  the  governor  of 
Illinois.  Then  when  she  was  trying  to  get  petitions  signed 
around  campus,  she  took  a  pair  of  muddied  shoes  which  had 
been  ruined  by  the  parking  lot's  soil,  and  placed  them  on  the 
executive  vice-president's  desk.  The  man  signed  her  petition. 

"She  had  so  many  ideas  and  wanted  to  work  in  many 
areas,"  Friedli  reflected.  "She  was  able  to  get  students 
involved,  and  she  formed  many  committees.  Fortunately  the 
executive  vice-president  had  a  sense  of  humor  when  she  put 
her  shoes  on  his  desk." 

McAninch,  who  was  not  in  all  cases  as  closely  involved 
with  personalities  of  SG  members,  reflects  back  to  a  time 
when  SG  helped  fund  the  Student  Resources  Center. 


According  to  McAninch,  the  state  only  approved  so  much  of 
the  building  and  part  of  the  non-approved  area  was  on  the  lower 
floor  near  SRC  1022-1024.  The  college  sought  the  aid  of  SG  and 
talked  to  the  architect  and  the  board  about  excavating  the  space 
and  adding  it  in.  The  college  then  got  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  to  approve  it. 

"Student  Government  was  a  major  help  with  the  building. 

They  gave  us  the  money  that  they  had  set  aside.  If  they  wouldn't 
have  helped  us  most  of  the  building  as  we  know  it  wouldn't  have 
been  added  on,"  McAninch  said. 

Although  the  past  cannot  be  changed,  Friedli  said  that  there 
were  times  that  were  trying  for  her,  "as  such  is  the  case  in  any 
organization. 

"I'm  sure  that  there  are  things  that  could  have  been  done 
differently,"  Friedli  said.  "It's  a  matter  of  education  with  students. 
They're  going  to  do  things  the  way  they  think  they  should  be 
done.  They  aren't  always  going  to  follow  through  on  accepted 
procedure  because  they  don't  like  it.  In  other  words  they  are 
rebelling  against  established  ways  of  doing  things  because  they 
would  rather  do  it  their  own  way.  Elections  are  a  wonderful 
example  of  that." 

McAninch  comments  on  the  frustration  that  past  SG's  have 
felt. 

"I  think  that  sometimes  on  their  part  they  have  had  a  feeling  of 
frustration  because  they  can't  get  involvement.  Fortunately  or 
unfortunately  they  sometimes  were  at  odds  with  the  Courier 
staff  over  the  years,"  he  said.  "I  think  they  have  often  felt  that  the 
Courier  staff  never  really  appreciated  what  they  did  therefore  not 
giving  them  credit.  Whether  that's  right  or  wrong,  I'm  not  making 
a  judgement  on  it,  I  think  that  that's  been  a  feeling  on  their  part." 

The  future  of  SG  looks  brighter  for  future  administrations  as 
election  time  nears,  but  both  Friedli  and  McAninch  concurred 
that  student  involvement  is  imperative  to  SG  if  students  wish  to 
be  fairly  represented.

•  Student  lounge  restoration 

According  to  Brien  Sheahan,  SG  executive  director,  $35,000 
was  appropriated  by  the  organization  to  pay  for  most  of  the  cost 
of  purchasing  new  furniture  for  the  student  lounges  in  the  IC 
building. 

The  project  has  taken  a  long  time  to  complete  Sheahan  said, 
but  the  effort  will  be  well  worth  it. 

"After  two  years,  it  is  finally  going  to  get  done,"  Sheahan  said 
with  pride.  "It  is  not  the  furniture  that  SG  had  selected,  but  it 
still  will  do  the  job.” 

He  also  added  that  SG's  involvement  in  the  planning  and 
execution  of  the  project  has  been  a  continuous  cooperative  effort 
with  the  college's  administration. 

"We've  (SG)  been  there  throughout  the  whole  process," 
Sheahan  said,  "we  were  consulted  on  it,  but  unfortunately  did 
not  have  the  final  say." 

He  noted  that  the  new  furniture  will  be  in  the  lounges  by  Fall 
Quarter.  However,  the  trash  receptacles  and  ash  trays  have 
already  arrived  and  the  actual  furniture  may  come  in  within  the 
next  few  weeks. 


•A  Student's  Survival  Guide 

An  orientation  guide  for  new  students  has  been  finished.  The 
48-page  booklet  will  be  distributed  in  the  Fall  Quarter. 

Twenty  thousand  guides  will  be  printed  costing  SG  "several 
thousand  dollars"  according  to  Michael  Stajduhar,  SG  director  in 
charge  of  the  project. 

The  contents  of  the  guide  vary  in  topics  from  brief 
descriptions  of  many  CD  services  and  programs  to  an  assortment 
of  study  hints. 

Stajduhar  said  that  the  need  for  such  a  tool  is  present  because 
many  students  need  to  learn  a  lot  about  the  college  in  a  short 
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period  of  time. 

The  only  two  drawbacks  to  the  guide  that  he  sees  is  its 
smallness  and  its  short-term  usefulness. 


•  Student  rally 


A  student  rally  was  held  on  March  8  that  allowed  many  at  CD 
to  vent  their  frustrations  about  the  possibility  of  a  faculty  strike. 

As  rumors  circulated  and  tempers  flared,  SG  organized  the 
event  in  an  effort  to  inform  students  about  the  status  of  the 
negotiations  according  to  Jeff  Russell,  SG  president. 

The  450  people  who  attended  got  an  opportunity  to  listen  to 
both  sides  of  the  negotiations.  The  entire  cost  of  the  rally  came 
to  $1,100  said  Russell  and  he  believes  that  it  was  money  well 
spent. 

"I  give  the  credit  to  students  for  the  success  of  the  day" 
Russell  said.  "All  that  we  did  was  coordinate  it." 

Stajduhar  said  that  SG  preferred  not  to  take  sides  on  the  issue, 
but  instead  encouraged  everyone  to  resolve  the  conflict  quickly 
because  it  was  unfair  to  students. 

"We  (CD  students)  should  not  have  had  to  worry  about  the 
faculty  striking  when  we  were  supposed  to  be  studying  for 
finals,"  Stajduhar  concluded. 


•  Disability  Awareness  Day 

Feb.  27  was  the  day  that  SG  made  an  effort  to  show  able 
students  what  it  was  like  to  be  disabled. 

The  day  involved  a  variety  of  activities  that  included  an 
obstacle  course,  speakers  and  an  opportunity  for  everyone  to 
adopt  a  disability  said  Shakil  Satttar,  SG  director  in  charge  of 
the  project. 

"The  motive  of  that  day  was  to  create  more  of  an  awareness 
in  the  college  about  the  disabled,"  Sattar  said. 


•  Tutor  program 

Currently,  SG  offers  students  tutoring  information  for  free.  If 
a  student  is  interested  in  tutoring  or  is  in  need  of  one,  a  list  of 
people  who  can  tutor  in  a  variety  of  subjects  is  available. 
However,  SG  members  believe  that  this  is  not  enough. 

Stajduhar  said  that  he  would  like  to  see  a  tutoring  center  open 
up  at  the  college. 

"It  (the  tutoring  center)  would  encompass  peer-to-peer 
tutoring,  teacher-to-student  tutoring,  and  professional-to-student 
tutoring." 

He  added  that  there  is  a  great  demand  by  students  for  tutoring. 

'Tutoring  is  a  very  important  thing,"  Stajduhar  said.  "We 
(SG)  get  about  15  calls  a  day  for  tutors  because  there  is  a  big 
demand  out  there."  ' 

Russell  noted  that  Oakton  Community  College  has  a  similar 
center  and  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  students  use  it  at  one  time 
or  another.  t 

A  committee  may  be  set  up  to  begin  to  look  at  the  feasability 
of  such  a  center  said  Russell.  He  hopes  that  SG  will  be  able  to 
persuade  the  administration  to  consider  initiating  such  a  center.

he  demands  on  SG  members  are  often  many,  but  is  it  all 
worth  it?

"(The  board  of  directors)  and  staff  members  must  be  willing  to 
give  their  time,  effort,  and  professional  attitude  to  further  help 
their  fellow  students. 

I"(SG)  is  a  job  and  members  must  treat  it  as  such." 

The  mandates  of  the  "job"  are  emphasized,  but  as  one  SG 
member  noted,  getting  an  education  is  everyone's  first  priority. 

"SG  members  have  school  which  is  more  important,"  said 
Brien  Sheahan,  executive  director,  said. 

In  his  experience  in  a  student  government,  Sheahan  has  learned 
that  the  wheels  of  government  do  not  move  fast. 

"Things  don't  happen  fast,"  Sheahan  said.  "I  thought  that  I 
would  be  able  to  change  many  things  quickly,  but  it  was  not  the 
case." 

Sheahan  added  that  he  hopes  that  his  efforts  have  not  been 
wasted  and  that  he  has  made  a  "contribution"  to  the  college.  In 
his  opinion,  SG  offers  many  learning  experiences  to  those  who 
come  into  contact  with  it. 

He  concluded  by  adding  that  while  there  seems  to  be  a  lot  of 
student  apathy,  the  upcoming  elections  are  important.

Worm  in  the  apple 


ince  nothing  ever  seems  to  be  perfect,  SG  has 
experienced  a  number  of  problems  that  mostly  stem  out 
of  its  own  inter-office  politics. 

•  Murray  Leith,  a  current  club  representative,  noted  that  there 
are  a  few  things  that  people  in  SG  could  improve  on,  but  he  is 
also  quick  to  point  out  that  there  are  many  who  work  hard  in  the 
organization. 

"SG's  weaknesses  are  its  high  turnover  rate  and  the  high 
mortality  rate  of  ideas,"  Leith  said.  "However,  sometimes  I  feel 
really  humbled  by  all  of  the  work  that  others  do  in  SG.” 

•Beth  Titlow,  ex-director,  was  elected  into  SG  in  spring  of  '89 
and  resigned  in  November  of  that  year. 

She  said  that  "SG  has  so  much  potential  because  it  has  a 
tremendous  amount  of  power,"  but  that  it  is  not  used  well  by  its 
members. 

"It  has  become  a  puppet  organization.  I  think  that  people  are 
caught  up  in  the  glamour  of  it,"  Tidow  said. 

She  reflected  on  her  own  experience  as  a  newcomer  to  the 
i  organization. 

She  said,  "I  had  no  idea  of  what  I  was  getting  into.  I  kept  my 
mouth  shut  about  a  lot  of  things  because  I  felt  too  intimidated. 

"Some  SG  members  seemed  to  treat  some  of  us  like 
mushrooms  where  you  'keep  them  in  the  dark,  feed  them  lots  of 
!  crap  and  when  they  grow,  can  them.'" 

Titlow  ran  in  the  election  under  a  party  affiliation  which  she 
:  questioned  later  on. 

"Once  you  were  in  the  Action  Party,  you  had  to  vote  a  certain 
;  way,"  Titlow  said.  "I  was  often  pressured  to  vote  a  certain  way. 

I  At  times,  I  felt  that  the  only  way  for  me  to  vote  was  to  abstain 
even  though  they  told  me  otherwise." 

She  noted  that  these  party  alliances  were  often  negative. 

"A  lot  of  the  problems  in  SG  result  because  they  forget  why 
they  are  there,"  she  said.  "Many  of  these  problems  were  caused 
by  changes  in  alliances  and  I  saw  it  break  up  friendships." 

Titlow  offered  a  tip  to  SG  members.  She  said  that,  "you've' got 
to  have  the  courage  to  stand  behind  your  convictions." 

Titlow,  along  with  four  other  CD  students,  made  an 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  impeach  six  members  of  SG  during  the 
start  of  last  Winter  Quarter. 


In  a  recent  interview  she  said,  "I  still  would  like  to  see  all  of 
them  out  on  their  asses. 

"What  really  ticked  me  off  was  that  the  students  let  it  die. 

"The  administration  was  one  of  the  biggest  problems  because 
the  bottom  line  was  that  they  did  not  want  to  deal  with  it." 

She  said  that  such  things  as  "buying  a  vote  with  a  cookie  does 
not  sound  important,  but  what  is  is  the  concept  behind." 

She  also  noted  that  even  though  SG  is  not  as  powerful  as  state 
or  federal  governments  are,  the  power  that  it  does  have  may  be 
too  much.  She  said,  "it  is  like  giving  a  two-year-old  LSD." 

Titlow  reflected  on  the  start  of  her  career  in  SG  and  noted  that 
it  started  off  on  a  good  foot  in  their  summer  retreat  at  Western 
Dlinois  University.  This  retreat  was  used  as  an  orientation  for 
new  members  and  as  an  opportunity  to  build  unity  in  the  group. 

"If  we  could  turn  back  the  clock  and  just  have  held  onto  the 
goals  that  were  made  in  the  SG  retreat,  things  would  have  worked 
out  great,"  Titlow  said,  "but  somewhere  we  lost  them." 

•  Shakil  Sattar,  current  SG  director,  was  elected  in  the  spring 
of  ’89  and  also  comments  on  negative  aspects  about  the 
organization. 

Sattar  believes  that  SG  is  "really  disorganized"  and  that  the 
friendships  that  are  present  within  it  detract  from  its 
effectiveness. 

"I  believe  that  it  is  a  friendship  government,"  Sattar  said.  "For 
example  let's  suppose  that  you  have  a  problem  with  smoking  and 
you  would  like  to  be  able  to  smoke  in  the  office,  you  would 
propose  a  resolution  and  your  friends  would  vote  for  it." 

He  notes  that  such  practices  often  occur. 

He  said,  "it  was  there  before  I  went  in,  it  is  there  now,  and  it 
will  be  there  when  I  am  gone.  Instead  of  keeping  their  values  and 
the  students'  interests  in  mind  they  put  their  friends  first." 

Sattar  added  that  SG  is  effective  when  it  is  needed,  but  that  it  is 
not  enough. 

"I  believe  that  it  is  doing  a  fairly  good  job  in  representing 
students"  Sattar  said.  "When  it  is  needed  they  do  it,  but  it  is  not 
as  good  a  job  as  they  should  be  doing." 

Sattar  said  that  even  though  he  will  be  returning  to  CD  next 
year,  he  will  not  run  for  re-election. 

"I  am  sick  of  dirty  politics  and  back-stabbing  which  is  present 
in  SG,"  he  said.  "I  am  not  trying  to  point  fingers  at  anyone,  but 
politics  does  that  to  you — you  have  to  play  dirty  sometimes." 

He  said  that  he  learned  a  lot  from  his  experience  in  SG  and 
encourages  everyone  to  join,  but  that  intentions  have  to  be 
analyzed. 

"I  hope  that  people  realize  that  SG  is  not  a  joke,"  Sattar 
concluded.  "If  they  really  want  to  come  into  it,  they  should  come 
with  good  intentions  and  not  because  they  are  power-hungry, 
otherwise,  they  will  just  end  up  being  screwed  up  by  it  (their 
experience  in  SG)."

Bye,  bye  Lucile 


lthough  Lucile  Friedli  has  been  here  since  CD  opened 
its  doors  to  the  public  23  years  ago,  the  last  12  years  of 
her  career  have  been  dedicated  to  being  director  of 
Student  Activities. 

Friedli  was  initially  brought  to  CD  to  act  as  a  counselor,  but 
after  two  years  her  efforts  were  needed  elsewhere. 

Throughout  the  last  12  years,  one  of  Friedli 's  duties  has  been 
to  act  as  advisor  to  Student  Government.  She  admits  that  she  has 
seen  some  major  changes  with  that  organization  throughout  the 
years. 

"I  have  seen  an  increasing  trend  toward  responsibility,  I'm 
happy  to  say,"  Friedli  said.  "Also  we  are  getting  students  now 
who  are  really  good  academic  students." 

Friedli  said  that  SG  hasn't  always  been  composed  of  people 
who  put  academic  achievement  high  on  their  list  of  priorities. 

"I'm  not  trying  to  imply  that  we  always  had  so-called  'losers' 
because  that  isn't  true,  but  the  students  we  have  this  year  are  very 
good  academic-wise,"  Friedli  said. 

She  admits  that  this  has  been  part  of  a  trend  and  that  it  just 
hasn't  happened  this  year. 

According  to  Friedli,  SG  has  always  had  a  special  strength. 


and  that  is  that  they  are  a  constituency. 

"SG  has  a  place  at  the  table  in  the  board  room,  and  they  are 
recognized  as  an  important  entity  of  the  college,  and  are 
represented  on  college-wide  committees,"  Friedli  said. 

Friedli  also  acknowledged  the  fact  that  SG  has  several 
weaknesses. 

One  of  these  imperfections  is  the  inability  to  follow  through. 
"They  have  the  ability  to  take  on  a  lot  of  projects,  and  not 
completing  them,"  Friedli  admits.  "They  are  excited  about 
doing  things  but  really  fall  through  when  it  comes  to  getting 
them  done." 

Friedli  attributes  that  problem  to  one  that  is  not  unique  only 
to  SG  but  for  most  community  colleges  as  well;  the  rapid 
turnover  of  students. 

"The  quarter  system  that  we  have  lends  itself  to  allow 
students  to  come  and  go,"  Friedli  said. 

She  said  that  there  have  been  some  years  when  SG  has  turned 
over  completely  within  a  year  which  makes  it  very  difficult  to 
carry  on  designated  projects  when  there  is  a  change  in 
leadership. 

Although  Friedli  is  leaving  CD  at  the  end  of  the  school  year, 
she  said  that  she  would  be  very  surprised  if  things  in  SG 
changed. 

"It's  the  characters  of  students  that  usually  mandate  the 
changes,”  she  said.  "In  other  words,  the  role  of  the  advisor  is 
exactly  that,  to  advise  and  to  serve  as  a  liaison." 

Friedli  said  that  each  year  SG  will  make  their  mark  if  they 
have  responsible  people. 

"If  they  don't  have  responsible  leaders,  I  cannot  do  their  job 
for  them,"  she  said. 

She  said  that  often,  the  elected  officials  take  on  the  job  for  the 
prestige  and  don't  really  carry  through  on  their  responsibilities. 

In  the  past,  Friedli  can  remember  a  lot  of  in-fighting  in  the 
SG  office  which  only  hurt  the  organization.  It  was  "a  struggle 
for  power,"  she  said. 

"This  year's  SG  has  been  really  outstanding,  they  have  a  lot 
of  really  talented  people  in  that  group." 

SG  has  done  many  things  that  Friedli  thinks  have  been  great. 
The  student/parent  co-op  is  one  idea  that  she  feels  strongly 
about. 

This  program  allows  students  who  are  parents  to  attend 
classes  and  have  their  children  looked  after  by  another 
parent/student  in  the  same  position.  Those  involved  in  this 
program  alternate  times  in  which  they  watch  each  others 
children. 

"The  days  that  SG  has  organized  this  year  to  create  attention 
to  certain  societal  needs,  such  as  their  Disability  Day  are  great," 
Friedli  said. 

She  also  thinks  SG's  book  exchange  program  is  good  except 
that  it  demands  a  lot  of  detail. 

"I  don't  know  how  successful  that  will  continue  to  be  because 
it  requires  a  lot  of  work  and  time  in  the  office,  but  the  concept  I 
think  is  good,"  Friedli  said. 

The  students  being  able  to  serve  on  committees  is  also  good 
because  Friedli  said  that  gives  them  a  chance  for  their  voices  to 
be  heard. 

Friedli  admitted  that  one  of  the  best  things  about  her  job  is 
the  interaction  she  has  with  students. 

"I'm  in  an  administrative  position  that  mandates  that  I  have  a 
lot  of  contact  with  students,"  Friedli  said.  "Most  administrators 
do  not  have  contact  with  students,  at  least  not  on  a  day-to-day 
basis." 

When  looking  back  to  the  past  Friedli  remembers  some  times 
when  the  grass  wasn’t  always  so  green. 

"Looking  back,  I  can  remember  years  when  it  was  hard  to 
find  students  to  serve  for  SG,"  Friedli  said.  "It  was  very 
difficult  to  try  to  carry  on  a  program  without  leadership." 

Friedli  can  even  remember  a  year  when  there  was  physical 
violence  in  the  SG  office. 

"Then  my  job  was  to  resolve  interpersonal  relationships  and 
that  was  very  negative." 

Reminiscing  over  the  last  12  years,  Friedli  admits  that  there 
are  things  that  she  would  have  probably  done  differently,  but 
she  tends  not  to  agonize  over  that. 

Friedli  concluded,  "Hindsight  is  always  better  than  foresight, 
but  what’s  done  is  done."

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20th  anniversary  of  Kent  State  shootings 


Anti-war  demonstrations  had  been  raging 
across  the  nation's  campuses  in  growing 
numbers,  as  a  generation  raised  in  peace  and 
plenty  protested  a  war  they  felt  was  illegal  and 
immoral. 

A  growing  number  of  the  American  public 
was  questioning  U.S.  involvement  in  Viet 
Nam,  and  the  new  administration  of  Richard 
Nixon  was  seeking  a  way  out  of  the  morass 
that  the  war  had  become. 

Feelings  ran  deep,  and  often  violence  was 
seen  as  a  legitimate  form  of  expression,  by 
both  sides  of  the  issue.  But  we  never  expected 
to  get  shot  at. 

Twenty  years  ago,  I  was  a  student  at 
Northern  Illinois  University  in  DeKalb  and  an 
activist  against  the  war.  I  can  still  recall  the 
disbelief  and  anger  that  raged  throughout  the 
campus  at  the  news  of  the  shooting. 

I  remember  joining  in  the  spontaneous 
demonstrations,  and  marching,  hundreds 
strong,  through  the  streets  of  DeKalb.  Rocks 
were  thrown  that  day,  mostly  at  businesses  that 
were  felt  to  "rip  off'  students. 

We  had  our  own  confrontations  with  the 
authorities,  although  they  involved  nothing 
more  dangerous  than  the  threat  of  arrest  on 
disorderly  conduct  charges.  But  police  were 
often  met  by  demonstrators  with  challenges  to 
open  fire,  as  had  happened  in  Ohio. 

Subsequent  demonstrations  seemed 
different.  Groups  of  students  that  had  never 
been  politically  involved  were  suddenly 
everywhere,  and  seemed  not  so  interested  in 
protesting  wrong-doings  as  they  were  in 
getting  rowdy  and  blowing  off  a  lot  of  steam. 

It  seemed  like  a  massive  case  of  spring  fever 
had  hit  the  campus,  and  taking  to  the  streets 
was  the  cure.  Those  of  us  who  were  serious 
about  our  protest  started  staying  home  from 


the  demonstrations;  we  didn't  want  to  get 
involved  in  the  mindless  orgy  of  violence  that 
seemed  to  be  evolving. 

What  I  remember  most  about  the  Kent  State 
shootings  from  this  perspective  of  20  years  is 
that  it  marked  the  end  of  the  student  protest 
movement. 

Yes,  there  were  other  demonstrations  and 
protests  after  May  1970,  but  the  spirit  was 
gone.  We,  the  privileged  "baby  boom" 
generation  got  scared  when  the 
"Establishment"  fought  back  with  real  bullets, 
and  the  idealism  and  activism  that  were  the 
hallmark  of  the  '60s  quickly  gave  way  to  the 
narcissism  and  self-centeredness  that  was  to  be 
the  byword  of  the  '70s. 

I'm  not  sure  that  we,  as  a  generation,  ever 
recovered  from  the  shock  of  that  spring  day  in 
Ohio. 

We  had  grown  up  with  the  belief  that  we 
could  make  a  difference,  that  we  could  make 
the  world  a  better  place  to  live  in.  And  we  let 
four  deaths  turn  us  aside  from  the  ideals  that 
we  had  so  loudly  heralded  to  the  "corrupt" 
society  of  our  parents. 

We  turned  to  self-indulgence,  and  let  money, 
power  and  aquisition  of  material  things 
become  our  way  of  life. 

The  shootings  at  Kent  State  ripped  the 
masks  off,  and  let  us  see  things  as  they  really 
were.  We  saw  a  government  that  condoned  the 
shooting  of  its  nation's  children  for  protesting 
an  unpopular  war.  And  we  saw  ourselves,  not 
as  the  brave  revolutionaries  struggling  to  build 
a  better  world  that  we  had  imagined  ourselves 
to  be,  but  as  the  spoiled  children  who  were  out 
playing  games  that  were  abandoned  as  soon  as 
things  got  too  rough.

Wbat  makes  this  concert  so  unique  is  that  current 
conductor  Steve  Hanson  has  offered  band  alumni  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  upcoming  concert 
regardless  of  skill  level. 

Hanson  encouraged  past  members  to  participate. 

"You  should  come  and  meet  the  people  who  are 
enjoying  the  band  you  built,  even  if  you  haven’t 
performed  since  yon  left  the  group-even  if  you  can’t 
play  three  notes,”  he  saW.  “The  current  band  is  a 
highly  polished  ensemble,  and  It  will  provide  the 
support  you  need  to  play.” 

The  band  will  perform  works  by  Ives,  Perslchetti, 
Copeland,  Sousa,  P.D.Q.  Bach,  selections  from  the 
Broadway  musical,  "Phantom  of  the  Opera”  and  a 
selection  by  Hayden  Wood  which  will  be  guest 
conducted  by  Marshall.

The  Vermeer  Quartet  in  concert  with  Ray  Still,  principal 
oboist  of  the  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra,  will  be 
performing  in  CD’s  Arts  Center  at  7:30  p.m.  on  May  13. 

Presented  by  Chamber  Music  Chicago,  the  quartet 
will  be  performing  the  following  works:  Britten  s 
Phantasy  Quartet  for  oboe,  violin,  viola  and  cello,  op.  2; 
Schumann's  quartet  in  A  minor,  op.  41;  Gatus  oboe  quartet;  and 
Ibert's  quartet  in  C  (1944). 

This  season  marks  the  sixth  year  that  the  Vermeer  quartet  has 
been  Chamber  Music  Chicago's  resident  ensemble.  This 
performance  comes  late  in  the  season  for  the  quartet;  having 
played  these  pieces  frequently  during  this  season,  the  quartet  is 
quite  comfortable  with  the  four  scheduled  pieces.

Twenty  years  ago  last  Friday,  the 
illusions  of  a  generation  died  in  a 
barrage  of  gunfire  on  the  campus  of 
Kent  State  University  in  Ohio. 

When  the  smoke  cleared,  four 
students  lay  dead,  and  a  shocked  nation  was 
left  to  try  and  figure  out  why  its  children  were 
gunned  down  without  warning  by  members  of 
the  Ohio  National  Guard. 

This  tragedy  did  not  happen  in  a  vacuum.  It 
happened  within  the  context  of  one  of  the  most 
troubling  and  divisive  periods  of  recent 
American  history,  the  Viet  Nam  War  era.

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Are  rich  and  rolling  prairies  a  thing  of  the  past?

ou  see  places  on  the  one  side  that 
are  unwooded  prairies... and  on 
the  other  side  valleys  spreading 
half  a  league.. .(with)  walnuts  and 
oaks. ...grass,  taller  in  places  than 
a  man.. ..you  find  marshes  which. ..are  full  of 
bustards,  swans,  ducks,  cranes  and  teals...." 
wrote  one  early  visitor  to  Illinois,  back  in 
1695. 


The  earliest  European  visitors  to  DuPage 
County  found  a  rich  and  rolling  land  of  open 
prairies,  groves  of  trees,  and  numerous 
wetlands  filled  with  a  dazzling  variety  of 
wildlife. 

Ice  a  mile  or  more  thick  was  the  reason  for 
the  rolling  hills  of  DuPage  County.  Debris  left 
behind  by  melting  glaciers  formed  ridges 
called  moraines;  these  moraines,  running 
north  and  south,  predominate  the  landscape 
today. 

Naperville  Road,  built  on  the  Wheaton 
Moraine,  boasts  the  highest  natural  point  in  the 
county,  152  feet  higher  than  downtown 
Chicago. 

To  the  east,  another  moraine  separates  the 
drainage  of  the  East  Branch  of  the  DuPage 
Rivfcr  from  the  Salt  Creek  drainage. 
Appropriately  enough,  Highland  Avenue  runs 
along  this  moraine. 

As  the  glacial  ice  melted,  huge  floods  of  the 
melting  water  swept  out  wide  river  valleys. 
Travelling  west  on  Maple  avenue  from  Route 
53  will  give  an  excellent  view  of  such  a  valley, 
as  will  the  Greene  Valley  area  at  75lh  Street 
and  Route  53. 

The  influence  of  the  glaciers  can  also  be 


credited  with  the  formation  of  many  of  the 
DuPage  wetlands.  Their  retreat,  a  mere  (in 
geological  terms)  10,000  years  ago,  left  the 
land  with  poorly  established  drainage  patterns, 
allowing  water  to  collect  in  low-lying  areas. 

Fire  also  had  a  major  role  in  the  shaping  of 
the  natural  landscape  of  DuPage  County. 
Naturally  caused  prairie  fires,  as  well  as  those 
set  by  Indians  to  flush  game  out  of  the  tall 
prairie  grasses,  helped  to  keep  the  grasslands 
open,  and  the  prairies  thriving. 

The  Indians  found  in  DuPage  County  by  the 
early  explorers  were  the  Potawatomies,  whose 
name  has  been  translated  as  either 
"Firemakers"  or  "People  of  the  Place  of  Fire." 

The  raging  prairie  fires  also  provided  a 
spectacular  show  for  the  early  visitors  to  the 
county. 

"This  was  the  grandest  scene  I  ever  saw," 
Alfred  Brunson,  a  Methodist  circuit  rider, 
wrote  in  1835,  after  witnessing  a  prairie  fire. 
"As  the  dark  came  on,  the  fire  shone  more 
brilliant  A  cloud  of  smoke  arose  on  which  the 
fire  below  shone,  and  the  reflecdons  could  be 
seen  for  miles — in  some  instances  40." 

The  prevailing  west  winds  of  the  region 
drove  the  prairie  fires  eastward,  as  far  as  the 
East  Branch  of  the  DuPage  River,  which 
formed  a  natural  firebreak.  This  explains  the 
survival  of  older  forests  such  as  Maple  Grove 
in  Downers  Grove,  where  Indians  and  early 
settlers  alike  went  to  tap  the  maple  trees  of 
their  sap,  boiling  it  down  to  make  maple  syrup 
and  sugar. 

Fear  of  the  prairie  fires  was  one  of  several 
reasons  the  prairie  areas  of  Illinois  took  so 
long  to  be  settled.  Northern  Illinois,  and 


DuPage  County,  did  not  see  many  settlers  until 
between  1830  and  1 840 

Many  easterners  thought  the  prairies 
unsuitable  for  agriculture,  believing  that  land 
that  could  not  support  trees  would  not  be  good 
for  crops.  The  harsh  climate,  with  its  hot 
summers  and  winter  blizzards,  the  tough 
prairie  sod  that  could  not  be  cut  by 
conventional  plows,  and  the  general  belief  that 
the  prairies  were  not  healthy  all  contributed  to 
the  later  settlement  of  this  area. 

Not  until  the  Erie  Canal  opened  in  the 
1830s,  making  the  Great  Lakes  a  major 
transportation  route  from  the  eastern  states,  did 
settlers  in  any  number  reach  the  DuPage  are. 

One  such  settler  was  Morris  Sleight.  In 
1834,  he  visited  Naper  Settlement  (now 
Naperville),  and  wrote  to  his  wife  of  his 
delight  with  what  he  saw. 

"It  is  a  beautiful  Place  well  timbered  and 
watered.  It  has  one  of  the  Best  Springs  close 
to  a  beautiful  Building  Spot  and  the  Dupage 
River,  a  Small  but  pretty  stream,  runs  near  the 
Door.. ..This  is  the  Best  country  I  ever  saw...." 

The  secret  of  this  wonderful  country  wasn't 
long  in  the  keeping.  Settlers  came  to  DuPage, 
and  brought  progress  with  them.  By  1850,  the 
county's  population  was  approaching  10,000, 
settlements  were  springing  up  everywhere,  and 
the  natural  face  of  the  land  was  changing 
forever. 

Trees  in  the  groves  and  along  the  rivers  were 
cut  down  to  be  used  for  building  material  and 
fuel.  Trees  were  planted  on  the  prairies  as 
windbreaks.  The  grasslands  were  plowed  and

planted  to  crops,  and  many  wetlands  were 
drained  to  provide  more  agricultural  areas. 

The  old  Indian  trails,  which  had  started  out 
as  game  trails,  felt  the  rumble  of  wagon 
wheels,  as  they  became  some  of  the  roads  we 
still  travel  today;  Park  Boulevard,  Butterfield 
Road  and  Ogden  Avenue  are  a  few  of  these. 

By  1900,  DuPage  County's  population  had 
tripled,  as  railroads  gave  greater  access  to 
Chicago's  markets,  and  through  Chicago, 
those  of  the  nation.  Growth  became 
synonymous  with  DuPage  County,  as 
Chicago's  residents,  longing  for  the  greenery 
and  peace  of  small  town  life,  began  moving 
to  the  villages  along  the  railroad  lines  and 
commuting  into  the  city  to  work. 

1950  came,  with  a  population  of  over 


150,000  in  the  county.  Sub-divisions  were 
built  on  the  plentiful  and  cheap  land,  to 
provide  housing  for  World  War  IPs  returning 
GIs,  and  suburbia  came  to  DuPage. 

The  abundance  of  land  has  guaranteed 
continual  growth,  although  as  the  century 
enters  its  Final  decade,  the  land  is  no  longer 
cheap.  With  a  population  in  1990  in  excess 
or  700,000  people,  DuPage  may  Finally  be 
running  out  of  open  land. 

The  only  prairies  that  can  be  found  today 
are  small  plots  that  have  been  preserved  or 
restored,  and  most  of  the  once-plentiful 
wetlands  areas  have  long  since  been  drained 
and  built  over.  The  groves  of  trees  have  been 
replaced  by  tall  buildings,  and  the  trails  that 
once  carried  the  hunting  Indian  and  the 
farmer  on  his  way  to  market  are  now  paved, 
and  swarm  with  travelers  of  a  different  sort.

The  Chaparrals  have  played  extremely  well  throughout  the 
regular  season,  finishing  15-3.  In  the  conference  tournament, 
they  finished  first  and  did  so  convincingly  by  winning  eight  out 
of  a  possible  nine  titles. 

Last  weekend's  regionals  was  supposed  to  be  more  difficult. 
But  nobody  told  CD,  because  again  they  dominated,  capturing 
their  sixth  straight  regional  championship  and  12th  in  the  last 
20  years.

College  finished  third  (18  points). 

The  entire  squad  made  the  All-Region  team  as  all  nine  of 
CD's  starting  positions  reached  the  finals  with  seven  of  those 
winning  championship  titles. 

"I  thought  we  played  exceptionally  well,  especially  at 
doubles,"  said  Head  Coach  Dave  Webster,  whose  team  swept 
till  three  doubles  titles. 

At  number  one  doubles,  James  Koop  and  Dave  Subrt 
defeated  Antczak/Woon  of  Rock  Valley  7-5,  6-2.  Koop  injured 


his  ankle  in  the  second  set,  but  played  on. 

"He  had  limited  mobility,  but  yet  they  compensated  and  did 
what  they  had  to  do  to  win  the  match,"  Webster  said. 

Koop  should  be  100  percent  by  the  time  nationals  begin.

Men's  team  captures 
region  crown;  women

A  four  day  lay-off  before  the  start  of 
post-season  play  didn't  bother  the  lady 


Chaparrals  last  weekend  as  they  entered  the 
play-offs  leading  up  to  the  Region  IV 
Tournament. 

CD  very  easily  eliminated  Truman  in  the 
second  round,  best-of-three  series  two 
games  to  none,  and  now  move  on  to  round 
three  against  Waubonsee. 

With  their  two  victories  over  the  lady 
Falcons,  the  lady  Chaps  matched  their  all- 
time  single  season  victory  total  of  33 
games,  and  extended  their  record  winning 
streak  to  22  games  and  a  33-1  overall 
record. 

In  the  first  game,  Kelly  Chnstoffer  (4-0, 
2.14  ERA)  shut  out  Truman  on  a  three- 
hitter  and  CD  pounded  out  13  hits  of  their 
own  to  defeat  Truman  17-0.  Michelle 
Davidson  and  Lisa  Strobel  led  the  offense, 
each  hitting  triples. 

Game  two  was  much  of  the  same  as  the 
lady  Chaps  demolished  Truman  29-2.  Erin 
Ingram  (6-0,  0.44  ERA)  allowed  only  two 
runs  (both  unearned)  and  the  offense 
provided  more  than  enough  support. 

Allison  Precht,  giving  shortstop  Strobel  a 
rest,  went  a  perfect  four  for  four  at  the  plate 


Stoklasa  went  three  for  five  with  four  RBIs 
and  four  runs  scored,  and  Molly  Vincent 
went  three  for  three  with  three  RBIs  and 
three  runs  scored. 

Head  Coach  Seven  Sarkisian  decided  to 
empty  his  bench  for  both  games  and  get  all 
17  members  involved  against  the  lesser- 
talented  Truman  squad. 

"It  really  wasn’t  much  of  a  contest," 
Sarkisian  said.  "I  didn't  want  any  of  our 
starters  to  get  hurt  and  I  wanted  to  gel  our 
reserve  players  some  work." 

Getting  some  playing  time  for  his  entire 
team  is  something  that  concerns  Sarkisian. 
Not  only  did  his  team  have  a  four  day  lay¬ 
off  before  the  play-offs,  but  now  they  have 
played  only  four  games’in  the  last  ten  days. 

"Evctt  Rammon  (scheduled  to  pitch 
against  Waubonsee)  has  not  pitched  in  ten 
days  and  it's  been  very  difficult  to  keep  her 
and  all  the  pitchers  sharp,"  Sarkisian  said.

Moran  finished  third  out  of  seven  in  the 
shot  put,  while  Oroni  took  third  in  the  javelin, 
the  long  jump,  and  the  discus. 

"There  was  enough  time  in  between 
events,"  Zimmick  said.

Jones’  first  place  finish  in  the  800  run  was

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College  sets  goals 
to  recruit  minorities

The  Human  Resources  department  has 
issued  a  list  of  goals  to  all  CD  supervisors  and 
administrators  with  hopes  of  incorporating 
more  minorities  into  the  college. 

According  to  Howard  Owens,  director  of 
Human  Resources,  this  has  not  been  the  first 
time  that  CD  has  made  a  conscious  effort  to 
recruit  minorities.  Owens  admits  that  the 
college  has  had  difficulty  meeting  these  goals 
in  the  past. 

Owens  said  that  by  increasing  the  number  of 
minority  applicants,  the  likelihood  that  they 
will  be  successful  will  increase. 

Walt  Packard,  dean  of  Social  and 
Behavioral  Sciences  admits  that  if  two 
candidates  apply  for  an  open  position  and  they 
are  equally  qualified,  the  minority  candidate 
will  most  likely  be  selected. 


"If  you  are  going  to  make  affirmative  action 
work,  you  have  to  do  that,"  Packard  said. 

Orlando  Keenan,  supervisor  of  Accounts 
Payable,  noted  that  he  has  heard  that  he 
benefitted  from  the  affirmative  action  policy 
when  he  was  hired. 

Keenan  added  that  the  policy  is  justified 
because  there  is  a  need  to  hire  more  minorities. 
He  says  it  also  benefits  CD's  students. 

"It  helps  relieve  the  (racial)  tension  that 
black  students  experience  when  they  see  that 
they  are  not  the  only  ones  here  and  that  there 
are  also  some  of  us  who  work  here,"  Keenan 
said. 

According  to  Dan  Lindsey,  dean  of 
communications,  affirmative  action  hiring  will 
help  the  faculty  mirror  the  makeup  of  the 
student  body.

CD's  Hospitality  and  Culinary  Arts 
department  Formed  a  student  exchange 
program  with  H.E.A.R.T.  Academy  of 
Jamaica,  West  Indies. 

H.E.A.R.T.,  which  is  known  as  "the" 
school  for  chefs  in  Jamaica,  stands  for 
Human  Employment  And  Research 
Training. 

The  academy  consists  of  a  50-room 
hotel  with  a  student-run  restaurant. 

Two  CD  students  will  go  to  the 
school  and  work  as  teacher's  assistants. 
Students  will  be  responsible  for  their 
own  air  fare,  and  incidental  costs. 
Living  accommodations  and  some 
meals,  as  well  as  tuition  will  be  payed 
for  by  the  academy. 

"In  our  particular  industry,  the 
hospitality  industry,  international 
experience  is  very  valuable,"  George 
Macht,  associate  professor  and 
coordinator  of  foodservice 
administration  and  culinary  and  pastiy 
arts,  said.  "We're  trying  to  develop  this 
relationship  with  other  schools  in  other 
countries  so  that  we  can  provide  our 
students  with  opportunities  that  they 
wouldn't  normally  get." 

According  to  Macht,  to  be  eligible 
for  this  program,  a  student  must  have 
the  flexibility  to  leave  home,  be  self- 
motivated,  and  be  a  good  student. 

"They're  going  to  be  working  as  a 
teacher’s  assistant  in  that  particular 
facility,"  Macht  said.  “If  they  don’t  have 
the  skills  and  the  knowledge  then  they 
are  not  going  to  have  nearly  as  good  of 


an  experience  as  one  who  did.  They  need 
to  have  iheir  fust  year  of  training  here  at 
the  college,  at  least,  to  go  there." 

The  program  has  just  been  opened  to 
the  students.  Macht  explained  the 
program  to  the  students  and  what  it  is 
going  to  entail.  The  decision  on  who  is 
going  to  go  to  Jamaica  will  be  a  group 
one,  Macht  said.  The  students' 
applications  will  be  sent  through 
channels  of  the  school  principal,  Hugh 
Wint.  and  CD's  administration  and 
faculty,  before  the  final  decision  will  be 
made.

Each  student  will  have  the  opportunity 

to  earn  between  five  and  10  credit  hours 
through  individual  study. 

An  obstacle  that  Macht  claims  still 
has  to  be  dealt  with  is  when  foe  students 
will  be  able  to  go  to  the  school. 

The  H.E.A.R.T.  Academy  is  a  one- 
year  university  where  the  program  is  on¬ 
going  without  interruption,  whereas  CD 
students  can  take  one  class  at  a  time  and 
still  be  able  to  earn  a  degree. 

According  to  Macht.  this  is  not  the 
only  difference  between  CD  and 
H.E.A.R.T. 

"When  I  went  there  to  teach  at  the 
academy  I  was  pleasantly  surprised," 


Macht  said.  "I  walked  into  the  classroom 
and  all  of  the  students  stood  up.  When  I 
spoke  in  class  they  wrote  down  every 
ward  that  I  said.  It  was  good  for  me  as  an 
instructor  because  I  had  to  really  pay 
attention  to  what  I  was  doing  and  be  sure 
that  my  delivery  was  very  clear  so  that 
they  understood.  I  realized  that  this  was 
so  important  to  them.  There  they  have  to 
commit  so  much  to  memory,  whereas 
here,  students  can  refer  back  to  a  book." 

Macht  added  that  "if  this  program  is 
successful,  we  will  continue  to  offer  it." 

Currently  this  is  the  only  foreign 
program  that  the  hospilaLity  and 
culinary  program  offers. 

"There  is  no  one  in  the  area  that  I 
know  of  that  has  a  program  like  this," 
Macht  said.  "We're  (CD)  very 
aggressive  in  trying  to  develop  other 
relationships  with  schools  over-seas." 

CD  is  currently  trying  to  make 
arrangements  with  Westchester  and 
Thomas  Danby  Colleges  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Setting  these  programs  up  is  not  a 
simple  task,  according  to  Macht, 
because  the  United  States’  college 
educational  system  is  different  from  that 
of  Jamaica  and  the  U.K. 

"It's  going  to  be  a  big  culture  shock 
for  their  students  and  we  hope  that  they 
will  adjust  to  it,"  Macht  said.  "That's  a 
major  concern  of  ours  because  many  of 
these  people,  if  this  program  wasn’t 
available,  probably  would  never  leave 
Jamaica.  This  is  a  tremendous  opportunity 
for  them."

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Five  new  clubs  form 
on  college  campus

An  assortment  of  new  clubs  have  formed 
this  spring,  offering  CD  students  a  chance  to 
get  involved  in  a  variety  of  activities. 

From  the  study  and  understanding  of  foreign 
cultures  to  learning  about  American  political 
and  economic  systems,  these  organizations 
provide  students  with  an  extra  learning 
opportunity. 

The  American  Muslim  Club  began  forming 
at  the  end  of  Fall  Quarter;  their  constitution 
was  approved  at  the  end  of  Winter  Quarter. 

President  Nazima  Hasham  said  that 
approximately  50  members  meet  to  discuss 
various  issues  relevant  to  Muslims,  such  as 
food  taboos  or  the  relationship  of  Christianity 
and  Islam.  They  also  gather  for  Friday 
prayers,  and  held  an  "Eid"  party  to  mark  the 
Islamic  holy  month  of  Ramadan. 

Fundraising  activities  will  be  planned  in  the 
future. 

Sigma  Delta  Mu  is  an  honors  society  for 
Hispanic  studies.  An  appreciation  of  the 
language,  history  and  art  of  the  Hispanic  world 
is  emphasized. 

As  this  is  an  honors  society,  members  must 
attain  a  3.0  GPA  in  Spanish  and  overall 
studies. 

An  induction  ceremony  was  held  May  11, 
prior  to  the  CD  Honors  Reception,  to  welcome 
new  members. 

Students  for  a  Better  Environment  was 
being  formed  as  CD  prepared  to  celebrate 
Wetlands  Appreciation  Day.  The  constitution 
was  approved  about  two  weeks  ago,  according 
to  Sharon  Nichols,  geography  instructor  and 
advisor  the  the  club. 

The  club  was  organized  to  promote 
environmental  awareness  and  to  carry  that 


awareness  over  into  campus  activities. 

Plans  for  an  organizational  meeting  have  not 
been  finalized,  but  Nichols  said  that  they  will 
be  meeting  soon.  She  said  that  many  students 
have  expressed  an  interest  in  becoming 
involved. 

The  Young  Entrepreneurs  was  just  formed 
this  month,  according  to  President  Tim  White. 
This  club's  purpose  is  to  inform  members 
about  various  money-making  techniques,  and 
to  expose  members  to  issues  of  interest  to  the 
business  community. 

Although  there  are  no  activities  planned  yet, 
White  said  that  they  hope  to  invite  various 
business  people  to  address  the  group. 

Young  Entrepreneurs  has  1 1  members  so  far, 
and  is  looking  for  members  who  will  be  here 
next  year. 

For  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
American  political  system,  the  Young 
Republicans  offer  a  chance  to  get  involved  in 
political  issues. 

David  Eldridge,  associate  professor  of 
geography  and  the  club's  advisor,  said  that  the 
club  was  formed  "to  provide  an  outlet  for 
students  with  a  political  interest,  to  work  with 
candidates,  and  to  learn  more  about 
representative  government." 

The  Young  Republicans,  with  a  membership 
of  around  20,  reorganized  with  a  new 
constitution  Fall  Quarter. 

According  to  Eldridge,  they  hope  to  bring 
political  candidates,  such  as  Jim  Edgar  or  Lynn 
Martin  to  the  CD  campus.

Wetlands  needed  to 


control  high  waters

The  storms  that  dumped  up  to  four 
inches  of  rain  over  DuPage  County  last 
week  were  a  vivid  illustration  of  the  value 
of  wetlands. 

In  a  natural  system  that  included 
adequate  wetlands,  the  water  would  be 
held,  to  slowly  filter  back  into  the  rivers 
and  streams. 

Instead,  the  water  ran  off  the  parking 
lots  and  buildings  of  DuPage  County, 
overflowing  the  rivers  and  flooding  low- 
lying  areas  with  water  that  had  no  place 
else  to  go. 

CD's  wetlands  served  a  purpose  to  which 
they  are  well  suited  in  those  heavy 
rainstorms. 

The  wetlands  at  CD  serve  more  than  one 
purpose,  however.  A  wildlife  refuge,  and 
several  nature  study  areas  make  up  part 
of  the  natural  face  of  CD. 

The  pond  to  the  east  of  the  Arts  Center 
merges  into  a  deciduous  swamp,  which  is 
flanked  by  a  restored  prairie.  Two 
marshes  and  another  prairie  restoration 
are  tucked  between  Lambert  Road  and 
the  access  drive  leading  to  the  SRC. 

The  west  campus  shelters  the  Hoddinott 
Wildlife  Sanctuary,  another  marsh,  just 
southwest  of  the  WDCB  radio  transmitter. 
CD's  wetlands  and  prairies  are  open  to  all, 
offering  a  small  corner  of  naturalness  in 
an  otherwise  developed  area. 

Several  of  the  ponds  located  around  the 
campus  are  not  really  considered  true 
wetlands,  according  to  Hal  Cohen,  a 
professor  in  CD's  Field  Studies  and 
Instructional  Alternatives  programs. 

"True  wetlands  are  often  considered 
those  that  are  kind  of  waterlogged 
places,"  he  said.  "They’re  often  so 


shallow,  that  sometimes  they’re  almost 
dry.  Swamps  and  marshes  are  true 
wetlands." 

According  to  Cohen,  most  of  the  wetland 
areas  were  probably  already  in  existence 
when  the  CD  campus  was  built. 

"The  swamp  was  a  lowland  swamp,  the 
Hoddinott  marsh  was  probably  a  marsh, 
and  the  two  marshes  by  Lambert  Road 
were  already  a  marshy  area."

Definition  of  terms 

Wetland — General  term  for  areas 
that  have  waterlogged  soils,  at 
least  on  occasion,  or  areas  that  are 
covered  with  a  shallow  layer  of 
water. 

Deciduous  Swamp —  Wetlands 
areas  dominated  by  trees  and 
shrubs.  Often  found  near  rivers. 
Marsh —  Areas  of  open  waters, 
dominated  by  grasses,  cattails  and 
water  lilies. 

Prairies — Areas  of  open 
grasslands,  dominated  by  grasses; 
traditionally  these  habitats 
covered  the  central  U.S.,  from 
Illinois  westwards  to  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  and  from  Texas  up 
into  Canada.

CD's  affirmative  action  hiring  goals 
strive  to  enrich  college  community 


DuPage  County  has  a  reputation  as  being  a 

real  homogenous  "white  bread"  community. 
This  perception  belies  the  fact  of  our  growing 
minority  population.  The  goals  of  affirmative 
action  hiring  are  to  make  the  college's  workforce 
more  in  balance  with  the  racial  make-up  of  the 
student  body. 

Affirmative  action  hiring  serves  many 
necessary  functions  at  CD. 

A  representative  cross-section  at  all  levels 
enables  college  members  to  broaden  their 
horizons  and  realize  that  the  world  does  not 
consist  soley  of  rich  white  folks. 

To  get  along  in  our  diverse  and  increasingly 
smaller  world,  it  becomes  necessary  to  be  able  to 
communicate  with  people  of  different  cultural 
backgrounds.  Affirmative  action  helps  to  make 
obsolete  the  myopic  perceptions  that  face  our 
society.  It  also  encourages  minority  applicants 
to  join  the  college  family. 

A  balance  minority  presence  on  campus  also 
provides  role  models  and  contacts  ,  not  only  for 
our  increasing  minority  student  population,  but 


for  the  rest  of  us  that  need  to  see  minorities  in 
successful  roles. 

The  educational  community  is  a  particularly 
appropriate  area  to  strive  for  the  goals  of 
affirmative  action.  The  impact  the  college  can 
have  not  only  on  the  students  of  today  but  the 
students  of  the  future  is  considerable. 

Ironically,  affirmative  action  hiring  has 
sometimes  proved  how  vital  the  role  of 
education  is. 

Minority  recruitment  efforts  at  CD  have  not 
always  met  with  great  success.  There  are 
probably  many  reasons  for  this  including  stiff 
competition  from  other  two  and  four-year 
colleges  also  seeking  qualified  minorities.  The 
suspicion  is  always  there  that  there  are  so  few 
qualified  minorities  to  choose  from  because  of 
the  poor  educational  opportunites  traditionally 
afforded  to  minorities. 

Affirmative  action  hiring  presents  a  way  out  of 
this  Catch-22  situation;  the  administration 
should  be  applauded  for  their  efforts  and  are 
encouraged  to  aggressively  pursue  the  art  of 
attaining  a  well-rounded  CD  community.

Cohen  explained  how  such  areas  can  form 
in  an  environment  that  has  been  altered  by 
building. 

"When  you  start  moving  earth  around, 
you’re  going  to  create  a  diversion,  and  the 
water  is  going  to  seek  a  level  that  it's 
comfortable  with,"  he  said. 

Planning  did  go  into  at  least  part  of  the 
wetlands  areas,  Cohen  pointed  out.  The 
college  is  required  to  retain  storm  water  and 
disperse  it  gradually,  to  help  avoid  flooding. 

He  explained  how  the  water  flows  from 
one  of  the  Lambert  Road  marshes  into 
another,  then  under  Lambert  via 
underground  pipes  and  into  the  pond  east  of 
Building  M.  From  there  more  underground 
pipes  carry  the  water  under  the  tennis  courts 
and  into  the  Hoddinott  marsh. 


As  the  water  moves  through  the  marsh, 
aquatic  plants  help  to  naturally  clean  and 
purify  it.  From  the  marsh  it  filters  into 
another  pond  in  a  subdivision  to  the  west  of 
the  campus,  and  eventually  reaches  a  stream 
that  runs  along  Leask  Lane  and  into  the 
Morton  Arboretum. 

"Our  water  here  affects  the  Arboretum," 


Cohen  said,  commenting  on  the  interaction  of 
natural  systems. 

"One  of  the  things  you  would  like  to  have  in 
a  water  system  is  a  cleansing  operation," 
Cohen  said.  "The  marsh  does  a  really  good 
job  of  that.  We're  actually  cleaning  our  water 
before  we  send  it  on." 

In  Cohen's  20  years  at  CD,  he  has  seen 
numerous  changes  to  the  natural  landscape. 

"Back  in  1970,  when  I  came  here,  the  status 
of  the  wildlife  was  much  different,"  he  said. 
'The  quality  has  changed;  it  hasn't  changed  for 
the  better. 

"We’re  losing  diversity,  because  we've  taken 
a  lot  of  the  landscape  for  buildings,  and  of 
course  parking  lots,"  he  continued. 

"We  used  to  have  horned  larks.  Our 
population  was  the  largest  in  the  county  at  one 
time,"  he  said.  "They're  gone,  there's  not  a 
homed  lark  left  on  campus." 

Cohen  went  on  to  talk  about  the  many  types 
of  birds  that  no  longer  can  be  found  in  CD's 
marshes  and  prairies.  He  cited  the 
development  of  the  campus  as  the  reason  for 
the  losses. 

"The  water  quality  has  changed,"  he  said. 
"We're  getting  a  lot  of  salts  washed  into  it, 
probably  from  the  parking  lots. 

"It's  not  quite  the  same  as  it  was  in  the  past, 


and  it  never  will  be,"  Cohen  added.  "The 
entire  county  is  suffering  the  same  way,  it's  not 
just  the  campus. 

"We're  talking  about  progress.  I'm  afraid 
that  as  long  as  we  continue  to  expand,  we'll 
make  inroads  on  the  wildlife  populations,"  he 
said. 

The  natural  areas  serve  a  variety  of  purposes 
for  the  CD  community.  Besides  the  water 
control  and  purification  benefits,  these  areas 
are  used  for  many  of  the  college's  biology 
classes,  as  a  natural  laboratory.  Students  from 
area  high  schools  also  visit  and  leam. 

They  are  also  used  for  scientific  research  by 
CD's  faculty.  Cohen  said  that  six  scientific 
papers  have  been  published  from  research 
done  in  CD's  wetlands. 

All  in  all,  Cohen  said  that  he  is  happy  with 
CD's  natural  areas. 

"I'm  very  pleased  that  we've  got  two  prairies 
on  campus,  and  that  we've  got  a  swamp  and  a 
marsh,"  he  said.  "Young  people  can  come  out 
and  appreciate  them,  and  actually  get  their  feet 
a  little  wet,  which  I  like  to  do  with  them."

the  educational  process. 

Unfortunately,  Barquero's  address  was  often  inaudible 
because  of  the  poor  sound  system.  McAninch  said  that  this  was 
the  only  problem  of  the  night  and  that  "something  has  got  to  be 
done  (in  future  receptions)  about  the  microphone." 

McAninch  reflected  on  the  history  of  the  reception  and  its 
increasing  success  which  he  believes  is  due  to  the  desire  of 
"honors  students  to  be  recognized,  as  well  they  should." 

The  initial  reason  for  having  the  reception  was  to  give  honors 
students  and  their  parents  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  faculty 
said  McAninch.

"We  are  not  going  to  hire  just  anybody  at  the  expense  of 
quality  education,"  Lindsey  said. 

"We  are  moving  in  the  direction  where  minorities  are 
increasing  in  our  student  body  and  they  have  to  increase  in  our 
faculty,"  Lindsey  said.  "The  faculty  should  reflect  our 
population." 

Owens  said  that  he  does  not  believe  in  affirmative  action  in 
terms  of  setting  quotas,  because  he  believes  that  it  is 
discriminatory. 

"I  believe  in  equal  employment  opportunities  for  everybody," 
Owens  said.  "And  when  you  believe  in  equal  employment 
opportunities,  and  you  believe  in  quotas  at  the  same  time,  you 
are  not  being  equal." 

According  to  David  Eldridge,  associate  professor  of 
geography,  affirmative  action  is  not  a  setting  of  quotas,  but  an 
attempt  to  influence  hiring  decisions  to  erase  historically 
prejudicial  situations  for  minorities. 

Eldridge  admits  that  affirmative  action  is  in  essence,  "racism 
used  to  fight  racism  as  you  would  fight  fire  with  fire. 

"The  problem  with  affirmative  action  is  that  it  is  racism, 
institutionalized  legal  racism,  but  it's  done  for  an  obvious  and 
very  good  reason,"  Eldridge  said. 

Affirmative  action  is  a  federally  mandated  law  that  is  set  by 
the  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission.  It  requires 
public  institutions  to  recruit  minorities. 

"What  the  law  is  trying  to  do  is  overcome  a  long-standing 
practice  of  racism  even  when  people  didn't  really  realize  that 
they  were  doing  it,"  Packard  said.  "White  males  had  an  edge." 

Packard  said  that  we  are  coming  to  a  period  in  our  own 
society  when  the  mixture  in  the  population  is  going  to  be  quite  different. 

"If  we  look  ahead  to  the  year  2000,  most  predictions  are  that 
the  majority  of  the  workforce  is  going  to  be  coming  from 
women  and  various  minorities,"  Packard  said. 

"One  of  the  things  that  institutions  like  our  own  needs  to  be 


aware  of  is  that  we  ought  to  have  our  internal  make-up  reflect 
the  population  that  we  serve,"  he  continued. 

Out  of  the  six  divisions  at  CD,  some  have  more  trouble 
recruiting  minorities  than  others. 

According  to  Packard,  the  Natural  Sciences  division  has 
trouble  obtaining  black  applicants,  while  Asian  applicants  are 
not  as  difficult  to  obtain. 

Keenan  said  that  it  is  not  the  college's  fault  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  minorities  employed  at  the  college. 

"It  is  because  they  are  not  applying,"  Keenan  said.  "The 
college  posts  all  available  positions,  but  a  lot  of  qualified 
minorities  do  not  apply  because  they  don't  live  in  the  DuPage 
area  and  are  not  aware  of  the  openings." 

Eldridge  said  that  black  engineers  would  be  very  greatly  in 
demand  at  CD. 

Packard  noted  that  in  his  division,  psychology  is  the  only 
discipline  with  a  minority. 

Lindsey  said  that  the  communications  division,  as  well  as 
other  divisions,  have  trouble  obtaining  qualified  blacks. 

Although  minorities  are  hard  to  find-amongst  the  faculty 
ranks,  other  areas  in  the  college  attract  many. 

Owens  said  that  in  the  area  of  full-time  skilled  craft,  which 
includes  electricians  and  trades  people,  the  quota  has  been  met 
regarding  minorities.  He  admits  that  this  area  has  even 
surpassed  the  goals  of  attracting  minorities. 

Owens  said  that  in  the  custodial  department,  they  are  700 
percent  over-utilized  in  blacks. 

Eldridge  feels  that  in  all  areas  of  the  college,  incorporating 
minorities  into  the  work  force  is  very  beneficial. 

Keenan,  however,  noted  that  there  are  still  problems  because 
"associating  and  relating  to  blacks  bothers  some  people  just  like 
everywhere  else." 

Eldridge  concluded,  "When  CD  makes  an  attempt  to  bring  in 
minorities  into  the  college,  I  think  that  is  a  positive  step  to  do 
what  the  college's  mission  is  all  about — to  educate  through  a 
variety  of  ways."

Udall  talks  on  converging  themes  of  history 


As  ex-Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Udall  sees  an  opportunity 
for  the  U.S.  to  lend  its  environmental  know-how  to  the  world.

The  world  stands  at  "a  hinge  of 
history;  one  of  the  most  important 
turning  places  of  history  ...to  move 
away  from  war,  to  move  towards 
peace  and  cooperation,"  according  to 
Stewart  Udall,  former  U.S.  Secretary 
of  the  Interior. 

As  part  of  CD's  American  Voices 
lecture  series,  Udall  spoke  to  a 
gathering  of  nearly  300  people  in  the 
Arts  Center  Mainstage  auditorium 
on  May  10,  about  two  converging 
themes  of  history. 

The  ending  of  cold  war  tensions 
over  the  past  year  is  the  first  of 
these  themes,  Udall  believes.  He 
sees  the  changes  in  the  communist 
world  as  near-miraculous. 

The  tensions  of  the  cold  war 
period,  with  the  hostilities  between 
the  superpowers  and  the 
proliferation  of  nuclear  arms,  "was  a 
dangerous,  a  hideous  time,"  Udall 
said. 

"Would  any  of  us  have  thought 
that  (the  recent  changes  in  the 
communist  world)  could  happen 
through  non-violence?"  he 
continued. 

The  growth  of  the  environmental 
movement  on  a  worldwide  scale  is 
the  second  theme  that  Udall  sees 
taking  the  forefront  at  this  time. 

He  credits  the  U.S.  with  creating 
not  only  the  idea  of  conservation  of 
resources,  but  with  creating  the  word 


"conservation"  itself. 

"The  word  'conservation'  did  not 
exist  at  the  turn  of  the  century,"  he 
said.  "It  was  invented  by  a  little 
group  around  Teddy  Roosevelt." 

Historically,  the  U.S.  has  been  the 
leader  in  the  creation  of  national 
parks,  wildlife  refuges,  and  wild  and 
scenic  areas. 

"These  are  American  ideas,"  Udall 
said.  "These  are  ideas  that  the  world 
needs  today." 


Udall  envisions  a  new  world  of 
opportunity  opening  up  for 
American  know-how;  he  sees  the 
chance  for  the  U.S.  to  export  its 
ideas  about  conservation  and  its 
scientific  knowledge  to  countries 
that  are  just  starting  to  become 
environmentally  aware. 

"Can  we  mm  our  energy  and  our 
creativity  in  this  country  in  the 
direction  of  peaceful  and  positive 
things?"  he  asked.  "Can  we  take 
advantage  of  this  great  opportunity 
that  we  are  afforded?" 

He  was  careful  to  emphasize  that 


while  this  opportunity  exists,  it  is  not 
yet  a  reality. 

"I  see  no  signs  of  any  vision  yet,  " 
he  said.  "But  I  see  this  as  an 
opportunity." 

Udall  believes  that  the  U.S.  has 
answers  to  the  pollution  problems  of 
Eastern  Europe  that  are  becoming 
known  since  the  fall  of  the  Iron 
Curtain. 

"This  new  world  we're  moving  in 
is  not  going  to  need  superpowers," 


he  said.  "We're  moving  into  a  new 
world." 

Udall  urged  the  U.S.  to  get 
involved  with  the  rest  of  the  world's 
environmental  problems,  both  for 
their  good  and  for  ours. 

"We're  positioned  to  help  the 
world  in  important  ways,  both 
technologically,  scientifically,  and 
environmentally,"  he  said.  "I  think 
it's  time  this  country  had  a  job.  I 
think  we've  grown  rather  fat  and 
sluggish."

Title  only  major  flaw  for  band 
'Every  Mother's  Nightmare'

The  only  major  flaw  in  the  self-titled  debut  album  from 
Every  Mothers  Nightmare  may  be  the  name  itself. 

The  name  evokes  an  image  similar  to  many  of  the 
brainless  heavy  metal  bands  that  have  surfaced  recently. 
However,  EMN's  first  album  is  far  from  brainless  and  shows 
a  surprising  amount  of  integrity  and  style. 

The  first  impression  that  one  gets  from  the  sound  of  EMN 
is  how  much  it  resembles  the  sound  of  the  southern  hard  rock 
band  Guns  and  Roses.  Like  Guns  and  Roses,  EMN  has  its 
roots  in  the  south,  mostly  the  Nashville  and  Knoxville  area, 
which  accounts  for  its  unique  style  that  combines  hard  rock, 
southern  rock  and  country-western. 

Like  many  hard  rock  bands,  EMN  has  to  keep  fighting  a 
constant  battle  to  vary  their  intensity  and  rhythm.  Although 
one  style  may  have  brought  EMN  a  record  contract,  an  entire 
album  filled  with  the  same  intensity  and  rhythm  will  not  take 
them  very  far.  Fortunately,  "Love  Can  Make  You  Blind"  and 
their  cover  of  Charlie  Daniels'  "Long  Haired  Country  Boy" 
do  a  good  job  of  bringing  variance  and  a  change  in  intensity 


to  the  album. 

"Love  Can  Make  You  Blind,"  shows  EMN's  southern  side 
with  a  smooth  and  slow  ballad  sound.  Lead  guitarist  Steve 
Malone  does  an  excellent  job  of  blending  an  acoustic  12- 
string  guitar  with  lead  singer  Rich  Ruhl's  harsh  vocals. 

Although  most  Charlie  Daniels  Band  fans  will  not 
appreciate  EMN's  version  of  "Long  Haired  Country  Boy," 
the  cut  shows  integrity. 

Instead  of  just  mimicking  the  Charlie  Daniels  Band's 
sound,  EMN  works  in  their  own  style  and  makes  the  cut  their 
own.  Charlie  Daniels'  southern  rock  writing  works  well  with 
EMN's  hard  rock  sound  to  produce  a  cut  that  is  smooth  while 
still  remaining  intense. 

Although  EMN's  first  album  is  a  solid  effort,  their  biggest 
hurdle  is  yet  to  come.  Since  their  sound  is  based  on  the  gray 
areas  in  between  hard  rock,  southern  rock  and  country- 
western,  their  following  will  have  to  come  from  the  same 
areas. 

EMN  can  only  hope  that  people  try  not  to  categorize 
themselves  or  their  music,  and  give  this  sound  a  chance.

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problem  was  later  resolved. 

Finally,  after  nearly  12  years  of  delay,  on  July 
5,  1977,  WDCB  was  on  the  air. 

The  station  began  broadcasting  three  to  four 
hours  a  day  three  days  a  week  while  sharing  the 
frequency  with  the  Elgin  School  District. 

Robert  Blake,  WDCB's  first  station  manager, 
was  heard  echoing,  "The  possibilities  are 
endless."

CB  today  vs. 
Triton's  WRRG... 


When  WDCB  was  first  heard  over  the 
airwaves  at  2:45  p.m.  on  July  5,  1977,  the  goal  of 
the  station  was  to  air  programming  that  was 
cultural,  educational,  informational  and 
instructional  for  all  district  residents.  Today,  that 
goal  is  still  firmly  intact. 

"We  want  to  update  the  citizens  on  the  issues, 
convey  the  culture  of  our  society,  entertain, 
enrich  their  lives  and  inform  them  about  the 
college,"  WDCB  General  Manager  Sid  Fryer 
said.  "Specifically  we  look  to  inform  the  citizens 
about  the  issues  that  they  would  face  in  their 
daily  life  and  inform  them  in  such  a  way  that 
they  can  make  better  decisions." 

The  mission  of  the  station  may  not  have 
changed  over  the  years,  but  WDCB  has.  To  see 
how  far  WDCB  has  progressed,  we  must  first 
look  at  its  history. 

The  master  plan  for  the  college  was  designed 
in  1965,  and  in  that  plan  was  the  formulation  of  a 
radio  station.  In  1967  the  College  of  DuPage 
opened  its  doors  but  the  radio  license  application 
was  not  made  and  given  to  the  college  until 
1969.  From  that  moment  on,  the  station  incurred 
problem  after  problem  until  that  first  broadcast 
in  1977. 

•First  there  was  a  battle  with  Elgin  Unit 
School  District  46  which  was  on  the  same 
frequency  (90.9)  that  WDCB  was  given.  An 
agreement  was  finally  reached  in  1975  to  share 
time  on  the  same  frequency.

•The  station  then  had  to  get  money  and 
approval  from  the  college  board  which  was  not 
an  easy  task.  Ronald  Miller,  then  board 
chairman,  did  not  approve  funds  for  the  station 
because  the  college  faced  a  $500,000  deficit.  But 
eventually  Miller,  under  persuasion  from  then 
college  president  Rodney  Berg,  relented  and  the 
college  board  voted  to  allot  $67,000  in  1976  to 
start  the  station. 

•Then  came  a  year  of  equipment  buying, 
installation  and  fine  tuning. 

•Last,  but  not  least,  when  the  station  was 
conducting  test  broadcasts,  it  seemed  that  some 
televisions  in  the  area  were  picking  up 
interference.  Under  little  fault  of  the  station,  the 


certain  kind  of  person  or  age  group;  they  are

"We  are  available  to  people  looking  for  things 
not  on  commercial  radio,"  Fryer  said.  "It's  not  so 
much  that  we  define  a  target  as  our  mission  has 
defined  who  our  target  will  be."  . 

In  the  13  years  that  WDCB  has  existed,  its 
purpose  has  been  to  serve  the  district,  which  is 
the  reason  there  have  always  been  professionals 
running  the  station.  The  students  and  community 
members  serve  as  aides  or  volunteers. 

"The  radio  station  could  not  do  the  many 
things  that  we  do  without  the  students  and 
community  volunteers,”  Fryer  said.  "As  a  student 
starting  out  in  broadcasting  or  a  person  who's 
just  interested  in  radio,  I  think  it's  a  wonderful 
opportunity.  The  students  and  volunteers  get 
something  out  of  it  and  WDCB  gets  something 
out  of  it." 

WDCB  has  always  oeen  well  funded,  but 
especially  over  the  last  couple  of  years.  The 
stations  budget  today  is  u  little  over  $400,000. 
Broken  down  it's  estimated  that  about  $250,000 
is  supplied  by  the  college,  $100,000  from  the 
Corporation  for  Public  Bioadcasting,  $50,000 
from  Illinois  Public  Broadcasting,  $20,000  from 
underwriting  and  about  $6,000  to  $10,000  from 
"the  friends  of  WDCB"  (members). 

"This  is  our  13th  year  and  we  survived  11  of 
those  years  without  any  federal  or  state  support," 
Fryer  said.  "It's  exciting  to  have  that  money  so 
we  can  do  some  additional  things." 

WRRG  is  also  a  community  college  station 
and  broadcasts  100  watts  of  power  from  their 
studios  inside  Triton  College.  WRRG  is  located 
at  88.9  on  the  FM  dial  and  is  heard  throughout 
the  River  Grove  area.  The  station  is  staffed  with 
two  part-time  professionals  and  about  30  to  40 
volunteer  students  and  community  members. 

According  to  program  director/interim  station 
manager  Dan  Berry,  WRRG  has  two  missions. 
One,  for  the  volunteers  to  learn  the  trade  and  do 
a  professional  job,  and  two,  to  play  alternative 
music. 

WRRG’s  programming  is  mostly  alternative 
music  and  sports,  with  news  and  weather  rarely 
mixed  in.  The  music  that  is  being  played  is  from 
groups  like  Tackhead,  Bootstrappers  and 
Bongwater  or  in  other  words,  alternative  music. 

"There's  a  lot  of  great  artists  being  played  on 
out  radio  station,"  Berry  said.  "There’s  so  much 
independent  music  happening  and  nobody  ever 
hears  them." 

WRRG  produces  seven  music  shows 
altogether  but  they  are  mostly  known  for  their 
sports.  The  station  broadcasts  Triton  games, 
other  community  college  games  and  many  area 
high  school  games.  They  also  have  a  sports  talk 
show  every  Saturday. 

WRRG  is  also  not  trying  to  target  a  certain 
group,  they  are  looking  for  the  listener  to  target  them.

Broadcasting  5,000  watts  of  power  from  the 
Open  Campus  Center  at  CD,  WDCB  is  heard 
throughout  northeastern  Illinois.  WDCB  is  a 
public  station  located  at  90.9  on  the  FM  dial  and 
is  now  a  full-time  station,  with  Elgin  no  longer 
on  the  same  frequency.  The  station  is  staffed 
with  seven  full-time  professionals,  six  part-time 
professionals,  about  15  students  aides  and  many 
community  volunteers. 

WDCB's  programming  is  diverse.  You  can 
hear  anything  from  jazz  to  reggae  to  music  from 
the  big  band  era. 

If  you  want  to  hear  what’s  happening  in 
DuPage  County  you  can  listen  to  locally 
produced  newscasts  or  the  many  public  service 
announcements  that  are  read  over  the  air.  There 
are  also  courses  broadcast  over  the  air  that  are 
available  for  college  credit. 

"It's  block  programming  similar  to  old  time 
radio  in  that  we  have  a  variety  of  things,"  Fryer 
said.  "Jazz  is  the  dominant  music  but  we  also 
have  news,  public  affairs,  educational  and 
informational  programs  and  a  variety  of  music." 

Is  such  a  diverse  range  of  programming 
effective? 

"It  depends  on  your  definition  of  effective," 
Fryer  said.  "Is  it  effective  for  building  the 
absolute  largest  audience?  No.  Is  it  effective  to 
fulfill  our  mission  to  provide  a  variety  of 
services  to  the  community  college  district?  Yes.  I 
believe  it  is." 

Almost  all  of  the  shows,  programs  and  classes 
are  produced  at  WDCB. 

WDCB  is  not  specifically  trying  to  target  a 


"Since  we're  not  going  for  ratings  points  we 
aren’t  trying  to  target  anyone,"  Berry  said.  "It's 
like  here  we  are  come  listen  to  us  and  whoever 
wants  to  listen  is  more  than  welcome." 

WRRG's  purpose  is  for  them  to  be  a  training 
ground  for  broadcasters,  not  to  see  how  much 
listenership  they  can  pull  in.  This  is  why  it  is  run 
mostly  by  students. 

"It's  not  student  run  in  the  professional  sense 
of  the  word,  we  do  have  a  few 
professionals, "Berry  said.  "Most  of  the  people 
have  taken  a  radio  class,  but  we  don’t  have  a 
requirement  saying  you  have  to  be  a  student." 

WRRG's  budget  was  not  available  at  the  time 
but  they  do  receive  funds. 

"We  do  get  money  from  the  school,"  Berry 
said.  "Students  government  has  also  donated  a 
sizeable  proportion  which  has  enabled  us  to  build 
a  new  production  studio." 

WDCB  and  WRRG  are  similar  in  many  ways, 
but  different  in  most.  They  both  are  community 
college  stations  that  broadcast  alternative 
programming  ins  tead  of  the  same  old  monotony 
found  in  the  Chicago  market,  the  second  largest 
in  the  world.  WDCB  and  WRRG  both  are  sound 
alternatives,  it's  all  a  question  of  taste. 


Good  Morning 
DuPage  County- 


Wager  on-the-air  host  of  Jazz  Edition. 


Every  weekday  morning,  when  most  people 
are  in  their  beds  sleeping,  Scott  Wager  arrives  at 
WDCB  to  begin  lis  busy  day. 

Wager,  operations  and  production  coordinator, 
arrives  to  the  station  before  5:30  a.m.  to  begin 
his  many  responsibilities  at  WDCB,  including 
his  on-the-air  shift  as  host  of  Jazz  Edition.  Not 
only  is  Wager  an  announcer,  he  coordinates 
anything  that  has  to  do  with  the  physical  plant 
(WDCB)  and  its  people.  Simply,  he  must  make 
sure  that  the  station  runs  smoothly. 

Wager  had  many  career  interests  when  he  was 
growing  up.  He  had  thoughts  of  getting  into  law 
or  even  become  an  architect,  but  when  it  came 
down  to  it,  he  always  had  a  love  for  radio. 

"As  a  youngster  I  developed  a  great  infinity 
for  radio,"  Wager  said.  "I  was  the  kid  who  would 
have  the  covers  up  over  his  head  at  night, 
listening  to  the  radio.  I  would  always  be 
mimicking  the  things  I  heard  over  the  air." 

In  junior  high,  Wager  would  DJ  for  dances  and 
continued  his  interest  in  high  school  and  college 
by  getting  involved  in  radio,  speech  and  theater. 
The  more  he  got  involved,  the  more  he  knew  that 
this  is  what  he  wanted  to  do. 

Wager  was  a  volunteer  when  WDCB  first 
went  on  the  air  in  1977  and  eventually  acquired  a 
full-time  position  at  the  station  in  1981. 

Today,  despite  all  of  his  responsibilities  at 
WDCB,  he  is  best  known  for  his  morning  on-the- 
air  shift  as  host  of  Jazz  Edition. 

He  begins  the  morning  by  preparing  for  his 


first  weather  forecast,  arranging  public  service 
announcements  (PSAs),  pulling  carts  and 
receiving  the  day's  play  list.  The  play  list 
consists  of  a  few  songs  that  must  be  played  and 
selections  of  his  own. 

His  on-air  shift  begins  at  6  a.m.  and  continues 
until  10  a.m.  Jazz  Edition  consists  of  music, 
news,  weather,  PSAs,  features  and  sports.  Here's 
a  typical  half-hour  of  Jazz  Edition: 

•7:00  a.m. — -UPI  news 
•7:02  a.m. — Dave  Schaper’s  live  newscast 
•7:06  a.m. — Starts  first  jazz  piece  of  music. 
•7:10  a.m. — Music  ends,  Wager  plays  liner 
and  another  song. 

•7:18  a.m. — Talk  break.  During  this  time 
Wager  will  talk,  give  weather,  read  two 
PSAs  and  preview  two  programs  to  be  aired 
that  night. 

•7:21  a.m. — Plays  another  tune. 

•7:30  a.m. — Dave  Schaper's  live  newscast. 

While  he's  on  the  air,  Wager  is  always 
thinking  about  the  time.  He  has  to  manipulate  it 
perfectly  to  make  sure  everything  ends  13 
seconds  before  the  top  and  bottom  of  each  hour 
for  news. 

"I'm  constantly  evaluating  things  I  want  to 
do,"  Wager  said.  "You're  always  looking  ahead 
because  things  sneak  up  on  you  real  quick.  If  you 
miss,  you're  going  to  have  to  figure  out  what  you 
have  to  do  to  get  back  in  line." 

During  his  shift  he  also  thinks  about  the 
listener. 

"I  try  to  be  an  upbeat  and  positive  voice  for 
the  listener  so  I  can  give  them  a  smile  and  a 
positive  attitude  toward  their  day,"  Wager  said. 
"But  basically,  I  look  upon  it  as  we  deliver 
information  and  entertainment  and  hopefully 
they  can  gain  something  from  it." 

In  all  his  responsibilities  at  the  station  there 
isn't  anything  he  dislikes. 

"I  enjoy  every  aspect  of  what  I'm  doing," 
Wager  said.  "The  management  activities  are 
challenging  and  this  staff  is  like  not  other  staff 
you  would  find  at  any  other  radio  station.  We 
have  such  a  mix  of  people  with  professionals, 
student  aides,  students  and  community 
volunteers  and  then  mixing  that  with  the  varying 
capabilities  that  you  would  find  in  each  one  of 
these  areas  is  very  challenging.  The  airwork  is 
fun,  but  that  is  also  challenging." 


Scot  Witt  serves  as  the  station  s 
News  and  Public  Affairs  Coordinator. 

"It's  a  goal  of  mine  I  had  ten  years  ago," 
WDCB  general  manager  Sid  Fryer  said,  of  the 
expansion  of  the  news  department. 

In  the  two  years  that  the  federal  and  state 
governments  have  been  supplying  funds  to  the 
station,  WDCB  has  been  able  to  use  that  money 
to  make  improvements  in  the  news  department. 

The  biggest  change  has  been  the  addition  of 
Scot  Witt,  who  was  hired  in  December  as  news 
and  public  affairs  coordinator;  since  him,  an 
increased  total  manpower  has  taken  place  in  the 
department. 

David  Schaper,  assistant  of  news  and  public 
affairs,  has  been  at  WDCB  before  and  after  the 


arrival  of  Witt. 

"Quite  a  bit  has  changed,"  Schaper  said. 
"We've  really  been  able  to  cover  more  local  news 
than  ever  before.  When  Jim  Howard  was  news 
director,  we  took  more  of  a  state-wide  focus. 
Now  we've  streamlined  into  real  local  coverage." 

Ever  since  the  arrival  of  Witt,  the  department 
has  been  gradually  expanding  and  increasing  its 
coverage  of  the  news. 

At  the  start  of  Spring  Quarter  on  April  2, 
WDCB  doubled  its  newscasts  by  placing  them  at 
the  top  and  the  bottom  of  the  hour  in  the 
mornings.  They  have  added  newscasts  in  the 
afternoon  drive,  and  they  have  at  least  one 
newscast  every  hour  from  5  a.m.  to  7  p.m. 

The  newscasts  have  also  been  upgraded  by 
using  the  services  of  UPI  Radio  News.  WDCB 
has  added  two  news  programs,  Early  Edition 
from  5-6  a.m.  and  Daily  Edition  from  6:30  -7 
p.m.  every  weekday  from  American  Public 
Radio.  WDCB  has  moved  Mic-Line  from  the 
noon  hour  to  7-8  p.m.  and  have  renamed  it  Final 
Edition.

"We  have  made  Final  Edition  an  almost  totally 
local  news  program  centering  on  DuPage 
County,"  Witt  said. 

Even  with  recent  changes  in  the  news 
department,  Witt  is  still  looking  for  bigger  and 
brighter  days  in  the  future. 

"I  want  to  synergize  commercial  radio 
standards  and  practices  with  public  radio 
standards  and  practices,"  Witt  said.  "Public  radio 
standards  are  usually  more  in  depth,  heavy  detail 
and  sometimes  boring.  Commercial  radio 
standards  are  short,  to  the  point,  often  neglecting 
detail.  I  want  to  take  the  good  from  both  of 
those  elements  and  combine  them." 

Witt  also  mentioned  that  he  would  like  to  set 
up  a  professional-style  newsroom  that  can  do 
both  long  and  short  form  programming,  get 
started  on  documentaries,  maybe  start  toying 
with  sports  and  increase  the  journalistic  integrity 
of  the  department.  But  more  than  anything  else, 
he  would  like  WDCB  to  be  the  news  source  for 
DuPage  County. 


Students  gain 
experience... 


From  early  in  the  morning  until  late  at  night 
CD  students  will  be  flowing  in  and  out  of 
WDCB's  doors. 

Steve  will  arrive  before  the  sunrise  to  write 
news  for  that  morning's  newscasts.  Later  in  the 
afternoon  Lisa  and  Dan  will  be  producing  a 
weekly  Student  Activities  Update.  Bob  and  Doug 
will  be  in  a  5  p.m.  to  help  put  together  Final 
Edition. 

Just  another  day  at  WDCB. 

For  most,  it's  a  career  choice  and  the  hands-on 
experience  at  WDCB  is  just  what  they're  looking 
for — anything  from  writing  to  producing  to 
announcing  or  any  other  daily  duties  of  a  radio 
station.  The  opportunity  is  there  and  they  jumped 
all  over  the  opportunity. 

"Years  ago  I  didn't  know  what  I  wanted  to  do 
but  I  always  had  an  interest  in  announcing," 
volunteer  Gary  Marsh  said.  "I've  gotten  into  it 
and  really  enjoyed  it." 

Like  Marsh,  there  are  specific  aspects  of  the 
field  that  interest  students,  but  others  have 
dilterent  ideas. 

"I'm  trying  out  all  aspects  so  I  can  have  a  nice, 
well-rounded  view  of  how  the  whole  business 
works,"  student  aide  Steve  Fox  said. 

Volunteer  Lisa  Carellas  is  looking  for  some 
kind  of  niche  in  the  communications  field. 

"Radio  might  possibly  be  a  route  I  could  take. 
If  not,  it  will  be  a  good  experience,"  Carellas 
said. 

In  an  April  8,  1988  edition  of  the  Courier,  an 
article  was  written  on  whether  the  station  should 
be  student  run  in  stead  of  professionally  run.  In 
that  story  a  survey  was  taken  at  the  main  campus 
asking  students  that  same  question.  Out  of  every 
four  students  asked,  tfiree  believed  the  station 
should  be  run  by  students. 

One  week  later  a  complaint  was  written  in  the 
Courier  saying  that  the  survey  was  misleading 
because  it  was  given  randomly  to  students  who 
are  not  in  radio  and  who  have  never  made  an 
effort  to  find  out  about  WDCB. 

In  a  question  given  to  student  aides  and 
volunteers  at  WDCB,  all  agreed  to  keep  the 
station  as  it  is,  a  combination  of  professionals 
and  students,  with  a  few  suggesting  minor  changes. 

"I  like  it  the  way  it  is,  but  students  should  have 
more  of  say  in  the  programming  aspect,  "  student 
aide  Bob  Lorenz  said. 

"It  should  be  a  24-hour  station,"  student  aide 
Dan  Dellapina  said.  "Keep  it  the  way  it  is  except 


have  students  run  it  from  midnight  to  6  a.m." 

Working  for  WDCB  has  given  students  insight 
in  the  radio  business  and  the  know-how  that  they 
can  take  with  them  throughout  their  life. 

"Here  you  have  a  strict  format,"  volunteer 
Doug  Frey  said.  "In  high  school,  radio  was  just 
for  fun.  At  WDCB,  when  you  are  given 
something  it  has  to  be  followed." 

"It's  taught  me  a  lot  about  radio,"  Dellapina, 
who  wants  to  become  a  music  producer,  said. 
"I'm  in  front  of  some  things  other  people  don't 
get  the  change  to  get  behind." 

I  didn't  realize  that  radio  was  this  much  work," 
Carellas  said.  "It  gave  me  a  different  insight  into 
broadcasting."

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Illiteracy  problem  in  America  snowballs 


Reading  not  just  case  of  deciphering  long  list  of  characters

Reading  is  more  than  just  the  process  of 
deciphering  a  long  list  of  characters  into  a  piece 
of  new  information  to  produce  meaning. 

Jacqueline  Peterson,  from  Literacy 
Volunteers  of  DuPage  County,  stressed  this 
point  at  CD's  PEP/People  Educating  People 
workshop  on  April  20,  27,  and  28.  Peterson 
was  the  main  instructor  at  the  workshop,  which 
allowed  volunteers  to  become  certified  as 
classroom  aides  and  personal  tutors. 

The  reason  Peterson  put  so  much  emphasis 
on  what  the  reading  process  entails  is  that  of 
the  8,000  basic  education  students  enrolled  at 
CD,  over  6,000  are  ESL/  English  as  a  Second 
Language  students.  For  these  students,  being 
able  to  understand  our  language  is  of  no  use  if 
there  is  no  comprehension. 

Our  language  is  full  of  idioms  like,  "Bill  flew 
off  the  handle"  or  "Bob  flew  the  coop,"  which 
cannot  be  taught  by  a  book. 

"Being  a  tutor  is  more  than  just  teaching  our 
language,"  Peterson  said.  "Tutoring  is  teaching 
our  experiences,  our  knowledge,  and  ultimately 
our  culture." 

Imagine  travelling  to  a  foreign  country 
without  having  any  knowledge  of  the  language 
or  culture.  In  addition  to  having  to  learn  vital 
information  like  how  the  currency  works  or  the 
location  of  hospitals,  a  person  would  have  to 
leant  many  aspects  of  the  culture. 

For  example,  in  some  countries  pointing  a 
finger  is  a  gesture  of  disrespect.  However,  in 
other  countries  the  same  gesture  is  a 
compliment.  Although  this  aspect  may  seem 
unimportant,  as  a  visitor  to  a  foreign  country 
nobody  would  want  to  act  disrespectfully. 

For  a  great  number  of  illiterates,  this  scenario 
is  a  reality.  Not  only  are  some  functionally 
illiterate,  meaning  that  they  cannot  read  above  a 
sixth  grade  level;  but  they  are  also  culturally 
illiterate  in  that  they  cannot  function  in  our 
complicated  society. 

For  the  culturally  illiterate  or  ESL  student, 
being  able  to  tell  a  sentence  fragment  from  a 
run-on  sentence  is  not  important.  These 
students'  needs  could  be  met  by  anyone  who 
has  patience  and  can  communicate  with  the 
student  The  tutor  is  teaching  much  more  than 
verbs  and  subjects. 

Just  relaying  a  story  or  personal  experience 
to  an  ESL  student  teaches  them  much  about  our 
culture.  Just  by  taking  a  student  for  a  walk  to 
the  local  hospital  and  teaching  them  how  to 
admit  themselves  could  save  their  life. 

Peterson  emphasized  that  the  first  meeting 
between  the  students  and  the  tutor  should  not 
be  a  crash  course  in  English.  The  first  meeting 
should  be  a  time  for  the  students  and  tutor  to 
get  to  know  each  other. 

The  Relationship  between  student  and  tutor 


should  be  looked  at  as  a  chance  for  two  people 
to  form  a  friendship  and  learn  about  each 
other's  cultures  in  the  process.  A  friendly  and 
open  atmosphere  is  essentia]  for  learning. 

Next,  after  an  atmosphere  has  been  formed 
that  is  conducive  to  learning,  the  student  needs 
to  learn  the  information  that  is  vital  to  their 
survival.  They  must  know  information  like: 

•  How  to  get  to  the  hospital 

•  How  to  dial  911  and  get  help 

•  How  to  sign  their  name 

•  How  to  write  their  address 

•  How  our  currency  works 

After  the  student  has  learned  this  vital 
information,  the  student  and  tutor  can  begin 
down  the  long  road  to  understanding  our 
language  and  our  culture.  Although  this 
process  can  be  very  slow  and  tedious,  the 
student  will  set  their  own  short-  and  long-term 
goals  and  see  themselves  grow.  At  the  same 
time  the  tutor  can  see  his  or  her  student  become 
increasingly  independent  and  realize  that  they 
have  made  a  huge  difference  in  somebody's  life. 

Several  members  of  the  illiteracy  workshop 
had  previous  experience  tutoring  ESL  students 
and  were  using  the  course  as  a  refresher.  All  of 
the  returning  tutors  agreed  that  although  the 
process  of  teaching  an  ESL  student  could  be 
extremely  slow  and  challenging  at  times,  they 
all  felt  proud  about  what  they  had  accomplished 
in  the  end.  One  returning  ESL  tutor  noted  that 
no  matter  how  slowly  the  progress  is,  their  is 
always  some  degree  of  success  for  the  tutor  and 
student  to  take  pride  in. 

Becoming  a  literacy  tutor  entails  much  more 
than  just  sacrificing  time  to  help  someone. 
Becoming  a  volunteer  gives  a  person  a  chance 
to: 

•  form  a  friendship 

•  learn  about  a  different  culture 

•  become  the  most  important  person 
in  someone's  life 

•  watch  a  person  grow  into  a  self 
sufficient  member  of  society

"Its  purpose  is  to  provide  one-on-one 
tutoring  or  supplementary  classroom 
instruction  for  adults  who  read  below  the  sixth 
grade  reading  level  or  whose  native  tongue  is 
not  English,"  Joanna  Escobar,  PEP  project 
director,  said. 

Because  many  adult  learners  feel 
uncomfortable  in  traditional  classroom 
situations,  CD  stresses  flexibility  in  their  adult 
education  program.  With  PEP's  help,  one-on- 
one  tutoring  has  been  made  available  on- 
campus  as  well  as  at  many  other  district 
locations  such  as  high  schools,  learning 
centers,  and  public  libraries. 

Because  one-on-one  tutoring  as  well  as 
classroom  instruction  can  become  extremely 
time  consuming,  volunteer  tutors  are  of  great 
assistance  and  In  great  need. 

It  takes  a  great  deal  of  courage  for  an 
illiterate  person  to  approach  a  complete 
stranger  and  ask  for  assistance  with  their 
problem.  If  they  are  willing  to  invest  their 
time  and  effort  to  learn  something  that  many 
people  take  for  granted,  there  at  least  should 
be  someone  available  to  lend  a  helping  hand.

Problem  of 
illiteracy  grows 


The  problem  of  illiteracy  has  become,  "a 
national  crisis  of  barely  perceivable 
proportions,"  according  to  Publishers 
Weekly.  First  lady  Barbara  Bush  has  called 
the  problem  "shameful.” 

A  conservative  estimate. of  28  million 
Americans  are  considered  functionally 
illiterate,  however  this  number  does  not  tell 
the  whole  story. 

Although  the  U.S.  has  one  of  the  highest 


levels  of  educational  attainment  in  the  world, 
with  an  average  of  12.6  years  of  schooling,  the 
U.S.  ranks  49th  in  overall  literacy  level. 

The  Business  Council  for  Effective  Literacy 
estimates  that,  "educational  deficits  effectively 
bar  as  many  as  72  million  Americans  from  full 
participation  in  our  society." 

Of  the  72  million,  27  million  are  functional 
illiterates  (below  sixth  grade  level)  and  45 
million  are  only  marginally  proficient  in  basic 
skills. 

Adding  to  our  illiterate  population  annually 
are  a  high  percentage  of  the  700,000 
adolescent  high  school  dropouts  and  the 
estimated  1.3  million  immigrants  who  lack 
skills  in  English  as  well  as  their  native  tongue. 

According  to  a  study  conducted  for  the 
Office  of  Education  by  Norvell  Northcutt  at 
the  University  of  Texas  in  1975,  more  than 
one  out  of  five  Americans  lack  the  literacy 
skills  and  knowledge  needed  for  coping 
successfully  with  day  to  day  living. 

The  governor’s  office  estimates  that  two 
million  people  in  Illinois  cannot  read  above 
the  sixth  grade  level.  According  to  the  1980 
census,  which  is  now  a  decade  old,  29,665 
adults  in  CD's  district  possess  less  than  a  12th 
grade  education.  In  addition,  another  59,083 
adults  speak  a  first  language  other  than 
English.  At  least  50  percent  of  these  adults 
are  considered  functionally  illiterate. 

The  number  of  studies  being  conducted  on 
how  many  illiterates  reside  in  the  U.S.  are 
growing  almost  as  fast  as  the  number  of 
illiterates  themselves. 

No  matter  how  the  number  and  percentages 
of  illiterates  are  manipulated,  the  bottom  line 
is  that  the  problem  of  illiteracy  is  reaching 
epidemic  proportions  and  nobody  seems  to 
care.  Perhaps  the  time  has  come  to  forget  how 
many  illiterates  there  are  and  concentrate  on 
why  there  are  so  many  illiterates  and  what  can 
be  done.

IC  crowding  forces  faculty 
to  seek  new  offices  in  SRC

CD's  board  of  trustees  agreed  last  week 
to  solicit  architectural  plans  for  a 
proposed  renovation  to  the  IC  building 
for  next  fall. 

According  to  CD  President  H.D. 
McAninch,  the  school  needs  to  enlarge 
available  staff  office  space  by  next  fall  to 
accommodate  expansion  in  human 
resources  and  planning. 

Architectural  plans  are  being  drawn  up 
by  the  OTA  Partnership  of  Naperville. 

"An  architect  has  been  hired  and  will 
make  construction  plans...of  course,  the 
board  can  vote  down  any  bid," 
McAninch  said. 

CD's  health  facilities  will  also  be  moved 
to  the  IC  budding,  across  from  campus 
security. 

"As  enrollment  grows,  we  need  to  be 
more  accessible  to  our  handicapped 
students,"  McAninch  said. 

In  addition,  two  new  classrooms  will  be 
created  by  equipping  two  of  the  larger 
existing  classrooms  with  sectional 
removable  walls.  The  bulk  of  the 
renovation  will  occur  between  the 


administrative  building  and  the  board 
room,  around  the  skylit  foyer,  one  of 
CD's  architectural  centerpieces. 
Concern  that  the  look  of  the  building 
will  be  altered  has  been  the  main  point 
of  contention. 

Members  of  the  board  and  the 
administrators  clashed  over  parts  of  the 
proposal,  which  has  been  budgeted  at 
$250,000.  There  was  concern  that 
aesthetic  aspects  of  the  IC  building  will 
be  affected. 

McAninch,  while  admitting  there  was 
some  concern  over  the  proposal,  said  the 
renovations  were  necessary,  and  would 
be  architecturally  compatible  with  the 
IC  building. 

"That's  not  a  problem — all  the 
construction  is  interior  work,"  he  said. 

Construction  is  currently  scheduled  for 
completion  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term,  according  to  McAninch. 

"That’s  the  goal,"  he  said.  "Our  first 
priority  is  faculty  offices,  and  the 
movement  of  the  health  facility." 

Asked  whether  he  supported  the  plan, 
McAninch  said,  "Yes,  because  of  the 
need  for  additional  offices."

After  one  year  at  Harvard  he  left  on  another 
scholarship  to  Boston  University,  where  he 
could  participate  in  both  tennis  and  gymnastics. 

"The  thing  I  loved  about  gymnastics  is  you 
were  on  your  own  and  nobody  could  really  help 
you,"  Webster  said.  "You  leant  to  compete  with 
everything  you  had.  You  couldn't  be  tentative." 

To  pay  for  his  room  and  board,  he  acquired  a 
job  as  a  dorm  counselor. 

At  BU,  his  tennis  coach  encouraged  him  to 
get  a  degree  in  physical  education  along  with 
his  schience  degree.  When  he  did  graduate,  he 
was  certified  to  teach  biology,  general  science, 
physical  education  and  health. 

Soon  after  graduating  from  Boston 
University,  Wilson  Sporting  Goods  offered  him 
an  opportunity  to  become  a  touring  tennis  pro. 
So  he  took  advantage  of  it  and  played  from 
1962-1965. 

He  played  in  the  major  pro  tournaments, 
including  a  memorable  championship  win  at  the 
Pepsi  Grand  Slam  at  Boca  Raton  in  1964. 

Eventually,  the  travel  and  instability  of  three 
years  on  the  tour  eventually  got  to  be  a  grind  for 
Webster. 

"I  wanted  to  settle  down.  It  was  too  much  of 
a  nomad  life,"  Webster  said.  "I  made  more 
money  than  I  made  teaching,  but  it  was  just  too 
much  time  on  the  road." 

After  three  years  on  the  pro  tour,  Webster 
spent  the  next  four  years  chasing  down  different 
occupations.  He  was  a  part-time  tennis  and 
gymnastics  coach  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  worked  as  a  strength  coach  for  the 
Boston  Patriots — one  of  the  first  such  coaches 
in  the  NFL,  and  also  taught  and  coached  at  a 
high  school  in  the  Boston  area  until  he  arrived 
at  CD  in  1969. 

He  began  his  career  at  CD  as  a  physical 
education  instructor,  assistant  football  coach, 
men's  tennis  coach  and  gymnastics  coach. 
When  he  first  came  to  CD,  the  responsibilities 
were  numerous,  but  the  gratification  of  doing 
what  he  loved  was  worth  it. 

"Sports  give  me  satisfaction,"  Webster  said. 
"I  enjoy  working  with  athletes  and  as  long  as 
I'm  associated  with  people  who  work  hard  in 
sports,  I'm  satisfied." 

Today,  Webster  is  a  physical  education 
instructor,  men's  and  women's  tennis  coach. 


sports  performance  specialist  and  director  of 
athletics. 

"His  ability  to  teach  and  relate  to  students,  I 
feel,  is  his  biggest  attribute,"  athletic  director 
Herb  Salberg  said.  "He  does  an  outstanding  job 
both  in  recruiting  and  coaching.  He's 
invaluable  around  here  and  we're  fortunate  to 
have  him  with  us  and  I'm  fortunate  to  know  him 
as  a  coach  and  a  person." 

The  athletic  department  at  CD  has  changed 
over  the  years  according  to  Webster,  and  so  has 
the  athlete. 

"Athletically,  there  has  been  tremendous 
growth  in  interest,  support  and  better  facilities," 
Webster  said.  "There’s  much  better  information 
to  today's  player.  There's  a  lot  more  sports 
psychology,  preparation  on  the  mental  game, 
scientific  weight  training  and  strength 
improvement.  In  my  day,  everyone  took  their 
chance  on  how  to  be  a  player." 

Webster  has  coached  fine  tennis  players  over 
the  years.  A  great  many  have  gone  on  to  other 
colleges  to  continue  and  a  few  have  made  it  a 
career. 

Don  Roberts  has  been  a  pro  for  three  years, 
Jim  Love  is  a  tennis  coach  at  Lyons  Township 
High  School  and  Pat  O'Conner  is  a  tennis  coach 
at  the  University  of  Santa  Clara  in  California. 

Each  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  be  guided 
by  Webster  both  on  and  off  of  the  court. 

"I'm  most  proud  of  all  the  players  who  have 
gone  on  and  advanced  as  players  and  people," 
Webster  said.  "I'm  proud  of  all  the 
accomplishments  they  make  and  to  know  that 
maybe  I  had  an  effect  on  their  life." 

"He's  taught  me  about  tennis  and  maturing  in 
life,"  sophomore  tennis  player  Mike  Lardino 
said.  "He  teaches  you  different  ways  of  doing 
things  and  different  approaches.  There's  not 
only  one  way  of  doing  things  and  it's  the  same 
way  in  life." 

Webster  is  also  proud  of  the  college  he  has 
worked  at  for  a  good  part  of  his  life. 

"One  thing  that  helps  the  sports  programs 
here  at  CD  is  that  the  college  is  a  caring  part  of 
the  community,"  Webster  said.  "In  other  words, 
kids  can  find  the  help  they  need  and  can  grow 
in  any  number  of  ways,  not  just  in  terms  of 
sports.  There's  a  lot  of  good  things  going  on 
here  at  DuPage  with  certainly  many  fine 
people."

Winning  streak 
hits  27  games

Because  of  their  play  last  week  against  play¬ 
off  and  regional  competition,  the  lady 
Chaparrals  have  a  shot  at  being  the  number 
one  softball  team  in  the  country. 

CD  is  headed  into  the  national  tournament 
on  a  roll,  winning  their  last  27  games  in  a  row 
and  38  altogether.

In  the  first  game  the  Lady  Chaps  fell  behind 
1-0  but  scored  the  next  10  runs  for  an  easy 
victory.  Staff  ace  Kelley  Siler  worked  all  five 
innings  for  the  win. 

Danielle  Cline  and  Michelle  Davidson 
powered  the  offense,  each  with  a  home  run 
and  four  RBIs. 

The  nightcap  was  much  of  the  same  with  a 
little  more  offense  as  CD  knocked  out  20  hits 


for  a  17-3  win.  Evett  Rammon  had  more  than 
enough  support,  14  runs  in  the  first  two 
innings,  to  pick  up  the  win. 

"We  played  real  well,"  head  coach  Sevan 


Sarkisian  said.  "In  fact,  we  didn’t  make  an 
error  either  game,  so  that  was  our  best 
defensive  effort  of  the  year." 

With  their  series  sweep  over  Waubonsee,  the 


lady  Chaps  moved  into  the  Region  IV  double 
elimination  tournament,  pitted  against  the  four 
best  teams  in  the  region.

bring  the  Chaparrals  down

In  a  season  with  a  load  of  returning  sophomore 
talent  and  a  surprisingly  capable  crop  of 
freshman,  who  would  have  thought  that  mother 
nature  would  have  been  the  biggest  enemy  of  the 
Chaparrals? 

Following  the  teams  Section  HI  tournament 
win,  CD  entered  the  Region  IV  tournament  in 
Kankakee  last  weekend  with  a  freshly  tarnished 
attitude  and  a  few  days  rest. 

But  a  two-day  delay  at  the  start  of  the 
tournament  caused  by  rain  dampened  the 
concentration  and  preparation  of  the  Chaps  and 
led  to  their  elimination  from  the  double¬ 
elimination  tourney  on  Tuesday. 

The  Chaparrals  put  themselves  behind  the 
eight  ball  in  the  tournament  on  Monday  after 
being  shut  out  for  the  first  time  this  year  by  Lake 
County,  3-0. 

Pitcher  Mike  Leen  held  Lake  County  scoreless 
until  the  seventh  inning,  when  the  Lancers  forced 
home  a  run  with  a  squeeze  bunt  to  take  a  1-0 
lead. 

Lake  County  came  back  with  two  more  runs  in 
the  eighth  to  secure  the  win. 

Coach  Steve  Kranz  was  mesmerized  by  the 
lack  of  production  from  his  power  hitting  team. 

"Mike  (Leen)  pitches  his  best  game  of  the  year 
and  we  can't  get  anything  for  him,  Kranz  said. 
"When  your  pitcher  gives  up  only  one  run  in 
eight  innings,  and  your  team  averages  nine  runs 
per  game,  you  expect  to  win." 

But  instead,  CD  ran  into  a  brick  wall  every 


time  they  got  runners  on  base. 

Burgess  Watts,  batting  clean-up  and  hitting 
over  .400  on  the  year,  was  walked  three  times, 
putting  pressure  on  number  five  hitter  Rick 
Wiens  tock.  The  freshman  Wienstock  went  0-4 
and  left  seven  runners  stranded  on  base. 

"(Lake  County)  didn't  want  Watts  to  beat 
them,"  Kranz  said.  "It  was  a  logical  move  on 
their  part.  Our  opponents  have  been  trying  to  do 
that  all  year  long." 

The  Chaps  responded  to  the  loss  by  knocking 
Kishwaukee  out  of  the  tournament  the  same  day 
with  a  5-1  win. 

Watts  started  and  pitched  a  complete  game, 
allowing  only  three  hits.  CD  scored  all  of  their 
runs  after  two  outs. 

The  Chaps'  1-1  record  for  the  day  meant  they 
had  to  return  Tuesday  for  possibly  three  games 
and  a  total  of  27  innings. 

However,  instead  of  returning  Tuesday 
morning  for  a  9:30  a.m.  rematch  against  Lake 
County,  the  Chaps  drove  home  Monday  and 
returned  to  Kankakee  later  that  evening  to  sleep 
overnight. 

Four  and  a  half  hours  of  driving  on  Monday 
made  the  Chaps  tired  and  Kranz  angry  at  how  the 
rain  delays  were  handled. 

"We  were  ready  to  play  on  Sunday,  and  we 
could  have  played  (at  CD),"  Kranz  said.  That  s  a 
hell  of  a  way  to  run  a  tournament.”

Dave  Webster:  serving  CD 
and  athletes  with  a  smash

For  21  years  he  has  seen  people  come 
and  go  from  CD,  but  he  has  stood  strong 
watching  the  college  grow  and  improve.  He 
has  grown  along  with  the  school  over  the 
years,  and  today,  he  is  happier  than  ever 
with  his  position  at  the  College  of  DuPage. 

Dave  Webster,  the  head  coach  for  both 
the  men's  and  women’s  tennis  teams,  has 
been  associated  with  CD  since  1969. 

His  numbers  speak  for  themselves:  A 
career  coaching  record  of  341-56  in  men's 
tennis,  a  244-58  record  in  coaching 
women's  tennis,  and  a  combined  record  of 
585-114. 

More  than  numbers  on  a  page,  he  has 
done  much  more  for  the  college  and  its 
people  than  can  be  imagined. 

The  path  he  took  before  reaching  CD  was 
bumpy  and  full  of  turns,  including  three 
years  on  the  pro  tennis  tour,  a  job  as 
strength  coach  for  the  NFL's  Boston 
Patriots,  and  as  a  volunteer  in  World  War  II. 

But  through  it  all,  including  the  death  of 
his  father  when  he  was  only  16,  Webster  has 
defied  every  curve  in  the  road. 

As  a  high  school  student,  Webster  not 
only  excelled  in  tennis  and  gymnastics,  he 
excelled  in  the  classroom,  graduating  fifth 
in  his  high  school  class. 

After  graduation  he  was  concerned  about 
being  drafted  in  World  War  II,  so  he  took 
matters  in  his  own  hands  and  enrolled  as  a 
Marine  in  a  platoon  leaders  class.  He  went 
to  Paris  Island  and  completed  basic  training,

but  never  saw  action. 

Webster  returned  from  military  service 
and  began  college  with  a  scholarship  to 
Harvard  University,  but  didn't  count  on  a 
few  things  going  wrong. 

Money  was  tight,  especially  after  his 
father's  death,  and  he  was  having  trouble 
making  school  payments. 

"My  father  was  the  dominant  person  in 
my  life,"  Webster  said.  "It  turned  my  life 
upside  down  and  made  me  very 
independent  at  an  early  age." 

Also,  the  Ivy  League  did  not  adopt 
gymnastics,  where  Webster  was  nationally 
ranked  and  wanted  to  participate.

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County's  growth 
will  push  student 
count  to  45,000

Due  in  part  to  the  ever  increasing  population  of 
DuPage  County  and  a  developed  reputation  of  quality 
education,  the  enrollment  at  CD  is  projected  to  reach 
45,000  by  the  year  2000,  according  to  director  of  research 
and  planning  Gary  Rice. 

Since  1983, 

enrollment  of  credit 
students  at  CD  has 
grown  20  percent,  and 
the  college  has  moved 
from  15th  to  7th  in 
enrollment  nationwide 
among  community 
colleges  between  1985 
and  1989. 

"College  of  DuPage  is 
in  a  high-growth  area," 
Rice  said.  "DuPage 
County  is  growing 
rapidly.  We  just 
happen  to  be  in  the 
right  place  at  the  right 
time  to  serve  a  lot  of  growing  needs  in  a  growing  area.” 

The  enrollment  projection  is  part  of  a  1986  to  1989 
profile  of  CD  students  developed  by  Rice,  and  is  based  on 
an  average  annual  increase  rate  of  3.3  percent.  The 
projected  enrollment  would  be  a  72  percent  increase  from 
1980. 

"The  major  thing  right  now  is  to  focus  our  planning 
efforts  and  resources  in  anticipation  of  that  growth,"  Rice 
said. 

According  to  Rice  and  CD  President  H.D.  McAninch, 
the  planning  efforts  will  be  focused  on  where  and  when  to 
put  the  students. 

"We're  going  to  have  to  change  the  enrollment 
patterns,"  McAninch  said.  "Students  are  going  to  have 
to  enroll  in  more  afternoon  classes  because  we  can't 
handle  them  in  the  morning."

Rice  stated  classes  in  the  morning  hours  are  currently 
"saturated”,  and  students  in  the  future  should  be 
prepared  to  not  only  change  their  hours,  but  the  location 
of  the  classes  they  enroll  in. 

"An  increasing  number  of  students  want  to  come  to  the 
central  campus,"  Rice  said.  "With  the  fixed  space  that 
we  have,  we  can  only  accommodate  so  many  students 
from  8-12  in  the  morning. 

"If  students  want  to  come  on  campus,  there’s  going  to 
have  to  be  spill-over  into  the  afternoon  hours.  We  will 
have  the  services  available,  but  a  student  may  not  be  able 
to  use  them  from  8  a.m.  to  12  noon." 

Future  CD  students  may  also  find  themselves  taking 
classes  outside  of  the  Instructional  Center,  Including  off- 
campus  and  across  Lambert  Road  in  Building  M. 

"Plans  are  already  in  place  to  expand  the  curriculum 
across  the  street,"  Rice  said.  "This  will  be  much  more  of 
an  Integrated  campus  with  students  taking  classes  over

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Stajduhar  new  SG  president 

Smoking  in  rec-area  defeated;  new  constitution  approved

Along  with  four  new  representatives,  a 
new  president,  and  a  new  constitution, 

CD's  Student  Government  now  also  has 
a  new  name. 

A  total  of  292  students  voted  in  the 
recent  elections,  May  15-17.  These 
voters  elected  into  office  all  of  the 
candidates  whose  names  were  on  the 
ballot. 

Mike  Stajduhar  became  the  new 
president  after  he  received  178  votes. 

The  following  are  the  newly  elected 
representatives  and  the  number  of  votes 
that  they  received:  Murray  Leith,  123; 

Nazima  Hasham,  121;  Melody  Gane, 

102;  and  Laura  M.  Nereim,  1 14. 

Students  were  also  asked  to  vote  on 
two  referenda  questions. 

The  first  asked  whether  the  proposed 
SG  constitution  should  be  adopted.  Of 
those  who  voted,  153  said  yes  and  64 
said  no. 

The  second  referenda  question  asked 
whether  the  Rec  Area  (SRC  1020) 
should  once  again  be  designated  as  a 
smoking  area.  Of  those  who  voted,  188 
said  no  and  48  said  yes. 

Since  the  student  body  ratified  the 
proposed  constitution,  SG  will  be  called 
the  Student  Government  Association 
beginning  Summer  Quarter.  The 
directors  will  now  be  called  senators. 

The  board  of  directors  will  be  referred  to 
as  the  senate. 

According  to  present  SG  president,

Jeff  Russell,  the  margin  of  error  for  the 
election  has  been  calculated  at  three. 

"In  this  election,  the  number  of  invalid 
votes  was  very  small  because  we  (SG) 
used  Scan-Tron  ballots,"  said  Russell. 
"It  also  helped  us  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  time  that  it  takes  to  tally  the  votes." 

Russell  believes  that  Stajduhar  will  do 
a  good  job  of  representing  students 
because  he  is  "primed  for  the  position 
since  he  has  been  training  himself  all  of 


this  year." 

Stajduhar  said  that  he  hopes  to 
accomplish  a  variety  of  things  as  the 
new  president  that  will  help  students  at 
the  college. 

"Aside  from  fulfilling  all  of  the  goals 
that  I  talked  about  in  my  platform,  I 
would  like  to  unify  the  student  body," 
Stajduhar  said.  "There  are  a  lot  of  things

the  student  rally  did." 

Russell  was  also  pleased  with  the 
ratification  of  the  new  constitution  because 
"the  old  constitution  was  full  of  red  tape  and 
inconsistencies." 

Stajduhar  agreed  with  Russell  and  noted  that 
he  is  looking  forward  to  working  under  the 
new  constitution.  He  believes  that  it  will  be 
more  concise. 

As  for  the  referenda  question  on  smoking  in 
the  Rec  Area,  Russell  feels  that  the  vote 
reflected  the  growth  of  the  non-smoking 
population  in  general.  However,  he  also  added 
that  "it  is  still  important  to  have  smoking 
lounges  at  the  college." 

'The  purpose  of  the  referenda  was  to  see  if 
enough  students  really  wanted  to  smoke  in  that 
area  and  the  answer  was  no,"  Stajduhar  added. 

The  four  elected  directors  were  also  glad 
that  the  elections  were  over  and  that  they  will 
"have  the  opportunity  to  be  the  voice  of 
students,"  Leith  said. 

Nereim  is  excited  about  winning  and  said 
that  she  would  like  to  first  focus  on  the  needs 
of  nursing  students  at  the  college  and  on  the 
transfer  process  that  many  go  through.

there  and  here.  Students  will  be  commuting 
more  between  the  two  sides  of  Lambert 
Road." 

In  addition  to  horticulture  and  child 
development  classes,  courses  such  as  English 
and  math  are  now  offered  in  Building  K  and 
the  Open  Campus  Center.  The  increase  in 
classes  offered  outside  of  the  central  campus 
is  likely  to  continue,  said  McAninch. 

"At  about  1995-1996,  we're  going  to  need 
more  classroom  space  and  lab  space  and 
faculty  offices,"  McAninch  said.  "So  we 
really  are  going  to  have  to  have  in  place  at 
that  time  some  facilities  for  labs  and  offices." 

Possible  solutions  include  the  use  of 
Building  M  for  classes  and  offices,  currently 
being  used  by  other  colleges  such  as  Aurora 
University  and  University  of  Illinois,  and  the 
renovation  of  the  SRC  and  IC  buildings  to 


of  the  election  and  is  looking  forward  to 
working  in  SGA.

CD  has  been  awarded  a  Kellogg  Beacon  f°r  teaching  and  learning  and  will  be 
College  Initiative  mini-grant  of  $50,000  d™ded  into  three  general  categories. 


from  the  American  Association  of 
Community  and  Junior  Colleges  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

CD  was  awarded  the  grant  along  with 
only  10  other  community  colleges 
nationwide.  This  Ls  the  first  year  the  grant 
has  been  offered. 

The  mini-grants  will  support  pilot 
projects  to  help  the  nation's  community, 
technical  and  junior  colleges  implement 
educational  recommendations  from  the 
AACJC.  Each  designated  college  will  focus 
on  a  separate  category  of  higher  learning. 

The  category  that  CD  chose  is  titled 
"Building  Community  in  the  Classroom 
Technology  Resource  Development  and 
Faculty  Training  Project." 

According  to  Donna  Wolski,  director  of 
grants  at  CD,  there  were  several  reasons  for 
choosing  the  category  dealing  with 
technology,  especially  the  new  instructional 
Computing  Center  at  CD.  She  stated  that 
CD  Ls  considered  very  strong  in  that  area. 


The  first  is  to  teach  a  discipline  with 
specific  technological  media  for  us  in  the 
classroom.  The  second  is  to  utilize  the 
facilities  of  the  new  computer  center  to 
develop  a  faculty  assistance  center. 

The  third  Is  to  develop  at  least  four  or 
five  discipline-specific  faculty  training 
sessions  which  will  eventually  train  over  150 
faculty  members  from  different  colleges. 

CD  will  be  working  on  Its  particular 
project  with  10  other  "associate  colleges" 
from  the  Midwest,  including  three  from 
Illinois,  two  from  Michigan,  and  one  each 
from  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Ohio,  Iowa  and 
Missouri.  Faculty  members  from  each 
college  will  be  invited  to  serve  on  a  project 
advisory  committee. 

CD  President  H.D.  McAninch  also 
expressed  his  pleasure  in  receiving  the  mini¬ 
grant,  stating  that  it  was  great  honor  for 
CD. 

Joseph  Barillari,  director  of  instructional

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Clean  Air  Act 
a  good  idea  but 
Earth  still  suffers 

The  Clean  Air  Act  of  1963  was  the  first 
honest  attempt  to  put  in  place  national 
environmental  standards.  The  bill  was 
heralded  as  the  solution  for  the  threatened 
environment. 

Unfortunately,  after  more  than  two 
decades  or  administrative  and  bureaucratic 
morass,  the  environment  is  not  much  better 
off. 

The  law  created  standards  for  the 
emission  of  six  pollutants:  lead,  solid 
particles,  sulfur  dioxide,  carbon  monoxide, 
nitrogen  oxide  and  ozone. 

One  of  the  bill's  successes,  perhaps  its 
only  success,  has  been  the  near  elimination 
of  airborne  lead.  For  the  most  part  this 
reduction  is  due  to  the  restriction  of  leaded 
gasoline  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

The  bill  was  not  limited  to  the 
elimination  of  "mobile  source"  pollutants 
(i.e.  cars,  trucks,  boats  etc),  although 
mobile  sources  account  Tor  almost  50 
percent  of  smog  and  90  percent  of  carbon 
monoxide  in  the  United  States.  In  fact,  the 
focus  of  the  bill  was  the  reduction  of 
pollutants  from  "stationary  sources" (i.e. 
factories  and  utilities). 

Stationary  sources  are  primarily  to 
blame  for  the  acid  rain  problem.  While 
acid  rain  is  a  wide  spread  phenomenon,  the 
northeastern  United  States  is  notorious  for 
contributing  to  the  acid  destruction  of  lakes 
and  streams  in  Canada  and  elsewhere. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  Amendments  of  1989 
were  born  from  these  continuing  problems. 
The  amendments  require,  among  other 
things,  that  fuel  economy  measures  be 
taken  by  the  automotive  industry  to 
increase  the  average  miles  per  gallon  from 
27.5  to  33  for  new  cars  1996,  and  that  new 
transit  buses  use  cleaner  fuels  such  as 
natural  gas  or  methanol. 

Some  of  the  more  controversial 
amendments  grant  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  expanded  regulatory 
authority  and  set  high  standards  for  utility 
emissions. 

As  one  might  guess,  in  states  like  Illinois 
and  West  Virginia,  where  the  coal  industry 
is  sensitive  and  powerful,  the  amendments 
are  unpopular.  Both  Senators  from  Illinois 
voted  against  the  Clean  Air  Act 
Amendments. 

Economic  Effects:  Capitalism  or 
Socialism ? 

Senator  Robert  Byrd  from  West  Virginia 
is  an  extremist  His  proposed  amendment, 
which  would  federally  guarantee  job 
security  to  coal  miners  displaced  by  clean 
air  legislation,  represents  a  frightening,  and 
in  some  cases  popular,  threat  to  an  ideology 
that  has  brought  America  to  its  position  as 
a  world  economic  leader:  The  idea  that  if  an 
industry,  product,  or  service  can  not 
compete  it  makes  the  necessary  adjustments 
to  become  competitive  or  it  dies. 

The  idea  that  government  has  a 
responsibility  to  support  outdated 
inefficient  Industries  is  at  the  heart  of 
socialist  attrition. 'If  government  regulation 
forces  industry  to  develop  new  technology 
in  order  to  compete,  then  not  only  do  old 
Industries  become  more  efficient,  but  the 
citizenry  benefits  from  cleaner  air  and 
fewer  health  complications,  lower  insurance 
costs,  etc. 

The  real  dilemma  posed  by  the  Clean  Air 
Amendments  of  1989  does  not  involve  clean 
air  or  the  environment.  The  real  dilemma 
posed  by  the  amendments  is  whether  or  not 
our  elected  representatives  can  overcome 
political  temptations  for  the  public  good. 


Editorial: 

Cheating  damages  the  reputation 
of  CD  and  hurts  students  as  well 


Cheating — sometimes  it  seems  as  American  as 
the  proverbial  apple  pie.  It  affects  our  social, 
civic  and  political  lives;  it  appears  to  be  invading 
our  classrooms  nationwide,  as  well  as  here  at  CD. 

The  survey  that  was  taken  as  part  of  the  special 
project  published  this  week  in  the  Courier, 
revealed  some  disturbing  evidence  about  the 
extent  of  academic  cheating  at  the  college. 

Although  this  survey  was  an  informal  and 
unscientific  one,  the  fact  that  almost  75  percent 
of  the  respondents  admitted  to  cheating  in  some 
form  while  a  student  at  CD  cannot  be  ignored. 


cheating  is  the  college  itself,  however.  CD  has 
worked  hard  over  the  years  to  establish  its 
reputation  as  a  quality  institution  producing 
quality  students. 

If  a  student  who  has  cheated  his  way  through 
CD  and  into  the  workforce  is  found  to  be 
incapable  of  writing  a  simple  business  report, 
what  will  that  tell  employers  about  the  quality  of 
education  at  CD? 

There  are  instructors  at  CD  who  seem  to  feel 
that  cheating  isn't  a  real  problem  here.  Perhaps 
not,  but  maybe  they  just  aren't  looking  very 


There  are  those  who  say  that  students  who 
cheat  only  cheat  themselves.  But  academic 
cheating  has  its  victims.  Any  honest  student  in  a 
class  with  a  cheater  is  going  to  suffer  lower 
marks  on  a  grading  curve.  And  honest  students 
who  work  hard  at  their  studies  are  bound  to  feel 
some  resentment  when  they  know  others  are 
cheating  and  getting  away  with  it. 

Perhaps  the  most  affected  victim  of  academic 

hard,  either.  It  might  take  a  little  extra  work  to 
safeguard  against  dishonesty  in  the  classroom, 
but  the  results  will  pay  off  for  the  entire  college. 

Everyone  at  CD,  from  the  top  administrators  to 
beginning  students,  has  an  obligation  to  make 
sure  that  cheating  is  not  tolerated  in  any  form. 

The  quality  of  American  education  has  been 
the  strength  of  our  nation,  and  must  be 
protected.

Dear  Editor: 

The  United  States  was  founded  in  the  belief 
that  all  men  are  "endowed  by  their  Creator 
with  certain  unalienable  rights;  that  among 
these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness...." 

Webster  defines  unalienable  as:  "incapable 
of  being  alienated,  surrendered,  or  transferred."

including  dismissal  from  the  college,  according 
to  Robert  W.  Regner,  the  student  judicial  officer. 

Cheating,  as  defined  in  the  1989-91  CD 
catalog,  Challenge  to  Change,  and  by  board  of 
trustees  policy  #5715,  includes  "ail  forms  of 
academic  dishonesty  such  as  cheating, 
plagiarism,  or  forgery,"  and  is  subject  to 
disciplinary  measures  by  the  college. 

"I  take  academic  dishonesty  as  being  a  very 
serious  offense,"  Regner  said.  "It  jeopardizes 
the  integrity  of  the  institution  and  the  grading 
process,  so  I  have  very  little  tolerance  for  that." 

As  the  student  judicial  officer,  it  is  Regner's 
job  to  handle  alt  disciplinary  matters  that  are 
referred  to  him. 

Cases  of  academic  dishonesty  can  come  to  him 
in  two  different  ways.  Instructors  can  contact 
Public  Safety  when  they  believe  an  Incident  of 
cheating  has  occurred. 

"Public  Safety  officers  will  get  all  the 
specifics,  all  the  documentation,"  Regner 
explained.  "At  that  point,  as  it  is  a  violation  of 
board  policy,  copies  of  the  Public  Safety  reports 
are  sent  to  me."

Regner’s  next  step  is  to  contact  the  student  in 
writing,  letting  the  student  know  of  the  violation, 
and  that  an  appointment  with  Regner  is 
required  to  discuss  the  situation. 

"Failure  to  set  up  an  appointment  results  in 
me  putting  a  hold  on  their  record  so  that  they 
cannot  register  for  subsequent  terms  nor  can 
they  get  academic  transcripts,"  Regner  said. 
"That’s  how  I  get  students  to  come  and  see  me." 

Instructors  can  also  report  cases  of  cheating 
directly  to  Regner.  In  such  a  case,  he  follows  the 
same  procedure  for  contacting  the  student  for  an 
appointment. 

Regner  explained  that  instructors  can  also 
handle  cases  of  academic  dishonesty  on  their 
own. 

"Certainly  the  instructor  has  the  option,  and 
it’s  their  prerogative  if  they  want  to  deal  with  it 
within  the  classroom  setting,"  he  said. 

In  discussing  the  case  with  the  student, 
Regner  has  a  set  procedure. 

"I  indicate  to  them  that  their  behavior  is  in 
violation  of  board  policy,  and  that  I  have  the 
authority  to  impose  sanctions,"  he  said. 

The  sanctions  that  are  outlined  in  board 
policy  are  designed  to  be  progressively

his  term  paper  for  English  class.  Who 
will  ultimately  decide  his  fate?  Whether  it  be 


plagiarism,  cheat  sheets,  looking  on  someone  else’s  test  or  any  other  form  of 
cheating,  when  it  all  comes  down  to  it,  it  will  be  the  teacher  who  decides  what 
will  happen  to  John. 

There  are  no  set  guidelines  that  a  teacher  has  to  follow  when  the  situation 
arises.  The  school  catalog  states  that  cheating  is  subject  to  disciplinary  measures 
by  the  college,  but  99  percent  of  the  time  it  will  never  get  that  far.  The  teacher 
will  be  the  one  to  decide  on  the  penalties,  and  the  options  they  have  are  endless. 

What  policies  do  instructors  have  on  cheating,  and  do  they  address  them 
before  the  quarter  begins,  or  is  it  just  supposed  to  be  known  to  the  student  as 
wrong?  It's  all  up  to  the  individual  teacher  to  decide. 

There  are  hundreds  of  full-time  and  part-time  faculty  at  CD,  and  probably 
that  many  options  and  opinions  on  what  should  be  done  to  a  student  caught 
cheating. 

James  Nyka  has  been  a  journalism  and  English  professor  at  CD  for  almost 
eight  years.  Nyka  said  he  does  not  address  cheating  to  the  class  before  the 
quarter  begins. 

"I  don’t  consider  that  a  major  concern,"  Nyka  said.  "I  think  they  should  know 
it  from  way  back  when.  It's  so  obvious  it  hurts. 


Nyka  has  had  several  cases  of  cheating  over  the  years  but  not  an  exorbitant 
amount. 

Just  last  week  he  had  a  student  plagiarize  a  paper  and  failed  him  on  the 
assignment.  If  he  catches  an  alleged  cheater  looking  at  another  person's  test,  he 
will  move  the  victim. 

"I  tend  to  be  lax  when  I  give  a  test,"  Nyka  said.  "I  wouldn't  hesitate  to  walk 
out  of  a  class  while  the  students  are  taking  a  test.  That's  just  my  nature  and  I 
feel  that  they’re  not  going  to  cheat.  Over  the  years,  the  test  scores  have  not  sky¬ 
rocketed,  so  I  don't  feel  that  that's  a  problem." 

Last  year  Nyka  caught  a  student  plagiarizing  an  essay  in  his  English  101 
class. 

"It  was  obvious  that  it  came  from  a  source  other  than  the  student.  I  could 
detect  from  the  writing  style  that  it  was  not  his,"  Nyka  said.  "I  confronted  the 
student  on  the  issue  and  he  confessed  immediately.  I  gave  him  an  'F'  on  the 
paper  and  his  grade  was  subsequently  lowered  from  a  'B'  to  a  'C.'  Because  of 
that,  I  think  he  learned  his  lesson." 

Nyka  does  not  have  a  set  penalty  for  the  cheater;  he  will  decide  when  the 
situation  is  confirmed. 

Nyka  does  not  feel  cheating  is  a  big  problem  at  CD. 

"I  think  a  certain  percentage  will  cheat.  It  depends  on  how  much  pressure 
you  feel  to  get  a  good  grade,"  he  said.  "I  think  a  lot  of  students  here  at  the 
College  of  DuPage  don't  feel  that  pressure.  If  this  were  a  high  pressure  four- 
year  institution  and  you're  paying  an  unbelievable  number  of  dollars  to  attend 
here,  then  it  might  be  a  big  problem."

punitive,  although  Regner  has  the  option  to 

impose  any  level  that  he  feels  fits  the  case. 

A  disciplinary  warning  is  the  first  level, 
followed  by  a  hold  on  the  student’s  transcripts, 
delayed  registration,  probation,  suspension  and 
dismissal. 

After  Regner  explains  the  situation  to  the 
student,  he  asks  for  the  student's  view  of  the 
incident.  He  then  makes  a  ruling  on  the  case. 

Regner  says  that  he  tries  to  impose  a 
punishment  that  will  be  on  a  level  with  the 
severity  of  the  violation. 

"I  typically  follow  the  board  policy,  in  that  I 
try  to  look  at  this  as  a  developmental  issue,”  he 
said.  "For  a  first-time  offense,  I  don’t  want  to 
destroy  an  individual's  academic  career.  I  want 
them  to  know  how  serious  it  is. 

"Should  the  incident  be  repeated,  then  I 
would  move  to  escalate  the  sanctions.” 

If  a  student  disagrees  with  the  verdict  of  the 
student  judicial  officer,  an  appeal  can  be  made 
to  the  College  Judical  Review  Board. 

This  board  is  appointed  by  the  college 
president  and  includes  two  administrators,  two 
faculty  members  and  one  student. 

The  chair  of  the  Faculty  Senate  submits  a  list 
of  five  faculty  members  to  the  president  to 
choose  from,  and  the  president  of  Student 
Government  provides  a  list  of  three  possible 
student  members. 

_  According  to  Ken  Harris,  dean  of  academic 
services,  the  College  Judicial  Review  Board  has 
not  had  to  meet  in  about  five  years,  therefore 
there  are  no  current  members.  If  a  case  were  to 
arise,  the  president  would  then  appoint  a  board. 

Beyond  the  College  Judicial  Review  Board, 
appeals  may  be  made  to  the  college  president. 

Regner  says  that,  since  July  of  1989,  he  has 
handled  just  two  cases  of  academic  dishonesty, 
both  of  which  were  settled  without  being 
appealed  to  the  review  board. 

Although  he  has  personally  dealt  with  only 
two  cases  in  almost  a  year,  Regner  indicated  that 
incidents  of  cheating  seem  to  be  on  the  rise  on  a 
national  level.  He  feels  that  most  cases  are  being 
handled  by  the  instructors. 

"I've  talked  to  other  judicial  affairs  officers  at 
other  colleges,”  he  said.  "There  seems  to  be 
very  few  reported  cases;  (it  seems)  most  are 
handled  in  the  classroom." 

Regner  sees  his  job  as  a  hard  one,  where  he 
must  balance  conflicting  interests  and  stories. 

"Listening  to  two  people  describe  a  situation 
that  there  were  both  involved  in  can  be  like 
listening  to  people  from  different  planets,"  he 
said. 

"It's  very  difficult,"  he  concluded.  "I  feel  like 
I'm  making  the  best  decision  I  can  given  the 
information  I  have.  The  outcome  never  satisfies 
anybody."

Nearly  three-quarters 

of  CD  students  surveyed  recently 

said  they  had  cheated  at  the  college. 

Copying  homework  and  falsifying  sources  on  research  papers 
were  the  most  common  forms  of  academic  dishonesty,  and  male 
students  showed  a  higher  rate  of  cheating  than  did  females. 

The  random,  informal  survey  was  conducted  on  May  14. 
Questionnaires  were  handed  out  to  students  in  the  SRC  cafeteria, 
the  LRC,  and  lounges  in  the  IC,  and  collected  after  completion. 
Of  the  100  surveys  distributed,  70  were  completed  and  returned. 

Out  of  the  79  students  responding  to  the  survey,  57,  or  72.2 
percent,  admitted  to  some  form  of  academic  dishonesty  during 
their  time  at  CD. 

Overall,  nearly  47  percent  felt  that  cheating  was  "always  wrong, 
no  matter  what,"  while  a  further  22.8  percent  believed  that 
cheating  was  "almost  always  wrong,"  but  allowed  for  special 
circumstances. 

Out  of  the  57  respondents  who  admitted  cheating,  32  said  they 
had  copied  someone  else's  homework,  the  most  common 
infraction.  Doing  homework  for  someone  else,  and  faking  sources 
on  a  paper  were  the  next  most  common  forms  of  cheating, 
followed  by  using  cheat  sheets  on  tests  and  plagiarizing  quotes  or 


ideas. 

There  were  42  women  and  37  men  who  completed  the  survey. 
The  men  showed  a  higher  incidence  of  academic  dishonesty,  with 
just  over  78  percent  of  the  men  admitting  to  cheating,  as  opposed 
to  nearly  67  percent  of  the  women. 

Almost  4  percent  of  those  surveyed  felt  that  there  is  "nothing 
wrong"  with  cheating.  The  same  amount  felt  that  cheating  was 
"okay"  because  it  was  so  common. 

Almost  70  percent  of  those  who  admitted  to  cheating  said  that  it 
was  always  or  almost  always  wrong;  some  of  the  written 
comments  addressed  this  apparent  contradiction. 

"(Cheating  is)  always  wrong,"  one  respondent  wrote.  "I  would 
feel  guilty,  but  once  in  a  great  while  if  I  was  really  desperate  for  a 
grade,  I  might." 

Another  student  echoed  this  feeling  saying  that  cheating  is 
"always  wrong,  but  unfortunately  you  do  it  to  get  ahead." 

One  student  had  a  different  view. 

"It’s  always  wrong  and  I  wouldn't  do  it — it  messes  up  the  grade 
scale  and  others'  GPAs." 

According  to  Barbara  Hansen-Lemme,  professor  of  psychology 
at  CD,  people  do  cheat  even  though  they  know  it’s  wrong. 

"As  people  feel  pressured  to  accomplish  a  goal,  they  do  things 
they  might  not  do  otherwise."

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Allan  Carter  is  in  his  21st  year  as  an  English  professor  at  CD. 

Since  he  teaches  English,  Carter  has  dealt  with  plagiarism  plenty  of  times. 
There  is  little  choice  for  a  student  caught  plagiarizing  in  Carter's  class.  ° 

"I  have  little  tolerance  and  a  pretty  tough  policy  about  plagiarism,"  Carter 
said.  "I  will  kick  them  out  of  my  class.  I  don't  want  to  have  anything  to  do  with 
them  any  longer." 

Before  any  important  papers  are  due.  Carter  will  always  reiterate  to  the  class 
that  it  should  be  their  own  work.  He  also  tries  to  follow  up  if  he  has  any  doubts. 

"If  you're  suspicious  you  lalk-to  the  student,"  Carter  said.  "I  don't  like  to  find 
people  plagiarizing,  and  I  don't  like  to  be  detective,  but  you  have  to  do  it." 

Carter  feels  that  cheating  is  a  problem  in  college  today. 

"It  is  when  you  give  papers  on  topics  where  they  can  purchase,  or  where 
somebody  has  an  old  paper,"  he  said.  "But  in  my  experiences,  it  hasn't  been  a 
problem."  ° 

Lon  Gault  is  a  history  professor  who  has  been  associated  with  the  college 
since  the  fall  of  1967. 

Gault  has  had  relatively  few  cases  over  the  years,  but  he  thinks  the  teacher 
has  a  problem  along  with  the  alleged  cheating  student. 

'The  problem  is  to  be  sure  that  actual  cheating  has  taken  place,  and  boy,  that's 
a  tough  one,"  Gault  said.  "The  man-hours  it  takes  to  check  out  everything 
would  be  staggering."  0 

The  students  who  have  had  problems  with  Gault  have  either  dropped  the 
class,  or  the  allegations  of  cheating  went  unproven. 

In  one  case,  two  students  silting  next  to  each  other  had  every  response 


except  one  the  same  on  a  100-qreslion  objective  test. 

"I  didn't  take  them  on  because  I  really  couldn't  prove  it,"  Gault  said. 

Gault  has  had  other  cases  oftest  cheating  and  plagiarizing,  but  they  are  few 
and  far  between. 

He  does  safeguard  against  the  problem  in  a  couple  of  ways. 

In  his  syllabus  he  advises  the  students  to  read  their  rights  and  responsibilites 
in  the  college  catalog.  He  will  ilso  check  out  papers  of  individuals  sitting  side 
by  side  to  see  if  they  put  down  similar  responses. 

"If  I  had  a  clear  example,  I  wculd  call  in  the  dean  of  students,"  Gault  said.  "I 
have  not  had  clear  enough  cases  where  I  would  be  justified."  ~ 

In  Gault's  experience  cheating  hasn't  been  much  of  a  problem. 

I  joke  sometimes  that  some  of  my  students  don't  even  care  enough  to 
cheat,"  Gault  said.  "When  I  look  at  the  grades  my  students  get,  it  doesn't 
appear  to  me  that  I  am  having  widespread  cheating." 

Gault  finds  the  thought  of  academic  dishonesty  reprehensible. 

"I  get  so  angry  I  can't  talk  rationally  about  it,"  he  said.  "I  just  can't  believe 
that  an  individual  who  comes  to  a  college,  who  is  wanting  knowledge,  will 
prostitute  himself  in  that  way.  It  just  makes  me  sick." 

Although  cheating  is  a  problem,  many  CD  instructors  do  not  seem  to  sec  it 
as  widespread  here  at  CD.  • 

As  Carter  said,  "There  is  a  trust  between  a  teacher  and  a  student  and  if  either 
of  us  violates  that  trust,  the  educational  process  stops."  '  »

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Nude  art  causes  controversey  in  gallery

The  exhibit  "Figuration  1990"  which 
featured  the  artists  Jane  E.  Fisher  and  Maria 
Tomasula  ended  its  one  month  stay  in  CD's 
Arts  Center  gallery  yesterday.  The  paintings, 
through  the  use  of  human  figures  expressed  a 
variety  of  emotions  including  strong  messages 


of  human  anxiety  and  mystery. 

Although  the  artists  are  quite  similar  in 
many  areas — both  paint  figurative  oil 
paintings  that  focus  on  the  stresses  and 
anxieties  of  modem  society — both  artists  are 
quite  different. 

Tomasula's  compositions  tend  to  take  on

Bayou  lightning  to  strike  at  CD

On  June  2,  legendary  rock  and  blues 
guitarist  Lonnie  Brooks  will  bring  his  electric 
tempest  of  Louisiana  swamp  rock  and  the  raw 
power  of  the  Chicago  blues  to  CD’s  "Blues  Jam." 

Bom  in  Dubuisson,  Louisiana,  Brooks  didn’t 
pursue  the  guitar  seriously  until  his  early 
twenties,  although  it  didn’t  take  long  for  him  to 
start  building  his  popularity  and  reputation  as 
a  red-tot  rock'n’roBer. 

Getting  his  first  job  with  Cajun  blues 
superstar  Clifton  Chenier  allowed  Brooks  to 
gain  a  great  deal  of  experience  living  on  the 
road  and  playing  every  night  This  experience 
allowed  Brooks  to  leave  Chenier  and  play  a 
seemingly  endless  number  of  gigs  in  southern 
dance  halls,  juke  joints,  and  college  fraternity 
parties  under  his  own  stage  name  of  "Guitar  Junior." 

By  1959,  Brooks  had  already  established  his 
reputation  in  the  South  and  was  touring  with 
the  legendary  Sam  Cooke.  Hoping  to  reach 
new  audiences  and  build  upon  his  reputation. 

Brooks  eagerly  accepted  an  invitation  to  tour 
with  Cooke  to  the  blues  capital  of  the  world,  Chicago. 

Undaunted  by  another  quick  rock'n’roll 
guitarist,  Chicago  didn’t  pay  much  attention  to 
Brooks.  However,  Brooks  was  determined  to 
make  people  take  note  of  him,  so  he  dropped 
his  stage  name,  and  his  reputation  with  it,  and 
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more  mysterious  tones  which  are  conveyed 
through  the  use  of  rich,  dark  colors  that  stand 
out  around  the  figures.  Purples  and  reds  seem 
to  dominate  her  paintings. 

One  of  Tomasula's  compositions,  "Rhythm," 
comments  on  the  confusion  and  uncertainty 
often  faced  in  modem  times.  In  this  painting  a 
man,  naked  from  the  waist  stands  pensively 
checking  his  pose  as  if  to  reaffirm  his  existence. 

Jane  E.  Fisher's  works  are  excellent  as  well. 
Her  colors  are  lighter  and  flatter  than 
Tomasula's  and  the  subject  matter  is  presented 
in  a  more  straightforward  fashion.  Her  figures 
are  mainly  men  whose  somber  faces  are  most 
effective  when  their  eyes  confront  the  viewer 
as  they  do  in  her  haunting  "models  of  self  control." 

Her  most  notable  piece  is  a  work  titled,  "We 
are  What  We  Eat"  in  which  a  male  and  a 
female  stare  blankly  at  the  viewer.  The  male  is 
dressed  in  a  dark  suit  and  seated,  holding  a 
plate  of  steak  while  the  female  sits  holding  a 
plate  of  two  fish,  a  re-occurring  motif  in 
Fisher's  paintings. 

Although  the  exhibit  was  enjoyed  by  most 
who  viewed  it,  some  were  reportedly  upset  by 
the  nudity  in  some  of  the  paintings.  CD  student 
John  Cantor,  20,  was  upset  by  the  nudity 
displayed  in  Tomasula's  work. 

"I  don't  think  that  nudity  like  that  is 


necessary  and  I  don't  think  the  college  should 
show  it,"  Cantor  said. 

According  to  gallery  assistant  Venus 
Cramer,  they  had  received  complaints  about  a 
painting  by  Fisher  that  pictured  two  males 
sleeping  on  a  bed.  The  painting  is  entitled 
"Bad  Sleep." 

"We  had  complaints  about  'Bad  Sleep' 
before  the  show  had  opened,  someone  felt  that 
the  painting  was  homosexual  in  nature," 
Cramer  said. 

According  to  Gallery  director  Eileen  Broido 
however,  the  artist  indicated  that  the  painting 
is  not  homosexual  in  its  theme  at  all. 

Most  were  able  to  look  beyond  the  nudity. 
Cristopher  Rriz,  19,  enjoyed  the  paintings. 

"People  may  think  it's  strange,  but  it  really 
doesn't  offend  me,"  Kriz  said. 

Professor  of  philosophy  Fred  Hombach  also 
enjoyed  the  exhibit. 

"The  paintings  show  a  reality  of  our 
existence  that  we  don't  get  to  see  too  much," 
Hombach  said. 

Both  artists  are  from  the  Chicago  area  and 
exhibit  frequently  in  the  area.  Prices  for  the 
paintings  range  from  $750  to  $4,000.  For 
more  information  concerning  the  artists 
contact  the  gallery  at  858-2800  ext.

set  out  to  learn  the  blues. 

Brooks  not  only  listened  to  and  studied  the 
blues,  but  lived  it  in  Chicago's  ghetto  bars  and 
“soul  joints."  As  the  sixties  passed.  Brooks 
reputation  grew  steadily  and,  after  a  few  45s, 
released  his  first  album,  "Broke  and  Hungry," 
in  1969.  Unfortunately,  his  record  company 
failed  to  promote  the  album  and  Brooks  never 
received  any  national  attention. 

Still  confined  to  Chicago,  Brooks  began  to 
feel  the  economic  pressures  of  supporting  his 
family.  He  was  forced  to  play  less  of  his  own 
music  and  cover  everything  from  top  40  to 
R&B  and  country  hits. 

Luckily,  Brooks  got  another  chance  to  play 
his  blues  when  he  was  invited  to  join  a  "blues 
caravan"  that  would  tour  and  record  in  France. 

After  overwhelming  acceptance  in  France, 
Brooks  returned  with  a  new-found  fervor  and 
energy  to  perform  his  own  material  so  he 
assembled  a  fiery,  young  band  and  has  been 
scorching  clubs  and  college  campuses  in 
America  and  Europe  ever  since. 

In  addition  to  touring.  Brooks  has  released 
seven  more  albums,  two  of  which,  "Living 
Chicago  Blues"  and  "Blues  Deluxe,"  received 
Grammy  nominations.  Brook's  1979  album 
“Bayou  Lightning”  won  the  prestigious  Grand

CD  instructor  is  'buggy' 
about  'Metamorphosis'

Franz  Kafka's  short  story,  "Metamorphosis," 
as  adapted  for  the  stage  by  CD  philosophy 
instructor  Werner  Krieglstein,  is  scheduled  to 
open  at  Chicago's  Actor  Project  on  Friday, 
June  29.  y 

"Metamorphosis,"  written  by  Kafka  in  the 
early  1900s,  is  the  story  of  a  travelling 
salesman  who  wakes  up  one  day  to  find  that 
he's  turning  into  a  cockroach. 

"I  love  Kafka,"  Krieglstein  said.  "He  has 
been  my  favorite  for  20  or  30  years." 

Krieglstein's  1983  stage  adaptation  won  a 
festival  award  in  Poland  when  he  was  the 
founder  of  the  Whole  Arts  Theater  program. 
Since  then  Krieglstein  has  started  a  new 
program  as  the  original  was  bought  by  a 
corporation  in  Michigan. 

Krieglstein's  14-year-old  son,  Mark  will  be 
playing  the  part  of  the  bug.  His  son  first 
played  the  part  in  Austria  at  the  age  of  11.

"The  audience  is  surprised  when  they  see 
that  someone  so  young  has  played  the  part," 
Krieglstein  said.  "They  never  really  see  him 
but  they  can  sort  of  tell  where  he  is  in  the  room 
where  the  bug  is  staying." 

To  accompany  the  narration  of  the  parts  is 
another  one  of  Krieglstein's  sons  on 
percussion,  violin  and  the  saxophone. 

Krieglstein  himself  will  be  doing  the  voices 
and  the  narration  while  two  of  his  other  sons 
will  be  doing  the  backstage  special  effects. 

As  Krieglstein  adapted  this  play  for  the  stage 
he  made  music  a  big  part  for  the  perception  of 
the  audience.  He  claims  that  the  music  is  not 
accompanying  the  voices,  nor  are  the  voices 
accompanying  the  music,  but  rather  the  voices 
and  the  music  become  one. 

Krieglstein  describes  the  stage's  set-up  as 
"blacklight"  as  the  audience  becomes  part  of 
the  setting. 

The  cockroach  lives  in  a  room  at  his  house 
while  his  family  tries  to  cope  with  what  is 
happening  to  him.  He  resides  in  a  room  that 
becomes  a  place  where  the  family  puts  all  of  its 


junk  and  garbage,  and  the  bug  lives  amongst  it. 

One  day  a  cleaning  lady  comes  in  and  cleans 
out  the  garbage  and  throws  the  bug  away  with 
it. 

According  to  Krieglstein,  many  people 
thought  that  Kafka  wrote  this  story  as  a  symbol 
of  what  was  happening  to  the  Jews  in 
Germany.  Krieglstein  feels  that  Kafka’s 
message  is  more  than  that. 

"I  think  that  this  is  the  artist's  perception  of 
what  was  and  is  happening  in  modem  art," 
Krieglstein  said.  "People  feel  that  they  can  just 
push  the  modem  artist  out." 

Krieglstein  brought  attention  to  what  he 
considers  the  most -important  line  in  the  play. 
He  says  this  line  comes  along  when  the  bug's 
sister  is  playing  the  violin. 

"He  (the  cockroach)  says  as  he  became  more 
animal,  he  identified  with  the  music  more," 
Krieglstein  said.  "Through  the  music  he  has 
access  to  what  he  calls  'divine  to  God.'  The 
nourishment  that  he  craved  as  a  human  being, 
but  never  found,  he  discovered  as  a  bug." 

Krieglstein  continued,  "This  is  absolutely 
my  favorite  play.  I've  played  it  over  200 
times."

Jazz  Festival. 

For  over  30  years  now.  Brooks  has  been 
burning  up  dance  halls,  bars,  and  most  recently, 
college  campuses,  with  his  electrifying 
combination  of  Louisiana  swamp  rock  and  the 
raw  power  of  the  Chicago  blues. 

In  his  mid  fifties,  Brooks  still  spends  most 
of  the  year  on  the  road  playing  over  200  gigs 
annually  and  doing  all  of  the  driving  and 
accounting  himself. 

When  it  comes  to  being  on  the  road  Brooks 
says,  'This'  life  get  rough.  Sometimes  pretty 
nasty.  But  when  you  get  on  the  bandstand,  you 
know  what  you  did  it  for."

did  win  a  game  in  nationals  and  no  northern 
team  had  done  that,  so  I'm  happy  with  that. 

"Hopefully  we  can  use  this  as  a  building 
block  and  come  back  next  year,"  Sarkisian 
said.  "We  saw  another  level  of  softball.  To  be 
honest,  most  of  the  teams  that  were  there  are 
above  us  in  the  things  they  do  in  the  program. 

"For  us  to  compete  year  in  and  year  out  on 
the  national  level,  we  need  to  do  some  things," 


Sarkisian  said.  "Those  things  include  getting 

more  coaching  into  the  program."

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Golf  team  shakes

The  Chaparrals  learned  how  to  believe  in  themselves  last  fall 
by  stealing  the  Region  IV  golf  tournament  after  trailing  the 
competition  for  most  of  the  season. 

Now  they  must  learn  how  to  get  back  into  their  winning 
groove  as  they  travel  to  Scottsdale,  Ariz.  next  week  to  compete 
for  the  NJCAA  golf  championship. 

Following  an  exciting,  two-day  tournament  victory  at  Fox 
Bend  Golf  course  in  October,  the  Chaps  went  into  hibernation 
for  eight  months,  waiting  for  their  shot  at  the  national 
championship. 

Now  they  are  inching  closer  to  their  chance  and  finally 
getting  the  time  to  practice  their  game. 

"We  met  two  weeks  ago  and  talked  about  what  it  was  going 
to  take  to  do  well  at  nationals  and  what  we  wanted  to  do,”  said 
Coach  Erich  Hauenstein,  who  guided  the  Chaps  to  a  second 
place  finish  in  the  N4C  conference  and  the  regional 
championship.  And  I  told  the  guys  that  in  the  next  four  weeks 
that  they've  got  to  play  as  often  as  they  can." 

Getting  the  team  together  to  practice  has  been  the  biggest 
problem  for  Hauenstein  and  the  team.  Bad  weather,  the  close  of 
Spring  Quarter  and  part-time  jobs  have  limited  the  time  for  the 
team  to  practice  together. 

"I'm  only  asking  them  to  do  the  best  that  they  can," 
Hauenstein  said.  "I  would  like  them  to  go  down  there  feeling

they  gave  their  very  best  effort.  This  is  probably  the  biggest 
tournament  any  of  these  five  will  ever  play  in  their  entire  life." 
The  Chaps  have  participated  in  several  golf  tournaments  this 


spring,  including  one  at  Tri-State  University  (Ind.)  where  they 
finished  in  the  middle  of  the  pack.  The  temperature  of  the  days 
previous  to  the  tournament  were  between  65  and  70  degrees, 
but  the  day  of  the  tourney,  the  temperature  was  about  35 
degrees. 

It  wasn't  much  of  a  golfing  day,"  Hauenstein  said.  "I  don’t 
think  it  was  a  true  test  of  their  abilities.  It  was  a  good 
experience  for  the  team  to  get  together." 

The  team  also  participated  in  another  tournament  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  finishing  in  the  middle  of  the  pack. 
And  several  players  drove  to  St.  Ambrose  in  Iowa,  where  they 
finished  only  10th  out  of  12  teams.  All-conference  selection 
Sean  Galligan  shot  a  75,  tying  him  for  fifth  among  nearly  80 
participants. 

"I'm  looking  forward  to  us  doing  being  pretty  well," 
Hauenstein  said.  "I  think  it  would  be  great  to  finish  in  the  top 
10." 

Despite  the  cold  and  the  rain,  the  team  has  found  time  to 
practice  or.  their  own,  whether  it's  playing  full  rounds  or  going 
to  the  driving  range.  But  Hauenstein  wishes  his  team  was  able 
to  compete  following  their  emotional  win  at  the  regional 
tournament. 

"They  were  shooting  good  golf,"  Hauenstein  said.  "They  had 
all  summer  to  practice  and  all  of  fall's  competition  and  they 
were  in  a  groove."

A  record-breaking  season  with  a 
nerve-racking  ending  for  Chaps

A  disappointing  ending  to  the  Chaparral's  successful 
season  cannot  erase  the  numerous  school  records  the 
team  broke  en  route  to  an  N4C  and  Section  III 
championship  season. 

Despite  reaching  the  championship  game  before 
losing  the  Region  IV  title  for  the  second  year  in  a  row, 
Coach  Steve  Kranz  was  unquestionably  proud  of  what 
his  team  had  accomplished  this  season. 

"They  played  up  to  their  potential,"  Kranz  said.  "We 
wanted  to  get  back  to  the  championship  game  and  we 
did.  This  was  the  best  team  ever  this  school  has  had.  We 
had  more  power  and  belter  hitters  than  any  of  the  other 
teams." 

The  numbers  tell  the  story. 

The  Chaps  broke  five  team  records  this  season  with 
most  wins  (40),  home  runs  (53),  triples  (30),  hits  (604), 
and  runs  scored  (518). 

Four  players  were  named  to  the  all-conference  team. 


Third  baseman  Burgess  Watts,  who  was  named 
conference  MVP  and  holds  a  handful  of  school  records 
himself,  made  the  team  for  the  second  year  in  a  row. 
Shortstop  Rich  Hintz  was  also  named  to  the  team  for  the 
second  time. 

Dennis  Krob,  owner  of  a  number  of  single  season 
records,  and  pitcher  Mark  Abruzzo,  both  freshman,  were 
named  to  the  team  for  the  first  time. 

Watts,  along  with  freshman  Rick  Weinstock,  tied  the 
school  record  for  home  runs  in  a  season  with  14.  Watts 
also  broke  the  school  record  for  extra  base  hits  in  a 
season  with  33. 

Carrying  a  two-year  batting  average  of  .432,  Watts 
also  established  career  records  in  hits  (159),  extra  base 
hits  (62),  runs  scored  (109),  doubles  (31)  and  runs  batted 
in  (123). 

Krob  broke  the  single  season  records  for  runs  scored 
(75),  stolen  bases  (45),  walks  (66)  and  on  base 
percentage  (.568).

For  the  lady  Chaparrals,  the  national 
tournament  in  Hutchinson,  Kan.  was  truly  an 
experience  for  two  reasons. 

One,  it  was  CD's  first  appearance  ever;  and 
two,  the  lady  Chaps  never  played  teams  like 
they  played  last  weekend  before. 

The  double-elimination  tournament 
consisted  of  16  of  the  best  junior  college  teams 
in  the  country  playing  for  number  one. 

The  great  play  of  their  competitors 
combined  with  their  own  questionable  play, 
however,  put  CD's  hopes  of  a  national  title  out 
tne  window. 

The  lady  Chaps  went  1-2  in  tournament  play 
and  ended  ranked  as  the  10th  best  junior 
college  team  in  the  nation. 

CD  thought  they  would  take  on  Hiawatha 
(Term.)  in  the  first  round  but  the  schedule  was 
changed  and  instead  they  played  Community 
College  of  Morris  (N.J.). 

Nervousness  and  butterflies  affected  the 
lady  Chaps  right  away  as  they  couldn’t  get  out 
of  the  first  inning.  CD  committed  three  errors 
and  allowed  seven  unearned  runs  to  put 
themselves  in  a  big  hole. 

"We  were  so  nervous  it  was  unbelievable," 
head  coach  Sevan  Sarkisian  said.  "I  didn't  see 
that  in  the  warmup,  but  once  the  game  started 
they  were  really  petrified." 

CD  allowed  only  two  more  runs  the  rest  of 
the  way,  but  the  damage  was  done  as  they  lost 
9-1.  Kelley  Siler  was  the  tough  luck  loser. 

That  loss  placed  CD  in  the  losers  bracket 
where  they  settled  down  and  played  a  much

better  game  against  Waldorf  (Iowa). 

Waldorf  scored  one  run  in  the  first  inning 
but  the  lady  Chaps  countered  in  the  second 
with  a  Molly  Vincent  double  and  a  run-scoring 
single  by  Erin  Ingram  to  tie  the  game. 

CD  went  ahead  for  good  in  the  fourth 
inning,  this  time  on  the  bad  fielding  of  the 
opposidon.

In  the  third  game,  the  lady  Chaps  let  the 
tournament  and  the  season  slip  away  against 
Onondaga  (N.Y.).  CD  jumped  out  to  a  4-0 
lead  highlighted  by  a  two  run  single  by 
Annelle  Malone  and  seemed  on  the  way  to  a 
win. 

Starting  pitcher  Rammon  was  cruising, 
retiring  the  first  seven  batters  before  hitting  the 
next  girl  in  the  head  with  a  pitch. 

"It  caused  her  to  lose  her  composure,"

With  an  increasing  enrollment  and  a  greater  interest  in 
computer  technology  in  mind,  CD  will  move  a  step  further  in 
computer  technology  next  fall  with  the  opening  of  the  George 
Seaton  Center  for  computer  use. 

Students  enrolled  in  Computer  Aided  Drafting  and  Design  for 
the  Summer  Quarter  however,  will  get  the  jump  on  everyone 
else  as  the  center  will  open  for  use  in  those  classes  June  18. 

Construction  of  the  six-lab,  6,000  square  foot  computer 
center  began  last  spring  with  a  projected  completion  date  of  the 
beginning  of  the  1990  Fall  Quarter.  Now  all  that  is  left  to  do  is 


install  the  remaining  computers  and  computer  furniture, 
according  to  manager  of  Academic  Computing  Bill  Brittain. 

"We  asked  for  some  custom  alterations  to  be  made  to  the 
furniture  so  it  will  work  better,"  Brittain  said.  "As  a  result  of 
those  alterations,  some  of  the  other  furniture  doesn't  fit.  So  the 
furniture  vendor  is  running  behind. 

"With  the  IBM  computers,  we  were  asking  for  a  system  that 
wasn't  available.

Board  workshop 
looks  into  future 
plans  for  college

The  board  of  trustees  got  an  earful  at  its  May  30 
workshop  which  began  at  7  p.m.  and  went  to  11  p.m. 

Six  areas  of  the  college  were  discussed  by  the  board, 
which  listened  to  the  presentations  that  were  provided  by 
school  officials.  The  following  are  the  agenda  items  that 
were  analyzed:  Auxiliary  Enterprises;  the  Student-Parent 
Cooperative  for  Children;  Student  Activities;  the  Arts 
Center;  physical  education  and  telecommunications  at  CD. 

The  Auxiliary  Enterprises  area  of  the  college  was 
reported  on  by  Ernie  Gibson,  director  of  auxiliary 
enterprises.  He  discussed  the  need  for  more  space  for  the 
bookstore,  the  Dining  Services'  needs,  and  the  status  of  the 
recycling  efforts  at  CD. 

Some  debate  was  raised  as  to  the  need  for  expanding  the 
"full-service"  facility  in  the  West  Campus. 

Jan  Novak,  one  of  two  teachers  of  the  Student/Parent  Co¬ 
op,  spoke  about  the  status  of  the  program  and  familiarized 
the  board  about  it. 

Enrolled  students  are  allowed  to  have  their  children  be 
supervised  while  in  classes  or  in  a  lab  said  Novak.  The 
board  was  enthusiastic  about  the  service  and  praised  it 

An  overview  was  given  about  the  Student  Activities 
department  by  Luciie  Friedli,  director  of  Student 
Activities.  She  discussed  the  activities  that  Student 
Government  has  focused  on;  she  talked  about  the  role  that 
Student  Activities  will  play  in  the  future  of  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  and  other  clubs;  and  volunteerism  at  the  college. 

Friedli  commended  the  efforts  and  activities  that  Student 
Government  has  involved  itself  in  for  this  past  year  and 
noted  that  as  a  group  it  has  also  been  one  of  the  stronger  in 
terms  of  academics. 

Jack  Weiseman,  associate  dean  of  Fine  Arts,  talked  about 
the  "happy  problems"  of  the  Arts  Center.

The  luncheon  is  being  co-sponsored  by  two 
college  organizations,  the  College  Republicans 
and  Student  Government.  The  luncheon  is 
seen  as  an  important  step  in  establishing  a 
strong  representation  for  students  said  the 
coordinator  of  the  event,  Sylvia  Sung  who  is 
also  president  of  CR. 

"In  terms  of  the  student  body,  it  is  important 
to  have  some  representation  to  these 
candidates  at  an  early  time,"  Sung  said. 

The  candidates  that  are  to  be  present  are 
Vince  Persicco,  Dan  Cronin,  and  Aldo  Botti. 
All  of  these  candidates  are  currently  running 
for  office  in  the  DuPage  area  on  the 
Republican  ticket. 

Jeff  Russell,  president  of  SG,  stated  that  the 
purpose  of  the  day  is  to  familiarize  the 


college's  leaders  with  possible  future 
representatives. 

"The  purpose  of  it  (the  luncheon)  is  for  the 
leadership  of  the  college  to  meet  the  new  faces 
of  DuPage  politics,"  Russell  said. 

A  total  of  24  individuals  will  be  present  at 
the  luncheon  which  will  include  the  three  guest 
candidates  said  Russell.  Members  of  the 
President's  Advisory  Council,  faculty  and 
administration  will  also  attend  that  day. 

"A  total  of  six  student  leaders  will  represent 
the  student  body,"  Russell  said.  Three  of  the 
representatives  are  in  SG  and  they  are:  Mike 
Stajduhar,  president-elect;  Jeff  Russell, 
president;  and  M.  Faiyaz  Hussain.  The  other 
three  are  members  of  CR  and  they  are:  Amy 
Frank,  secretary;  Brien  Sheahan,  vice 
president;  and  Sylvia  Sung,  president. 

The  SG  representatives  were  appointed  by 
Russell  who  said  that  it  was  his  "constitutional 
duty"  to  make  the  appointments.  He  noted  that 


there  have  been  some  SG  members  who  have 
expressed  some  unhappiness  because  they 
could  not  attend,  but  he  believes  that  he  has 
made  the  best  choices. 

Sung  also  addressed  the  issue  of  the 
luncheon's  exclusiveness. 

"Ideally  we  would  have  liked  to  have  had  all 
the  candidates  come  and  speak  to  the  entire 
campus,"  Sung  said.  'There  has  been  a  little 
bit  of  a  controversy  that  we  haven't  been  able 
to  invite  more  students  from  SG  and  CR,  but 
financially  it  would  be  a  burden." 

The  cost  has  been  estimated  to  be  between 
$150  and  $200  according  to  Sung  who  added 
that  the  "brunt  of  it  will  be  paid  for  by  CR,  the 
rest  will  hopefully  be  covered  by  SG." 

Russell  on  the  other  hand  does  not  foresee  a 
need  to  have  to  pay  for  any  of  the  costs,  but  if 
it  does  occur  then  he  will  present  it  to  the  SG 
board  of  directors  to  have  money  appropriated 
to  make  up  the  difference. 


"I  am  sure  that  the  board  (of  directors)  will 
approve  it,"  Russell  added. 

Sung  noted  that  the  student  representatives 
that  were  selected  were  a  good  choice. 

"Obviously  SG  and  CR  are  concerned  with 
educational  issues  and  for  us  to  be  able  to  get 
first-hand  information  requires  us  to  have 
contact  with  state  representatives  and  members 
of  local  DuPage  County  politicians. 

"The  ability  for  us  to  have  that  hands-on 
contact  with  these  politicians  will  be  beneficial 
to  the  rest  of  the  student  body  no  matter  what," 
Sung  said. 

She  added  that  another  main  goal  of  the 
event  is  to  have  both  student  organizations  act 
as  a  liaison  between  the  administration,  the 
faculty  and  the  local  representatives.

Model  Mugging  is  a  women's  self-empowerment 
course  that  will  give  women  confidence  in  their  power 
to  defend  themselves.

With  help  from  Cheri  Erdman, 
CD  professor  and  counselor,  a 
self-empowerment  course 
designed  for  women  is  coming  on 
campus  to  present  a  program  on 
June  4  from  11:30  a.m  to  1p.m. 

Model  Mugging  is  a  self- 
defense  course  which  uses  the 
unique  technique  of  training  with 
"muggers.”  This  program  has 
been  featured  in  national  media 
such  as  People  magazine  and 
"Designing  Women." 

The  actual  course  will  be  taught 
at  CD  in  September. 

Erdman,  who  is  a  graduate  of 
Model  Mugging,  said  that  the 
course  will  be  offered  as  a  non¬ 
credit  class  for  interested  women. 

Erdman  stresses  the  Model 
Mugging  is  more  than  a  self- 
defense  class. 

"They  don't  want  to  call  it  a 


self-defense  class  because  it  goes 
beyond  the  kind  of  training  that  a 
woman  might  get  in  a  typical  type 
of  self-defense  class,"  Erdman 
said. 

"In  those  particular  classes, 
women  practice  on  each  other  or 
on  dummies,  fake  kinds  of  things 
that  don't  really  give  the  full 
impact  of  what  it  is  really  like  to 
actually  be  mugged,  which  is 
what  happens  in  the  program," 
Erdman  said. 

The  male  trainers  are  outfitted 
in  protective  gear  designed 
specifically  for  them  and  their 
bodies. 

Erdman  said  that  the  trainers 
stress  that  the  voice  is  the  first 
weapon  and  encourage  the 
students  to  set  boundaries  before 
they  actually  get  into  a  situation. 
Erdman  said  that  when  she 
completed  the  course  certain 
responses  are  now  conditioned  in 


her  body. 

"I  am  real  confident  that  after 
the  training  I  have  had,  if  I  was 
attacked  I  would  be  able  to  take 
care  of  myself  physically," 
Erdman  said. 

Erdman  said  that  Model 
Mugging  is  adrenaline-based 
training. 

"If  I  would  get  on  the  mat  and  I 
knew  that  it  was  my  turn  to  be 
mugged,  my  heart  would  be 
beating  out  of  my  chest,"  Erdman 
said.  "I  would  literally  be  scared 
to  death  because  I  wouldn't  know 
exactly  how  I  would  be  attacked." 

Erdman  said  that  the  trainers  try 
to  put  the  participants  in  a  real  life 
situation  even  though  it  is  not  real 
life. 

"It's  real  life  in  terms  of  the  fear 
element,  the  adrenaline  that  is 
going  through  your  body,  the  fear 
that's  there;  it's  helps  to 
recondition  the  responses  that 
women  normally  have,"  Erdman 
said. 

Before,  Erdman  admits,  if  she 
had  been  grabbed  from  behind  she 
would  have  probably  allowed 
herself  to  be  victimized. 

"In  the  course  I  was  mugged 
about  40  times  in  two  weeks. 
With  each  one  of  those  attacks  my 
confidence  would  build  and  now 
my  body  knows  that  even  if  my 
mind  isn't  going  to  tell  me  to  fight 
or  kick,"  Erdman  said. 

"In  my  body  there  is  a 
conditioned  pattern  that  I  can 
draw  on  and  trust  my  body  to  do," 
Erdman  said.  "I  know  now  that  I 
just  won't  freeze." 

Erdman  said  that  Model 
Mugging  is  only  available  to 
women  because  they  are  more 


likely  to  be  attacked. 

"Statistics  say  that  three  out  of 
five  women  are  likely  to  be 
sexually  assaulted  or  abused  in 
their  lifetime  so  the  training  is 
geared  toward  women,"  Erdman 
said. 

She  said  that  men  are  typically 
taught  how  to  fight  and  girls 
aren't. 

Erdman  pointed  out  that  the 
benefits  of  the  course  extend  well 
beyond  learning  how  to  properly 
defend  yourself. 

"It's  a  very  healing  thing  for 
women  to  do  who  have  already 
been  assaulted  or  sexually 
abused,"  Erdman  said.  "Doing 
something  like  this  helps  because 
it  will  show  her  that  she  can  take 
care  of  herself." 

She  said  that  the  course  is  a 
positive  way  to  ventilate  anger. 

Because  Erdman  is  a  counselor, 
she  sees  women  whose  lives  and 
studies  are  affected  because  of 
some  sort  of  attack  that  has 
happened  to  them. 

When  the  course  opens  in  the 
fall,  it  will  meet  five  times  in  two 
weeks  for  five  hours  each  class. 
Participants  get  a  total  of  25  hours 
of  training. 

The  classes  will  meet  three 
Tuesdays  and  two  Saturdays,  from 
September  4-18  and  cost  $350. 

"As  a  graduate  of  the  program, 

I  can  say  that  I  winced  when  I 
wrote  out  the  check,  but  I  got  so 
much  attention  and  the  training 
was  so  excellent,"  Erdman  said. 
"It  was  worth  $350  dollars.  I'm 
worth  $350."

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Editorial: 

Restricted  function  featuring  politicians; 
students'  funds  should  not  foot  the  bill 


On  June  12,  the  College  Republicans,  a  student 
organization,  is  co-sponsoring  a  luncheon,  along  with 
Student  Government. 

The  guests  at  this  luncheon  will  include  three  local 
Republican  politicians,  all  currently  running  for  office. 

Attendance  to  this  luncheon  has  been  restricted  to 
24  individuals,  including  members  of  the  President's 
Advisory  Council,  faculty,  administration,  and  six 
"student  leaders." 

The  cost  of  this  luncheon  will  mostly  be  paid  for  by 
the  College  Republicans,  but  the  organizer  of  the 
event  said  that  she  hoped  the  remainder  would  be 
covered  by  SG. 

This  luncheon  is  not  open  to  the  student  body  at 
CD.  Why  should  SG  funds — the  students'  funds — be 
appropriated  to  allow  a  select  few  to  rub  elbows  with 
political  big-wigs? 

In  fact,  why  is  SG  involved  in  this  at  all?  What 
business  do  our  student  representatives  have 
promoting  partisan  politics?  They  are  supposed  to 


concern  themselves  with  issues  relevant  to  all 
students,  not  just  those  of  the  Republican  persuasion. 

If  the  College  Republicans  want  to  host  an  event  of 
this  sort,  fine.  It  is  just  the  kind  of  thing  one  would 
expect  from  a  partisan  political  organization.  Let 
them  bear  the  full  cost  of  the  event,  without  asking 
CD  students,  who  are  being  excluded,  to  pay  for  their 
private  party. 

One  the  other  hand,  if  SG  wants  to  provide  a  forum 
for  political  candidates  for  the  information  of  the 
entire  college  community,  it  should  include 
representatives  from  all  sides,  not  just  the  Republican 
party.  And,  it  should  be  a  function  that  is  open  to 
everyone  at  CD.  There  are  certainly  students  here 
that  would  welcome  the  chance  to  become  more 
informed  about  local  politicians. 

Perhaps  the  members  of  the  College  Republicans, 
many  of  whom  just  happen  to  be  representatives  of 
SG,  are  forgetting  which  side  of  the  fence  they're 
sitting  on.

No  need  for  Dining  Services  to  lower  fat  of  food 


Dear  Editor: 

This  is  in  response  to  David  R. 
Gauger's  (Dining  Services 
manager)  response  to  my  letter. 

Although  I  mentioned  only  one 
cholesterol  research  project  in  my 
letter,  there  are  other,  larger 
studies  which  I  could  quote.  As 
far  as  I  know,  there  is  no  research 
which  shows  a  link  between 
dietary  cholesterol  and  early  death 
(or  other  health  risks). 


This  issue  is  important,  not  just 
for  CD,  but  for  our  entire  country. 
Many  Americans  are  foregoing 
the  pleasures  of  eating  eggs, 
cheese,  steak  and  pizza  because  of 
erroneous  conclusions  made  by 
government  scientists. 

Concerning  the  other  issues  of 
fat  and  calories,  I  believe  there  is 
evidence  of  health  risks 
associated  with  these  factors. 
However,  this  doesn't  mean  that 


the  CD  food  service  should  make 
a  great  effort  to  lower  fat  and 
calories. 

Mr.  Gauger  could  serve  nothing 
but  hamburgers  fries  and  Cokes 
and  nobody  would  die 
prematurely  (assuming  everybody 
eats  well  at  home). 

Also,  there  are  philosophical 
questions:  Which  is  better,  to  eat 
and  live  freely  and  die  a  little 
early,  or  to  be  careful  and  live 


longer? 

Does  America's  current 
obsession  with  health  and  fitness 
show  a  love  of  life  or  a  fear  of 
death?  How  much  present 
sacrifice  is  warranted  by  a 
possible  future  gain  (especially 
when  the  future  is  in  doubt)?

honesty,  n.  straightforwardness  of  conduct 

We  as  Americans  and  humans  cherish 
honesty.  It  is  the  basis  of  business  and 
friendships. 

In  most  cases  we  expect  people  to  be 
honest  We  expect  people  to  represent 
themselves  with  integrity. 

The  violation  of  that  expectation  often 
results  in  severe  penalties.  For  instance, 
perjury,  or  lying  under  oath,  is  a  jailable 
offense.  Fraud  and  many  other  deceitful 
practices  are  iBegal  as  welL  It  would  not  be 
unreasonable  to  infer  from  society’s  laws 
that  within  the  realm  of  its  values  lies 
integrity. 

Why  then,  as  a  society,  do  we  tolerate, 
even  encourage,  so  much  dishonesty,  fraud, 
deception,  and  falseness?  The  media  is 
constantly  flBed  with  stories  of  dishonesty. 

Here  we  are  raced  with  an  interesting 
dichotomy.  On  the  one  hand,  we  have  the 
expose  of  fraud  and  deception  in  news 
articles.  On  the  other  hand  there  is  the 
encouragement  of  Chose  traits  in  a  great 
deal  of  advertising. 

Magazine,  television,  and  radio 
advertisements,  especially  for  liquor  and 
Itobacco  products,  but  many  others  as  well, 
espouse  not  genuineness  but  falseness. 

As  is  so  often  the  case,  the  subtleties  of  a 
society’s  philosophy  and  direction  are 
reflected  by  its  media. 

It  is  impossible  to  read  a  magazine, 
newspaper,  or  watch  a  television  program 
without  heing  innndated  with 
advertisements  pushing  products  that  will: 
make  you  look  taller,  thinner,  trimmer,  or 
sexier;  improve  yonr  appearance  with  hair 
dye,  hair  pieces,  hair  implants,  colored 
contact  lenses,  or  "press  on”  fingernails 
among  other  things. 

What's  worse  is  how  many  people  you 
see  with  eyes  the  color  of  neon  surfwear, 
wearing  elevator  shoes,  fingernails  that 
require  a  permit  to  carry,  and  heads  of  hair 
that  are  obviously  not  their  own,  or  at  least 
hair  that  did  not  start  growing  on  their 
heads. 

It's  sad,  and  says  something  about  our 
culture.  It  says  that  maybe  genuineness 
and  honesty  are  not  so  important  after  alL 

The  writer  George  MacDonald  had 
great  Insight  when  he  said:  "If  we  be 
honest  with  ourselves,  we  shall  be  honest 
with  each  other.” 

The  message  that  MacDonald  conveys 
and  that  needs  to  be  re¬ 
established— especially  with 

adolescents— is  not  that  a  person  wfll  be 
popular  or  successful  if  he  parades  around 
as  someone  he  Is  not,  but  that  genuineness 
and  honesty  are  more  important  traits. 

I  am  reminded  of  the  proverb:  "Believe 
half  of  what  you  hear  and  all  of  what  you 
see."  I  don’t  know  bow  old  that  proverb  is 
but  I  am  sure  it  is  older  than  colored 
contact  lenses  and  hair  implants. 

Maybe  it  should  be  amended;  "Believe 
some  of  what  you  hear  and  even  less  of 
what  you  see."

I  have  been  a  student  at  CD  for  several 
years,  have  earned  130  credit  hours  and  have 
maintained  a  3.8  GPA.

The  experience  left  me 
angry  and  frustrated. 

The  class  was  U.S.A.  History  to  1840;  I 
lasted  only  two  weeks  before  I  withdrew. 
During  this  time,  we  had  outlined  one  small 
paragraph  and  had  not  yet  learned  any  history. 

The  teacher  enjoyed  verbally  putting  down 
the  students;  belittling  them  in  front  of  the 
class.  If  you  said  that  you  were  confused  as  to 
where  the  class  was  headed,  he'd  reply,  "You 
are  suppose  to  be  confused." 

Having  worked  with  learning-disabled 
children,  I  feel  he  could  do  a  lot  of  damage  to 


them.  These  kids  have  a  constant  struggle 
keeping  their  self-esteem  intact  and  their 
motivation  high,  without  someone  destroying 
their  efforts. 

I  am  in  the  field  of  study  which  will  enable 
me  to  build  egos.  I  found  it  extremely  difficult 
to  sit  down  and  watch  him  chip  away  at  the 
students'  self-esteem  He  intimidated  them  by 
sarcastically  reminding  them  over  and  over 
that  he  had  their  grade. 

Since  I  needed  this  class  for  graduation,  I 
had  to  take  it  this  quarter.  I  checked  the 
Quarterly  for  a  class  that  he  did  not  teach. 
There  was  only  one.  He  teaches  all  the  other 
classes,  on  and  off  campus.  I  couldn't  believe 
it!! 

There  are  over  40  students  in  thisone  class. 
I  found  the  teacher  to  be  very  accomplished 
and  interesting.  While  talking  to  some  of  the 


students,  I  discovered  a  lot  of  his  drop-outs.  I 
mentioned  this  to  the  teacher.  She  asked,  "Is 
that  why  I  have  so  many  students?" 

Later  she  told  me  that  she  had  spoken  to  the 
dean.  He  informed  her  that  he  already  was 
aware  of  the  problem.  The  teacher  in  question 
has  tenure.  Tenure  frustrates  me.  I  feel  that  it 
protects  lazy,  negligent  and  unproductive 
teachers'  jobs  at  he  expense  of  the  students' 
education. 

I  believe  something  needs  to  be  done  about 
this  problem.  Why  does  he  monopolize  all  the 
U.S.A.  History  to  1840  classes?  Why  not 
lighten  his  load  and  give  better  qualified 
teachers  more  classes?  The  students'  needs 
have  to  be  considered.  Somewhere  there  must 
be  an  answer.

acoustics  of  the  Main  Stage  of  the  AC. 

The  Physical  Education  building's  function 
is  being  met  according  to  Herb  Salberg, 
athletic  director.  After  several  of  the  other 
speakers  requested  more  space,  he  jokingly 
remarked  that  because  his  department  had 
"meticulously  planned  in  1982"  for  the  PE 
building  there  was  presently  no  need  to 
increase  the  facility's  area. 

Concern  was  expressed  by  the  board  and 
Salberg  about  the  report  that  was  provided  on 
the  academic  status  of  the  athletes  after  a 
sports  season  which  showed  a  decline  in  both 
the  hours  that  they  were  enrolled  for  and  their 
GPAs. 

Joe  Barillari,  director  of  instruction  design, 
requested  that  the  board  allow  the  college  to 
hire  a  consulting  firm  to  look  into  expanding 
the  telecommunications  department. 

Barillari  said,  "the  consulting  firm  will  be 
asked  to  provide  some  options  (for  creating  a 
new  telecommunications  system)  that  are  not 
only  technical,  but  also  policy  oriented." 

Ray  Van  Alstine,  manager  of 
telecommunications,  commented  on  the  efforts 
in  an  interview  the  day  after  the  board 
workshop. 

"The  board  has  decided  to  go  ahead  and  hire 
a  consultant,”  Van  Alstine  said. 

There  are  three  goals  that  Van  Alstine  listed: 
A  new  cable  system  to  go  throughout  the 
campus;  an  upgrade  in  the  telephone  switch 
system;  and  to  provide  video  services  to 
classrooms  or  to  remote  sites  through  a 
broadcast  system. 

At  the  workshop,  H.  D.  McAninch,  college 
president  said,  "We  (the  administration)  know 
that  there  is  a  need  for  a  new 
telecommunicational  system  and  as  to  what  the 
manifestation  it  is  going  to  take  we  don't  know." 

The  board  will  also  be  placing  greater  focus 
on  the  proposal  for  a  new  student  center  and 
what  it  will  include.  Gibson  expressed  an 
interest  in  relocating  the  bookstore  to  it. 

This  workshop  was  the  last  meeting  of  the 
quarter  for  the  board.  Future  plans  will 
include  more  discussion  on  the  items  that  were 
talked  about  in  this  meeting.

such  as  English  and  political  science  will  be 
able  to  use  terminals  during  open  lab  hours. 

Considering  the  direction  of  technology  and 
and  computers.  Vice  President  of  Planning  and 
Information  Ron  Lemme  feels  that  the  new 
center  is  the  best  way  to  centralize  a  number  of 
computers  and  classes  while  preparing  for  the 
continuing  increase  in  enrollment  at  CD. 

"The  main  purpose  is  because  we  had  our 
labs  scattered  throughout  the  building," 
Lemme  said.  "It's  not  very  effective  to 
network  the  equipment  and  staff  the  labs.  It 
was  really  to  bring  all  the  labs  under  one 
location  where  we  can  have  limited  staffing 


and  take  care  of  all  the  labs.  The  side  benefit 
is  that  it  opens  up  a  few  more  spaces  for  other 
types  of  classes." 

Brittain  feels  the  new  center,  which  was 
constructed  so  that  two  additional  floors  may 
easily  be  added,  will  soon  be  a  part  of  every 
student's  education  at  CD. 

"By  the  fall  of  1992,  we  estimate  that  one  in 
every  four  students  on  campus  will  be  using 
computers  as  part  of  their  course  work," 
Brittain  said.  "The  input  we  got  is  from  the 
academic  deans." 


While  the  reasoning  of  opening  the  center  in 
the  summer  is  presumed  to  be  an  opportunity 
to  evaluate  the  operation  of  the  facility, 
Brittain  stated  that  the  expansion  of 
classrooms  in  the  IC  building  as  the  biggest 
cause  in  opening  the  new  lab  ahead  of 

schedule. 

"It's  only 
going  to  be 
one 
classroom 
that  we'll  be 
using  until 
fall,"  Brittain 
said.  "We're 
going  to  get 
that  one

going  on  in

building.  We  have  to  get  out  if  IC1106  (the 

current  C.A.D.D.  lab)." 

Two  separate  classrooms  will  take  the  place 
of  the  C.A.D.D.  lab,  according  to  Brittain. 

In  addition  to  IC1106,  computer  classrooms 
1033  and  2001  will  also  be  available  for  other 
use  after  equipment  from  there  is  moved  to  the 
new  computer  center. 

The  new  computer  center  will  only  contain  a 
small  percentage  of  the  computers  used  on 
campus;  however,  as  many  programs  on 
campus  working  under  their  own  budget  will 
remain  where  they  are  today. 

The  computer  graphics  lab  for  advertising 
design,  the  desktop  publishing  lab,  the  fashion 
and  design  lab,  the  nursing  lab  and  photo  lab 
are  just  some  of  the  computer  related  areas  that 
will  not  be  part  of  the  new  center. 

"There's  still  a  lot  of  labs  on  campus," 
Brittain  said.  "The  majority  of  the  labs  on 
campus  are  run  by  the  individual  programs. 
They  own  those  labs.  They  pay  for  them." 

In  addition  to  using  the  new  center  for 
computer  classes,  students  in  other  classes

The  Learning  Lab  at  CD  is  taking 
extra  precautions  to  avoid  plagiarism 


and  the  reusing  of  term  papers  in 
their  English  classes. 

According  to  Pat  Keir,  the  director 
of  the  Learning  Lab,  there  is  some 
concern  about  honesty  in  the  writing 
of  papers. 

"We  don't  have  a  huge  problem 
with  this,  by  the  way,"  she  said. 
"But  because  of  the  approach  we  use 
all  through  the  lab — it’s  kind  of  a 
pre-packaged  approach — the  teacher 
doesn’t  necessarily  have  the 
opportunity  to  assign  a  particular 
topic. 

"Also  we  believe  that  students 
should  write  based  on  what  they're 
interested  in,  choose  their  own  topic, 
and  narrow  it." 


prevents  plagiarism 


In  the  Learning  Lab,  original 
papers  will  not  be  returned  to  the 
students,  although  copies  will  be. 

"We  want  students  to  get  the 
feedback,  but  we  do  keep  the  actual 
papers,"  Keir  said. 

A  file  of  papers  will  be  kept  in  the 
Learning  Lab  for  teachers  to  refer  to 
if  they  question  the  originality  of  a 
students  efforts. 

"It's  just  a  file  that  teachers  can 
access  if  they  get  a  feeling  that  it's  a 
purchased  paper,  or  one  that  we  see 
a  lot,"  Keir  said.  "They  can  go  in 
and  compare  it. 

The  instructors  in  the  Learning  Lab 
have  other  precautions  that  they  take. 

"We  require  a  writing  sample  of 


students  prior  to  giving  any  of  our 
English  courses,"  Keir  said.  'The 
students  need  to  go  down  to  the 
Testing  Lab,  which  is  a  controlled 
situation,  and  write  a  sample." 

The  samples  are  done  for  two 
reasons. 

First,  the  instructors  can  evaluate 
the  level  of  a  student’s  writing 
ability,  and  fit  the  courses  to  that 
ability. 

The  writing  sample  also  gives  the 
instructors  something  to  compare 
other  writings  against. 

"We  have  a  statement  about 
plagiarism  that  we  go  over  with  each 
student  prior  to  beginning  the 
courses  so  that  they  clearly 


understand  what  we're  concerned 
about,"  Keir  said. 

"A  lot  has  to  do  with  the  tone 
we're  trying  to  maintain,  which  is 
one  of  respect  for  students,  and  trust 
for  the  students,"  Keir  explained. 
"We  don't  want  to  turn  into  the 
Gestapo." 

The  Learning  Lab  relys  heavily  on 
the  instructors  to  control  cheating. 

"It's  really  the  decision  of  the 
teacher  what  the  penalties  are,"  Keir 
said. 

Keir  said  that  the  Learning  Lab 
wants  students  to  understand  that 
they  cannot  cheat. 

She  concluded,  "We  will  not 
tolerate  cheating." 


Stringent  safeguards 
protect  Testing  Lab

Whatever  the  level  of  cheating  that  may 
be  occurring  at  CD,  the  Testing  Lab 
doesn't  seem  to  be  the  place  Tor  it, 
according  to  Nancy  Bentley,  associate 
dean  of  testing. 

"I'm  sure  there  is  less  cheating  In  the 
lab  than  there  is  in  classroom  situations 
because  it's  monitored,”  Bentley  said. 

The  Testing  Lab  is  operated  in 
conjunction  with  CD's  flexible  learning 
program,  administering  the  tests  for  these 
self-paced  classes.  The  lab  also  handles 
make-up  tests  for  regular  classes. 

Because  the  lab  personnel  do  not 
personally  know  the  students  they  are 
giving  the  tests  to  as  would  a  classroom 
Instructor,  the  potential  for  abuses  would 


seem  higher.  Sign-in  procedures  for 
students  taking  tests  eliminates  this  danger. 

"From  the  time  they  enter  the  lab,  we 
have  to  find  out  It's  the  right  person 
taking  the  test,"  Bentley  explained.  "We 
check  their  picture  ID." 

Calculators  are  allowed  in  the  lab,  as 
long  as  they  are  not  programmable. 

"They  have  to  show  us  the  calculator," 
Bentley  said.  "We  check  inside  the  case, 
because  sometimes  people  put  notes  in  the  case." 

Books  and  papers  are  not  allowed  on 
the  desk;  scratch  paper  will  be  provided 
from  the  lab  desk,  if  necessary. 

The  lab  is  always  monitored  by  two  staff 
members,  who  make  sure  that  no

Research  paper  selling 
affects  cheating  epidemic

Randle  is  an  above-average  college  student 
who  has  the  common  problem  of  too  much 
work  and  too  little  time.  Between  his  work,  his 
girlfriend  and  his  other  three  classes,  he 
doesn't  have  much  time  to  devote  to  his 
impending  research  paper. 

Time  has  slipped  away  and  Randle  has  only 
two  weeks  to  research  his  topic  and  write  15 
pages  on  multinational  corporations  in  Chile. 

Coincidentally,  Randle  is  browsing  through 
Rolling  Stone  one  day  when  he  happens  across 
an  ad  for  a  company  that  claims  that  they  can 
help  him.  He  decides  to  dial  the  company's 
toll-free  number,  and  within  a  few  days,  a 
catalog  arrives  that  lists  well  over  18,000 
research  papers,  including  one  on  his  own 
topic. 

After  some  deliberation,  Randle  decides 


that  it  is  better  to  swallow  some  integrity  and 
spend  a  little  money  than  go  through  two 
weeks  of  relentless  work  for  a  "C"  or  "B."  So 
Randle  calls  the  company  back,  charges  a  little 
over  $100  on  his  credit  card,  and  has  a 
research  paper  in  a  few  days. 

Although  this  scenario  may  seem  isolated 
and  rare,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  frequent 
on  today’s  college  campuses.  Very  quietly, 
many  companies  using  the  guise  of  "research" 
or  "editorial  assistance"  have  reaped  the 
benefits  of  indolent  college  students  without 
any  notice  being  taken. 

Research  assistance  companies  are  no 
longer  the  helter-skelter  throngs  that  many 
college  administrators  envision,  but  well- 
organized  corporations  that  know  how  to

Dead  Milkmen's  'Metaphysical  Graffiti' 
proves  that  they  are  alive  and  kicking

I'm  trying  to  think  of  a  good  way  to  express  how  great  the 
new  Dead  Milkmen  album  is.  What  I  need  is  a  good  gimmick. 

There's  this  woman  who  rates  movies  on  CNN.  I  forget  what 
her  name  is,  but  she's  so  cute  and  perky  that  you  just  want  to 
inhale  exhaust  fumes  directly  from  your  car's  tailpipe,  and  leave 
a  world  cruel  enough  to  contain  her. 

Anyway,  she's  got  this  equally  cute  and  perky  gimmick  for 
rating  movies.  See,  she  wears  a  bow  tie,  and  instead  of  rating 
movies  with  stars,  she  rates  them,  in  her  cute  and  perky  way, 
with  bow  ties.  Maybe  you've  seen  her. 

So  here  I  am,  reviewing  the  new  Dead  Milkmen  album, 
"Metaphysical  Graffiti,"  feeling  naked  without  a  similar 
gimmick.  And  I  think,  "Hey!  What  better  way  to 
numerically  rate  an  album  than  on  a  scale  of  1  to  10  hernia 
trusses?"  Gimmick  city,  baby.  Here  we  go. 

"Metaphysical  Graffiti"  is  easily  the  Dead  Milkmen's 
finest  album.  Musically,  there  are  only  a  couple  of  songs  I'd 
relegate  to  the  'B'  side  of  a  single,  and  their  lyrics  are  as 
sharp  and  fme  as  a  paper  cut,  polished  until  they  shine. 

On  their  last  jaunt,  "Beelzebubba,"  the  Milkmen  seemed 
like  they  were  growing  up;  "Graffiti"  brings  them  into 
adulthood,  and  they  come  kicking  and  screaming. 

At  any  rate,  the  best  description  of  Milkmusic  I  can  come 
up  with  is  trash  with  an  open  mind.  That  is,  they  come  up 
with  some  catchy  melodies  that  stick  in  your  mind,  spread 
over  rhythms  you  can  slam-dance  to.  That's  kind  of  a  cool 
trick,  if  you  think  about  it. 

The  first  cut,  "Beige  Sunshine,"  starts  with  a  startlingly 
good  melody  featuring  soft,  strumming  guitar  and  subtle  organ 
tones,  with  a  chorus  of  children  singing  verses  of  typically  silly 
Milkmen  lyrics:  "Cheese  is  the  one  thing  that's 
indestructible/How  much  is  your  Blue  Cross  deductible?" 

Then  the  Milkmen  cut  in  with  their  standard,  aces-high 
Milkthrash,  singing  about  shoveling  through  everyday  BS  to 
the  immediacy  of  life,  a  motif  that's  carried  throughout  the 
album 

"Do  the  Brown  Nose"  is  a  live-recorded,  rocking  song  about 
sycophants,  with  an  enthusiastic  club  crowd  singing  along  with 


the  chorus.  "If  you  want  that  job/What  are  you  gonna  do?" 
Crowd:  "Gonna  brown  nose/Gonna  brown  nose."  The  dance 
goes:  "Bend  yo'  knees/Move  yo'  head  like  dis/Pucker  dem 
lips/Give  da  butt  a  kiss." 

"Methodist  Coloring  Book"  is  a  song  about  conformity,  in 
which  God  doesn't  like  those  who  color  outside  the  lines,  and 
"Part  3,"  containing  the  classic  line,  "I  saw  you  naked,  and  it 
make  me  sick."  Can't  say  much  more  about  that  one  here;  just 
buy  the  album. 


"I  Tripped  Over  the  Ottoman"  is  a  raucous  song  about  the 
Dick  Van  Dyke  show,  a  Rob  Petrie  death  fantasy  in  which 
Thanatos  is  the  guest  star  on  the  Alan  Brady  show.  "Morey 
Amsterdam  can  make  a  sane  man  crazy/Morey  Amsterdam  can 
make  a  nice  guy  kill."  And  you  know  it's  true. 

The  Dead  Milkmen  would  travel  all  the  way  to  Anchorage  to 
escape  inane  "classic  rock"  radio  formats,  according  to  the 
lyrics  of  "The  Big  Sleazy."  I  can  relate;  I  would,  too.  "Well  it's 
brunch  with  the  Beatles/A  Tribute  to  Billy  Joel/Four  hours  of 
Doobie  Brothers/  And  they  call  that  Rock  and  Roll." 


That  particular  motif  carries  to  the  next  track,  "If  You  Love 
Someone,  Set  Them  On  Fire."  This  baby  goes,  "You  know  that 
it  would  be  untrue/You  know  that  I  would  be  a  liar/if  I  were  to 
say  to  you/I  didn’t  set  your  house  on  fire."  Yes,  kids,  the  Dead 
Milkmen  are  slamming  Doors  now,  and  it's  well  nigh  time 
somebody  did,  in  my  book. 

Next  up  is  the  song  that  impressed  me  most,  lyrically.  It's 
called  "Dollar  Signs  in  Her  Eyes,"  and  it’s  about  a  woman  who 
looks  at  life  through  income-colored  glasses,  and  is  blind  to 
everything  else. 

To  her,  "The  sky  is  a  highway  for  metal  birds/and 
land  is  real  estate."  This  is  because"she  cannot  see  the 
beauty  in  a  tree/or  in  the  life  that  it  supplies/this  should  not 
strike  you  as  a  mystery/for  she  has  dollar  signs  in  her  eyes." 

Does  that  sound  like  a  song  by  the  same  guys  that 
recorded  "Bitchiri  Camaro"  all  those  years  ago?  Believe  it 
or  not,  when  you  hear  the  song,  it  does. 

I  won't  be  so  anal  as  to  write  about  every  cut  on  the 
album,  but  I  have  to  say  something  about  my  favorite  song, 
"In  Praise  of  Sha-Na-Na."  Are  they  kidding?  Hell,  yes:  this 
is  typical  droll  Milkmen  fare.

Class  offers  Michigan  getaway

Learning  by  doing  has  taken  on  a  new 
meaning  for  some  students  enrolled  in 
CD'sTravel/Tourism  program. 

For  the  first  time,  the  students  in  the 
Tour  Wholesaling  class  are  actually 
offering  to  the  public  a  tour  that  they 
have  put  together. 

The  20  or  so  members.of  the  Tour 
Wholesaling  class  have  spent  Spring 
Quarter  planning  and  arranging  a  speciul 
tour  to  southwest  Michigan. 

Laurie  Mattas,  Travel/Tourism 
instructor,  said  that  she  started  the  class 
by  drawing  up  an  organizational  chart  of 
a  typical  wholesale  company,  and  briefly 
described  the  jobs  to  the  students. 

."They  volunteered  for  the  different 


Jobs,  with  only  a  very  vague  introduction 
to  what  it  would  be,"  she  said.  "We  had 
to  get  them  started  right  away." 

Marketing  research  was  the  first  step 
taken.  A  list  of  questions  was  drawn  ap, 
and  distributed  to  the  class. 

"Everyone  in  the  class  went  out  and 
asked  at  least  ten  people,"  Mattas 
explained.  "We  asked  everywhere,  they 
asked  people  that  they  worked  with,  they 
asked  their  relatives." 

The  research  revealed  that  people  were 
looking  for  relaxation  in  a  country  rather 
than  urban  setting,  and  were  interested  in 
a  trip  involving  either  a  train  or  boat  ride. 

"The  class  had  already  brainstormed 
on  several  possibilities,"  Mattas  said. 
"We  knew  we'd  have  to  keep  it  short,  so  it 
had  to  be  a  simple  trip  that  wasn't  too 
Involved." 

Student  Audrey  Fleming  took  several 
trips  to  Michigan  to  check  hotels. 

"I  wanted  to  get  involved  in  the 
operations  end  of  it  because  I  do  sales 
presentations  for  a  tour  company  now," 
she  said.  "The  sales  end  of  the  business 
I'm  involved  in  already." 

Fleming  checked  five  different  hotels 
and  reported  back  to  the  class  on  what 
they  had  to  ofTer. 

"I  think  you  should  scout  the 
properties  because  you  don’t  want  to  send 
somebody  in  blind,"  she  said.  "If  you  end 
up  with  44  people  who  aren’t  happy,  it 
doesn’t  do  a  whole  lot  for  your  credibility." 

Fleming  said  that  some  of  the  things  she 
looked  for  in  the  hotel  was  location, 
amenities  and  cost 

The  class  planned  the  itinerary  for  the 
trip,  with  Mattas  taking  the  role  of 
"devil's  advocate." 

"The  ultimate  decisions  have  all  been 


made  by  the  class,"  Mattas  said. 

A  limited  time-frame  has  put  a  lot  of 
pressure  on  the  class;  whereas  a  tour 
operator  might  take  up  to  a  year  to 
develop  and  market  a  tour,  the  class;  has 
had  about  ten  weeks. 

"Our  biggest  enemy  is  time,”  Mattas 
said.  "It's  been  a  very  short  marketing 
period,  about  a  week." 


sales  and  marketing  of  the  tour. 

"I've  been  contacting  all  the  media  and 
getting  some  of  the  display  materiials  for 
the  window  display,"  Vanne  said.  "I  call 
on  newspapers  and  radio  stations,  and 
also  the  senior  citizen  centers." 

Vanne  has  found  the  seniors  a  receptive 
audience. 

"The  people  are  quite  active,  they  do  a 
lot  of  travelling,"  he  said,  "and  of  course 
they  have  the  time,  inclination  and  money 
to  do  these  things." 

Vanne  lauded  Mattas'  enthusiasm  and 
know-how. 

"She  does  a  very  remarkable  job, "  he 
said.  "She's  not  only  teaching  fromi  the 
standpoint  of  what  she's  learned  from 
books,  but  she's  teaching  from  the 
practical  application,  since  she  had  her 
own  tour  agency  herself." 

Mattas  has  been  a  tour  wholesaler  for 
17  years,  running  her  own  tour  business 


for  the  past  eight  years.  She  taught  part- 
time  at  CD  for  several  years  before 
becoming  a  full-time  instructor  last  fall. 

"I  thought  that  the  best  way  to  have 
them  really  know  what  goes  into  planning 
and  operating  a  tour  is  have  them  do  it," 
she  said.  "They  have  embraced  that  idea 
with  much  enthusiasm." 

Student  Lois  Hamlet,  who  works  for  a 


tour  wholesaler,  reflected  that  enthusiasm. 

"It's  been  the  most  responsive  class  I've 
ever  been  in,"  she  said.  "It’s  helped  me  a 
lot  even  in  my  job." 

The  tour  the  class  developed  is  billed  as 
"an  ail-inclusive  tour  of  Southwest 
Michigan,"  called  "A  Taste  of  Michigan." 
Included  in  the  tour  package  is  round-trip 
deluxe  motorcoach  transportation,  an 
"elegant"  4-course  dinner  on  the  Star 
Clipper  Train,  one  night's  lodging  at  the 
St.  Joseph  Holiday  Inn,  with  a  wine  and 
cheese  reception  included. 

There  will  also  be  a  buffet  dinner  and 
Sunday  brunch,  as  well  as  a  visit  to  the 
Lemon  Creek  Fruit  Farm  and  Winery. 
The  tour  will  be  fully  escorted  by  CD 
Travel/Tourism  students. 

The  cost  is  $145  per  person;  $175  for 
single  occupancy.  The  tour  runs  June  23-24.

‘Born  in  CoCombia 


"There  is  more  to  Colombia  than  just  drugs  or  killers," 
said  a  CD  student  and  added  that  this  country's  richness 
and  beauty  has  been  overshadowed  by  the  recent  war  on 
drugs. 

Joaquin  Calle,  CD  student,  was  bom  in  Bogota, 
Colombia.  Shortly  after  he  was  bom,  his  father  decided  to 
make  his  biggest  dream  real  by  bringing  his  family  to  the 
U.S. 

As  an  architecture  major,  Calle  would  one  day  like  to  go 
back  to  Colombia  and  contribute  his  knowledge  to  better 
his  country. 

Due  to  the  increased  tensions  between  his  native 
country  and  the  U.S.,  he  has  experienced  some  difficulties. 

"Whenever  someone  introduces  me  and  says  that  I  am 
Colombian,  they  usually  make  a  joke  about  it,"  Calle  said. 
"But  I  don't  worry  about  what  people  say  who  have  never 
been  to  Colombia." 

He  added  that  his  heritage  is  not  something  that  he  is 
ashamed  of  or  something  that  he  has  to  make  an  excuse 
for.  He  said  that  both  he  and  his  family  are  very  proud  to 
be  Latin  Americans. 

However,  after  having  lived  in  other  cities,  he  does  note 
that  not  every  hispanic  is  proud  of  where  he  comes  from 
because  there  are  sometimes  negative  influences  which  he 
or  she  faces. 

"In  Los  Angeles  you  see  a  lot  of  poverty  which  is 
mostly  concentrated  in  the  black  and  hispanic 


communities,"  Calle  said. 

"In  Texas,  the  problem  was  worse  because  they  think 
that  the  only  thing  that  hispanics  are  good  for  is  cheap 
labor. 

"The  reason  that  there  are  so  many  hispanics  hired 
down  there  is  not  because  they  are  cheap  labor,  but 
because  they  do  good  work. 

"Many  Latin  Americans  who  came  to  the  U.S.  legally  or 
illegally  go  back,  sometimes  because  of  the  bad  image  that 
they  have  here." 

Calle  believes  that  it  is  advantageous  to  be  hispanic  in 
the  U.S. 

"We  (his  two  older  sisters  and  him)  have  to  consider 
ourselves  kind  of  lucky  to  have  been  raised  in  a  different 
culture,"  he  said.  "We  have  a  view  of  both  sides." 

Even  though  his  mother  speaks  only  Spanish,  he  said 
that  his  Caucasian  friends  are  still  able  to  interact  with  her. 

"Just  because  you  don't  speak  a  certain  language  it  does 
not  mean  that  you  can't  communicate  with  people,"  he 
said. 

Calle  would  have  liked  to  have  had  more  hispanic 
friends  at  CD,  but  because  the  numbers  here  are  so  small  it 
was  difficult. 

He  concluded,  "I  will  be  transferring  to  University  of 
Illinois  at  Chicago  where  there  are  more  hispanics  and  I 
am  sure  that  I  will  get  to  know  many  more  than  I  know 
here."

The  quest  for  knowledge  makes  many  travel  unknown 
roads  and  in  the  case  of  one  hispanic,  it  has  taken  her  far 
from  her  homeland. 

Teresa  Blair,  assistant  professor  of  Spanish,  has  made 
the  U.S.  her  home  for  approximately  sixteen  years.  She 
was  bom  in  Lima,  Peru. 

She  first  came  to  America  to  attend  Kings  College 
where  she  received  her  bachelors  degree  through  a 
scholarship.  She  received  her  other  two  degrees  also 
through  scholarships.  She  received  her  masters  degree 
from  Harvard  University  and  her  doctorate  from  Colombia 
University. 

Blair  reflected  on  the  adjustments  that  she  made  when 
she  first  came  to  America  and  the  first  shocking 
impression  that  she  had. 

"I  was  very  shocked  with  the  way  that  university 
students  had  fun  and  partied,"  Blair  said.  "I  can  remember 
walking  into  a  room  where  there  was  a  party  and  not  being 
able  to  see  because  of  the  smoke. ..it  was  kind  of  a 
surrealistic  scene." 

Throughout  her  educational  career,  Blair  said  that  there 
were  few  hispanic  students  in  the  same  colleges  that  she 
attended. 

Even  though  Blair  does  not  consider  her  family  to  be 
poor,  she  has  nevertheless  "always  worked  to  send  money" 
to  her  parents  because  she  was  bom  when  her  father  was 
55  years  old.

She  credits  her  home-life  with  the  desire  to  get  an 
education  since  her  father  graduated  from  college,  which 
hel1'ed  set  an  example  for  her  to  follow. 

The  road  that  she  has  walked  on  has  been  long  Blair 
noted,  but  it  has  not  been  as  difficult  as  it  could  have  been. 

"When  I  came  to  the  U.S.  I  spoke  little  English,  but 
things  were  easier  for  me  than  if  I  had  been  an 
immigrant,"  Blair  said. 

If  the  hispanic  community  is  to  better  itself,  enough  role 
models  must  lead  the  way  for  younger  generations  said 
Blair. 

CD  has  offered  her  many  opportunities  according  to 
Blair  and  she  can  only  find  one  fault  with  it. 

"I  don't  like  the  size  of  the  classes  because  they  are  too 
large,"  Blair  said. 

"I  think  that  the  program  should  be  revised  because  in 
English  courses  there  is  a  cap  of  25  students  and  in  foreign 
language  courses  it  is  35." 

She  concluded  by  saying  that  the  desire  to  learn  is  more 
important  than  the  desire  to  get  higher  grades. 

"I  always  stress  that  they  (her  students)  ought  to  leam 
the  things  that  I  teach  them  because  they  want  to  and  not 
because  they  need  the  credits." 

Blair's  husband  is  not  hispanic,  but  their  daughter  will 
still  leam  Spanish  said  Blair,  especially  when  they  spend 
the  summer  in  Costa  Rica  through  a  CD  program. 


One's  culture  is  very  important,  but  it  does  not  mean 
that  you  can't  love  two  different  ones  noted  a  resident  of 
the  U.S.  since  1979. 

Carlos  Romero,  a  CD  Dining  Services  employee,  was 
bom  in  Mexico  City,  Mexico  and  now  lives  in  the  U.S. 

Romero's  goal  is  to  one  day  finish  his  bachelor's  degree 
and  become  a  counselor.  His  first  goal  was  to  go  through 
the  Food  Service  Administration  program  at  the  college, 
but  after  he  had  "some  neighbors  that  were  sexually 
abused"  he  found  his  calling. 

"There  is  no  money  in  either  profession,"  Romero  said. 
"But  I  prefer  the  helping  field  more." 

Learning  English  was  the  first  priority  that  Romero  had 
when  he  enrolled  in  high  school  in  Minnesota.  He  said, 
"It  was  difficult  learning  English  at  the  beginning,  but  I 
either  had  to  leam  it  or  suffer." 

According  to  Romero,  this  college  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  everyone,  but  there  is  still  a  shortage  of 
hispanics  enrolled  here. 

"There  are  not  too  many  hispanics  who  attend  here  or 
get  an  education  anywhere  else  for  that  matter,"  he  said. 

Once  he  has  finished  his  studies  at  CD,  Romero  hopes 
to  transfer  to  Aurora  University  and  receive  his  bachelors 
degree  in  social  work. 

Racism  has  hardly  ever  affected  him  at  the  college  and 
"99  percent  of  everyone  here  is  gTeat,"  Romero  said. 


However,  he  does  note  that  the  individuals  who  have 
appeared  to  be  prejudiced  are  usually  ignored  by  him  and 
adds  that  the  problem  is  not  his,  but  is  instead  theirs. 

The  need  for  information  is  great  in  the  hispanic 
community  according  to  Romero  because  not  many  of 
them  know  the  opportunities  that  are  available  to  them. 

"I  would  like  to  see  them  get  a  lot  of  education  so  that 
we  can  get  out  (of  working)  the  typical  menial  jobs," 
Romero  said. 

"Pretty  soon  the  jobs  that  require  them  to  use  their 
hands  are  going  to  be'  gone  because  of  technology." 

He  added  that  there  are  a  lot  of  smart  hispanics  who  are 
not  getting  an  education,  but  if  they  knew  about  the 
inexpensive  and  quality  education  that  is  offered  at  CD 
perhaps  there  would  be  more  of  them  attending  college. 

"Even  just  trying  is  important  because  if  you  don't  try 
you  will  never  get  anywhere,"  he  said. 

Choosing  between  his  homeland,  Mexico,  and  his 
present  place  of  residence,  the  U.S.  has  not  been  easy  said 
Romero. 

"I  love  both  cultures,  but  I  would  never  let  go  of  mine,” 
he  said.  ”1  am  proud  of  my  heritage,  my  people,  and  of 
Mexico." 

Pondering  the  conflict  that  he  faces,  he  added  that  while 
he  has  the  opportunity  of  becoming  an  American  citizen, 
he  does  not  know  if  he  will  take  advantage  of  it.

Three  rings  of  life  topic  of  Barquero's  speech 


The  following  is  the  text  of  the  speech  by 
Guillermo  Barquero,  CD's  Fulbright  Scholar,  at 
the  Honors  Reception  on  May  11.  Problems 
with  the  sound  system  made  it  difficult  for  the 
audience  to  hear  Barquero's  address. 

The  Future  of  the  Americas  and  the  Three 
Rings  of  Life 

It  is  a  great  honor  for  me  to  be  here.  I  come 
from  a  small  country  (Costa  Rica)  that  is 
located  in  the  heart  of  the  Americas  and  many 
of  you  will  probably  have  a  hard  time  trying  to 
find  it  on  a  map. 

I'm  a  political  scientist  and  because  of  the 
Fulbright  Program,  and  College  of  DuPage, 
this  year  has  been  very  significant  to  me. 

Because  of  studies  and  work  I  have  been 
traveling  around  meeting  interesting  people 
from  all  over. 

I'm  particularly  pleased  to  be  here  when 
deep  political  changes  are  taking  place  in  the 
Old  Continent  and  other  locations  of  the  world. 
That's  why  I  feel  the  necessity  to  explain  to 
you  the  way  that  I  see  life  and  how  this  is  a 
link  to  our  future  in  the  Americas. 

There  are  three  important  rings  in  life, 
interlinked  like  the  Olympic  rings:  The 
personal  ring,  the  social  ring,  and  the  natural 
ring. 

The  Personal  Ring 

The  personal  ring  is  you,  your  family,  and 
your  profession.  Your  friends  are  part  of  this 
ring,  you  aspirations  and  dreams  as  well. 

My  son,  David,  who  is  two  years  old  and  is 
attending  the  Child  Development  Center  at 
COD  has  learned  his  first  two  words  in 
English:  "mine"  and  "don't  touch."  He  is 
absolutely  learning  about  the  first  ring  of  life. 

Later  in  life  what  counts  in  this  ring  is  your 
education,  your  job,  your  car,  your  dream 
house  and  even  the  beliefs  you  were  given  as  a 
child  are  here.  Family,  school  and  church  also 
belong  to  it.  Then  you  have... 

The  Social  Ring 

It  is  your  community,  your  nation,  the  world 
we  create;  in  other  words  society.  People  from 
different  places  and  cultures  are  part  of  this 
second  ring.  But  societies  also  have 
movements  and  ideals. 

For  instance,  historical  movements  are 
taking  place  right  now  in  this  ring  of  life.  Both 
of  us,  you  and  me  have  seen  the  Berlin  Wall 
broken  up  into  small  pieces,  the  peaceful 
political  democratization  of  East  Germany, 
Czechoslovakia,  Polonia,  Yugoslavia,  Hungary 


and,  more  dramatically,  in  Romania. 

We  have  witnessed  the  release  of  Nelson 
Mandela  in  South  Africa  after  several  decades, 
a  significant  peace  proposal  in  Central 
America,  democratic  elections  in  Nicaragua, 
and  the  first  woman  president  in  the  history  of 
the  region. 

We  hope  that  more  deep  changes  will  take 
place  in  the  Americas  (North,  Central,  and 
South)  because  of  the  end  of  the  Cold  War. 

In  this  ring  we  need  to  get  rid  of  our  fears  to 
establish  better  conditions  for  truly 
humanitarian  relationships. 

Tyranny,  corruption,  violence,  greed, 
arrogance,  and  addictive  materialistic 
consumption  and  social  injustice  must  give 
space  to  social  justice,  solidarity,  trust,  and 
frugality.  It  is  imperative  in  this  ring  to  learn 
what  solidarity  is  about.  Solidarity  with  other 
human  beings,  solidarity  with  those  affected  by 
promoted  external  violence. 

My  wife  is  a  social  worker.  She  was 
attending  a  conference  recently  here  at  the 
college  about  the  problems  that  the  homeless 
face  in  this  area. 

She  learned  about  the  deep  discrimination 
that  still  exists.  But  the  way  we  feel  about 
your  homeless  is  about  the  same  way  that  we 
feel  for  our  people. 

These  types  of  concerns  are  in  our  own 
culture,  in  our  own  people.  Your  concerns  are 
similar  to  those  we  face  in  our  homeland. 

This  solidarity,  however,  is  not  so  different 
than  the  one  we  have  with  people  from  Central 
America  or  the  one  we  have  with  Lithuanians. 
It  is  no  different  to  the  solidarity  we  must  have 
with  the  people  of  South  Africa,  the 
Palestinians,  or  the  young  people  in  China  who 
are  asking  for  their  own  realization  of 
democracy. 

But  I  want  you  to  know  that  in  the  social 
ring  you  must  help  to  make  significant  changes 
in  the  quality  of  life  of  your  own  society.  It 
will  not  only  benefit  you,  but  also  your  fellow 
man  here  and  somewhere  else. 

Democracy  is  not  a  passive  stage  of  society, 
nor  is  it  a  silent  stage  in  which  you  live.  It  is  a 
very  dynamic  condition  which  you  must  help 
to  enrich  daily.  A  sick  democracy  like  we  have 
is  not  convenient  to  anyone. 

Politicians  don't  have  all  the  answers  and 
they  may  even  have  the  wrong  ones,  so  your 
duty  is  to  keep  an  important  degree  of  power 
on  your  own  responsibilities. 

This  society  is  being  forced  to  change 
because  of  the  marvelous  winds  of  history  that 


come  from  other  societies,  and  you  need  to 
move  in  its  direction  too. 

You  are  part  of  this  ring,  you  are  part  of  the 
human  continent,  and  our  lives  in  different 
societies  are  tied  like  the  rings  I'm  telling  you 
about. 

The  Natural  Ring 

It  refers  to  nature.  You  and  I  belong  to 
nature  and  so  it  is  relatively  simple  to  keep  in 
our  minds  and  in  our  hearts.  You  must  teach 
your  children  what  Chief  Seattle  told  the 
president  of  this  country  in  1854;  "that  the 
ground  beneath  their  feet  is  the  ashes  of  your 
grandfathers.  So  that  they  will  respect  tire 
land,  tell  your  children  that  the  earth  is  rich 
with  the  lives  of  your  kin.  Teach  your  children 
what  we  have  taught  our  children.  That  the 
earth  is  our  mother.  Whatever  befalls  the  earth 
befalls  the  sons  of  the  earth.  Man  did  not 
weave  the  web  of  life.  He  is  merely  a  strand 
in  it.  Whatever  he  does  to  the  web,  he  does  to 
himself." 

That's  why  my  daughter  Mary  Sol  (sea  and 
sun  in  Spanish)  planted  a  small  tree  during  the 
Wetlands  Appreciation  Day  at  the  college  with 
the  students  of  Parkview  Elementary  School, 
and  that's  why  she  does  activities  like  that 
everywhere  she  goes. 

This  soil  is  as  important  as  the  soil 
somewhere  else.  We  have  to  become  more 
aware  of  this  inalienable  relationship  between 
the  individual,  society  and  nature. 

Like  Wendell  Berry  has  recently  expressed, 
"We  are  now  ourselves,  incomprehensibly 


powerful,  capable  of  doing  more  damage  than 
floods,  storms,  volcanoes  and  earthquakes." 
And  so  it  is  more  important  than  ever  that  we 
should  have  cultures  capable  of  making  us  into 
humans — creatures  capable  of  prudence, 
justice,  fortitude,  temperance  and  other 
virtues. 

As  a  conclusion,  I  ask  you  to  keep  in  mind 
that  you  must  value  what  you  have  as  an 
individual.  You  have  to  struggle  every  day  to 
be  better,  not  only  as  a  person,  but  as  a 
professional.  And  please  try  to  exercise 
solidarity  with  others. 

Along  with  your  personal  aspirations,  keep 
social  ideas,  global  awareness  and  concern. 

Your  society  requires  and  demands  your 
leadership.  You  are  the  best  of  this 
community.  You  are  student  leaders  in  your 
own  area  of  interest  and  each  one  of  you  must 
behave  like  one  in  the  real  world,  in  daily  life. 

Never  stop  learning.  Learning  is  a  two-way 
street,  and  an  endless  process,  too.  One  of  my 
students  of  the  last  quarter  is  here  tonight,  Mr. 
Tom  Schutt,  but  this  quarter  I'm  his  student. 
We  have  learned  from  each  other  and  this  is 
also  a  spiritual,  rewarding  experience.  Keep 
learning. 

The  three  rings  are  deeply  integrated  in  one. 
Your  people  need  you.  Humanity  needs  you 
and  Nature  wants  you  also  to  be  responsible 
for  her.  The  most  significant  achievement  in 
your  life  must  be  the  harmony  of  the  rings,  and 
that  is  a  tremendous  task.

irregularities  occur  in  the  lab. 

In  spite  of  all  the  precautions,  there  are  sometimes  still 
attempts  made  to  gain  an  extra  edge  on  the  tests.  Bentley  says 
that  some  incidents  are  minor. 

"You  have  cheating  where  someone  will  bring  in  some 
notes,"  Bentley  said.  "That  is  less  blatant,  so  to  speak,  than  if 
someone  were  to  get  the  answers  from  someone  else,  and  have 
the  list  of  all  the  answers.  That's  what  you  would  call  blatant 
cheating." 

The  testing  lab  aides  are  trained  to  collect  any  questionable 
notes  or  other  evidence,  without  confrontation  with  the  student. 
They  then  write  up  an  "irregularity  report"  of  the  incident,  and 
submit  the  information  to  the  instructor. 

"They  don't  say  'you  are  cheating,"'  Bentley  said.  "They 
pick  up  the  evidence,  the  material,  whatever,  then  they  write 
out  a  report  in  a  very  objective  way,  and  submit  that  report  to 
the  faculty  member." 

In  the  blatant  cases,  such  as  the  time  students  exchanged 
exams,  Bentley  has  the  option  to  refer  the  case  to  the  college 
judicial  officer  rather  than  the  faculty  member. 

"If  it's  more  blatant,  then  I  typically  will  meet  with  the 
person,  and  I  will  also  have  them  meet  with  the  college  judicial 
officer,"  she  said.  "That  way,  he's  aware  of  it;  maybe  there's 
somebody  who's  cheating  by  some  other  route." 

Bentley  emphasized  that  the  irregularity  reports  are  written 
up  not  only  for  cheating,  but  for  any  sort  of  out-of-the-ordinary 
incident. 

"It  may  be  that  somebody  comes  in,  looks  at  the  test  and 
says  Tm  not  ready  for  this,’"  she  said. 

While  Bentley  could  not  give  a  number  of  incidents 
involving  cheating,  she  said  that  the  number  is  "minimal." 

"It  happens,”  she  said.  "There  are  always  incidents.  I  think,  as 
you  look  at  things  around  you,  you  see  lots  of  cases  of  people 
doing  those  kinds  of  things,  not  only  on  class  tests,  but  also  in  life."

market  their  service  without  causing  an  uproar. 

One  of  the  largest  research  assistance  companies  is  based 
near  Los  Angeles,  and  believes  in  catering  to  its  customers. 
The  company  boasts  that  it  has  18,242  quality  collegiate 
research  papers  from  which  to  choose. 

All  of  the  papers  have  been  written  by  "our  staff  of 
professional  writers,  all  with  advanced  degrees,  and  each  a 
specialist  in  his/her  field,"  according  to  the  company's  1990 
catalog. 

Art  Stekel,  a  partner  in  the  firm,  said  in  a  1988  interview  in 
The  Chronical  of  Higher  Education,  that  one  of  the  reasons 
that  the  company  has  flourished  is  because  they  have  a  big 
group  of  writers  in  southern  California  who  freelance  for  the 
entertainment  and  movie  industries,  and  are  always  looking 
for  ways  to  earn  extra  money. 

If  a  student  has  a  research  topic  that  is  not  in  the  catalog, 
specialized  original  research  can  be  arranged.  For  $18  to  $25 
per  page  (undergraduate)  or  $22  to  $45  per  page  (graduate), 
one  of  the  company's  "staff  of  over  50  professional  writers" 
will  research  the  topic  for  the  student. 

The  firm  also  offers  a  service  for  students  who  need 
assistance  on  graduate  theses  and  dissertations. 

Just  as  comprehensive  as  the  company's  assistance 
program,  is  the  company’s  high  technology  delivery  program. 

If  waiting  two  to  three  days  for  UPS  is  too  long,  overnight 
delivery,  for  $15  extra,  or  instant  FAX  transmissions,  for 
$9.50  per  page  are  available  options. 

When  it  comes  to  advertising,  the  company  runs  most  of  its 
ads  in  national  publications  like  Rolling  Stone  or  in  student 
newspapers. 

"Repeat  sales  and  personal  referrals  are  absolutely  essential 
for  our  continued  viability,"  according  to  the  firm's  catalog. 

Stekel  said  that  business,  management,  finance,  accounting 


and  computers  are  the  most  sought-after  subjects  areas. 
English  papers,  on  the  other  hand,  do  not  sell  very  well,  as 
English  majors  are  writers  and  don't  need  so  much  help  doing 
their  papers. 

When  dealing  with  ethics  of  selling  research  papers,  the 
firm  insists  that  it  is  an  ethical  enterprise. 

"Our  theory  is  simple.  The  best  way  to  learn  sound  research 
techniques  is  through  studying  letter  perfect  research  papers 
in  the  exact  area  of  your  assignment,"  the  firm's  catalog 
states. 

What  can  be  done? 

There  is  nothing  illegal  about  selling  research  papers  unless 
the  papers  use  plagiarized  quotations  and  are  sold  for  profit. 
And  students  can  be  hard  to  prosecute,  because  of  high  costs 
and  burden  of  proof. 

Lacking  legal  remedies,  the  only  recourse  that  can  be  taken 
against  research  assistance  companies  must  be  made  by 
college  administrators  and  instructors. 

The  first  step  might  be  to  encourage  close  monitoring  of 
students  by  instructors.  By  requiring  small  in-class 
assignments,  instructors  can  get  a  better  idea  of  a  student’s 
writing  ability  and  style. 

When  research  papers  are  required  for  a  course,  instructors 
could  require  several  rough  drafts  and  outlines  in  order  to 
monitor  the  students'  progress. 

Most  English  teachers  can  accurately  estimate  the  quality 
of  a  student's  research  paper  based  on  the  outline  and  note 
cards. 

Another  step  may  be  to  impress  on  the  students  the 
importance  of  academic  integrity  and  personal  pride.  In 
addition,  every  student  should  be  made  aware  of  the  college's 
policy  on  defining  plagiarism  and  the  severe  ramifications  of 
getting  caught.

Women  finish  24th 
after  a  winter  layoff

The  national  tournament  in  Tucson,  Ariz.  was  not  what  the  lady 
Chaparrals  hoped  it  would  be. 

But  then  again,  to  be  the  24th  best  team  in  the  nation  is  not  chopped 
liver. 

Last  fall  CD  outplayed  their  competition  and  just  barely  qualified 
for  the  national  tournament  by  winning  the  regional  championship, 
edging  out  South  Suburban  by  one  half  of  a  point. 

Following  that  win,  they  had  to  endure  a  seven  month  layoff  over 
the  winter  before  they  were  able  to  compete  against  the  best  junior 
college  teams  in  the  country. 

During  the  layoff  they  held  indoor  practice  sessions  over  the  winter, 
held  spring  practices  and  meets  and  were  ready  for  the  tournament, 
according  to  head  coach  Dave  Webster. 

Despite  being  ready  to  play,  they  were  out-matched  and  out-played 
throughout  the  tournament. 

Of  the  30  teams  particpating  in  the  national  tournament,  the  lady 
Chaps  ended  the  season  ranked  as  the  24th  best  team  in  the  nation. 

The  number  one  doubles  team  of  Gwen  Hughs  and  Kara  Fritz 
picked  up  the  only  victory  for  the  lady  Chaps. 

In  the  first  round,  the  team  defeated  Conradi/Strand  of  Willmar  6-2, 
6-7,  6-3.  In  the  second  round  they  were  defeated  by  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich. 

In  consolation  play  some  of  the  lady  Chaps  came  up  with  wins. 

Hughs  defeated  Angelia  Grey  of  Hinds  6-2,  6-7,  7-6  at  number  one 
singles. 

Cindy  Kochan  beat  Jennifer  Rogers  of  Belleville  6-2,  6-0  at  number 
five  singles. 

At  number  three  singles,  Fritz  had  a  straight  set  victory  over 
Rennetta  Wray  of  Johnson,  6-3,  6-0. 

Hughs,  Kochan  and  Fritz  all  lost  their  next  match  in  the  consolation 
round. 

Other  CD  participants  at  the  national  tournament  were  Julie  Archer 
at  number  two  singles  and  doubles,  Donna  Onnezi  at  number  four 
singles,  Kellie  Kirby  at  number  six  singles  and  number  two  doubles, 
and  Julie  Onnezi  and  Allison  Calif ano  at  number  three  doubles. 

"It  was  a  tough  tournament,"  Webster  said.  "When  you  go  in  there 
without  seedings  you  wind  up  drawing  a  lot  of  the  top  players  and 
that's  what  happened  to  the  girls.  I  think  they  did  well  under  the 
circumstances. 

"Unlike  other  schools,  we  don't  fly  them  all  over  the  country  to  play 
tournaments.  This  is  their  one  big  chance  to  make  a  showing.  They 
were  overmatched,  but  that's  what  national  competition  is  all  about."

An  outstanding  year  led  to  an  outstanding  finale  for  the 
Chaparral  men's  tennis  team.

with  13  points. 

After  the  tournament,  Webster  received  the  Herschel 
Stephens  Coaching  Award  for  outstanding  service  and 
dedication  to  the  NJCAA  for  1990.  His  peers  in  the 
coaching  profession  voted  him  the  recipient. 

Every  Chap  played  well,  including  honorable  mention 
All-American  Dave  Subrt. 

At  number  two  singles,  Subrt  advanced  further  than  any 
other  CD  player,  making  it  all  way  to  the  semi-finals 
before  losing.  All  of  his  matches  were  close  and  involved 
three  tie-breakers.

softball  tournament  and  a  request  for  an  additional  assistant 
coach  are  just  some  of  the  plans  up  Sarkisian's  sleeve  for  next 
season. 

The  new  fence,  designed  to  bring  CD  up-to-date  with 
competitors  and  increase  the  attraction  of  the  school  s  program, 
will  be  200  feet  from  home  plate,  and  will  hopefully  boost  the 
home  run  power  of  the  lady  Chaps. 

The  tournament,  held  over 
Spring  Break,  will  take  the  team  to 
Lincoln,  Ill.,  where  schools  from 
six  different  states  will  participate. 

While  the  Chaps  have  been 
invited  to  compete  in  the  past, 
Sarkisian  has  finally  found  a  way  to 
work  the  tournament  into  his  own 
team's  schedule. 

The  request  for  an  additional 
coach  comes  after  Sarkisian  and  his 
team  got  their  first  glimpse  of 
nationally  competitive  teams  at  the 
NJCAA  tournament. 

"We  feel  we're  going  to  move  it 
up  a  notch  in  the  program, 
Sarkisian  said.  "The  college  is  giving  it  first  priority.  We  feel 
we  need  more  coaching  in  the  program. 

"The  teams  at  nationals  are  at  a  level  above  us.  I'm  not  sure 
that  we  can  even  get  to  that  eventually.  They  have  the  weather, 
they  have  the  scholarships,  they  have  the  reputation. 

"We  think  our  softball  program  is  as  good  as  any  in  the 
midwest  for  community  colleges.  And  I  think  we  ve 
demonstrated  that  with  our  record." 

Following  an  early  season  loss  to  Triton  College,  the  lady 
Chaps  won  27  straight  games  before  entering  the  national 
tournament  and  losing  two  out  of  three. 

Along  the  way,  however,  they  broke  numerous  records. 

Along  with  the  winning  streak,  CD  broke  team  and  individual 
records,  and  established  several  milestones. 

This  was  the  first  time  the  lady  Chaps  won  back-to-back 
conference  titles,  and  the  team  won  a  record  72  games  over  the 
last  two  seasons.

Shea  gives  CD 
a  winning  note 
at  NJCAA  meet

Sophomore  pole  vaulter  Tom  McDonald  was 
supposed  to  lead  five  other  team  members  at  the 
NJCAA  track  meet  last  month  In  Odessa,  Texas. 

As  the  only  sophomore  to  qualify  for  the  nationals, 
and  the  team  leader  during  the  season,  McDonald  was 
familiar  with  big  meets. 

But  after  nearly  a  week  of  competition,  two  CD 
freshman,  including  another  pole  vaulter,  stole  the  show 
for  the  Chaparrals  and  recorded  personal  bests  in  their 
respective  events. 

Freshman  shot  putter  Bob  Shea  threw  the  shot  a 
personal  best  52'  5”,  two  feet  better  than  he  ever  threw 
before,  finished  fourth  in  the  NJCAA  and  was  named 
an  All-American,  while  another  freshman,  Junior 
Sotello,  vaulted  to  a  personal  best  I4'7". 

"They  did  not  perform  well  as  a  team,"  coach  Frank 
Heegard  said.  "Everybody  else  choked.  McDonald  was 
our  hopeful  to  place  in  the  top  three." 

Despite  a  disappointing  finish  as  a  team,  Heegard, 
who  stated  he  does  not  know  how  the  Chaps  finished  in 
team  rankings,  was  belated  with  the  performance  of 
Shea. 

"All  of  the  guys  were  older  than  he,  and  some  had  a 
lot  more  experience,"  Heegard  said.  "Bob  is  a  real 
competitor.  He  rises  to  a  challenge.  He  knows  how 
good  he  Is  and  what  he  can  do.  Nothing  is  a  surprise  for 
him  because  he  knows  his  competitors'  strengths." 

As  for  the  rest  of  the  team,  including  Rick 
Hornstrum,  Eric  Grebin  and  Keith  Salyers,  Heegard 
felt  they  were  too  worried  about  the  competition. 

"Nobody  knows  how  competitive  the  JUCO  nationals 
are,”  Heegard  said.  "Especially  in  the  running  events.

Sam  admitted  that  be 
was  very  ambivalent  about 
leaving  CD. 

"It  was  a  very  hard 
decision  because  I  like  this 
place  a  lot,"  Sam  said.

hope  one  day  I  can  come  back  and  work  here  again." 

While  at  CD,  Sam  said  that  his  experiences  have  been 
very  positive  and  admits  that  it  Is  due  in  large  part  to  the 
cooperation  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  administration 
and  the  faculty.

College's  classified  staff 


contract  revisions

Approximately  611  classified 
personnel  at  the  college  are  awaiting  the 
conclusion  of  contract  "discussions"  that 
are  currently  going  on  between  their 
representatives  and  the  board  of  trustees. 

According  to  Howard  Owens,  director 
of  human  resources  and  representative  of 
the  board,  the  classified  personnel  do  not 
have  a  contract,  but  instead  an  agreement 
that  will  soon  expire. 

"We  really  don't  have  a  contract," 
Owens  said.  "We  have  an  agreement 
instead  because  they  are  not  an  officially 


recognized  group  such  as  the  faculty." 

Discussions  between  the 
representatives  have  been  going  on  for 
about  four  weeks  in  an  effort  to  reach  a 
new  agreement  before  the  present  one 
runs  out  June  30  said  Owens. 

The  number  of  classified  employees  at 
the  college  fluctuates,  but  is  usually 
around  611  Owens  said.  This  figure 
includes  all  full-time,  part-time  and 
temporary  employees. 

However,  72  employees  who  work 
under  a  grant  are  not  figured  into  that 
number,  but  will  be  affected  by  the  agreement 


He  added  that  he  does  not  foresee  any 
problems  in  reaching  an  agreement  and 
noted  that  the  recent  faculty  negotiations 
may  have  some  impact  on  these  discussions. 

"Whatever  is  negotiated  by  one 
employment  group  becomes  the  subject 
of  another,"  Owens  said.  "They  (the 
recent  faculty  negotiations)  may  have 
some  bearing  on  these  discussions." 

Owens  concluded  by  saying  that  he 
believes  the  discussions  are  progressing 
satisfactorily. 

A  representative  for  the  classified  staff 
could  not  be  reached  for  comment.

Campus-wide  recycling  program  in  the  works

In  order  for  the  CD  recycling  plan  to  be 
successful,  the  college  needs  to  purchase 
recycled  items  the  CD  board  of  trustees  was 
told  at  its  May  30  workshop  meeting. 

"If  we  are  really  going  to  go  into  recycling, 
we  have  to  close  the  loop,"  CD  President  H.D. 
McAninch  said. 

The  board  will  be  investigating  the 
possibility  of  purchasing  at  least  a  percentage 
of  recycling  paper,  which  can  cost  1 1  percent 
more  than  virgin  paper. 

The  paper  recycling  pilot  program  that  was 
started  last  summer  has  met  with  enthusiasm 
across  campus,  according  to  Laura  Galto, 
manager  of  staff  services. 

"People  are  calling  us  and  asking  for 
collection  boxes,"  she  told  the  board. 


So  far,  about  $1,000  has  been  collected  from 
the  sale  of  paper  from  the  pilot  program. 

Director  of  auxiliary  enterprises  Ernie 
Gibson  wants  to  see  the  paper  recycling 
program  be  campus-wide  by  the  opening  of  the 
1990  Fall  Quarter. 

Gibson,  who  also  heads  the  college's 
recycling  committee,  plans  to  convene  that 
committee  before  the  end  of  the  current  quarter 
to  design  the  program  for  campus-wide 
recycling. 

"The  board  (on  May  30)  gave  us  more  or 
less  a  mandate  to  start  a  program,"  he  said. 
"It's  now  basically  the  approval  of  the 
president  and  his  cabinet,  and  its  our  job  to  put 
together  the  program." 

Gibson  hopes  to  spend  the  summer  working 
out  the  details  of  the  recycling  program,  and 


acquiring  the  necessary  supplies,  such  as 
recycling  bins. 

"If  my  plans  go  well,  we  will  hit  the  college 
family  with  a  blitz  of  recycling,  not  only  in  the 
various  administrative  offices,  but  in  every 
classroom, "  Gibson  said. 

The  new  aluminum  recycling  program  is  off 
to  a  promising  start.  Gibson  estimates  that  by 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  school  will  have 
collected  several  thousand  dollars  worth  of 
cans,  depending  on  the  current  price  for 
aluminum  scrap. 

Gibson  is  proud  of  the  leadership  CD  is 
exhibiting  in  the  area  of  recycling  on  college 
campuses. 

"I've  had  calls  from  all  over  the  Chicago 
area,  from  downstate  and  from  out  of  state 
from  those  who  have  heard  of  our  pilot 


program,"  Gibson  said.  "They've  all  asked  me 
very  extensive  questions  as  to  what  we're 
doing,  how  we're  doing  it,  and  I've  shared  that 
with  them. 

"It  has  been  the  basic  format  of  the  College 
of  DuPage,  as  a  leader  in  whatever  we  are 
doing.  We  do  things  that  nobody  else  is 
doing."  ‘ 

Gibson  credited  Field  Studies  professor  Hal 
Cohen  with  being  "the  father  of  recycling  here 
at  CD." 

He  said  that  the  guidance,  concern  and 
efforts  Cohen  has  exhibited  for  environmental 
matters  have  been  important  in  getting  a 
recycling  program  going  at  the  college. 

Cohen,  Gibson  said  "is  the  reason  why  we're 
doing  what  we're  doing.  He's  always  been  a 
tremendous  recycling  advocate."

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Five  CD  faculty  members  retire

Five  members  of  CD's  faculty  are  set  for 
early  retirement  effective  this  summer. 

Lucile  Friedli,  who  has  been  with  the 
college  since  1967  is  currently  the  director  of 
student  activities.  In  the  fall  Friedli  will 
become  a  part-time  counselor  at  one  of  the 
Open  Campus  satellite  centers,  she  said. 

Instructor  of  photography  John  Church,  has 
been  with  the  college  since  1972.  Church's 
retirement  will  take  effect  on  June  17. 

Patricia  Kurringer,  who  was  appointed  in 
1967  as  an  instructor  in  art  will  retire  August 
31. 

Robert  Marshall,  who  was  appointed  in 
1969  as  an  instructor  of  instrumental  music 
will  be  leaving  the  college  to  retire  effective 
August  26. 

William  Stretton  who  has  been  with  the 
college  since  September  of  1967  as  an 


instructor  of  mathematics,  will  retire  August  23. 

The  faculty  members  all  stated  that  the 
biggest  change  that  they've  seen  at  the  college 
has  been  the  growth. 

"The  aims  of  the  college  are  the  same  now 
that  they  were  at  the  beginning,"  Church  said. 
"The  interaction  with  the  community  is  good 
and  we  seem  to  have  something  to  offer  to 
everyone." 

Church  stated  that  the  down-side  of  the 
growth  has  been  the  parking  situation,  while 
Marshall  says  that  with  the  expansion  of  CD 
some  of  the  family  atmosphere  was  lost. 

"I  never  envisioned  that  the  college  would 
get  as  huge  as  it  did,"  Stretton  said. 

The  faculty  members  were  happy  to  be 
leaving  to  go  on  to  greener  pastures,  but  stated 
that  they  were  going  to  miss  the  college,  the 
people  that  they  worked  with  and  the  students. 

"I'm  going  to  miss  two  things,"  Church  said, 


"the  diversity  of  the  people  in  my  classes  with 
the  age  differences,  and  the  people  in  my 
department  and  all  the  friends  that  I  have 
made." 

Stretton  stated  that  he  was  going  to  miss  the 
teaching  as  well. 

"I  really  enjoyed  teaching  this  age  group," 
Stretton  said.  "The  younger  students  kept  my 
outlook  young." 

Friedli,  whose  position  was  an 
administrative  one,  stated  that  she  is  going  to 
miss  being  part  of  the  pulse  of  the  college. 

"I  saw  this  college  come  alive,"  she  said. 
"It's  such  a  happy  campus  because  there  is 
always  something  going  on  and  so  much  is 
happening." 

Most  of  the  retirees  plan  to  travel;  in  the 
case  of  Marshall,  his  plan  is  to  move  closer  to 
family. 

"I  have  two  grandsons  and  my  son  owns  a 
Schwinn  bicycle  shop  in  Wisconsin.  We  are 
going  to  be  moving  to  Oconomowoc 
(Wisconsin)  which  is  about  100  miles  north  of 
here,"  Marshall  said.  "Fortunately  both  my 
wife  and  I  are  in  good  health  so  we  will  be 
able  to  travel  around  the  country  and  visit 
friends." 

Church  intends  on  taking  advantage  of  the 
property  that  he  owns  in  North  Carolina. 

"I'd  like  to  find  part-time  work  in  the 
graphic  arts  of  desktop  publishing  business," 
he  said.  "I'm  hoping  that  my  experience  in 
photography  will  help  me." 

Stretton  stated  that  he  was  an  avid  bird 
watcher,  hiker,  fisherman  and  traveller,  and 
fully  intended  to  pursue  these  interests. 

Friedli  stated  that  she  hadn't  mapped  out  her 
plans  thus  far,  but  would  like  to  take  part  in  a 
fitness  program  because  her  pressing  duties  at 
the  pollege  haven't  allowed  her  the  time  to 
pursue  these  interests.

According  to 
McAninch,  the 
person  is  brought 
to  the  Oakbrook 
Terrace  Tower’s 
top  floor  where 
they  are  given  a 
striped  shirt  to  wear,  their  picture  is  taken 
behind  bars  and  they  stand  before  a  judge  to  be 
sentenced.  The  judge  sentence  states  how  much 
a  person  is  expected  to  raise  for  "bail." 

Last  year  the  committee  raised  over  $75,000 
for  its  cause. 

The  people  who  are  "arrested"  can  either 
line-up  donations  ahead  of  time  or  they  can 
make  phone  calls  from  "jail"  to  bring  in  the 
money. 

McAninch  stated  that  he  would  be  more  than 
happy  to  get  donations  for  the  ACS  before 
hand,  and  feels  that  this  organization  is 
worthwhile. 

"I  believe  strongly  in  the  American  Cancer 
Society,"  he  said.  "We  ought  to  raise  money  for 
them.  I  believe  some  day  we  will  cure  cancer 
and  this  is  just  one  step  in  that  direction."

Editorial: 

SG:  Don't  worry  about  new  advisor; 
CD  picked  the  Courier  a  real  gem 


What  is  an  advisor  and  what  should  one  be  doing? 

In  a  recent  Student  Government  meeting.  President 
Jeff  Russell  noted  that  the  group  was  going  to  seek 
some  input  from  several  students  as  to  what  traits 
they  would  like  to  see  in  their  future  advisor  since 
their  present  one  is  going  into  early  retirement. 

While  Webster  defines  the  duty  of  an  advisor  as 
being  only  supervisory,  there  may  be  a  need  to 
expand  this  definition  a  little  further. 

The  Courier  has  an  advisor  and  by  relaying 
observations  and  experiences  with  ours,  we  may  be 
able  to  help  SG  with  its  quest  for  added  insights. 

For  example,  there  have  been  many  instances  when 
our  advisor  has  had  to  stay  late  into  the  day  to  answer 
questions,  relieve  tension  and  yes — to  supervise. 

To  those  students  who  like  to  think  that  they  can  do 
without  the  supervision,  they  are  sadly  mistaken.

End  of  the  road  for 
1C  courtyard  statue 

The  sculpture  titled  "Interstate"  by  artist  Pete  Farina 
which  was  constructed  in  an  IC  courtyard  was  only 
predicted  to  last  six  months  last  October. 

It  is  now  eight  months  later  and  according  to  Fred 
Bruney,  assistant  professor  of  art,  the  sculpture  will 
probably  be  torn  down  sometime  during  Summer 
Quarter. 

Farina  got  the  idea  to  construct  "Interstate"  from  the 
building  of  new  Interstate  355. 

Farina  told  the  Courier  in  the  November  17  issue  that 
"Interstate"  took  him  over  400  man-hours  to  complete 
and  cost  approximately  $800. 

He  based  his  art  form  on  the  Egyptian  "Funerary 
Temple  of  Queen  Hatshepsut,"  which  has  the  design  and 
natural  surroundings  that  he  thought  would  best  represent 
what  he  is  trying  to  say  in  his  sculpture. 

Farina  told  the  Courier  that  he  wants  people  to 
discover  the  beauty  and  design  of  buildings  and 
structures,  not  for  what  they  do  or  the  people  they  house, 
but  for  the  simple  shape  and  form. 

After  six  months  of  planning  and  eight  weeks  of 
construction,  "Interstate"  will  most  likely  "hit  the  road" 
this  summer. 

Day-care  offered  for 
school-aged  children 

The  Child  Development  Center  is  featuring  an 
unprecedented  day-care  program  to  kick  off  beginning 
Summer  Quarter  geared  toward  the  care  of  school-age 
children. 

The  program,  unofficially  called  Summer  School-age 
Care,  is  an  extension  of  the  current  day  care  program 
said  Diane  Smith,  director  of  the  CDC. 

"It  is  the  same  as  our  day-care  program  only  it  is 
extended  to  older  children,"  Smith  said. 

During  Summer  Quarter,  which  extends  from  June  18- 
August  24,  CDC  will  have  three  day-care  rooms;  one 


room  for  2-3  year-olds*  one  for  4-5  year-olds  and  one  for 
school-agers  which  will  house  children  entering  first 
grade  to  those  entering  sixth  grade. 

Summer  school-age  care  will  be  available  to  care  for 
children  Monday  through  Friday  from  7  a.m.-6  p.m.,  the 
same  as  regular  day-care. 

According  to  Smith  everybody  from  the  community  is 
welcome  to  enroll  their  children  in  day-care  but  admits 
that  most  of  the  children  attending  are  past  enrollees. 

Smith  said  that  summer  school-age  care  has  a 
curriculum  that  is  based  on  the  children's  wants. 

"The  children  will  decide  what  they  want  to  do  during 
Summer  Quarter,"  Smith  said. 

The  program  will  involve  field  trips,  cooking,  drama, 
sports,  and  also  reading  and  language  activities. 

Smith  concluded,  "We  pull  together  all  the  wonderful 
resources  that  we  have  on  campus." 

Open  dean  position 
to  be  filled  in  summer 

As  the  present  dean  of  academic  services  changes 
positions,  his  replacement  may  soon  be  selected  from  a 
pool  of  52  applicants. 

Ken  Harris,  dean  of  academic  services,  announced  his 
desire  to  change  positions  early  in  January,  of  this  year. 
He  will  be  a  counselor  at  the  college. 

Ted  Tilton,  central  campus  provost,  said  that  he  has 
already  received  the  recommendations  of  the  ten-member 
committee  that  selected  the  top  three  applicants. 

Tilton  noted  that  the  last  of  the  three  applicants  will  be 
interviewed  on  June  12  and  that  a  decision  will  be  made 
shortly  after  that. 

In  the  transition  between  deans  only  the  title  has 
changed  said  Tilton. 

"The  position  has  changed  only  in  title,  back  to  the 
dean  of  student  affairs  instead  of  the  dean  of  academic 
affairs  which  does  not  sound  as  good,"  Tilton  said. 

The  applicants  that  are  currently  in  the  running  are  not 
from  the  Chicago  area,  but  come  from  Massachusetts, 
New  York  and  Kansas. 

Once  a  replacement  is  selected,  Tilton  would  like  to 
"get  him  (or  her)  on  board  as  soon  as  possible  because  a 
replacement  for  Lucile  Friedli,  director  of  Student

Activities,  will  also  need  to  be 
found." 

At  approximately  the  same  time 
that  Harris  announced  his  desire  to 
change  positions,  Friedli  also  noted 
that  she  would  be  taking  an  early 
retirement  in  August. 

Tilton  concluded  that  among  an 
applicant's  experience  there  was  a 
need  to  have  had  a  strong 
background  in  a  variety  of  fields 
that  the  position  covers. 

He  also  said  that  the  dean  of 
Student  Affairs  at  CD  deals  with  a 
more  complex  operation  than  in 
other  colleges,  requiring  a  strong 
replacement.

"I  think  people  now  recognize  that  CD  is 
internationalized,"  Sam  said.  "We  are 
gradually  developing  a  reputation  of  having 
international  programs." 

Sam  said  that  now  when  schools  are  named 
that  are  recognized  as  being  strong 
internationally,  CD  is  among  those  named. 

He  also  likes  the  fact  that  the  international 
students  at  CD  have  found  a  sort  of  home 
where  they  can  go  for  help  and  advice. 

One  thing  Sam  won't  get  a  chance  to  do 


before  he  leaves  is  compile  a  list  of  names  in 
this  area  of  people  who  are  interested  in 
housing  an  international  student. 

"This  would  give  people  around  here  an 
opportunity  to  learn  about  foreign  cultures  and 
the  foreign  students  would  have  a  chance  to 
learn  more  about  American  culture,"  Sam  said.

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Concert  review: 

'Blues  Jam'  sizzles

On  Saturday  night  the 
legendary  Lonnie  Brooks  and  his 
band  combined  with  The  All 
Blues  Band  to  electrify  over  300 
people  at  CD's  "Blues  Jam." 

Opening  for  Brooks  were  CD's 
own  Phil  Orsi  and  Rick  Lewis, 
from  custodial  operations,  in  The 
All  Blues  Band. 

The  band  showed  a  great  deal 
of  versatility  as  they  kindled  the 
crowd's  intensity  with  tunes 
ranging  from  classics  like  Jerry 
Lee  Lewis'  "Great  Balls  of  Fire" 
to  more  modem  rock  like  U2's 
"When  Love  Comes  to  Town." 

Rick  Lewis,  who  was  "sitting 
in"  with  the  group,  mixed  an 
excellent  biting  guitar  and 
spiritual  harmonica  with  the 
group's  already  well  refined  and 
intense  sound.  After  playing  a 
few  funky  blues  numbers  the 
band  finished  their  set  with 
several  fiery  tunes  and  peaked 
the  crowd's  energy  and 
anticipation. 

The  expectant  crowd's 
impatience  grew  as  time  passed 
and  the  enticing  sound  of  Brooks' 
band  tuning  guitars  and  checking 
amplifiers  emitted  from  behind 
the  stage  curtain. 

After  approximately  a  half  an 


hour  the  curtain  finally  opened 
on  Brooks'  band  led  by  his  son 
Ronnie  Baker  Brooks  on  guitar. 
Brook's  son  introduced  himself 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  band 
and  burned  through  several  tunes 
to  entice  the  crowd's  energy. 

With  the  crowd's  intensity  at 
its  greatest  point,  the  time  had 
come  for  Brooks'  son  to 
introduce  his  father.  As  Brooks' 
broad  form  ambled  toward  center 
stage,  his  distinctive  smile 
cracked  across  his  face  and  the 
crowd's  anticipation  erupted  with 
screams  and  cheering. 

Brooks  said  hello  to  the 
audience,  strapped  on  his  guitar, 
and  asked  the  crowd  if  they  were 
ready  for  the  blues.  After  an 
outburst  of  "yeah".  Brooks  told 
the  crowd  that  he  wanted  to  take 
them  all  on  a  little  trip  to  71st 
street  on  the  south  side  of 
Chicago  and  then  broke  into  his 
first  tune. 

As  his  band  laid  down  the 
powerful  and  clean  rhythm, 
Brooks'  guitar  licks  struck 
quickly  and  cleanly  like  a  bolt  of 
lightning  slashing  through  the 
sky.  When  Brooks  bellowed  the 
first  lyric  his  voice  roared  over 
the  sound  of  the  band  and  the 
crowd.  His  voice  was  harsh  and 


strong  from  too  many  years  in 
smoke-filled  blues  bars  and  "juke 
joints." 

For  the  next  hour  Brooks 
captivated  the  audience  as  he 
preached  his  unique  style  of 
Louisiana  swamp  rock,  Texas 
swing  and  Chicago-style  blues. 
Brooks  mixed  material  from  his 
last  album,  "Live  from  Chicago- 
Bayou  Lightning  Strikes"  with 
classic  blues  standards  to  give 
the  crowd  a  good  cross-section 
of  what  the  blues  are  all  about. 

Brooks  last  tune  was  a  ten- 
minute  version  of  Freddie  King's 
"Hideaway"  and  featured  a  solo 
by  each  member  of  the  five-man 
band.  Midway  through  the 
number,  Broods  came  down  into 
the  audience,  showed  off  a  little, 
and  shook  the  hands  of  some 
fortunate  fans. 

After  meeting  the  crowd. 
Brooks  mounted  the  stage  again 
and  finished  the  set  with  the 
same  intensity  and  style  that  he 
began  with. 

As  the  curtain  closed  on 
Lonnie  and  his  band  taking  some 
bows,  the  crowd  gave  Brooks  a 
standing  ovation  and  chanted, 
"Lonnie,  Lonnie"  with  hopes  of 
Brooks  taking  them  back  to  71st 
street  one  more  time.

Four  CD  students  make  9  Voice  sing

9  Voice  Is  a  four  member  band  formed  In  August  of  1989,  whose  members  all  attend  CD. 


My  best  friend  Dan  used  to  have 
this  Volkswagen  Bug,  and 
sometimes  we'd  go  driving  around 
late  at  night,  listening  to  tapes  by 
way  of  the  VW's  cheesy  speakers. 

Dan  recorded  all  of  his  music  on 
cheap  cassettes  of  the  variety  you 
find  in  the  checkout  lane  in  twelve- 
packs  for  $1.99,  which  look  almost 
as  bad  as  they  sound.  That’s  how  I 
got  into  XTC:  Dan  had  Skylarking 
recorded  onto  a  Wal-Mart  tape,  and 
despite  sound  quality  comparable  to 
that  of  a  twelve-year-old  CB  radio,  I 
found  the  music  totally  and 
completely  compelling.  And  that, 
kids,  is  the  sign  of  a  good  band.  A 
cheesy  recording  gets  the  band  down 
to  basics;  they  can't  pretend  to  have 
talent. 

9  Voice,  a  band  whose  members 
attend  CD,  have  such  a  recording. 
Okay,  granted,  the  sound  quality  of 
their  promo  tape  is  a  few  steps  up 
from  those  blank  cassettes 
manufactured  in  greasy  factories 
along  the  Pacific  rim,  but  it's  clearly 
not  a  professional  recording.  And  if 
you  ask  me,  that  works  to  their 
benefit:  they  have  a  very  basic  rock 
talent  that  shines  right  through  the 
tape  hiss. 

9  Voice  consists  of  four  members, 
guys  who  went  to  Hinsdale  South 
High  School  together.  Before  their 
current  venture,  guitarist  Ron 
Kwasman  played  in  a  band  called 
4xy  with  9  Voice  drummer  Matthew 
Tucker.  He  later  played  in  another 
band  with  9  Voice  singer  Chris 
Brieske  and  bassist  Randy  Edman. 

The  four  formed  9  Voice  in 
August  of  1989,  practicing  in  a 
garage,  writing  songs,  polishing 
them  until  they  shone. 

"We  don't  like  to  cover  songs  too 
much,"  Kwasman  said,  "but  it 
depends  on  the  gig.  If  we  play  a  bar, 
we  pretty  much  play  our  own  songs. 


but  if  we  play  a  party  or  something, 
we'll  do  covers.  Mostly,  it's  like,  98 
percent  original  stuff." 

Indeed,  9  Voice  has  quite  a 
catalog  of  original  songs  to  choose 
from,  they've  written  about  40, 
according  to  Kwasman. 

"Chris  writes  all  the  lyrics,"  he 
said,  "and  up  until  I  joined  the  band, 
Chris  and  Randy  wrote  all  the 
music.  Now  I'm  starting  to  write 
along  with  Chris.  Now  it's  pretty 
much  a  band  effort. 

"Mainly,  what  we  do  is,  one  guy 
will  come  in  with  an  idea  and  then 
the  four  of  us  will  arrange  it, 
ylcnow,  add  our  different  parts.  And 
a  lot  of  our  songs  come  from  just 
free,  improvised  jams.  They  get 
more  structured  after  awhile." 

The  music  produced  from  this 
dynamic  synthesis  is  hard  to 
describe;  their  style  is  singular  and 
surprisingly  developed  for  such  a 


young  band.  Like  artists  of  any  kind, 
they  draw  from  their  own  influences. 

"I  like  Frank  Zappa,  Jerry  Garcia, 
along  with  Clapton...  for  Chris,  he's 
the  John  Lennon/Robert  Smith  type. 
He's  got  a  lot  of  influences.  Matt  the 
drummer,  his  influences  are  like  jazz 
musicians.  Miles  Davis,  that  kind  of 
stuff. 

"I  think  the  four  influences  come 
across  pretty  strongly.  It's  pretty 
much  a  mixture  of  many  different 
types  of  music,  kinda'  funneled 
down  into  our  own  style." 

I  saw  9  Voice  perform  at  a 
Chicago  bar  called  Batteries  Not 
Included.  The  back  room  of  the 
place  is  like  a  spoiled  kid's 
basement:  tables  surrounded  the 
small  stage,  which  was  laden  with 
sleek  new  electronic  sound 
equipment,  side  by  side  with 
components  that  looked  like  pre- 
World  War  II  vintage.  The  walls 


looked  as  if  they’d  been  done  by 
someone  with  balloons  full  of  blue 
and  white  paint  and  a  good  throwing 
arm. 

This  small  room  was  equipped 
with  needlessly  large  speakers,  of 
the  variety  that  get  mistaken  for 
Coke  machines.  9  Voice  used  them 
righteously  that  night. 

Lead  singer  Brieske,  being  the 
band's  main  lyricist,  was  fully  aware 
of  how  to  convey  the  emotional 
content  of  the  songs  they  performed. 
He  played  a  solid  rhythm  guitar,  a 
structural  counterpart  to  Kwasman' s 
lead. 

Where  most  college  bands  tend  to 
layer  on  self-indulgent,  bloated 
guitar  solos,  Kwasman's  were 
practically  articulate;  artfully 
performed,  and  fully  conforming  to 
the  context  of  the  given  song,  they 
spoke  nearly  as  much  as  the  lyrics 
themselves. 


Their  loud,  guitar-based  rock  is 
rife  with  catchy  guitar  hooks,  and 
the  band  was  in  perfect  form  that 
night.  Tucker,  whom  Kwasman 
described  as  "pretty  laid-back," 
seemed  to  fit  that  description  well:  it 
looked  to  me  like  he  was  drumming 
with  his  eyes  shut  through  most  of 
the  show.  Like  Kwasman's  guitar 
work.  Tucker  didn't  intrude  on  the 
musical  gestalt  of  a  given  song  with 
flashy,  self-indulgent  fills;  he  is  a 
good,  solid  drummer  who  knows 
what  needs  to  be  done. 

9  Voice's  sound  was  well  rounded 
by  Edman's  bass.  While  Kwasman 
wailed  solos,  and  Brieske  thrashed 
around  during  the  show's  climax 
with  a  T-shirt  hanging  off  his  head, 
Edman  pretty  much  stood  in  the 
middle  of  the  stage,  doing  what 
needed  to  be  done. 

The  audience  seemed  to  dig  it, 
too.  Batteries  Not  Included  housed 
an  eclectic  crowd  that  night,  and  9 
Voice  seemed  to  appeal  to  everyone. 
Nobody  was  sitting  still  during  the 
performance,  even  the  people  who 
were  sitting  at  tables,  and  applause 
came  easily  from  them. 

9  Voice  would  not  even  have  been 
at  the  bar,  had  it  not  been  for  the 
efforts  of  manager  Jennie  Randag, 
who  met  9  Voice  band  members 
during  a  class  at  CD. 

"If  it  wasn't  for  her,”  Kwasman 
said,  "we'd  still  be  playing  in  a 
garage  somewhere."  And  in  case 
anyone  is  interested  in  the  band, 
Randag  can  be  reached  at  (708)  530- 
2830.  A  quarter  well  spent,  at  that

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Not  all  'fresh  fruit'  is  chemical  free

Sodium  ophenyl  phenate,  thiabendacole, 
sodium  et  benomyl  and  hemoxocide;  most  of 
us  can't  even  pronounce  the  words,  let  alone 
begin  to  realize  what  these  chemicals  do  to 
fruits  and  vegetables  that  millions  of 
Americans  buy  as  "fresh"  every  year. 

All  of  the  above  chemicals  were  found  on 
the  tags  on  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  DuPage 
County  area. 

Many  people  assume  that  because  the 
produce  is  sold  as  fresh,  it  is  chemical-free,  but 
this  is  not  the  case. 

These  chemicals  are  used  as  insecticides, 
fungicides,  spoilage  retardants  and  color 
enhancers.  Chemical  use  is  so  widespread  that 
the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  has 
instituted  maximum  residue  limits  on  some  of 
the  more  common  chemicals. 

For  example,  carbaryl,  a  pesticide  which  is 
used  on  cabbage,  carrots  and  cherries,  is 
limited  to  7.0  parts  per  million,  while  another 
pesticide,  captan,  used  on  apples,  grapes  and 
peaches,  is  allowed  up  to  40.0  parts  per 
million. 

The  consumer  is  made  aware  of  how  the 
fruit  has  been  treated  only  by  reading  the  small 
print  on  the  labels.  Many  of  the  chemicals 
used  in  these  treatments  are  very  toxic  at 
concentrated  levels. 

Because  of  increasing  public  awareness, 
many  stores  have  begun  to  sell  what  is  known 
as  "organic"  fruits  and  vegetables,  which  are 
guaranteed  to  be  100  percent  pesticide  and 
fungicide-free. 


Student  choirs 
to  perform  in  AC 


The  CD  Concert  Choir  and  Chamber

The  45-voice  Concert  Choir,  directed  by 
Barbara  Geis  (Addison)  will  sing  Five 
Mystical  Songs  by  Ralph  Vaughan  Williams. 
Guest  baritone  Robert  Smith  will  join  the 
group,  which  will  also  sing  a  collection  of 
American  folk  songs  and  spirituals.  Kathy 
Scariio  (Glen  Ellyn)  will  accompany  the  choir. 

Under  the  direction  of  Lee  Kesselman 
(Wheaton),  the  Chamber  Music  Singers  will 
present  a  mixed  program  of  unaccompanied 
music.  Their  portion  of  the  concert  will 
include  madrigals.  Renaissance  sacred  music, 
Six  Chansons  by  Paul  Hindemith,  and 
Miniwanka  by  R.  Murray  Schafer. 


The  produce  also  is  guaranteed  to  contain  no 
preservatives  or  spoilage  retardants  of  any 
kind.  Every  major  grocery  chain  in  DuPage 
County,  including  Jewel,  Eagle,  Cub  and 
Frank's  sells  fqnts  and  vegetables  of  this  type. 

Many  people  have  begun  to  buy  only 
produce  of  this  sort  because  of  increasing 
concerns  over  possible  cancer-causing 
elements  irt  regular  store-bought  produce. 

What  then  are  the  possible  problems  at  salad 
bars  or  involving  produce  for  food  purchased 
at  restaurants  or  at  the  CD  cafeteria? 

Dave  Gauger,  director  of  food  services,  said 
that  all  of  the  produce  sold  in  the  cafeterias  at 
CD  is  supplied  by  Pusateri  and  Sons  of  the 
South  Water  Market  in  Chicago. 

Gauger  describes  the  company  as  a  small, 
more  exclusive  supplier. 

"I  may  pay  a  little  more,  but  I  get  the  best," 
he  said. 

After  purchase,  the  produce  undergoes  a 
series  of  inspections  at  the  college,  with 
Gauger  giving  everything  a  final  inspection 
before  the  produce  goes  out  to  the  counters. 
His  inspection  is  one  which  seeks  visual 
perfection.  He  looks  to  make  sure  that  all  of 
the  produce  has  been  properly  cleaned  and 
processed. 

Gauger  also  makes  sure  that  the  area  where 
the  food  is  sold  is  free  of  debris.  Aside  from 
his  official  inspections,  he  is  out  inspecting  the 
salad  bar  several  times  a  day  to  make  sure  it  is 
presentable.  The  product  is  treated  with  only 
powdered  vitamin  A  to  prevent  spoilage; 


almost  nothing  is  thrown  away. 

The  processing  facilities  are  inspected  by 
the  DuPage  County  Health  Department,  which 
Gauger  describes  as  being  "one  of  the  toughest 
anywhere." 

A  routine  inspection  is  a  very  intricate 
process  involving  every  facet  of  the  food 
processing  and  distribution  facilities,  Gauger 
said. 

An  inspection  sheet  contains  guidelines  for 
everything  from  routine  inspection  procedures 
to  garbage  and  refuse  systems. 

The  inspection  begins  with  a  check  on  the 
source,  making  sure  that  it  is  wholesome.  The 
inspector  makes  sure  that  the  items  are  in  their 
original  containers  and  are  properly  labeled. 
He  makes  sure  that  the  facility  meets 
requirements  for  temperature  during  storage, 
preparation,  display,  service  and 
transportation. 

The  facilities  are  checked  to  make  sure  that 
thermometers  are  properly  displayed.  Food 
handling  is  to  be  minimized  and  processing 
utensils  are  to  be  properly  stored. 

The  inspector  checks  the  personnel  for 
hygienic  practices  and  hair  restraints.  All 
contact  surfaces  are  checked  for  maintenance 
and  cleanliness. 

The  water  and  sanitation  devices  are 
checked,  and  even  the  utensils  used  to  clean 
are  checked.  The  inspector  checks  that  single 
service  devices  are  properly  stored  and  only 
used  once. 

One  very  important  check  is  the  water 
system,  it  is  checked  to  see  if  the  source  is  safe 
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The  Singers  will  also  sing  the  premiere  of 
Progression,  a  new  work  by  student  member 
Christopher  Kriz  (Glen  Ellyn).  In  concluding 
the  program  the  Chamber  Singers  will  perform 
folk  music  from  Kenya  and  other  lands. 

The  concert  will  be  held  in  Theatre  2  of  the 
Arts  Center.

and  performs  well,  that  it  is  hot  and  cold  and 
under  pressure. 

Sewage  and  waste  facilities  are  also 
checked.  Plumbing  is  checked  for 
maintenance.  The  cross-connection,  back 
siphonage  and  back  flow  category  is  next. 

The  inspector  then  checks  the  toilet  areas  to 
make  sure  that  all  the  personnel  needs  are 
satisfied.  The  inspector  makes  sure  that  these 
facilities  are  enclosed  and  away  from  all  food 
and  produce  processing  areas. 

The  garbage  and  refuse  system  is  gone  over 
thoroughly,  with  the  inspector  making  sure 
that  the  facilities  are  covered,  clean,  pesl- 
proof,  used  frequently  and  are  clean. 

The  processing  areas  are  checked  to  be  pest 
free,  as  well  as  having  proper  lighting  and 
ventilation. 

The  premises  then  receive  a  final  check  to 
marked  sure  the  entire  general  area  is 
maintained,  free  of  litter,  that  maintenance 
equipment  is  properly  stored  and  that  only 
authorized  personnel  are  working  in  the 
processing  area. 

The  inspector  fills  out  a  sheet  containing 
ratings  and  general  comments  in  all  areas  and 
the  sheets  are  turned  in  to  the  health 
department. 

A  copy  of  this  report  is  then  required  to  be 
posted  on  the  premises.  If  a  facility  is  cited  for 
any  violation,  they  are  given  until  the  next 
routine  inspection  to  correct  the  problem,  or 
they  may  face  a  suspension  of  their  operations 
permit.

CD  the  next  fall  to  begin  practice  for  the 
1989  season. 

When  he  stepped  out  onto  the  field  to  play 
his  first  collegiate  game,  it  had  been  nearly  two 
years  since  he  played  organized  baseball. 

"I  wanted  to  just  hit  .300,"  Watts  said.  "I 
replaced  a  good  player  at  third  in  Jim 
Glowenke.  I  wanted  to  fill  his  shoes  and  do  the 
job  at  third  base  that  he  had  done.  I  didn't  want 
there  to  be  a  drop-off." 

And  there  wasn't.  Watts  strode  through  his 
freshman  season  of  college  baseball,  broke  two 
school  records  and  surpassed  Glowenke's 
accomplishment  as  an  all-conference  third 
baseman  by  being  named  to  the  All-Region  IV 
team. 

Watts  anchored  a  hard-hitting  line-up  by 
batting  .417,  collecting  hit  after  hit  after  hit. 

He  got  so  many  hits  so  soon  in  the  season,  he 
began  to  wonder  what  the  school  record  was. 

"I  asked  Coach  Kranz  what  the  school  record 
was  for  hits  in  a  year,"  Watts  said.  "He  told  me 
it  was  77.  He  said  'But  that's  a  marathon. 
Nobody  will  touch  that."’ 

While  the  Chaps  were  struggling  as  a  team 
during  the  season.  Watts  continued  to  sizzle. 
By  the  time  the  team  had  gathered  their 
composure  and  won  12  of  their  last  14  regular 
season  games.  Watts  had  a  20-game  hitting 
streak. 

CD  won  the  Section  HI  Tournament  before 
losing  in  the  finals  of  the  Regional 
Championship.  When  it  was  all  over.  Watts 
had  a  28-game  hitting  streak  and  80  hits,  both 
school  records. 

A  true  team  player.  Watts  wasn't  satisfied 
with  his  individual  accolades  after  his  freshman 
season,  and  was  ready  to  turn  down  scholarship 
offers  to  have  another  crack  at  the  Region  IV 
Championship.

"To  see  all  of  the  people  we  had  coming 
back,  that's  one  of  the  reasons  I  didn't  leave," 
Watts  said.  "I  could  have  gone  to  a  couple  of 
schools  that  had  offers  for  me.  Me  and  Coach 
Kranz  talked  about  it  a  lot.  I  told  him  I  love  the 
guys  and  I  love  playing  with  them.  I  had 
gotten  close  with  a  lot  of  them  and  I  knew  we 
were  going  to  have  a  real  good  team  coming 
back." 

The  Chaps  did  return  with  a  good  team  the 
past  season,  and  fought  their  way  back  to  the 
Region  IV  Tournament.  However,  they 
finished  as  bridesmaids  once  again,  losing  12-3 
to  Triton  College  in  the  regional  championship 
game. 

"When  we  lost  the  regionals  it  just  killed 

benefit  the  school  and  community,  but  is  "not  a 
high  priority"  according  to  Salberg. 

Revenue  from  the  use  of  the  field  at  night  is 
Salberg's  main  argument  for  lights. 

"We'd  like  to  get  some  lights  on  the  baseball 
and  softball  fields  so  that  they  can  be  used 
year-round,"  Salberg  said.

The  season  may  be  over  for  the  Chaps,  but 
the  memories  still  live  with  Watts. 

"I  walk  out  by  the  field  now  that  the  year  is 
over  and  I  say  to  myself  'I'm  not  ever  going  to 
play  baseball  here  again — it's  over. 

"I  also  think  about  how  I've  set  a  couple  of 
records.  And  that  makes  me  feel  good  because 
when  I  left  here,  I  wanted  to  at  least  leave  a 
mark  of  some  sort." 

The  next  road  for  Burgess  to  conquer  is  the 
basement  of  Major  League  Baseball.  The  June 
4-6  draft  may  give  Watts  a  foot  in  the  door,  but 
may  bring  only  a  modest  offer  if  he  is  chosen. 

Whatever  the  case,  he's  ready  to  push  the 
door  open  if  chosen,  and  continue  the  success 
that  has  brought  him  this  far. 

"If  I  get  drafted  I'm  going  to  give  it  a  shot," 
Watts  said.  "I'm  confident  enough  that  I  could 
play  there.  You've  got  to  get  your  foot  in  the 
door.  I'm  21  years  old  and  this  is  what  I've 
been  dreaming  about  for  so  long." 

With  more  than  40  rounds  of  picking  and 
choosing  among  baseball's  26  teams.  Watts 
may  only  be  considered  one  of  the  country's 
top  1,000  prospects.  But  conversations  with 
several  teams,  including  the  Texas  Rangers, 
Montreal  Expos  and  Chicago  Cubs,  lead  him  to 
believe  that  he  will  indeed  be  picked. 

"They  all  tell  me  there's  really  no  guarantee," 
Watts  said.  "They  can't  promise  what  round 
you'rer  going.  But  they've  all  hinted  that  I'll  go 
somewhere  in  the  draft. 

"If  it  doesn't  happen  all  I  can  do  is  go  to 
school  one  more  year  and  show  them  again." 


could  use  them  every  night  in  the  summer." 

While  Salberg  stresses  that  the  school  is 
merely  exploring  these  ideas,  he  believes  that 
the  changes  would  benefit  CD  and  the 
community.

added  that  this  Is  a  typical  problem  for 
any  student  whether  he  or  she  is  in  a 
sport 

"lam  basically  trying  to  promote 
education  first  and  basketball  second," 
Klaas  said.  "If  it  is  reversed  then  it  is 
wrong." 

In  order  for  an  athlete  to  be  eligible  to 
play  for  a  team  again.be  or  she  must  have 
a  cummulative  GPA  of  at  least  2.0  in  a 
minimum  of  36  credit  hours  said  Klaas. 
He  said  that  because  of  this  athletes  may 
be  relaxing  on  their  studies  since  the 
basketball  season  runs  from  mid-October 
until  early  March. 

"Some  of  these  athletes  may  feel  that 
they  can  bring  up  their  grades  in  the 
Spring  and  Summer  Quarters"  when  they 
are  not  participating  in  sports  said  Klaas. 
He  added  that  the  statistics  of  the  survey 
would  also  be  higher  if  the  finished 
incompletes  would  be  computed  into  it 

Salberg  said  that  the  team’s  statistics 
are  comparable  to  the  rest  of  the  college’s 
strident  body. 

The  average  credit  hour  enrollment  in 
the  Winter  Quarter  for  CD's  student  body 
was  eight  with  a  GPA  of  2.93  according  to 
the  office  of  research  and  planning. 

Both  Salberg  and  Klaas  estimated  that 
the  average  amount  of  practice  each  week 
for  an  athlete  is  IS  hours  a  week. 

Ktaas  said  that  it  has  been  stated  that 
people  who  are  on  sport  teams  have 
higher  grades  than  those  who  don't  and 
CD's  players  are  no  exception. 

"Overall  it  Is  a  very  positive  experience 
and  an  Important  part  of  education  to  be 
involved  in  athletics,”  Klaas  said. 

Julius  Burrell,  CD  sophomore  and  an 
All-American  on  the  basketball  team,  said 
that  it  Is  hard  to  balance  both  school  and 
sports,  "but  you  have  to  be  willing  to 
sacrifice." 

Burrell  added,  "sometimes  grades  do  go 
down  because  you  are  pushing  100 
percent  on  the  court  and  100  percent  in 
the  classroom  and  one  goal  has  to  be  let 
down."

months. 

Even  I  am  guilty  of  not  seeing  every  game 
and  event  of  CD’s  18  athletic  teams  during  the 
past  three  seasons.  However,  I  have  taken  the 
privilege  to  award  certain  teams  and 
individuals  with  a  title  to  remember  them  by. 
Greatest  team  accomplishment: 

The  54-0  conference  record  by  the  members 
of  the  men's  tennis  team  against  six  other 
schools  in  the  N4C  was  unbelievable  for  coach 
Dave  Webster  and  his  team  was  an  incredible 
accomplishment 

Greatest  Individual  accomplishment: 

Pilcher  Erin  Ingram  was  just  one  of  four 
pitchers  on  the  lady  Chaps  who  had  an 
outstanding  season.  But  when  she  threw  not 
one,  not  two,  but  three  no-hitters  for  the 
softball  team  this  season,  she  cleared  up  any 
disputes  as  to  who  threw  the  most  like  Nolan 
Ryan. 

Play  of  the  year: 

In  an  early  season  showdown  between 
conference  rivals  CD  and  Harper  College, 
football  coach  Bob  MacDougall  placed  back¬ 
up  quartetback  Myron  Nichols  in  the  wide-out 
position  in  the  fourth  quarter  with  the  game 
tied  at  7-7, 

Nichols  took  a  hand-off  from  quarterback 
Curt  Miller  and  completed  a  35-yard  pass  to 
Ken  Pandolfi  at  the  one -yard  line.  CD  scored 
the  next  play  and  the  Chaps  went  on  to  win  the 
game  14-7. 

Game  of  the  year: 

CD  78,  Triton  77.  When  the  Chaps  play 
Triton  College  in  any  sport,  a  victory  is 
relished  for  a  long  time. 

But  this  one  was  the  best,  as  the  Chaps 
overcame  a  14-point  first  half  deficit  and  beat 
Triton  when  guard  Keen  Parsons  hit  two  free 
throws  with  eight  seconds  left. 

Coach  of  the  year: 

While  it  is  difficult  to  analyze  who  did  the 
most  with  their  team,  it  is  impossible  to  ignore 
the  accomplishment  of  basketball  coach  Don 
Klaas.  With  only  one  player  returning  from 
last  years'  team  (granted  it  was  all-conference 
forward  Julius  Burrell)  the  Chaps  won  their 
conference  and  returned  to  the  Region  IV 
championship  game  before  losing  74-72  to 
Moraine  Valley.

Highlights  and  All-Americans  from  1989-90

One  national  championship,  seven  teams 
won  the  regional  championships,  and  two 
conference  championships  highlighted  a 
superb  year  for  Chaparral  teams. 

The  number  of  championships  is  not 
unusual  for  Chaparral  teams,  but  there  were 
some  surprises  to  go  along  with  repeat  titles.

The  impact  of  sports  activities  on  an 
athlete's  academic  standing  is  positive  noted 
Don  Klaas,  men's  basketball  coach  at  CD. 

In  a  report  given  to  the  board  of  trustees  in 
its  May  30  workshop,  Herb  Salberg,  athletic 
director,  related  the  results  of  an  academic 
survey  about  the  college's  athletes. 

The  survey  gave  a  team’s  average  credit- 
hour  enrollment  and  GPA  before  and  after  each 
season.  Because  of  the  way  that  an  academic 
year  transpires  only  the  winter  season  had  both 
sets  of  statistics. 

Going  into  the  season,  winter  sports  teams 
averaged  a  credit  hour  enrollment  of  13.97  and 
a  GPA  of  2.89.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  the 


average  credit  hour  enrollment  was  11.61  and 
a  GPA  of  2.68. 

In  a  later  interview,  Salberg  noted  that 
considering  that  there  are  over  700  athletes 
who  participate  in  the  sports  program  at  the 
college  "we  have  an  exemplary  (academic) 
record." 

In  order  for  an  athlete  to  participate  in  a  CD 
sport,  he  or  she  must  pass  12  credit  hours  with 
a  minimum  GPA  of  2.0  said  Salberg.  He 
added  that  the  standards  here  are  "more 
stringent  than  those  of  the  Big  10  or  the  Big 
8." 

The  biggest  drop  in  GPA  that  was 
experienced  by  a  team  was  in  men's  basketball 
which  had  a  pre-season  and  post-season  deficit

Burgess  Watts 


More  than  just  a  sophomore  with  a  sweet  swing  and  a  handful 
of  school  records,  Burgess  Watts  is  a  man  who  has  proved  that 
he  can  tackle  adversity,  and  maybe  the  major  leagues

He  has  seen  a  lot  of  curve  balls  in  his 
time,  both  on  and  off  of  the  field,  and  he 
knows  how  to  wait  for  his  pitch. 

He  doesn't  get  fooled  too  often  in  baseball 
or  in  life.  And  he  was  bom  with  a  name  that 
would  make  Kirby  Puckett  or  Darryl 
Strawberry  jealous. 

More  than  just  a  third  baseman  and  a 
pitcher  with  outstanding  skill,  Burgess 
Watts  is  a  professional  out  of  uniform;  a 
young  man  with  a  heart  of  gold  and  a  head 
full  of  dreams. 

A  career  .432  average,  two  consecutive 
All-Region  IV  honors,  a  conference  most 
valuable  player  award  and  seven  school 
records  qualify  him  as  perhaps  the  greatest 
baseball  player  to  ever  play  at  CD. 

Now  that  he’s  broken  his  final  record  and 
played  his  last  game  as  a  Chaparral,  Watts  is 
wating  for  an  opportunity  to  play  America's 
pastime  at  the  professional  level. 

At  the  age  of  five,  his  mother  signed  him 
up  for  little  league,  one  year  earlier  than  the 
required  age  of  six.  And  his  father,  able  to 
throw  the  ball  harder  than  any  kid  on  the 
block,  learned  to  play  the  game  through 
Burgess'  childhood. 

But  the  road  to  success  for  Watts  wasn’t 
as  simple  as  batting  .400  in  little  league  and 
a  backyard  game  of  catch  with  dad. 

A  former  two-year  letterman  in  three 
sports  at  Wheaton  Central  High  School,  he 
committed  to  playing  football  at  Eastern 
Illinois  University  after  making  the  all¬ 
conference  team  as  a  quarterback  his  senior 
year. 

Eastern  wasn't  ready  for  Burgess, 
however,  and  asked  him  to  sit  out  his  first 
year.  He  was  excited  about  playing  college 
football,  but  Eastern  was  pleased  with  their 
returning  quarterback.  So  Watts  red-shirted, 
saving  a  year  of  eligibility. 

But  following  the  season,  several 
members  of  the  coaching  staff  headed  for 
Western  Michigan  University. 

They  asked  Burgess  to  go  play  there,  but 
transferring  there  meant  sitting  out  another 
season. 


Burgess  Watts  was  a  third-team 
valuable  player  this  season. 

When  he  arrived  at  CD  in  the  fall  of  1987 
to  play  football,  Watts  ran  into  the  same 
brick  wall.  Quarterback  Tom  Minnick 
returned  as  football  coach  Bob 
MacDougall's  starter,  and  Watts  never 
started  a  game. 

He  finished  the  season  with  some  playing 
time  at  the  free  safety  position,  but  was 
confused  about  the  future  of  his  athletic 


All-American  and  Region  IV  most 

After  dropping  out  of  CD  during  Winter 
Quarter,  he  returned  in  the  spring  with  an 
itch  to  play  baseball. 

"I  came  out  and  watched  (the  baseball 
team)  play  some  games,"  Watts  said.  "I  was 
thinking  to  myself,  T  probably  could  play 
here.'" 

He  stuck  with  his  intentions,  returning  to

AD  Salberg 
pitches  for 
a  golf  range 
on  campus

The  growing  interests  in  both  physical  fitness 
and  the  game  of  golf,  along  with  an  increase  in 
revenue  for  CD,  were  the  backbone  of  athletic 
director  Herb  Salberg's  proposals  to  the  board  of 
trustees  at  a  meeting  May  30. 

Salberg  proposed  that  increasing  the  size  of  the 
school  s  fitness  lab  and  building  a  golfing  range 
on  CD's  property  are  the  next  steps  in  expanding 
and  improving  the  physical  education  department. 

In  addition,  he  made  recommendations  for 
lights  to  be  installed  for  the  baseball  and  softball 
fields,  an  expansion  of  the  present  football  press 
box,  and  the  conversion  of  the  present  media 
room  into  an  audio-visual  area. 

The  proposed  golf  range,  which  would  be  built 
in  conjunction  with  the  Professional  Golfing 
Association,  would  be  used  for  instructional 
classes  at  CD  and  as  a  driving,  pitching  and 
putting  source  for  community  members. 

It  will  make  use  of  some  land  we  haven't  used 
that's  been  just  laying  there,  and  it  will  almost  be 
used  to  beautify  the  campus  a  little  bit,"  Salberg 
said  in  a  later  interview. 

"It  would  be  a  teaching  area  with  an  agreement 
with  our  schools.  They've  done  some  research 
and  feel  that  one  of  the  of  the  biggest  golfing 
markets  is  right  here." 

The  fitness  lab,  which  attracts  over  600 
students  each  quarter,  is  being  considered  for 
expansion  to  accommodate  the  number  of  people 
who  wish  to  use  it. 

"We  see  a  need  to  increase  the  square  footage 
of  the  Fitness  Lab,"  Salberg  stated  in  a  later 
interview.  "We  can't  expand  it  at  all  where  it  is 
now,  and  we  know  there's  a  market  out  there." 

Because  the  space  in  the  present  fitness  lab  is 
already  tight,  Salberg  is  considering  the  thought 
of  putting  it  somewhere  else. 

"There  are  several  options  that  they're 
exploring,"  Salberg  said.  "There  looking  at 
switching  rooms  or  adding  on  to  a  room.  There 
going  to  consider  all  of  the  options,  but  I  don’t 
know  which  one  they're  going  to  pick." 

While  both  projects  are  being  considered, 
Salberg  believes  it  may  be  awhile  before  both  are 
complete. 

"Both  projects  are  still  preliminary  right  now," 
said  Salberg,  who  believes  the  fitness  lab  may  be 
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
